BEFORE THE 


ENSUING JOURNALS 


OF ALL THE 


Parliaments and Seſſions of Parliament during the Reign of 

Queen ELIZABETH: Wherein are expreſſed the 
ſeveral Materials and Authorities out of which the ſaid 
P Journals were extrated and drawn ; As alſo what Method 
37 and Form hath been obſerved in the tranſcribing of them, 
together with the excellency and uſe of them. 


N reſpect that theſe enſuing Journals both of the Up- 
per Houſe and Houſe of Commons, during the Reign 


of that Incomparable Princeſs, and Virgin Queen , 
Queen Elizabeth, whole memory will ever remain 
dear and precious to the Church of God, are Col- 
lefted and Framed up by my exceeding great pains 
T and diligence our of ſeveral Materials, and do con- 
rain in them Incomparable Hiſtorical matters both 
rouching the Church and State, as well as matters of 
rarity and Precedent incident to the Orders, Priviledges, or Wſages of either 
Houſe ; It ſhall not be amiſs ſhortly to touch thoſe Heads, that fo they may 
ſerve as a Key for the better Dire&tion and Guidance in the uſe of the Journals 
themſelves. Firſt therefore I will ſet down briefly all choſe Materials our 
of which I have Colle&ed theſe enſuing Journals. Secondly, the Method 1 
have conſtantly obſerved in the cauſing them to be Penned or Tranſcri- 
ook And thirdly, the rich Treaſures of rarity and knowledge contained in 
them. 
Firſt, for the Materials out of which I drew theſe enſuing Journals of ei- 
ther Houſe, they were for the moſt part rare and invulgar, viz, 
1. The Original Manuſcript or Journal-Books of the Upper Houſe of every

bur I was inforced as often as 1 had occaſion to uſe them, to repair unto 
y the ſame, to which I had moſt free and reſpectful acceſs always offered me

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(as alſo to the Bundles of Original As and Petitions relerved there. ) 

2. A large Manuſcript Abridgment in Folio of all the ſaid Original Journal 
Books of the Upper Houſe during her Majeſties Reign, very faichlully for the 
molt part collected and tranſcribed with his wn hands by Robert Bowyer 
Eſquire, who continued Clerk of the ſaid Houle ab an. 6 Jacobi Regis until 


the eighteenth year of the ſame Kg. | | 
3- The Original Journal-Book Manuſcripts of the Houſe of Commons of 


every Parliament and Seſſ-on of Parliament during her Majeſties Raign. 

4. Another help. which I had for the pertecting of theſe Journals were 
the rwo Manuſcript Volumes of Fragmentary and Imperfe@t Journals, or ra- 
ther ( olleftions #1 the Parliaments and Seſſions of Parliament of Queen Elizg- 
beth's Reign, which remained in Sir Robert Cottons well known and much 
famouſed Library, in the faid Years 1629, and 1630. out of which I had 
moſt of the Speeches of Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of England. Out of theſe allo I had paſſages which did excellently 
ſerve to enlarge and beautify ſome of the Journals of the Houle of (ommons, 
as is fully mentioned in their proper places. In which two Volumes of Par- 
liamentary (olleftions which then remained in Sir Robert Cottons Library as 
aforeſaid (who ſince Deceaſed on Friday the 6. day of May, Anno Domini 
1631.) many things being either ignorantly or negligently referred to 
other times than in truth they belonged unto, are here rectified and en- 
larged according as the occaſion ir Fg required. 

5. And another means to enlarge theſe Enſuing Volumes were Manuſcripts 
or written Fragments I had by me of Parliamentary Speeches, Petitions and 
fuch hke Paſſages , eſpecially rouching the Houſe of Commons , all which 
ſerved moſt fitly in their due places to ſupply thoſe things and matters in 


which the Original Journal-Books themſelves were defective. 
6. A further material for the furtherance of this preſent work was a Ma- 


nuſcrips Treatiſe which I had by me Intituled Modus tenendi Parliamentum apud 
Anglos, Compiled eſpecially as I conceive by Robert Bowyer Eſquire, and 
afterwards enlarged by Henry Elfmg Eſquire, at this preſent Clerk of the 
Upper Houſe of Parliament, in which were many good Colleions touching 


' Proxies, Summons, Receivors and Tryors of Petitions, the Commons Prolocu- 


tor, and other matters incident to the Paſſages of the Journals of either 
Houſe, and thoſe eſpecially gathered out of Records; of which Treatiſe 
there is very much uſe chiefly made in the two Journals of the Upper Houſe 
and Houſe of (ommons in the Parliament held in An. 1 Regin. Eliz, 

7. And laſtly one other unuſual or invulgar help for the raiſing up of 
this enſuing Structure was a Manuſcript Diary I had in my Cuſtody of the 
greateſt part of Queen Elizabetbs Reign penned by the Lord Burleigh firſt Prin- 
cipal Secretary and afterwards Lord Treaſurer ; which ſaid Diary did ſerve 
very well to the clearing of ſome things needful to the perfecting of theſe 
enſuing Journals. 

And for Printed helps I made eſpecially uſe of William Camdens Annals of 
Queen Elizabeths Reign, penned by him in a fluent and good Latine Stile 
(the errors whereof in theſe Journals are likewiſe diſcovered in their due 
places) and of the Printed Books of Statutes. as often as occaſion requireth, 
in which allo ſome errors and miſtakings which eſcaped in them are fully 
and plainly convicted and rectified. 

Thele foregoing materials both in Manuſcripts and Print I made uſe 
of in a general nature for all theſe enſuing Journals more or leſs.

be too tedious to diſcuſs or treat of them at large ; only 1t ſhall here luftice 
, to have given this rouch upon it, that luch as are moſt trequently vouched 
| are Parliament Rolls, Patent Rolls and Foreign Rolls kept within the Tower of 
London, all which will beſt appear in the peruſal of them. Where alto | 
had ſome help out of two Tranſcripts, the one in Latine, the other in French, 
of: an old Treatiſe Intituled De modo tenend: Parliamentum in Anglia tempore 
Regis Ediwardt filu Etheldredt, 
For {undry Parliaments allo I had ſeveral private Journals of the Houſe of 
Commons, in A. 13 Regin. Eliz, very imperteCt, and another in /4n. 35 Re- 
gin. ejuſdem moderately exa&t, each of them taken by ſome Member of the 
Hoſe. Tio other I had, the firſt a Journal of the Paſlages of the ſame Houſe 
in An. 39, & 40 Reg. Eliz, exceedingly defeCtive, and the laſt de an. 43, <5 
44. of the ſame Nueen ſtored with excellent matters. Out of all which, not 
only the Journals of the ſaid Houle of Commons, but even of the Upper Houſe 
alſo of thoſe Parliaments, are much augmented. And tor the Lord De la 
Wares Petitions inſerted verbatim in the Journal of the Upper Houſe, de an. 39, 
& 40 Regin. Eliz. I cauſed it to be tranſcribed out of the Buadle of As 
of that Parliament remaining in the Office aforeſaid of the Clerk of the 1{pper 
Houſe, and carefully examined it thereby. 
And thus much {hall ſerve for the materials out of which thele enſuing 
Volumes were colle&ted and tranſcribed , which are all of chem tor the 
moſt part ſo authentick, but eſpecially the Original Journal-Books of either 


Houle, as there can be no Exception againlt any thing that doth follow 
out of them. 


For the ſecond thing, touching the Method I have conſtantly uſed , it hath 
been thus. Firſt before every Journal I have prefixed the jult dazes or times 
of the Beginning, Prorogumg, Diſſolving or Adjourning the Parlament or Seſjion 
of Parliament ; and next under it a Summary draught of the chief ſcope or 
Argument thereof, or at leaſt of ſome ſpecial matter that concerned ir. 1 
have in like manner placed all aCtions of the fir/t day of the Parliament, 2s 
Commiſſions of Prorogation or Adjournment, or the folemn paſting of her Ma- 
jeſty to the Upper Houſe, in the Journal of the lame, as molt properly be- 
longing unto it ; as likewiſe all Speeches of that day which paſled in the 
{aid Houle, on that day on which the Speaker was preſeated. And I have 
in the third place conſtantly inſerted into the Journals of the laid Hpper Houſe 
allo all Commiſſions of note at large, all Proxies that were more rare, the 
preſence of the Lords on ſome ſpecial days, and the names of the Reccivers 
and Tryors of Petitions ; and there is no one day on which the Houle fate 
and did any thing, but ſome Paſlages thereof are mentioned. 

In the Journals of the Houſe of Commons allo are all things inſerted and 
referred unto their due dayes, and I know not any thins that is doubly ſer 

down in the two Journals of both the Houles in the fame Parlizment, or Se{[ion 
A of Parliament, but only the Titles ſometimes of ſuch Bills as were (ent up 
I from one Houſe to another ; and that conſtantly the manner of che begin- 
ning and ending of the Parliament, and of the Preſentment of the Speaker, 
whichis largely ſer down in the Journal of the Upper Houſe,is ſhortly touched 

in the Houſe of Commons. 

And becaule I know the Original Journal-Book of either Houſe to be more 
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iudiciouſly obſerved, and more to be eſteemed than the Colleftions of any 
private men, therefore I have diſtinguiſhed by ſome Annotation or Animad- 
yerſicn what is taken out of th:m, or whar out of any other material wharſo- 
ever. Nor are thoſe Animadverſions of mine own at any time added with- 
our ſome neceſſary motive, or upon ſome good ground. Very (opions in- 
deed they are in the ro firſt Journals of the Mpper Houſe and Houle of Com- 
mons in An. 1 Regin. Eliz, becaule all matrers of form were to be once for 
all diſcuſſed : In all the other Journals they are more ſuccinCt and infre- 
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vent. 
: [ confeſs it coſt me many days beſides other expences to bring theſe en- 


ſuing Volumes to that perfection, in which I now enjoy them. In which 
beſides the abundance of the knowledge in this kind eſpecially gained by 
ir, which Sir Edward Cooke Knight a Learned Writer of this Age calls Lex 
Parliamentaria, I have as I much delired, done ſome Honour to the Memory 
of that Glorious Queen England's Royal Elizabeth, in that I have Colle&ted 
in one body the ſum of the agitations of all her Parkaments, or at leaſt ſo 
much of them as could poſſibly be gotten, being a work not only ſingular 
in reſpect thar I am the ſole enjoyer of it, bur alſo becauſe I reft conhdent 
that never any other man attempted it, much leſs brought it to perfection. 
Which I the rather believe, becauſe when I was one day diſcourſing with 
Sir Robert Cotten che Prime Antiquary of rhis our Age not long before his 
Deceale, rouching the two aforeſaid Volumes he had of the Journals of this 
Oucens Reign, that I wondred' he would treaſure up in his Library fuch 
Fragmentary and Imperfect ſtuff, he made me no other Anſwer, but that 
he was compelled to ſtore up them, becauſe he knew not how to come 
by any better. And certainly if this work which I have now by Gods Pro- 
vidence finiſhed, had been performed by any other, it could not have been 
hid from him who was a very ſedulous gatherer, as of other rarities, ſo 
eſpecially of Parliamentary Paſſages for about the ſpace of forty Years before 
his Death. 

Touching the rarities and treaſures of knowledge contained in theſe en- 
ſuing Volumes, to omit many things, thus much it ſhall not be amils to pre- 
miſe, that there may not only hence be gathered whatſoever almoſt con- 
cerns the Priviledges, Cuſtoms and Uſages of either Houſe, but Hiſtorical matter 
alſo touching the Church and State; and in the whole frame may be fre- 
quently ſeen the admirable wildom of her Majeſty and this her Great Council 
in the happy quenching of ſuch emergent differences as aroſe, and in their 
timely proviſion againſt the ambitious Spaniard, the reſtleſs and irrecon- 
cileable Enemy of her Majeſties Religion, Perſon and Realms. 

In all Parliaments and Seſſions of Parliaments the Journals of the Houſe of 
Commons do for the molt part much excel thoſe of the Upper Houſe in variety 
and abundance of obſervable matter, and in their copious and orderly re- 
lating each dayes Paſlages. 

[ ſhall not need further to enlarge my ſelf, but here to ſhut up this pre- 
lent Diſcourſe, this inſtant Friday the 3. day of February Anno Domini 1631. 
That though through Gods Providence I have finiſhed theſe Volumes, which 
are intended chiefly for my own private uſe, and my Poſterities, yet I have 
already entred upon other and greater labours, conceiving my elf not to 
be born for my ſelf alone, according to that old ſaying, Melius mori quam 

ſtbi vivere ; Or this enſuing Diſtich : | 
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Qui vivat ſibi ſolus, Homo nequit eſſe beatus. 
MALO MORI, nam fc VIVERE NOLO MIHI 


But before I ſpeak further of any future works intended, it ſhall not be 
amiſs ro add ſomewhat touching the true tranſcription of theſe enſuing 
Volumes ; for 1 am not: ignorant, that not only the greateſt part of our an- 
cient Manyſcripts, but all new written materials, for want of able Writers, 
and eſpecially for lack of comparing the new Copy written, with that 'our 
of which it was taken, are exceedingly faulty and defeCtive : and there- 
fore it was my care to examine with my own Eye, the preſence of the 
Lords, the Returns of the Proxies, the Tryors and Receivors of Petitions, the 
(ommiſſions and ſuch hke entire and molt material things. 

Neither wanted there juſt cauſe of my frequent afliſtance for the true 
diſcovery of the very Hand-writing ir ſelf of all the Journals of the Houle of 
(commons during her Majeſties Reign, except of thole in the thirteenth, four- 
reenth, eighteenth and twenty third Jears of the ſame Queen , which four 
Journals were very fairly written into one Volume in Folio ; bur as for the 
three firſt Journals of the ſame Houle de An. 1, 5, & 8 die Reg. they were 
written in a hand of that time, and had alſo many obſcure abbreviations 
in them. And as touching all the other Journals of the Houle of Commons, 
with ſome part alſo of the faid Jownal of the twenty third Year of her 
Majeſties Reign, being entred and bound up together in one Volume, they 
were exceeding, difficult to be read, and were certainly the very notes taken 
and entred into the ſaid Volume by Fulk Onſlow Eſquire then Clerk of the ſaid 
Houſe during the Continuance of the Parliament, or Seſſion of Parliament. 
In all which the ſaid Notes being written in a faſt running hand, and in 
every Page almoſt much interlined, and ſometimes enlarged by ſeveral 
Addicions, diſpoſed into ſuch vacant places as the page afforded, often di- 
ſtant each from other, it required and took up much time to diſcover, and 
find out not only what was written, but alſo how each particular was to 
be diſpoſed into its due place and order. The like difficulry happened in 
the tranſcription of ſome Speeches I had my lelf by me, being the very Auto- 
graphs or firſt (opties penned by ſuch as ſpake them, as did evidently appear 
by their many interlinings. Bur for all other materials out of which theſe 
laid Journals or thoſe of the Upper Houſe were Colleted, there was no difficulty 
at all in reading of them, but only what to collect and inſert out of each 
dayes Paſlages, and what to omit, as matter not worthy the tranſcribing. 

The chief of 'the Works before mentioned, and by me intended for the 
publick good, are theſe enſuing, 

A general Hiſtory of Great Britain from the firſt Inhabitants to the preſent 
Times, to be drawn eſpecially out of Record and other abſtruſe and exorick 
Monuments, for the reformation of all the Chronicles or Hiſtories of this kind 
yet extant, which will require ſeveral Volumes. 

The Survey of Norfolk, Suffolk, Eſſex and Cambridgeſhire, out of Records 
or Original Deeds. 

The Antiquity of the Municipal or Common Laws of the Realm before the 
Norman Conqueſt, out of Record alſo for the greateſt part, or other invulgar 
materials : "T'o which I have a defire alſo if my time will ſuffice for Collecti- 


on, to add a ſecond part out of the Itinerant and Plea Rolls, chiefly remaining 
in the Treaſury at Weſtminſter. 
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heſe I have propoſed to my elf to labour in, beſides divers other 
ſmaller works as well Theological as Moral, like him that ſhoots at the Sun, 
not in hopes to reach ir, but to ſhoot as high as poſſibly his ſtrength, art, 
or skill will permit. S®though I know it impoſſible to finiſh all theſe du- 
ring my ſhort and incertain Life, having already entred into the thirtieth 
Year of my Age, and having many unavoidable imployments and cares of 
an Eſtate and Family, yer if I can but finiſh a little in.each kind, it may 
hereafter ſtir up ſome able Judgments to add an end to the whole, in the 
ſame way and ſearch I ſhall have waded in before them. In the mean 
time I ſhall always pray as I do ſincerely defire, that by all my endeavours 
God may be glorified, the truth divine or humane vindicated, and the 


publick benefited.

Note, that this is not the dire& Copy of the 
Proxie ſent by the Lord Dacres,but only his name 
added unto it, being ſet down according to the 
form, obſerved both in theſe times, and in ours 

' which have ſince followed ; for if theſe Lords, 
who do conſtitute ProfQors, have their Proxies 
drawn by the Clerk of the Parliament's direction, 
which is the beſt and moſt uſual courſe, then 


are they always drawn in manner and form 
aforeſaid. : 


But if any Lord, by reaſon of his far diſtance 
from the place where the Parliament is held, or 
by ſome other occaſion, doth make his own 
Proxie, then the form doth uſually differ from 
that which is before ſet down, and is in man- 
ner and form as followeth, to which I have 
added the name of the Biſhop of Peterborough, 
becauſe the Spiritual Lords do moſt uſually ven- 
ture to make their own Proxies, and becauſe the 
ſaid Biſhops Proxie is entred the 23th. day of 
January in the Original Journal Book of this firſt 
Parliament of the ao next after the Proxie 
of the Lord Dacres before ſet down, the entrance 
whereof is as followeth.

I do obſerve it to be very uſual, yet not always 
obſerved ) in the return of Proxies, to ſuppoſe 
the Parliament to be begun, although they be 
returned ſometimes before it begins, as theſe, 
and divers others which now follow ( according 
to the entrance of the returns of them ) were in 
this firſt Parliament of theQueen. Beſides, the 
faid Proxies are many times Dated divers days, 
nay weeks, before the firſt day on which the 
beginning of it is limited by the Summons : by 
which means it may alſo fall out, that it there be 
any Prorogations, the faid Proxies may be both 
Dated and returned many Months before the 
Parliament do hold, but the reaſon, I conceive, 
of this Clauſe in every Proxie, may be, becauſe, 
before any uſe can be made of it in the Upper 
Houſe, or that be called for, the Houſe muſt of 
neceſſity be ſet, and be in agitation of Buſineſs, 
and then the Courſe is, it any thing come to 
the Queſtion, the Clerk of the Parliament, or 
his Deputy, is to ſearch the Journal Book, to 
ſee whether ſuch Lords as give their Voices, for 
others that be abſent, be indeed nominated, and 
appointed their ProCtors. 

This ſame day were many other Proxies both 
uſual and extraordinary returned, of which, and 
of the nature and forms of Proxies, more ſhall 
be preſently faid, after the ſetting down of the 
return of the ſaid Proxies, inſerted at the begin-

The Proxies introduCted this day, and entred 
in the beginning of the Original Journal Book 
of the Upper Houſe, as the conſtant uſe is, are 
referred by me always to thoſe days on which 
they were entred to have been returned, unleſs 
it be in ſuch Journals, where the day of the re- 
turn is not entred, as in the Original Journal 
Book, 4. 39. Regin. Eliz. from which time 
to this day, the fame Courſe hath been ob+ 
ſerved. 

And becauſe I have deſired to make up a work 
ſomewhat exact and perfect, of the Journals of 
the Reign of this moſt Gracious Queen , and 
once for all to make ſome Animadvertions upon 
all matters of form in this Journal of her Ma refties 
firſt Parliament, that ſoall other may bereterred 
unto1t, therefore I ſhall now add a little, touch- 
ing the nature, kinds , and uſe of Proxies, as 
I have ſet downbefore, touching the Writs of 
Summons, 

A Proxie therefore is no more than the con- 
ſtituting of ſome one or more, by an abſent Lord, 
to give his Voice in the Upper Houſe, when any 
difference of Opinion,and Diviſion of the Houle, 
ſhall happen, tor otherways, if no ſuch Diviſion 
tall out, it never cometh to be queſtioned, or 
known to whom ſuch Proxies are dire&ed, nor 
1s there any the leaſt uſe ofthem, ſave only to 
ſhew, prove, and continue the Right which the 
Lords of the Upper Houſe have, both to be Sum- 
moned, and to give their Voices in the ſame 
Houſe,either in their Perſons,or by their Proxies ; 
And when the Voices of that Houle are to be 
divided, then the Clerk of the ſame, it he be pre- 
ſent, or his Deputy, gives notice of ſuch Proxies, 
as have been introducted and delivered unto him, 
and to whom they are directed, that they may 
give them accordingly. And as many Proxies 
as any Peer hath, ſo many voices he hath beſides 
his own, and it there be two or three Proxies 
conſtituted by one abſent Lord, as is trequenr,

Sometimes alſo the ſaid Sickneſs, or cauſe of 
Abſence is Teſtified by Oath, as appears in the 
Original Journal of the Upper Houſe, A. 6. 
FI. 8. Feb. die 12. where James Marſhal icr- 
vant to the Lord Scroop made Affidavit of his 
Lord's detention by Sicknels. 

But even Anciently, if the Parliament were 
to be Aſſembled by reaſon ot ſome great and ex- 
traordinary occaſion, And that the King de- 
clared in his Writ of Summons, that he would 
not admit of any Proxies i/ta vice, then none 
did preſume to ſend them, but upon the King's 
Licence firſt obtained, as appears, ex Rotulo Par- 
liamenti A. 6. Ed. 3. die 27. Januarij A. 22. 
Ed. 3.die 20. Novemb. A. 6. Ric. 2. die 2. Jan. 
et A. 11. Ric. 2.die 20. Marti. 

But of later times, ſince the 38h. year of 
FT. 8. the Lords in their very Proxies, do ex- 
preſs their abſence to be by the King, or Queen's 
Licence, and oftentimes the Clerk ot the Upper 
Houſe doth inſert the Memorial of their return, 
with their expreſſion of their abſence by the ſaid 
Licence. And in making of Proxies it hath al- 
ways been at the free Choice and EleCtion of a

| For there was ſo little obſervation kept in this 
kind, as ſometimes the Lords Spiritual, and 
Temporal did Conſtitute the Judges and Barons 
of the Exchequer, being but attendants on the 
Houſe, tor their ProQors, and ſometimes Stran- 
gers, as the Abbot of Selby in Edward the third's 
time Conſtituted Fohn Goldale, a Monk of that 
houſe, and Wiliam R. Clerk his Proctors, and 
theſes 
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theſe alſo were ſometimes appointed Tryers of 
Petitions joyntly with the Lords, ' as appears A. 
14. Ed. 3. and ſometimes Committees with the 
Lords, prout patet ex rotulo Parliam de A. 14.

Theſe Animadverſions being thus premiſed 
of Proxies in general, now follow ſomeothers 
that concern the Particular Proxies foregoing, 
and the reſidue that were returned at this Seſſion, 
on Saturday the 4th. day of Februar enſuing, 
and on Wedneſday the 8th. day, and On Satur- 
day the 18th. day of March tollowing, and on 
Tueſday the 4th. day of April enſuing, 

And therefore in the firſt place, it ſhall not 
be amiſs tro make yemembrance, that in the Jour- 
nal of this Parliament, I have cauſed the entry 
of all Proxies whatſoever, as well ordinary as 
extraordinary to, be Tranſcribed, becauſe it is 
the firſt Parliamenr of her Majeſty, whereas in 
moſt of the reſidue, I have only cauſed thoſe to 
be inſerted into my Journals, which were extra- 
ordinary and unuſual. x 

And whereas the word ( Pacat ) isadded at the 
beginning of the entrance of the return of the 
Proxie of Thomas Treſham Prior of St. Johns of 
Feruſalem in England as alfo betore that otlWi//zam 
Lord Evers, which are before, amongſt others 
ſet down. The reaſon of the firſt I cannot poſſi- 
bly Gueſs, becauſe neither the Archbiſhop of 
Tork, to whom the ſaid 7homas Treſham had ſent 
his Proxie, was himſelf abſent, nor the faid 
Prior preſent, nor dead betore the return of his 
{aid Proxie, as may eaſily be gathered ; but for 
the other, it is plain that the Lord Clinton, 
whom the Lord Exers did Conſtitute tor his 
Proctor, was abſent at the beginning of this Par- 
liament, and did himſelf fend his Proxie, which 
is entred at the beginning of the Original Jour- 
nal Book of the Upper Houſe, to have been 
returned on Saturday the 4th. day of February, 
although the word ( Yacat ) be prefixed alſo 
before the entrance of the return of the ſame, 
becauſe he afterwards came to the Parliament 
himſelf, and ſerved in Perſon in the Upper 
Houſe, the greateſt part of the continuance 
thereof, and from theſe examples may be ga- 
thered the true Cauſes, both why, and when 
a Proxie that is returned becometh vaid, either 
when the Peer, or Lord that ſends the Proxie 
cies himſelf, or comes to the Houſe in Perſon 
before the end of the Parliament, or that the 
Proctor or ProQors, whom he conſtitutes, do 
clie, or be otherwiſe abſent, and ſend their 
Proxies themſelves ; forin this latter caſe, thoſe 
Proxies are tobe repealed by the Lord Chancel- 
lor, as there is a Preſident for it in the endof 
the Original Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, 
A. 33.et 34. 1.8. in the caſe of Nevi/ Lord 
Latimer, tor though the abſent Lord, or Lords, 
to whom the Proxie is directed, do conſtitute 

other ProQors, yet they cannot execute ſuch 
Proxies as are directed unto him : for a Proxie 
1s butan Authority to give another man's aſſent, 
which cannot be transferred toa third perſon; 


yet doth the ſending of one Proxie ſufficiently 
excuſe any abſent Lord, although the Peer, to 
whom it 1s directed, be not preſent himſelf, but 
as ſoon as that abſent Lord ſhall have notice 
that he, or they, whom he conſtituted for his 
Procurators, do themſelves ſend their Proxies 
alſo, by reaſon of their abſence, then may he 
ſend another Proxie, and conſlitute one other 
or more Proctory for himſelt and in his ſtead, 
to give his voice de Novo, as the Lord Yaux did 
in A. 18, Facobi Regis. 

After thoſe Bloody and Inteſtine Civil Wars, 
which had been raiſed in Eng/and inthe year 
1642. and that Robert, Earl of Eſſex, General 
of the Forces raiſed by the two Houſes of Par- 
liament againſt the King, had ( by the Power 
of the Independent Faction, over ballancing 
thoſe, who deſired the ſettling of the Presbyte- 
rian Government ) been laid aſide , and Sir 
Thomas Fairfax Knight placed in his Room ; 
the oppoſition between thoſe two Parties in 


| either Houſe of Parliament, growing every 


day higher and higher, the Aged Earl of Mul- 
grave, being an Enemy to all Faction and Inno- 
vation, was much troubled that W:/zam Vit- 
count Say and Seale, the chiet Promoter of the 
Independent Novelties, did make uſe of his 
Proxie for the aCting and paſſing thoſe par- 
ticulars, which were contrary to the Judgment 
and Conſcience of him the ſaid Earl of Mulgrave : 
And therefore, my adviſe being deſired by 
ſome of the Members of the Houſe of Commons, 
tor the reminding him thereof, I drew the Let- 
ter and Inſtrument enſuing, being not only the 
firſt, but the ſole Preſident allo of this King, 
which yet remains upon Record in the Office of 
the Clerk of the Houle of Peers. 


To the Right Honourable, the Speaker of the 
Houſe of Peers, pro 7empore.

Know Ye, that Whereas I 
the ſaid Edmund Earl of Mulgrave, have tormer- 
ly conſtituted the Right Honourable Wi/ram 
Viſcount Say and Seal, &c. my lawful Actor, 
and Procurator tor me, and in my name, to give 
my Voice and Suftrage upon all ſuch emergent 
Occaſions, as the ſame ſhall be requiſite, by 
the ancient Orders and Conſtitutions of the 
Houſe of Peers, That I do now, by theſe pre- 
ſents Revoke, and Vacate the Proxie by which 
I did formerly Conſtitute the faid Wilzam Vit

count Say and Seal, my lawful A&or and Pro- 
curator as is aforeſaid ; and do hereby declare 
the ſame Proxie to be utterly Annulled, Vacated, 
and Revoked, to all intents and purpoſes what- 
ſoever. In witneſs whereof, I have Signed and 
Sealed theſe preſents, this day of April in 
the 22th. year of the Reign of our Sovereign 
Lord Charles, by the Grace of God, of England, 
Scotland, France, and IrelanA} King, etc. An. 
Dom. 1646. 

This Inſtrument was written, and ingroſſed 
in Parchment as a Deed Poll is, and to ut in a 
Libel of Parchment, was the Seal of the faid 
Earl of ulgrave' affixed, and it was read and 
allowed in the Houſe of Peers. 

Soon after the allowance of the aforefaid In- 
ſtrument, the ſaid Earl of grave ſent this en- 
ſuing Proxic to the Earl of Eſſex, who made 
uſe of it in the Houſe of Peers, and it was there 
allowed of, without any the leaſt queſtion, or 
diſpute.

Neither will it be impertinent to ſet down 
here how many Proxies were ſent to ſome ſpecial 
Peers at this Parliament, it having been my 
111112! courſe to make ſome ſhort remembrance of 
£221 1n all their Journals of Queen E/zz's Reign, 
upon the firſt day that any extraordinary Proxies 
were returned : and I have cauſed not only the 
Preſidents of this kind to be inſerted here at large, 
in reſpect this was the firſt Parliament of her 
Majeſties Reign ; but alſo becauſe they are 
more full and dire&t, than any other that enſue, 


viledge of the Peers of the Upper Houſe, in the 
matter of ſending, and receiving of Lords Pro- 
curatory. *® 

At firſt, Nicolas Archbiſhop of Tork ( for the 
See of Canterbury remained {till void fince the 
Death of Cardinal Pool, ) was conſtituted the 
ſole, or joynt Proctor of David Biſhop of Peter- 
borough, Cuthbert Biſhop ' of Durham, Thomas 
Biſhop of Ely, Gilbert Biſhop of Bath and Wels, 
Henry Biſhop of St. Dawds, and of Thomas - 
Treſham Prior of St. Johns of Jeruſalem; all 
which Proxies are entred at the beginning of the 
Original Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, to 
have been returned on Monday the 23th. day of 
Fangary, on which this preſent Parliament was 
Summoned to have begun. 

Francis Earl of Bedford was alſo Conſtituted 
the ſole, or joynt Proctor of 45 ſeveral Peers. 
viz, of Fohn Lord Mordant, William Lord Paget, 
George Lord Zouch, and of Henry Lord Abur- 
gaveny; all which Proxies are entred at the be- 
girning of the Original Journal Book of the 
Upper Houſe, to have been returned thus preſent 
Monday the 23th. day of Fanuary, He was alſo 
Conſtituted the joynt Proctor of Edward Lord 
Clinton, Lord Admiral, Thomas Lord Sands, 
William Lord Vaux of Heredoun, William Tzord 
Gray of Wilton, and Henry Earl of Cumberland, 
all whoſe Proxies are entred in ſuch order, as - 
they be here ſet down, 1n the aforeſaid Journal 
Book, to have been returned on Satarday the 
4th. day of February. The Proxies alſo of 
Edward Earl of Derhy, Fohn Earl of Oxford, 
Henry Lord Strange, Thomas Viſcount Howard 
of Bindon, and Henry Lord Morley, by which 
the ſaid Earl of Bedford was Conſtituted their 
ſole, or joynt Proctor, are entred in the ſame 
order they are Tranſcribed, in the before men- 
tioned Original Journal Book, to have been re- 
turned on Saturday the 18th. day of March en- 
ſuing. 

And laſtly, the ſaid Earl of Bedford was Con- 
ſtituted the joynt Prottor ( with Edward Lord 
Clintop Lord Admiral ) of Oliver Lord St. Fohn 
of Bletto whole Letters Procuratory are entred 
to have been returned on Tueſday the 4th. day of 
April enſuing. « 

Edward Lord Clinton Lord Admiral, was 
Conſtituted the ſole Proftor of W://iam Lord 
Burgh, Edward Lord Windſor , and William 
Lord Euers, whoſe Proxies are entred at the 
beginning of the Original Journal Book of this 
Parliament, to have been returned on this Mox- 
day the 23th. day of this January. He was alſo 
Conſtituted the joynt Proctor of William Lord 
Grey of Wilton, whoſe Proxie is entred, as afore- 
ſaid , to have been returned on Saturday the 
4th. day of February enſuing, the Proxie alſo 
of Francis Earl of Huntington is entred, as be- 
fore, to have been returned on Saturday the 
18th. day of March following, by which he 
Conſtituted the faid Lord C/inton his joynt

And laſtly the ſaid Lord Clinton Lord Admiral 
was Conſtituted the ſole, or 'joynt Prottor of 
William Lord Willoughby of Parham, Edward 
Lord Haſtings of Louthbury, and of Oliver 
Lord St. John of Bleſtoe, whoſe Proxies are 
entred to have been returned on 7uesday the 
4th. day of _ enſuing. |: 

By theſe three foregoing Preſidents, it doth 
plainly appear, as alſo from all other Preſidents 
of former and latter times, that any Member 
of the Upper Houſe by the ancient uſage and 
Cuſtom of the ſame,is capable ot as many Proxies 
as ſhall be dire&ted unto him, although there were 
an Order made in the faid Houſe to the contrary, 
upon the day of Anno Regzs Caro- 
1: An. Dom. 1626. That no Lord cr Member 
whatſoever, of the Upper Houſe, ſhould for the 
time to come, be capable of above two Proxies at 
the moſt, which ſaid order was occaſioned, in 
reſpe& that George Duke of Bucks, both the fa- 
vorite of the King deceaſed, and of King Charles 
now Reigning, this preſent year 1630 did, to 
ſtrengthen himſelf by voices, not w_ procure 
divers perſons to be made Members of thatHouſe 
but alſo ingroſled to himſelf near upon zo. ſeve- 
ral Proxies. 

And now, if this doubt or conceipt ſhould ariſe 
in any mans mind,that therefore the Lords have a 
greater Priviledge,than theMembers of theHoulſe 
of Commons, becauſe they can appoint others to 
ſerve in and ſupply their places 1n their abſence, 
which the Commons cannot, they are much de- 
ceived and miſtaken, for it is plain that the chiet 
end of a Proxie is,that the Upper Houſe may have 
all its Members cither in perſon, or by repreſen- 
tation,and therefore the LordsSpiritual andTem- 
poral, who are Summoned thither, in their own 
right have anciently had, and ſtill do retain, the 
liberty of Conſtituting their Procurators,whereas 
every Member ofthe Houſe of Commons appear- 
eth,and doth ſerve in the right of that County,Ci- 
ty, Burrough, and Port for which he is Elected 
and Choſen, which being a Truſt and Confidence 
repoſed in them, can be no more transferred from 
him toa third perſon, than can the Proxie of the 
Lords be from him to whom it is directed, if he 
ſhall be abſent likewiſe; and therefore if any 
Knight, Citizen, Burgeſs, or Baron, after he is E- 
lected and returned,ſhall before the meeting of the 
Houſe,be difabled by Sickneſs, Attainder,or other 
Cauſe, from ſerving in the ſame, then preſently 
order is given from the Houſe to the Clerk of 
the Crown, for the ſending thither a ſecond Writ 
tor a new Ele&ion; fo that the ſaid Houſe may 
not remain without any Member that appertains 
unto it. And this I conceive Tantamount un- 
to a Proxie, which cannot begranted, but when 
the abſence of the Lord that ſends it, is perpe- 
tual during that whole Parliament or Seſſion, 

or which he Conſtirutes one or more Prodters : 
for if herepair tothe Upper Houſeany time after, 
and ſerve in Perſon, his Proxie is preſently void.

On Wedneſtay the 25th, day of Far. the Par- 


lament was held, according to the laſt Proroga- 


tion thereof on Monday the 23th. day of this 


inſtant January foregoing, and theretore this 
day is to be reckoned the firſt day ot che Parlia- 
ment , and it was the error ot: Sermour 
Eſq; at this time Clerk of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, that in the Original Journal Book: of the 
ſame Houſe, fol. 186, a. he accounteth, and ſet- 
teth down the Parliament to have begun on the 
aforeſaid 23th. day of January, when it was only 
prorogued, by which he wowld make that to be 
the firſt day thereof. 

True it 15, that Anciently it the Parliament 
had been Prorogued on that day, to which the 
Summons thereof had referred, in tlic beginning 
of it, they were ſo far trom accounting that day 
the firſt of the enſuing Parliaments, that new 
Writs of Summons were thereupon ſent forth, 
and a new day appointed for the beginning there- 
of, as appears in the Parliament Rolls. Ano 23. 
Edw. 1. die 20, Novemb. An. 60. Edw. 1. die 11. 
Decembris A. 33. Edw. 1. die 13. Julij& A. 11. 
Edw. 2. die 3. Martij. 

But yet it hath been the conſtant uſage moſt 
Anciently, and doth doubtleſs hold at this day 
alſo, that if the King do come in Perſon to the 
Parliament, on that day to which the Writs of 
Summons do refer, and there caulc it to be re- 
ferred to another day in his own preſence, then 
ſhall that day be accounted the firſt day of the 
Parliament ; of which there are many Preſidents 
alſo, in the Parliament Rolls ſtill remaining in 
the Tower of Lonelon, prout in A. 6b. Edw. 3. 
Ottobris St? Hillarij A. 14. Edw. 3. tempore 
Quadrageſſimi & A. 15. Edw. 3. Quindena Paſche : 
and of divers other Parliaments in his time, and 
in the time of King R. 2. his Succeſſor. 

And thus alſo the laſt day of the Parliament, 
or of any particular Seſſion, is counted to be 
that on which the Royal aſſent is given, to one 
or more Acts of Parliament, yet if that Parlia- 
ment or Seſſions be adjourned to another day, 
on which the Sovereign doth again come in Per- 
ſon, and cauſe it to be diſſolved or further Pro- 
rogued, then that latter day is to be accounted 
the laſt day thereof, of which there is one only 
Preſident during all the Reign of Queen F1-”, 
viz, in the Original Journal Book 4. 18. Dita 
Reging on Thurſday the 15th. day of March. 

The Preſence of her Majeſty, the Lord Keeper, 
and the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, is not ar 
all marked in the Original Journal Book of the 

per Houſe, although this entrance following 
of the ſaid day be there thus Recorded, viz.

But betore this Title there is nothing ſpecified, 
touching the preſence of her Majeſty, or of any

Yet moſt certain it is that her Majeſty, Sir 
Nicholas Bacon, the Lord Keeper, the Duke of 
Norfolk, and divers other Peers were preſent ; 
but the dire& manner of the ranking of them, in 
reſpe&t of the negligent omiſſion of ſetting the 
Pr. as aforeſaid at the beginning of every Lords 
name that was preſent, could not be orderly and 
and dircaly entred in his place, although this 
was the firſt day of this firſt Parliament of her 
Majeſty, nor on Saturday the 28th. day of this 
inſtant Janwary, being the ſecond day of the 
ſame, becauſe by like negligence of Francis Spil- 
man Eſq; at this time Clerk of the Upper Houle, 
there is no preſence of any Lords there ſet down 
in the Original Journal Book of the ſame 
Houſe, nor any mention of the Speakers pre- 
ſentment by the Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
geſſes of the Houſe . of Commons; and there- 
tore of neceſſity it could not be ſupplied, until 
the third day of this forefaid firſt Parliament of 
her Majeſty, being Monday the 30th. day of this 
inſtant January z on which day the names of all 
the Lords Spiritual and 'Temporal being entred, 
the Letters Pr. are prefixed before the name of the 
Lord Keeper, and of ſuch Peers as were then 
preſent : \ as (ce at large on the ſaid Monday next 
enſuing ) and therefore that Preſident there ſo 
cxpreſly Tranſcribed, may ſerve as a Pattern 
tor ail the reſidue that follow in all the Journals 
of the Upper Houſe during her Majeſties Reign : 
in which there are no other names inſerted , 
but of ſuch Lords as were marked to be preſent, 
unleſs itbe upon Thurſday the 21th. day of March 
following, 1n the afternoon in this preſent Jour- 
nal, and on Fryday. the 15th. day of Fanuary in 
the Scfſion of Parliament. A. 5.ot her Majelty 
in the Journal of the Upper Houte. 

And although the names of her Majeſty, and 
the Lords that attended could not be exactly fer 
down, yet it will not be impertinent in the next 
place, to inſert the manner of their ſitting inthe 
{aid Houſe, which being not at all mentioned 
in the aforeſaid Original Journal Book of the 
ſame, 4. 1. Reg. Eliz.1 have therefore partly ſup- 
plied it, according to 3 other Preſidents 1n theſe 
enſuing Journals on which the firſt was on Thurſ- 
day the 12th, of Jan. in the Seſſion of Parliament, 
A. 5. Reg. Eliz.the ſecond, on Wedneſday the 24. 
day of Oc{ob, pomerid*,inthe fecondand haſt Seſfi- 
on of that Parliament, being held in A. 8. Reg, 
cjaſd, and the third,on Monday the 24. day of Apr. 
in tie Parliament 4. 13. Regin. predif all 
which do tollow in the ſeveral Journals of the Up- 
per Houic, 49nis prefatis,and it is partly ſupplied 
alſo out the Printed Statute, A. 31. 4. 8. C. 10. 
and partly out of that elaborate written Treatiſe, 
intituled Modus tenendi Parliament” apud Anglos, 
firit contuſedly gathered by Wil. Bowyer Eſq; as T 
conceive, andnow lately digeſted into a Metho- 
dical Treatiſe, and enlarged by Z7, Eſſing Eſq; at 
tis time Clerk of the Upper Houſe, vzz. in A. 


1630. L. 1.C. 3.deloco& modo ſedendi. Sett.z.ot 
the manner of ſitting in Parliament at this day, 

Her Majeſty fate in the Chair ot Eſtate, and 
when ſhe ſtood up, her Mantle was affiſted, and 
born up from her Arms by two Noblemen, or 
others of Eminent Rank thereunto appointed. 

The Two Seats, on the right, and left-hand 
of the Chair of Eſtate, were void, in reſpect that 
the firſt was Anciently for the King of Scots, 
when he uſed to come to our Parliaments: and 
the other, on the left hand, is for the Prince, 
the immediate Heir of the Crown. 

On the Form on the right ſide of the Chair 
of Eſtate, which ſtands on the North-fide of the 
Upper Houſe, fate the Spiritual Lords, the 
Archbiſhop of Tork beginning the Form; and 
the Abbot of Weſtminſter ending it. Who was 
the laſt Abbot that ever ſate in the ſaid Houſe in 
England,ſince this firſt Parliament of herMajeſty. 

But at this day the twoArchbiſhops fit upon one 
Form by themſelves, and then the other Biſhops 
inorder upon two Forms, on the right hand of the 
State; the Biſhop of Loxdos ſits firit,the Biſhop of 
Durham ſecond,and the Biſhop of Wincheſter hath 
the third place,and then all other Bifhops,accord- 
ingto the Antiquity of their Conſecrations. 

On the left {ide of the Chair of Eſtate, which 
is on the South-ſide of the Upper Houſe, upon 
the foremoſt Form, fate all the Temporal Lords, 
above the degree of Barons. The Marqueſs of 
Wincheſter Lord Treaſurer of Eng/and, beginning 
that Form, and the Viſcount Bdon ending it. 

The Barons fate on the fecond Form, on the 
left hand of the State, and it ſhould ſeem at this 
Parliament ( as it fell out alſo inthe next Seſſions 
following, in A. 5. Regin. Eliz. on Tueſday the 
12th."day of Fanuary ) that one Form held them 
all, fo as the Lord Clinton, Lord Admiral of 
England, began the faid Form by reaſon of his 
Office, and the Lord S?. Fohn ot Bletfoe ended 
it. But at this day the number of Peers being 
much encreaſed, divers of the Barons do fit 
upon other Forms, Places, Croſs-ways, at the 
lower end of the Houſe. 

Sir Nicholas Bacox,' the Lord Keeper, becauſe 
he was under the degree of a Baron, as alfo her 
Majeſties chief Secretary, being but a Knight, 
were to have been placed at the uppermoſt part 
of the fack in the midſt of the faid Houſe, upon 
one Form, by the tore recited Statute, A. 3. ZZ. 
s. Cap. 10. But at this preſent Parliament as 
alſo at this day, during her Majeſties being pre- 
ſent, the Lord Keeper ſtood behind the-Cloth 
of Eſtate, on the right-hand; and when her 
Majeſty was abſent, then- his Lordſhip fate on 
the firſt Woolſack which is placed athwart the 
Houſe, the Seal and Mace by him. 

On. the Woolfack on the North-ſide of the 
Houſe, and of the right-hand of the Eſtate, fate 
the two Chief Juſtices, and divers other Judges. 

On the Woolfack on the left-hand ot the 
Eſtate, and'on the South-ſide of the Honſe, fate 
the Maſter of the Rolls, the Lord Chief Baron, 
the Queen's Learned Council, and others. And 

note, 
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note, 'That- all theſe may properly befaid to fit 
on the: Inner-fide of the Woolſacks, and the 
Queen's. Learned Council on the outſide of the 
Woolſacks, next the Earls. 

The Maſters of the Chancery fate two of the 
ſame ſide, and two on the other ſide, next the 
Biſhops. | 

The Clerk of the Parliament, and: the Clerk 
of the Crown, fate on the lower Woolfack, and 
had a Table before them. 

AndtheClerk ofthe Parliament had his Clerks 
under him, who kneeled behind the Woolfack, 


, and wrote thereon. 


All thoſe Peers ( as appears by the Journal of 
the Upper Houſe. A. 8. Regin. Eliz. the 2. day of 
Feb. being Wedneſday, which follows after 1n its 
due place) who are before mentioned, had their 


'Mantles, Hoods,and Surcoats,' being of Crimſon 


Velvet, or of Scarlet ) furred with Menver , 
their Arms put out on the right ſide, and the 
Duke of Norfolk had four Bars of Meniver. The 
Marqueſs of Wincheſter , and the Earls three. 
Andthe Viſcounts, and the Barons, two. 

Henry, Earl of Southampton, and the Lord 
Dacres, of the North, were, as I conceive at 
this. time, both under Age, and in ward to her 
Majeſty, and if they were preſent, ( as many 
times ſuch wereadmittedupon ſuch Solemn days 
as theſe, ) then doubtleſs they did either ſtand 
beſides the upper part of the rail, at the higher 
end of the Parliament Houſe ; or elſe were ad- 
mitted to kneel at the upper end of the ſaid 
Houſe, near the Chair of State, for no Peer 1s 
called to ſit as a Member of that great Council, 
or to have his free voice, until he have accom- 
pliſhed his full Age, unleſs by the ſpecial grace 
of the Prince, and that very rarely, unleſs they 
be near upon the Age of twenty at the leaſt. 
The Sons and Heirs apparent of Peers, that fit 
in the Houſe, ſtand, on ordinary days, with- 
out the upper Rail. 

Theſe Animadverſions being thus premiſed, 
touching the places, and Robes of the Peers ; 
now tollows the coming up of the Knights, Ci- 
tizens, and Burgeſles, of the Houſe of Commons, 
into the Upper Houſe, which, being not found 
in the Original Journal Book of the ſame, I 
have ſupplid with ſome additions out of the 
Original Journal Book of the Houſe of Commons, 


A. primo Regin. Eliz. and with it the Speech of 


Sir Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper, at large, out 
of a Copy thereof I had by me. 

The Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles of the 
Houſe of Commons remained ſitting 1n their own 
Houſe till notice was brought them by . . . . . 
- » ( according to the Ancient Cuſtom and 
ulage, ) that her Majeſty, the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and the reſidue were ſet in the 
Upper Houſe, expeCting their repair thither, 
Whereupon they went up immediately unto the 
laid Houſe, and being let in, as many as con- 
veniently could, and ſtanding below the Rail 
or Bar, at the nether end of the ſaid Houſe, Sir 
Nicolas Bacon, Lord Keeper, after he had firſt 


privately, in the preſence of them all, conferred 
with her Majeſty, went and ſtood behind the 
Cloth of Eſtate, on the right hand, and there 

ſpake as tolloweth ; vz. 
Y Lords,andMaſters all, The Queen's moft 
excellent Majeſty, our Natural and moſt 
Gracious Sovereign Lady, having, as you know, 
Summoned hither her High Court of Parlia- 
ment, hath commanded me to open and declare 
the chiet Cauſes and Conſiderations that move 
her Highneſs thereunto. And here, my Lords, 
I wiſh ( not without great cauſe ) there were 
in me ability to do it in ſuch order and lort,as 13 
beſeeming tor her Majeſtics honour and the un- 
derſtanding of this preſence, and as the great 
weightineſs and worthineſs of the Matter doth 
require it to be done. The remembrance where- 
of, and the number of my imperfections to the 
well pertorming of it, doth indeed ( plainly to 
ſpeak ) breed in me ſuch Fear and Dread, that 
as from a man abaſhed, and well nigh ailonied, 
you are to hear all that Ithall ſay therein, True 
it is, that ſome Comtort and Encouragement [I 
take, through the hope I have conceived, by 
that I havg ſecn and heard of your gentle ſutfe- 
rance by others, whereot I look upon equal 
cauſe, equally with others to be partaker :. and 
the rather, for that I am ſure good will ſhall 
not want in' me to do my uttermoſt, And alto 
becauſe I mean to occupie as ſmall a time as the 
greatneſs of ſuch a cauſe will ſuffer, thinking 
that to be the meeteſt Medicine to cure your 
tedious hearing, and mine 1mpertect and difor- 
dered ſpeaking.Summarily to ſay,the immediate 
cauſe of this Summons and Aſſembly, be Conſul- 
tations, Advice, and Contentation. For although 
divers things that are to be done here in Par- 
liament, might by means be reformed without 
Parliament, yet the Queen's Majeſty, ſeeking in 
her Conſultation of importance, Contentation 
by aſſent, and ſurety by Advice; and therein 
repoſing her ſelf not a little in your Fidelities, 
Wiſdoms and Diſcretions, meaneth not at this 
time to make any Reſolutions in any matter of 
weight, before it ſhall be by you ſufficiently and 
tully debated, exammed and conſidered. Now 
the Matters and cauſes whereupon you are to 
Conſult, are chiefly and principally three points. 
Ot thoſe the firlt 1s of well making of Laws, tor 
the according, and uniting of theſe people of the 
Realm into anuniform order of Religion, to the 
Honour and Glory of God, the eſtabliſhing ot 
the Church, and Tranquillity of the Realm : 
The ſecond, tor the Reforming and removing 
of all Enormities, and Miſchiets, that might 
hurt or hinder the Civil Orders and Policies of 
this Realm : the third andlaſt is, adviſedly and 
deeply to weighand conſider the Eſtate and Con- 
dition of this Realm, and the Loſſes and Decays 
that have happened of late to the Imperial 
Crown thereot ; and theretore to adviſe the beſt 
remedies to ſupply and relieve the fame. For 
the firſt, the Queen's Majefty having God be- 
fore her Eyes, and being neither unmindtul of 
C 2 Precepts 
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Precepts and Divine Councils, meaneth and 1n- | 


tendeth in this Conference, firſt and chiefly 
there ſhould be ſought the advancement of 
God's honour and Glory, as the ſure and infal- 
lible foundation, whereupon the Poltcies of every 
good Common-Wealth are to be ere&ted, and 
knit; and as the ſtraight line, whereby it 1s 
wholly to be direRted and governed ; and as the 
chick Pillar and Buttreſs, wherewith it is con- 
tinually to be ſuſtained and maintained. And, 
like as the well and perfect doing of this, cannot 
but make good ſucceſs in all the reſt, ſo the re- 
miſs and looſe dealing in this, cannot but make 
the reſt full of imperfections and doubttulnels ; 
which muſt needs bring with them continual 
Change, and alteration; things much to be 
eſchewed in all good Governances, and moſt of 
all in matters ot Faith and Religion ; which of 
their natures be, and ought to be, molt Stable. 

Wherefore her Highneſs willeth, and moſt 
earneſtly requireth you all, firſt and principally, 
for the Duty you bear unto God, whoſe cauſe 
this is ; and then for the Service you owe to her 
Majeſty, and your Country, whoſe Weal it 
concerneth univerſally ; and for the Love you 
ought to bear to your ſelves, whom 1t toucheth 
one by one, particularly, That in this Conſul- 
tation, you with all humbleneſs, ſingleneſs and 
pureneſs of mind, confirm your ſelves together, 
uſing your whole endeavour and diligence, by 
Laws and Ordinances to Eſtabliſh that, which 
by your Learning and Wiſdom ſhall be thought 
molt Meet tor the well performing of this godly 
purpoſe : and this without reſpect of Honour, 
Rule or Soveraignty, Profit, Pleaſure or Eaſe,or 
of any thing that might touch any Perſon in 
eſtimation or opinion of Wit, Learning or Know- 
ledge; and without all regard of other manner 
of Afﬀection. And therewith, That you will 
alſo in this your Aflembly and Conterence clear- 
ly forbear, and, as a great enemy to good Coun- 
cil, fly from all manner of Contentions, Rea- 
ſonings and Diſputations, and all Sophiſtical 
Captious and frivolous Arguments and Quiddi- 
tics, meeter for oſtentation of Wit,than Conſulta- 
tion of weighty Matters, comelier for Scholars 
than Counſellors ; more beſeeming for Schools, 
than for Parliament Houſes. Beſides that com- 
monly they be great cauſes of much expence of 
time, and bows few good Reſolutions. And 
like as in Council all contention ſhould be eſ- 
chewed, even ſo by Council proviſion ſhould 
be made, that no Contentions, Contumelious, 
nor opprobrious words, as Heretick, Schiſma- 
tick, Papiſt and ſuch like names, being Nurſes 
of ſuch Seditious Fa&tions and Sets, be uſed, 
but may be baniſhed out of mens Mouths ; as 
the Cauſers, continuers and encreaſers of Diſ- 
pleaſure, Hate and Malice; and as utter Enemies 
to all Concord and Unity, the very Marks that 
you arenow come to Shoot at. 

Again, as in proceedings herein great and 
wary Conſideration is to be had, That nothing 
be adviſed . or done, which any way in conti- 


nuance of time were likely to breed, or nouriſh 
any kind of Idolatry, or Superſtition ; ſo, on 
the other fide, heed is to be taken, that by 
no Licentious or looſe handling, any manner of 
Occaſion be given, whereby any contempt, or 
irreverent behaviour towards God and Godly 
things, or any ſpice of irreligion might creep in, 
or be conceived; The examples ot fearful pu- 
niſhments that have followed theſe four Extre- 
mities, I mean, Idolatry, Superſtition, Con- 
tempt and Irreligion in all Ages and times, are 
more in number than can declare, and better 
knownthan I can make recital to you of. And yet 
are they not ſo many, or better known than by 
the continual budding benefits and bleſſings of 
God to thoſe that have torſaken thoſe extremi- 
ties, and embraced their Contraries. And for 
your better encouraging to run this right and 
ſtrait courſe, although that which is ſaid ought 
to ſuffice thereto, I think I may affirm, that the 
good King Hezekiah had no greater deſire to 
amend what was amiſs in his time ; nor the 
Noble Queen Hefter a better heart to overthrow 
the Mighty Enemies to God's Elect, than our 
Sovereign Lady and Miſtreſs hath to do that 
may be juſt and acceptable in God's ſight : Thus 
torced to this by our Duties to God, feared 
thereto by his puniſhments, provoked by his 
benefits, drawn by your love to your Country, 
and your ſelves, encouraged by ſo Princely a 
Patroneſs, Let us in God's name go about this 
work, endeavouring our ſelves with all diligence, 
( asT have before faid ) to make ſuch Laws, as 
may tend to the honour and Glory of God, to 
the Eſtabliſhment of his Church, and to the 
Tranquillity of the Realm. 

For the Second, There is to be conſidered 
what things by private men deviſed, be practiſed, 
and put in ure in this Realm, contrary or hurt- 
ful to the Common-Wealth of the ſame, for 
which no Laws be yet provided ; and whether 
the Laws before this time made be ſufficient to 
redreſs the Enormities they were meant to re- 
move, and whether any Kaws made but for a 
time, be meet to be continued for ever, or for 
a Seaſon : Beſides, whether any Laws be too 
ſevere or too ſharp, or too ſoft and too gentle ; 
To be ſhort, you are to conſider all other im- 
pertections of Laws made, and all wants of Laws 
to be made, and thereupon to provide the 
meeteſt Remedies, reſpe&ing the Nature and 
Quality of the diſorder and offence ; the incli- 
nation and diſpoſition of the people ; and of the 
manner of the time. 

For the Third and laſt, ( a Marvellous mat- 
ter ) I cannot ſee how a good true Engliſhman 
can enter into the conſideration of it, but it 
muſt breed in his breaſt two contrary effects ; 
Comfort I mean, and diſcomtort ; joy, and ſad- 
neſs; for on the one part, how can a man ( cal- 
ling to his remembrance, that God of his divine 
Power and Ordinance, hath brought the Impe- 
rial Crown of this Realm toa Princeſs, that fo 
Nobly, diligently, willingly and carefully doth, 
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by the advice of all the Eſtates of the Realm 
ſcek all the ways and means that may be, to 
Reform all diſorders and things, that be amils ; 
to continue and make firm that that 1s good, to 
detect and diſcourage thoſe that be diſhoneſt 
and evil; to execute Juſtice in all points to all 
perſons and at all times, without rigour and ex- 
tremity, and to uſe Clemency, without Indul- 
gence and fond Pity. ; | 

A Princeſs, I fay, that is not, nor ever mean- 
eth to be, ſo Wedded in her own will and Fan- 
taſie, that for the ſatisfaRtion thereof, ſhe would 
do any thing that was likely to bring any ſervi- 
tude or Bundage to her people, or give any juſl 
occaſion to them of any Inward Grudge, where- 
by any Tumult or ſtirs might ariſe, as hath done 
of late days, things moſt pernicious and Peſti- 
lent to the Common-Wealth ; A Princeſs, that 
never meaneth or intendeth, for any private 
afeQion, to advance the Cauſe or Quarrel with 
any Foreign Prince or Potentate, to the de- 
ſtruction of her Subje&s, to the loſs of any of 
her Dominions, or to the impoveriſhing of her 
Realm; A Princeſs, to whom nothing, what 
Nothing 2 no, no worldly thing under the Sun 
is ſo dear, as the hearty Love and good will of 
her Nobles and Subjects, and to whomnothing 
is ſo Odible, as that they might cauſe, or by any 
means procure the contrary. ) 

How can ( I fay) a man remember this 
wonderful benefit, but of neceſſity he muſt needs 
heartily rejoyce, and give God thanks for the 
lame! But, my Lords, the handling of the 
Princely vertues of this Noble Princeſs, the 
cauſe of our rejoycing, of purpoſe I pretermit, 
partly becauſe I ever ſuppoſed it not altogether 
meet for this preſence; but chiefly, for that 
it requireth a perfe&, and Excellent Orator, in 
whom both Art and Nature Concurs, and not 
to me, a man in whom both fails. Marry, I 
wiſh in my heart, an Apt perſon might oft have 
meet preſence, and juſt occaſion, to handle this 
matter, as the weighrineſs of the Cauſe requi- 
reth : But as the Cauſes of our Rejoycing for 
ſuch reſpe&s be ( thanks be to God, ) both ma- 
ny and great ; ſo tor the cauſes of our ſadneſs and 
diſcomtort, they be neither few nor little. _ 

But here upon great cauſe, as a man perplexed 
and amazed, I ſtay, not knowing what is beſt 
to be done ; very loth I am to utter that which 
15 much unpleaſant for me to ſpeak, and as un- 
comfortable for you to hear : but becauſe ſores 
and wounds be hardly cured, except they be 
well opened and ſearched, therefore conſtrained, 
of neceſſity I ſee I muſt trouble you with theſe 
lad matters. What man, that either Loveth 

1s Sovereign, his Country or himſelf, that 
thinketh of and weigheth the great decays and 
ofſes of Honour, Strength and Treaſure, yea 
and the peril that hath happen'd to this Imperial 
Crown of late time, but AR nnd. inwardly and 


carneſtly bewail the ſame? Could there have 
-appen'd to this Imperial Crown a greater loſs 
in Honour, Strength and Treaſure than to loſe 
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that piece, I mean Ca//is > which was in the 
beginning ſo Nobly won, and hath fo long time, 
ſo Honorably and Politickly , in all Ages and 
times, and againſt all attempts, both Foreign 
and near, both of Forces and Treaſons, Leen 
defended and kept > Did not the keeping ot 
this breed Fear to our greateſt Enemies, and 
made our faint friends the more aſſured, and 
lother to break? yea, hath not the winning and 
keeping of this, bred throughout Europe an ho- 
norable opinion and report of our Engliſh 
Nation ? ; 

Again, what one thing ſo much preſerved and 
guarded our Merchants, their Traffick and enter- 
courſes, or hath been ſo great a help tor the well 
uttering of our chief Commodities, or what, 
ſo much as this, hath kept a great part ot our 
Sea-coaſts from ſpoiling and Robbing ? Lo be 
ſhort, the loſs of this is much greater than I am 
able to utter, and as yet, as I ſuppoſe, is able to 
be underſtood by any : and yet, my Lords, if 
this were the whole loſs, then might men have 
ſome hope in time to come to recover that, that 
in time hath been thus ſuddenly and ſtrangely 
loſt ; But when a man looketh further, and con- 
ſidereth the Marvellous decays and walt of the 
Revenue of the Crown, the ineſtimable conſum- 
ption ofthe Treaſurg, levied both of the Crown, 
and of the Subject, the Exceeding loſs of Mu- 
nition and Artillery , the great loſs of divers 
valiant Gentlemen of very good Service, the 
incredible ſum of Moneys owing at this pre- 
ſent and in honour due to be paid, and thebiting 
intereſt that is to be anſwered for the torbearance 
of this Debt,therewith remembring the Strength 
and Mightineſs of the Enemy, and his Contede- 
rates, and how ready he is upon every Occaſion, 
upon every fide, and in every time, to Annoy 
you; And how the time moſt Meet tor that pur- 
poſe drawethon at hand again ; if a man confider 
the Huge and moſt Wondertul charge, newly 
grown to the Crown, more than ever hath here- 
tofore been Wont, and now of neceſſity to be 
continued ; as firſt, the maintenance of Garifon 
in certain places on theSea-coaſts,as Ports mounth, 
with new Munition and Artillery, beſides the 
new increaſed Charge tor the continual mainte- 
nance of the Eng/i/h Navy to be ever in readineſs 
againſt all evil happs ; rhe ſtrongeſt Wall and 
defence that can be againſt the Enemies of this 
Iſland ; And further alſo, the new Augmenta- 
tion or Charge, tor the maintenance ot a Gari- 
ſon at Barwick, and the Frontiers Northward. 
Indeed, I muſt confeſs that in thoſe matters mine 
underſtanding 1s but ſmall, and mine experience 
and time to Learn, leſs: Bur in mine opinion, 
this doth exceed the Ancient yearly Revenue ot 
the Crown. Beſides, that double ſo much is ot 
Neceſlity to be preſently ſpent, about the tor- 
tifying of thoſe places in Buildings. When I 
ſay a man remembreth, and contidereth theſe 
things, it maketh him ſo far trom hope of Reco- 
very of that, that is loſt, without ſome aid or 
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all to be little enough, to make and prepare good | 


defence for that that is left. 

Here perchance a Queſtion would be asked, 
( and yet I do Marvel to hear a Queſtion made 
of ſo plain a Matter \) what ſhould be the cauſe 
of this? if it were asked, thus Imean to anſwer ; 
that I think no man ſo blind but ſeeth it, no man 
ſo deaf but hcarecth it, nor no man ſo ignorant 
but underſtandeth it. Marry withal, I think 
there is no man ſohard hearted in thinking of it, 
but for the reſtoring of it would adventure Lands, 
Limbs, yea the Lite. But now to the remedies, 
wherein only this I have to ſay; That, as 


the well looking to the whole univerſally , ; 


is the only ſure preſervation of every one 


particularly ; ſo ſeemeth it of all congruence | 


and reaſon meet, that every one particularly, 
by all ways and means readily and gladly , 


according to his power , ſhould concur, and- 


zoyn to relieve and aſſiſt the whole univerſally. 
Neither can I fee, things ſtanding as they do, 
how any that loveth his Country, or hath wit 
to foreſee his own ſurety, can be withdrawn 
from this. Is there any, think you ſo Mad, that 
liaving a Range of houſes in peril of fire, would 
not gladly pluck down part, to have the reſt 
preſerved and ſaved 2 Doth not the wiſe Mer- 
chant, in every adventureof. danger, give part 
to have the reſt aſſured ? Theſe cauſes well com- 
pared, ſmall difference ſhall be found. And for 
all this ( a ſtrange matter and ſcarce Credible ') 
with how deaf an Ear, and how hardly the 
Queen's Majefty may endure to hear of any de- 
vice that may be burthenous to her Subjects, I 
partly do underſtand, and divers others partly 
perceive. Is not the cauſe Marvellous Pityful, 
that the Neceſlity and Need of this Ragged and 
Torn State by Miſgovernance, ſhould by force 
ſo bridle and rettrain the noble Nature of ſuch 
2 Princeſs, that ſhe is not able toſhow ſuch Li- 
berality and Bountifulneſs to her Servants, and 
Subjects, as her heart and Inclination diſpoſeth 
her .Highneſs unto? What a griet and Torment 
this is to 2 Noble Mind ! What a griet? ſurely 
ſuch a grief, as but to a Noble Mind who teels 
it,it cannot be underſtood. Bur tor the more plain 
declaration of her highnels's diſpoſition in this 
matter, her Highneſs hath commanded me to 
ſay unto you, even from her own Mouth, that 
were it not for the preſervation ot your ſelves, 
and the ſurety of the State, her Highneſs would 
ſooner have adventured her Life, ( which our 
Lord long preſerve ) than ſhe would have ad- 
ventured to trouble her Loving Subjedts with 
any offenſive matter, or that ſhould be burthe- 
nous or diſpleaſant unto them ; And for the fur- 
ther Notifying of her Highneſs's mind herein, 
he hath commanded me to ſay unto you, That 
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albeit you your ſelves ſee, that this is not matter 
of will, no matter of diſpleaſure, no private 
Cauſe of her own, which in times paſt have been 
ſufficient for Prince's Pretences, ( the more 
Pity ! ) but a matter for the univerſal Weal of 
this Realm, the defence of our Country, rhe 
preſervation of every man, his houſe and Fami- 
ly particularly ; yet her Majeſtie's Will and 
Pleaſure 1s, that nothing ſhall be demanded or 
required of her Loving Subjects, but that, whic{1 
they, of their own free wills and Liberalities, 
be well contented, readily and gladly, trankly 
and freely to offer ; fo great is the truſt that 
ſhe repoſeth in them, and the love and affetion 
that her Highneſs beareth towards them,nothing 
at all doubting, but that they will fo lovingly 
carefully and -prudently conſider and weigh this 
great and weighty Matter, that ſuch proviſion 
out of hand be taken therein, as her Highneſs 
ſhall be preſerved in all Honour and Royal 
Dignity, and you, and the reſt of her Loving 
Subjects, in common quiet and ſurety. 

Now, to make an end, The Queen's Ma- 
jeſtie's pleaſure is, That you, her welbeloved 
and truſty Knights of her Shires, and-Burgeſles, 
according to your laudable Cuſtom, ſhall repair 
to your Common Houſe, and there deliberately 
and adviſedly Elect, or rather, amongſt ſo ma- 
ny already Elect perſons, ſelect one, both grave 
and diſcreet,who atterhebe by you preſented,and 
that Preſentation by her Highneſs admitted, 
ſhall then occupy the Office and Room of your 
Common Mouth, and Speaker, and of your day 
of preſentation theQueens Majeſty giveth you. 


As ſoon as the Lord Keeper had ended his 
Speech, and the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles 
retired to the Houſe of Commons, to Ele&tand 
chooſe their Speaker, Francis Spilman Eſq; 
Clerk of the Upper Houſe, ſtood up, andread 
the Names of Receivers, and Tryers of Petitions 
in French, according to the Ancient and unu- 
ſual manner. And becauſe I reſolve in all the 
enſuing Journals of the faid Houſe, during the 
Reign of this moſt Sacred Queen, only to ſet 
down their faid names, without tying my ſelf to 
the expreſs Form or Language ; theretoreI have 
in this place, once for all, Tranſcribed the exa& 
Form thereof, as it is entred in the Original 
Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, 4. i/o primo 
Regin. Eliz. with this difference only, -that 
whereas 1t 1s there entred betore the beginning 
of the ſaid Journal, here I have cauſed it to be 
reterred unto, and placed in that day, to which 
it more properly belongs. After which alſo, 
divers Animadverſions touching the Ancient 


uſe and nature of the ſaid Receivers and Tryers, 
are inſerted.

The Knights, Citizens, Burgeſles, and Barons 
of the Houſe of Commons, having Notice about 
one of the Clock in the Afternoon, ( of this tore- 
faid Saturday being the 28th. day of Fax. ) That 
her Majeſty, the Lord Keeper, and divers Lords, 
Spiritual and Temporal, were ſet inthe Upper 
Houſe ,* expeCting their attendance, they re- 
paired immediately thither, with Sir 7 homar 
Gargrave Knight, their Speaker Elect, and be- 
ing let in as many as conveniently could, the 
ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrave was led up to the 
Rail, or Bar, at the lower end of the ſaid Houſe, 
by two of the moſt honorable Perſonages of the 
Houſe of Commons ; where, atter three Reve- 
rences made to her Majceity, he modeſtly and 
ſubmiſſively excuſed himfelt, as being unable to 
undergo the many and great difficulties of that 
place : to which, by the Grace of the Queen, 
and the undeſerved favour of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, he had been choſen; Alledging withal, 
that there were many Members in that Houſe 
more worthy of the honour, and more able to 
undergo the Charge of that fervice, than him- 
ſelf; And therefore delired, and humbly adviſed 
the Queen's Majeſty, to free him from that 
employment, and to commend to her Knights, 
Citizens, and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, the Choice of fome other of their more 
able Members. 

But notwithſtanding all theſe reaſons and ex- 
cuſes, *according to the uſual form, by the ſaid 
Prolocutor alledged, Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, 
Lord Keeper of the Sea], by her Majeſties Com- 
mandment, both encouraged him to the Care- 
tul undertaking of that Service, and aſſured him 
of the Queen's acceptance, and admiſſion of him, 
by this Oration following, |

QC R Thomas Gargrave, the Queen's Majeſty 

doth right well perceive and underſtand 
your Comely and Modeſt manner, in the difa- 
bling of your ſelf for this Office, and room, 
whereunto her Truſty and Wel-beloved Knights 
and. Burgeſſes have EleCted you, and do now 
preſently preſent you, and therewith alſo hath 
heard your Petition and Suit, made with all 
humbleneſs and reverence, for your diſcharge 
in this matter ; for anſwer whereunto, her Ma- 
zelty hath commanded me to ſay unto you, that 
She her ſelf right well doth underſtand, that by 
the Orders and Rules of good Government and 
Policy, Power and Authority, to receive or refuſe 
any Office of Service inany Common-Wealth, 
ſhould nor be permitted to be inthe Arbitriment 
of him, who is thereunto Orderly called, or ap- 
pointed, nor that the Judgment and diſcerning of 
Ability and diſability in ſervice, pertaineth to the 
perſon called, but to herMajeſty,asdoth right well 
appear by a Simulitude that is old and Common, 
but neither unapt nor untrue; that is, like as unto 
the head ofa natural body pertaineth the appoint- 
ment, and as1t were the Marſhalling of every 
| Member of the ſame Body to the particular Ser- 
| vice, and Ofhee ; Soto the Head of every Body 
Politick, 
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Politick, be it Emperor, King or leſsState, be- 
longeth, mediately or immediately derived, the 
aſlignment and — of every Member of 
the ſame body, to his Miniſtry and Duty, and 
as the contrary _ in the firſt, were Mon- 
ſtrous in nature, ſo ſurely the contrary doing 
in the ſecond, were Monſtrous in reaſon., Now 
her Majeſty having this Authority in her, as 
Head of the Politick Body of this Realm, and 
therewith being credibly informed of your ap- 
proved Fidelity, wiſdom and diſcretion, and of 
the long experience that you have had in Par- 
liament marters, thinketh, that if her Highneſs 
ſhould aſſent ro your Deſire, it would be pre- 
judicial to her Majeſty,and the Common-wealth 
of the Realm. Beſides alſo, for as much as you 
have been choſen, and enabled to this Office and 
place, according to an Ancient and Laudable 
Order, by ſo _ wiſe, ſage and diſcreet 
Knights, and Burgeſles, to whole Judgment and 
opinion, her Highneſs thinketh it meet and con- 
venient for her to have great regard, and to 
give much credit ; and faith, that for that reſpect 
alſo, her Majeſty may not conveniently grant 
your Petirion. 

Again, your ſelf, ſecking in humble and 
reverent manner your own diſcharge and 
difablement, have indeed, by well, comely, 
modeſt and orderly doing thereof, given no 
{ſmall cauſe, whereby you are to be enabled ; and 
therefore 'her Majeſt , Upon theſe reſpects and 
divers others, doth now preſently admit this 
EleQtion , and . preſentation made of you, 
nothing at all doubting, but that you will, 
with ſuch diligence, faithfulneſs and circum- 
ſpeftion, uſe and Exerciſe your Office , as 
thereby the good hope and expettation, that 
her Majeſty hath receivedgof you, by that ſhe 
hath heard of others already, ſhall be by that 
her ſelt ſhall ſee and hear, not only confirmed, 
but alſo increaſed and gugmented ; And fo, as 
her Highneſs's Loving Subjedts of her Com- 
mon's Houſe, ſhall neither have juſt cauſe to 
repent theirEleC&tion, her Majeſty her admiſſion, 
nor you your ſelf the aſſumption, and taking 
upon you this Charge. 

Unto which Specch of the Lord Keepers Sir 
Thomas Gargrave humbly ſubmitting himſelf to 
the undergoing of the Charge and ſervice im- 
poſed on him, made a diſcreet and ſubmiſſive 
anſwer, in which he expreſſed the great bleſſed- 
neſs now accrewed to the Realm, and all con- 
ditions therein, by her Majeſties attaining the 
Crown ; being a Princeſs ſo Richly endued with 
Picty, Wiſdom, Mercy, Juſtice and tender 
Care of her people's good and fatety,and with all 
other gitts of mind and body, requiſite for the 
Government of ſo great a Kingdom. 


Then he proceeded to many hearty Prayers, | 


and feeling Expreſſions of the good ſucceſs of the 
Parliament, and for the uniting of their Coun- 
cils in one Iſſue, and to the repairing of the ma- 
ny loſſes, and preventing of many dangers, now 
unminent over the Realm. And laſtly, he came, 


according to the uſual Form, firſt to deſire Li- 
berty of acceſs for the Houſe of Commons to 
the Queen's Majeſties preſence, upon all Urgent 
and Neceſſary Occaſions. Secondly , that if 
in any thing himſelf ſhould miſtake, or miſre- 
port, or over-ſlip that which ſhould be com- 
mitted unto him to declare, that it might, with- 
out prejudice to the Houſe, be better declared, 
and that his unwilling Miſcarriage therein might 
be pardoned. 

Thirdly, that they might have Liberty and 
treedom of Speech in whatſoever they Treated 
of, or had occaſion to propound and debate in 
the Houſe. The fourth, and laſt, that all the 
Members of the Houſe, with their Servants and 
neceſlary Attendants, might be exempted from 
all manner of Arreſts and Suits, during the con- 
tinuance of the Parliament, and the uſual ſpace, 
both before the beginning, and after the ending 
thereof, as in former times hath always been 
accuſtomed. 

To which Speech of the ſaid Speaker, the 
Lord Keeper, without any long pauſing, repli'd 
again in manner and form following. 

M% Speaker , the Queen's Majeſty hath 

| heard, and doth very well underſtand 
your wiſe and diſcreet Oration, full of good 
meaning, good Wil and good Matter : the 
Effet whereof ( as I take it ) may bedivided 
into three parts; of thoſe the firſt containeth 
the commendation of the Queen's Highneſs , 
The Second, certain good withes and defires of 
yours, very honorable, profitable and Com- 
modious for the Realm to be followed, and put 
into Execution. The third, divers Petitions 
concerning the Exerciſes of your Office, and the 
Liberties and Priviledges of the Commons 
Houſe. For the firſt, the Queen's Majelty 
giveth you moſt hearty thanks, as tor a good 
Exhortation made to her Highneſs, to become 
ſuch a one as you have commended her tor ; but 
not acknowledging thoſe vertues to be in her 
Highneſs, Marry , confeſling that ſuch as ſhe 
hath be God's graces. And therewithal, her 
Highneſs wiſheth, ( as ſhe truſteth you all do, ) 
that for England's ſake, there were as many ver- 
tues in her, as would ſerve forthe good Govern- 
ment of this her Realm, committed to her Royal 
Charge, and defireth you all, with her, to give 
God dayly thanks for thoſe which ſhe hath, and 
to make humble Petition to grant ſuch increaſe 
of the reſt, as to his divine Providence ſhall be 
thought for his honour moſt Meet. 

For the Second, her Maieſty truſteth, and 
verily believeth, that thoſe good wiſhes and 
deſires of yours are ſo deeply graven, and per- 
tectly imprinted inthe hearts of the hearers, that 
the good ſucceſs and ſequel, that ſhould come 
thereof, will evidently dadlari, that you have 
not in vain ſpoken them, nor they negligently 
heard them. For the third and laſt, you have 
divided into four Petitions; The firſt, tor your 


acceſs to the Queen's Highneſs and her Nobles, 
; for 
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for your reports and conference. The Second, | 
that you be born with in any thing, if you ſhould 
in any of your reports be miſtaken, or over- 
ſlipped, and that without prejudice to the Houſe 
it be better declared. The Third, Liberty ot 
Speech,for well debating of Matters propounded. 
The Fourth and laſt, that allthe Members of the 
Houſe and their Servants may have the ſame 
freedom from all manner of Suits, as before time 
they uſed to have. 

To theſe Petitions, the Queen's Majeſty hath 
commanded me to ſay unto you, that her High- 
neſs is right well contented to grant them unto 
you, as largely, as amply and as liberally, as 
ever they were granted by any her Noble Pro- 
genitors; and to confirm the ſame with as great 
an Authority. Marry, with theſe Conditions 
and cautions ; firſt, that your acceſs be void of 
importunity, and for matters Needful, and in 
time Convenient. For the Second, that your 
' Diligence and Careſulneſs be ſuch, (| Mr. 
Speaker, ) that the defaults in that part be as 
rare as may be ; whereof her Majeſty doubteth 
little. For the Third, which 1s for Liberty of 
Speech, therewith her Highneſs is right well 
contented ; but ſo, as they be neither unmind- 
ful, or uncaretul of their Duties, Reverence and 
Obedience to their Sovereign. For the laſt, 
great heed would be taken, that no evil diſpoſed 
perſon_ ſeek of purpoſe that priviledge, tor the 
only defrauding of his Creditors, and tor the 
maintenance of injuries and - wrongs. "Theſe 
Admonitions being well remembred, her Ma- 
zeſty thinketh all the faid Liberties and Privi- 
ledges well granted. To come to an end, only 
this I have to put you in mind of, that in the 
ſorting of your things, you obſerve ſuch Order, 
that matters of the greateſt Moment, and moſt 
Material to the State, be chiefly, and firſt ſet 
torth ; fo as they be not hindred by particular 
and private Bills to this purpole. That when 
thoſe great Matters be pait, this Aſſembly may 
ſooner take end, and men be licenſed to take 
their eaſe ; I have ſaid. 


The Speaker being thus allowed, he returned 
to the Houſe of Commons, with the Serjeant 
of the Houſe bearing the Mace before him ; and 
the Queen's Majeſty, and the Lords roſe, and 
departed. 

On Monday the 3oth. day of January, were 
divers Lords, Spiritual and Temporal preſent, 
as 1s plainly ſet down in the entrance of the 
names inthe Original Journal Book of the Upper 
Houſe. 

Prancis Spilman Eſq; Clerk of the Upper 
Houſe, ſtanding at the Table near the lower 
Woolfack, did there read a certain Bill, written 
in Paper, and Intituled, 4# A for the reſtit u- 
tion of the firſt Fruits, and Tenths, and Rents 
reſerved, Nomine Decima, and of Parſonages 


Impropriate to the Imperial Crown of this Realm; 
and atter he had ſo read it, (which was accounted 


the firſt reading thereof, ) then he delivered the 


ſame kneeling, unto Sir Nicholas Bacon, Knight, 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, together with 
a Briet of the Bill. 

The Lord Keeper read the Title of the Bill, 
and then reported the effect of the ſame unto the 
Houſe out of the Brief, And then concluded 
with theſe words, viz. This is the firſt time of 
the reading of this Bill. 

And there is no mention made in the Original 
Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, that this Bill 
was at all ſpoken unto upon this reading, neither 
is It indeed uſual,although there have not wanted 
Preſidents thereof, prout A. 1. HZ. 8. 11. Die 
Parliamenti Billa de attionibus, brought trom 
the Commons Letta prima wice, & Domint 
diſputando cenſuerunt reformandum quod Regia 
Majeſtas haberet. 3. vel 4 Annos,pars vero contra 
partem niſi unum Annum. And a Bill hath been 
rejected upon the firſt reading, proxt Anno 3. 
Edw. 6. 14. Nova Billa pro juriſdiftione Epiſco- 
porum Rejected, and a Committee appointed, 
to draw a new Bill ; of which alſo there want 
not divers other Preſidents in moſt of the other 
Journals during her Majeſties Reign : but moſt 
true it is, that uſually a Bill is ſeldom rejected 
till the ſecond reading, for then it is moſt proper 
to be ſpoken unto; and when ithath received 
either a longer or ſhorter diſputation in the 
Houſe, then the proceedings eommonly are 
either to order it to be engroſled, or refer it to 
Committees, or to reject it ; which courſe hold- 
eth only in Bills that come newly into either 
Houſe. For if a Bill, having paſſed one of the 
two Houſes, be ſont unto the other, it 13 never 
ordered to be ingrofled, becauſe it comes frem 
thence ready ingroſſed in Parchment, and ſcl- 
dom referred to Committees, or rejected ; there 
want not alſo divers Preſidents, when a Bill 
hath been diſputed after the third reading, and 
ſometimesrecommitted, and ſometimes rejeed. 
Of all which, the Examples and Preſidents are 
ſo frequent in all the inſuing Journals of this 
Queen, as alſo in thoſe foregoing of 2. 8. F4. 6. 
and Queen Mary, as there isnot need to make 
any large. Citation of them : Neither do there 
want, 1n their ſeveral places, fit and due rete- 
rences, whereby to refer the ſeveral Preſidents 
of this nature, contained in one and the ſame 
Journal, from one to another. Which things 
being thus premiſed and obſerved, now follow 
ſome Animadverſions or Preſidents, touching 
the Commiſſion of Bills, and further proceedings 
in them upon the firſt reading. 

Bills alſo have been Committed pon the firſt 
reading, prout An. 6. FH. 8. 14. Feb. recepta eff 
Billa in papyro concernens apparatum, & le(ta 
eſt prima vice © deliberata Magiſtro Pigot refor- 
mand. 

' Anno Primo Ed. 6. 21. Novembris allataeft a 
Communi domo Billa for benefices, Common

prima vice lea eſt Billa to avoid regrating, fore- 
ſtalling, &c. & commiſſa eſt Maguire Hales, 
Magiſtro Molineux, Magiſtro Saunders, & Solici- 
tatori Reging. And thgre are very many Preſi- 
dents that Bills have been commutted upon the 
firſt reading, in the times of ' ey. 8. and Ed. 6. 
as may appear by the Committees of thoſe 
times. 

The like Preſidents are to be found in moſt of 
the Journals of her Majeſty, prout A. 8. Eliz. Oct. 
3. The Bill for the better Executing of Statutes, 
&c. eodem An. 5. Oftob. touching, Fines and Re- 
coveries, An. 13. Eliz. 20. Aprilis,againſt frau- 
dulent Conveyances, &c. An. 14. Eliz. 12. Matj, 
for preſervation of Woods, eodem An. & die, for 
the puniſhment of Vagabonds; and fo in many 
other Parliaments of this Queen's time, of which 
(becauſe they are ſo frequently obvioas ) it would 
be unneceſſary to make further repetition. 

And although there be no mention made in 
the Original Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, 
that the Lords and Members of the ſame were 
this day called, yet there 1s no great doubt to 
be made thereof ; and therefore I have cauſed it 
to be inſerted, and applied unto this time, in 
manner and form following, 

Francis Spilman the Clerk, did on this third 
day of the Parliament call every Lord in the 
Houſe by his Name, that ſo it might be ſeen, 
who were preſent ; beginning with the loweſt 
Baron, and aſcending to the higheſt Peer, where 
alſo the Proxies and other Excuſes of the abſent 
Lords, were Regultred. 

But it may be Colleted by the Parliament 
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that the Lords names were called the firſt day, 
and the Commons alſo in the Upper Houſe be- 
fore the King's coming, which Order, in re- 
ſpect of the time, is held 1till with the Commons, 
whoſe Names are uſually called at this day in the 
Court of Requeſts, the firſt day ofthe Parliament. 
Dominus Cuſtos Magni Sigilli continuavit preſens 
Parliamentumuſq; in diem Craſtinum,hora Ottava. 
On Tueſday, the 3 1th. day of Fan. the former 
Bill for the reſtitution and annexation of the firſt 
Fruits and Tenths, to the Imperial Crown of the 
Queen's Majeſty, was read the Second time. 
Francis Spilman Eſq; Clerk of the Houſe, 
( having read the faid Bill for the Reſtitution 
and Annexation of the Firſt-fruits, &c. ) ſtand- 
ing at the Table , near the nether Woolfack, 
did then deliver the ſame without any Brief, 
Kneeling to the. Lord Keeper, who thereupon 
read the. Title thereof to the Houſe, and faid, 
This is the ſecond Reading ; and fo the Bill was 
Orderedto be Ingroſſed, which is no more, than 
to Tranſcribe the Bill tairly out of the Paper, in 
which it was written, into Parchment. More 
ſhall be ſaid, touching the referring of a Bill to 
Committees, on Fryday the third day of March 
enſuing; whereis the firſt mention of Commit- 
tiog any Bill during this Parliament, 


After the ſecond Reading of the aforeſaid 

Bill, there appeareth no other matter in the 
Original Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, ſave 
only the entrance of the continuance of the Par- 
liament by the Lord Keeper. | 

On Wedneſday the firlt day of February, the 
Bill for the Recognition of the Queen's High- 
neſſe's Title tothe ImperialCrown ofthis Realm, 
was read the firſt time, ( inſuch manner and 
form, as the Bill tor the Reſtitution of the Firſt- 
fruits and Tenths, &c. was read, on Monday 
the 30th. day of January foregoing ; )) and was 
thereupon Committed to the Queen's Attorney, 
which cannot properly be called a Committing 
of the Bill, becauſe no Lords are named Com- 
mittees therein, but only a referring of the Bill 
to the ſaid Attorney, ( who, as 1s molt likely, 
with the reſidue ofthe Queen's Learned Council, 
did at firſt draw it ) that ſo upon further peruſal 
thereof, he might again bring it into the Houle, 

and Certifie the Lords, it any thing were 

to be altered or reformed in it. 

On Saturday, the 4th. day of February, the 
Bill, for the Recognition of the Queen's High- 
neſſe's Title to the Imperial Crown of thisRealm, 
was read the ſecond time, in ſuch manner and 
form as the Bill, tor the Reſtitution and An- 
nexation of the Firſt-fruits, &c. was read, on 
Tueſday the 31th. day of January toregoing, and 
was thereupon Ordered to be ingrotled. 

The Bill alſo for the Reſtitution and Annexa- 
tion of the Firſt-fruits and Tenths and Rents 
reſerved Nomine Decime, and of Parſonages 
impropriate, to the Imperial Crown of this 
Realm , was read the third time, The whole 
manner and form of Proceedings wherein, as 
allo of the ſending thereof down unto the Houſe 
of Commons, I have cauſed to be Tranſcribed 
out of that before-mentioned written Diſcourſe, 
touching the whole Order and Proceſs of paſſin 
of Bills in the Upper Houſe, Penn'd by ZZ. El/ing 
Eſq; at this time Clerk of the ſame, this preſent 
year 1630. andthe form of the ſaid ſending down 
thereof, out ofa like Treatiſe, of paſſing Bills in 
the Houſe of Commons, Pen'd by W. ZHackwel 
of Lincolns Inn Eſq; For I conceive there is no 
queſtion, but that the Form uſed at thisday,is one. 
and the fame with that which was obſerved this 
firſt year, and the reſt enſuing of her Majeſties 
Reign; And therefore I have applied allto this 
time,although there be nothing thereofexpreſſed, 
inthe Original Journal Book it ſelf of the Upper 
Houſe, fave only the very Title of the Bill, the 
time of the reading,thediſſent of the Biſhops,and 
the ſending of it down to the Houſe of Commons. 

Francis Spilman Clerk of the Houſe,ſtanding by 
the Table at the nether Woolfſack, read the ſame 
Bill, and then indorſed upon it, being fairly in- 
groſſed in Parchment, theſe words 3. vice /efa, 
and then delivered the ſame, kneeling to the 
Lord Keeper, without any Brief of the Bill, who 
thereupon, repeating the Title only of the Bill, 


ſaid, This.is the third Reading of the Bill. 
| Then his Lordſhip demanded of the Houſe, 
whether 
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whether he ſhould put it to the 
paſſing, which being agreed on a 
the queſtion was thus pur. TH 

Such of your Lordſhips as are of opinion, 
that this Bill is fit to Paſs, ( or ſhall Paſs, ) ſay, 
content. Iv 

Then the loweſt Baron firſt beginning ſaid, 
content, without any more words, and fo did all 
the other Barons in their order, aſcending to 
the Higheſt. Ss 

Then the Biſhop of Car/ile, being the puiſne 
Biſhop preſent, ſaid, not content ; and fo alſo, 
in like manner, ſaid the Biſhop ot Cheſter, the 
Biſhop of Exeter, the ny of oe and 
Lichfeld, the Biſhop of Landaffe, the Biſhop of 
Worceſter, the Biſhop of Longon, and the Arch- 
biſhop of Tork ; by which it may be ſeen, how 
unwillingly theſe Popiſh Biſhops did ſuffer their 
Dagon to fall down. 

And after the Biſhops, all the other Temporal 
Lords preſent, beginning with the lowelt and 
ending with the higheſt, did all ( Nu//o Contra- 
dicente ) ſay, content. 

After which, all the Barons firſt ſtood up, and 
after them all the Earls and other Lords who 
had voted the Affirmative. And then ſtood up 
the Archbiſhop of Tork and all the other Biihops 
who had voted: the Negative, and ſo upon the 
great inequality of their Voices at the firſt view, 
the Bill Paſſed, and its likely, that the Voices 
for the Paſſing of the Bill exceeding ſo much 
the number of thoſe, who were againit it,that the 
Proxies of the abſent Lords were not at all de- 
manded, which might have been, ifthe Houſe 
had moved or required it ; but, I conceive, that 
thoſe are moſt frequently called for, when the 
diflerence of the Houſe ſtands upon ſome equality 
of Voices. 

The Bill being thus Paſſed, was delivered to 
the Queen's Attorney and Solicitor, to. be car- 
ried to the Houſe of Commons, which was not 
performed by them, as appears by the Original 
Journal Book of the ſaid Houſe, until the Mox- 
day tollowing, being the 62h. day of this inſtant 
Feb. the manner ot the delivery thereof was 
as followeth, wvz. 

The ſaid Attorney and Solicitor, being ad- 
mitted into the ſaid Houſe, came up cloſe tothe 
Table, where the Clerk ſate, and made three 
Congies, and then acquainted Hir Thomas Gar- 
grave the Speaker, that the Lords had ſent 
unto the Houle ſuch a Bill, of which one of them 
Read the Title, and fo again departed the 
Houſe, having made three other Congies. . 

| There are alſo divers Proxies entred at the be- 
gining of theOriginal Journal Book of the Upper 
Houſe, to have'been returned, and introducted 
this day, but whether before or ater the conti- 
nuance of the Parliament, and riſing of the 
Houſe, doth not appear. 

On 7 hurſday, the gth. day of February, the 
Bill wherein certain offences be declared Trea- 
fon, was Read the firſt time. 

The Bill alſo tor the Recognition of the

Paſſing 
and ſending down of a Bili, ſee in a like Cale 
on Saturday, the fourth day of this Inſtant es. 
toregoing. 

The Bill againſt Slanderous and Seditious 
words, was Read prima vice. . 

On Fryday, the 10th. day of Feb. The Bill, 
whereby the Queen's Highne(s is made inherita- 
bleto the late Queen Azn her Majeiiic's Mother, 
was read prima vice, and after the reading ot 
two other Bills, was read again the ſecond time, 
and Ordered to be ingrofled, which ſpeedy courſe 
the Houſe took for the Palling ot this Bill to 
expreſs their zcal and afte&ion to her Majeſty, 
whom it ſo nearly concerned. 

The Bull laſtly, whereby divers Offences be 
made Treaſon, and the Bill againſt Sedirious 
words and rumours , were each of them read 
the ſecond time, and Ordered to be ingzrofled. 

On Saturday, the 11th. day of February, two 
Bills of no great Moment, had cach of them their 
tiurd reading, and were ſent unto the Houſe of 
Commons, by Mr. Solicitor and Mr. Lewis, of 
which the firſt was the Bill for explanation of 
the Statute of Seditious words and rumours. 

Two Bills were brought up tothe Lords from 
the Houſe oft Commons, by Mr. Treaſurer and 
others, viz. The Bill of a Subſidy granted to the 
Queen's Majeſty by the Temporalty, and the 
Bill of a Subſidy of Tonnage and Poundage. 

The faid Mr. Treaſurer, being the Principa} 
Meſſenger,accompanied with divers other Mem-

Here alſo we may till note the great Lenity 
and mercy of this great Queen, who ſuffered 10 
many Heretical, and obſtinately Popiſh Biſhops 
to hold their Sees, to have free voices in Par- 
liament, beſides the Abbot of We/tm', who all 
thus oppoſed the juſt power and Authority ,

The Parliament continued till Friday May the

Two Bills were brought up to the Lords from 
the Houſe of Commons, of which the firſt was 
the Bill for the continuance of certain Statutes, 
with a Proviſo added thereunto by the Com- 
mons, to which the Lords would not agree, but 
ſent it down again to be paſſed by them, leavin 
out the Proviſo. And the ſecond being the Bill 
for limiting the times for the laying on Land 
Merchandize from beyond the Seas, and touch- 
ing Cuſtoms for Sweet Wines, was returned cor- 
cluſ. 

Then the Parliatnent continued till the next 
day at nine of the Clock, at which time the Bill 
for the preſervation of the Spawn and Fry of Fiſh, 
was read fertid vice, & concluſ. communi omninunt 
Procerum aſſenſu, diſſentiente Epiſcopo Elien.s and 
it was delivered to Sir Richard Read andtheClerk 
of the Crown in Domun Communem deferend. 

The Bill alſo, that Timber ſhall not be felled 
to make Coals for burning of Iron, The Bill 
for the continuance of certain Statutes, And the 
Bill to annex to the Crown certain Religious 
Houſes, and to reform certain abuſes in Chan- 
tries, were returned from the Houſe of Com- 
mons concluſ. 

On Monday the 8% day of May, the Lord 
Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, met in the Upper Houſe, but no- 
_ was done, fave only the Parliament conti- 
nued by the Lord Keeper, which is entred in the 
Original Journal Book of the ſame Houſe, in 
manner and form following.

About which hour in the Afternoon , the 
Queens Majeſty came jn perſon into-the Upper 


| Houſe of Parliament, where were then preſent 


— 


to attend her, Sir Nzchol2s Bacon Knight, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of England, and divers 
other Lords both: Spiritual and Temporal, who 
being all ſet in theic Parliament Robes, according 
to their ſeveral Ranks, in their due places, the 
Houte of Commons had notice thereof, and re- 
parred thither with Sir Thomas Gargrave Knight 
their Speaker; whoſe Speech to her Majeſty, and 
his very coming up, bemg wholly omitted in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe, I 
have partly before ſupplyed it, according to the 
uſual courſe, and added alfo the reſidue in like 
manner touching the ſubſtance of what he ſpake, 
being alſo partly furthered in the ſetting down 
of it out of the Anſwer of Sir Nicholas Bacon 
Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal,unto him, 
whole ſaid Anfwer [ have alſo cauſed to be in- 
ſerted at large, out of a Copy thereof I had 
by me. 

Sir Thomas Gargrave Knight , (before menti- 
oned) with as many of the Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons as conveni- 
ently could, being let into the Upper Houle, and 
he placed at the Rail, or Bar, at the nether end 
of the ſame, made a Learned Speech to her Ma- 
jelty (which is termed, in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, fol. 214. b. A 
Learned Oration) the effet whereof may very 
probably be gathered to have been as follow- 
eth, viz. | 

He declared unto the Queens Majeſty, and 
that preſent Aſſembly, with what care and ſpeed 
the Houſe of Commons had this preſent Parlia- 
ment enacted and paſled many good Laws, which 
remaming yet as a dead Letter and without force, 
he did humbly deſire that her Majeſty would be 
plealed, by adding her Royal Aflent unto them, 
to make them hving and aCtive Laws. Then he 
delir'd in the name of the Houſe, that her Majeſty 
would be pleaſed to accept of the good endea- 
vours and dcfires of the (aid Houſe of Commons 


| Expreſſed this Parliament 1n all their proceedings, 
| and more eſpecially , that her Majeſty would be 


pleaſed to take in good part the free gift of her 
ſaid Subjects, who in token of their Love and 
Zeal to her Majeſty, did with one aſſent offer un- 
to her, not only the Sublidy of Tonnage and 
Poundage, but hkewiſe one Subfidy , and two 
Fifteens and Tenths yas an undoubted effe? and 
Teſtimony of their Bury and thankfulnets to- 
wards her Majeſty, for thoſe many bleflings and 
benefits which had accrued to the Church and 
State by her Highneſles moſt lawtul and jul: Suc- 
ceſſion. 

Laſtly, He concluded with an humble defire 
that her Majelhy would be pleaſed to accept of 
his hearty and zealous thanks, in allowing and 
admitting him, though unworthy, to that place 
of truſt and importance; and to pardon all thoſe 
weakneſſes and imperfef&ions, which he had un- 
willingly or caſually diſcovercd in the Execution 
of it. 

To which ſaid Speech of the Prolocutors, Sir

wiſe and large Anſwer. 

M* Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
how diſcreetly and wiſcly you have declar'd the 
proceedings of this Seſſion in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, for Anſwer whereunto, and for the better 
ſignification to be made to my Lords of the Up- 
per Houſe , of the Judgment of the Parliament 
men, and theſe Parliament matters, her Viajelties 
pleaſure and Commandment is, that I ſhould open 
and utter unto you three things 3 The one 1s,what 
her Highneſs underſtandeth, by your doings this 
Parliament, of your wiſdom and diligence. The 
ſecond, what of your liberality and benevolence 3 
and therewith , how comfortable the iormer is, 
and how thankful the ſecond. The third, what 
her (iighneſs would you ſhould do for the good 
Execution of the Laws deviſed by you, and of 
the re(t ;cretofore deviſed by others. And here, 
my Lords and Maſters all, albeit 1n labouring to 
bear this burthen I am much more like to fall, 
than but to faint under it , becauſe neither am I 
able to perform it as the Queens Majeſty hath 
commanded it, nor as your deſerts juſtly crave 
It, nor as my will wiſheth, and defireth it. Ne- 
vertheleſs my truſt is, that you will pardon my 
weakneſs and want, ſo as no note of arrogancy 
or folly be aſcribed to me forit 3 ſeeing as you 
know by duty driven Ido it. I had rather, and 
I know it much better for me to be ſilent, and fo 
to haveno need of your pardon, than by Speech 
to all your pains 1n hearing , and to mine alſo in 
ſpeaking, to deſerve to pray it 3 if mine Office 
would tuffer. 

But now to the matter, For the firſt part 
wherein her Majeſty conſidereth, how 1n the de- 
bating of the great and weighty Cauſes of this 
Parliament, we have baniſhed all ſuddain, raſh, 
and {wift proceedings (dangerous Enemies to all 
good Counſel) and in place thereof have taken 
ſuch convenient leiſure, as the weightineſs of the 
matters of their better conſideration hath requir'd. 
And again, what freedom of Speech hath been 
uſed and permitted, for the plain Declaration of 
every mans knowledge and Conſcience ; yea, 
and how men 1n ſome Caſes and ſome places, have 
been rather by gentle perſwaſ1ons provoked, than 
by any ſharp manner of Sp@ch, by men of Coun- 
cil , diſlwaded therefrom 3 and therewith alſo, 
how learnedly and cunningly , the diſputable 
matters, being of moment, have been agreed and 
reaſoned 3 how gravely and deeply weighed and 
conſidered ; how adviſedly and confiderately 
reſolved and concluded ; and laſcly, with what 
nigh and univerſal conſent , they have been by 
you enacted and eſtabliſhed. Beſides alſo, remem- 
bring your great Studies, and endeavours, and 
diligences , for the opening and declaring what 
may be ſaid Pro & contra, in all cauſes of 
doubts, to the end (as it ſeemeth to her Highneſs) 
that when all was ſaid, and heard on both parts, 


that by any of you could be inferrd, or pro- 
duc'd, That that which ſhould thereupon for all 
reſpets appear to ſtand moſt with the Honour 
and Glory of God, and the common Wealth of 
the Realm , might be the better and more ſafely 
agreed upon and determined ; When her Maje- 
ſty, I fay, remembreth and conſidereth theſe 
things, ſhe ſaith, ſhe cannot but much commend, 
and allow your wiſdom and diligence therein, 
greatly to her comfort and conſolation, and much 
to all your praiſes and commendations. For now 
her Majeſty verily truſteth, that ike as no man- 
ner of determination in Parliament , neither can 
nor ought by any private Man, to be infringed 
or undone; ſo theſe determinations of yours, in 


this form begun, proceeded and concluded, can- 


not hereafter juſtly , no not by words, be im- 
pugned or gaipſaid ; for ſeeing al} men have 
thus at leiſure, and with liberty upon the making 
of theſe Laws frankly declared their opinions and 
knowledges likewiſe, as learned men ;, ſo the 
Laws being made and paſt, her Majeſty doubt- 


eth nothing but that they will, like good, hum- 


ble, and obedient Subjects, willingly, and hum- 
bly ſubmit themſelves to the Law as to Life. And 
the rather alſo, becauſe that no Man 1n the obey- 
ing of Laws made at this Seſſions , being of the 
greateſt moment, ſhould thereby be forced any 
otherways to do, than either himſelt hath by Law 
already done, or elſe others have before this time 
done, whom both for wiſdom, vertue, and 
learning, it ſhall not be unſeeming to any man 
here (be it ſpoken without offence) to follow and 
take Example of : And thus much for the firſt 
part. 

For the ſecond part , which concerneth your 
liberality and benevolence, her Majeſty hath 
commanded me to ſay unto you, that your wile 
and grave Conſideration, had and uſed in the 
granting of a preſent aid and relief, towards the 
relieving and diſcharging of the preſent charge 
wherewtth the Realm, at the'time of her coming 
to the Crown, was and yet is charged, is by her 
Highneſs taken in thankful part, and fo is the re- 
ſtitution of the continual Revenue, as ſome Sup- 
plement towards the maintenance of the conti- 
nual charge of late time grown to the Crown, as 
you have heard, and of neceſſity to be continued, 
as well for the ſurety of you all, as for the Con- 
firmation of the whole Eſtate. And here, my 
Lords and Maſters all, I take it to be my duty, 
to do you to underſtand, of certain noble and 
princely obſervations, and conſiderations had by 
her Highneſs of theſe your doings, much ſurely 
to all your Comforts ; vhees, one 1s, 1n that 
ſhe forgetteth not that theſe grants be made, not 
by Subjects that have been a long time free from 
all manner of Taxes, Loans and Subſidies, and fo 
well able to bear this burthenz but by Subjects, 
(much to her grief when ſhe thinketh of'it,) that 
have been well nigh continually charged with 
theſe things, to the univerſal impoveriſhing of 
the whole Realm, and no wayes to the ſ(trength- 
ning, amending or honouring of the ſame 3 but 
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rather to the weakning , decaying, and diſho- 
nouring of the fame; whereby 1t 1s evident, yea 
too evident (if it pleaſed God otherwiſe) that 
theſe ſupplies are to be born, not of your ſuper- 
fluities, but rather of your neceſiitics ; Marry 
of neceſlity alſo to withſtand a greater necel- 
ſity, which otherwiſe might touch you and yours 
in ſurety. | ; 

The ſecond Obſervation is, your readineſs and 
willingneſs in granting , whereof her Majeſty 
maketh a very great account, perceiving thereby, 
that neither warm words , nor yet earneſt nor 
long perſwaſions uſed amongſt you, have drawn 
you to this, but that. the ſame hath rather bcen 
by you willingly, readily, and frankly offered, 
than by any of the means above remembred ; 
and that theſe your grants have altogether pro- 
ceeded from the benevolent minds, and hearty 
affe&tioris, that you bear to your Soveraign Lady 
and Country : which benevolence and affection 
her Majeſty accepteth, and taketh for the great- 
eſt benefit, and moſt precious Jewel, that a Sub- 
je& can preſent to his Soveraignz and, to be 
ſhort in this matter , if Bis dat qui cito dat be 
true ſaying, you deſerve great Commendation 
for your ſmall ſtaying hereunto. Allo her High- 
neſs addeth a third, that is, a generality and 
conſent of their Grant, knowing with what dit- 
ficulty and diverſity of Opinions in ſome times 
paſt, theſe things have been brought to pals. It 
1s a certain and infallible' ground , that every 
good thing , the greater it 1s, the better it 1s. 
Now this unanimity in conſenting, being (as un- 
doubtedly it is) a good thing, hath not her Ma- 
jelty (trow you) good cauſe to rejoice in the 
univerſality thereof 2 yes ſurely, and thanks you 
therefore accordingly. To make an end of this 
part, her Highncſs hath ſpecially commanded me 
to ſay unto you, that when ſhe calleth to re- 
membrance what yga have granted , who hath 
granted , and the form of granting 3 ſhe finds 
her ſelf carneſtly diſpoſed , 1t your Sureties and 
the State would fo ſuffer, as freely to remit theſe 
Grants, as you did gladly grant them. And 
where in times paſt, long and vehement Orati- 
ons and perſwaſions have been in theſe Caſes 
uſed, to ſuch as occupied your places, for the 
great diligence, and careful circumſpeCtion to be 
had for the true levying of that which hath been 
granted , for that the common numbers reſpect 
altogether themſelves as private men, and not 
themſelves as members of the whole body, where- 
by againſt all reaſon and right, the Realm hath 
been cften defrauded of the greateſt part of the 
benevolence granted: This notwithſtanding, her 
Highneſs hath willed me herein to uſe few words, 
and only for t his reſpe& , leſt elſe thoſe which 
have ſhewed” uch liberality and benevolence in 
granting, might ſeem to be ſuſpeted by her, ei- 
ther of tidelity or diligence 1n levying 3 whereof 
ſhe thinketh her ſelf aflured, and thereupon re- 
poling her truſt, ſhe doubteth nothing, but by 
your good ſervice, thele things ſhall be as truly 


anſwered as they have becn freely granted 3 and | 


that this faithful truſt, thus repoſed by her High- 
neſs in your truw{ervice, ſhall ſerve her to better 
purpoſe, than any words that could be ſpoken 
by me on her Majeſties behalf. And belides, ſhe 
thinketh, (which is much to be noted furely,) 
that it were better to adventure the loſs of a 
great part of that ſhe taketh her ſclf aſſured of, 
than your benevolent minds, I mean, by ſpealc- 
ing one word too much. 

Now to the third and laſt, which containeth 
the Queen's Majeſtics pleaſure for the well Exe- 
cuting of Laws. Here, my Lords and Maſters all, 
remembring your Wiſdoms and Fidelitics, albeit 
that it be not much needful to put you in mind, 
to how ſmall purpoſe good Laws ſerve, being not 
daily and diligently executed ; yet, becaule the 
ancient Order hath been, that ſomewhat at rhis 
time (hould be fazd for your rememorance 1n 
theſe matters z therctore it is thought meet, that 
[ ſhould trouble you with a few words. I am 
ſure you all judge, it a man would be very di- 
ligent to provide Torches to guide him 1n his 
going by night , and yet would be negligent i 
lighting any of them when he goeth in the darlS 
{hould ſhow a notable piece of folly, much 
ke to a man that ſeeketh to cleanſe his Garden 
and grounds from Weeds and Briers , he care- 
fully provideth many ſharp Tools and Inſtru- 
ments for that purpoſe , and when he hath fo 
done, layeth them fair up in a Houſe withour 
occupying of them 3 and 1s it not great fon4- 
neſs (trow you,) for men to uſe their endea- 
vours to make good Laws, to govern mens do- 
ings, and to weed out thoſe that be evil in the 
Common-Wealth , and thereupon to bind them 
fair 1n Books, and to lay them up without ſce- 
ing to the Execution of thoſe Laws ? Yes, ſure- 
ly. Whercfore ye ce, that as there hath been 
uſed by you great wiſdom and dilcretion, in de- 
viling of ſome, fo 1t is very neccfjary that like 
diligence and pains be taken by you and others, 
to ſee the good Execution of all; the eftect of 
which charge conliſteth principally in three 
points 3 The fir(t is, Conſervation of the Queens 
Peace. The (econd, in Adminiſtration of Juttice 
between Subject and Subject. And the Third, 
in the obſervation of one uniform Order in Re- 
ligion, according to the Laws now Eſtabliſhed, 

For the firſt, ye arc to foreſce ail manner of 
Frays, Forces, Riots and Routs, and the diſco- 
vering and repcaling in time of all manner of 
Conſpiracies, Confederacies and Conventiclcs ; 
and in this part alſo you are to provide for the 
{witt and ſpcedy appealing of all manner of Tu- 
mults, ſtirs and uproars, (if any happen) and 
tor the diligent ſearching out, and ſevere puniſh+ 
ment of all manner of Felonics, Burglarics, and 
all other hike Enormitiesz Matters (asyou know) 
again{t the Queen's Majeſties Peace, Crown and 
Dignity 3 for the well doing whereof, two 
things are chiefly to be eſchewed ; The one is, 
ſloathtulneſs, the other is uncarcfulne : for 
how can Juſtice baniſh theſe Enormities , where 


her Minilters be fo {loathful , that they will 
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never creep out of their Doors to any Courts, 
Seſſions, or Aſſizes, for the due Adminiſtration 
thereof, except they be drawn thereunto with 
ſome matters of their own 3 nor cannot endure 
to have their Ears troubled with the hearing of 
Controverſies of their Neighbours, for the good 
appealing of the ſame ; or how can the uncare- 
ful man, that maketh no account of any of the 
common cauſes of his Country , but reſpetteth 
only his private matters and Commodities, be- 
come a juſt and diligent ſearcher out, follower 
and Corredor of Felonies, Murders , and ſuch 
like common Enemies to the Common-Wealth ? 
And yet true it is, that ſuch careleſs and iJoathful 
men do daily colour and cloak theſe their faults 
with the title of Quietneſs 3 Coveting to be 
counted good and quiet men, where indeed they 
ſeek only eaſe, profit, and pleaſure to themſelves, 
and that to be ſuſtained and born by other mens 
cares and labours, as Drones do amongl(t Bees 3 
But if every man ſhould do fo, who ſeeth not 
but things would ſhortly come to ruine in de- 
fault of Order? for they may eaſily judge, that 

is madneſs to ſeek the conſervation of any par- 
ticular Member , and to ſuffer the whole bod 
to decay 3 but being well ſerved by ſome men 
opinions, as they care for none, ſo ſhould none 
care for them ; or elſe that better were in mine 
opinion, they ſhould be.ufed by men, as Drones 


be uſed by Bees. And thus much for the firſt. 


part. 

For the ſecond , you are to provide, that all 
Embracers, Maintainers and Champerties, which 
be utter Enemies to the due Execution of Juſtice 
between Subject and Subje&, be neither commit- 
ted by any of you, nor (as near as you can) be 
ſuffered to be committed by any other. A very 
behoveful matter to be both carefully and earn- 
eſtly looked unto , as the root and ſeed of all 
Juſtice, and eſpecially if any of theſe faults light 
upon any perſon that hath Authonty or Rule in 
the Country , or bath any office of Juſtice to 
execute among the people. Is it not (trow you) 
a monſtrous diſguiſing to have a Juſticer a main- 
tainer, to have him that ſhould by his Oath and 
Duty ſet forth Juſtice and right, againſt his Oath 
and Duty to offer injury and wrong 3 to have 
him that 1s ſpecially choſen amongſt a number by 
the Prince, to appeaſe all Brablings and Contro- 
verſies, to be a ſower and maintainer of {ſtrife 
and Sedition, amongſt them ſeeking his reputa- 
tion and opinion, by leading and ſwaying of Fu- 
ries according to his Will, acquitting ſome for 
Gain, Enditing others for Malice 3 bearing with 
him as his Servant , over-throwing the other as 
his Enemy 3 procuring all Queſtmongers to be 


of his Livery, or otherwiſe in his danger, that ' 


his winks, frowning and countenance may di- 
rect all Inqueſts. Surely, ſurely, it is true, that 
theſe be they, that be ſubverters and perverters 


-of all Laws and Orders ; yea, that make daily 


the Laws, that of their own nature be good, to 
become Inſtruments of miſchief. Theſe indeed 


be they, of whom ſuch Examples would be | 


made, and the founders and maintainers of all 
enormitiesz and theſe be thoſe, whom if you 
cannot reform for their greatneſs, yet ought you 
to complain of their villanies 3 and thus much 
for the due Adminiſtration of Juſtice. 

And as to the third, which is the Obſervation 
of the uniform Order in Religion 3 you are to 
endeavour your ſelves, to the beſt of your pow- 
ers and ou 2h "aa. drawing together in one 
line all points, to further, ſet forth and maintain 
the ſame , which by great and deliberate advice 
here in Parliament hath been eſtabliſhed. And 
here great Obſervations and watch ſhould be had 
of the withdrawers and hinderers thereof; and 
eſpecially of thoſe , that ſubtilly , by indirect 
means, ſeek to procure the contrary. Amongſt 
theſe I mean to comprehend, as well thoſe that 
be too ſwift, as thoſe that be too flow 3 thoſe I 
ſay, that go before the Laws , or beyond the 
Laws , as thoſe that will not follow 3 for good 
Government cannot be where Obedience fail- 
eth, and both theſe alike break the Rule of 
Obedience; And theſe be thoſe, who in likely- 
ood ſhould be beginners, and maintainers, and 
pholders of all Fa&tions and Sets, the very Mo- 
thers and Nurſes to all Seditions and Tumults, 
which neceflarily bring forth deſtrution and 
depopulation 5 of the therefore great heed 
would be taken, and upon theſe being found, 
ſharp and ſevere Correction (according to the 
Order of Laws) ſhould be impoſed 3 and that 
in the beginning, without reſpe& of perſons, as 
upon the greateſt adverſaries that can be to U- 
nity and Concord, without which no Common- 
Wealth can long endure and ſtand 3 whereupon 
(you know) all our ſtanding and falling wholly 
conliſteth, and the ſurety of our Sovereign. Al- 
ſo a matter moſt marvellous, that Laws whereby 
men poſſeſs all that they have, and their lives al- 
ſo, ſhould not be able to det mens aftions ſo, 
as thereby all Factions and Sefts, founded for 
the moſt part either upon Will , or upon the 
Glory of mens Wits and Inyentions, ſhould not 
ſufficiently be repreſſed. 

Now, for the handſome bridling of the facti- 
ons of men, I fee not that a better way can be 
taken , than is uſed by the Horſe-Maſter , who 
provideth for the good Government of his Horſe, 
Bit, or Brakes, according to the tenderneſs or 
hardneſs of his Mouth, whereunto he addeth a 
certain and well-taught hand. And like as it is 
very well to be allowed, that none other Bit or 
Brake ſhould* be provided for theſe Faftious 
Folks, than by the Laws be forced; ſo were it 
meet that any of that kind, be it never ſo ſharp, 
ſhould not be omitted, if the cauſe fo requireth; 
and this would be executed by a'certain and 
well-taught hand 3 for it cannot be, but the 
winking or withdrawing - from medling in this 
matter, or the remiſs or looſe handling thereof, 
mult of neceſſity oyer-throw in time the whole 
fruits of all your Labours, and put your ſelves, 
your Country, and the Queens Majeſty alſo, in 
peril, (whom O Lord preſerve !) which being 
warned, 
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warned, you may eaſily foreſee and provide for. 
And this 3s all that at this time I have to ſay. 
And therefore, here to make an end, her Maje- 
ſty is contented, according to. your Petition, to 
grant her Royal Aſent to ſuch Ordinances and 
Laws, as have been deviſed and agreed upon by 
you, in ſuch order and form, as by the Clerk of 
the Parliament, according to the antient Order, 
{hall be read and declared. I have ſaid. 

After the Lord Keepers Specch was ended, the 
Queen's Majeſty did doubtleſs give her Royal 
Aſſent to ſuch Acts as paſſed at this Sefton 3 but 
neither the foreſaid Speech , nor the paſſing of 
the ſaid Ads, are at all mentioned in the Origi- 
nal Jottrnal-Book of the Upper Houſe , and 
therefore, as the ſaid Speech was tranſcribed out 
of a Copy thereof I had by me, ſo is the man- 
ner of her Majeſties giving her Royal Aſent to 
ſuch Ads as now paſled, ſupplied here, ,accord- 
ing to a pattern or Platform thereof ſet down 
in the Original Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe, 
in 27. 39 Regin. Eliz. which may very well ſerve 
in this place, in reſpect that matters of form and 
courſe do ſeldom or never differ. 

The Clerk of the Crown ſtanding up, did firſt 
read the Titles of all the publick Acts, to every 
one of which, allowed.by the Queen, the Clerk 
of the Upper Houſe read theſe French words 
following, vs. 

La Roigne le welt, 1. e. TheQueen wills it. 

Then were read the Titles of all the private 
Ads, to each of which that paſſed , the ſaid 
Clerk of the Upper Houſe read the Queens An- 
{wer in theſe French words following, viz.

Theſe two laſt Anſwers to the publick and pri- 
vate Ads that paſs, are to be written by the ſaid 
Clerk, at the end of every AR. 

To ſuch Adts as her Majeſty did forbear to al- 
low, the Clerk of the Upper Houſe read in theſe 
French words following, vis. 

La Roigne s adviſera, 1. e. The Queen will ad- 
viſe upon it. 

Then 1n the third place, after the Titles of all 
the publick and private Ads were read, and the 
Anſwers to them as aforeſaid, then the ſaid Clerk 
of the Crown ſtanding up, did read the title of 
the Bill of Subſidy , and then the Clerk of the 
Upper Houſe ſtanding up likewiſe, did read the 
Queens Mafeſties Anſwer in manner and form 
following, vis.

HIS Journal of the firſt Parlia- 
ment of her Majeſty, is not only 
ſtored- with many good paſllages 
touching the ordinary reading, 
committing and expediting of Bills, 

but alſo with much extraordinary matter con- 
cerning the private priviledge of the Houſe, and 
publick ſtate of the Church, and Common- 
Wealth; which in this great Council of the 
Lingo_ns received much alteration and change, 
to the yet laſting honour and welfare of them 
both, In which alſo (as in the promenny Jour 
nal of the Upper Houſe) I have enlarged and 
ſupplied many things in matter of form, which 
are not found in the Original Journal-Book of 
the ſame Houſe, touching the Writ of Summons, 
the preferring, reading, and paſſing of Bills, 
with the committing and ſending of them up to 
the Lords, and fuch like. Neither doth there 
want much enlargement out of Record, or 0- 
therwiſe, concerning the EleGion, Preſentments, 
and Petitions of the Speaker,with all other things 
that are materially worthy of any Animadyver- 
ſton, or Annotation 3 which matters of Form or 
nan, I did the rather cauſe to be inſer- 
ted 1n this firſt Journal of the Parliament, during 
her Majeſties Reign, that fo I might the better 
omit it inthe following Journal, and have ready 
recourſe hither unto it, being all fram'd into one 
ſtrudture or body in this preſent Journal, pront 
ſequitnr. 

Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, having received her Maj kies War- 
rant for the making and Ifluing forth of the 
Writs of Summons, did ſpeedily cauſe them to be 


directed to ſuch Peers and others, as were to at- 


| 


tend in the Upper Houſe , and to the ſeveral 
Sherifts of England , for the Ele&tion and Chu- 
fing-of the Knights, Citizens, Burgefles and Ba- 
rons, that were to be preſent 1n the Houſe of 
Commons. And although, neither any thing of 
this which hath preceeded, nor any Copy of the 
Writ ſent to each Sherift, be at all inſerted into 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons; yet as I have ſupplied that matter, which 
preceedeth, according to the form therof, which 
was at this time uſed, and hath been ſince conti- 
nued, ſo I have thought it not amiſs, once for 
all, to add here alſo the Copy of the Writ at this 
time ſent forth , which hath ſince received no 
alteration, and was as followeth.

Nota, That this is not the dire& Copy of any 
Writ, that I ſaw ſent at this very time, but only 
applied to this time, according.to the uſual form 
of a like Writ, which alſo doth ſerve to diſco- 
ver all the Writs ſent to the ſeveral Sheriffs of 
Exgland, Hiffering only from this in the name of 
the Sheriff and County. | 

And in the ſaid Writ foregoing it is to be no- 
ted, that the words Sypremum Caput Eccleſie An- 

glicane, were wanting , which had been omit- 
ted alſo in the foregoing Parliament of her Siſter 
Mary, which notwithſtanding it was afterwards 
agreed in the Houſe, on Friday the third day of 

eb, following, that the Writs of Summons were 
well ſent forth and returned , and that the Par- 
lament ought to hold accordingly. 

In the Antient Writ alſo of Summons the cauſe 
of the Aſſembling of the Parliament was expreſ- 
ſed, which at this day is not. Neither was there 
then any ſuch clauſe in the Writ, as in this fore- 
going doth appear 3 viz. Nolunms auten, quod 
tu nec aliquis alins Vicecomes difti regni noſtri ali- 
qualiter ſit EleFius : By reaſon of which words, 
ſome have conceived that the Sheriff of any 
County ought not to be Elefted, or admitted a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons. 

But to this it may firſt be truly anſwered, that 
theſe words were primarily inſerted into the ſaid 
Writ, by virtue of an Ordinance only made to 
that end upon ſome ſpecial Occaſion in the Pat- 
lament held in az. 46 Regis Ed. 3. as appears in 
the Parliament Roll of that Year, numero 13. 
remaining with divers others in the Tower of 
London; By which ſaid Ordinance alſo Lawyers 
were as well excluded as Sheriffs. 

Secondly; the conſtant praftice in moſt times 
fince doth ſufficiently prove, of how little vali- 
dity the ſaid Ordinance of Parliament was con- 
ceived to have been, for the debarring of the 


of Commons. For the proot whereof I have 
only vouched ſuch as fell out during her Majeſties 


Reign, vis. ## an. 27 Regin. Eliz., Decemb. 21, 


Tueſday, Ed. Leigh Eſq; being returned and ad- 
mitted into the Houſe of Commons, as one of the 
Knights for the County of Stafford, was after- 
wards EleCed to be Sheriff of the ſame Shire. In 
like manner Feb. the 23. Tueſday, Sir Edward 
Dimock Knight, was both Sheriff of the County 
of Lincoln, and a Member of the Houſe of Com- 
mons,. as appears in the Journal enſuing, in az. 
eodeme 27 Regin. Eliz. Soalfo in the Parliament, 
de an, 31 Regin. Eliz. Feb. 21. Friday, M* Saint 
Pole ſerved as one of the Knights for the County 
of Lincol, being alſo Sherifi of the ſame Shire. 
And laſtly in the Parliament, de an. 43 &- 44 Re- 
gin. Eliz. Decemb. 2. Wedneſday, Peter Freche- 
vile Eſq; was returned one of the Knights for the 
County of Darby , being afterwards appointed 
Sherift of the ſame County, as was alſo Robert 
Lhuyde Eſq conſtituted Sheriff of the County of 
Merioneth im Wales , having been formerly re- 
turned Knight for the ſaid Shire, as appeareth in 
the hes of the ſame Parliament, on Txeſday 
the 8 of Decemb. In and by all which Prefi- 
dents it doth appear, and may probably be ga- 
thered, that neither her Majelty, nor the Houſe 
of Commons did conceive theſe two places to be 
incompetible, but that they might wall ſtand 
and be in one and the ſame man, at one and the 
ſame time. For her Majeſty did firſt make theſe 
foregoing perſons Sheriffs of the ſeveral Counties 
aforeſaid, not only after they were choſen, but 
returned alſo Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, by which it is very plain ſhe could not be 
ignorant of it ; and therefore her ſelf, and the 
aid Houſe, did both allow of their being made 
Sheriffs, as a thing well agreeing with the Pri- 
viledge of their former places, and the ſervice 
of that Houſe, and did not therefore give them 
a final diſcharge, but only Liberty of receſs about 
their neceſſary affairs, into the ſeveral Counties 
before-mentioned, as in the Caſe of Sickneſs, or 
ſome other temporary cauſe of their abſenting 
themſelves from the Houſe , which being expe- 
dited, they might return again tv that ſervice ; 
for doubtleſs if the ſaid Houſe had conceived 
that they: had been - diſabled from their ſerving 
there by their new Offices, it would have been 
ordered, that a Warrant ſhould have been ſent 
to the Clerk of the Crown, to have fent down 
a new Writ into the foreſaid Counties, for a new 
Ele&ion to have been made; as in the Caſe 
of double Returns, Death, or the like, is uſed. 
And whereas in the Parliament de an. 43 
44 Regin. Eliz. on Wedneſday the 4** day of 
November , Sir Andrew Nowell being both She- 
riff and Knight for the County of Rutland, 
was wholly diſcharged, and a Writ ſent out,

might well upon another reaſon , -be ordered by 
the Houſe 3 For the ſaid Sir 4rdrew, being She- 
riff of the foreſaid County of Rutland, was af-

terwards 
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ds Ele&ed one of the Knights for the 
rologs ſo compelled to return himſelf, which 
could not be good in Law. But if the faid Sir 
Andrew had been choſen a Knight of ſome other 
Shire, during his Sheriftalty, or had been con- 
ſtituted Sheriff by her Majeſty of the ſaid Coun- 
ty, after he had been El&ted and returned a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons, the Caſe 
had doubtleſs differed , and the Houſe would 
never have given Order tor a new Writ to have 
been ſent forth 3 which courſe they obſerved in 
the two before-cited Preſidents of M* Frechevile, 
and Mr Lhuyde in the ſame Parliament. 

Thirdly , if theſe two places ſhould not be 
competible, then had it now lain 1n the Power 
of her Majeſty (or may lie in the power of any 
Soveraign of this Kingdom) to have diſabled as 
many Members from ſerving in the Houle of 
Commons, as ſhe ſhould or could have conſtitu- 
ted Sheriff. She might have disfurniſhed (or any 
Soveraign for the time being may disfurniſh) the 
faid Houſe at any time, of all or the greater part 
of the ableſt Members thereof. 

Nota allo, That thoſe words, viz. Duos Mizli- 
tes Gladiis cinFos, were inſerted into the Writ 
of Summons after the Parliament, a. 13 E. 3. 
as may be gathered by the Parliament Roll of 
the ſame Year. 

And whereas ſome have objected in the fore- 
going Caſe, to prove that a Sheriff ought always 
to be attendant upon the affairs of the County, 
and cannot therefore be a Member of the Houſe 
of Commons : the Obje&tion is idle, for till the 
tenth year of Queen Eliz. the Counties of No#- 
tingham and Derby, and of Warwick and Lei- 
ceſter, had but two ſeveral Sheriffs, as were alſo 
the Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, ſerved with 
one Sheriff until the eighteenth Year of her Ma- 
jeſties Reign, and fo are the Counties of Suſſex 
and Swrrey, ſerved this preſent Year 1630. 
And antiently alſo (as is plain by that MS. Ca- 
talogue of all the Sheriffs of Exg/and , or the 
moſt part, ſince the time of King H. 2. (which 
is in many mens hands) divers Counties were 
committed to one man, as in 4. 1 H. 2. Richard 
Baſſett, and Awbrey de Vere, were jointly conſti- 
tuted for Sheriffs of the ſeveral Counties of Nor- 
folk, Suffolk, Northampton, Eſſex , Huntivgtor, 
Cambridge , and Hartford; and Robert Caran 
joined unto them for the Counties of Bedford 
and Buckingham, From the. Female Coheirs of 
the forelaid Richard Baſett, being the Anceſtor 
of the Houſe of Weldon in Northamptonſhire, are 
lineally and undoubtedl Jefoende! the Families 
of Chaworth, Stafford, xy Clinton Earl of 
Lincoln, the Howards of the Houſe of Suffolk, 
and Clopton late of Kentwel in the County afore- 
laid; and from the before-mentioned Awbrey de 


Vere is lineally deſcended (as I take it) Robert 
de Vere the ninetcenth Earl of Oxford, now li- 
ving Az. Dom. 1630. 7 

Upon thereceit of the before-mentioned Writ 
and EleQion made accordingly , the Sheriffs of 


every Shire made their ſeveral Returns, of which | 


the Form being ſet down in the old Book of En- 
tries, 1t ſhall be needleſs here to inſert them. But 
now, having ſupply'd theſe matters of Form, ac- 
cording to the uſual Preſidents, the next palilages 
tollow out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

On We:4neſday the 23" of Jar. Anno Regni Re- 
gin. Eliz. Primo, The Parhament ſhould have 
begun according to the Writs of Summons, bur: 
« fog Qucens Commiſſion, direfted to Sir N:- 
cholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of England, the Lord Treaſurcr and others, 
to Prorogue the ſame, until Wedyeſday the 25* 
day of the ſame Month; it was fo done accord- 
ingly. 

On Wedneſday the 25 day of Jar. The Par- 
largent held and began, according to the laſt 
Prorogation thereof 3 but there 1s no mention 
made 1n the Original Journal-Book of the Houle 
of Commons, where or by whom, the Names of 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the ſaid 
Houſe, were called 3 that ſo it might be (cen 
who were preſent : But molt certain 1t 1s, that 
at this day they took no Oatn , before the be- 
ginnigg of this preſent Parliament , becauſe that 
ot Supremacy, which was afterwards taken, was 
not enjoyned by Statute till this firſt year of her 
Majeſty. But molt likely it is, that Her. Fitz- 
Alan , Earl of Arundell, at this time Lord Stew- 
ard of her Majeſties Houſhold , did both cauſc 
their names to be called in ſome place near the 
Upper Houſe, and their Appearance to be Re- 
corded, beforc her Majeſties coming to the Up- 
per Houle. 

The manner of calling the Names of the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefles in former times, 
di1 much differ from that which is uſed at this 
day, as appears by the Parliament Rolls in the 

ower: for 1n an. 7 R. 2. the Knights and Bur- 
gefies were called by name , in preſence of the 
King, which ſhews they ſtaid without till then 3 
And in a». 2 H. 4. &» an. 4 H. 4. they were cal- 
led by name,in the Chancery at VVeſtminſter-Hal, 
befpre the Chancellor and the Steward of the 
Kings Houſe. And in az. 13 H. 4. the ſaid Knights 
and, Burgeſles were called at the Door of the 
Painted Chamber, in prefence of the Steward of 
the Kings Houſe, as the manner is. Only one 
Preſident difters from all the latter , which is 
found in the Original Journal-Book of the Up- 
per Houſe, de Anno 33 H.8. where the Duke of 
Suffolk, Lord Steward, commanded the Clerk 
of the Parliament , to read the Names of the 
Commons, unto which every one anſwered, they 
being all in the Upper Houſe below the Bar; and 
then the King came. | 

But at this day they are called by their names 
by the Clerk of the Crown, in preſence of the 
Lord Steward, in the Court of Requeſts : and 
now fince the firſt Year of Queen Eliz. and trom 
the fifth, the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of 
the Houſe of Commons (as hath been betore 
obſerved) do take the Oath of Supremacy, and 
Gnce the ſeventh of King James they _ = 

at 
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Oath of Allegiance alſo, which the Lord Steward 
adminiſters to ſome, and appoints Certain of 
them his Deputies, to give the ſame unto the 
relt. 7 Jac. cap. 6. 

Theſe paſſages touching the Antient and Mo- 
dern calling of the Knights , Citizens and Bur- 
geſles of the Houſe of Commons , being not at 
all touched in the Original Journal-Book of the 
ſame Houſe, but ſupplied from other Authority 3 
now follows the relidue of this days paſſages out 
of the foreſaid Journal-Book, with ſome Addi- 
tions. 

Upon the already named 25% day of January, 
her Majeſty came to the. Parliament Chamber, 
commonly called the Upper Houſe, and being 
there ſet, and attended by Sir Nicholas Bacon, 
Lord Keeper , and divers Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, in their Parliament Robes, the Houle 
of Commons had notice thereof , and repaired 
thither.. And being (as many as conveniently 
could) let in, and (ilence made, the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal, after an Excellent Ora- 
tion by him made, containing the urgent cauſes 
for the Calling of this Parliament, declared the 
Queens pleaſure to be, that the Commons ould 
repair to their accuſtomed place , and there to 
chuſe their Speaker. 

Whereupon, the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geſles departing to their own Houſe, did there 
take their ſeveral places, and moſt remaining f1- 
lent, or ſpeaking very ſubmiſhively, M* Treaſu- 
rer of the Queens Houſe, ſtanding up uncovered, 
did firſt put the Houſe in remembrance of the 
Lord Keepers late Speech, and of his Declaration 
of her Majeſties pleaſure , that they ſhould 
chuſe a Speaker, and therefore in humble Obedi- 
ence to her Majeſties ſaid pleaſure, ſeeing others 
remain ſilent, he thought it his Duty to take that 
occaſion to commend to their Choice, Sir Tho- 
mas Gargrave Knight , ' one of the Honourable 
Council in the North Parts, a worthy Member 
of the Houſe, and Learned in the Laws of this 
Realm: By which Commendations of his, of 
the aforeſaid worthy Member of the Houle to 
their Conſideration, he ſaid he did not intend to 
debar any other there preſent , from utteging 
their free opinions , and nominating any other 
whom they thought to be more fitting, and 
therefore deſired them to make known their opi- 
nions, who thereupon did with one conſent and 
voice, allow and approve of M* Treaſurers no- 
mination, and Ele&ed the ſaid Sir Thomas Gar- 
grave, to be the Prolocutor, or Speaker of the 
{aid Houſe. 

The ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrave being thus EleQ- 
ed Speaker, after a good pauſe made, ſtood up 
uncovered, and having in all humility diſabled 
himſelf , as being unfurniſht with that Experi- 
ence, and other qualities, which were required 
for the undertaking and undergoing of ſo great 
a Charge, did conclude with an humble Requeſt 
to the Houſe, to proceed to the New Election 
of ſome other more able and worthy Member 
amongſt them, 


But the Houſe till calling upon him to take 
his place of M* Speaker, the before-mentioned 
Mr Treaſurer, and M* Comptroller of her Ma- 
jeſties Houſhold (as may very well be gathered) 
did riſe from their places, and going unto the 
ſaid Sir Thomas Garegrave, unto the place where 
he fate, did each of them take him, one by the 
right Arm and the other by the left, and led 
him to the Chair at the upper end of the Houſe 
of Commons, and there placed him, where ha- 
ving fate a while covered, he aroſe, and fo ſtand- 
ing bare-headed, he returned his humble Thanks 
unto the whole Houſe, for their good opinion 
of him, promiſing his beſt and uttermolt endea- 
vour, - for the faithful diſcharge of that weighty 
place, to which they had Elected him. And ſoon 
after M* Treaſurer, and M* Comptroller repaired 
to the Queen, to know her Highneſles pleaſure, 
when M- Speaker ſhould be preſented to her Ma- 
jeſty, for Confirmation of thisEleCtion; and ſoon 
after they returned, ſhewing her pleaſure was 
that to be done on Saturday next, at one of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, 

Here it ſhall not be amiſs to add ſomewhat 
touching the Eleftion of the Speaker, which, 
becauſe I find it ready penn'd to my hand, in 
that elaborate MS. Intituled, Mods tenendi Pay- 
liamentunt apud Anglos » Written by my kind 
Friend Herry Elſinge Eſq; Clerk of the Upper 
Houſe this preſent Year 1630. Libr. 1. cap. 7.4. r. 
&- 2. Therefore I ſhall without any great alte- 
ration here, add it in the next place z and firſt. 
touching the Antiquity of the Speaker, it is moſt 
likely that he began to be when the Houſe of 
Commons firſt (ate. 

For it may clearly be gathered ex Lib. San#; 
Albani fol. 207. in Bibliotheca Cottoniana, that in 
the Parliament de ar. 44 H. 3. The Houle of 
Commons had then a Speaker. For there Pope 
Alexander labouring to have Adomar, the Elect 
Biſhop of Wizcheſter, recalled from baniſhment 
the Anſwer of the Parliament was as followeth : 
viz. $i Dominus Rex, & Regni majores hoc vel- 
lent, communitas tamen, ipſius ingreſſum in Angli- 
am, jam nullatenus ſuſtineret. Which is Signed 
and Sealed by all the Lords, and by Petrus de 
Mounteforti vice communitatis,which ſhews plainly 
that he was thire Speaker, for the very ſame 
words did Sir Joh: 1iptofte their Speaker Sign and 
_ to the Entaile of the Crown, Parl. az. 7 &» 
8 I. 4. 

But it is true, that the firſt Speaker who is di- 
rectly named in Record, was 1n the Parliament 
Rolls in the Tower de an.51E.3.N.87.The laſt day 
of the Parliament (faith the Records) Sir Tho- 
mas Hungerford Knight, Speaker , declared to 
the Lords, that he had moved the King to Par- 
don all ſuch as were unjuſtly Convicted in the 
Laſt Parliament. And that the King willed him 
to make ſpecial Bills for them , which he had 
done for ſeven, &c. And therefore it can be no 
Argument, that the Houſe of Commons had no 
Speaker, before the 51 year of E. 3. becauſe 


| 20 former Records mention him. For this is to 
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be noted, that the Antient Parliament Rolls did 
record only what Ads paſled between both, 
Houſes, and what Laws were made, and omit- 
ted matters of Form and Ceremony. 

There are alſo divers Parliament Rolls tempore 
R.2. that do mention the Preſentment of the 
Speaker, prout in an. 1 Rich.2.7. an. 2 R. 2. n. 
18. 20, 22, & 23 «n. 4 R. 2. 1.10, 12, & 13. 
ans R.2. n. 10,0 16. O&- an. 21 R. 2. ft 8, 9, I4, 
& 15. $0 allo the Speaker is mentioned in the 
Parliament Rolls, de annis 1, 2, 4,5,6,& I1 
H. 4. and inthe Parliament Rolls of H.s5. H.6. 
and E. 4. remaining in the Tower , and in the 
Parliament Rolls of R. 3. H. 7. remaining in the 
Chappel of theRollsin Chancery-laze 3 and fince 
H. 8. time, the Original Journal-Books of the 
Upper Houſe of divers of his Years , remain in 
the Parliament Office, ſcituate and being m the 
Place-Yard at Weſtminſter , at the South Corner 
thereof; as alſo the Original Journal-Books 
downwards to this time 3 and from the firſt Year 
of Ed. 6. to this day, the Original Journal-Books 
of the Houſe of Commons, are in the Cuſtody, 
or at the diſpoſing of my kind Friend John 
Wright Eſq; Clerk of the ſame Houſe this prefent 
Year 1630. 

And now here do, in the next place, follow 
certain Obſervations upon the Election of the 
ſaid Speaker, tranſcribed alſo, with very little 
alteration, out of the before-mentioned Treatiſe 
of M* Elſinge, Lib. & Cap. eodem, &* F. 2. 1n 
which two Queſtions are moved. 

Firſt , Whether the Commons might chuſe 
their Speaker if the King Commands them not? 

Secondly, Whether the Election be in their 
own abſolute choice ? 

For to clear theſe two we muſt view the An- 
tient Records 3 thoſe of- R. 2. are the firſt, that 
frequently mention the Speaker. 

It doth not appear by any of them, that the 
Commons had ever any ſuch Commandment to 
chuſe their Speaker. Neither is there a word of 
it inany Record of E. 3. which bave the Speeches 
at large, touching the Cauſe of Summons; moſt 
of them concluding with a Charge to the Com- 
mons, to conſider and adviſe thereof amongſt 
themſclves; but nothing touching the Ele&ion 
of their Speaker: yet out of doubt they did 
firſt chule their Speaker, before they entred into 
any Debate of their Charge. 

The firſt Charge to Ju their Speaker is in 
an. 2 Hl. 4. and yet it is omitted again in the Par- 
lament 7 &- 8 H. 4. but (that only excepted) 
It 15 continued from the 2 H. 4. until this day : 
and the long uſe hath made it ſo material, thar, 
without the Kings Commandment or leave, they 
cannot chuſe their Speaker , which appears by 
this, that in a#. 31 H.6. the Parliament being 
Prorogued, and the Speaker arreſted in Execu- 
tion, 1a the interim, before the acceſs, the Com- 

- mons ged his Enlargement, which, after long 
Debatts of the Priviledges of Parliament, was 


denied. And then certain of the Lords were 


ded them, in the Kings name, to chuſe a ney 
Speaker 3 and thereupon they did fo. Vid. An 
Account of this Preſident at the end of this Seſ- 
fion, out of Rot. Parl. 31 & 32 H.6. 

And of late Years, in the time of Queen E/z, 
the Parliament being Prorogued at two ſeveral 
times, and the ſeveral Speakers dead in the in- 
terim , before their ſecond acceſs (as ſhall be 
more largely declared hereafter in theſe Jour- 
nals) the Commons, before they proceeded to 
any buſineſs , acquainted the Lords therewith, 
and defired them to intimate the ſame to the 
Queen: and ſo were commanded by her Majeſty 
to chuſe new Speakers, Ut wide in an.8 Regin Eliz. 
die 1 OG. & in ar. 23 Regine ejuſdem die 18 Jan. 
But as touching the ſecond Queſtion , ſurely 
the Ele&ion of the Speaker was antiently free 
to the Commons, to chule who they would of 
their own Houfe, which appears in this, that the 
King never rejected any, whom they made 
choice of. 

Vide 5 R. 2. The Parliament began 4 Nowvemb. 
and the 18" of Novemb. the Commons came, 
and preſented Sir Richard Walgrave, whom they 
had choſen for their Speaker,” who excuſed him- 
(clf, deliring to be diſcharged. But the King, Luz 
chargeaſt del faire ſur ſa ligeaunce , 1n as much as 
his Companions had choſen him 3 whereby it 
appears plainly, that the choice was abſolutely 
in their own power. 

Theſe Animadverfions touching the Antiqui- 
ty and Election of the Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons, being thus inſerted from feveral Au- 
thorities 3 Now follows the Prefentment. of the 
Speaker, and her Majeſties allowance of him, our 
of the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of 
Commons , in which many thinzs of Form are 
alſo added by my ſelf, and divers Animadverſi- 
ons out of that before-mencioned elaborate MS. 
Treatiſe of M* E!ſizge's penning , Lib. 1. cap. 7. 
with ſome ſmall Additions, or Alterations, 

On Saturday, the 28" day of Jaz. about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon (to which day 
and hour the Parliament had been laſt Adjourn- 
ed, or continued on Wedneſday the 25" day of 
this inſtant Jar. foregoing) her Majeſty, Sir N;- 
cholas Bacon, and divers Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral were preſent in the Upper Houſe 3; which 
laid Lords, as alſo her Majeſty, had on their ſe- 
veral Parliament Robes, of which the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgctles and Barons of the Houſe 
of Commons having notice, they repaired thi- 
ther. Sir Thomas Gargrave was led up to the 
Rail or Bar, at the lower end of the ſaid Upper 
Houſe, who ſubmiſhively excuſing himſelf, he 
humbly deſired the Queens Majeſty to free him 
from that Imployment , and to Command her 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of 
Commons , to Elect amongſt themſelves ſome 
other more able Member , for the diſcharge of 
the ſaid place 3 But notwithſtanding cheſs rea- 


ſons her Majelty ſignified his allowance by the 
Mouth of the Lord Keeper. 


ſent to the Houſe of Commons , and Comman- 


Nota, That the excuſe of the Speaker is at 
G this 
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this day meerly forma], and out of modeſty. For 
he firſt excuſeth bimſelf unto the Commons when 
they Ele& him, and afterwards to the Sove- 
raign when he is preſented : But antiently, it 
ſcemeth they were both hearty and real, or elſe 
no excuſe at all was made. And the firſt Preſt- 
dent of this nature, that is found in Record, 1s 
in the Parliament Rolls de a. 5 R. 2. ». 9. die 
4 Novembris , where Sir Richard de Waldgrave 
Knight (the Lineal Anceſtor in the Male Line of 
the ſeveral Families of Waldegrave in Suffolk ) 
being choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, 
did excuſe himſelf unto the ſaid King, but was 
charged upon his Allegiance to undertake it, (ith 
he was Choſen by the Commons. 

The next is in a. 1 H, 4. of Sir John Cheny, 
who made no excuſe at his Preſentment. But the 
next day after , he and they came befgre the 
King, and declared his diſability to ſerve , by 
—_— of a ſudden fickneſs, and that the Com- 
mons had choſen Sir Joh» Dorewood in his place, 
beſeeching his Majeſty to allow thereof 5 which 
the King did, and Commanded Sir John Dore- 
wood to be their Speaker. And then the faid Str 
John Dorewood made the common Proteſtation 
for himſelf and the Commons, but no excuſe, 
N. 63. 

The next excule is in az. 5 H. 4.,.8. of Sir Ar- 
nod Savage, which the King would not allow of. 
An, 6 H. 4. n. 8. Sir William Sturing made no 
excule, and ar. 7, & 8 H. 4.1.9. Sir John Tibtot 
deſired to be excufed by reaſon of his Youth, 
but the King affirmed the Election; and all other 
Speakers in H. 4. his time defired to be ex- 
culſed, 

Some Speakers alſo under H. 5. deſired to be 
excuſed , and ſome others did not, for it was 
not conſtantly obſerved : but from theſixth year 
of H. 6. ſince which time they have all {except 
two) deſired to be excuſed 3 yet none were ex- 
cuſed, ſave only Sir John Pophane Knight, ar 28 
H.6. whom the King Is. and thereupon 
the Commons choſe and preſented William Tre- 
ſham Eſqz who made no excuſe, neither did Sir 
William Oldham an. 29 H. 6.:delire to be ex- 
culcd. 

Theſe Animadverſions upon the Speakers 
Speech, which he firſt makes unto her Majeſty, 
containing his excuſe, being thus inſerted as a- 
foreſaid 3 now follows the ſecond Speech of the 
ſaid Speaker, upon his allowance by her Majeſty. 
The ſubſtance of which, being not found in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, I have ſupplied 3 according to the uſual 
Form. 

The ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrave being allowed 
and confirmed Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons by her Majeſty, having tendred his humble 

thanks for her Highneſs gracious Opinion of 
him, and added ſome Expreſſions in honour of 


her Majeſty, in the end of his Speech 3 He came 
according to the uſual Form, to make certain 
Petitions in the behalf of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and of himſelf : in which he did firſt de- 


fire Liberty of acceſs, for the Members of the 
ſaid Houſe to her Majeſties preſence, upon all ur- 
gent and neceſlary occaſions. Secondly, that if 
in any thing he ſhould miſtake, or miſreport any 
thing, which ſhould be committed unto him to 
declare, that his unwilling miſcarriage therein 
might be pardoned. Thirdly, That they might 
have Liberty and Freedom of Speech, in what- 
ſoever they had occaſion to propound, and de. 
bate in the Houſe. And laſtly, that all the Mem- 
bers of the Houſe, with their Servants, and ne- 
ceſſary Attendants, might be exempted from all 
manner of Arreſts, and Suits, during the conti- 
nuance of the Parliament, and the uſual ſpace, 
both before the beginning, and after the ending 
thereof, as in former times hath always been ac- 
cuſtomed. 

To which Speech of the ſaid Speaker the Lord 
Keeper, by her Majeſties Commandment, made 
a large Anſwer (which is verbatim, ſet down in 
the Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe upon this 
inſtant Saturday the 28" day of Far.) in which 
he intimated at large, among other things, that 
her Majeſty did graciouſly allow of thoſe Liber- 
ties and Priviledges, for which the ſaid Speaker 
had Petitioned , ſq as they were diſcreetly and 
modeſtly .uſed. 

In which Speech of the Speaker's in general, it 
may firſt be obſerved, that at this day it is in the 
Speakers Power, to deliver in his Speech what 
ſhall beſt pleaſe himſelf; whereas antiently he de- 
livered nothing , but what the Houſe gave him 
in Charge to Baa, as may be gathered by the 
Parliament Rolls de ar. 1 R. 2. an. 2 R. 2. an. 3 
R. 2. an.6 R. 2. &- an. 17 R. 2. in an. 4, &- in 
an. 1o H. 4. and in divers other Parliaments in 
the times of H. 5. H.6. and Ed. 4. 

And for thoſe three Priviledges before mentio- 
ned,which Sir Tho. Gargrave the Speaker, did in 
his foregoing Speech deſire of her Majeſty, in the 
name and on the behalf of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, they were no other, than the ſaid Houſe 
did doubtleſs enjoy in antient time 3 although 
they were never defired by the then Speakers of 
the ſame Houſe, nor were any of them ever Pe- 
titioned by any Speaker, until in the Parliament 
de an. 28 H.8. as may very probably be gathered 
by the Original Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houſe de az. codem. 

And as to the firſt Petition , which he made 
in the name of the Houſe of Commons, for free 
acceſs to her Majeſty , it is plain, that the faid 
Houſe enjoyed it during the Reign of K. E. 3. 
prout patet ex Rot. Parl. de an. 51 Ed. 3, 1. 87. 
when Sir Thomas Hungerford was Speaker, and 
in the time ſince under R. 2. H. 4. and their Suc- 
ceſlors, the Preſidents are ſo frequent, as they 
need no vouching. 

And as touching this foregoing Petition, it is 
firſt Recorded in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houſe, to have been made &e an. 28 
H. 8. by Richard Rich, the then Speake?; and 
in a hike Journal-Book de an. 31 H. 8. by Tho- 


mas Moyle the Speaker in that Parliament, and 
the

And as touching the ſecond Petition, which 
the ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrave made unto her Ma- 
jeſty.in the name of the Houſe of Commons tor 
freedom of Speech 3 there is no Record that 1t 
was ever Petitioned for, until in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe, de ar. 33 H8. 
it is entred to have been made by Thomas Moyle 
the then Speaker, yet was it never denied them 
before for the ſaid Commons would never ſut- 
fer any uncomely Speeches to pals of private men 
in their Houſe, much leſs of the King, or any of 
the Lords; and in Ed. 3. his time, who was an 
abſolute Prince, and beloved of his People, the 
Commons themſelves did oftentimes diſcuſs, and 
debate many things concerning the Kings Prero- 


be made, dire&ly againſt his Prerogative ; as 
may appear by Yivers of the ſaid Petitions : yer 
they were never interrupted in their conſultati- 
ons, nor received any check for the fame 3 as may 
appear by the very Anſwers to their Petitions. 
The Prefidents in the two ſucceeding Kings 
times, are not of ſo good a ſtamp, as thoſe of 
Ed. 3. becauſe R. 2. was much over-ruled in his 
young Years, and H. 4. was an Uſurper, and fo 
was compelled to ſeck for the love of his Sub- 
jets : yet was there one paſlage in his Reign, 
which proved him a moſt wile and juſt King, af- 
ter he had attained the Crown. For in Rot. Parl. 
de an. 2 H. 4. 3. 11. the Commons Petitioned 
the King, that he would not ſuffer any report 
to be made unto him , of any matters, either 
moved, or debated amonglt them, until they be 
concluded, nor give them any credit; whereunto 
the King aflented :. and for the freedom of 
Speech, which the Commons enjoyed in ſucceed- 


ſaid priviledge of freedom of Speech from her 
Majeſty. 

And now, thirdly and laſtly; - ronching that 
Petition, which Sir 7homas Gargrave the Speaker 
made unto her Majeſty, for freedom from Ar- 
reſts ;- It is plain, that the Commons , and the 
Lords of the Upper Houſe, have not only always 
enjoyed rhe ſame' for themſelves and their neceſ- 
ſary attendants , but alſo have been exempted 
from Suits at:Law,during the continuance of the 
Parliament not only in legal Courts, but in the 
very Court of Chancery, Star-Chamber, and ſuch 
like, unleſs ' fome Criminal matter be laid unto 
their Charge, which draws 1nto queſtion the 
life it ſelf ; which I have cauſed to be inſerted 
into the preceeding abſtract of Sir Thomas Gar- 
graves Speech, becauſe he either did Petition for 
freedom from Suits, as well as for freedom from 
Arreſts, or he ought to have done it. For it 1s 
plain, by the cloſe Rolls of Ed. 2. remaining in 
the Tower, that the Barons, and ſuch others as 
wereSummoned to Parhament in the ſeventh and 
eighth Years of his Reign, were exempted from 
Anſwering to any Suits before the Juſtices of 
Aſſize , during the Parliaments continuance ; 
where the Proclamations ſent to the ſaid Juſtices, 
for that purpoſe, contain theſe words, viz. ©::vd 
ſuperſedeant ubi Barones & alii ſummoniti ad Par- 
liamentum Regis ſunt partes, & vide Rot. Clauſ. de 
an.'7. Ed. 2. Membrane 24. &* de an. 8 Ed. 2, 
Mt. 22, E* 23. 

And for the ſeveral Preſidents, how frequent- 
ly the Members of the Houſe of Commons were 
exempted, both from Arreſts and Suits, during 
all the Parliaments of her Majeſties Reign, they 
are ſo many , and fell out ſo often , as may be 
ſcen by every enſuing Journal almoſt of the 
Houſe of Commons, that they necd no vouch- 
th 


Theſe Animadverſions being thus added,touch- 


ing times, the Preſidents are ſo frequent, as they 
need no further vouching. And it is very well 
worthy the Obſervation, that whereas 1n the 


Richard Onſlow Eſq;,her Majeſties Sollicitor, was 
Elected and allowed Speaker , by reaſon of the 
Death of Thomas Williams Efq:, who had been 
Speaker 1n the Sefſion de ar. 5. Regin. Eliz. and 
did Deceaſe in the interim of the ſeveral Proro- 
gations between the ſaid two Seſſions, the ſaid 
Richard Onflow did , upon his Preſentment to 
her Majeſty, and allowance by her, only deſire 
in the name of the Houſe of Commons, free 
accels to her Majeſty z and did, either ignorantly, 
or wittingly, omit to make thoſe-two other Pe- 
utions on their behalf, for freedom of Specch, 
and freedom from Arreſts and Suits ; yet in the 
ſaid Seſſion, de an. 8 Regin. Eliz. the Houle of 
Commons, falling upon that great buſineſs of 
her Majeſties Declaration of a Succeſſor, did uſe 


greater liberty of Speech, than they had done, 
or did before or after in any other Partamers) 


ing the Speakers Speech, and the Petitions on the 
behalt of the Houſe of Commons contained 
therein, now follows the departurc of the ſaid 
Speaker, being fully inveſted 1n his place by her 
Majeſties allowance , down unto the Houſe of 
Commons, out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the ſame, with fome Additions 11 matter of 
Form. 

Sir Thomas Gargrave aforeſaid, being now ſet- 
led in the place of Speaker, after his humble 
reverence made unto her Majeſty, departed with 
the other Members of the Houſe of Commons, 
unto their own Houſe, the Serjeant of the fame 
carrying the Mace all the way before the ſaid 
Speaker, which was 1n like fort born before him, 
during this Parliament , both when he repaired 
unto, and when he departed from the faid 
Houle. 


The Speaker being placed in the Chair, 
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Seymore Eſqz Clerk of the forefaid Houſe of 
Commons, who fate uncovered at + Table at the 


during her Majeſties Reign, when the ſaid Speak- 
ers did moſt preciſely delire the allowance of the 


upper end of the Houſe, juſt before the Speaker, 
{ſtood up and read a Bill, which had been trea- 
ted of in the laſt Parliament ,' being intituled, 
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The Bill touching felling of Wood and Timber 
Trees in Forreſts and Chaſes, which done, kifling 
his hand,he delivered the ſaid Bill to the _"_"_— 
who ſtanding up uncovered (whereas otherwiſe 
he fitteth covered) and holding the Bill in his 
hand, ſaid, The Bill is thus Intituled 3 and then 
having read the Title of the Bill, as is before ſet 
down, he opened to the Houle the ſubſtance 
thereof, which it is moſt probable he did our of 
the Breviate which was filed to the Bill, and had 
been delivered unto him, together with the Bill, 
by the Clerk of the Houſe aforeſaid 3 which be- 
ing done, he then ſaid, This is the firſt reading 
of the Bill, and fo delivered it unto the Clerk 
again , which ended, the Houſe aroſe 3 which 
hath been the conſtant uſe and cuſtom ever 
ſince , as alſo divers years before, that after the 
preſentment, and allowance of the Speaker, one 
Bill be once read after his return from the Upper 
Houſe unto the Houſe of Commons. 

On Monday the 3o'* day of Farmary, the Bill 
for the avoiding of French Wares and Wines, 
and the Bill touching any variance of Grants 
made by Corporations, were each of them read 
the firſt time. 

. Mr Treafurer with 23. others of this Houſe 
(whoſe names are wholly omitted in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons,through 
the negligence of Seymour Eſq; at this time 
Clerk of the ſame) were appointed to meet to- 
gether, and to treat for a convenient Subſidy, 
and alſo to conſider touching the validity of the 
Writ of Summons , both of the laſt Parliament 
and alſo of this preſent Parhament 3 in which 
ſaid Writ, the words Supremunm caput Eccleſie 
licane were wanting , * vide February 3. 
oſtea. 

On Tueſday the 31* day of January , it was 
agreed in the Houſe, that a Book for the Subſidy 
be drawn by ſeveral of the Committees. 

On Wedneſday the firſt day of February, the 
Bill touching levying of Fines in the County Pa- 
latine of Durham; and the Bill touching thick- 
ing of Hats or Caps in Mills, were each of them 
read the firſt time. The Bull z.ſo touching the 
grant of Tonnage and Poundage, was read the 

rſt time. | 

On Friday the 3% of Feb. the title of a Bill, 
which had this day its ſecond reading, is thus en- 
tred in the Original Journal-Book of the foreſaid 
Houſe : The Bill for felling of Wood and Timber 


in Forreſts or Chaſes. And under the entrance of 


the title of it, in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, was written M* Sack- 
vill, by which it ſhould ſeem, that this Bill was 
committed upon the firſt reading to him, and (as 
it is probable) to others alſo. 'Ey which manner 
of entring the title of the ſaid Bill, it may plain- 
ly be colleCted , that the Bill it ſelf had at this 
time its ſecond reading, and was thereupon com- 
mitted to M* Sackvill (to whom it ſeemeth the 
Bill was delivered) and others whoſe names are 
omitted ; the manner of which, being there alſo 


cording to the uſual Fortn, both then doubtleſs 
uſed, and at this day alfo. 

The Clerk of the ſaid Houſe, having read the 
title, and the Bill aforeſaid, Randing, King his 
hand, delivered the ſame with a Breviate (con- 
taining the ſubſtance of the Bill) annexed unto 
it, unto the Speaker z who thereupon, ſtanding 
up uncovered, and reading both the Title, and 
the Breviate ſaid, This is. the ſecond reading 3 and 
then, having pauſed a while, and (as it is likely) 
none ſpeaking againſt the Bill , he put the que- 
{tion for the committing thereof, as followeth z 
viz. As many as do think fit this Bill ſhould be 
committed, ſay, Yea. And after the athrmative 
voice given, as many as ſhall think the contrary, 
lay, No; and then (as it ſhould ſeem) the Speak- 
er judging that the affirmative voice was the 
orentels, id put the Houſe in mind to name 
Committees. And thereupon every one of the 
Houſe that liſted, did name ſuch other Members 
of the ſame, to be of the Committee, as they 
thought fit 5 and the Clerk eithe did, or ought 
to have written down as many of them, as he 
conveniently could 3 and when a convenient 
number of the Committees named, were ſet down 
by the Clerk , then did the Speaker move the 
Houſe to name the time and place, when and 
where they ſhould meet, which the Clerk did 
alſo doubtleſs then take a note of, and did alfo 
(Silence being made in the Houſe) read out of 
that Book or Paper (in which he entred them) 
the Committees names, with the time and place 
of their meeting. 

And it is _ probable, that theClerk of the 


Houſe of Commons himſelf , or his ſervant, in 
the tranſcribing out of the foreſfaid notes into 
that Book , which now remaineth the Original 
Journ? of the ſaid Houſe , for this preſent Par- 
tament, did there wittingly and knowingly for- 
bear to inſert the names of the other Committees, 
appointed in the foregoing Bill, with the time 
and place of their meeting, as matters of Form 
and not eſſential to the ſaid Journal. 

The Bill for a Subſidy, and two Fifteens and 
Tenths, granted by the Temporalty, was read 
the firſt time. 

M- Carre//, on the behalf of the Committees 
(who were appointed on Monday the 30" day 
of January foregoing) to conſider of the yali- 
dity of the Writs of Summons of the Parlia- 
ment foregoing , and this preſent now Afſſem- 
bled,(in reſpect that theſe words Supremum caput 
were wanting in them) did make report, that it 
was agreed by the ſaid Committee, that the 
want of the ſaid words did not at all hinder, or 
impeach the validity of the ſaid Writs of Sum- 
mons, and ſo conſequently of thoſe preceding 
Parliaments, or this preſent now Aſſembled. 

On Saturday the E day of Feb. the Bill for 
Tonnage and Poundage to be granted to the 
Queens Majeſty, was read the ſecond time, and 
Ordered to be Ingroſled. | 

There paſled divers Arguments in the Houſe, 


| left unmentionied, I thought good to ſupply, ac- 


| touching a Requeſt to be made to the Queens 
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zohne(s,for her Marriage; but by whom the faid 
A were roo Wye what the ſubſtance of 
them was, or what was reſolved by the Houſe 
upon them, is through the negligence of the 
Clerk of the Houſe of Commons, omitted in the 
Original Journal-Book of the ſame z yet it may 
eaſily be gathered by that which followeth, on 
Monday the 6* day, and on Friday the 10" = 
of this Inſtant Febraary enſuing; that the Houſe 
did this day Reſolve that ſuch a Petition ſhould 
ſpeedily be drawn.

On Mond:y the 6** day of Feb, the Bill for 
the Subſidy granted by the Temporalty, was read 
the ſecond time, and thereupon Ordered to be 
Ingroſled. 

The Bill for the reſtitution of Tenths,andFirſt- 
Fruits, was brought from the Lords by M* At- 
torney and Mr Sollicitor, the manner of whoſe 
delivery thereof, being not found in the Origt- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, I 
have cauſed to be ſupplied , according to the 
uſual courſe thereof. 

The ſaid M* Attorney and Sollicitor, being ad- 
mitted into the ſaid Houſe, came up cloſe to the 
Table, where the Clerk fate, and made three 
Congies, and then acquainted Sir Thomas Gar- 
grave the Speaker, that the Lords had ſent unto 
the Houſe fach a Bill > of which one of them 
read the Title, and fo againdeparted the Houſe, 
having made three other Congies. 

It was Ordered by the Houſe, that M* Speaker 
with all the Privy-Council , and thirty other 
Members of the ſame, ſhould attend upon the 
Queen this Afternoon, to petition her Majeſty, 
touching her Marriage,in ſuch manner and Form, 
as had been on Satwrday laſt agreed upon; but 
whether they were admitted to her Majefſties 
preſence, doth not appear, nor can poſlibly be 
gathered out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons; neither in what man- 
ner their Petition was framed , although it is 
plain by her Majeſties Anſwer, inſerted at large, 
on Friday the 10 day of this inſtant February 
enſuing, that it was only general, to perſwade 
her Majeſty , for the welfare of her State and 
Kingdom, to be pleaſed to marry , without li- 
miting the time, Perſon or place.” And howſo- 
ever, whether this aforeſaid Petition were dehi- 
vered this Afternoon or no , moſt likely it is, 
that her Majeſty deferred, and took time to give 
an Anſwer in ſo weighty a buſineſs, until the ſaid 
Io" day of February aforeſaid, which I do the 
rather gather , not only from the above-menti- 
oned Original Jobrnal-Book it ſelf,in which there 
1s No report or mention of her Majeſties Speech, 
made unto the Houſe by the Speaker , until in 
the Forenoon of the ſaid day ; but alſo from an 
antient written Copy of her Majeſties ſaid An- 
lwer, which I had by me, in which it is referred 
unto the ſaid xo day of February, as then ut- 
tered by her, which will alſo more fully appear 
in the paſſages of the ſaid day, where it us at 


large fet down. 


On Treſday the 7** day of February , the Bill 
that the Citizens of Tork, may take Apprentices 
notwithſtanding the Statute ro the contrary, was 
read the fir{t time. 

The Bill alſo for the Subſidy of Tonnage and 
Poundage, was read the third time, and paſſed ; 
which may be gathered by theſe words, 2iz. J- 
diciume aſſent. placed in the inner margent before 
the beginning of the entrance of the nitle of the 
ſaid Bill in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons ; by which words I ſuppoſe 
the Clark intended , as much as if he had re- 
corded it at large, that upon the ſaid third read- 
ing of the Bill, it paſſed the Houſe by the judg- 
ment and aflent of the ſame. The manner and 
form of which third reading I have thought good 
to cauſe to be applied to the prefent occaſion, 
according to the uſual courſe therein accuſtomed. 

The Clerk of the Houſe [tanding up read the 
Title and the Bill aforeſaid, and kiſhing his hand, 
delivered the ſame unto the Speaker, who ſtand- 
ing up ugcovered , read agam the Title of the 
laid Bill, and opened ſhortly the cftc&s thereof 3 
and then ſaid, This is the third reading of this 
Bill; and told them further, that with their fa- 
vour he would now put it to the Queſtion, tor 
the paſling 3 but pauſed a while to fee, if any 
Member of the Houſe would ſpeak unto it 
(which at this day is commonly moſt uſed upon 
the third reading of a Bill) and whether any of 
the ſaid Houſe ſpake unto the ſaid Bill or no, doth 
not appear. But the Speaker holding the Bill in 
his hand, made the Queſtion for the paſling of 
it in this ſort, viz. As many as are of the mind, 
that the Bill ſhall paſs, ſay Yea 5 which being 
Anſwered accordingly by the Houſe , or the 
greateſt part of them, the Bill patledz and fo he 
delivered it again unto the Clerk, who becauſe 
the Bill was Originally begun, and hr(t patled in 
the Houſe of Commons , wrote within the ſaid 
Bill;on the top of it towards the right hand,theſe 
words, vis. Soit bailſe aux Seignenrs. 

The Houſe was Adjourned until Thwr/Z2y 
next, becauſe the Morrow following, being 4/- 
Wedneſday , there was a Sermon to be Preached 
at the Court, before the Queen, at which (as it 
ſhould ſeem) the greateſt part of the Houſe de- 
fired to be preſcnt. 

On Thurſday Febrnary the gt, the Bill for 
Melcomb Regis in the County of Dorſet, to be for- 
tified, was read the firſt time 5 And the Bill alſo 
to reſtore the Supremacy of the Church of Eg- 
land, to the Crown of the Realm, was read the 
firſt time, and committed to Mr Cooke, as he is 
there termed, and elſewhere Sir Anthony Cooke, 
and as 1s very probable, alſo to ſome others not 
named. For it may be here noted, that in the 
firſt Journals of her Majelties time, the title ot 
Mr only, is ordinarily given to Knights. 

Mr Sollicitor and M* Martin , brought from 
the Lords the Bill for the Queens Title to the 
Crown, which was delivered in ſuch order and 
manner, as was the Bill for the Reſtitution of 


| Tenths and Firſt-Fruits , on Monday the fixth 
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day of this Inſtant February foregoing. 

Friday 10 Feb. the Bill for one Subſidy, and 
two Fifteens and Tenths, was read the third time 
and paſt. Ln 

M Speaker declared the Queens Majeſties An- 
ſwer to the Meſſage , which was read to the 
Houſe by M* Maſor, to the great honour of the 
Queen , and the conrtentation of this Houſe 3 
which is all that is contained in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, touch- 
ng this great buſineſs of their Petition, preferred 
to her Majeſty, to induce her to marry 3 and 
therefore it ſhall not be amiſs to leave ſome lar- 
ger memorial thereof; for this buſineſs, having 
been firſt propounded and reſolved on 1n the 
ſaid Houſe, on Saturday the 4** day of this in- 
ſtant February foregoing , and preferred to her 
Majeſty (as it ſhould ſeem.) on the Monday fol- 
lowing in the Afternoon, was not anſwered by 
her Majeſty until this Morning , and was then 
alſo read in the ſaid Houſe 3 as appeareth by the 
foregoing imperfe&t mentioning thereof And I 
am the rather induced to conceive, that her Ma- 
zeſty gave not her Anſwer until this Morning, to 
the ſaid Petition of the Commons, from a Copy 
of the ſaid Anſwer, which I have by me, written 
by Alexander Eveſham, which ſaid Anſwer out of 
the ſaid Copy (in which it is referred to this in- 
ſtant 10t® day of February) with the title and 
ſubſcription thereof, do now in the next place 
follow, verbatinr.

S I have good cauſe, fo do I give you all 

my hearty thanks, for the good Zeal and 

loving Care you ſeem to have, as well towards 

me, as to the whole Eſtate of your Country, 

Your Petition perceive conſiſteth of three parts. 

and my Anſwer to the ſame ſhall depend of 
two. 

And to the firſt part, I may ſay unto you, that 
from my Years of Underſtanding, (1th I firſt had 
confideration of my ſelf to be born a Servant of 
Almighty God, I happily choſe this kind of life, 
in the which I yet live: which, I aflure you, for 
n:ine own part, hath hitherto beſt contented my 
{clf, and I truſt hath been moſt acceptable unto 
God : from the which, it either Ambition of 
high Eſtate, offered to me in Marriage, by the 
pleaſure and appointment of my Prince (whereof 
{ have ſome Record in this preſence (as you our 
Treaſurer well know) or if eſchewing the.dan- 
ger of mine Enemies , or the avoiding of the 
peril of Death,whoſe Meſlenger, or rather a con- 
tinual Watchman, the Princes indignation, was 
no little time daily before mine Eyes (by whoſe 
means (although I know, or juſtly may ſuſpe&t 
yet I will not now litter, or if the whole cauſe 
were 1n my Siſter her ſelf, I willnot now burthen 
her therewith, becauſe I will not chargethe Dead) 


if any of theſe, I ſay, could have drawn, or 
diſlwaded me from this kind of life , I had not 
now remained in this Eſtate , wherein you ſee 
me. Burt ſo conſtant have l always continued in 
this determination , although my Youth and 
words may ſeem to ſome hardly to agree toge- 
ther, yet is it moſt true, that at this day I ſtand 
free from any other meaning, that either I have 
had in times paſt, or have at this preſent; with 
which Trade of Life I am ſo throughly acquain- 
ted, that I truſt, God, who hath hitherto therein 
preſerved and led me by the hand , will not of 
his goodneſs ſuffer me to go alone. 

For the other part, the manner of your Peti- 
tion | do well like, and take 1t in good part, be- 
cauſe it is ſimple , and containeth no limitation 
of place or perſon 3 if it had been otherwiſe, I 
muſt needs have miſliked it very much , and 
thought it in you a very great preſumption, be- 
ing unfitting and altogether unmeet for you to 
require them, that may command z or thoſe to 
appoint whoſe parts are to defire, or ſuch to bind 
and limit, whoſe Duties are to obey, or to take 
upon you to draw my Love to your liking, or 
to frame my will to your fantaſie : For a Guer- 
don conſtrained , and gift freely given, can 
never agree together. Nevertheleſs , if any of 
you be in ſuſpect, whenſoever 1t may pleaſe God 
to incline my heart to another kind of Life, you 
may very well aflure your ſelves, my meaning is 
not to determine any thing, wherewith the Realm 
may or ſhall have juſt cauſe to be diſcontented. 
And therefore put that clean out of your heads. 
For I aſſure you (what Credit my aflurance may 
have with you, I cannot tell , but what Credit 
it ſhall deſerve to have, the ſequel ſhall declare) 
[| will never in that matter conclude any thing 
that ſhall be prejudicial to the Realm, For the 
well, good and ſafety whereof, I will never ſhun 
to ſpend my Life, and whomſoever my chance 
ſhall be to light upon, 1I truſt he ſhall be ſuch, 
as ſhall be as careful for the Realm, as you ; I 
will not fay as my ſelf, becauſe I cannot fo cer- 
tainly determine of any other, but by my deſire 
he {hall be ſuch as ſhall be as careful for the pre- 
ſervation of the Realm , and you, as my (elf. 
And albeit it might pleaſe Almighty God to 
continue me {till in this mind, to hve out of the 
State of Marriage, yet 1s it not to be feared but 
he will ſo work in my Heart, and in your Wiſ- 
dom, as good Proviſion by his help may be made, 
whereby the Realm ſhall not remain deſtitute of 
an Heir that may be a fit Governour, and perad- 
venture more beneficial to the Realm than ſuch 
Oft-ſpring as may come of me. * For though I be 
never ſo careful of your well doing, and mind 
ever ſo to be, yet may my lIflue grow out of 
kind, and become perhaps ungracious, and in the 
end , this ſhall be for me ſufficient, that a mar- 
ble ſtone ſhall declare, that a Queen having 
nom ſuch a time , lived and died a Virgin. 
And here lend, and take your coming to me in 
good part , and give unto you all my hearty 
thanks, more yet for your Zeal and good mean- 
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ing, than for your Petition. And under her Ma- 
jeſties Anſwer aforeſaid , was ſubſcribed in the 
ſame hand, as followeth 3 

"This was Copied out of a Printed Copy, gar- 
niſht with gilt Letters, given to the Honoura- 
ble the Lady Stafford, of her Majeſties Privy- 
Chamber, and written out by Alex. Eveſharr, 
1590. By which ſubſcription the authentickneſs 
of this Copy doth ſufficiently appear. 

On Saturday the 11 of Feb. the Letany was 
ſaid by the Clerk kneeling , and anſwered by 
the whole Houſe on their Knees with divers 
Prayers. 

The Bill touching Tanners,Curriers, and Shoe- 
makers for Tann'd Leather, And the Bill for ſel- 
ling of Tann'd Leather in Markets , were each 
of them read the firſt time. As alſo the Bill for 
the Recognition of the Queens Majyelties title 
to the Crown, was read the firſt time and com- 
mitted. 

The Bill alſo touching Liberties of Hexham 
and Hexamfhire , and the Bill for the Confirma- 
tion of divers Grants and Leaſes, made by Bi- 
ſhops deprived, were each of them read the firſt 
time. 

Mr Sollicitor and M* D* Lewis, brought from 
the Lords two Bills , one concerning Treaſons, 
and another for Explanation of the Statute of ſe- 
ditious words and rumors. | 

The Bills for Tonnage and Poundage , and 
for the Subſidy of the Temporalty, were ſent up 
to the Lords, by M* Treaſurer and others not 
named in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

On Monday the 13 day of February, the Bill 
for Garbling of Feathers was read the firſt 
time, 

The Bill for thicking of Caps by mens Feet and 
Hands, And the Bill for annexing the Supremacy 
to the Crown, were each of them read the ſe- 
cond time 3 both which Bills as it ſhould ſeem 
were now daſhed upon the ſecond reading afore- 
ſaid ; the firſt of them (as probably may be ga- 
thered) without any great diſpute, but the lat- 
ter being of great weight was long argued (as 
appears plainly by the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons) before it was daſhed ; 
and the new Bill framed to the ſame effe&, was 
read the firſt time on Txeſday the 21" day, the 
ſecond time.on the 22. day, and the third time 
on Saturday the 25. day of this Inſtant February 
enſuing 3 when it paſſed the Houſe.. Vide plus 
concerning this matter on Tueſday the 27. day of 
April enſuing, 

On Tweſday the 14. day of February , the Bill 
to bring Artificers to dwell in Market Towns, 
was read the firſt time. 

Divers Arguments paſſed in the Houſe, touch- 
ing the framing of a new Bill , for annexing of 


the Su cy to the Crown. 
On Wedreſley the 15" day of February, Com- 


mittees were appointed , for the drawing of a 


new Bill, for annexing of 
Freaky ing of the Supremacy to the 
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The Bill to reſtore the Earl of Pemrbrook, Sir 
John Maſon, M* H. Newill, M* Fits, W, illiams, 
Sir P. Foly, Sir Hen. Seymour, Sir Richard Sacl.- 
vill, Patentees by King Edw. the Sixth , of the 
late Biſhop of Wizchejters Lands 3 and the Bill 
for Order of Service and Miniſters in the Church, 
were each of them read the firſt time. 

Upon a Requeſt made to the Lords, that 
thirty of this Houſe might attend their Lord- 
(hips, for the Authority of his. place, whom it 
(hall pleaſe the Queen to take to Husband ; 
M* Attorney declared from the Lords,that twelve 
of their Lordſhips will be to morrow in the 
Afternoon , 1n the Star-Chamber , to meet with 
the thirty Members of this Houle. 

The Bill for puniſhment of divers Treaſons, 
and the Bill for puniſhment of falſe rumors or 
tales, were cach of them read the firlt time. 

On Thurſdyy the 16.0f Febr. the Bill for Com- 
mon-Prayer and Admimiſtring of Sacraments, 
was read the firſt time. 

Two Billsalfo had each of them one reading, 
the firſt bcing the Bill for the payment of an im- 
poſition by French Men in Somrerſet and Dorſet, 
to Melcombe Regis , was read the ſecond time, 
and as it ſhould ſeem, committed to MF South 
and others not named. 

The Bill for Recognition of the Queens High- 
neſs Title to the Crown , was read the ſecond 
time, but no mention is made, that it was either 
referred to Committees , or Ordered to be in- 
groſſed 3 and the reaſon thereof was, that this 
Bill had paſled the Upper Houſe, and was ſent 
down to the Houſe of Commons, on 1hrr/day 
the 9. day of this inſtant Feb. foregoing, fairly 
ingroſſed in Parchment, and therefore can be no 
more ingrofled, neither do the Lords ordinarily 
refer ſuch Bills to Committees , unleſs there be 
very great cauſe, in reſpect that cach Houſe 
holding correſpondency with others, they do not 
willingly ſubmit that to the Agitation of a pri- 
vate Committee, which hath been allowed and 
approved by the wiſdom of the whole Houſe. 

The Bill tor the deceitful ufting of Linnen 
Cloth, was read the firſt time. 

The Bill for. the Recognition of the Queens 
Title to the Crown, was read the ſecond time ; 
but no mention is made, that it was either Or- 
dered to be engroſled, or referrd to Committece, 
becauſe it had been formerly ſent. from the 
Lords. 

The Bill for- puniſhment of divers Treaſons 
was read allo the ſecond time : which Bill being 
of great moment, was, as it ſhould ſeem, com- 
mitted to M* Vice-Chamberlain (erroneouſly 
written F7tz Chamberlain, as may plainly be ga- 
thered) and others; although it had been ſcent 
down from the Lords on Satarday the 11** day 
of this inſtant Feb. foregoing : in which Calc 
Bulls uſually paſs of courſe in the Houſe of Cbm- 
mons, when they come ready expedited in Parch- 
ment from the Lords.

On Monday the 8** of May, the Proviloes in 
the Bill for preſervation of the Fry and Spawn 
of Fiſh, were read the ſecond and third time, 
and paſſed the Houle. 

In the Afternoon the Queens Majeſty litting in 
her Royal Seat, the Lords and Commons attend- 
ing, M* Speaker made a Learned Oration, Exhi- 
biting the Bill for the Subſidy, and the Bill of 
Tonnage and Poundage,and required theQueens 
Aſſent might be given to ſuch Bills as had paſſed 
both the Houſes; which Oration being praiſed 
and Anſwered by the Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal, the Royal Afent was given to forty two 
ure this Parliament 


Adts, and by the Queens Plea 
was Diſſolved. 


C * Henry the VI. 6 Martii Ar.31.called a Par- 
liament at Reading; 8 Martii, Thorpe was Choſen 
Speaker 3 from thence the Parliament was Ad- 
journed to Weſtminſter till 25. Apr. where it 
continued till 2. July, and then Prorogued till 
12. Nov. to Reading , again Adjourned till 12, 
February, after till 14. at Weſt. During theſe 
Adjournments and Prorogations, Richard Duke 
of Tork, having got the Aſcendant of the King, 
prepared Habiliments of War at the Palace of 
the Biſhop of Durham ; || Thorpe being Speaker, 
by Command of the King took the Arms 5 where- 
upon in Mzchaelmas Term the Duke brought his 
Action of Treſpaſs in the Exchequer , againſt 
Thorpe, and upon Tryal that Term, recovered 
a thouſand pound Damages, and ten pound for 
Coſts of Suit , and thereupon Thorpe was Com- 
mitted to the Priſon of the Fleet, in Execution. 

After all this the Parliament met 14. Feb. and 
the.Duke of York having got a Commiſſion to 
hold and diflolve the Parliament , laboured to 
keep Thorpe in Priſon, whom he mortally hated, 
as being faithful to King Herryz and havin 
gained his point in the Lords Houle, afherwands 
the Commons gave up their Speaker; which was 
no ſooner done , and another Choſen, but the 
Duke, by the Afſent of the Lords and 
and after Confirmed by Commiſhon from the 
King, was made Protector of the Realm ; Thorpe 
having paid the Debt, fled to the Kings Party, 
and after was taken at Nottingham Field, from 
thence ſent to Newgate, then to the Marſhalſey, 
and at laſt Beheaded at Haryingay Park in Mzd- 
dleſex.

Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of E»gland, with divers other Lords, 
repaired to the Parliament Chamber, commonly 
called the UpperHouſe,and then and there in pre- 
ſence of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
of the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles, Sum- 
moned to the ſame Parliament, the Ford Keeper 
declared, that the Queens Majeſty, by reaſon of 
the evil diſpoſition of her Health, could not be 
preſent this 11 day of January, and that ſhe 
hath therefore been pleaſed to Prorogue the 
ſame, until to Morrow, being the 12 day of the 
lame. 

And to this purpoſe, a Writ Patent under the 
Great Scal of England, whereby the ſaid Parlia- 
ment was Prorogued unto the 12. day of this In- 
ſtant Jar. was read publickly,by the Clerk of the 
Upper Houſe, in theſe words following :

This day, although the Parliament began not, 
nor any Peers fate in the Upper Houſe, but the 
Lord Keeper, and ſome others of either Houle, 
met only in the Parliament Chamber, to Prorogue 
the Parliament unto the 12. day of this Inſtant 
Month, as aforeſaid, were divers Proxies retur- 
ned, from many of the Lords, both Spiritual and 
Temporal , who in their abſence did conſtitute 
others to give their Voices for them. 

Nota, That the Duke of Norfo/k was Conſti- 
tuted the ſole or joint Proftor of four ſeveral 
Peers , and Francis Earl of Bedford was nomi- 
nated the ſole or joint Proctor of ſeven ſeveral 
Lords z whereof one was Thomas Archbiſhop of 
York, and another of them was Willzam Biſhop 
of Exeter ;*By which it doth appear, not only 
that a Spiritual Lord did Conſtitute a Temporal 
(whichat this day is altogether forborn,as alſo for 
a Temporal Lord to Conſtitute a Spiritual, which 
was but rarely uſed during -this Queens Reign.) 
but likewiſe that any Peer of the Upper Houſe, 
by the ancient and undoubted uſages and Cuſtom 
of the ſame , is capable of as many Proxies as 
ſhall be ſent unto him. 

On Tueſday the 12. day of Fanuary, the Par- 
lament held according to the Prorogation on 
yeſterday foregoing , and about eleven of the 
Clock in the Forenoon, the Queens Majeſty took 
her Horſe at the Hall Door , and proceeded in 
manner as followeth.

Then Sir Williage Cordal/, Maſter of the Rolls 
in his Gown, and Sir Robert Catlin, Chiet Juſtice 
of the Kings Bench ; and theſe Juſtices and Ba- 
rons of the Exchequer, in their Scarlet Mantles, 
Hood and Circot edged with Miniver 3 the Man- 
tle ſhorter than the Circot by a foot. 

Then Knights Counſellors in their Gowns, as 
Sir Anthony Cooke, Sir Richard Sackvile, Sir Wil- 
liam Peeters, and Sir Ambroſe Cane. 

Then Sir William Cecill Chief Secretary , and 
Sir Edward Rogers Comptroller. 

Then William Howard bearing the Queens 
Cloak and Hat. 

Then Barons, in all forty, but there in number 
30. a. St. Fobn of Bletſo, Hunſdon, Haſtings of 
L onghborough, Chandois, North, Effingham , but 
now as the Lord Chamberlain, Darcy of Chicke, 
Paget, Sheffield, Willoughby, Rich, Wharton, Evers, 
Cromwell, St. John, Mordaunt, Borough, Went- 
worth, Windſor, Vaux, Sands, Mountegle, Darcy 
of Menell, Ogle, Mountjoy , Lumley, Latimer, 
Scroope, Grey of Wilton, Stafford, Cobham, Dacres 


of the North, Dagres of the South, Morley, Bark- 


ley, Strange, Zonuch, Andeley, Clinton , but now 
Lord Admiral, and Bargaveny *: their Mantles, 
Hoods, and Circot furr'd, and two Rows of Mi- 
niver on their right Shoulder. ; 

Then proceeded the Biſhops , all that were 
there preſent were but twenty two, as Gloceſter 
and St. Aſaph, Cheſter, Carliſle, and Peterborough, 
Norwich, and Exeter, Lichfield atnd Coventry, Bath 
and Wells, Rocheſter, and St. Davids, Salisbury, 
and Lincoln, Bangor, and Worceſter, Ely, and He- 
reford, Landaffe, Chicheſter, and Wincheſter, Dur- 
hair, and London ;, their Robes of Scarlet lined, 
and a Hood down their back of Miniver. 

T hen the Viſcounts, their Robes as the Barons, 
but that they had two Rows and an half of Mi- 
niver, as the Viſcount of Birdvz abſent, Viſcount 
Monuntagne, and Viſcount Hereford preſent. 

Then the Earls, but nineteen preſent,the Earl

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Chamberlainz her Grace Apparelled in herMan- 
tle, opened before , furr'd with Ermines, and 
her Kirtle of Crimſon Velvet, cloſe before, and 
cloſe Sleeves, but the Hands turned up with Er- 
mines, and a Hood hanging low , round about 
| her Neck, of Ermins. Over all a rich Coller, ſet 
with Stones and other Jewels, and on her Head 
a rich Caul. And the next after Her , the Lord 
Robert Dudley , Maſter of the Horſe , leading 
the ſpare Horſe. And after all,other Ladies, two 
and two, in their Ordinary Apparel. By fide the 
Queen went her Footmeny and along on either 
fide of her went the Penſioners, with their Axes; 
after the Ladies followed the Captain of the 
Guard , Sir William St. Loe, and after him the 
Guard, 

In which Order Her Majeſty proceeded to the 
North Door of the Church of Weſtmrinſter, where 
the Dean there, and the Dean of the Chappel met 
her, and the whole Chappel in Copesz andS* Ed- 
wards Staff, with the Inlet in the top, was deliver- 
ed unto her 3 her Arm , for the bearing thereof, 
affiſted by the Baron of Hurſdon 3 the Canopy 
born over her by Charles Howard Eſq; Sir George 
Howard Six Richard Blunt Sir Ed. Warner Sir John: 
Perrott, and Sir William Fitz-Williams, Knights 3 
her Graces Train born up and afliſted, for the 
weight thereof, from her Arms by the Lord Ro- 
bert Dudley, Maſter of the Horſe, and Sir Francis 
Knowles, Vice-Chamberlain;z and ſo orderly pro- 
ceeded to the Travers beſide the Table of Admi- 
niſtration. Although other Princes have uſed to 
be placed in the Quire till the Offering, but not 
now becauſe there was neither Communion nor 
Offering ; and fo, ſhe being placed, all the Lords 
fate down on Forms, beſides the Travers the Spi- 
ritualty on the North fide, and the Temporalty 
on theSouth ſide; the Sword and the Cap of Eſtate 
laid down on the Table. Then the Quire ſung the 
Engliſh Proceſſion; which ended, M* Noe/ Dean 
of Pauls began his Sermon , and firſt made his 
Prayer orderly for the Queens Majeſty, and the 
Univerſal Church,and eſpecially for that Honour- 
able Aſlembly of three Eſtates there preſent, that 
they might make ſuch Laws, as ſhould be to Gods 
Glory, and the good of the Realm. 

The Sermon being ended, and a Pſalm ſung, 
her Majeſty and the reſt orderly on foot pro- 
ceeded out of the South Door, where ſhe deli- 
vered the Dean the Scepter , and ſo proceeded 
into the Parliament Chamber, where the Queen 
ſrayed a while in her Privy Chamber, till all 
the Lords and others were placed, and then her 
Highneſs came forth, and went, and fate her 
down in her Royal Place, and Chair of Eſtate 
(the Sword and Capof Maintenance born before 
her) and when ſhe ſtood up, her Mantle was aſ- 
liſted and bora up from her Arms, by the Lord 
Robert Dudley , Maſter of the Horſe , and Sir 
| Francis Knowles Vice-Chamberlain. 

The Lord Keeper fate alone upon the upper- 
molt Sack, until the Queen was ate, and then 
went and ſtood without the Rail , on the right 
hand the Cloth of Eſtate; and the Lord Treaſu- 


rer, holding the Cap of Eſtate, on the right 
hand before the Queen, Garter ſtanding by him, 
and on the left hand ſtanding the Earl of Wor- 
ceſter, with the Sword ; and by him the Lord 
Chamberlain. 

The Duke of Norfolk began the firſt Form, 
and the Viſcount Mountagne (for that the Vi- 
{count Bindox was not there) ended it. 

The Lord Clinton , the Lord Admiral, began 
the Form behind that of Barons, and the Lord 
St. Jobn of Bletſoe ended it. 

The Archbiſhop of Canterbury began the Bi- 
ſhops Form, and the Biſhop of Gloceſter ended 
the ſame. 

On the Woolfack on the right hand , and 
Northſide, fate Sir Robert Catlin and Sir James 
Dyer Chief Juſtices, Sir Wi//iam Peter, Anthony 
Browne, Corbett, Weſton, and M* Gerrard the 
Queens Attorney. 

On the Sack on the left hand and Southſide; 
ſate Sir Witham Cordall, Maſter of the Rolls, Sir 
Edward Saunders Chief Baron, Juſtice Widdor, 
Serjeant Carus, and M* Ryfſel/ the Queens Solli- 
citor, and at their Backs fate Sir Richard Read, 
Doctor Tale, and Door Vaughar. 

On the other Sack fate DoCtor Huicke, Spilzran 
Clerk of the Parliament, and M* Marti: Clerk 
of the Crown; and behind them kneeled M* 
Smith, Allen, Dyeter, Nicaſius, Cliffe and Permitter. 

At the {14e hand of the Queen fate on the 
ground three or four Ladies, and no more; and 
at the back of the Rail, behind the Cloth of 
Eſtate, kneeled the Earls of Oxford and Rutland 
under Age, the Earl of Deſ-z0nd, the Lord Roos, 
the Lord Herbert of Cardifſe, and divers other 
Noblemens Sons and Heirs. 

Note, That theſe foregoing paſſages, touching 
the ſolemn manner of her Majeſties coming to 
the Upper Houſe, are not at all found in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the fame, but are tran- 
{ſcribed out of a written Copy or memorial of 
them, I had by me, as doth allo the Lord Keepers 
Speech follow, out of the ſame,in the next place. 

The Queens Majeſty (being ſet (as aforeſaid) 
under the Cloth of Eſtate) the Houſe of Com- 
mons had notice thereof z and thereupon the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the ſame, re- 
paired to the Upper Houſe, and being, as many 
as conveniently could, let in, ſhe Commanded 
Sir Nicholas Bacon the Lord Keeper, to open the 
cauſe of Calling and Aſſembling this Parliament, 
who thereupon ſpake, as followeth. - 


My Lords and others of this Honourable Aſſembly, 


OU ſhall underſtand, that my moſt Dread 

and Sovereign Lady the Queens Majeſty, 

here preſent, hath Commanded me to declare 
the occaſion of this Aflembly , which I am not 
able (but unmeet) to do, as it ought to be done, 
among ſuch a noble, wiſe and diſcreet Company. 
Howbeit, knowing the Experience of her Ma- 
jeſty, bearing with ſuch as do their good wills, 
and your Honours Patience, in bearing with me 
in the like, afore this time 3 it encourageth me 
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the better herein, not doubting of the like at 
this preſent. Therefore my Lords, the occaſion 
is, that neceſſary matters be provided for, pro- 
pounded and ſcanned , and after agreed upon, 
and ended , which afterwards ſhall remain and 
continue 3 which matters in my Judgment, may 
well be divided into two parts, one touching 
Religion for the ſetting forth of Gods Honour 
and Glory , and the other concerning Policy, 
for the Common-Wealth, as well for proviſion 
at home, as to provide for the Foreign Enemy 
abroad: Which ſaid matters of Religion , ma 
apain be divided into two parts 3 for Gods cauſe 
being ſincerely weighed, conſidered and follow- 
ed, bringeth forth good ſucceſs in all Affairs, and 
being not followed, but neglected, and made 
light of, how can any thing proſper, or take good 
effect? And the greater the Perſonages be,which 
ſo abuſe the ſame, the greater the fault 1s, to the 
damage of the whole Common-Wealth 3 for all 
mens Eyes be fixed on thoſe who be in Autho- 
rity 3 for as the Head is; even ſo is the Foot 3 and 
after the Superior followeth the Inferior. For as 
Gods Law it ſelf is perfect, ſo there is no, im- 
perſeCtion therein, bur that which cometh of our 
telves, wherein I cannot excule either the ſpiri- 
tualty or laiety. For as the Preachers be not ſo 
diligent in their Vocation of Preaching, as they 
ought to be, even ſo we of the Laiety be neither 
ſo diligent in hearing, nor yet in doing as we 
ſhould be, And thirdly, ſome of the Laiety'in 
not giving credit unto it, as it ought for to be. 
For as all in Authority ought to be credited,and 
their doings taken in the beſt part, yet I would 
wiſh the ſame ſhould continue no longer than 
they do well. 

And where at this preſent there 1s great want of 
Miniſters, and ſome of them that be, be much 
inſufficient 3 which, conſidering the time, are to 
be born withal,not doubting the Circumſpettion 
of the Biſhops, in well looking to the placing 
of ſuch, which ſhall be appointed hereafter ; 
and thoſe which be, and will not be reformed, 
to have ſharp puniſhment. For as heretofore the 
Diſcipline of the Church hath not been good, 
and again, that the Miniſters thereof have been 
(lothful , even ſo for want of the ſame hath 
ſprung two Enormities 3 the firſt is, that for 
lack thereof, every man liveth as he will, with- 
out fear; And ſecondly, many Ceremonies a- 
greed upon , but the right Ornaments thereof, 
are either left undone, or forgotten. As in one 
point, for want of Diſcipline it is that ſo few 
come toService,and the Church ſo unrepleniſhed, 
notwithſtanding that at the laſt Parliament, a 
Law was made, for good Order to be obſerved 
in the ſame; but yet as appeareth not Executed. 
Therefore if it be too eafie,let it be made ſharper, 
and if already well, then ſee it Executed. For 
the want of Diſcipline cauſeth obſtinacy, con- 
tempt and growing of Hereſie ; therefore bet- 
ter to be winked at and unſpoken, than bruted 
abroad and unperformed : Therefore, in mine 


opinion, the device is good,that in every Diocels 


there be Officers appointed and deviſed, as hath 
been thought good , to (it for redreſs of theſe 
and ſuch like Errors, twice or thrice a Year, till 
the faults be amended. In which well doing, 
the Head-Officers are to be born withal , and 
maintained 3 and Laws to be made for the pur- 
poſe: the chief Care of which ſaid former mat- 
ters pertaineth to you, my Lords of the Spiri- 
tualty , wherein you muſt take pains to travel, 
whereunto be Laws to be joined , not only for 
the more perfeting of the ſame , but for the 
maintenance, as well-of the Heads, as the Mini- 
{ters thereof. 

Now to the ſecond part , of Policy for the 
Common-Wealth 3 for as there be faults for 
want of Diſcipline, ſo are there faults in the im- 
perfe&tion , and want of Execution , which im- 
perfection muſt be looked unto 5 and want of 
Laws which needeth to be provided for and 
made; and to conſider, if there be not too many 
Laws for one thing, and thoſe fo large and bu- 
fie, that neither the Commons can underſtand 
the ſame, nor yet well the Lawyer,which would 
be brought into ſome briefer and better Order, 
and there Executed. For which purpoſe, it is 
neceſlary to take care , to have good Miniſters 
thereof , and ſecondly, to baniſh all fearfulneſs 
for proſecuting the ſame 3 and over and beſides, 
that to appoint proved men to inquire of theſe 
Miniſters, whereby they may have the better re- 
gard to their Duty : For, even as the Viſitation 
of the Church is and was well appointed for 
the Church, ſo now is the like to be appointed for 
the Temporalty. For if the Laws be not well 
Executed, my part is not the leaſt thereof, which 
Yearly 1 would be glad to hear of, The third 
for the Enemy , as well here bred amongſt us, 
as abroad : for whereas the Queens Majeſty at 
her entrance found this Realm in War with Fo- 
reign Power, at which time lack of Treafure, 
Artillery, Force and other things, cauſed her to 
agree to a Peace, although not the beſt, how- 
beit fo: our ſurety ſhe ſpared no coſt to bring it 
to paſs ; which notwithſtanding, of later time, 
certain old cankered Enemies of this Realm, at- 
tempted to put in Execution to bring the Scots 
to the Governance of France, and fo being a 
firm Land to ours, to have been our utter Ene- 
mies3 which danger the Queen foreſeeing, ſought 
by all means, as well by her Ambaſſadors as o0- 
thers, to ſtay the Enterpriſe, but could not z 
and therefore helped her Neighbours of Scotland, 
and ſo diſappointed that attempt ; or elſe afore 
this time I doubt the Scottiſh Territories would 
have been too little to have holden them , but 
that they would have troubled us, not only at 
Barwick , but at the Walls of Torkz which ſaid 
attempt, being by the means of her Majeſty 
ſtayed and letted , the ſaid bent Enemies have 
attempted the ſame in France , to the whole di- 
{turbance of all Chriſtendom , and all done for 
the miſchief of this Realm, (joined with a de- 
viliſh Conſpiracy within our ſelves, tending to 
the aiding of the Foreign Enemy, and by their 
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own Confeſſion , to have raiſed a Rebellion in 
this Realm) And for that by none of her Graces 
Travels or means, {he could there ſtay their En- 
terpriſe, or make them agree, ſhe was forced the 
rather to ſtay the ſame, for the ſurety of this 
Realm, to the no little charge of her Majeſty : 
fot in theſe proceedings, and in repairing of 
theſe, and other like faults, I dare be bold to 
ſay (for that I am thereof aſlured) it hath coſt 
her Majeſty as much as two of the belt Subſidies, 
which at any time hath been within this Realm ; 
and all at her own proper Charges, -without ei- 
ther ſtraining of her Subjects, or having aid of 
them, towards the ſame. Howbeit ſhe yet think- 
eth it well ſpent, for often it chanceth, that 
money is better ſpent than ſpared z as the com- 
mon ſaying is, That a penny 1s well ſpent which 
afterwards faveth a pound. And fo in this, if 
that money had not been fo ſpent in ſtaying in 
time their attempted Enterpriſes, it would after- 
wards have turned to no little prejudice, nor 
yet ſmall Charge of this Realm. And where 
afore thjs time Princes commonly have had ſome 
vein or delight to ſpend Treaſure upon for their 
pleaſure, which the Queen hath none, but only 
for the Common-Wealth and ſurety thereof, ſo 
that we may moſt juſtly and fortunately fay to 
her great Praiſe, that the relieving of the Realms 
neceſſities is our Princes whole delight : And 
notwithſtanding all the disburſements of theſe 
her great Charges, yet ſhe was (as I right well 
know) very hardly brought to, and: perſwaded 
to call this Parliament, in which ſhe ſhould be 
driven to require any aid, or by any means to 
charge her Subjetts , it by any other means it 
might have been holpen : and ſo her Majeſty 
her ſelf Commanded to be declared. And I for 
my part, and fo do others very well know ; for 
the Commons little think or conſider what a 


trouble want is to her, whereby ſhe is forced to 
ask of them (which ſurely is againſt her nature) 
but that ſhe is thereunto forced, for the ſurety 
of this Realm, | 

And for that the nether Houſe cannot, being 
ſo many together , but of neceflity muſt have 
one to be a Mouth, Aider or Inſtruter unto 
them, for the opening of matters, which is cal- 
led the Speaker , Therefore go and Aſſemble 
your ſelves together and Ele& one, a diſcreet, 
wiſe, and learned Man, to be your Speaker, and 


on Friday next the Queens Majeſty appointeth 
to repair hither again, for to recerve the Pre- 


ſentment of bye accordingly. 


The manner of her Majeſties coming to the 
Upper Houſe, with the Lord Keepers Speech, be- 
ing ſupphed out of that written Copy ot - Ano- 
nymous Memorial, I had by me, as aforeſaid, 
now follow the Names of the Receivers and

they till Friday at their pleaſures 3 upon which 
enſuing Friday,' het Majeſty came again to the

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Upper Houſe ; but the manner and form thereof 
being wholly omitted in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Upper Houſe , and only found in 
the foreſaid Anonymous Memorials I had by me, 
is therefore inſerted out of the ſame, in manner 
and form following. 

On Friday the 15" day of Jar. 1562. the 
Queens Majeſty at her Privy-Stairs took Boat, 
and went by Water to the Parliament-Houle, 
about two of the Clock, the Lords and Heralds 
waiting on her to the Landing place,on the back 
fide of the Parliament 3 and ſo brought her to 
her Privy-Chamber, where ſhe ſhifted her, and 
put on her Robes, and the Lords theirs , as the 
firſt day 3 and then ſhe repaired to her Seat, and 
the Lords to theirs, with their Serjeants and Gen- 
tlemen-Uſhers 3 before her the Lord Marqueſs 
of Northampton, bearing the Cap of Eſtate, the 
Duke of Norfolk the Rod of the Marſhalſie, 
and the Earl of Northumberland the Sword; the 
Lord Robert Dudley, Maſter of the Horſe, and 
the Baron of Hunſdon, ſuſtained her Mantle, 
from her Arms : And her Train was born by the 
Lord Chamberlain, Vice-Chamberlain, and Mr 
Aſhley, Maſter of the Jewel-Houſe 3 and the Lord 
Keeper ſtanding at the back of the Rail, on the 


right, and the Lord Treaſurer on the left. And- 


becauſe this is the firſt Seſſion of the Second Par- 
liament of her Majeſty , I thought it worth the 
labour to cauſe the preſence of her Majeſty, and 
the Lords ſpiritual and Temporal, to be inſerted, 
direaly according unto the Copy thereof in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Upper-Houle.

The Queens Majeſty being ſet under her Cloth 
of Eſtate , and the Lords having placed them- 
ſelves according to their ſeveral Ranks, in their 
Parliament Robes, the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
vn a _—_ of Commons had notice 
tRereor, and thereupon repairing to the U 
Houſe, with Thomas Williare EG: their Speaker 

» were (as many of them as conveniently 


could) let in; and theSpeaker was led up unto 
the Bar or Rail, at the lower end of the faid 
Houſe, between Sir Edward Rogers Knight, 
Comptroller of her Majeſties Houſhold , and 
Sir William Cecill Knight, her ſaid Majeſties Prin- 
cipal Secretary 3 all of them making, in their 
proceeding up thither , three Obeyſances 3 and 
the ſaid Speaker , being placed there, after he 


had made three other like Obeyſances, began as 
followeth. .

ourRenowned and Dread Soveraign Lady, 
on Tweſday laſt it pleaſed your Highneſs by the 
Mouth of the Right Honourable , the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal, for the more eale of 
the nether Houſe of this Parliament , to Com- 
mand them to go and Aſſemble themſelves, and 
to Elect one, being wiſe, diſcreet and learned, 
to be their Speaker 3 who after a Conkultation 
had (with one Voice) did Elect me, being in- 
deed inſufficient , as by, and for divers Cauſes 
I did then to them declare; Howbeit, whether 
it were that they, being fo many wiſe men to- 
gether, at the Eledting of me, and therefore 
would not feem to ſpeak againſt their own Ele- 
Ction, or for what other cauſe I know not, bur 
they refuſed my denial , and ſtood to ther ſaid 
Choice, and now preſent me here , to be at 
your Graces Appointment : I therefore, know- 
ing my own imbecillity, and yet not arrogantly 
refuſing the ſame; as one among(t the Romans 
choſen from the Plough to a place of Eſtimati- 
on, and after to the Plough again ; even fo, I a 
Countryman, fit for the fame, and not for this 
place, moſt humbly defire your Maxlty, to dif- 
charge me hereof, and to appoint ſome other 
more able; and I, asI am bounden , will not 
only pray tor your Highneſs, but alſo ſerve your 
Highneſs , and my Country, to my power, in 
the place of a Citizen , whereunto firſt I was 
Elect and appointed. 


Then the Qucen Called the Lord Keeper to 
her, declaring to him her Opinion, tor the An- 
{wering of himz whereupon he returned to his 
place, and Anſwered as followeth. | 


Mr williams, The Queens Majeſty hath well 
heard an: pondered your Speech, and doth well 
perceive your modeſt and humble manner, 1n 
the diſabling your (clf to that piace, whereunto 
her well-beloved SubjeRs have Ele&ed and Cho- 
ſen you , and now accordingiy pretented you, 
and hath alſo heard your Suit for diſcharge of 
the ſaid Room 3 and tor Anſwer, the hath Com- 
manded me to declare unto you, that ſhe com- 
mendeth well your mode(t and humble manner, 
in ſo diſabling your ſelt, knowing that Judgment 
appertaineth to the Caller, and not to the party 
Called ; And, foralmuch as her Majeſty 1s cret- 
bly informed, as well of your knowledge and 
experience mn other Parliaments, as in other great 


| and weighty matters , ſhe thinketh now _=_ 
OiC, 
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fore, ſhe cannot diſable you, without ſome peril 
to the Realm; and the rather, for that the wiſe 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes have nomina- 
ted and Choſen you, ſhe cannot grant your Pe- 
tition 3 And beſides, that your modeſt Order in 


diſabling your ſelf, doth right well declare your 


ability to furniſh the place 3 for which cauſe ſhe 
doth allow this Ele&ion,andPreſentation made of 
you; not doubting your care to be ſuch,but that 
the good Opinion her Majeſty and the Burgeſles 
have of you, ſhall be augmented and increaſed, 
and the Burgeſles not to repent their Election. 
Therefore your Office is to take it upon you. 


Whereunto the Speaker Anſwered as follow- 
eth, 


Moſt Honourable, 


Aos afore this time , the place hath 
been furniſhed with Orators , and there- 
tore their matter entreated of worthily called 
an Oration 3 yet Inow, void of any ſuch know- 
ledge, require that name may be left, and that 
it might bear the name of an Epiſtle with a Re- 
queſt. And for the better underſtanding thereof, 
I will divide the matter into three parts 3 one 
for time paſt, and the ſecond, time preſent, and 
the third, time to come. But fearing to fall be- 
tween two Mountains, as to be counted either 
ungrate, or diflembling , I know not what to 
ſay 3 but yet ſceing Savage Beaſts forget not them 
who do well unto them, as appeareth by the 
ſtory of a Lyon , out of whoſe foot a certain 
Man took a Thorn, which ſaid perſon, being af- 
terwards caſt to the ſame Lyon to be devoured, 
the Lyon not forgetting, but remembring the 
former kindneſs ſhewed unto him , would not 
devour him , but ever after followed the ſame 
Man; even ſo, without too much ingratitude, 
can I not let paſs your Majeſties manifold benefits 
extended upon us 3 which although worthily to 
be declared, they paſs my Capacity now to ex- 
preſs, yet think 1t Blaſphemy to ſuffer it clean 
to be untouched, and therefore in ſome part will 
put in remembrance the ſame 3 which I will di- 
vide into two parts3 the one ſpiritual, the other 
_ temporal, For the firſt, When God planted your 
Highneſs in this place , you found 1t not fo fur- 
niſſi with Treaſure, as other your Predeceflors 
have, although, if you had, yet occaſions enough 
to employ it 3 which notwithſtanding, you did 
not take the extremity of Penal Statutes, and 
other forteitures, due unto you, but, pardoned 
all ſuch, as in time convenient ET it. Alſo 
your Majeſty did vouchſafe to take upon you 
the Charge of both the States, as well Spiritual 
as Temporal, and ſo purged this Church of all 
11] Service, and placed therein Service to Gods 
Honour : Further, what great Plague and Dearth 
happens by ill money this twenty Years laſt 
palt, which within one Year is brought to good 
again, with little loſs of your Subje&s > Your 
Majeſty prevented alſo, as well the Attempt in 
Scotland, made by your Common Enemy there, 


as now of late again in France 5 which other- 
wiſe, if it had not been foreſeen, would have 
turned to the no little peril , and loſs of this 
your Realm, and Subjects thereof. Alſo your 
Highneſs hath been Author of good Laws, as 
appeareth by thoſe made , both at the laſt Par- 
liament, and by your other Proclamations ſince. 
Further, finding this Realm at your Entrance in 
Wars, you brought it in Peace : All which for- 
mer Proceedings have been a great Charge unto 
your Majeſty, which although the Revenues of 
the Crown be ſmall, yet hath it hitherto only 
been done of your own Charge, as the laſt day 


by the Lord Keeper it was declared. And, for. 


the laſt part and principal point of all other, your 
Highneſs hath brought and reſtored again Gods 
Doftrine into this Realon#; for which your hum- 
ble Subje&ts moſt heartily give thanks to God, 
and you, by the Mouth of me, their appointed 
Speaker. | 

For the ſecond point, being timepreſent 3 your 
Majeſty is the Head,and the Body the Spiritualty 
and the Temporalty, which Body is to be divi- 
ded into three Eſtates, The Lords Spiritual, and 
the Lords Temporal, and the Commons , whoſe 
Mouth I am ; which by no means can proſper, 
the one without the other : for as any Eſtate di- 
vided cannot well continue, fo in this; and 
therefore ſay, Noſce teipſume_, not minding to 
ſpeak theſe words only to your Highneſs, but to 


| the whole Body ; for although the Head may 


lack a Member of the Body, and yet continue; 
yet ſo the Member cannot want the Head, nor 
yet the Head the whole Body , but the want 
of the one of theſe laſt two ſhall be the ruine of 
the other ; and therefore of neceflity, for the 
ſure preſervation of the whole, it behoveth them 
firmly to join together z for though your High- 
neſs be the Head , and therefore the chief care 
pertaineth to you , yet your Majelty cannot 
thrqughly redreſs the ſame, without knowledge 
of the faults, nor yet well underſtand the whole 
State, except the other parts of the Body join 
with you, and put to their helping hands. I find 
in divers Hiſtories great Commodities grow to 
Princes, by ſearching out, not only the wants 
of their Subjects, but knowledge of their talk 
whereby they better both underſtand their own 
faults, and the Flatterers they have about them z 
which Order the wiſe and prudent Marcus Aure- 
lizs uſed , and long time Reigned Honourably. 
The noble Conqueror Alexander,in the beginning 
of his Reign , uſed the ſame 3 but leaving that 
Order, and having no regard.to his living, was 
deſtroyed ; which like Example was ſeen by that 
notable and Valiant Warrier Flizs Ceſar. And 
being encouraged by theſe hke Examples, and 
Others , to enter into ſome abuſes uſed in this 
Realm, I will only ſpeak of three, being all three 
notable Monſters, Neceflity, Ignorance and Er- 
ror. Neceſlity-is grown amongſt our ſelves, ſo 
that no Man is contented with his Degree,though 
he hath never ſo much 3 but where ſhe is (as 
the Proverb ſaith) ſhe hath no Law 3 for how 

now 
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now be-all Schools, Benefices , and other like 
Rooms furniſhed, and yet thoſe for Schools fo 
few, that I dare ſay a hundred Schools want in 
England, which before this time have been. And 
if in every School there had been but an hundred 
Scholars , yet that had, been ten thouſand 3 ſo 
that now I doubt whether there be ſo many 
learned men in England, as the number wants of 
theſe Scholars. | 

The ſecond Monſter is her Daughter Igno- 
rance 3 for want of ten thouſand Scholars, which 
theſe Schools were the bringers up of, and want 
of good School-maſters , bringeth Ignorance 3 
but the occaſion of theſe two Monſters, is for 
want of Livings and Preferments for Covetoul- 
neſs hath gotten the Livings, as by Impropriati- 
ons , which is a decay of Learning. For by it 
the Tree of knowledge groweth downwards, 
and not upwards, as it was firlt meant, and 
made forz and groweth thereby greatly to the 
diſhonour both of God and this Common- 
Wealth. The Univerſities are decayed, and 
great Market Towns, and others without either 
School or Preacher ; for the poor Vicar hath but 
only twenty pound, and the reft, being no ſmall 
ſumm, is [Impropriate 3 and fo thereby no Preacher 
there, but the people being trained up and led 
in Blindneſs, for want of in(tructions, become ob- 
ſtinate. And therefore to ſee to it, and that Im- 
propriations may be redreſſed, notwithſtanding 
the Laws already made. 

The third Monſter is Error, a Serpent with 
many Heads, many evil opinions, and much 
evil Life, as Pelagians, Libertines, Papiſts, and 
ſuch others, leaving Gods Commandments,to fol- 
low their own Traditions, aftetions and minds. 
But if the Papiſt be, as indeed he 1s, mn error, let 
us ſeck the redreſs thereof 3 for that the poor 
and ignorant be thereby abuſed. Until which 
redreſs be had, you nor your Realm, neither at 
home nor abroad, ſhall ever be well ſerved of 
ſuch people, which be fo divided 3 and therefore 
ſpeedily look to it , and weed out this wicked- 
neſs and error within theſe our days, which is 
too much known now adays; for if your Godly 
Proclamations were not ſo ſoon forgotten, they 
would be amended. In the Country I heard tell, 
bur fince I came hither, walking in the ſtreets, I 
have heard oftentimes more Oaths than words, 
a pitiful hearing ! for if the Egyptians, by whoſe 
Laws the — loſt their hands,and amongſt the 
Barbarians loſt their Lives, for ſwearing, and ef: 


_ . pecially if it were alie; if it were ſo puniſhed 


amongſt them, being Infidels, what, ſhall there 
be no puniſhment amongſt us being Chriſtians ? 
Is truth further from us.profeſſing the name of 
Chriſt, and being Chriſtians, than'trom them be- 
ing Infidels> But even as Tantalus was Plagued, 
ſo are we 3 for although he had Apples even 
hanging at his Mouth, yet could he not eat any 
of them, and having a River of Water even as 
it were running by his Lips, yet could he not 
drink, but tied, for hunger and thirſt : even fo 
are we Plagued 3 for having Gods word, and his 
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narhe even in our Mouths, yet we live as Inft- 
dels, or as them that are furth«cſt from the (ame, 
and ſo baving enough, there is ſcarcity, And 
that we may avoid this Blaſphemy,and the other 
Monſters, your humble Subjects dcfire your 
Highneſs to ſce to the lamentable Eſtate of this 
Common-Wealth, and the redreſs of the ſame. 
Having peruled times paſt, and times preſent, 
let us go to, and well remember the time to 
come. For Cato ſaith, A thing well begun ſhall 
be well ended ; ſo then followeth of a good be- 
ginning a good ending. For that Noble Captain 
Hannibal, environed with his Enemies, in a 
{trange Country, ſounded his Trumpet to Coun- 
cil, and thereby proſpered. So your Majeſty 
nath now called the Prelates, Nobles and Com- 
mons to Council for ſurety of the Realm. We 
now lo therefore Aſſembled, as diligent in our 
Calling, have thought good to move your Ma- 
jelty with the aflent of this Aſſembly, to build 
a ſtrong Fort for the ſurety of the Realm, to the 


repulling of your Enemies abroad, which muſt 


be ſet upon firm ground, and ſtedfaſt, having 
two Gates, one commonly open, the other as a 
Poſtern, with two Watchmen at either of them, 
one Governor, one Lieutenant, tour Souldiers, 
and no good thing there wanting. The ſame to 
be named The fear of God 3the Governor thereof 
to be God, your Majeſty the Lieutenant , the 
Stones the Heart of faithful People , the two 
Watchrhen at the open Gate, to be called Knows- 
ledge and Virtue, the other two at the Poſtern 
to be called Mercy and Truth 3 all being Spiri- 
tual Miniſters. 

This Fort is Invincible, if every man will fear 
God 3 for all Governours Reign and Govern by 
the two Watchmen, Knowledge and Vertue; and 
it you, being the Lieutenant, ſee Juſtice with 
Prudence her Siſter executed , you ſhall then 
rightly uſe the Office of a Lieutenant ; and for 
{uch as depart out of. this Fort, let them be lee 
out at the Poſtern by the two Watchmen, Mercy 
and Truth; and then you ſhall be well at home 
and abroad. The Charge of this Fort is yours, 
being Lieutenant. By Juſtice your place 1s ſet- 
led, whereunto Obedience ought to be taught 
and done 3 which your Majeſty- ought to look 
to. And ſo now the fear'of God to be a-ſure 
Fort, the Subjects Hearts the Stones, Know- 
ledge, Virtue, Mercy and Truth, the four Watch- 
men, God the Governor, and your Majeſty the 
Lieutenant, is well proved. Therefore to build 
upon this Fort, the tear of God, is nothing lack- 
ing to a happy Lite; for by God are all. Princes 
appointed. Who put down Saul £ Who made 
Dawud King, who fought only Gods Glory and 
lo proſpered ? as did Foſaphat, Foſtas and Heze- 
chias,and alſo Ahas, as long as they ſought Gods 
Glory, proſpered 3 bur forgetting God, were 
overthrown : Therefore firſt of all, and conti- 
nually vouchſate to ſeek Gods Glory, and his 
true Honour, and then you ſhall have this Fort 
well built, and by you well Governed. 

Further I am. to be a Suitor to your Majeſty, 


that 
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that when matters of importance ſhall ariſe, 
whereupon it ſhall be neceſſary to have your 
Highneſs Opinion, that then I may have free ac- 
cels unto you for the ſame 3 and the like to the 
Lords of the Upper Houſe. 

Secondly, That in repairing from the nether 
Houſe to your Majeſty, or the Lords of the Up- 
per Houſe, to declare their meanings, and I mi- 
{taking on uttering the ſame contrary to their 
meaning, that then my fault or imbecillity in de- 
claring thereof be not prejudicial to the Houle, 
but that I may again repair to them, the better 
to underſtand their meanings, and fo they to 
reform the ſame. 

Thirdly, That the Aſſembly of the Lower 
Houſe , may have frank and free Liberties to 
ſpeak their Minds, without any Controulment, 
Blame, Grudge, Menaces or Diſpleaſure, accord- 
iog to the old antient Order. 

Finally, T hat the old Priviledge of the Houſe 
be obſerved, which is, that they and theirs might 
be at Liberty, frank and free, without Arreſt, 
moleſtation , trouble or other damage to their 
Bodies, Lands, Goods or Servants, with all other 
their Liberties, during the time of the ſaid Par- 
liament 3 whereby they may the better attend, 
and do their Duty 3 all which Priviledges I de- 
fire may be Inrolled, as at other times it hath 
been accuſtomed. 

And thus having been tedious unto you with 
my Speech, void of Eloquence, I crave your 
Pardon, and deſire your Majeſty to accept of 
my Heart, and good Wall, as well at this time as 
after, and I will pray as I am bounden, for your 
Honour long to Reign over us. 

Then the Queen called the Lord Keeper, de- 
claring her Opinion for Anſwering him, which 
he did as followeth. 


Mr Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
and very well weighed your Eloquent Oration, 
which you in the beginning required might not 
be ſo called, but that it might bear the name of 
an Epiſtle, with a Requeſt, full of good mean- 
ing, and good matters, gathered, divided and 
ſet 3 which you divided, as I gather, into four 
parts. Three by you applied unto three times, 
paſt, preſent, and to come 3 and the fourth for 
your Petitions. 

For times paſt, being the firſt, you opened 
the benefits received by us all from the Queen- 
Majeſty, ſince her entrance tothe Crown, which 
you divided into two, the one Spiritual, and the 
other Temporal, and ſo in ſome part related the 
ſame ; and thus paſled with times paſt. 

The ſecond part for time preſent; after you 
had therein declared many notable Examples of 
Princes, which ſearched privily to underſtand 
the Commons talk and Opinion, and the beneti 
thereof arifing, you declared to be in this Com 
mon- Wealth three Notable Monſters, viz. Ne- 
ceſlity, Ignorance and Error, which to redrels, 
you deſired the Princes Aid. 

And in the third part for time to come, you 


declared how the Queens Majeſty and this Par- 
hament in your Opinion, by building a Fort, 
named the fear of God, might take Order and 
live ſurely in time to come. 

And in the fourth part, made four Petitions, 
the firſt for free my to her Perſon, and Upper 
Houſe, the ſecond for well taking your mean- 
ing, and the third and fourth for tee Liberty of 
Speech and Perſons. | 

Now for the Anſwering of them, her Majeſty 
hath Commanded me to fay , That for the firſt 
part ſhe commendeth much thoſe Godly Virtues 
that you opened tobe in her, and alſo thoſe 
beautiful budding benefits which you declared to 
come from her, and doubteth not the rather by 
this your remembring of them, but they ſhall be 
on her part hereafter performed , for which ſhe 
thanketh you, thinking all things well beſtowed, 
when they are well remembred. 

In the ſecond part you declare certain Mon- 
{ters, which trouble this Region, and would be 
redrefled;z the Remedy whereof you declared in 
your third part, wherein ſhe delireth you to 
travel for the bringing of it to pals. 

And for the fourth part, being your Periti- 
ons, which be alſo four; for the firſt being for 
free acceſs to her Perſon, ſhe granteth it, not 
doubting of your diſcretion to uſe it, as rath as 
may be, not out of time , nor yet without they 
be matters of great importance. 

For the ſecond , that if you miſtake their 
meanings, thar they may notwithſtanding re- 
dreſs the ſ\me, without prejudice to them 3 this 
alſo ſhe granteth, although unneedful, for that 
ſhe truſteth you will not offend therein z And 
for the third , to have free Speech ſhe granteth 
alſo, fo that it be reverently uſed, 

And to the laſt point, for them and theirs to 
be free , without diſturbance , ſhe is pleaſed 
therewith 3 howbeit great regard would be 
therein had, not thereby to avoid or delay thair 
Creditors, but to be well uſed, according tothe 
meaning of the farſt grant thereof. 

Now a word or two more, I would adviſe 
you, to make your Laws as few, and as plain as 
may be , for many be burthenous, and doubtful 
to underſtand ; and fo accordingly to make them 
as brief, as the matter will Gali ; and thirdly, 
that you proceed to the great and weighty mat- 
ters firſt, and then to others of ſmaller impor- 
trance, and that ſo ſpeedily as can be, whereby 
this 7 may be again at their Liberties, and 
lo end. 


Then the Speaker and nether Houſe did their 
Reverence, agd departed , and the Queen re- 
rurned into her Privy-Chamber, and ſhifted her, 
and ihe Lords likewiſe, and then ſhe repaired to 
her Barge, and ſo to Whitehall, unto which place 
the Sword was born 3 the Officers of Arms wai-

Two Bills were ſent up to the Lords from the 
Houſe of Commons ; . one that Sanctuary 
ſhall not be allowed: to defraud any due Debt, 
And the other was for the Paving of Kertifh 
Town near Southwark. 

The Proviſo annex'd by the Commons, to the 
Bill tor Retailers of Worſted-Woolls in Norwich, 
and the County of Norfolk, was read terti4 vice, 
& communi 0:#1inm Procerum aſſenſu concluſ. 

The Provilo annex'd by the Commons to the 
Bill for the maintenance of Tillage And alſo 
one other Proviſo annex d to the ſame Bill, b 
the Lords, were each of them read prin, ſecund2 
& tertida vice. 

On Friday the 9. day of April, the Bill for 
[illage was given to M* Attorney, and M* Mar- 
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tin , to be carried to the Houle of Commons. 

The Bill touching Orders of Bankrupts, their 
Goods and Chattels, Lands and Tenements, was 
read ſecunda vice. 

Three Bills were brought up to the Lords, 
from the Houſe of Commons concluſ. 3 of which 
one was touching divers Orders for Artificers, 
Labourers, Servants of Husbandry and Appren- 
ticesz And the ſecond for the maintenance of 
Tillage 3 And the third for the due Execution 
of the Writ de Excommunicato capiendo, with a 
Proviſo annex'd by the Commons, and divers 
Amendments z que primi & ſecund4 vice led. ſunt ; 
eadem Proviſ. tertia vice leFa eſt & concluſ. 

The Bill to take away the miſdemeanors of 
Purveyors, and Takers, was read the ſecond 


time, and committed to Juſtice Southcot : nod 
nota. 


The Bill for the deſtruftion of Rooks, Coughs 
and other Vermine, was brought up to the Lords, 
from the Houſe of Commons 3 which ſaid Bill 
was on the day following in the Afternoon read 
prima vice. 

On Saturday the 10 day of April, the Bill 
for the reviving of a Statute made Arno xxii:® 
Her. 8. touching the making of Goals, with a 
Proviſo thereunto annex'd by the Commons ; 
which faid Proviſo was read prima, ſecunda && 
tertia vice, &*concluſ. 

The Bill for the Queens Majeſties moſt free 
and General Pardon, was read prima vice, & 
communi onmninm Procerum aſſenſu concluſ. 

Nota, That this Bill for the general Pardon, 
was concluded after the firlt reading 5 whereas 
to all other Bills three readings are required, be- 
fore they can be paſſed. 

The Bill alſo for Reformation of divers mil- 
demeanors in Purveyors, was read terti2 vice, 
with certain Amendments, & concluſ.. 

And then following the ordinary form, the 
Parliament was continued in manner and order 
accuſtomed 3 vs. 

Dominus Cuſtos magni Sigilli continuauit pre- 
ſens Parliamentum uſqz in koram primam a Me- 
ridie. 

In the Afternoon , the Bill for deſtruction of 
Rooks and Coughs , and other Vermin; And 
the Bill touching buying and ſelling of courſe 
Woolls, to make Cottons,c>c. were each of them 
read tertid vice & concluſ. 

Two Bills were returned from the Houſe of 
Commons concluſ. One to take away the miſde- 
meanors of Purveyors, and Takers, and the o- 
ther touching Orders for Bankrupts, their Goods 
and Chattels, Lands and Tenements. | 

Nota, That in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houſe, next after the ſetting down or 
entring of 'the two Bills aforeſaid to have been 

returned up to the Lords, from the Houſe of 
Commons, there followeth immediately the en- 
trance of the Prorogation of this Seſſion of Par- 
liament 3 which doubtleſs happened through the 
great neghgence of Francis Spilman Eſq; at this 


Queens Mafeſty her ſclf, with the Lords both Spi- 
ritual and Temporal was preſent in her Robes, 
and gave her Royal Afſent to ſuch Ads as paſ- 
ſed 3 Although no preſence of any of the Lords 
or her Majeſty, be at all marked in the ſaid Ori- 
you Journal-Book. And therefore I have cau- 
ed the folemn and ſtately manner of the Queens 
coming to the Upper Houſe, - with the ſeveral 
Interlocutory Speeches of the Speaker of the 
Houſe of Commons, and the Lord Keeper, to 
be inſerted at large out of a written Copy, or 
Anonymous memorial thereof, I had by me, be- 
ing doubtleſs the very Original Draught , ſer 
down by ſome Member of one of the two Hou- 
ſes, or at Jea(t by ſome other obſervant perſon, 
then preſent, while the ſaid Speeches paſled in the 
Upper Houſe ; for it 1s written in a hand and 
language of that very time, and in many places 
amended and interlined. 

About three of the Clock (this preſent S4- 
turday 1n the Afternoon) the Queens Majeſty 
came by Water from Whiteha//, and landed 
on the backſide of the Parhament Chamber ; 
and fo the Earl] of Northumberland, bearing the 
Sword afore her , the Dutcheſs of Norfolk the 
Train, ſhe proceeded up into her Privy-Cham- 
ber, and there Apparell'd her (elf in her Par- 
lament Robes ; during which time the Lords 
likewiſe put on their Robes, and took their 
Places. 

On the Upper Sack ſate the Lord Keeper, till 
the Queen came, and then he went to his 
place, at the Rail, on the right hand to the 
Cloth of Eſtate: On the Wooll-ſack on the 
North-tfide, fate Sir Robere Catlin, and pr pas 
Dyer, the two Chict Juſtices, Sir Joh M.ſor, 
and Serjeant Carus, M* Rufwel/ the Queens Sovl- 
licitor, and Doctor Talc. 

On the Sack on the South-ſide, fate Sir IWi/l/iaz 
Cecil Secretary, Sir William Cordall Maſter of the 
Rolls, Juſtice Weſtor, Serjcant Southcott, MF Ger- 
rard the Queens Attorney, and Doctor Lewes. 

On the nether Sack fate M* Spilmar, Clerk of 
the Parliament, M* Powle Deputy and joint Pa- 
tentee with M* Martiz , Clerk of the Crown, 
Mr Herring and ſome Clerks of the Signet, Di/ter 
and Permiter, before which nether Sack ſtood a 
Iittle Table. 

Then the Queens Majeſty, being Apparell'd in 
her Parliament Robes, with a Caul on her Head, 
came forth, and proceeded up, and took the 
Seat; the Duke of Norfo/k, as Earl Marſhal, with 
his gilt Rod, before her, with the Marqueſs of 
Northampton bearing the Cap of Maintenance, 
and ſtood on her right hand, and the Earl of 
Northumberland the Sword, on her lett hand ; the 
Queens Mantle born over her Arms by the Lord 
Admiral, and Lord of Hyzſdor ; her Train born 
by the Dutcheſs of Norfo/k , afliſted by the 
Lord Chamberlain, and Mr A/tley Maſter of the 
Jewel-Houſe 3 and ſo her Majeſty being placed, 
the Duke of Norfo/h , the Lord Admiral, and the 
Lord Hunſdor, took their places, and from time 


time Clerk of the faid Upper Houſe : For the | 


to time , as her Majeſty ſtood up, her Mantle 
L over 
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over her Arms, was afliſted up with the Lord 
Robert Dudley , Maſter of the Horſe, and Sir 
Francis Knowles Vice-Chamberlain. 

Then all being placed, M" Williams the Speaker 
was brought in between Sir Edward Rogers 
Comptroller , and Sir Az#broſe Cave Chancellor 
of the Dutchy 3 and after one obcyſance made 
proceeded down to the Wall , and from thence 
came up to the Rail, in the way making three 
Obeyſancesz and after he was up at the Rail, he 
made three Obeyſances, and then began his Ora- 
tion, as followeth. 


"5 "His it is, moſt Excellent and Vertuous Prin- 
cels, &c. As nature giveth to every rea- 
ſonable Creature to ſpeak , ſo it is a grace to be 
well lcarned; and I preſenting the Mouth of ſuch 
a Body, as cannot ſpeak for it felt; and in the 
preſence of your Majeſties Perſon and Nobles, 
muſt moſt humbly defire and crave of your 
Highncfs, to bear with my 1mperfeCtions. 

This Common-Wealth hath been by Gods Pro- 
vidence firlt inſtituted, and f(ince by Mans Policy 
continued, wherein Juſtice and good Counts] is 
moſt to be preferred 3 for Antient Law-makers, 
and Authors of good Laws , be worthy to be 
praiſed, and had 1n perperual remembrance z and 
ſuch are the Laws that we have made in this 
Common-Wealth, as {1n mine Opinion) do ex- 
cel and paſs all other humane Laws. 

Among(t divers Authors of good Laws, we 
have ſet forth unto us , to the end they ſhould 
not be forgotten,three Queens; the firſt Paleſtina 
the Queen, Reigning before the Deluge , who 
made Laws as well concerning Peace as War. 

The ſecond was Ceres the Queen, which made 
Laws concerning cvil doers; And the third was 
Marc. Wife of Bathilacus , Mother to Stillicus 
\ the King, who enacted Laws for the maintenance 
and preſervation of the good and well-doers. 

And fince that time, Etheldred a King ig this 
Realm, Eſtabliſhed Laws, and ſet in moſt beaten, 
high, and croſs ways, a Croſs, and therein a 
Hand, with a Ring of Gold, pointing to the 
molt uſual way, which alſo ſtood untaken away 
or diminiſhed during his Lite. 

And fo you are the fourth Queen, Eſtabliſher 
of good Laws, our moſt dread Soveraign Lady, 
tor your time as happy as any of the three,which 
happineſs for the preſent I let ſlip, and deſire, as 
all our hearts do, that ſome happy Marriage to 
your contentation wnghs ſhortly be brought to 
paſs 3 your Majeſty finding this Realm out of 
Order, and full of Abuſes, have continually had 
a ſpecial care to reform the ſaid Abules 3 and for 
the more expelling thereof , have Congregated 
together this Aſſembly, whereby partly to your 
Contentation, for Reformation of the ſame, to 
its old priſtine Eſtate, and tor Money and Peace, 
15 all that chiefly we have done 3 for which pur- 
poles we have agreed upon and made certain 
Laws, which until your Majeſty have granted 
your Royal Aſſent, and ſo given Life thereunto, 
cannot be called Laws.

And herein requiring of your Majeſty three 
Petitions, two for the Commons, and one for 
my ſelf; the firk for ſuch Laws as they have 
made , being as yet without Life, and ſo no 
Laws,that it would pleaſe your Majeſty to grant 
your Royal Aſſent unto them 3 Secondly, that 
your Highneſs would accept their doings 1n good 


part, that the imperfetions of their Labours, by | 


your acceptance may be ſupplied 3 for, as ap- 
pearcth in ſundry Hiſtories, the perſons of thoſe 
Princes and Subjects have long continued, which 
have well uſed themſelves one toward th'other ; 
which without negle&ting of my duty, I cannot 
in your preſence ſo let (hp 3 for, as it appeareth 
in divers Hiſtories, the Noble Alexander having 
preſented unto him by one of his poor Souldiers 
the Head of one of his Enemies , he, not for- 
getting the Service of his Souldier , although 
herein he had done but his Duty, gave unto him 
a Cup of Gold, which firſt the Souldier refuſed ; 
but after that Alexander had Commanded it to 
be filled with Wine, and dclivered him, he re- 
ceived it, whereby appeareth the Noble and Li- 
beral Heart of the ſaid Alexander. 

Alſo Xenophon writing of the Life of Cyrus, 
who being liberal of Gifts, having vanquiſhed 
Creſus, and he marvelled at his liberality, faid, it 
were better to keep it by him, than ſo liberally 
to depart from it 3 unto whom Cyr«s anſwered, 
That his Treaſure was innumerable 3 and ap- 
pointed Cr&ſus a day, to ſee the ſame; and there- 
upon took Order, that his Subjefts ſhould before 
that time bring in their Treaſure 3 which being 
innumerable, and more than Cyrxs by any other 
means could have given, Creſus much wondred 


thereat 3 Cyrus ſaid, thou cauſeſt me to take of 


my Subjects, and retain the ſame; but what need 
[ to take, when they ſo frankly will bring it un- 
to me? and fo as occaſion ſerveth, ready con- 
tinually to ſupply my want ? therefore how can 
[ be but rich, having ſuch Subjects ? but if they 
by my means or any other were poor, then were 
[ poor allo. 

Whichtwo worthy Examples'of Alexander and 
Cyrus, your Majeſty hath not forgotten to enſue; 
but with the like zeal have hitherto always uſed 
us, and now eſpecially at this preſent, by your 
moſt gracious and free Pardon 3 for the which, 
and all other, they by me their Mouth, do moſt 
humbly thank you ; knowledging ſuch, and fo 
much love and zeal of their parts towards your 
Majeſty, as ever any Subjefts did bear towards 
their Prince and Governour. And in token 
thereof, with one Aſlent do offer to your High- 
neſs, one Subſidy and two Fifteens, moſt hum- 
bly beſeeching your Majeity to accept it, not in 
recompence of your benefits, but as a Token 
of their Duty, as the poor Widdows Farthing 
was accepted, as appeareth 1n the Scripture. 

Thirdly, That it may alſo like your Majeſty, 
to accept my humble thanks in allowing, and 
admitting me, being unworthy of this place, and 
bearing with my unworthy ſervice ; and laſt of 


| all, my unfitting words, uplandiſh and rude 


Speech 3 
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Specch beſeeching God to incline your Majelties 
Heart toMarriage , and that he will ſo bleſs, and 
ſend ſuch good ſucceſs thereunto, that we may 
ſee the Fruits and Children , that may come 
thereof, ſo that you, and they, may profperouly, 
and as long time Reign over us, as ever did any 
Kings or Princes, which God for his Mercies ſake 
grant unto us. And ſo he ended, making his 
Obeyſance. 


Then the Queen called the Lord Keeper unto 
her, Commanding him, in her Name, to Anſwer 
him, as ſhe then declared unto him 3 which fol- 
loweth. 


Mr Speaker , The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
how humbly and diſcreetly you have deciared 
the Proceedings, and for Anſwer hath Com- 
manded me, that I ſhould utter three or four 
things, the firſt for her Royal Aſſent to the Acts 
made at this Parliament z Secondly, How com- 
fortably , and alſo thankfully, her Majeſty ac- 
cepteth your Liberality z And thirdly, For the 
Executing of the Laws, 

Here my Lords and Maſters, although I can- 
not declare, or openit unto you, as her Majeſty 
hath Commanded me ; and therefore willingly 
would hold my Tongue, it I might, which, for 
that I cannot be fo excuſed, ſay unto you as fol- 
loweth ; not doubting of her Highneſs Clemency 
in bearing with me herein. 

Firſt, Her Majeſty confidereth how wiſely 
you have done, for the aboliſhing of the Romiſh 
Power, the Common Enemy of this Realm ; 
remembring your care for the defence of the 
ſame Realm, your reſpes for the maintenance 
of Victual, the baniſhment of Vagabonds, and 
relict of the Poor, with other : And therefore 
alloweth your worthy Proceedings herein. 

Secondly, Your Liberakty and Benevolence, 
Wherein your wiſe Conſiderations towards her 
Charges, is by her Majeſty taken in thankful 
part 3 andl take it to be my Duty,to put you in 
remembrance,that although this Subſidy 1s made, 
and to be born by Subjects, not daily accuftomed 
thereunto; but that at her firſt entrance ſhe had 
the like 3 and that the grant thereof is more li- 
beral than afore hath been accuſtomed, and that 
it 33 of your neceſlity, yet it is to withſtand a 
greater neceſlity , that tor fault thereof would 
elſe have enſued 3 and therefore that penny is 
well ſpent that ſaveth a groat 3 which alſo hath 
been granted, neither with perſwaſions, threats, 
nor ſharp words, which afore this time hath been 
accuſtomed, but by one general conſent of you 
all 3 wherein appeareth your good wills, and 
benevolent minds, you bear to her Majeſty, 
which zeal ſhe moſt accepteth ; and as ſhe hath 
cauſe, thanketh you. 

Again, by her Majeſties Commandment, ſhe 
remembring by whom, why, and to whom this 
was granted, doth think as freely as you have 
granted the moſt part whereof hath been accep- 
ted, and leſt thoſe that have fo freely offered 


ſhould not be ſo ready towards the gath«ring, 
thinketh it much better to loſe the ſum granted, 
than to loſe your benevolent minds. 

Thirdly, To the Execution of Laws, I have 
Iittle to'ſay, although the whole ſubſtance con- 
fiſteth therein; becauſe I did in the beginning of 
this Parliament declare my Opinion 1n that mat- 
terz and therefore, as now you have to your 
Charges taken pains in making good Laws, fo 
put to your helps, to ſce theſe and all other Ex- 
ecuted 5 for as it isinfallible, that a thing done 
unconſtrained , 1s much better than when the 
be conſtrained thcreunto, even, ſo her Majeſty 
willeth you to look wel}, without more words,to 
the Execution, leſt her Grace {hould be driven 
to do, as ſhe doth in her Ecclcſtaſtical Laws, 
make Commiſhons to inquire, whether they be 
done or no; whereby ſhe {hall know thoſe Ju- 
{tices and Officers, whq have done their Duty, 


| and ars to be uſed in ſervice of Juſtice, whereof 


ner Majeſty defireth to have many 5 and again 
ſhe ſhall underſtand who are to be barred from 
the like rooms, and the penal Statutes to be on 
them Executed, after this gentle warning : which 
inquiry I know is like to fall on me, as well as 
another. Howbeit, if Juſtice be not Executed, 
[ ſhall be glad to ſee this Order taken. Notwith- 
ſtanding, her Majeſty hopeth that this her ad- 
momtton {tall not need, for that you ſce Laws 
without Execution, be as a Torch unlighted, or 
Body without a Soul: therefore look well to 
the Executing. Here endeth the three things, 
which her Majeſty commanded me to fay unto 
you. 

Beſides this, her Majeſty hath to Anſwer your 
Petitions, and as to the firſt, in which you de- 


—— 
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fre her Royal Afſent to ſuch matters as you have 
agreed upon; to that ſhe ſaith, how at this pre- 
{ent ſhe 1s come for that purpole. 

And for your other Permions, to accept itn 
good part, as well your ſcrvice as the travails 
and doings of the nether Houſe, this Parliament ; 
and to that ſhe Anſwereith, how that (he doth 
not only accept them in good part,but allo thank- 
eth both you, and them tor the ſame. 

And touciing your requeſt before this made 
unto her, for her Marriage and Sacceſtion, be- 
cauſe it is of ſuch importance,whereby I doubted 
my own opening thercot, and therefore defire 
her Majeſty, that her mcaning might be written, 
which ſhe hath done and delivered to me, to be 
read as followeth, 


Trnce there can be no duer Debt than Princes 
\ J words, which I would obſerve, therefore I An- 
ſwer to the ſame thus it is. The two Petitions which 
you made unto me, do contain two things 5 my Mar- 
riage, and Succejjion aſicr me. For the firſt, If I 
had let ſlip too much tim?, or if my ſtrength had 
been decayed, you might the better have ſpoke there- 
in ; or if any think 1 never meant to try that Life, 
they be deceived 5 but if I may hereafter bend my 
mind thereunto, the rather for fulfilling your requeſt, 
I ſhall be therewith very well content.

Seymour Eſq; continued (till 
Clerk of the Houſe of Commons, by which means 
the agitations of the ſaid Houſe were, for the 
moſt part, very imperfe&ly recorded by him in 
the Original Journal-Book of the ſame, ſo that 
the referring of a Bill to Committees 1s ſcarce 
diſcoverable, in reſpeC&t that the name only of 
one of them is for the moſt part mentioned ;

A Petition deviſed by the Committees (who 
were appointed on Tweſday the 19* day of this 
inſtant January foregoing, although their names 
be wholly omitted , through the Clerks negli- 
gence) to be made to the Queens Majeſty by 
Mr Speaker, for limitation of Succeſſion , was 
read by M* Norton, one of the Committees.

ons Subjets at home, the waſte of noble Houſes, the 
fanghter of People, ſubverſions of Towns, intermiſ= 
fron of all things pertaining to the maintenance of 
the Realm, unſurcty of all mens Poſſeſſrons, Lives 
and Eſtates, daily interchange of Attainders and 
Treaſonsz All theſe miſchiefs, and infinite others, 
moſt likely and evident, if your Majeſty ſhould be 
taken from us, without known Heir, (which God 
forbid) to fall upon your Subjeds, to the utter ſub- 
verſion of the whole, whereof you have Charge under 
God : If good proviſion ſhould not be had in this 
behalf. Your Majeſty hath weighed the Examples

the Lady Elizabeth his Wife, reſtored it to a ſetled 
Onity, and left the Crown in a certain courſe of 
Succeſſion * Theſe things, as your Majeſty hath 
upon your own danger moſt graciouſly conſidered for 
our Comfort and Safety ; ſo we moſt humble Sub- 
je&s, knowing the preſervation of our ſelves, and 
all our Poſterity, to depend upon the ſafety of your 
Majeſties moſt Royal Perſon, have moſt carefully 
and diligently conſidered, how the want of Heirs of 
your Body, and certain limitation of Succeſſion after 
yon, is moſt perillons to your Highneſs, whom God 
long preſerve amongſt us.

Highneſs, not only hope for the woful day of your

The Queen, having been moved as it ſeem- 
eth the day paſt about the Death of the former 
Speaker,and the Choice of a new one in theHouſe 
of Commons, by thoſe eight Right Honourable 
Perſonages, who were then and there named to 
move her Highneſs in it ; did give Order, that 
this preſent 7xeſday, both the Lords and Com- 
mons ſhould Aflemble, and meet together in the 
Parliament Chamber, there to receive her Maje- 
{ties Anſwer. Where being Afſlembled, the Lord 
Keeper ſhewed forth a Commiſion from her 
Highneſs, under the great Seal of Ezglard, which 
was directed unto him only 3 the tenor whereof 
1s ſet down at large in the Journal of the Houſe 
of Commons, de Ar. iſto 8 Regin. Eliz. (to which 
Houſe it properly belonged) viz. That in reſpect 
Thomas Williams Elqs the former Speaker was 
dead , therefore the Lord Keeper was for her 
Majeſty, and in her Name, to will and Com- 
mand the Knights, Citizens and Burgelſles of the 
ſaid Houſe of Commons, to reſort unto their 
accuſtomed place, and there toledt and chuſe 
amonglt themſelves, one able and ſufficient per- 
ſon, to be their Speaker, for the reſt of this pre- 
ſent Parliament, yet to come.

On Wedneſday the ſecond day of Ofober, it 
ſeemeth there was no meeting of the Lords, nor 
any thing done in the Forenoon ; neither is any 
mention made in the foregoing continuance of 
this Parliament by the Lord Keeper, to what 
Hour of this IVedneſday it was continued 3 which 
is uſual in other continuations of it, But the 
reaſon why they met not till the Afternoon, ſeem- 
eth to be, becauſe then the Queens Majeſty her 
ſelf came thitherz to whom Richard Onſlow Eſq; 
her Majeſties Sollicitor , baving been Choſen 
Speaker for the Houſe of Commons the day paſt, 
was preſented, and admitted by her, in manner 
and form as followeth. 

About three of the Clock in the Afternoon 
this preſent Wedneſday, the ſecond day of Ofo- 
ber, the Queens Majeſty took her Barge, and 
Landed on the back-ſide of the Parhament- 
Chamber ; and fo the Earl of Northumberland 
bearing the Sword, the Lady Strainge her Trayn, 
with the Lords in their daily Apparel, and the 
Heralds attending on her, ſhe proceeded up in- 
to the Privy-Chamber, to prepare her ſelf ; du- 
ring which time the Lords and Juſtices put on 
their Parliament Robes, and took their places 1n 
manner and form following. In which it is to be 
noted, that no part of this days paſlages already 
ſet down, is found in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houſe ; but is either tranſcribed 
out of a certain Anonymous memorial I had by 
me, in which the preſentment of the Speaker 
this day, is ſomewhat exactly fet down , or was 
ſupplied by my felt, upon the comparing of ſe- 
veral things together.

All which Peers aboveſaid had their Mantles, 
Hood and Circots furred with Miniver , their 
Arms put on the right fide, and the Duke of Nor- 
folkhad ' Bars of Miniverz the Marqueſs of 
Wincheſter and Northampton had three Bars of 
Miniver, the Earls likewiſe; the Viſcounts two, 
and the Barons two. 

Item, On the upper Sack of Wooll ſate the 
Lord Keeper , till the Queen came; and then 
went to his place at the-Rail. On the Woolſack 
on the Northſide, fate Sir Robert Catlin, and Sir 
James Dyer, the Queens two Chict Juſtices, M- 
Corbet Weſton and Southcote Juſtices of both 
Benches; ' on the Woolfack on the Southſide, 
ſate Sir William Cecill the Queens Principal Secre- 
tary, Sir Wil/iam Cordall Maſter of the Rolls, Sir 
Thomas Sanders Chief Baron , Baron Whiddor 
Carus the Queens Secrjeant , Cer- 
rard the Queens Attorney ; and on the nether 
Sack fate M* Vaughan, and Te, Maſters of the 
Chancery, M* Spilman Clerk of the Parliament, 
M- Martin Clerk of the Crown, and Mr Peile his 
Joint Patentee. And behind them kneeled $7ith, 
Clerk of the Council , and Foxes Clerk of the 
Signet, Permiter and Diſter. 

Then the Queens Majeſty being Apparclled 
1n her Parliament Robes, with a Caul on her 
Head, came forth, and took her Seat ; the Mar- 
quels of Northampton carrying the Cap of Main- 
tenance 3 and after ſtood on her right hand the 
Duke of Norfolk, carrying his Marſhals Rod, 
and on her left hand the Earl of Northumberland, 
with the Sword, the Heralds alſo andSerjeants at 
Arms being before herz her Majcſties Mantle was

the Lord Chamberlain and the Lord of Hunſ1oz;, 
who alſo ſtood (till by her, for the aſliſting there- 
of ; when ſhe {tood up, her Train was born by 
the Lady Strarge, afliſted by Sir Francis Knolle; 
Vice-Chamberlain z at the left hand of the 
Queen, and on the South-fide, kneeled the La- 
dies, and at the Rail at the Queens back, on the 
right hand, ſtood the Lord Keeper 3 and on the 
left hand the Lord Trealurer. 

V Then the Queen (as aforeſaid) bejng placed 
at the South Door, came in the ouk: of Com- 
mons, bringing in between Sir Edward Rogers 
Comptroller of the Queens Houſe and Sir Frar- 
cis Knolles Vice-Chamberlain, VM" Richard On- 
flow Elqz the Queens Sollicitor, whom they had 
Choſen for their Speaker, and aftera Reverence 
done, proceeded after down to the Wall, and 
from thence came up to theRail, in the way do- 
ing three Reverences, and then began the ſaid 
Speaker to ſay, as followeth. 


F it pleaſe your Royal Majeſty, moſt Vertu- 
ous and molt Excellent Princels, At the hum- 

ble Suit of the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of 
your nether Houſe of Parliament , now Ailem- 
bled, was ſignified from your Majeſty, by the 
mouth of the Lord Keeper, by force of your 
Highneſs Letters of Commiſtion, your pleaſure 
and grant of free Election to the Knights, Citt- 
zens and Burgefles, to chuſe a fit, and learned 
man, to be their Speaker, inſtead of 7hors 1/771 
liams Elqz their late Speaker, whom it hath plca- 
ſed God to call to his Mercy. For which they 
have Commanded me, m their Names, to render 
unto your Majeſty molt humble thanks 5 And 
have Commanded and forced me , to my great 
grict, to {1gnifie to your Majelty , how accord- 
ingly they have proceeded to an Election , and 
choſen and afiigned me (as 1 may fay) . beive 
moſt unworthy to ſpeak mn this place, for this 
Parliament 3 and tor that I would not be ob{iti- 
nate, I am torcedl to wound my {elt with their 
Sword, which wound yet being green and 

(57 new, your Majcity being the periect Piy- 
lician, may Cure in difallowing that which 

they have allowed ; for that, without your cot- 
ſent 1t 1s nothing. And although I being very 
loth to trouble your Highnefs, have made Sur 
and uſed all ways and means to avoid it, vet 
could I find no remedy ; and therefore am dri- 
ven to ſcek remedy at your hands 3 tor though 
[ have the expericnce of their upriglitnetfs, wil 
dom and knowledge,which choſe me, who it ti: 
would have found any fault im me, wouldlig:itly 
have believed them (notwithſtanding that wer: 
tor the molt part given to think too much of our 
(elves) but in this Cay, that they ſeem to enable 
me to this calling, whercot I know my felf un- 
able, I cannot credit them, no more than the 
limple Patient grievouſly tormented with {ick- 
neſs, will believe the Phylician, nay the whole 
Colledge of them, it they fay he hath no grict, 
pain or lickneſs, I therefore do not attempt this 
O 
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releaſing of me for any eaſe of my ſelf, but 
would be glad to ſerve your Majeſty, to the ut- 
termoſt of my Power, in the Office of Sollict- 
torſhip, whereunto I am appointed , and not 1n 
this, being unfit for the ſame 3 and that for di- 
vers Cauſes. For firſt, I conſider, I have to deal 
with many well Learned, the Flower and Choice 
of the Realm , whole deep underſtanding my 
Wit cannot attain to reach unto. No, if they 
for great carefulneſs would often inculcate it in- 
to my dull Head, to ſignifie the ſame unto yorfr 
Highneſs, yet my Memory 1s ſo {lippery by Na- 
ture and Sickneſs, that I ſhould likely loſe it 
by the way 3 yet if perhaps I kept part thereof, 
I have no other knowledge to help my (elf with- 
all, but a little in the Law, far inferiour to di- 
vers in this Houſe; and ſo ſhould want Learning 
and Utterance to declare their meanings, as it 
requireth z ſpecially when Iconfider your Royal 
Majeſty, a Princeſs endowed with ſo many Ver- 
tues, Learning and flowing Eloquence , it will 
abaſh and aſtoniſh me 3 and therefore finding 
theſe infirmities, and other in me, I think my 
ſelf moſt unworthy of this place. I truſt there- 
fore only in your Highneſs, that you will diſ- 
allow this Ele&ion 3 and the rather, for that by 
the true intent of your ſaid Letters, it may not 
be gathered that they ſhould elect any of your 
Majeſties Officers 3 for although the words be to 
have their free Eleftion , yet the Law may re- 
ſtrain them in ſome meaſure : As for Example, 
we find in the Law, that if it would pleaſe your 
Majeſty , to grant Licence to a Dean and Chap- 
ter, to purchaſe to them and their Succefſors, a 
hundred pound yearly ; which words be gene- 
rally : yet if the purchaſed Lands be holden in 
Capite , this grant is. void. And again, if you 
grant the Fines and Amerciaments of all your 
Tenants to one , who after chanceth to be She- 
riff of aShire, yet being a Sheritt he cannot have 
them. So this {me ſcemeth_) if it pleaſe your 
Highneſs, ſerveth my Caſe. Another Caulc is for 
want of ſubſtance to maintain this my Counte- 
nance 3 but yet your Majeſties goodneſs in this 
point ſtoppeth my Mouth, for that I have none 
other living, but in manner by you. So for all 
theſe ES and divers others, as it ſhall 
pleaſe your Majeſty to conſider, I humbly deſire 
your Highneſs to diſallow this Election , - Com- 
manding them to repair again together, and to 
chuſe another more fit, to ſerve the ſame. And 
{o he ended, and did his Reverence. 


Then the Queen called the Keeper, declaring 
her opinion in Anſwering him , who returning 
to his place, faid as followeth. 


Mr Onſlow, The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
and well underſtood this diſabling your ſelf to 
this Officez and doth well perceive your earneſt 
Suit to be diſcharged of the ſame; and for An- 
\wer, hath Commanded me to- ſay , that ſhe 
doubteth not , but you very well underſtand, 
that when one 1s choſen to ſerve the Common- 


Wealth, it is not in him which 1s called, who 
hath appointed him thereunto. Alſo there is an 
old {imilitude, that like as it appertaineth to the 
head , to diſpoſe every inferior member in his 
place, fo it pertaineth to the Queens Majeſty, 
being the Head , to appoint every one in the 
Common-Wealth 3 This being truth , and her 
Majeſty withal remembring your Fidelity and 
long Experience 1n Parliament matters, and a- 
gain being choſen by ſo learned and expert men, 
thinketh therefore your fitneſs needeth not to 
be diſputed here, and therefore they giving unto 
you ſuch Faith and Credit, according to an An- 
tient Cuſtom , ſhe cannot but do the likez and 
alſo you in diſabling your ſclt have abled your 
ſelf, and therefore ſhe doth allow and approve 
this their EleQion , nothing doubting her opi- 


nion in your ability to ſerve this turn 3 and fo 
ended. 


Mr Onflow's Anſwer. 


Eeing that it hath pleaſed your Mafſty to 
ratify this Election , I to the uttermoſt of 
my power {thll ſerve your Highneſs, and this 
Common-Wealth 5 but firſt my humble ſuit is, 
that 1t would pleaſe your Majeſty, to accept my 
good will: and the better to diſcharge my Duty 
towards them which have Choſen me, that in 
great matters ſent from them, I may have acceſs 
to your Majeſty at times convenient, as the 
weight ſhall require. Secondly, If by weakneſs 
I ſhall miſtake the effe&t and meaning of the 
matters committed to me, by the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgeſles, and thereby againſt my will 
miſreport them 3 that then thereby this Com- 
mon-Wealth may take no detriment 3 but that 
I may confer again with them, the better to un- 
derſtand their meaning, and ſo with more words 
to utter the ſame unto you 5 And I ſhall pray, 
asI am bound, go God, for your long and proſ- 
perous Reign over us. 


Then her Majeſty called the Lord Keeper, and 
Commanded him to Anſwer him, which he did 
as followeth. 


Mr Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
your humble Petitions , and requeſt made unto 
her, the effe& whereof ſhe gathereth to ſtand 
in two pointsz firlt, for acceſs to her perſon ; 
and ſecondly , for me interpretation of your 
meaning, and allo larger Declaration thereof, if 
need be. For the former, her Highneſs (as her 
Noble Progenitors have done) is well contented, 
that 1n convenient tinie , and for convenient 
Cauſes, in convenient place , and without im- 
portunity (for that theſe parts now touched, have 
not been afore this time ſo well handled, as ſhe 
truſteth now it ſhall be) which conſidered, as 
free acceſs ſhe granteth you, as any other hath 
had, For the ſecond point, becauſe no man at 
all times may do fo well, but ſometimes things 


| may be uttered, which may be miſpoken 3 for 
which 
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which cauſe, in that time alſo you ſhall have her 
- intreatable 3 but ſhe thinketh your circumſpe- 
ion tobe ſuch as ſhe ſhall not therein need. And 
ſo ended. | 

Now a word or two to remember you here 
preſent of both the Houſes 3 firſt, this it is that 
I would adviſe you in this your proceeding, to 
prefer the moſt weighty matters firſt , and not 
trouble your ſelves with ſmall matters, and of 
no weight and therein allo, that all be done to 
underſtand the truth, and to avoid all ſuperflu- 
ous matters, and loſing or driving away of time. 
Secondly, It is profitable that you my Lords,and 
all others that be here , conſider that long time 
requireth great expences, and therefore wiſh you 
to make Expedition the rather , to avoid the 
fame. And yet not meaning ſuch Expedition, 
that any thing needful to be done , ſhould be 
lightly paſſed over , and not ſubſtantially done, 
and ſeen unto; but only I mean that you ſhould 
ſettle your ſelves wholly to mighty matters, and 
thoſe which be neceſſary , and to ſpare ſuperflu- 
ous things, and which needeth not 3 And this 
is the ſum [ have to ſay. 


Then the Speaker, and the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſfes of the Houſe of Commons, having 
made their low Reverence towards her Majeſty, 
departed to their own Houſe 3 and the Queen 
(after the Lord Keeper had by her Mafeſties 
Commandment, continued the Parliament unto 
the Morrow following) returned into her Privy- 
Chamber, and there ſhifted her , and then re- 
paired to her Barge; and fo to the Court: HaGe- 
rus ex Memoriali prefato.

ſties Marriage, and the Declaration of a certain 
Succeſſor, were agitated in the Houſe of Com- 
mons in the firſt Seſſion of this preſent Parhia- 
ment, in Ar. 5 Regin. Eliz. and thereupon the 

reateſt part of the ſaid Houſe, with Thomas Wil- 
Jai their Speaker, did prefer a Petition to her 
Majeſty, upon Thurſday the 28" day of January, 
in the ſaid fifth Year of her Majeſties Reign, by 
her Allowance 3 in which having humbly ſup- 
plicated her Majeſty to Marry, or in default of 
Iflue of her own Body, to declare a certain Suc- 
ccllor, they received a gracious Anſwer. But 
now the ſame Parliament reaffembling again to 
this ſecond Seſſion thereof in the eighth year of 
the Reign of the Queen, and finding nothing to 
have been aCted by her Majeſty in either kind;but 
that ſhe remained (till a Virgin, without alb like- 
lyhood of Marriage, and that the Succeſſion of 
the Crown depended upon great uncertainties ; 
ſome holding the Queen of Scots to have beſt 
Right, others the Counteſs of Lenox, being the 
Daughter of Margaret of England, by Archibald 
Dovgliſs Earl of Angniſſe, her Second Husband ; 
and others alſo argued very ſtrongly for Cathe- 
rize Counteſs of Hartford, being the Daughter 
and Coheir of Henry (rey Marqueſs Dorſet, and 
Frances his Wife, the Eldeſt Daughter and Co- 
heir of Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk, by 
Mary * the French Queen , being the youngelt 
Daughter of Herry the Seventh 3 and eſpecially 
ſceing that the Queen of Scots, having Married 
the Lord Darley, (whom ſhe had Created Duke 
of Albany, and had by him Ifſue a Son born be- 


fore the beginning of this Seſſion of Parliament, 
who afterwards was Monarch of- Great Britaiz ) 
and duly conſidering alſo,that the Scottiſh Queen 
had , during the Life of the French King her 


Husband, Jay his means pretended a right to the 
Kingdom Of Ergland, betore the Queen her 
ſelf, in reſpect of the Popes Authority 3 and that 
ſome alſo did not ſtick to ſet a broach the Title 
of the Lady Elianor, being the younger Siſter 
and Coheir with the Counteſs of Hartford, 
Married to the Earl of Cymberland: therefore I 
ſay all thele ſaid premiſles being duly weighed by 
both the ſaid Houſes of Parliament, it made them 
to be more earneſt in Petitioning her Majeſty at 
this time, to the ſame effect; although it ſeem- 
eth that the Petition delivered at this time, was 
chictly preferred in the name of the Lords of the 
Upper Houſe, as that other Petition had tormerly 
been preferred in the Name of the Commons, 1n 
the firſt Sefton of this Parliament, i» A. 5 Re- 
gin. Eliz. whence it hath come to paſs, that nei- 
ther of theſe Petitions being ſet down 1n the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Upper Houle of Com- 
mons, in either of theſe two Seſſions of Parlia- 
ment, the tines of their delivery have been ex- 
ceedingly confounded together , in all ſuch ſe- 
veral Copies as I have peruſed of them; in 
which, as alſo in Sir Robert Cottor's firſt Volume 
of the Journals of Parliament of the Queens 
time (which are very imperfe& and fragmentary) 
they are erroneoul]ly Entred to have been bot 


delivered in Az. 1563. in which Year, as alſo in 
part of the Year 1562. the Seſſion in Az. 5 Re- 
gin, Eliz. was continued.

The Archbiſhop of Tork , the Lord Treaſu- 
rer, and the other Lords, whoſe names are men- 
tioned in the former part of this day, with Sir 
Edward Rogers Knight,Comptroller of her High- 
nefs Houſhold, and Sir William Cecill Knight, her 
Majeſties Principal Secretary , and divers other 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, repaired 
to her Majeſty this Afternoon, being at her Pa- 
lace of Whitehall, to receive Anſwer from her 
Highneſs, touching thoſe two great buſineſſes of 
her Marriage, and the Declaration of her Suc- 
ce{lor, as appeareth plainly by the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, fol. 266. 4. 
where the report of her Majeſties Anſwer is ſet 
down, which ſhe gave this Afternoon; although 
there be no mention at all thereof 1n the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe. And 
that this was the cauſe and ground of their at- 
tending upon her Majeſty at this time, appear- 
eth alſo plainly by a certain Manuſcript Memo- 
rial, or Diary, kept and ſet down by Sir William 
Cecil, her Highneſs Principal Secretary (and af- 
terwards Lord Treaſurer of England) of the paſ- 
ſages of the greateſt part of her Majeſties Reign: 
in which the words are as followeth. 

Nov. 5. The Queen had before her thirty 
Lords and thirty of the Commons of the Par- 
liament ,- to receive her Anſwer concerning 
the Petition for the Succeſhon , and for Mar- 
riage, 

But whether the Lords preferred their ſaid 
Petition this Afternoon, or whether they had 
ſupplicated her Majeſty any time before , doth 
not any where certainly appear 3 neither can I 
poſſibly gather further than by conjecture : and 
ſo it is moſt probable , that though her Majeſty 
had notice before, what their Petition was, yet 
it was not preferred till this Afternoon. For but 
on Saturday Morning foregoing, which was'the 
ſecond day of this inflane pvember,t is plain,that 
the Committees of the Houſe of Commons (as 
appeareth by the Original Journal-Book of the 
ſame Houſe, on Thwrſday the 31 day of OFober, 
fol. 264. b. on which day the ſaid meeting of the 
Committees was appointed) did then meet to 
conſider and agree upon ſuch reaſons, as they 
(ſhould ſhew to the Committees of the Lords ; 
whereby they might induce her Majeſty , both 
to encline to Marriage, and to declare a Suc- 
ceſſor. | | 

And however Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Sea] , be not nominated 1n 
either of the Original Journal-Books of the Up- 
per Houſe, and Houſe of Commons, to have been 
preſent with the before-mentioned Lords and 
others; yet it is plain, that if the ſaid Petition 
was preferred this Afternoon , or whenſoever 
elſe, it was delivered from his mouth 3 as may be 

| gathered 
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gathered from the very Petition it ſelf enſuing 3 
andis ſo alſo expreſly ſet down by M* Camder 
in Anal Regin. Eliz. edit. Lngdun. Batav. A. D. 
1625. pag. 99. #nd though he had abſtained a 
while about this time from the Upper Houſe, 
by reaſon of his infirmity of the Gout, yet he 
was now in. the way of amendment and reco- 
very , repairing again to the ſaid Houſe on 
Saturday the 9. day of this inſtant November en- 
ſuing 3 and therefore might very well meet the 
before-mentioned Lords , and other the ſelected 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, at the Court 
this Afternoon. . 

So then, it being moſt probable that the Lords 
did both prefer their Petition this Afternoon to 
her Majeſty, touching thoſe two great matters 
of the Marriage and Succeſſion, and allo received 
her Majeſtics Anſwer 5 Therefore the ſaid Peti- 
tion doth here firſt enſue, which the Lord 
Keeper pronounced in theſe or the like words 
following, 


OST humbly beſcecheth your Excellent 
þ © Majeſty, your Faithful Loving and Obe- 
dient SubjeRs, all your Lords both Spiritual and 
Temporal Aſſembled in Parliament m your Up- 
per Houſe, to be ſo much their good Lady and 
Soveraign, as according to your accuſtomed be- 
nignity, to grant a Gracious and Favourable 
Hearing to their Petitions and Suits, which with 
all Humblenefs and Obedicnce, they are come 
hither to preſent zo your Majeſty, by my Mouth, 


in matters very nearly and dearly touching your 

moſ(t.Royal Perſon, the Imperial Crown of this 

your Realm, and Univerſal Weal of the ſame ; 

which Suits, for that they tend to the ſurcty and 

preſervation of thele three things, your Perſon, 
) 


Crown and Realm , the Dearelt Jewel that my 
Lords have in the Earth 5 therefore they think 
themſelves for divers reſpe&s greatly bound to 
make theſe Petitions 3 as firſt by their Duty to 
God, then by their Allegiance to your Highneſs, 
and laſtly , by the Faith they ought to bear to 
their natural Country. _ 

And like as, moſt Gracious Soveraign, by theſe 
Bonds they ſhould have been bound to make 
the like Petition upon hike occaſion to any 
Prince, that it ſhould have pleaſed God to have 
appointed to Reign over them 3; ſo they think 
themſelves doubly bound to make the "rm to 
your Majeſty, conlidering that beſides the Bond 
before-mentioned , they ſtand' alſo bound ſo to 
do, by the great.and manifold benefits they have 
and do receive daily at your Highneſs hands ; 
which, ſhortly to ſpeak, be as great as the Fruits 
of Peace, common quiet and Juſtice can give; 
and this with great care and charge to your Self. 
And thus, my Lords diverſly bound , as your 
Majeſty hath heard, are now to open to your 
Highneſs their humble Petitions and Suits, con- 
liſting in two points chiefly;whichnot ſundrily,or 
the one without the other, but both jointly they 
defire your Highneſ to aſſent to ; The Former 
, that it would pleaſe your Majeſty-to diſpoſe 


your ſelf to Marry., where it ſhall pleaſe you, 
with whom it ſhall pleaſe you, and as ſoon as 
it ſhall pleaſe you. The ſecond, that ſome ſuch 
limitation might be made, how the Imperial 
Crown of this Realm ſhould remain, if God 
call your Highneſs without Heirs of your Body 
(which our Lord defend) fo as theſe Lords and 
Nobles, and other your Subjefts then living 
might ſufficiently underſtand, to whom they 
ſhould owe their Allegiance and Duty due to be 
done by Subjefs, and that they might by your 
Majeſties Licence, and with your Favour treat 
and confer together this Parliament time, for 
the well-doing of this. The former of theſe two, 
which is your Marriage, they do in their hearts 
moſt earneſtly wiſh , and pray , as a thing that 
muſt needs breed and bring great and ſingular 
comfort to your Self, and unſpeakable joy and 
gladneſs to all true Engliſh Hearts. But the ſe- 
cond carrieth with it ſuch neceſſity, that with- 
out it they cannot ſee how the. fafety of your 
Royal Perſon, the preſervation of your Impe- 
rial Crown and Realm, ſhall be, or can be ſuf- 
ficiently and certainly provided for. 

Moſt Gracious and Soveraign Lady , The La- 
mentable and pitiful Eſtate andCondition, where- 
1 all your Nobles and Councellors of late were, 
when 1t pleas'd God to lay his heavy band upon 
you, and the amazedneſs that moſt men of un- 
derſtanding were by the Fruit of that Sickneſs 
brought into, is one cauſe of this their Petition 5 
The ſecond the aptneſs and opportunity of the 
time, by reaſon of this Parliament , whereby 
both ſuch advice, conſideration and conſent, as 
is requiſite in ſo great and weighty a cauſe , may 
be better heard and uſed, than at any other 
time, when no Parliament is. The third, for that 
the aflenting and performing of theſe Petitions, 
cannot as they think but breed great terror to 
our Enemies, and therefore mult of neceſſity 
bring great ſurety to your Perſon, and eſpecially 
by addition of ſuch Laws, as may be joined with 
this limitation for the certain and ſure obſerving 
of it , and preſerving of your Majeſty againſt 
all pra&tices and chances. The fourth Caule, for 
that the like (as it is ſuppoſed) hath been done 
by divers of your Noble Progenitors , both of 
old time and of late days 3 and alſo by other 
Princes your Neighbours of the greateſt Eſtate 
in Ewrope, and for that Experience hath taught, 
that good hath come of it. The fifth, for that 
it appeareth by Hiſtories, how that in times paſt, 
perſons Inheritable to Crowns being Votaries 
and Religious, to avoid ſuch dangers as might 
have hapned for want of Succeſſion to King- 
doms, have left their Vows and Monaſteries, and 
taken themſelves to Marriage, as Conſtantia a 
Nun, Heir to the Kingdom of Sicily , Married 


. after fifty Years of Age, to Herry the Sixth Em- 


perour of that name , and had Iſſue Frederick 
the Second. And likewiſe Peter of Aragon, be- 
ing a Monk, Married, the better to eſtabliſh and 
pacify that Kingdom. Again, Artonins Pins is 
as much commended, for that not two G79 06 
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fore his Death, he ſaid to his Council, Leto ani- 
mo morior, quoniam filium vobis relinquo. Pyrrhus 
is of all Godly men deteſted , for ſaying he 
would leave his Realm to him that had the 
ſharpeſt Sword, What but want of a Succeſſor 
known, made an end of ſo great an Empire as 
Alexander the Great did leave at his Death ? The 
fixth cauſe is, for that my Lords do judge the 
performing of this will breed ſuch an univerſal 
gladneſs in the Hearts of all your true and m— 
Subje&s, that likely and probably you ſhall fin 
them in all Commandments ready and glad to 
adventure their Goods, Lands and Lives in your 
Service , according to their bounden Duries, 
which of neceſſity muſt breed great ſurety alſo 
to your Majeſty. 

The ſeventh cauſe, becauſe the not doing of 
this (if God ſhould call your Highneſs without 
Heir of your Body (which God grant never be 
ſeen, if it be his Will) and yet your Majeſty 
right well knoweth, that Princes and their Off- 
ſpring, be they never ſo great, never ſo ſtrong, 
never ſo like to live, be yet Mortal, and ſubject 
every day, yea every hour to Gods Call) my 
Lords think, this happening, and no limitation 
made, cannot, by their Judgments , but be the 
occaſion of every evident and great danger and 

ril to all Eſtates and ſorts of men of this Realm, 
by the FaCions, Seditions and Inteſtine War, that 
will grow-through want of underſtanding to 
whom they hould yield Allegiance and Duty ; 
whereby much innocent blood is like to be ſhed, 
and many of thoſe to loſe their Lives , that 
ngw would gladly beſtow them for your ſake, 
in your Majeſties Service. The eighth, for that 
the not performing of this, the other happening, 
doth leave the Realm without Government, 
which is the greateſt danger than can happen to 
any Kingdom. For every Prince is anima Legis, 
and fo reputed in Law 3 and therefore upon the 
Death of Princes the Law dyeth 3 all the Offices 
of Juſtice, whereby the Laws are to be Execu- 
fed, do ceaſe ; all Writs and Commandments to 
call parties to the Execution of Juſtice, do hang 
in ſuſpencez all Commiſhons for the Peace and 
for the puniſhment of Offendors do determine, 
and loſe their forcez whereby it followeth c6n- 
ſequently , that Strength and Will muſt Rule, 
and nenher Law nor Reaſon, during ſuch a Va- 
cation and inter-Reign ; wherein ſuch an incer- 
tainty ofSucceſſi9n is like to laſt ſo longs it is to 
be feared (if Gods mercy be not the greater) 
that thereby we may become a prey to Strangers 
(which our Lord defend) or. at leaſt loſe the 
great honour and eſtimation that long time hath 
pertained to us.» 

And like as, moſt Gracious Soveraign , my 
Lords have been moved for the Worldly reſpe&t 
aforeſaid, to make theſe their humble Petitions 
to your Majeſty, ſo by the Examples, Counſels, 
yea and Commandments, that they have heard 

- out of the ſacred Scriptures, and for Conſcience 
fake feel themſelves conſtrained, and enfor- 
ced to do the like. God, your Highneſs know- 


eth, by the courſe of theScriptures hath declared 
Succeſſion and having of Children to be one of 
the principal Benedictions in this Life 3 and on 
the contrary he hath pronounced contrary wiſe ; 
and therefore Abraham pray'd to God for Ilue, 
fearing that Eliazar his Steward ſhould have been 
his Heirz and had promiſe that Kings ſhould 
proceed of his Body. Hannah the Mother of S4- 
muel, pray'd to God with tears for Iflue. And 
Elizabeth (whoſe name your Majeſty beareth) 
Mother to John the Baptiſt, was joyful when 
God had bleiſed her with Fruit, accounting her 
ſelf thereby to be delivered from reproach. 

And as this is a blefling in private Houſes, fo 
is it much more in Kingdoms, as it plainly ap- 
peareth by the two Kingdoms of Tfrae! and Ju- 
dah.Unto the Kingdom of Judah,containing but 
two Tribes or thereabouts, God gave Lineal 
Succeſiion by Deſcent of Kings 3 and therefore it 
continued a long time. The Kingdom of 1/-ael, 
containing ten Tribes or thereabouts, often de- 
ſtitute of lawful Heirs, the one half of the peo- 
u following the one , and the other half fol- 
owing the other, by Wars and Seditions being 
weakned, came ſoon to ruine, as plainly appear- 
eth by the third and fourth Book of Kings. . 


And again in the time of the Judges, becauſe 


were often-times overcome , and carried into 
Captivity, Beſides, it is plain by the Scriptures, 
that Godly Governors and Princes. (as Fathers 
of their Countries) have always been careful to 
avoid the great evil that might enſue, through 
want of limitation of Succeſſion, therefore Moſes 
did enjoin Jqſhna to be his Succeſſor, and David 
his Son Solomon, whereby a Sedition was appea- 
ſed, begotten by Adonijah; of this there be many 
Examples. 

Further, ſceing it may be eaſily gathered by 
Experience of all Ages paſt, that Civil Wars, ef- 
fuſion of Chriſtian Blood, and conſequently ru- 
ines of Kingdoms, do follow, where Realms be 
left without a certainty of Succeſſion 3 and your 
Majeſty is alſo informed of the ſame, and ſued 
unto for redreſs; if therefore now no ſufficient 
remedy ſhould be by your Highneſs provided, 
that then it ſhould be a dangerous burthen be- 
fore God to your Majeſty, and you were to 
yield a ſtrict account to God for the ſame 5 con- 
fidering you are placed, as the Prophet Exzechiel 
ſaith, 2» Altiſſamo ſpeculo of this Common-Wealth, 
and ſee the Sword coming , and provide no re- 
medy for the defence of it. Laſtly, The Spirit 
of God pronounceth by the Mouth of S* Paul 
to 17zmothy, that whoſoever maketh no due Pro- 
viſion for his Family, is in very great danger to 
Godward 3 and alſo by the Mouth of $* Fohr, 
that whoſoever ſeeth but one Brother in neceſ- 
fity , and doth ſhut up the Bowels of Pity and 
Compaſſion from him, hath not the Love of 
God remaining in him 3 whereby it is plain and 
manifeſt, how fearful a thing it were, if this 
whole Realm containing ſo many Families, were 


not in a perillous Caſe upon their Suit provided 


| for; 


there was no ordinary Succeſſion , the people - 
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for; or if the Bowels of Mercy ſhould be ſhut 
up from ſo many thouſands, which every way 
were like to fall into moſt extream miſeries , if 
God ſhould call your Highneſs without certainty 


of Succeſſion 3 which we pray toGod may never : 


happen. 

Moſt Excellent Princeſs,the places of Scriptures 
containing the ſaid threatnings be ſet forth with 
more ſharp words, than be here expreſſed. Thus, 
moſt Gracious Soveraign, your Lords and No- 
bles, both Spiritual and Temporal, have as brietly 
as they can, firſt ſhewed to your Majeſty , how 
diverſly they take themſelves bound , to make 
theſe their humble Petitions unto you : And 
then, what their Petitions bez And after that, 
what reaſons for Worldly reſpe&s, and what by 
the &riptures and for Conſcience ſake , have 
moved them thus to do; which here upon their 
Knees, according to their bounden Duty, they 
moſt humbly and eatneſtly pray your Majelty to 
have conſideration of in time and to give them 
ſuch favourable and comfortable Anſwer to the 
ſame, that ſome good effe&t and concluſion may 
grow before the end of the Scilion of this Par- 
liament, the uttermoſt day of their greateſt 
hope, whereby this Common-Wealth , which 
your Highneſs found to be /ateritia as Auguſtus 
did his, and by your great Providence is now 
come tobe marmorea, ſhall not for want of per- 
forming this, if God ſhall call your Highneſs 
without Heir of your Body, be in more danger- 
ous Eſtate and Condition, than ever it was that 
any man can remember. True it 1s, that this 
Suit is made by my Lords, not without great 
hope of good ſucceſs, by reaſon of the Experi- 


ence that they have had of your bountiful | B 


goodneſs ſhewed to them, and the reſt -of your 
loving Subjects divers and ſundry ways ſince the 
beginning of your Reign 3 which they pray to 
God long to continue , to his Honor, with all 
Felicity. | 


The Petition of the Lords being thus ſet down, 
of which it cannot be abſolutely and undoubt- 
edly determined, whether it were preferred this 
day or no ; Now in the next place muſt follow 
her Majeſties Anſwer ; which was without all 
doubt given this Afternoon to the before-men- 
tioned Lords, and thoſe other thirty Members of 
the Houſe of Commons; yet there is no mention 
at all thereof, either in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houſe, or in that before-cited Me- 
mortal or Diary of the greateſt part of the paſ- 
lages of her Majeſties Reign, colle&ed and ſer 
down by Sir Wil/zam Cecill, at this time her Ma- 
jeſties Principal Secretary : and therefore the 
greateſt light of it being gathered out of the O- 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
containing the agitations of this Seffion of Par- 
liament, de Az.

Comptroller of her Majeſties Houſhold, and Sir 
William Cecill, her Highneſs Principal Secretary 
above-mentioned) it doth plainly appear , that 
touching her Marriage , her Majeſty gave them. 
ſome hope of it ; but excuſed her ſelf, in nor 

declaring a Succeflor, in reſpe& of the great dan- 
ger thereof; and therefore comparing this with 
that which M* Camden hath ſet down, touching 
this Anſwer, in Anal. Regin. Eliz, edit. Lugdun., 
Batav. A. D. 1625. pag. 101, & 102. It may ve- 
ry well be gathered, and it is molt likely, that 
that Anſwer of her Majeſty, of which I had a 
Copy by me, being erronioully placed, as that 
alſo of Sir Robert Cottons 1s 1n the firſt Volume of 
his Parliamentary Journals (being very imperfe&

The Clerk, or 
ſome by his appointment ; having written the 
names of the Lords Spiritual and Femporal, in 
fuch Form as they are ſet down upon Friday the 
I5. day of January, in the firſt Sctiion of this 
Parliament, in Azno 5 Regin. Eliz. (@nuod wide) 
he figneth the name of every Lord that 1s pre- 
ſent, with theſe Letters Pr. (on the dexter Mar- 
gent of the ſaid name) and it the Houle fit a- 
gain in the Afrernoon,and any of the ſame Lords 
be preſent, then allo. betore thoſe names that had 
been marked 1n the fir{t part of the day, are the

In the Original Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houſe is no entrance or mention made of the 
continuance of the Parliament.

On Monday the 3ot* day of December, the 
Lord Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, met, but nothing was done, 
fave only the continuance of the Parliament by 
the Lord Keeper vinto Thurſday the 2% day of 
Jarnary following 3 upon which day in the At- 
ternoon the Parliament was Diſſolved. 

On Thurſday the 2% day of Faruary, the Lord 
Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, were preſent (although through 
the negligence of Francis Spilman Eiq;, at this 
time Clerk of the Upper Houſe , it doth not 
certainly appear who they were in the Original 
Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe) but no Bill (as 
it ſeemeth) was read, or any thing elſe done ; 
but only the Parliament continued by the Lord 
Keeper , which is there Entred in manner and 
form following, viz.

Nota, That it appears in the Original Journal-

Net alſo, That in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houſe, there is no mention made 
of any thing that was done, or of any Speech 
uſed, nor touching the Diſſolution of this pre- 
ſent Seſſion of Parliament , : but only that her 
Majeſty 'was there preſent, with divers Lords 
bath Spiritual and [Temporal ;. and. therefore I 
have ſapplyed the wholc Proceedings of this Af- 
ternoon at large, .out of a very Copious and 
Elaborate Anonymous Memorial thereot. I had 
by me 3'which-al{o/] have in ſome places ſupplyed 


out of the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe 


of Commons, although it be ſo little and ſhort, 
as it may rather be called matter of Confirmation 
than Enlargement 3 in which alſo it ſhall laſtly 
ſuffice to touch briefly, that I have always ob- 
ſerved, contrary to the ordinary courſe, to in- 
ſert all ſuch Speeches and other paſſages (as large- 
ly as by any good Authority I might) into the 
Journal of the Upper Houſe , in which Houſe 
they were agitated and uttered, and to the Jour- 
nal of which Houſe they do moſt properly be- 
long, and do only for Order fake add ſome ſhort 
expreſſions thereof in the Journals of the Houſe 
of Commons. The faid Paſſages of this After- 
noon do now next enſue out of the above-men- 
tioned Manuſcript Memorial. 


The Queens Majeſty between two or three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon (of this preſent 
Thurſday being the ſecond day of January, in the 
ninth year of her Reign) came by Water from 
Whitehall, and Landed on the backſide of the 
Parliament-Chamber. And fo the Earl of Weſt- 
morland bearing the Sword afore her, the Lady 
Strange the Train, with the Lords in their daily 
Apparel, and Heralds attending on her, ſhe pro- 
ceeded up into the Privy-Chamber, to prepare 
her ſelf in her Parliament-Robes, during which 
time the Lords and Juſtices put on their Parlia- 
ment-Robes, and took their places. 

And upon the upper Woollfack fate the Lord 
Keeper, till the Queen came, and then went to 
his place , at the Rail on the right hand of the 
Cloth of State. 

On the Woollſack on the Northſide , ſate Sir 
Robert Catlin, and Sir James Dyer, the two Chief 
Juſtices, and Richard Read under, and MF Ger- 
rard the Queens Attorney. 

On the Sack on the Southſide, fate Sir Willians 
Cordall Maſter of the Rolls, Juſtice Brown, Juſtice 
Welſh, and Serjeant Carus. 

On the Weſtlide fate Vaughan and Yale, Ma- 
{ters of the Chancery, M* Spilmar Clerk of the 
Parliament, M* Powle Deputy and Joint-Patentec 
with M- Martir, Clerk of the Crown ; afore 
which Sack ſtood a little Table. 

Then the Queens Majeſty being Apparelled in 
her Parliament-Robes, with a Caul on her Head, 
came forth, and proceeded up and took her Seat ; 
the Marqueſs of Northampton carrying the Ca 
of Maintenance, and ſtood on her right hand 
and the Earl of Weſtmorland the Sword at her 
left hand, with the Heralds and Serjeants at Arms 
before her; the Queens Mantle born up on either 
fide from her Arms, by the Earl of Leiceſter, and 
the Lord of Hu»ſdor, who always ſtood (till by 
her for the afliſting thereof, when ſhe ſtood up ; 
her Train born by the Lady Strange, afliſted *. 
the Lord Chamberlain, and Vice-Chamberlain. 
At the left hand of the Queen, and Southſide, 
kneeled the Ladies-3 and behind the Queen, at 
the Rail, ſtood the Lord Keeper on the right 
hand, the Lord Treaſurer on the left hand, with 
divers young Lords, and Peers Eldeſt Sons. 

Then all being placed, M* O-/ow the Speaker 

Q. 
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was brought in, between Sir Francis Knoles 
Vice-Chamberlain, and Sir Ambroſe, Cave Chan- 
ccllor of the Dutchy 3 and after Reverence 


done, proceeded down to the Wall, and from | 


thence came up to the Rail, in the way making 
three Reverences 3 and (ſtanding there, made 
other three like Reverences, and then began his 
Oration, as followeth. | 


OST Excellent and Vertuous Princels, 
| \/ | &c. Where I have been Ele&ed by the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of this your ne- 
ther Houſe to be their Mouth, or Speaker, and 
thereunto appointed and allowed by your Ma- 
jeſty, to ſupply the ſame room, to the bewray- 
ing of my wants, ſpecially, that thereby I ſhall 
be forced utterly todiſcover the barrenneſs of my 
learning before this Noble Aſſembly, which not 
a little grieveth me, and would gladly be excu- 


ſed, conſidering the true ſaying , How there 1s 


no difference between a wile Man and a Fool, if 


tHey may keep filence 3 which I require. But 
again, conſidering your-Majelties Clemency, ta- 
king in good part the good will of the party, for 
want of ability , which putteth me-in remem- 
brance, and good hope perſ{wading me, that you 
will not take your ſaid Clemency from me,' con- 
trary to your Nature. 

Again, when I conſider my Office, as Speaker, 
It is no great matter, being but a Mouth, to ut- 
ter things appointed me to ſpeak unto you, and 
not otherwiſe 3 which conſiſteth only 1n Speak- 
ing, and not in any other Knowledgez whereby 
I gather how it is neceſlary, I ſpeak imply,” and 
plainly, according to the truth and truſt repoſed 
in me. And thus, confidering whoſe Mouth 1 
am, which choſe me to ſpeak for them , being 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles , who were 
not alſo by the Commons choſen for their Elo- 
quence, but for their Wiſdom and Uiſcretion, by 
this means being fit men to whom the Commons 
have ——_—_ the care and charge of them- 
ſelves, Wives and Children, Lands and Goods, 
and ſo in their behalf to foreſee, and take order 
for all things neceſlary. Thus they being Choſen 
by the plain Commons, it is necefiary they Elect 
a plain Speaker, fit for the plain matter, and 
therefore well provided at firſt to have ſuch a 
one as ſhould uſe plain words, and not either ſo 
fine that they cannot be underſtood, or elfe fo 
Eloquent , that now and then they mils the 
Cuſhion. 

But now upon occaſion of. beholding your 
Grace and this Noble Aſſembly, I conicer the 
manifold and great benefits, which God ſuddenly 
hath ſent unto this Country 3 for although God 
hath granted the benefit of Creation and Con- 
ſervation , with many other Commodities ,- to 
other Nationsof the World, yet this our Native 
Country he hath bleſſed, not only with the like, 
but alſo with much more fruitfulneſs than any 
other ; of which great andineſtimable benefit of 
Gods preferment, which a h better by, the 
want that others have of the ſame, I am occa-

| coned now to ſpeak , the rather to. move and 
give moſt hearty thanks 


{tir up. our-hearts, to 
to God for the ſame. 

Now to ſpeak of Government by Succeſſion, 
Election, Religion, or Policy; Firſt, if the Body 
ſhould want a Head , it were a great Monſter ; 
{o it is likewiſe, if it have many Heads, as if upon 
every ſeveral Member were a Head. And to ſpeak 
,of one Head; although in the Body be divers 
Members, which be made of Fleſh, Bones, Sj- 
news and-Joints , yet the one Head thereof go- 
verneth wiſely the ſame 5 which if it ſhould 
want , we ſhould be worſe than wild Beaſts, 
without a Shepherd, and ſo worthily be called a 
Monſtrous Beaſt. 

Again , If the Body ſhould be Governed by 
many Heads, then the ſame would ſoon come to 
deſtruftion,by reaſon of the Controverſy amongſt 
them, who would never agree, but be deſtroyed 
without any Foreign Invaſion 3 therefore God 
ſeeth it is needful, that the people have a King, 
and therefore a. King is granted them 3 _— 
therefore the beſt Government is to be ruled by 
one King, and not many, who may maintain 
and cheriſh the good and Godly, and puniſh the 
Ungodly and Offenders. 

As for Government by Election, in that is 
great variance, partiality, ſtrifes and part-takings. 
As for Examples, amongſt the reſt take out one, 
which 1s: called the moſt Holy , as that of the 
Pope 3 and weigh how holily and quietly it is 
done, called indecd holy and quiet, but utterly 
unholy and unquiet , with great part-takings 
and ſtrifes, 

Now touching Religion. To ſce the Divine 
Providence of God, how that many Nations be 
Governed by one Prince, which were impoſſi- 
ble, but that God Ordereth it ſo, by whom the 
Order of Regiment 1s appointed, and that in his 
Scripturesz wherefore the SubjeQs ought to o- 
bey the ſame, yea although were evil, and 
much more. thoſe that be good. So God hath 
here appointed us, not a Heathen, or unbelieving 
Prince, as he might, but a Faithful, and one of 
his own Children, to govern us his Children: in 
which Government the Prince ſerveth God' two 
ways3 as a Man, and asa King. In that he is a 
Man, he ought to live and ſerve God, as one of 
his good Creatures ; And jn that he is a/King, 
and fo Gods ſpecial Creature, he ought to make 
Laws whereby God may be truly worſhipped, 
and that his Subjefts might do no injury one to 
another, and ſpecially to make quictnefs amongſt 
the Miniſters of the Church ; to extinguiſh and 
put away all hurtful and: unprofitable Ceremo- 
nies in_ any Caſe rary. to Gods word; in 
which 'point we have'1in'your Majeſties behalt 
great thanks to give unto God, in ſetting forth 
unto us the Liberty of Gods word, whereof be- 
fore we were bereaved ,. and that yow have-re- 
formed the State of the corrupt Church, now 
drawing Souls out: of. dangerous errors, which 
afore by that Corruption they were-led and 
brought unto, pubs FR 
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And concerning Policy, God hath Commit- 
ted to your Highneſs wwo Swordsz the one of 
which may be called the Sword of War, to pu- 
niſh outward Enemies withal, and the other the 
Sword of Juſtice, to Corre offending Subjects: 
in which point of Policy your Majeſty 1s not 
behind your Progenitors 3 for although at your 
Entrance you found this Realm in War, and un- 
garniſhed with Munition , and that with ſuch 
ſtore as never was before; yet you have dillodg- 
ed our antient Enemies which were planted and 
placed even upon the Walls of this Realm. And 
concerning Policy in Laws, as Bones, Sinews and 
Joints be the force of a Natural Body, ſo are 
good Laws the ſtrength of a Common-Wealth : 
And your Laws be conliſting of two points, the 
Common Laws, and the Statutes. 

And for the Common Law, it is ſo grounded 
on Gods Laws and Natures, that three ſeveral 
Nations governing here have all allowed the 
ſame; which is not inferior, but rather ſuperior, 
and more indifferent than any other Law. For 
by our Common Law, although there be for the 
Prince provided many Princely Prerogatives and 
Royalties 3 yet it is not ſuch, as the Prince can 
take money, or other things, or do as he will at 
his own pleaſure without order : but quietly to 
ſuffer his SubjeQs to enjoy their own, without 
wrongful oppreſſion, wherein other Princes by 
their Liberty do take as pleaſeth them, 

Ariſtotle faith, That the Lite of the Prince is 
the Maintenance of the Laws , and that it isbet- 
ter to be governed by a good Prince , than by 
good Laws; and ſo your Majeſty, as a good 
Prince,, is. not given to Tyranny , contrary to 
your Laws 3. but have and do pardon divers of 
your Subjed&s offending againſt the Laws. As 
now for Example , of your ſpecial Grace you 
have granted a general Pardon, either without 
our ſeekino, or looking for z whereby it is the 
better welcom. Again your Majeſty hath not 
attempted to make Laws contrary to Order, but 
orderly have called this Parliament , who per- 
ccived certain wants, and thereunto have put 
their helping hand, and for help of evil manners, 

ood Lawsare brought forth ; of the which we 
., beſeech your Excellent Majeſty, ſo many as you 
ſball allow, to inſpire with the breath of y our 

Majelties Power 3 whereby they may be quick- 
ned, which now want Life, and fo be made 
Laws. | 

Furthermore concerning Payments to be made 
to the Prince, it is as to deliver the ſameto Gods 
Miniſters, who are appointed always for our de- 
fence 3 wherefore your humble Subjects do offer 
a Subſidy, to be put into. your Majeſties Trea- 
ſure; which. although it be but as'a Mite, or a 
Farthing, yet is the good will of them to be re- 
puted as the poor Widows was in the Goſpel ; 
wherein I muſt not omit to do that which never 
Speaker did before; wiz. to deſire your Majeſty 
not to regard this ſimple offer of ours, but there- 
in to accept our good will, wherein your Highneſs 
hath prevented me in taking in the beſt part our 
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good will ; and required us to retain in our 
hands part of our gift , and accounting it to be 
in our Purſes as in your own; and fo 1s our Duty, 
beſides the Policy thereof; it being for our own 
Defence : and alſo honeſty, for that we have 
received many benefits by your Majeſty 3 for he 
that doth a good turn, deſerveth the praiſe, and 
not he which afterwards goeth about to reward, 
or doth reward the ſame. Allo giving moſt heart 

thanks to God, for that your Highneſs hath fig- 
nified your pleaſure of your inclination to Mat- 
riage 3 which afore you were not given unto, 
which is done for our ſafeguard; that when God 
{hall call you, you ſhall leave of your own Body 
to ſucceed you , which was the greateſt promiſe 
that God made to David, and the greateſt re- 
queſt that Abrahamz defired of God, when God 


promiſed him exceeding great reward : Who 
ſaid, Lord, what wilt thou give me, when I go 
Childleſs, and he that is the Steward of mine 
Houſe, is mine Heir? Therefore God grant us, 
that, as your Majeſty hath defended the Faith 
of Abraham, you may have the like defire of 
Iflue with you. And for that purpoſe, that you 
would ſhortly imbrace the holy State of Matri- 
mony, to have one, when and with whom God 
ſhall appoint, and beſt like your Majeſty 5 and 
ſo the Iflue of your own Body, by your Exam- 
ple, Rule over our Poſterity 3 and that we may 
obtain this, let us give our moſt humble thanks 
to God for his manifold benefits beſtowed upon 
us, and pray for the Reign of your Majelties 
Iflue, after your long defired Government 3 and 
ſo ended and did his Obeylance. 


Then the Lord Keeper (after the Queen had 
called him, and . told him her mind) Anſwered 
to MF Speaker, and faid. 


M- Speaker, The. Queen hath heard and un- 
derſtood your Wiſe and Eloquent Oration, 
whereby principally I gather four things 3 Firſt, 
Diſabling your ſelf. Secondly, Concerning Go- 
vernance. The third, rouching the Sublidy. And 
laſtly, In giving thanks 3 which allo was inter- 
mingled very wilcly 1n all parts of your Ora- 
tion. 

And for the firſt, In diſabling your (elf, you 
have therein contrarily bewrayed your own 
ableneſ.. 

For the ſecond , Concerning Governance, as 
well by Succeſſion as Eleftion, of Religion and - 
Policy , in which Diſcourſe you have dealt well, 
I theretort leave it, and mean to ſpeak only a 
few words, ' as to your laſt word Policy. 

Politick Orders be Rules of all good Adcte, 
and touching thoſe that you have made to the 
over-throwing of good Laws, - they deſerve re- 
proof as well as the others deſerve praiſe 5 in 
which like caſe you err, 1n bringing her Majeſties 
Prerogative in Queſtion , and for that thing, 
wherein ſhe meant not to hurt any of your Lt- 
berties. And again, the grant of her Letters Pa- 


| tents In Queſtion is not a little marvail, for that 
Q 2 theremn 
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therein you find fault z which 1s now no new 
deviſed thing , but ſuch as afore this time hath 
been uſed and put in practice, howbeit her Ma- 
zeſties nature is mild and full of Clemency 3 fo 
that ſhe is loth herein to be aulterezand therefore, 
though at this time ſhe ſuffer you all to depart 
quietly unto your Countnes for your Amend- 
ment, yet as it is needful, fo ſhe hopeth that the 
Offenders will hereafter uſe themſelves well. 

Again, touching the good Laws, which you 
have taken great pains in making 3 if they be 
not Executed, they be not only as Rods without 
Hands to execute them, or as Torches without 
Light, but alſo breed great contempt : therefore 
look well to the Execution 3 for if it be not 
done, -the fault is in ſome of us, which ſhe put- 
teth orderly in truſt to ſee it done. 

For the third point , concerning the preſent- 
ment of the Subſidy , her Majeſty biddeth me 
ſay, that when the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral granted it unto her, ſo ſhe truſteth you will 
be as careful in gathering of it z which I, and 
others be witneſs, how very unwilling and loth 
ſhe was to take, but to avoid further inconve- 
nience. 

And laſtly , Concerning knowledge of bene- 
fits, and giving of thanks, which you have well 
declared be many, yet one in compariſon above 
all, yea a fruit above all other, and whereby you 
may enjoy all the other, which is her Marriage z 
whereof ſhe hath put you in good hope. 

Further, I have to put you in remembrance 
of three things; the firlt 1s, that where now-you 
acknowledge benefits, and as you have cauſe to 
give thanks, ſo ſecondly, that you be not un- 
mindful hereafter to do the like; And thirdly, 
that in all your doings hereafter, you ſhow your 

lves, that all theſe benefits be had in remem- 
rance, and not forgotten; for that it ſhould 
be a thing againſt reaſon in humane Creatures ; 
ſpecially therefore now it behoveth you all, as 
you have acknowled get benefits, and for them 
given thanks in the firſt point , ſo that you ſee 


the other two obſerved. And then her Majeſty 
will not fail likewiſe thankfully to accept the 
ſame; and fo ended. 


Thus far out of the before-mentioned Memo- 
rial, touching the Paſlages and Speeches of this 
preſent Afternoon. Now followeth the manner 
of her Majeſties giving her Royal Aſlent to ſuch 
Ads as paſied, out of one of the Original Journal- 
Books of the Upper Houſe, durante Regno Regin. 
Eliz. viz. in an. 30. although it be not & expreſly 
ſet down in that of this preſent Seſſion of Par- 
liament. 

Then were the Titles of all the Adts read in 
their due Order, and the Bill of Subſidy ; to 
which the Clerk of the Parliament ſtanding up 
did read the Queens Anſwer in manner and form 
following.

Nota, That here to the Subſidy Bill, becauſe 
it 15 the meer gift of the Subje&t, the Queens 
Conſent is not required for the paſhing of it ;

Nor to the Bill of Pardon, becauſe it is ori- 
ginally her free gift , is any other circumſtance 
required , than that the thankful tance 
thereof by the Lords and Commons be likewiſe 
expreſſed ; it being but once read in either 
Houſe, before it come thus at laſt to be expedi- 
ted. Now .to all other Bills, either private or 
publick, the Queens expreſs conſent, though in 
different words, is always requiſite, as follow- 
eth,.vis. 

The Bills of Subſidy and Pardon being paſſed 
in manner and form as aforeſaid, then were the 
publick Ads read; to every one of which allow- 
ed by the Queen, the Clerk of the Parliament 
read in French theſe words following , vis.

Toevery private A& that paſſed, the ſaid Clerk 
of the Parliament read the Queens Anfiver in 
theſe French words following, viz.

Hen the Queen ſtanding up, ſaid (after ſhe 

had given her Royal Aflent unto nineteen 
publick' As, and thirteen private) My Lords, 
and others the Commons of this Aſſembly , al- 
though the Lord Keeper hath, according to Order, 
very well Anſwered in my Name, yet as a Periphraſss 
I have a few words further,to ſpeak unto you: Not-

done mine. And now to conclude, all this notwith- 
ſtanding (not meaning to make a Lent of Chriſt- 


mas) the moſt part of you may aſſure your ſelves, 
that you depart in your Princes Grace.

11. The Marriage of King Philip and Queen 
Mary, it is true, was treated on before, yet no- 
thing could abſolutely be concluded till the 
whole Treaty and Articles of Marriage were ſo- 
lemnly and ſolidly debated in Parliament, ® which 
being agreed to, they confirm and eſtabliſh 
them by a Law. 

12, We your Majeſties moſt humble Subjets, 
cannot forbear , but with all humbleneſfs moſt 
thankfully to ſet before the ſame, our moſt 
lowly thanks for three ſpecial matters proceed- 
ing from your Majeſty to our benefit, joy and 
comfort in this preſent Aſſembly. 

Firſt, For the more Princely conſideration 
had of us in the forbearing at this time ſome 
portion of that , which according to the great- 
neſs and neceſlity of your Afﬀairs, we of Duty 
meant and intended to have yielded unto your 
Majeſty. 

Secondly, For the moſt comfortable aſſurance 
and promiſe by your Majeſty made and decla- 
red unto us, that for our Weal and Syrety, your 
Majeſty would Marry as ſoon as God Thould give 
you opportunity to accompliſh the ſame, where- 
of we have received infinite comfort, and ſhall 
pray to Almighty God to further and proſper all 
your Mafeſties Actions tending thereunto, that 
we your moſt natural Subjects may ſpeedily ſee 
ſome noble Iflue of your Body, to continue 
perpetually by Deſcent the Succeſſion of this Im- 
perial Crown. 

Thirdly, For the great-hope and comfort we 
have conceived by - means of your Majeſties 
moſt Honourable Speech, uttered and declared 
unto us, of your moſt Gracious and Princely 
Diſpoſition and determination, when time there- 
unto ſhall ſerve conveniently, with the Surety of 
your Majeſties Perſon, and the Weal and Tran- 
quillity of your Realm, to have due regard to 
the further eſtabliſhing of the Scceſſzon of your 
Imperial Crown.

But as ſoon as the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geſles had Aſſembled themſelves in the Houſe of 
Commons,and neither unmindful of the weighty 
Charge committed unto them , nor letting (lip 
the opportunity of the time offered, had begun 
to meks entry (as it were) to treat of that they 
had in hand, they immediately found their de- 
fet, and want of their Mouth and Speaker, 
Thomas William Eſqz, lately from them by Death 
bereft., which was there openly and manifeſtly 
made known unto them, by Sir Edward Rogers 
Knight, Comptroller of her Majeſties Houſhold. 
For remedy of which defe(t , they fell to Con- 
ſultation, what was moſt meet to be done, in 
that ſo needful, unexpefted, and unexperimen- 
ted Cauſe. In which Deliberation, it was thought 
good, and wholly agreed upon, that the ſaid 


Sir Edward Rogers Knight , a chief Member of 


that Aſſembly and Fellowſhip, accompanied 
with Sir Francis Knolles Knight , her Highneſs 
Vice-Chamberlain, Sir W:l;iazz Cecill Knight, her 
Majeſties Chief Secretary, Sir Ambroſe ave K*, 
Chancellor of her Highneſs Dutchy of Lancaſter, 
four chief Members of that Aſſembly and Fel- 
lowſhip, and divers others , to the number of 
twelve perſons , ſhould (as ſent from and with 
the mind of the whole Houſe) make their rela- 
tion of this ſo happened, unto the Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal, and unto all the foreſaid 
Lords, at that time likewiſe being in their Court, 
i0 mindful attendance to their Charge z And 
therewith alſo in humble wiſe ſhould requeſt 
them, to have their Aid and Conjunction, both 
for the intimation of the matter unto the Queens 
Highneſs, and alſo for knowledge of her Graci- 
ous good Pleaſure and Will therein 3 all which 
matter and Petition , the ſaid M* Comptroller, 
afhſted with the Perſonages and Company as 
aforeſaid appointed, did in comely order, and 
diſcreet modeſty, make manifeſt and known un- 
to the ſaid Lords. After which the Lord Keeper, 
firſt requiring the ſaid Perſonages a while to 
withdraw themſelves, then commended the 
Order of the matter unto the ſaid Lords, fitting 
in Conſultation for the ſame 3 by whom, upon 
conſidered advice therein had , it was by them 
all _ ſeeming,to ſignifie unto the ſaid Com- 
mons , by the Perſonages aforeſaid ſent , that 


they thought it expedient and good, the ſaid 
Lord Keeper, the Lord Treaſurer of E-g/azd, 
the Duke his Grace of Norfolk, and the Lord 
Marqueſs of Northampton , Accompanied with 
the four before-recited Perſonages of the ſaid 
Commons Houte, being all of her Highneſs moſt 


' Tear of our Reign, the 


Honourable Privy-Council , ſhould in the name 
of both the Aſſemblies, with all humbleneſs and 
due celerity, make intimation of their ſaid Eſtate, 
and thePetition thereupon depending, unto her 
ſaid Highneſs. To which advice the ſaid Com- 
mons, upon knowledge had of the ſame, wholly 
aſlented. And then it was agreed, that the Houſe 
ſhould meet again on the Morrow following at 
nine of the Clock. 

OnTweſday the firſt day of OFober, the Knights, 
Citizens, Burgeſles and Barons of the Houſe 
of Commons, being Aſſembled together in their 
own Houſe, about nine of the Clock 1n the Fore- 
noon, teport was made unto them (by Sir Ed- 
ward Rogers Knight, Comptroller of her Maje- 
ſties Houſhold , as is moſt probable, in reſpe& 
that he was the Chief Privy-Councellor of the 
Houſe) that her Majeſty had been moved ac- 
cording to the former Order, for her Licence to 
chuſe a Speaker, and that they ſhould receive 
Anſwer thereof this day in the Upper Houſe ; 
and thereupon, as ſoon as they had notice, that 
divers of the Lords, Spiritual and Temporal, with 
Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of Exg/and, were Aſſembled in the 
Upper Houſe, and expected their repair thither, 

preſently went up unto the Lords, where 
the Lord Keeper ſhewed forth a Commiſſion 
from her Majeſty under the Great Seal of Eng- 
land, direfted unto him, which he Commanded 
the Clerk openly to read. 

Which Gid Commiſhion , as alſo the greateſt 
part of the foregoing days paſlages, are tranſcri- 
bed out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houſe, and inſerted here, as into the due 
and proper place. Which very things were in 
part alſo mentioned in the Original Book of the 
Houſe of Commons , with the paſlages of this 
preſent Tieſday, although in both I have not 
omitted to Tupply ſome things my ſelf , which 
might eaſily be gathered by the comparing of ſe- 
veral things together. The Tenor of the ſaid 
Commiſſion enſueth verbatim.

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day the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and alſo the 
ſaid Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes being Aſſem- 
bled, for this preſent Parliament at Weſtminſter, 
in their accuſtomed places, the ſaid Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgeſſes have declared unto us, that the 
ſaid Thomas Williams ſ/nce the laſt Seſſion of this 
preſent Parliament, is dead. And thereupon have 
made their humble Suit and Petition unto us, that 
they might have Licence and Commandment from 
us, to proceed to ele among themſelves, one other 
to be their Speaker for the reſt of this preſent Par- 
hament yet to come. Wherefore We, ha ving certain 
and perfett knowledge, that the ſaid Thomas Wil- 
liams #s dead, as they have alledged, and conſider- 
ing their humble Petition and Requeſt , very nect 
and neceſſary to be granted , have appointed and 
Conſtituted you, and by theſe Preſents, We do Will, 
Command, C onſlitute and Appoint you, for us and 
in our Name , to call the ſaid Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſſes before you, and other the Lords Spi-

And there- 
upon we-will further ſgnifie our pleaſure unto them, 
what day and time they ſhall preſent the perſon E- 
leQed before us, as heretofore hath been in like caſes 
accuſtomed to be done 5 wherefore our Will and 
Pleaſure is, that you do diligently attend about the 
doing of the premiſes , and execute the ſame with 
oa. In Witneſs whereof we have cauſed theſe our 
tters of Commiſſion to be Sealed with our Great 
Seal of England. Witneſs our Self at Weſtmin- 
ſter, the firſt day of Oftober, in the Eighth Tear 
of our Reign. The reſidue of this Days Paſlages 
llows out of the Journal of the Houſe of Com- 
Mons. 

As ſoon as the ſaid Commiſſion had been read, 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles, and Barons 
of the Houſe of Commons , departed into their 
own Houſe ; where Sir Edward Rogers Knight, 
Comptroller of her Majſties Houſhold, declared 
unto them , that for as-much as Richard Onſlow 
Eſqz, her Majeſties Sollicitor General , was a 
Member of their ſaid Houſe , being Elected a 
Burgeſs for the Borough of $S}in the County 
of Suſſex, they would-uſe ſome means to have 
him reſtored unto them '(who as yet attended in 
the Upper Houſe) to join with them in their E- 
lettion of a Speaker. And thereupon, notice 
thereof being given to the Lords of the Upper 
Houſe, upon Conſultation had amongſt them, 
the ſaid M* Onflow was ſent down with the 
Queens.Serjeant at Law, M* Cars, and M* At- 
torney General, - to ſhew for himſelf, why he 
ſhould not'be a Member of this Houſe, who al- 
ledging many weighty reaſons , as well for his 
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Office of Sollicitor, as for his Writ of Attendance 
in the Upper Houſe, was nevertheleſs ad judged 
to be a Member of this Houſe. And thereupon 
proceeding to the Ele&ion , M* Comptroller no- 
minated M* O»/{ow to be Speaker, who humbly 
diſabled himſelf, as well for non-ability of ſab- 
{tance meet for that place, as alſo for his Oath 
made to the Queens Majeſty, and required them 
to proceed to a new Election; upon whole Ar- 
guments the Houſe was divided , and the num- 
ber to have him Speaker was eighty two, and 
the contrary was {ixty. And immediately Mr 
Comptroller, and M* Vice-Chamberlain, brought 
him from his place, to the Chair, and there ſet 
him down. 

On Wedneſday the ſecond day of Oober, be- 
tween three and four of the Clock in the After- 
noon, the: Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the 
Houſe of Commons, repaired to the Upper 
Houſe (having notice that her Majeſty with the 
Lords and divers others were already ſet in the 
ſaid Houſe, expecting their coming) where 
Richard Onſlow Elq:, their Speaker Ele&t , was 
led up to the Rail or Bar at the lower end of the 
ſaid Houſe, between Sir Edward Rogers Knight, 
Comptroller of her Maje(ties Houſhold, and Sir 
Francis Knolſes Knight, her Highneſs Vice- 
Chamberlain, and ſo preſented unto her Majeity 
where having diſabled himſelf in many reſpects, 
he was notwithſtanding allowed by her Majeſty, 
by the Mouth of the Lord Keeper. After which 
having deſired free acceſs ro her Highneſs, and 
pardon for himſelf, it he ſhould in any thing 
unwittingly fail or miſtake ; the Lord Keeper, by 
her Majeſtics Commandment , declared her full 
Aſlent to the faid particulars. And thereupon 
the ſaid Speaker , being now compleatly and 
perfectly 1nveſted in his place, departed back ' 
with the reſ:due of the Houſe of Commons, un- 
to their own Houſe; where according to the 
uſual Form , one Bill had its firſt reading ; 27z. 
The Bill how SanCtuary-perſons ſhall be com- 
pellable for payment of their Debts, 

Nota, That the Paflages of this Afternoon, 
containing im them the manner of the Preſent- 
ment and Allowance of the Speaker, were in 
part tranſcribed out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, and 1n part 
out of a certain Anonymous Memorial [ "as by 
me, containing the toreſaid matters at large ; in 
both which , it doth appear directly , that the 
ſaid Richard On/low Efqz, her Majeſties Sollicitor 
General, now Speaker of the ſaid Houſe, did 
contrary to all former and Jatter Preſidents,only 
Petition her Majeſty in behalf of the Houſe, for 
free acceſs; and did very 1gnorantly omit , or 
careletly forget to mention thoſe two other an- 
tient and undoubted Priviledges of the ſame 
Houſe ; viz. Liberty of Speech, and Freedom 
from Arreſts for themſelves and Followers 3 or 
elſe perhaps he thought and conceived, that thoſe 
aid rights of the Houſe were fo evident and un- 
queſtionable, as they needed no further Con- 
firmation. And doubtleſs, whatſoever the ſaid 
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M* O»/low conceived, yet the Event at this Seflt- 
on of Parliament, notwithſtanding his omiſhion, 
made it moſt clear, for thoſe two great buſineſſes 
of her Majeſties Marriage , and declaring a Suc- 
ce{lor, coming into agitation at this time, M* 
Mounſon, MW Bell , M* Paul Wentworth , and 0- 
thers uſed ſo great Liberty of Speech, as (I con- 
ceive) was never uſed in any Parliament, or Sel- 
ſion of Parliament before, or ſince. Nor were 
they any leſs zealous to maintain and preſerve 
that their other priviledge of freedom from Ar- 
reſts (omitted likewiſe by the ſaid M* Onſlow) 
when occaſion was offered , than at any other 
time. 

A motion finally was made this day by Sir Wit 
liam Cecil, her Viajeſties Principal Secretary, that 
one Her.

On Wedneſday the 16** day of OFober, Two 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the ſecond being the Bill for 
Aſſurance of Fines and Recoveries to be good, 
from the beginning of the Reign of Queen Eliz. 
although the Original be imbezelled,was read the 
firſt time. 

This Morning finally the Dean of Weſ#mrinſter 
(according to the appointment of the Houſe on 
Thuly laſt, the 10% day of this inſtant OFo- 
ber foregoing) was preſent at the Bar, with his 
Councel 3 viz. Mr. Edmond Plowden of the Mid- 
dle-Temple, and Mr. Ford a Civilian. The Dean 
himſelf made an Oration in defence of the San- 
Ctuary, and alledged divers Grants by King Lu- 
cins and other Chriſtian Kings, and Mr. Plowder: 
alledged the Grant for Sanctuary there by King 
Edward five hundred years ago; viz. Dat. in 
An. 1066. with great reaſons in Law and Chro- 
nicle 3 and Mr. Ford alledged divers Stories and 
Laws for the ſame ; and thereupon the Bill was 
committed to the Maſter of the Rolls, and o- 
thers (not named) to peruſe the Grants, and 
to certifie the force of the Law now for San- 
Ctuaries. 

On Thurſday the 17 day of OFober, the Bill 
affirming the Conſecration of Archbiſhops and 
Biſhops within this Realm , was read the ſecond 
time, and Ordered to be ingroſled. 

Sir Edward Rogers Knight, Comptroller of her 
Majeſties Houſhold , moved the Houſe to have 
conſideration of the Queens Majeſties late great 
and extraordinary expences, to proportion out 
ſome ſapply accordingly. And thereupon Sir 
William Cecil Knight, her Highneſs Principal Se- 
cretary, made an Excellent Declaration of the 
Queens great Charges in defending New-Haverr 
in France, in repairing and increaſing the Navy 
and Munition , her Charges alſo againſt Joh: 
Omneyle in Jreland 5 and immediately thereupon, 
all the Privy-Council being Members of this 
Houſe, the Maſter of the Rolls, and forty others 
of the Houſe, whoſe names are omitted through 
the negligence of the Clerk , were nominated 
and appointed to conſider of the rate and pay- 
ment of ſome ſupply and aid to be given to her 
Majeſty, and Ordered to meet to Morrow 1n the 
Afternoon, in the Star-Chamber. | 

On Friday, the 18* day of OFober, Four Bills 
had each of them one reading, of which the laſt 
being the Bill touching prices of Barrels and Kil- 
derkins, was read the third time. 

A Motion was made by Mr. Mo/ineux, for the 
reviving of the Suit touching the Declaration of 
a Succellor, in caſe her Majelty ſhould die with- 
out Iflue of her own Body 3 which Suit had, 
been firſt moved by the Houſe , and their Peti- 
tion preferred therein, in the firſt Seſſion of this 
Parliament, in Aro 5 Regin. Eliz. and that the 
ſaid buſineſs touching the Declaration of a Suc- 


ceſlor , and the Subſidy Bill might proceed to- 
_ which Motion was very well approved 
y the greater part of the ſaid Houſe. 

And thereupon divers Propoſitions and Rea- 
ſonings enſued , this great buſineſs being once 
moved, although it ſhould ſeem in the conclu- 
ſton thereof, that the greater part of the Houſe 
were reſolved to recontinue the faid Suit , and 
to know her Highneſs Anſwer : Although Sir 
Ralph Sadler Knight Banneret, one of her Privy- 
Council, had declared and affirmed unto the 
Houſe, that he had heard the Queen ſay, in the 
preſence of divers of the Nobility, that for the 
Wealth of the Realm, her Highneſs was minded 
to Marry. Vide plus concerning this matter on 
Monday the 25% day of November following, 
whither all the days are referred, on which this 
buſineſs was agitated. 

On Saturday the 19 day of OFober, the Bill 
touching Fines and Recoveries to be good from 
the beginning of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
although the Originals be loſt, was read the fe- 
cond time, and, as it ſhould ſeem, was commit- 
ted to M* Seck ford and others, 

Three Bills tinally were brought down to the 
Houſe from the Lords, of which one was the 
Bill for the Indenization of John Stafford, born 
beyond the Seas 3 and another for prevention 
of fraudulent gifts in Bankrupts. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil, and Sir Francis Knoles, 
her Majeſties Vice-Chamberlain , declared unto 
the Houſe , that the Queens Majeſty was, by 
Gods ſpecial Providence, moved to Marriage, 
and that ſhe mindeth for the Wealth of her 
Commons, to proſecute the ſame. 

Sir Ambroſe Cave Chancellor of the Dutchy, 
and Sir Edward Rogers Comptroller of her Ma- 
jeſties Houſhold, affirmed the ſame , and there- 
upon perſwaded and adviſed the Houſe to ſee 
the ſequel of that , before they made farther 
Suit touching the Declaration of a Succeſlor, 

But againſt this Opinion divers Lawyers of 
the Houſe (although their names are negligent- 
ly omitted, the chief, of them being Mounſor, 
Bell, and Kingſmill) did argue very boldly and 
judiciouſly. And fo prevailed with the greateſt 
part of the Houſe, as that it was reſolved, con- 
trary to the foregoing Motion of thoſe of her 
Majeſties Privy-Council , to recontinue their 
Suit touching the Declaration of a Succeſlor, and 
to get the Queens Anſwer. And to that end it 
was Ordered , that all the Privy-Council being 
Members of this Houſe, with forty four others 
(whole names are omitted in the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the ſaid Houſe) ſhould meet to Mor- 
row, to conſult and adviſe in what manner they 
might move the Lords of the Upper-Houſe, to 
join with them in this matter. 

This is the ſecond day in which this great bu- 
ſineſs was agitated in the Houſe of Commons, up- 
on which doubtleſs thoſe four Privy-Councellors, 
who firſt moved to have a ſtop made of it, did 
it not without her Majeſties ſpecial Direion 
(who, as it 1s very probable, foreſaw even then 
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the great inconveniencies, which the further pro- 
ſecution thereof would produce) as ſee more at 
large,that it did indeed fo fall out, upon Monday 
the 25" day of November enſuing. 

Mr Secretary Cecil ({eeing his former Motion 
could not prevail to ſtop the foregoing reſoluti- 
on of the Houſe, partly, as may be conjectured, 
to divert it, and partly that the matter of ſup- 
ply might preceed it) made a Declaration of the 
Rates of one Subſidy,and one fifteenth and tenth, 
according to the proportion of that Subſid 
which had been given in the firſt Seffion of this 
Parliament (in ar. 5 Regin. Eliz.) but withal 
propoſed further days of payment.

On Monday the 21 day of Ofober, ſome 
Addition , which had been annex'd to the Bill 
touching Coopers (as it ſhould ſeem) after the 
third reading thereof (which was on Friday the 
18, day of this inſtant-OZober foregoing) was 
read the firſt , ſecond: and third time, and ſo 
paſled with the Bill.

Theſe two foregoing Bills, which paſſed this 
Houſe this Morning, were ſent up to the Lords

turned thanks unto their Lordſhips for their

And after 
thanks to the Queens Majeſty for her Gracious 
Pardon, offered the Subſidy , and the Pardon. 
And when the Lord Keeper had made a ſhort 
Anſwer to the ſpecial points of the Oration of 
the Speaker, and that the Queens Majeſty had 
given her Royal Aſlent to thirty four As, viz. 
nineteen publick Acts, and fifteen private z im- 
mediatly it pleaſed her ſaid Majeſty to declare in 
a moſt Excellent Phraſe of Speech and Sentence, 
that ſhe ſeemed not pleaſed with the doings of

Copies I had of the Speeches of Sir Nicholas Ba- 
con, Lord Keeper, at the beginning and conclu- 
ſion of this ſaid Parliament, this enſuing Journal 
1s much enlarged. And therefore to avoid con- 
faſton , whatſoever 1s here inſerted out of the 
laid private Journal, 1s particularly diſtinguiſhed 
from that which 1s taken out of the above-men- 
tioned Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe, by 
lomeg Animadverſions or Expreſſion thereof, 
both before and after the inſerting of it. Nei- 
ther doth the Original Journal-Book it {elf of 
the Upper Houſe, want ſome matter of variety, 
\ belides the ordinary Reading, Committing and 
paſſing of Bills, in reſpe& that Sir Robert Þrm 
Knmghr, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, 
was appointed by her Majcſties Commiſion, un-

Y right Loving Lords, and you our right 

Jannfat and Obcdient Subjects, we in the 
name of God, for his Service, and for the ſafety of 
this State, are now here Aſſembled , to his Glory 1 
hope, and pray that it may be to your Comfort, and 
the common quiet of our, yours , and all ours for 
ever.” And. then looking on the right (ide of her, 
towards Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal of Ezglaud , ſtanding a little 
beſide the Cloth of Eſtate , and ſomewhat back 
and lower from the ſame,ſhe willed him to ſhew 


the cauſe of the Parliament, who thereupon 
ſpake, as followeth. 


H E Queens moſt Excellent Majeſty , our 

molt Dread and Gracious Soveraign, hath 
Commanded me to declare unto you, the Cauſes 
of your Calling and Aſſembly at this time, which 
I mean to do as briefly as I can , led thereunto 
as one very loth to be tedious to her Majeſty, 
and alſo becauſe to wiſe men, and well-diſpoſed 
(as [judge you be) a few words do ſuffice. The 
aules be chiefly two, The one to eſtabliſh or 
dillolve Laws, as beſt ſhall ſerve for the Gover- 
nance of the Realm. The other, ſo to conſider 


| Prudence you foreſee, that few or no perſwaſt- 
T 


known. 


And as to the Temporal Laws, you are to Exa- 
mine whether any of them already made, be too 
ſharp or too ſore, or over-burthenous to the Sub- 
ject; or whether any of them be too looſe or too 
loft, and ſo over-perillous to the State. For like 
as the former may put in danger many an Inno- 
cent, without cauſc, particularly 3 fo the ſecond 
may put 1n peril both the Nocent and Innocent, 
and the whole State univerſally. You are alfo 
to examine the want and ſuperfluity of Laws : 
you are to look whether there be too many Laws 
for any thing, which breedeth fo many doubts, 
that the Subject ſometimes 1s to ſeek how to ob- 
ſerve them, and the Councellor how to give ad- 
vice concerning them. 

Now the ſecond, which concerns a ſufficient 
proviſion for the Crown and State ; herein you 
are to call to remembrance, how the Crown of 
this Realm hath been many ways charged extra- 
ordinarily of late 3 not poſhibly to be born by 
the ordinary Revenues of the ſame , and there- 
fore of neceſlity to be relieved otherwiſe ; as 
heretofore 1t hath commonly , and neceflarily 
been. For like as the ordinary charge hath been 
always born by ordinary Revenues, ſo the ex- 
traordinary charge hath always been ſuſtained by 
an extraordinary reliet. This to thoſe that be of 
underſtanding is known, not only to be proper 
to Kingdoms and Empires, but allo is, hath been, 
and ever will be a necellary peculiar pertaining 
to all Common-Wealths, and private States of 
men, from the higheſt to the lowelt ; the rules 
of reaſon hath ordained it ſo to be. 

But here I relt greatly perplexed , whether I 
ought to open and remember unto you, ſuch 
reaſons as may be caſily produced, to move you 
thankfully and readily to grant this extraordi- 
nary relief or no : I know the Queens Majeſty 
conceiveth ſo great hope of your prudent fore- 
ſecing what 1s to be done, and of your good 
wills and readineſs to perform that, which b 
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ons at all are needful for the bringing 
pals. Nevertheleſs, becauſe by the antient order 
heretofore uſed, it is my Office and Duty ſome- 
what to ſay in this Caſe , and likewiſe all men 
alſo that be preſent, neither underſtand alike, 
nor remember alike ; Therefore I mean, with 
your favour and patience, to trouble you with 
a few words , touching this point. True it Bs, 
that there be two things that ought vehemently 
to move us, frankly, bountifully, and readily to 
deal in this matter. The former is the great be- 
nefits, that we have received; the ſecond 1s the 
neceſſity of the Cauſe. If we ſhould forget the 
former , we are to be charged as moſt ungrate 
and unthankfulz and the forgetfulneſs of the ſe- 
cond doth charge us, as uncareful of our own 
Livings and Liberties, and of our Lives z the 
former moveth by Reaſon,and the ſecond urgeth 
by Neceſlity. And here, to begin with the for- 
mer, albeit that the benefits that the Realm hath 
received by Gods Grace, and the Queens Maj- 
{ties Goodneſs, both for the number and great- 
cls, are ſuch as may be more eaſily marvelled 
at, than worthily weighed and conſidered; Yet 
mean I to remember briefly three of them, where- 
of the firſt and chief is reſtoring and ſetting at 
Liberty Gods holy Word amongſt us ; the great- 
eſt and moſt precious Treaſure that can be 1n this 
World : for that either doth, or ſhould benefit 
us in the beſt degree 3, to wit, our Minds and 
Souls ; and look how much our Souls excel our 
Bodies, ſo much muſt needs the benefits of our 
Souls excel the benefits of our Bodies 3 whereby 
alſo, as by a neceſſary conſequent, we are deh- 
vered, and made free from the Bondage of the 
Roman Tyranny ; therefore this is to be thought 
of us the moſt principal benefit. 

The fecond is the ineſtimable benefit of Peace 
during the time of ten whole years together, and 
more ; and what is Peace? 1s It not the richeſt 
and moſt wiſhed for Ornament that pertains to 
any publick Weal ? Is not Peace the mark and 
end that all good Governments direct their aCti- 
ons unto ? Nay, is there any benefit, be it ne- 
ver ſo great, that a man may take the whole 
Commodity of, without the benefit of Peace ? Is 
there any (o little Commodity,but through Peace 
a man may have the full fruition of it ? By this 
we generally and joyfully poſſeſs allzand without 
this generally and joyfully we poſſeſs nothing. 
A man that would ſufficiently conſider all the 
Commodities of Peace, ought to call to remem- 
brance all the miſeries of War 3 for in reaſon it 
ſeems as great a benefit in being delivered of 
the one, as in the poſlefſing of the other. Yet 
if there were nothing, the common and lament- 
able Calamities and Miſeries of our Neighbours 
round about us, for want of Peace, may give us 
to underſtand what bleſſedneſs we be in that 
poſleſs it. There be that never acknowledge be- 
nefits to their value, whilſt they pofleſs them, 
but when they be taken from them, and ſo find 
their want z marry ſuch be not worthy of them. 
Now is it poſlible, trow you, that this bleſſed 


this to | 


benefit of Peace could have been from time to 
time thus long conſerved and conferred upon us, 
had not the mind , affe&ion and love, that our 
Soveraign bears towards us her SubjeQs , bred 
{ach care over us in her Breaſt, as for the well 
bringing of this to paſs, ſhe hath forborn no care 
of Mind, no travel of Body, nor expence of her 
Treaſure, nor fale of her Lands 5 no adventu- 
ring of her Credit, either at home or abroad? a 
plain and manifeſt Argument, how dear and pre- 
tious the ſafety and quiet of us her Subjects be to 
her Majeſty. And can there be a greater perſwa- 
fion to move us to our power to tender the like? 

The third is the great benefit of Clemency 
and Mercy. I pray you, hath it been ſeen or 
read, that any Prince of this Realm , durin 
whole ten years Reign, and more, hath had hig 
hands fo clean from Blood? If no offence were, 
her Majeſties Wiſdom in Governing was the 
more to be wondred at 3 and it offences were, 
then her Majeſties Clemency and Mercy the 
more to be commended. Mzſericordza ejus ſuper 
omnia opera ejus. Belides, like as it hath pleaſed 
God ten years and more, by the Miniſtry of our 
ſaid Soveraign , to bleſs this. Realm with thoſe 
two ineſtimable benefits of Peace and Clemency, 
ſo there is no cauſe but the ſame might by Gods 
Grace have continued twenty Years longer, 
without intermiſhion , had not the Raging Ro- 
maniſt Rebels entertained the matter. And here 
it is to be noted, that this Merciful and Peace- 
ful Reign of ten Years and more, hath hapned 
in the time of Chriſts Religion now eſtabliſhed. 
I cannot think that any man can follow me in 
this, in the time of the Romiſh Religion ſince 
the Conqueſt. Nay a man might affirm, that this 
is an Example for times to come ,: without an 
like in times paſt z comparing Singula ſingulis, 
what ſhould I ſay? theſe be the true Fruits of 
true Religion. I could further remember you of 
the Fruits of Juſtice, the benefit of reſtoring 
your Money to Fineſs 3 yea, I could put you in 
mind, but I think it needs not, 1t happened fo 
late, of a Subſidy granted, whereof the Queens 
Majeſty of her own bountifulneſs, remitted the 
one half z was the like here in Ezgland ever ſeen 
or heard of ? But being out of doubt, that 
theſe benefits already remembred be ſufficient 
of themſelves to move you to be thankful to 
your Power, I leave any longer to detain you in 
this point. 

And albeit a Subje& cannot yield any benefit 
to his Soveraign in the ſame nature that he recei- 
veth it 3 becauſe every benefit is more than Du- 
ty, and more than Duty a Subject cannot yield 
to his Soveraign: Yet can it not be denied, but 
a Subjedts acknowledging of benefits received, 
joined with good will to yield as far as Liberty 
will reach, doth ſufficiently fſatisfie for the Sub- 
je, for ultra poſſe non eſt eſſe. To your beſt ations 


therefore addreſs ye. And thus much concerning 
benefits. 


Now to the ſecond part , concerning urging 
by Neceſlity, true it 18, that the extraordinary 
matters 
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matters'of Charge, =. fince the laſt Af- 
ſembly here, urging.to have by neceſlity a relief 
granted,  among(t many others be theſe. Firſt, 
The great Charge in ſuppreſling the late North- 
ern Rebellion, with em, alſo 11 gr ns, 
thoſe the Queens Majeſties Enemies in Scotland, 
that aſſiſted the Rebels,and madeRodes into Emg- 
land. The continual growing Expences, by rea- 
ſon of Ireland, as in fubduing the Rebels within 
that Realm, and withſtanding the Scots North- 
ward, and other Foreign Forces, intending In- 
valion Southward. To theſe three Charges by 
Land, you may add a fourth by Seaz as the 
preparation and ſetting forth of Ships, partly for 
the defence againſt all Foreign Forces, ſuſpected 
and intended, partly for the ſafe condutting of 
the Wares and Merchandizes in greater ſtrength 
and longer cut than heretofore hath been uſed. 
Theſe and ſuch like extraordinary Charges, 
whereof there be ſundry , with the remains of 
old Charges not poſlible to be born by the ordi- 
nary Revenue, and yet of neceſlity to be ex- 
pended, do greatly exceed. any extraordinary 
aid therefore commonly granted. Again, the 
great decay of the Queens Majeſties Cuſtoms, by 
reaſon of ſtay and alteration of Trafftick (albeit 
upon juſt occaſion.) hath bred no ſmall want ; 
for although in time it is not to be doubted, but 
that will grow again to his old courſe, and con- 
tinue with great Surety 5 Yet in the mean time, 
this want muſt ſome-way be ſupplied 5 for you 
know the Horſe muſt be provided for, whilſt the 
Graſs is in growing, Art the leaſt let us do fo 
much for our ſelves , as we do for our Horſes. 
For our ſelves it is that are to be relieved in this 
Caſe. This I muſt needs ſay, that it the Queens 
Majeſty did uſe in matters of Expence , to do 
as commonly Princes heretofore have uſed to do, 
then with the more difficulty might ſuch extra- 
ordinary aid be aflented unto, and yet of nece(- 
fity to be had, to withſtand a greater neceſſity. 
It hath been uſcd in times paſt, that Princes plea- 
fares and delights have been commonly followed 
1n matters of Charge, as things of neceſlity. And 
now, becauſe, God be praiſed, the relieving of 
the Realms neceflity 1s become the Princes Plea- 
ſure and Delight, a noble Converlion (God con- 
tinue it, and make us as we ought to be, earn- 
eſtly thankful for it!) A Princely Example ſhew- 
ed by a Soveraign for Subjctts to follow. To de- 
{cend in ſome particulars:What need I to remem- 
ber unto you, how the gorgeous, ſumptuous, 
ſuperfluous Buildings -of time paſt be for the 
Realms good, by her Majeſty in this time turned 
to neceflary Buildings, and upholdings? The 
chargeable, glittering, glorious Triumphs, into 
delectable Paſtimes and Shows ? Emballadors of 
Charge into ſuch as be void of exceſs, and yet 
honourable and comely? Theſe and ſuch like are 
dangerous dams , able to dry up the flowing 
Fountains of any Treaſure 3, and yet theſe im- 
perfeftions have been commonly Princes Peculi- 
ars, eſpecially young. One free from theſe was 


accounted Rara avis, &c. and yet (God be | 


thanked) a Phenix, a Bleſled Bird of this kind 
God hath bleſſed us with. I think it may be af. 
firmed, and that truly, that there hath not been 
any matter of great Charge taken in hand by 
her Majeſty in this happy Reign of twelve Years 
and more, that hath not been thought before 
convenient to be done for the Weal and profit 
of the Realm3 fo far her Highneſs is from ſpend- 
ing of Treaſure in vain matterg, and therefore 
the rather how can a man makeany difficulty to 
contribute according to his Power ? ſpecially, 
in maintaining of his Sovereign , his Country, 
his Self, his Wife and Children, and what not ? 
having ſo long a proof by experience, of ſuch 
an imployment ? Here I would put you in mind 
of extraordinary Charges to come, which in rea- : 
ſon ſeems evident, but ſo I ſhould be over tedi- 
ous unto you, and fruſtra fit per plura quod fieri 
poteſt per panciora, And therefore here I make 
an end, doubting that I have tarried you longer 
than I promiſed or meant, or percharice needed, 
your wiſdoms and good inclinations conſidered. 
But you know things are to be done both in form 
and matter. And my truſt is, that if I had 
ſtayed , I may be warranted by either , or by 
both, that you will take it in good part. Thus 
far out of the Copy of this foregoing Speech.

Her Majeſty and the Lords being thus ſet, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of 
Commons, had notice thereof, and thereupon re- 

ired to the Upper Houſe, with Chriitopher 

ray Serjeant at Law,their lately EleQed Speaker, 
whoſe preſentation to her Majeſty , and allow- 
ance by her, being not mentioned in the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the ſaid Houſe, are there- 
fore wholly tranſcribed out of that before-cited 
Anonymous Journal , more particularly men- 
tioned at the beginning of this preſent Journal, 
the ſame alſo in effe& being contained in theOri- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
fol.

The ſaid Speaker being led up to the Rail or 
Bar, at the lower end of the Upper Houſe, by 
two of the moſt Honourable Perſonages of the 
Houſe of Commons, did there, after three Re- 
verences made, humbly beſeech her Majeſty, ac- 
cording to the uſual courſe, that albeit he could 
not obtain of the Commons (who had Ele&ed 
him to be their Speaker) for ſuch cauſes, as he 
had alledged, to be disburthened of that place, 
that ſo ſome other more fit. and able' might be 


choſen, that yet her Highneſs would youchſafe 


to

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to have conſideration of the greatneſs of the | 


Service, and therefore to require them eftſoons 
to return to the Houſe, and to make a new 
Choice. To'which his Petition, the Lord Keeper, 
by her Majeſties Commandment, Anſwered and 
faid. 


That as well for that her Highneſs had under- 
ſtood of him, as for that the Commons had cho- 
ſen him, his Requeſt could not be granted. 


Whereupon' the ſaid Speaker being allowed, 
he deſired rq,be heard to fay ſomewhat concern- 
ing the orStiy Government of a Common- 
Weal, which to be duly done, he ſaid, there 
were three things requiſite, Religion, Authority, 
and Laws. By Religion, he ſaid, we do not 
only know God aright , but alſo how to Obe 
the King or Queen, whom God ſhall afiign to 
Reign over us 3 and that, not in Temporal Cau- 
ſes, but in Spiritual or Eccleliaſtical 3 in which 
wholly her Majeſties Power is abſolute. And 
leaving all'/proots of Divinity to the Biſhops, and 
Fathers (as he ſaid he would) he provd the 
ſame by the praQtice of Princes within this Realm; 
and firlt, made remembrance of Lycixs the firſt 
Chriſtian King, who having written to Elrthe- 
rixs the Pope , 1300. Years paſt for the Ro- 
man Laws, he was Anſwered, that he had the 
Holy Seriptures, out of the which he might draw 
to himſelf, and for his Subjets, Laws by his own 
good difcretionz for that he was the Vicar of 
Chriſt over the People of Brittain. The Con- 
queror' (he ſaid) in the Ereftion of Batte/- Abby, 
granted-rhat the Church ſhould be free from all 
Epiſcopal Juriſdiction. 

Henry the Third gave to Ranulph Biſhop of 
London, the Archbilhoprick of Canterbury , by 
theſe words, Rex, &c. Scratis quod dedinms Di- 
leF. nojtro Ranulpho Archiepiſcop. Cantuarien, 
quem inſtituinms Anulo &> Baculo. The Ring, he 
laid, was the ſign of perfection ; The Staff the 
lign of Paſtoral Rule, which he could not do, if 
theſe Kings had not had and uſed the Ecclefiaſti- 
. cal Powers. In the Reports of the Law, we find 

that an Excommunication of a certain perſon 
came from the Pope under his Leaden Bull ; and 
was ſhewed in abatement of an Action brought 
at the Common Law ; which, beſides that it was 
of no force, the King and Judges were of Mind, 
that he who brought it, had deſerved Death, fo 
to preſume on any Foreign Authority ; which 
Authoriy*being now by Gods Grace , and her 
Highneſs means, aboliſhed, and the freedom of 
Conſciences, and the truth of Gods word eſta- 
bliſhed 3 we therefore ought greatly to thank 
God and her. 

For Authority , or the Sword, whereby the 
Common-Wealth is ſtayed , three things he ſaid 
are requiſite ; Men, Armour and Money. For 
Men, their good wills he faid were molt, being 
of itſelf a ſtrong Fortreſs. For Armor, the ne- 
cellity he ſhewed in part, and how requiſite Trea- 
fure was, he a little declared. And concluded, 


that all three muſt be conjoined, Men, Armour 
and Mony. 

Laſtly for Laws, the third ſtay of the Com- 
mon-Wealth; he ſaid there muſt be conlidera- 
tion in making them , and care in Executing of 
them 3 in ws Foe ſuch, as by the providing for 
one part of the Common-Wealth, the re(t ſhould 
not be hindred, which were indeed a mitter 
moſt pernicious; and this he vouched out of Plato 
de legibus. For Execution, he ſaid, that ſince the 
Law of it (elf is but Mute, ſet in Paper, not able 
todo ought, the Magiſtrate (except he will be 
alſo Mute) muſt be the Doer, and then is a good 
Law ſaid to be well made, when it 1s well Exe- 
cuted « for aim legis eſt executio. 

Hereupon he ſaid ſomething in commendation 
of her Majeſty, who had given. free courſe to 


y | her Laws, not ſending or requiring the ſtay of 


Juſtice, by her Letters or Privy-Seals, as here- 
tofore ſometime hath been by her Progenitors 
uſed. Neither hath ſhe pardoned any , without 
the advice of ſuch, before whom the Offendors 
have been Arraigned,and the Caule heard. 

His Oration being ended, he then made four 
Petitions 3 the firſt, that the Perſons, Servants 
and Goods of all coming to that Aſſembly,might 
be free from all Arreſts. Secondly, That for 
Cauſe of Conference , they might have acceſs to 
her Majeſty. Thirdly, If any ſent ſhould not 
truly report, or in part miſtake the meaning of 
the Houſe, that the ſame ſhould be by her High- 
neſs favourably heard. And laſtly, That 1n the 
Houſe all men might have free Speech. 


This Oration being ended, by direQion from 
her Majeſty, and inſtruftions given what ſhould 
be faid, The Lord Keeper Anſwered thus 3 divi- 
ding his Speech into three parts, the firſt, where 
he had ſometimes inſerted commendations of her 
Majeſty, he faid, her Highneſs would not ac- 
knowledge ſo great perfeftions to be 1n her 3 
bat ſaid, that they ſhould be inſtructions tor her 
better proceedings in time to come. The ſecond 
part of his Oration, he ſaid, concerning the Rule, 
for ordering of the Common-Wealth, ſhe well 
liked of, and wiſhed, that as he had well con- 
ceived of it, and well uttered the ſame, ſo he 
and others would endeavour the Execution 
thereof. 

For his Petitions, he ſaid, her Majeſties Plea- 
ſure was, that the firſt ſhould be granted, with 
this caution, that no man ſhould under their 
ſhadows, untruly prote& any others. For the 
ſecond , he ſaid, at time convenient, her Plea- 
ſure was, they ſhould come freely. Touching 
the third part, he ſaid, ſhe could not imagine 
that among ſo many wile men « could happen 3 
but if it ſhould, her Grace would be content to 
remit it. The fourth was ſuch, that her Majeſty 
having Experience of late of ſome diſorder, and 
certain Offences , which though they were not 
puniſhed , yet were they Offences (till, and 
ſo muſt be accompted 3 therefore ſaid , they 


ſhould do well to meddle with no matters of 
State, 
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State, but ſuch as ſhould be propounded unto 
them, and to occupy themſelves 1n other mat- 
ters, concerning the Common-Wealth.

It ſcemeth the Clerks negligence that the ſend- 
ing of this Bill to the Lower Houſe , is not ſet 
down in the Journal-Book : alſo by entrance of 
the returning thereof , it ſeemeth that the ſame 
was ſent ſingle, alone by ſpecial Meſſengers, and 
not with the other (1x Bills. 

Nota alſo, That all the following paſlages of 
this Afternoon , excepting the entrance only of 
the Diſſolution of the Parliament, are all tran- 
ſcribed out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons , and the Speech of Sir N;- 
cholas Bacon the Lord Keeper, was tranſcribed 
out of a Copy thereof which I had by me ; as 
was alſo the manner of her Mafſties paſſing the 
ſeveral Ads ſupplied by my ſelf, according to 
the ordinary ule of a former Preſident thereof. 
None of all which ge (excepting that only 
touching the entrance of the Diſſolution of the 
ſaid Parliament) are at all found in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe : But do now 
come to be ſupplied out of thoſe other above- 
mentioned Manuſcript Monuments ; and in the 
firſt place out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

About four of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
the Queens Majeſtie being ſat in her Royal 
Seat, in the Upper Houſe, M* Speaker made his 
Orarion, preſented unto her Majeſty the Book of 
the Subſidy, and in the name of the whole 
Houſe, gave her Majeſty moſt humble thanks 
for her Highneſs general and free Pardon, and 
prayed her Majeſties Royal Afſſent unto ſuch Ads 
and Laws, as had paſled both the Houſes in this 
Scion. 

This being thus tranſcribed out of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, fo!. 
39. 4. now follows the Anſwer of Sir Nicholas 

acorn, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, at large, 
which he made umo the Speakers Speech, being 
tranſcribed out of a Copy I had by me. 


M- Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hath heard, 
and doth very well underſtand, how diſcreetly 
and wiſely you have declared the Proceedings of 
this Seſſion in the Nether Houſe ; for Anſwer 
whereof, and for the better fignification of what 
her Mafeſtics opinion is, both of Parliament men 
and Parliament matters; this is to let you under- 
ſtand, herMajeſty hathCommanded me to-ſay un- 
to you, that, like as the greateſt number of them 
of the Lower Houſe , have in the proceedings 
of this Scflions ſhewed themſelves modeſt, dil- 
creet and dutiful , as becomes good and loving 
Subjetts, and meet for the places that they be 
called unto: So there be certain of them, al- 
though not many in number , who in the pro- 
ceeding of this Seſſion, have ſhewed themſelves 


audacious , arrogant and preſumptuous, calling 
her Majeſties Grants and Prerogatives alſo in 


queſtion, contrary to their Duty and place that 


1 Ji 
they be called unto; And contrary to the cx- 
preſs Admonition given in her Majeltics name, in 
the beginning of this Parliament; which it might 
very well have become them to have had more 
regard unto. But her Majeſty faith, that feeing 
they will thus wiltully forget themſelves, they 
are otherwiſe to be remembred: and like as her 
Majeſty allows and much commends the former 
ſort, for the reſpetts aforeſaid, ſo doth her High- 
neſs utterly diſallow , and condemn the ſecond 
ſort, for their audacious, arrogant and preſump- 
tuous folly, thus by ſuperfluous Speech ſpending 
much time in medling with maitcrs neither per- 
taining to them, nor within the capacity of their 
underſtanding. 


And thus much concerning the Parhament of 
the Lower Houſe. 

And as to the Lords here of the Upper Houle, 
her Majeſty hath Commanded me to let you 
know, that her Highneſs taketh their diligence, 
diſcretion and orderly Proceedings, to be ſuch, 
as redoundeth much to their Honour and Com- 
mendations, and much to her Comfort and Con- 
folation. And here an end touching Parliament 
men, 

Now as to the Parliament matters, her Maje- 
ſty hath Commanded me to open and declare 
unto you, her Opinion conceived therein, touch- 
ng two things 3 the one is concerning the Sub- 
fidy and benevolence , the other is concerning 
the Execution of the Laws. As to the former, 
which concerneth the Subſidy and benevolence, 
her Pleaſure is, that I ſhall ſay unto you, that in 
your dealings in that matter, ſhe hath noted 
three things principally 3 every of them tentling 
much to the ſetting forth of your benevolences, 
and good wills z The firſt is, who it was that 
granted, the ſecond the manner of the granting, 
the third what it was that was granted. As to 
the firſt, her Majeſty forgetteth not, that it is a 


grant made proceeding from the earneſt attcCti- 


ons, 'and hearty good wills of her good, dutitul 
and obedient Subjects, for the greate!t part. And 
therefore hath Commanded me to fay unto you, 
that ſhe maketh a greater accomprt of the great 
good wills and benevolent minds of her good 
and loving Subjects, than ſhe doth of ten Subſt- 
dies 3 which as it ought to bring and breed in 
us great comfort and dehght, fo 1n reaſon 1t 
ought to move us (as I dovbr not but it doth) 
to be and continue fuch as be worthy fuch an 
eſtimation and accompt. Again, her Viajelty 
forgetteth nor, that beſides this 1s not a Grant by 
good and loving Subjedts, that never made like 
Grant heretofore 3. but by ſuch 2s have contri- 
buted from time to time, as the neceilary Char- 
ges of the Realm , and their own Sureties have 
required 3 which doth much commend and {er 
forth this benevolence of yours. - And thus much 
concerning the perſons that have granted, 

And as to the ſecond, which is the manncr of 
granting, her Highneſs knoweth very well, that 
before her time theſe mariner of Grants have 
ſundry times paſt, not without difficulcics, ay 
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long perſwaſions , and ſometimes not without 
(harp Speeches,but this contrariwiſe without any 
ſuch Speeches or other difficulty hath been freely 
and frankly offered and preſented 3 and like as 
the former did much extehuate their benevo- 
lence, fo is this of yours greatly extended. It 1s 
written and very truly , concerning Benevolen- 
cis, ni din diſtulit. diu noluit , and therefore 
juſtly concluded, Bis dat qui cito dat 5 which 
ſayings ſhe cannot but apply to you, in the pro- 
ccedings of your Grant. 

Again, Univerſality in conſent doth greatly 
commend alſo your dealings in this matter z for 
a more univerſat conſent than was in this, will 
hardly be had in any 3 and therefore much the 
more' commendable. And thus much touching 
the manner of the Gift. 

And as to the third , which concerneth the 
thing given, her Majeſty faith, that ſhe thinketh 
it to be as great as any heretofore hath been 
* granted, and therefore you are to receive con- 
dign thanks for it. And hath further willed me 
to lay, that if the Service of the Realm and your 
Sureties would fo permit and ſuffer, her Ma- 
jelty would as gladly, as readily, and as frankly 
remit this Grant, as you have freely and liberally 
granted it. Thus I have remembred unto you 
the three Princely Obſervations, that her Maje- 
[ty hath conceived of this benevolence of yours, 
much to your Comfort, and greatly to her Ma- 
je[ties Honour 3 to your Commendation for 
granting, and to her Highneſs for this honour- 
able accepting 3 for her Majeſty ſhall by this 
Grant receive no Commodity or benefit, but ra- 
ther a continual care in diſpending and 1mploy- 
ing of it, about the neceſlary Affairs and Ser- 
vice of the Realm, and your Suretiesz and yet 
it is a great Comfort to her Majeſty, to ſee you 
thus frankly and freely join with her Self, the 
Realm, and You. 

Now to the ſecond and laſt part, which con- 
cerneth the Execution of Laws, which I mean 
to. divide into two parts the firſt 1s the Execu- 
_ tion of your Grant, the ſecond is the Execution 
ot Laws, now made by you, and of the reſt 
made betore of others. As to the former, I am 
to remember you, that like as it hath pleaſed the 
Queens Majeſty thus Princely, Honourably and 
thankfully, to think of and accept this free and 
lideral Grant of yours ; ſo certainly, if the like 
dilizence and endeavour be not uſed, by ſuch of 
you as Choice ſhall be made of by her Majeſty 
for the due putting in Execution of this Grant, 
then ſurely thoſe that ſhall be thus remiſs, or neg- 
ligent, as by that means her Majeſty and the 
Realm ſhall be defrauded of any part of that 
which hath been thus freely granted, ſhall there- 
by miniſter juſt occalion to her Highneſs to have 
their hdelity and truth towards her Majeſty, 
much to be ſuſpected and charged 3 which would 
touch them very near. Neither. is it an offence 
that would b2 pretermitted , but ſeverely pu- 
nifſhed. Why, 1f the Caſe were between com- 
mon perſons, can there be a greater untruth and 


unthankfulneſs , than for a man to make a grant 
in appearance willingly and readily , and then 
to ſeek wilily and craftily to defraud the fame 
Grant ? This amongſt honeſt perſons, is utterly 
deteſted, and if ſo, how then might it be thought 
of between the Prince and his Subjects? where for 
divers reſpe@s this bond is thrice as great ; for as 
the Subjedt by the Duty of his Allegiance, is to 
ſerve the Prince truly, even ſo is he by his Oath, 
and ſo is he by the great truſt, that by the Prin- 
ces Choice is committed unto him, as a Com» 
miſtioner in this matter, above others. Plainly 
to ſpeak, it may be affirmed, and that juſtly, that 
ſuch as be in Commiſſion for the Execution of 
this Grant, and ſhall deal partially, either for 
favour, or for fear, or for love to themſelves, or 
their Friends, or negligently or remiſly, of pur- 
pole whereby her Majeſty ſhall not be Anſwered 
of that that is due unto her, ſuch I ſay, may juſtly 
be charged as men forgetting their Duty towards 
God, and their Soveraign, and to their Country. 
It cannot be denied, that numbers reſpect: only 
their private profit, and not the univerſal profit 
of the Realm, which is their ſurety and defence ; 
they reſpe& themſelves, as private perſons, and 
not as Members of the Univerſal Body ; but their 
imperfe&tion would be ſupplied by the wiſdom 
and perſwaſion of ſuch, as the Queens Majeſty 
{hall commit truſt unto by her Commiſſion, to 
ſee this Subſidy well and truly levied. 

And thus much for the Execution of the Grant; 
Now to the Execution of Laws, made by you, 
and the reſt made heretofore by others. I am to 
remember you, that all theſe labours, travels and 
pains taken about the Laws now made, and be- 
fore time taken about the reſt heretofore made, 
and all the Charge ſuſtained by the Realm about 
the making of them , is all in vain, and labour 
loſt, without the due Execution of them. For, 
as it hath been ſaid, a Law without Execution, 
1s but a Body without Life, a Cauſe without an 
Effte&, a Countenance of a thing, and indeed 
nothing; Pen, Ink, and Paper,are as much towards 
the Governance of the Common-Wealth, as the 
Rudder or Helm of a Ship ſerveth to the Go- 
vernance of it without a Governour, and as Rods 
ſerve for CorreCtion without hands. Were it not 
a meer madneſs for a man to provide fair Torches 
to guide his going by Night,and when he ſhould 
uſe them 1n the dark, to carry them unlight? or 
for one to provide fair and handſome Tools to 
prune or reform his Orchard, or Garden, and to 
lay them up without uſe ? And what thing elſe 
1s it to make wholeſome and provident Laws 1n 
fair Books, and tolay them up ſafe, without ſee- 


| 1ng them Executed? Surely 1n reaſon there 15no 


difference between the Examples, ſaving that the 
making of Laws, without Execution, is in much 
worſe Caſe, than thoſe vain proviſions before 
remembred ; for thoſe, albeit they do no good, 
yet they do no hurt; but the making of Laws 
without Execution , does very much harm 3 for 
that breeds and brings forth contempt of Laws, 


and Law-makers, and of all Magiſtrates; which 
Is 
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is the very foundation of all miſgovernance, and 
therefore muſt needs be great and hainous in 
thoſe, that are the Cauſers of this 3 indeed they 
are the very occaſions of all injuries and injuſtice, 
and of all diſorders and unquietneſs in the Com- 
mon-Wealth. For certain and evident it 1s, that 
the Queens Majeſty , that is Head of the Law 
doth all meet for her Majeſty to do, for the due 
Execution of them. Firſt, She giveth her Royal 
Aſlent to the making of them, the molt material 
of them ſhe Commandeth to be Proclaimed, and 
publiſhed; and yet ceaſeth not there, but ſhe 
granteth out her Commillion into every of her 
Shires, to men which are or ſhould be of greateſt 
conſideration within the limits of their Charge, 


which for the better Executing of them are 
Sworn to ſee the Execution of her Laws to them | 


Committed , within the Limits of their Com- 
miſſions : and yet beſides all this, by her Maje- 
ſties Commandment, a number of theſe Juſtices 
are Yearly once at the leaſt called into her High- 
neſles Star-Chamber, and there in her Majeſties 
Name, Exhorted, Admoniſhed and Commanded, 
to {ce the due Execution of their Charges. 

And thus you ſce her Majeſty Enafteth, Pro- 
claimeth, Committeth , Exhorteth , Admoniſh- 
eth and Commanderth from time to tithe z yea, 
what can be deviſed meet for her Majeſty to do, 
for help if this, that is left undone ? Surely no- 
thing, to her Majeſties Honour and Renown. 
 Whereupon it followeth neceflarily and conle- 
quently, that the whole burthen of the offence 
and enormity maſt light upon us, that are put 
in truſt by her Majeſty, to ſee thole Laws Exe- 
cuted 3 and certainly this offence groweth great 
or little, as the truſt Committed for the Execu- 
tion of Laws, is great or little; and therefore 
it {tandeth us greatly upon, to uſe our whole 
Cares and Endeavours, for the help of this here- 
after. Were it poſſible, trow you, that if Juſti- 
ces being diſperſed through the whole Realm, as 
they be, did carefully and diligently endeavour 
themſelves, according to the [ruſt committed 
unto them, by their Soveraign, duly and truly 
to Execute their Charge, as they be bound by 
their Oath to God, and by their Allegiance to 
their Soveraign, and by Duty to their natural 
Country, and rightly conſidered , by the love 
they ſhould bear to themſelves and their Poſte- 
rity (for if their Country do not well, they ſhall 
fare but illfavouredly) were it poſſible, I ſay, if 
this were ſo done, that Laws ſhould be thus re- 
milly and negligently Executed 2 No, doubtlels. 
Is it not (trow you) a monſtrous diſguiſing, to 
have a Juſtice a Maintainer 3 to have him that 
ſhould by his Oath and Duty ſet forth Juſtice 
and Right , againſt his Oath offer Injury and 
Wrong; to have him that is ſpecially Choſen 
amongſt a number by a Prince to appeaſe all 
Brawlings and Controverſies, to be a Sower and 
Maintainer of Strife and Sedition , by ſwaying 
and leading of Juries according to his will ; ac- 
quitting ſome for gain, Indifting others for Ma- 
lice, bearing with them, as his Servant or Friend, 


over-throwing others as his Enemy ; procuring 
the Queltmonger to be of his Livery, or other- 
wiſe in his danger 3 that his winks, frownings, 
and Countenances may dirett all Inqueſts ? Sure- 
ly, ſurely, theſe be they that be Subverters of all 
good Laws and Orders; yea, that make daily 
the Laws, which of their nature be good, to be- 
come Inſtruments of all Injuries and Miſchict; 
theſe be they indeed of whom ſuch Examples 
would be made, as of the Founders and Main- 
taincrs of all Enormiticsz and theſe be thoſe, 
whom, it you cannot reform for their greatneſs, 
you ought to complain of them z and like as this 
1s not ſaid of thoſe that be Good, ſo is this and 


much more to be ſaid and done againſt thoſe that 
be Evil. 

But here 1t may be ſaid, The milſchict appears ; 

what 1s the remedy ? to make all Laws preſently 
| Executed? I can hardly hope to make them in 
| better Caſe, than now they be, and although T 
| had ſuch hopes, I could find no more helps: but 
| theſe. 
* The firſt is having great Care in the choice of 
the Officers. The ſecond by ſharp CorreCtions 
| impoſed upon ſuch Offenders, T here ſhould be 
throughout theRealm a Triennial or Biennial Vi- 
fitation 4n this nature, made of all Temporal Ot- 
ficers, and Miniſters, that by Vertue of their Ot- 
fice have in Charge to ſee Execution of Laws. 
By this, I mean, that the Queens Majeſty ſhould 
make choice every ſecond or third year, of cer- 
tain expert and approved perſons,to whom Com- 
miſtion ſhould be granted, to try out and exa- 
mine by all good means and ways the offences of 
all ſuch as have not ſeen to the due Execution of 
| the Laws, and according to the offences fo tound 
and certihed , to be ſharply puniſhed without 
Omiſton or Redemption. 

Of effe& like unto this, and to the like end, 
was the Viſitation of the Church firſt deviſed, 
whereof came 1m the beginning great good 
doubtleſs 3 and reaſon I fee none , but that a 
like good ought to tollow upon a like Vilitation 
made amonglt Temporal Officers. Now to find 
out the faults ſeemeth not hard , tor amongſt 
many other ways, there 1s one plain, evident and 
eaſiez and that is where offences do abound in 
any Country, contrary to the Laws, which the 
Juſtices ſhould fo reform, and there be nothing 
done by them for the Retormation of thoſe ot- 
fences 3 I do not ſce but this makes a full charge 
of their uncarefulncis and negligence, whereby 
they are well worthy, upon Certificate made, as 
is atoreſaid, to be removed of all Governance, to 
their perpetual 1gnominy, and to the Commen- 
dation of all thoſe that remain as good Oth- 
cers. 

And beſides, to ſet forth other pains upon 
them, as by Law may be juſtified ; if this were 
once or twice done, I doubt not but the Exam- 
ples following of the doing of it would cauſc 
greater diligence to be uſed in the Execution of 
Laws, than now there is. And the better to un- 
| derſtand which be thoſe Juſtices that do offend,

why might there not be order taken, that the 
name of every Juſtice that hath not proſecuted 
any Offender, tor any offence committed con- 
trary to any Law, which by the Commiſſion that 
he is in, he is authorized to ſee puniſhed, might 
be entred into ſome Rolls; and alſo how often, 
and how many of thoſe kind of offences he hath 
alſo proſecuted for a declaration of his diligence, 
whereby it might appear when ſuch Viſitation 
ſhould come, who hath been careful, and who 
hath been negligent , to the end that the (loth- 
ful, drowzy Drones, might be ſevered from the 
diligent and caretul Bees. And like as I could 
wiſh this to be done concerning Offices of mean 
degree 3 ſo do I defire that the ſame courſe 
might be taken with the great and greateſt ; 
for ſo it ſhould be Equable. But if there be 
nothing done therein , but things left as they 
have been, then muſt you look to have your 
Laws Executed as they have been , if not 
worſe; for words will not reform theſe matters, 
as I have ſeen by proof. And this is the ſum of 
what I have to ſay at this time , concerning the 
Execution of Laws.

HIS preſent Journal of the Houſe 
of Commons de an. 13 Regin. Eliz. 
is not only plentifully ſtored with 
all uſual Paſſages touching the Or- 
ders and Priviledges of the Houſe, 

but is moſt worthy to be had in Eternal Remem- 
brance, 1n reſpe&t of the long agitation and judi- 
cious debatement of matters of Religion, and 
Eccleſiaſtical Government : for the Retormation 
of which, the ſaid Houſe did expreſs a great deal 
of earneſt zeal and care, although all in the iſſue 
came to nothing, out of that old Principle incul- 
cated into her Majeſty by ſome politick Head, 
and miſapplyed by herz wiz. that nothing muſt 
be innovated in matters of Religion. All which 
matters , with thoſe alſo leſs extraordinary, are 
more largely ſet down in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, than was uſual 
in the emer fournga of her Majelties Reign, by 
reaſon that Fxlk Ornflow Eſqz , did, as may be 
gueſled, ſucceed in the place of Clerk of the ſaid 
Houſe, unto .. .... Seymour Elq:, ſomewhat be- 
fore the beginning of this Parliament. Which 
ſaid Journal is alſo much perfe&ed out of an im- 
perfect Journal of the ſame Houſe I had by me, 
taken by ſome Anonymous Member of the ſaid 
Houle, at this Parliament 3 in which, to avoid 
confuſion, whatſoever is here inſerted our of the 
laid imperfect Journal, is diſtinguiſhed by ſome 
Animadvertion. 

The third Parliament of Queen Elizabeth held 
in the Thirteenth Year of her Majeſtics moſt 
happy and proſperous Reign, begun at the City 
ot Weſtminiter, upon Monday the ſecond day of 
April, and during the time that her Majeſty was 
at the Sermon at Weſtminſter Church , whither

ſhe had repaired about ten of the Clock in the

cellor of her Highneſs Court of Exchequer, and 
Sir Thomas Smith Knight, repaired into the Lower 
Houſe of Parliament; And there in the preſence 
and hearing of a great number of the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeflcs of the fame Parliament 
Aſlembled,the ſaid Lord Clinton (ignited, that the 
Queens Maje::y had called and appointed him to 
be the Steward of her Highneſs moſt Honoura- 
ble Houſhold, to continue during her Majeſties 
pleaſure: which being likewiſe aftirmed and tcſtt- 
fied by the ſaid other of her Highneſs moſt Ho- 
nourable Privy-Council, the faid Lord Steward 
then further declared, that he did then and thcre 
name.Conſtitutc and Authorize the ſaid Sir Fra- 
cis Knolls, Sir James Crofts ,, Sir Ralph Sadler, 
Sir Walter Mildmay,and Sir Thomas Smith Knights, 
to be his Deputics, for and in the mmiltring of 
the Oath, to all and fingular the Knights of the 
Shtres, Citizens of Citics, Burgetles of Boroughs, 
and Barons of the Ports , returncd and to be re- 
turned for that preſent Parliament, according to 
the form of the Statute in that behalt then lately 
made and provided. 

And immediately thereupon , the faid Lord 
Steward, and his Deputies , did then and there 
Miniſter the ſaid Oath, to all ſuch of the ſaid 
Burgelics and Barons, as were 
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then preſent accordingly. Which done, the Ser- 
mon ended, and the Queens Majeſty fat in her 

Royal Seat, in the Upper Houſe of Parliament, 

the Commons ſtanding at the lower end of the 

Chamber, the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal of 
England , learnedly and kriefly declared the 

Cauſes of Calling the aid Parliament 3 and fo in 

the end willed them to repair into their Houſe, 

and there after their accuſtomed manner, to 

chuſe of themſelves an apt and fit man tobe their 

Speaker, and to preſent him to the Queens Ma- 

jeſty on the WedneſAay next following in the Aft- 

ternoon. Whereupon the ſaid Commons immedt- 

ately reſorted to their Common Houſe , and be- 

ing there Aſſembled, the Right Worſhipful M* 

Chriſtopher Wray Eſq; , one of the Queens Maje- 

| ſties Serjeants at Law, was by the firſt motion 
and nomination of the ſaid M* Treaſurer, with 
one voice of the ſaid whole Houſe, Choſen to be 
Speaker, and placed in the Chair, notwithſtand- 
ing his Allegations of diſabling himſelf, and 

humble requeſt for their proceeding to a new 
Election. 

On way; 5* - the 4 day of April in the Af- 
ternoon, C m_—_ Wray Eſquire, one of the 
Queens Majeſties Serjeants at Law, the Speaker 
Ele& of the Houſe of Commons, was preſented 
unto her Highneſs; who fitting in her Royal 
Seat, and allowing and affirming the Election, 
after his Oration made, and ordinary Petitions 
granted, the ſaid Lord Keeper willed him with 
the reſidue to repair to the Houſe of Commons, 
there to deliberate and conſult upon the making 
of ſuch good and wholeſome Laws, as might 
tend to the advancement of Gods Glory, and 
preſervation and ſafety of the Queens Majeſty, 
and the Common-Wealth of this Realm of Eng- 
land. And thereupon the ſaid M* Speaker, and 
the Knights, Citizens and as gs of the Houſe 
of Commons , returned back unto their own 
Houſe 3 and being there ſat, one Bill (accord- 
ing to the uſual Courſe) had its firſt reading, 
which was 

The Bill concerning coming to Church, and 
receiving the Communion. 

It was this day finally agreed, upon the Mo- 
tion of M” Speaker, that the Letany ſhould be 
read every day in the Houſe, during this Parlia- 
ment, as 1n the laſt was uſed 3 and alſo a Prayer 
by M- Speaker , ſuch as he ſhould think fitteſt 
for this time, to be begun every day at half an 
hour after eight of the Clock in the Morning, and 
that each one of this Houſe then making default 
ſhould forfeit every time four pence to the poor 
Mans Box. 

On Thurſday the 5** day of April, 1homas 
Clark and Anthony Bull of the Inner-Temple Lon- 
don Gentlemen, were by this Houſe committed 
to the Serjeants Ward, until further order ſhould 
be taken with them, for that they preſumed to 
enter into this Houſe, and were no Members of 
the ſame, as themſelves at the Bar confeſled. 

This day the Houſe was called, and thereup- 
on Edward Lewkenor , John Bullock, Nicholas 


Plumtree, Edward Goodwyn, and John Garnons, 
were Commanded to attend the order of this 
Houſe to Morrow next, for that the Houſe being 
this day called, they had entred into the Houſe, 
and had not as then been returned by the Clerk 
of the Crown,except Garnons,whoſe Caſe is, for 
that he is ſaid to be Excommunicate. 

On Friday the 6 day of April, It was Order- 
ed that the Burgefles for Eſtringfted, ſhall remain 
according to the return. 

This day M* Treaſurer, M* Serjeant Marwood,

M* Strickland, a grave and ancient Man of 
Great Zeal, ſtood up, and made a long Diſcourſe, 
tending to the remembrance of Gods Goodneſs, 
giving unto us the light of hisWord,together with 
the gracious diſpoſition of her Majeſty, by whom 
as by his Inſtrument,God hath wrought ſo great, 
things, and blaming our ſlackneſs andcareleſneſs, 
in not eſteeming and following the time and 
bleſſing offered ; bur ſtill as men not ſufficiently 
inſtructed whar is truth , or ſo that we think it 
not convenient to publiſh and profeſs it openly, 
and that all reproachful Speeches of the (lander- 
ous might be Gronad, the draw-backs brought 
forward, and the Over-runners, ſuch as over-run, 
and exceed the rule of the Law, reduced to a 
certainty, he thought it Opere pretium, to be 
occupied therein 3 for which purpoſe he ſaid, the 
Profeſſors of the Goſpel in other Nations, had 
writ and publiſhed to the World the Confeſſion 
of their Faith, as did thoſe of Strasburgh and 
Franck ford, &c. for which purpoſe alſo great 
Learned men in this Realm had travelled, as 
Peter Martyr, Paulus Fagins, and others, whoſe 
works hereupon were Extant, 

And before this time an offer thereof was made 
in Parliament, that it might be approved ; but 
either the (lackneſs or ſomewhat elſe of ſome men 
in that time, was the lett thereof,or what elſe, he 
ſaid, he would not ſay. This Book, he ww 


a 
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ſted in the Cuſtody of M* Norton, as he gueſled, 
4a man neither ill diſpoſed to Religion, nor a neg- 
ligent Keeper of ſuch matters of Charge , and 
thereupon requeſted that M* Norton might be 
required to produce the ſame; he added alſo, 
that after ſo many Years, as now by Gods Provt- 
dence we had been learning the purity of Gods 
truth, we ſhould not permit for any cauſe of 
Policy, or other pretence, any errors in matters 
of Dodrine to continue amongſt us. And there- 
fore, ſaid he, although the Book of Common- 
Prayer is (God be praiſed) drawn very near to 
the ſincerity of the truth , yet are there ſome 
things inſerted more ſuperſtitious , than in fo 
high matters be tolerable; as namely, m the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacrament of Baptiſm, the 
ſign of the Crofs to be made with ſome Ceremo- 
nies, and ſuch other Errors, all which, he ſaid, 
might well be changed , without note of chop- 
ping or changing of Religion, whereby the E- 
nemies might flander us; 1t being a Reformation 
not contrariant , but dire&ly purſuant to our 
Profeſſion, that is, to have all things brought to 
the purity of the Primitive Church, and inſtitu- 
tion of Chriſt. He ſpake at large of the abuſes 
of the Church of Ezg/and, and of the Church- 
men; as firſt, that known Papiſts are admitted 
to have Eccleſiaſtical Government, and great 
Livings 3 that Godly, honeſt and Learned Pro- 
teſtants, have little or nothing 3 That Boyes are 
diſpenſed with to have ſpiritual Promotions 
That by Friendſhip with the Maſter of the Fa- 
culties, either unable men are qualified, or ſome 
one man allowed to have too many ſeveral Li- 
vings 3 Finally, he concluded with Petition, 
that by Authority of the Houſe, ſome conveni- 
ent number of them might be afligned, to have 
Conference with the Lords of the Spiritualty, for 
conſideration and reformation of the matters by 
him remembred. Vide Apr. 26. Tueſday poſtea. 

M* Norton, a man wiſe, bold and Eloquent, 
ſtood up next, and faid , he was not ignorant, 
but had long fince learned what it was to ſpeak 
on a ſudden, or firſt, before other men in Par- 
liament, Yet being occafioned by M* Strickland, 
he ſaid, that truth it was, he had a Book tend- 
1ng to the ſame effe& ; but (quoth he) the Book 
was not drawn by thoſe whom he named, but 
by vertue of the A& of 32. at the aſlignation, 
or by the Advice of eight Biſhops , eight Di- 
vines, eight Civilians, and eight temporal Law- 
yers, who having in Charge, to make Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Conſtitutions', took in hand the ſame; 
which was drawn by that Learned man, M* Do- 
tor Haddon, and penned by that Learned Man 
M* Cheeke ; whereupon he ſaid, that conſidera- 
tion had been, and ſome travel beſtowed by M* 
Fox of late, and that there was a Book new! 
Printed, to be offered to that Houſe; which be 
did then and there, preſently ſhew forth. And 
for the reſt of M" Stricklards Motions, he faid he 
was of his mind, chiefly for the avoiding and 
if of Simoniacal Ingroſsments. 


Whereupon were appointed for that purpoſe 


for redreſs of ſundry defetions in thoſe matters, 
theſe following; iz. All the Privy-Council be- 
ing Members of this Houſe, Sir Henry Nevil, 
Sir Thomas Thinne , Sir Thomas Lucy , Sir Henry 
Gate, the Maſter of the Requeſts, M* Hemeage, 
M* Recorder, M* Be/, M* Henry Knoles Sen., 
M*" Mounſor, M* Norton, M* Strickland, M* Go- 
dier, M* William More, and M* Doctor Berkley, 

Theſe names being thus tranſcribed out of the 
Orwginal Journal-Bouk of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, as were thoſe two foregoing Speeches of 
Mr Strickland, and M* Norton, out of that before- 
cited Anonymous 'Journal of the ſame Houſe, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this preſent Journal, now follow other paſſages 
of this day out of the ſame. 

The Bill concerning coming to the Church,and 
receiving the Communion, was read the ſecond 
time 3 and thereupon Sir Thomas Smith ſpeak- 
ing for the maintenance thereof, argued 3 and 
in part wiſhed the Biſhops to have conſideration 
thereof. 

After whom M* Fleetwood moved, that the 
penalty of that Statute ſhould not go to Promo- 
ters, and faid it was a device but of late brought 
in, in the time of King Hermry the Eighth, the 
firſt year of his Reign, and ſhewed the Evils and 
inconveniences that did grow by theſe mens do- 
ings 3 wherein no reformation was ſought, but 
private gain to the moſt of men. He ſaid alſo, 
that matter of going to the Church, or for the 
ſervice of God, did dire&ly appertain to that 
Court 3 and that we all have as well learned 
this Leſſon, that there is a God, who is to be 
ſerved, as have the Biſhops. And thereupon he 
undertook to prove by the old Laws, vouched 
from King Edgar, that the Princes in their Par- 
liaments have made Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitutions : 
as theſe That if any Servant ſhall work upon 
the Sabbath day by the Commandment of his 
Maſter, he ſhould be free 5 if of himſelf, he 
ſ{hould be whipped 3 if a Freeman ſhould work, 
he ſhould be bound,or gricvouſly amerced. Then 
he concluded upon requeſt , that it might be 
committed to {ome of the Houſe, without the 
Biſhops, who perhaps would be (low. 

Sir Owen Hopton moved very orderly , that 
the Preſentation of ſuch defaults ſhould not only 
depend upon the relation of the Church-War- 
dens , who being for the moſt part ſimple, and 
mean men, and fearing to offend, would rather 
incur danger of Perjury, than difpleaſe ſome of 
their Neighbours 3 he ſhewed for proof, Expe- 
rience. 

It may be gathered by theſe foregoing Speeches 
tranſcribed out of that Anonymous Journa], 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 


y | this preſent Journal , that M*' Fleetwood moved 


to have this Bill referred to Committees; but 
their names being there omitted, are therefore 
wholly tranſcribed out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, in manner and 
form following ; vis.

The Bill for preſervation of Woods, was read 
the firſt time. 

On Satrurday the 7** day of April, the Bill con- 
cerning Religion was read , and the firſt of the 
faid Bills was delivered to the Commiltioners, and 
the reſidue read, and appointed to remain in the 
Houſe, and this not to ſtand for any reading. 
Vide what Bills theſe were, on Tweſday May the 
17 enſuing. | 

It ſhould ſeem that the firſt of theſe Bills here 
mentioned, is that which is ſtiled the Bill A, and 
the other Bills thoſe which were then alſo offered 
to the Houſe, and thereupon referred to certain 
ſcle& Committees, to be conſidered of, before 
they were ſuffered to be read 1n the Houſe; 
which being admitted of this day , was not al- 
lowed by the Houſe for any reading, but only, 
as may very well be gathered, for the ſaid Houſe 
it ſelf to confider of them, before they were tur- 
ther entertained. 

But there can be no abſolute certainty ſet 
down hereof, in reſpe& that through the negl- 
gence of Fulk OnſlowEſqzat this time Clerk of the 
Houſe of Commons, it 1s ſo confuſedly or brietly 
ſet down 3 © although in the general it 1s very 
probable, that this proceeding in Eccleſiaſtical 
matters with ſo much caution and deliberation, 
was becauſe they deſired to give no occaſion of 
diſtaſte to her Majeſty : who ever, for the moſt 
part, ſhewed her (clf very averſe to their inter- 
medling with any thing concerning Church mart- 
ters. Now follow other of this days paſlages, 
out of the before-cited Anonymous Journal, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this preſent Journal 3 but it 1s tully diſcovered 
what theſe Bills were, on May the 17 Thurſday 
enſuing. 

Mr Strickland firſt moved , that M* Norton 
might be required to deliver ſuch Books, as he 
had. M* Newdigate moved, that where one of 
the cauſes for the Calling of the Parliament, and 
perhaps the chiefeſt,was for a Subſidy, he thought 
It not amils to make offer of a Subſidy, before it 
ſhould be required, which Speech was not liked 
of by the Houſe. 

Sir Francis Knolles made a long needleſs dil- 
courle concerning the Subſidy. 

Mr Be// ſaid, that a Subſidy was by every good 
Subje& to be yielded uno 3 but for that the 
People were galled by two means,it would hard- 
ly be levied 3 namely, by Licences and the abuſe 
ot Promoters; for which, if remedy were pro- 

vided, then would the Subſidy be paid willing- 
ly 5 which he proved, for that by Licences a few 
only were enriched , and the multitude impo- 
verilhed ; and added, thar if a burden ſhould 
be laid on the back of the Commons, and no 
redreſs of the common evils , then there might 
happily enſue , that they would lay down the 
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burden in the midſt of the way, and turn to the 


contrary of their Duty. 

M- Popham affirmed M* Bells Speech, and ad- 
ded to the former abuſes, that of the Treaſurers 
of the Crown; who having in their hands great 
Maſfles of Money, with the which either they 
themſelves, or ſome Friends of theirs, do pur- 
chaſe Lands to their own uſe, and after become 
Bankrupts , and ſo cauſe or praCtiſe an enſtal- 
ment of their Debts, as of late ſome one hath 
inſtalled a Debt of thirty thouſand pounds: 
which occaſioned the lack 1n the Princes Coffers, 

M-* Serjeant Lovelace argued, that every Loyal 
Subject ought to yield to the relief of the Prince, 
and that without any condition or limitation ; 
notwithſtanding he did not diſlike of the for- 
mer motions; and thought it very requilite, that 
theſe evils might be provided for, to the ends 
aforeſaid ; untothe which he added three abuſes 
more; firſt, the abuſe of Purveyors, wherein he 
had to defire the Council, and the Maſters of the 
Houſhold, to conſider of it, and to be willing 
to yield to Reformation 3 and, 1n his Opinion, 
it ſhould not be amiſs to take away the Purvey- 
ors, and to limit every Country to a proportion- 
able rate 3 ſo ſhould her Majeſty be better ſer- 
ved, and the Kingdom eaſed. Secondly, The 
Reformation of the Exchequer, for the Charge 
which groweth by reſpite of Homage 3 which 
he wiſhed might be paid on ſome other ſort, 
ina ſum certain. Thirdly, Another Reformation 
which is upon a great abuſe in the Exchequer, 
by ſending out upon every Fine levied, the Writ 
Luo titulo ingreſſus eſt. 

M- Comptroller in few words ſaid, that he be- 
ing one of the Maſters of the Houſhold, would 
do his endeavour for Reformation of all things 
arifing by the Purveyors. 

M- Sazpoole ſometimes of Lincolns-Inn, liked 
well of the Motion of the Sublidy , and com- 
mended the Motions of the Gentlemen before ; 
affirming, that they were very neceſlary to be 
thought of 5 unto which he was to add one 
more; 912, the abuſe of Colle&ors. He ſhewed, 
that they do retain their Charge ſometimes a 
Year, ſometimes more in their own hands. And 
for that they are but mean men, appointed to 
that Office, they oft times convert it to their 
own uſes, and are perhaps never able to fatisfie 
the ſame z whereby the people are unwilling to 
pay 3 for if they ſhould underſtand her Majeſty 
(hould have it preſently, they would more wil- 
lingly pay it 3 and therefore wiſhed the better 
ſort of every Country ſhould be afſigned to that 
charge. . 

M* Goodier ſaid , that every man ought to 
yield to the Subſidy, and rather ofter it, than to 
{tay till it ſhould be demanded 3 deftring, that 
the Subſidy might preſently , and only go for- 
ward, without the hearing of any more com- 
plaints : for that they might be Infinite, and al- 
ready more were remembred, than in one Par- 
liament could be reformed. Wherein he ſhewed 


a great deſire he had to win favour, 
a 
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In the concluſion of theſe aforeſaid Speeches,

The Bill againſt fraudulent Gitts and Convey- 
ances, was read the ſecond time , and was deli- 
verecd to certain of the Houſe to amend preſently, 
upon a Motion made by M* Da/tor to have it to 
extend to the defrauding of Heriots. 

Three Bills of no great 'moment, had each of 
them one reading 3 of which the ſecond being 
the Bill for Sewers, was read the ſecond nime, 
and Ordered to be ingroſled.

Mr Seck ford Maſter of the Requelts, prayed 
longer time to conſider of the Bill of fraudulent 
Gifts and Conveyancesz and that the Commit- 
tees may be Sir Joh White, M* Seckford Maſter 
of the Requeſts, M* Serjeant Marwood, (zeoffry 
Loveland, M* Mounſon, M* Bell, M* Fleetwood, 
M- Thomas Snagg, M* Barber, and M* Dalton, to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Temple 
Church.

M- Comptroller firſt moved, that before ſome 
Committees were appointed, both parties might 
be heard, and the Controverſy appeaſed.. 

M* Fleetwood argued, that there might appear 
raſhneſs or indiſcretion in them, who ſhould now 
reverſe what of late they had done; but leavin 
to ſpeak thereof,he entred into a good Diſcourt: 
of the Prerogative , which might thereby be 
touched, if they ſhould endeavour to overthrow 
her Majeſties Letters Patents, to whom by Law 
there is power given to Incorporate any Town, 
and ſhe is Sworn to preſerve her Prerogative ; 
he vouched the Clerk of the Parliaments Book to 
be,that no man might talk of the Statute of Wills, 
ec. but that the King firſt gave Licence; for 
that his Prerogative in the Wards was hereby 
touched. He ſhewed likewiſe the Statute of E4. 
1. Ed. 3. and H. 4. with a ſaving of the Prero- 
gative. In King Edward the Sixths time Licence 
was ſued for to the Lord Protector, to talk of 
matters of Prerogative, he remembred the Book 
of 2 Edw. 6. for the Parliament of Ireland, cal- 
led by the Chief Judge , as is for him lawful ; 
where it. was queſtioned , what by Parliament 
might be done z whether they might depart with 
any of the Kings Towns, Forts or Piers; it was 
agreed they might not, and ſo he concluded,that 
to talk thereof (for as much as her Majeſtics 
Letters Patents, and Prerogative were touched) 
Rege non conſulto , was perillous. He alſo made 
mention of the Statute , which authorizeth all 
Merchants to Traffick by Sea , Niſe publice prohi- 
bentur; he ſaith, others were prohibited. 

M- Towng of Briſtol, 1n the behalf of the Com- 
mons, reaſoned to this effect ; Firſt, Shewed the 
loſs to the Queen of her Cuſtom, then the pri- 
vate Monopoly wrought and occaſioned by the 
Merchants, the Controverſies which have enſued 
by this means amongſt them , and the ſubtile 
means whereby the Statute was procured, with- 
out the conſent of the Major or Commons, by 
ſuch as were put in Truſt, 

M- Alford ſaid, that he might not ſpeak of the 
Prerogative aptly, for that he was not Learned - 
in the Law ; but made ſome remembrance of 


| what he had there ſeen, concerning the At of 


Parliament for Southampton ; where 1t appeareth, 
that without an AG of Parliament, her Majeſtics 
Letters Patents were, not ſufficient 3 and there- 
fore he prayed convenient conſideration might 
be, and that the ſame (if it ſhould fo ſeem good 
to the Houſe) might be conjoined to the former 
and other Bill, e>c. | 
Then ſpake M* Cleere, Sir- Francis Knoles, 


| Sir 
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Sir Nicholas Arnold , Sir Henry Norris, and M* 
Chriſtopher Yelverton of Grays-Inn, (everally to 
the ſaid Bill : whoſe Speeches being ſomewhat 
imperfetly and uncertainly ſer down in the be- 
fore-mentioned Anonymous Journal, are there- 
fore omitted; although from them , and the re- 
fidue foregoing , the effect of this Bill may be 
Collected to have been for the Diſſolution of 
certain Companies of Merchants in Briſtol,whom 
her Majeſty had Incorporated by her Letters Pa- 
tents, and authorized them to Trade to certain 
places, by which it was pretended that the pub- 
lick and free trading of others was reſtrained 3 
and at laſt upon the Motion of M- Fleetwood, 
That the Bill being of great weight, might be 
further conſidered of by the Houſe , and the 
Committees be appointed at ſome other time, it 
was thereupon Ordered, that they ſhould be ap- 
pointed on the day following, which was done 
accordingly. 

Then was read the Bill for coming to Ser- 
vice, but what reading it was appeareth not by 
the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal , nor by the 
Original Journal Book it ſelf, in which this 
ſaid Bill is not at all mentioned: but it ſhould 
ſeem that it was the ſecond reading, becauſe di- 
vers Speeches enſued thereupon 3 which in re- 
ſpe& that they concern a matter of fo great 
moment, are therefore tranſcribed out of the 
Anonymous Journal, in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

M* Sragg ſhewed at large the inconveniencies 
of the old Law, for coming to Service : for, 
ſaid he, by the former Law it was Enacted, that 
the Service ſhall not be ſaid, or Sacrament mini- 
ſtred, in other ſort than in the Book of Com- 
mon-Prayer is preſcribed ; he ſhewed, how dit- 
ferently the ſame was uſed in many places, from 
the preſcribed Rule; as where no part of thoſe 
Prayers were obſerved, but a Sermon, and ſome 
ſuch other Prayers only as the Miniſter ſhall think 
good, 1n place thereof ; whereupon have great 
diviſions, diſcords and diſlikes. grown -amongſt 
and between great numbers. And fince it is 
Law, that in this ſort Service ſhall be uſed, and 
that whoſoever ſhall be at any other form of Ser- 
vice, ſhall incur the penalty preſcribed, and: that 
the Miniſters neither do, nor will do herein, as 
they ſhould, and as is by the Law preſcribed and 
commanded 3 he thought the proceedings in this 
kind, ſhould occaſion a Dilemma in miſchief ; 
tor by this Law , if he come not , he ſhall loſe 
twelve pence ; and if he come and be preſent, 
and the Service be not ſaid according to the pre- 
{cribed Rule of the Book , he ſhall loſe a hun- 
dred Marks. 

M- Aglionby Burgeſs of the Town of Warwick , 
moved the Law might be without exception or 
priviledge for any Gentlemen in their. private 
Oratories 3 this did he prove tobe fit out of Plato 
lus Laws, and Cicero, both preſcribing for the 
obſervation of the Law an equality berween the 
Prince and the poor Man, not giving {cope to 
the one above the other. Alſo he remembred 


— —— —— 


the Authority of La@antins Firmianus, making 


this only difference betwixt Man and Beaſt, that 
all men do know and acknowledge that there is 
a God, and in this reſpe& there ſhould be no 
difference between Man and Man. Withail, he 
ſaid, the more noble the Man , the more good 
his Example may do. He therefore concluded, 
that for ſo much of the Law,ſo the ſame might be 
general,he was of good liking that it ſhould paſs. 

Bi for the other matter, concerning the re- 
ceiving of the Communion, he argued, that it 
was not convenient to inforce Conſciences. And 
to that purpoſe, he ſhewed the Authority of D'5; 
which he vouched without quoting the place, or 
{entence. He ſaid alſo, that it was the Ortnion 
of Fathers, and Learned Men of this Land ; and 
therefore wiſhed they might be conſulted with. 
Finally, he concluded, that bone Leges e malis 
moribus proveniuut : but no good Laws may make 
a good man fit to receive that great Miniſtry of 
God above. This whole Speech he tempered 
with tuch diſcretion, as in ſuch Caſe was (cemly, 
And whatſoever he ſpake, he ſpake the ſame un- 
der Corrc&tion. | 

M* Strickland ſtanding up, firſt prayed he 
might be excuſed, for that he was to ſpeak on a 
ſudden and unprovided. For the firſt, He ap- 
proved what M* Aglionby had ſaid : For the fe- 
cond, he ſaid, he could not be of that mind 3 
and he vouched out of Eſdras, that the Church, 
yea the Conſciences of men , were by the Pro- 
phet reſtrained 3 withal he ſaid , Conſcience 
might be free, but not to diſturb the common 
quiet. He ſhewed the prattice and doings of the 
Pope, the baniſhment of the Arrians, &c. That 
the word of the Prince, for lack of Law, muſt 
not be tied. The Iſraelites, he ſaid, were con- 
ſtrained to eat the Pals-over. And hnally he 
concluded, that it was no ſtraitning of their 
Conſciences, but a Charge or loſs of their Goods, 
if they could not vouchſafe to be, as they 
{hould be, good men and true Chriſtians. 

M*- Dalton reaſoned to this etfe&t, that there 
could enſue no inconvenience by thoſe two 
Laws, which were intended to be contrary ; his 
reaſon was, except the Service be according to 
the Law, no man is bound to ſtay there, no 
more, than if he be bound to come and hear 
Service, if there be noScrvice, he 1s to forteit his 
Bond, 

For Anſwer to M* Aglionby he ſaid, the mat- 
ters of Conſcience did not concern the Law-ma- 
kers, neither were they to regard the error, cu- 


riolity, or ſtift-neckedneſs of the evi), ignorant 


or froward perſons. For be it they did proceed 
orderly to the diſcharge ot their own Conſcien- 
ces, in making the Law, let them care for the reſt 
whom it behoveth. He was of mind that Gen- 
tlemen ſhould not be excepted , for the cauſes 
aforeſaid 5 but he wilhed proviſion might be 
made tor ſuch as be impriſoned, or cannot come }. 
for fear of Arreſts. He wiſhed alſo, that the Law 
might have continuance but till the cnd of the 
next Parliament.

Mr. Goodier with ſome ſhew of former Care 
for that Cauſe, entred into the utterance of a 
long Speech, and ſpake to this effe&t : Firſt, He 
—_ a ſolemn Proteſtation of his ſincerity, truth 
and Loyalty to her Majeſty, to the State, and to 
the Houſe. Then he ſhewed many ſingular and 
true bleſſings , which we have by her Highneſs 
means, and religiouſly prayed for her preſerva- 
tion 3 but his whole diſcourſe ſtood upon theſe 
three points, what he thought of the perſons 
there Aſlembled, what he difliked in the mat- 
ter of the Bill propounded , and why he 
did ſo. | 

Of the perſons, he ſaid, he heartily believed 
the whole Company in truth and true mean- 
ing to have a care and hearty well-wiſhing 
for her Majeſties ſafety, acknowledging and re- 
poſing 1n her the very Anchor of our Safety 3 but 
whether all were with a ſincere meaning to the 
ſtate of the Crown , he knew not ; but rather 
thought the clean contrary : but yet of the*moſt 
and moſt honourable he thought nothing amiſs, 
but ſome ſurely, he ſaid, were doubly diſpoſed, 
and with a favourable afte&ion bent for ſome 
ſpecial body. 


For the ſubſtance of the firſt Bill, he ſaid he 
was of clear mind, well liking and approving 
the whole courſe thereof 3 except, quoth he, 
that the fame be not already by former Laws 
provided forz and hereunto he further added, 
that if any man ſhould ſay, that the Papiſts do 
not err in ſaying or ſpeaking ſo {landerouſly of 
her Majeſty , the ſame to be taken alſo as Trea- 
ſon. For the Additions which concerned the 
firſt, which did clearly reſpect the time paſt, as 
to make Treaſon of a fault already committed, 
which at the time of the perpetrating of the ſame 
offence, was not in the fame Degree; it was a 
Preſident moſt perilous , which might occaſion 
ſuch and ſo great Evils, as eaſily might not be 
conceived, Of preſent time, mans wiſdom might 
judge 3 Future time mans Policy may reach to: 
but to call again the time paſt, or to raiſe what 
is dead in any kind, Man may not ; nor in rea- 
ſon is it to be preſumed. The like he faid had 
not been feen 3 and where he hath read thou- 
ſands of Laws, yet did he never find ſuch a Pre- 
fident. An extremity, rare, and never practiſed, 
no not in theſe the greateſt matters of Faith 
and Religion , that we do now fo earneſtly 
treat of, 

The Enemy to God and our State (the Pa- 

iſts, I mean) is moſt hateful. Yet is no man fo 
rdly bent, as to have them puniſhed, much 
leſs to ſuffer Death, for what is paſt. Whether 
her Majeſty hath pardoned what is paſt, we do 
not know , and whether her. Highneſs pleaſure 
be that it ſhould be talked of, no man yet hath 
made a report. Withal, it may happily occaſion 
diſlike between herMajeſty and the Houſe, which 
were odious and hateful ; but doubtleſs, he pro- 
pheſied,it would occaſion peril, ſuch and ſo great, 
that the greateſt Speakers therein, yea thoſe who 
ſhould give them moſt or beſt words, could 
give no Warranties Neither is it that the ſe- 
quel thereof may be warranted for the right of 
a Crown, which words may not be ſtrained or 
{traitned. | 

Thus much conſidered, and the Prince being 
herein not as yet determined, he therefore ad- 
viſed, and more than ſo by words of vehemency 
urged ſtay. He farther ſaid, that the penning 
of the firſt Article of the Additions was clou- 
ded and involved with ſecret underſtandings, 
not to be underſtood but by ſuch as more curi- 
ouſly could, and more cunningly would, look 
thereinto than he. For matters of Title of the 
Crown, he ſaid, he neither knew any, nor durſt 
to intermeddle or take knowledge of any ; and 
concluding , he ſaid , that for obſcurity of the 
ſence, he mult needs condemn the ſame, fince 
that Veritas eft nuda, ſimplex & plana. 

Sir Thomas Smith her Majeſties Principal Sc- 
cretary, neither condemning nor approving ot 
what had before been ſpoken by M* Goodier, 
made motion, that the Bill might be divided, 
leſt the one might be the hindrance of the 
other. 

M* Nortor: in his accuſtomed manner of appr

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1 El | nce; firſt ſhewed that that Aſſembly 
ſhould he free of Speech, ſo that the ſame did 


not exceed the Bounds of Loyalty 3 and as in| 


Speech free, ſo ought it alſo to be free of unjuſt 
landers, and undeſerved reproaches. For ſo 
much as might concern him , he proteſted that 
he neither thought, nor meant any other title 
than the ſole preſervation of her Majeſty, and to 
this end was he and the whole Houſe (as he ſup-f 
poſed) ſetled and bent 3 ſhe being of this Realm, 
not only in reſpe& of our goods and lives the 


ſingular ſtay, but for Truth and Religion , yea 
of all Chriſtendom not Magna, but in all the 
world Specioſe. And ſince that Conſultation 1s no 
other than Conſultare in Commune, he was as well 
to remove the ſurmiſe of Ambiguity , as the 
flander raiſed of any doubleneſs in him; the 
words (quoth he) are plain, theſe and no other ; | 
that whatſoever perſon during the life of her | 
Majeſty , hath or ſhall imagine , intend or go | 
about, the depoſing, &c. them and their Heirs | 
to be barred of any title. | 

And, faith he, where Ambition hath once | 
entred, ſuch is the nature of the ſame, that ne- | 
ver it will be ſatisfied: and the thirſt for a King- 
dom is unquenchable. Withal in common Expe- 
rience we ſee , that between two, for a ſmall 
matter in Suit, when it ſhall paſs againſt the one, 
though by perfe& Tryal , yet will he who lo- 
ſeth never acknowledge that he had either offer- 
cd, or defended an injury. He faid, for working 
of great matters great time 1s required 3 and ſuch | 
a miſchief, as to overthrow a Crown 1s not 1n a | 
day compalled 3 and therefore what hereafter | 


or greater care to be had of a Prince, and cſpe- 
cially of ſo good and virtuous a Prince, as ſhe, 
for whom our Conference is now ? But yet we 
are charged with partial atfe&ion,unfetled minds, 
and doubleneſs. Whether this Speech now be 
an offence to the Houſe, he earneſtly craved the 
Judgment of the Houſe. For that it might ſeem 


| by the Gentlemans carneſtneſs who ſpake, that 


ſome one his Friend, whom he was bent to ſerve, 
would be touched. Whereupon, for his own 
part he eft-ſoons proteſted , he had no certain 
reſolution with himſelf of any title, but was to 
be ſatisfied with the conſent of that Aflembly 3 
howſoever adding further, if his Motions might 
ſo ſort, as they were liked, he offered this Pro- 
vilo to be added ; That it any ſuch perſon, who 
had made any ſuch claim, ſhall diſclaim and re- 
nounce all Title during her Highnels Life, the 
lame perſon, ec. to be then reſtored to the old 
Eſtate. 

M- Comptroller after ſome Declaration of 
grief, perceiving the matter grow to heat, as ve- 
rily the greatelt number of the Houle were more 
than moved with the vehemency of M* Goo- 
diers Speech , and that men were diſpoſed to 
talk at large of matters contrary or repugnant 
to the Bill, moved that it might be ſevered ; be- 
cauſe the firſt part came in, and was exhibited 
to that Houſe by her Majeſties Learned Councel;

than in Queen Marzes time, when to the Par- 
lament it was ſuggeſted, that the Congrega- 
tions in- the City of London Aflembled , did 
uſe this kind of Prayer to God, either to con- 
vert her, or confound her. Whereupon it was 
Enacted, that every perſon who ſo, and in 
ſuch ſort, had prayed, or who ſo after ſhould 
pray , ſhould be taken for a Traytor. The 
Caſe of Beret Smith is not fo ſtrange , nor fo 
long ſince, but it may be remembred; his tranſ(- 
grettion was not ſuch, nor ſo to be adjudged at 
the time of the offence 'perpetrated; as it was 
afterwards; yet by Authority of Parliament the 
offence precedent was from the old nature alter- 
ed, and he, who before at the time of the of- 
tence, until the making of the Law, was not to 
be priviledged but by his Clergy, was now by 
an Att made after, by Judgment Executed. And 
lince in the/Caſe of a private man, as was this of 
Bennet Smith, ſuch con{ideration, and ſuch good 


diſcretion 'was uſed, who can imagine it to be 


odious?' Nay, who is it, that would not the like 


ing as much, as this Jatter adyice. For the regard 
of the time paſt, he ſaid, he could have no good 
liking thereof, and what was practiſed in Queen 
Maries time (under CorreQion) he took to be 
no Charitable Preſtdent 3 concerning the Au- 
thority of the Parliament, he did conclude no- 
thing, but ſaid it was a prevention. 

Sir Francis Kvolles ſhewed, that he could not 
utterly diflike the conjoining of the Additions, 
fith that they riſe all of one ground,and that they 
both are good and charitable 5; whereof he ac- 
knowledged her Highnels to have Intelligence, 
and the cauſe already to have been in Conference 
by her Councel. And for the word (hath) he 
ſaith it contained no ſuch abſurdity , but with 
good zeal it might be maintained. And there- 
tore ſuch vehemency and ſharpneſs of Speech, he 


| ſard was more than requiſite, yea more than con- 


venient. And as for the obſcurity, he ſaid of 
men that would mean well, it could not be miſ- 
conſtrued; and to ſtay or prevent devices paſt, he 
thought it but honelt Policy, which being other- 
wile uſed m a Princes caſe, ts not to be ditliked.

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He remetmbred her Highneſs unwillingneſs to pu- 
niſh ſach offences, and therefore though the 
Law be ſharp , yet ſuch is her Mildnefs, that if 
any have offended for ſo much as may concern 
her perſon , ſurely he thought it would not be 
Executed 3 and her Clemency tempered with 
Authority, could never grow to Cruelty, where- 
in what his Conſcience was, he thought not fit 
to make further ſhew thereof; but ſimply and 
plainly he would deal herein, not meaning to 
treat in ſuch ſort, as if he thought to deſerve 
thanks, or any thing of her Majeſty; for what he 
did, he did it alſo as mindful of his own ſafety. 

Another then ſpake (whoſe name is not ex- 
preſſed in the aforeſaid Anonymous)Journal)ſhew- 
ing the weight of the matter , which was then 
in hand, to reſt as well on the general ſafety of 
the Subjects, as on the preſervation of her Maje- 
ſties Perſon, and therefore he could not but ap- 
prove the effect of the whole, both in Bill and 
Addition ; albeit for the pains in the Bill he was 
ſomewhat variant from that which was there of- 
fered, and in the underſtanding of ſome words 
he was doubtful 3 as for the word compaj/ing, 
he made ſome queſtion 3 of this (bodily hurt ) 
he had no perfect —_— fince the hurt of 
body may grow by griet of mind, and grief of | 
mind perhaps by ſmall cauſe. He alſo ſaid, that 
ſaving in the Statute of 27 H. 8. he hath not 
read 1t. But further, he ſaid, that he that would 
not allow her for lawful Queen, in his conceit 
ſhould alſo be called a Traitor; but for the ſpeak- 
ing of thoſe moſt {Janderous words of Heretick, 
Infidel, Schiſmatick, he would not any man to 
be for the firſt offence taken as a Traytor 3 for 
that the not acknowledging of the Supremacy, 
being a far greater offence , is but the pain of 
Premunire. And therefore, except the ſame of- 
fence alſo might be made Treaſon, he could not 
like thereof. But if it ſhould ſo ſeem to them 
good,that it ſhould be as he indeed wiſhed, then 
was he well pleaſed to put them both to one Pre- 
dicament. 

And for the word Heretick, he ſaid, that the 
Papiſts all, of force muſt be forced to ſay, her 
Majeſty is one 3 or that they themſelves muſt be 
content to carry the name, and to be noted No- 
mine, as they are re & veritate Hereticks, which 
name they willingly will not bear. He further 
ſaid, that with the reſt of thoſe words of (lan- 
der, he thought it might do well to inſert the 
name Papiſt. That if any man ſhould fay her 
Majeſty to be an Infidel, Papiſt, or Heretick, e>c. 
to be a Traytor; for that ſome ſay, there are in 
theſe days that do not ſpare to ſay, her Majeſty 
is of another Religion, than is publiſhed 3 and 
that it is the ſole _ of the Councellors,where- 
by the Doctrine (in fort as it is.) is thus publiſh- 
ed, and not hers. He alſo added, that his wiſh 
was ,, that no man might be attainted of theſe 
words, except the Speech or Publication might 
be teſtified by two Witneſſes. For the Additions, 
he ſaid, afſuredly they might not be ſevered 
from the firſt Bill, not only as they are matters 


material depending on the firſt , but ſtretching 
ſo far to the maintenance of the firſt, that with- 
out them the firſt may ſeem to be nothing. For 
(faid he) there can be no remedy provided, ex- 
cept the cauſe of the grief be known, and the 
ſame cauſe removed 5 wherein the Rebels of 
the North gave clear Experiment : for doubtleſs, 
when they pretended Reformation of Religion, 


,they thought to rend up the ground, and to ſub- 


vert the ſtay thereof, which was her Majeſties 
Perſon 3 and by them he wiſhed us to learn at 
laſt, and to wax wiſer. He faid, the Court of 
Chancery will ſtraitly Decree for ſaving and 
quiet keeping of a quiet poſlefſtion, often look- 
ing to ordering things before paſt, and ſhall not 
the Court of Parliament do the like for the Title 
of the Crown > And the ancient Laws of the 
Realm (he ſaid) do maintain the ſame, as long 
before the 35 H.8. the Stat. 5'E. 3. inſuch like 
Caſes hath ordained, that the Heir for the Fa- 
thers offence ſhall be puniſhed : conſule locune 
citatl rm. 

M- Mowunſon (aid, it were horrible to ſay, that 
the Parliament hath not Authority to determine 
of the Crown 3 for then would enſue, not only 
the annihilating of the Statute 35 H. 8. but that 
the Statute an. in the firſt year of her Majeſtics 
Reign, of Recognition, ſhould alſo be laid void ; 
a matter containing a greater conſequent , than 
1s convenient to be uttered. 

M* Heneage moved the Houſe to this effect, 
that either the Bill for Addition ſhould be ſeve- 
red,or both to be referred to the Queens Learned 
Councel, to conſider of the conveniency thereof; 
and then by them to be exhibited, ec. but of 
his Opinion he yielded no further reaſon. 

M- Long a young Gentleman,would have pro- 
ved the word (have) and a regard of the time 
paſt, not to be amiſs, for that at the time of the 
offence the malice of the Offendor was as great, 
as it is at this preſent. *© 

M*- Fleetwood endeavoured to prove the over- 
charging of the Bill with larger words than were 
convenient, and more Proviſoes than were to 
the purpoſe , to have been the overthrow of 
that which was truly meant 3 wherein the cun- 
ning Adverſary, when he knoweth not how to 
ſubvert direQly , will by this means eaſily and 
ſubtilly inſert more, pretending a face of more 
forwardneſs than the reſt, when indeed his heart 
is bent to the hindrance of the whole. For proof 
and experience hereof, he remembred the cun- 
ning Prelats in Hewry the Fourths time, and af- 
terwards in Edward the Fourths time , when 
King Edward required the ſupprefling of all ſuch 
Abbies, as King H. 6. had Eretted' 3 To hinder 
this, contrary to the Kings meaning, ſome would 
needs add the Colledges in Cambridge, which by 
him were alſo Founded ; to which when by no 
means the Houſe could be mduced , as well the 
intent of the firſt, as of the laſt, was ſub- 
verted. | 

The like he remembred alſo of the fecond 


year of H. 7. in matter of Tieaſen , which all 


met 
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men would have yielded unto, the Counterfeit 
Friend heaped in, to give the King free Liberty 


of Reſtitution to whom he would, of all both | 
goods and poſſeſſions , whereof the inconveni- 


ency being ſeen , {tay was made of the whole. 
So that, what men may not. do dire&ly, with 


face of further Friendſhip they do covertly. He 
concluded therefore, it were well and moſt "S 


to make two Bills, and to be referred to t 
Queens Learned Councel , as M* Heneage had 
well divided. 

Mr Serjeant Manwood , firſt Anſwering the 
meaning of the words ( bodily hurt ) ſaid, it 
muſt be intended when violence or force 1s done 
or offered to the Body, and not otherwiſe, nor 
elſewhere. And whether the words of (lander 
ſhould be Treaſon, he thought that there whs 

reat reaſon they ſhould be ; for (quoth he) who 
ja ſhall affirm her Highneſs to be an Heretick, 
doth doubtleſs wiſh-her the pains of an Heretick, 
viz. to be burnt, ec. He further would have to 
be added to theſe words of the Bill, That who 
ſo ſhall imagine, go about, claim, ec. thus much 
more, that whoſoever ſhall affirm himſelf to 
have Title, ec. to be a Traytor. He was of 
farther Opinion , that it ſhould be no clogging 
to the Bill, to have matter of the ſame nature 
added; being alſo provided for the ſame pur- 
pole, as good, conſequent and neceffarily con- 
curring with the effect of the Bill. And for the 
Authority of the Parliament , he faid it could 
not in reaſonable conſtruction be otherwiſe, for 
who ſo ſhould deny that Authority, doth deny 
the Queen to be Queen, and the Realm to be a 
Realm. 

After which, M" Alford and M* Dalton ſpake 
ſeverally to the ſaid Bill , touching certain of- 
fences to be made Treaſons. Whoſe Speeches 
containing no new matter at all in them, more 
than hath been formerly ſpoken, are omitted in 
that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, out 
of which all theſe foregoing Speeches are tran- 
ſcribed. After all which , the buſineſs was at 
length drawn to this Head, to be referred to a 
Committee , - whoſe names being there likewiſe 
omitted, are therefore all of them ſupphed out 
of the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of 
Commons it ſelf, in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

All the Privy-Council being Members of this 
Houſe, Sir Chriſtopher Heyden , Sir Henry Nevill, 
Sir Nicholas Arnold , M* Serjeant Marwood, Mr 
Serjeant Jeoffry, M* Heneage, M* Stoaks, M* Johr: 
Vaughan, M* Bell, M* Mounſon, M* Popham, Mr 
Norton, M* Dalton, M* Fleetwood, Mr Telver- 
ton, M* Goodier, M* Alford, and Mr Long, were 
appointed to meet to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, in the Star-Chamber. 

M" Doftor Lewes, and M* Doctor Hick, 
brought from the Lords a Bill touching the un- 
true demeanors of Tellors, Receivers, Treaſu- 
Gore 

ay the 13** day of April, Five Bills had 
cach of them one ding of i the the laſt being 


the Bill for ſuppreſſing of Simony in Preſentati- 
ons to Benefices, was read the firſt time; to 
which, becauſe M* Szagg ſpoke upon the firſt 
reading, being a thing not altogether uſual, his 
Speech 1s therefore tranſcribed out of that often 
before-cited Anonymous Journal. 

MF Thomas Snagge treated hereupon, viz. at- 
ter the reading of the ſaid Bill of Simony, ſaying 
that the cauſe of the flanders, which the Pa- 
piſts have againſt the Church of England , in 
that they ſay Coblers, Taylors Tinkers, Millers, 
ec. are of the Miniſtry, groweth thereby, that 
the Livings are detained by the Patrons from 
the Spiritual, in their own hands, to their own 
private uſes; whereas the firſt original of the 
creation of Patronages, being conſidered, it ap- 
peareth that nothing 1s left to the Patron of 
right. The manner of their original he ſhewed at 
large, and that the ſame was granted Deo &+ 
Eccleſie, and concluded that the Patron had no- 
thing of worth or value, but a bare nominatt- 
on, if it be truly uſed ; (ince that dealing (in- 
cerely, he is neither to reſpe&t Commodity,Blood, 
Aﬀection, Friendſhip, nor any thing elſe, but 
the worth and ſufficiency of the Man, e*c. 

The Bill againſt Vagabonds was read the firſt 
time 3 after which enſued divers Speeches, which 
is not commonly uſed, until after the ſecond 
reading, and therefore they are the rather tran- 
I out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Jour- 
nal, 

Mr Se. Johz moved , that an old Bill before 
this time exhibited into the Lower Houſe con- 
cerning this matter, might be peruſed.. 

Mr Sands endeavoured to prove this Law for 
Beggars, to be over ſharp and bloody , ſtanding 
much on the care which is to be had for the Poor; 
ſaying, that it might be poſſible with ſome travail 
had by the Juſtices, to relieve every man at his 
own houſe and to {tay them from wandring; this 
experience he ſhewed, and what was done 1n 
the County of Worceſter. M* Treaſurer ralked 
to this effet, that he would have a Bricewel in 
every Town , and every Tipler in the-County 
to yield twelve pence yearly to the maintenance 
thereof. 

M- Wilſon a Maſter of the requeſts, argued 
thus ; that poor of neccflity we muſt have, tor ſo 
Chriſt hath ſaid, until his latter coming : and 
as that is true, ſo ſaid he alſo, that Beggars by 
Gods word might not be amongſt his Fcople : 
Ne fit mendicus inter vos. His Experience he 
ſhewed through the greateſt part of Chriſten- 
dome , concluding that ſuch looſenels and I-wd- 
neſs was no where, as here; he ſaid it was no 
Charity, to give to ſuch a one, as we know 
not, being a ſtranger unto us. Thus, ſaid he, 
did the Locrenſes conſtitute by their Laws. E- 
ven as of Thieves did the Grectans judge of 
them. To the pain of the Conſtables tor their 
remiſs dealings , he wiſhed might be conjoined 
Impriſonment. 


On Saturday the 14 day of April , the Bill

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by was ſuppoſed a deceit prattiſed by 'one S4- 


cheveril, for conveying of Land, contrary to 
the true meaning, by ſubtile forging of a falſe 
deed, in place of the true deed: which being 
read it ſhewed the confeſſion of Sacheveril, and 
prayed reſtitution, with diſcharge of all mean 
incumbrances during ſuch time as it was 1n the 
poſſeſſion of Sacheverit. 2.1 

Mr Fleetwood endeavoured to prove, that all 
ſach ſiniſter, falſe, fraudulent or covenous deal- 
ings being opencd in that place, albeit that the 
party pray not redreſs, yet being made apparent 
to that High Court , ought not to be preter- 
mitted without due confiderationand convenient 
puniſhment to be by the Houſe aſſigned, and the 
party to be brought to theBar of that Houſe ; for 
proof thereof, he ſhewed in the time of King 
Henry the Fourth , that the abuſing of one of 
that Houſe, coming home into his Country, for 
what he had done or ſpoken 1n the Houſe, was 
afterwards adjudged of in that place, and a Law 
preſently made for what before was not thought 
upon 3; the like he ſhewed to be done in Heyry 
the Eighth his time, concerning an Excommu- 
nication had at. Serjeants-1x1r, &c. He allo remem- 
bred a Preſident of one John Rie, who for that 
he meaning to have deceived a Merchant of 
London in fale of certain ſums of money due 
unto him, to be paid out of the Exchequer, as 
he pretended, whereas in truth the money was 
before received by him who fold the Debt ; 
Judgment was given for the fubtilty of the loſs 
of his goods, the profit of his Lands, and per- 
petual Impriſonment : For every Conſpiracy, the 
Judgment is by Law (laid he) villanous, even 
as in the Caſe of Attaint, to have the Houſes 
turned up, the Meadows Eared, &c. He ſhewed 
alſo, that in the time of Edward the Third, one 
meaning to cauſe the price of Wool] to fall, gave 
out that there was likelihood of Wars to be be- 
tween the King of Ergland, and the King of 
Denmark, by which means the Traffick of the 
Staple was like to be ſtayed : Whereupon it was 
preſently ordained, that he ſhould be baniſhed, 
though for that purpoſe there were no Law 
before. 

After this Speech, as it ſhould ſeem, Commit- 
tees were appointed for this Bill ; whoſe names 
being not found in the afoxefaid Anonymous 
Journal, out of which the precceding Speeches 
are tranſcribed ; they are therefore ſupplied out 
of the Original Journal-Book it (elf of the Houſe 
of Commons, and were as followeth 3 viz. Sir 
John Thinne, M* Stokes, M* Bell, M" Fleetwood, 
M* Bedel}, and M* Smith , to meet 1n the Star- 
Chamber, upon Wedneſday next at three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the Free Grammar-School in 
Southw4Fk , was read the firſt time. | 

For the Bill of Treafons and Additions, it 
was Ordered, that ſuch of the Committees, as are 
Learned in the Laws , ſhall have, Authority to! 
confer with the Queens Majeſties Learned Coun-! 
.cel, touching the ſame Bill and Additions.

© TheBill for Reformation of the Book of Com- 


mon-Prayer, was read the firſt time, after which 
(the Bill being preferred by M* Strickland) en- 
lued divers long Arguments, which being omit- 
ted in the Original Journal-Book of the Houle of 
Commons, are therefore ſupplicd, with ſome 
ſmall 'alteration, where need required , out of 

at often before-cited elaborate Anonymous 

urnal of the ſame Houſe, in manner and form 
tollowing, 

M* Treaſurer (of her Majeſties Houſhold) 
realoned to this effeft, That if the matters men- 
tioned to be reformed were Heretical, then ve- 
rily they were preſently to be condemned; but 
it they are but matters of Ceremony, then it be- 
hoveth us to refer the ſame to her Majelty, who 
hath Authority, as Chief of the Church, to deal 
herein. And for. us to meddle with matters of 
her Prerogative (quoth he) it were not expe+ 
dient. Withal, he ſaid, what Cauſe there might 
be to make her Majeſty not to run and join with 
thoſe who ſeem to be moſt earneſt, We are not 
to ſearch, whether it be, for that in time and or- 
der ſhe hopeth to bring them with her, or what 
other ſecret cauſe or ſcruple there may be in the 
heart of Princes , it is not for all people to 
know. 

M* Comptroller argued to this effett as afore, 
commending the Zeal , but that the place and 
time were not fit. And ſince we knowledge her 
to be Supream Head , we are not in theſe petty 
matters to run before the Ball, which to do, and 
therein to offend , were great folly z how fore- 
warned we were herein, he did refer to our 
con(ideration, inſinuating in ſome fort, that our 
heady and haſty proceedings, contrary to and 
betore the Law, did rather hinder than 
help. 

Hereupon one Piſtor with a grave and feemly 
Countenance, and good natural Eloquence, 
ſhewed how Conſcience enforced him to ſpeak ; 
and rather to hazard his Credit than to the of- 
fence of his Conſcience be filent. Albeit he 
would acknowledge willingly , that many hun- 
dreds of that Honourable and Worſhiptul Af- 
ſembly, were well able to teach'him, and he in- 
deed willing to learn of them all : the matter 
of his griet was, that matters of importance 
ſtanding us upon for our Souls, ſtretching higher 
and further to every one of us than the Monar- 
chy of the whole World, were either not trea- 


ted of, or ſo (lenderly, that now after more than. 


ten days continual conſultation , nothing was 
thereon concluded. This Cauſe he ſhewed to be 
Gods; the re(t are all but Terrene, yea trifles in 
compariſon ; call you them never fo great , or 
pretend you, that they import never fo-much 3 
Subſidies, Crowns, Kingdoms, he knew not, he 
ſaid, what they were-in compariſon of this 3 this 
he ſaid, 1 know, whereof he. moſt thanked God, 
primum querite Regnum Dei , &« cet&a oumia 
adjicientur vobis. This Rule is the direftion; and 
this defire-ſhall bring»us to the light, - whereupon 


we may ſtay , and then proceed unto the Fn 
- Or 
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for in his word, and by him we learn, as faith 
St Paul, to corrett, reform, &-c. Our true home 
certainly is not here, Nom habemus hic permanen- 
tem Civitatem : and the Juſtice of God moved 
Terror unto all, which he ſeemed to mean con- 
cerning the Bill before-mentioned of Strickland's 
Propoſitions. And fo did (et it forth with vehe- 
mency, that there lacked no modelty , and with 
ſuch Eloquence , that it neither ſeemed {tudied, 
nor too. much affected , but grave and learned 
throughout, and no whit too Jong , but very 
well approved of. I 

And after him M* Sragge, and far after him in- 
deed , either for order, proof , or matter , he 
entred into the diſcourſe of Strichland's Articles, 
and ſeemed to maintain them 3 this namely , not 
to kneel at the receiving of the Communion, but 
rather , if a Law hereot ſhould be made , to lye 
proſtrate, to ſhun the old Superſtition ; or 0- 
therwiſe to ſet every man at liberty , and in this 
behalf to do contin to his Conſcience and 
Devotion, he judged it to be nothing deroga- 
tory or contrary to the Prerogative, And the 
directions he thought fit to be left out of the 
Book, which ſhould be a Law, e*c. 

After which Arguments it was upon the que- 
ſtion agreed, That a Petition ſhould be made by 
this Houſe unto the Queens Majeſty, for her Li- 
cence and privity to proceed in this Bill, before 
it be any further dealt in. 

The Bill for the Commiſſion of Sewers was 
read the third time, and after ſome Arguments 
paſſed upon the Queſtion, and was ſent unto the 
Lords by M* Treaſurer and others. 

The Bill againſt Licences and Diſpenſations, 
granted by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was 
put to the queſtion, Whether it ſhould be read 
or no? It was over-ruled in the affirmative, and 
had thereupon its firſt reading. After which 
M- Alford (although a Bill be not uſually ſpoken 
unto until after the ſecond reading) ſpake againſt 
the Bill, and endeavoured to prove, that Licen- 
ces for Marriages in ſome caſes might be needful, 
and that Diſpenſations alſo for non-refidence 
might upon ſome occaſion be of great neceſlity, 
as if a Miniſter ſhould be imployed upon ſome 
Foreign Ambaſlage , or other matter of great 
weight. 

Mr Telverton much diſliked, as it ſhould ſeem, 
M* Alford's Speech , and ſpake very vehemently 
in maintenance of the Bill, alledging, that, as 
he thought , no good Chriſtian could be againſt 
It ; in reſpe& that by the very words of the Bill 
it oo" that 1t was only framed for the ſup- 
prettion of ſuch Licences and Diſpenſations , as 
were contrary to the Word of God. 

M* Dalton ſpake next againſt the Bill, and 

rounded his opinion only upon this vain ſuppo- 


tion, That a Biſhop can do nothing contrary 
to the Word of God. 


Mr Beadle ; 1 next 1n maintenance of the 
Bill ; but the 


ubſtance of his Speech is ſo briefly 
and imperfeRly ſet down, as it cannot be oathe- 


red what his Reaſons were. 


M* Marwood ſpake very judiciouſly and mo- 
derately, allowing well the ſcope and meaning 
of the Law, but wiſhed , thar in reſpect it men- 
tioneth the redreſs of many Grievances, thoſe 
ſame Grievances might firſt be particularly made 
known to the Houf: , before the Bill were any 
further proceeded in. 

M* Fleetwood approved the Bill, yet ſpake not 
diretly for it ; but very covertly guirded at the 
Eccleſiaſtical Judges, and the Office of Faculties ; 
ſhewing alſo 1n the concluſion of his Speech, that 
Livings ace given to Miniſters for the inſtrufting 
the King and his Pcople , and for the keeping of 
Houſe, and other deeds of Charity : all which, 
if they were abſent by diſpenſation, he inferred 
muſt of neceſſity be neglected. 

Serjeant Lovelace laſtly, as it ſhould ſeem, con- 
cluded further Speech 1n this buſineſs, ſhewing 
the uſe and commodity of this Bill in queſtion + 
but doubted that there was not power enough 
_- therein , nor ſuthcient remedy provided 
or redreſs of the miſchiefs thereby ſuppoſed to 
grow , by reaſon of the Granting the aforeſaid 
Licences and Diſpenſations. Upon which (it 
ſhould ſeem) that ſome Members of the Houſe 
were appointed to confider of the faid Bill, but 
their Names are not found in the Original 
Journal-book of the Houſe of Commons, or in 
that before-cited Anonymous Journal , out of 
which both the preceding and enſuing Speeches 
are tranſcribed, 

M- Norton made a Motion by Warrant of this 
Court , by the wiſdom and godly care which 
in matters of weight was to be imployed , That 
to avoid the (hameful and moſt hateful utage a- 
mongſt the Eccleſiaſtical Judges, for delivering 
of Clerks convict upon their Oaths, and the ma- 
nifeſt Perjury there by their Law againſt the 
Law committed , ſome order might be taken. 
He proved it might not be ſaid a Liberty of the 
Church, except they will claim a liberty to fin 
wherein indeed their principal liberty hath ſtood, 
and for the which they have not ſpared to ha- 
zard , nay to give, both their bodies and Souls 
to become Traitors to God and Man. 

Thus did that Rebel Biſhop Becket , whoſe 
principal quarrel and chict cauſc of all his {tir, 
was, that the King would have puniſhed one of 
his Mark, a Pricdhytor an abominable Incelt com- 
mitted by him 3 which trnifling fault Ctorſooth) 
this Holy Saint could not endure to be rebuked 
by a Temporal Judge. Et hinc ills ire. He ſhew- 
ed, it could not be termed a Priviledge, and 
incouragement to Learning. ſince 1t was no 0- 
ther but a Cloak for their Naughtinels, and for 
ſuch as might be of the Popes Sect : as well ap- 
peared, 1n that it was allowed to none but to 
ſuch as might enter their Holy Orders , and not 
to one that had two Wives. He {hewed ac 
large the Circumſtance of their pradiſed Order 
upon the purgation of ſuch Clerks, declaring ot 
truth ſo diſordered and hateful doings, that the 
whole Houſe reſolved to take care tor redrels, 


There was then next after, by the Policy of

Sir Humphrey Gilbert , a Motion made by one to 
have in talk the griefs which before had been 
uttered in the Houſe, concerning the deceitful 
dealings of Treaſurers and Receivers , the Re- 
formation of the Exchequer for Homage, &*c. 
and {or the granting of Licences by the Queen, 
contrary to the form of ſundry Statutes. 
Hereupon Sir Humphrey Gilbert ſtanding up, 
and ſome Introduction made to crave patience 
and toleration of the Houſe, he endeavoured to 
prove the Motion of M* Be//, made ſome days 
before, to be a vain device to be thought of, and 
perillous to be treated of; ſince it tended to the 
derogation of the Prerogative Imperial 3 which 
who ſhould attempt in his fancy , could not 
otherwiſe be accounted than an open Enemy. 
For what difference is to ſay, the Queen 1s not 
to uſe the priviledge of the Crown, and to fay 
ſhe is not Queen ? ſince they are ſo linked toge- 
ther, that the one without the other may not 
poſſibly be, or ſubſiſt? We are (ſaid he) to 
give to a common Conſtable the right and re- 
gard of his Office ; which it we ſhould deny 
her, what is it other than to make her meaner 
than the meaneſt ? And albeit Experience hath 
ſhewed ſuch and fo great Clemency 1n her Maje- 
ſty, as might make us perhaps forfeit our ſelves ; 
yet it is not good to ſport or venture too much 
with Princes; yea, let be that our meaning be 
good , yet if it be not ſo thought of, how then ? 
He remembred the Fable of the Hare, which fled 
upon the Proclamation, that all Horned Beaſts 
ſhould depart the Court, leſt his Ears ſhould be 
ſaid Horns ; this did he further inculcate, with 
this further ſignification, that if we ſhould in any 
ſort meddle with thoſe matters, her Majeſty 
might look to her own Power, and thereby 


finding her validity to ſuppreſs the ſtrength of 


the challenged Liberty , and to challenge and 


uſe her Power any way, to do as did Lewes of 


France, who (as he termed it) delivered the 
Crown there out of Wardſhip, which the ſaid 
French King did upon like occaſion. He alſo ſaid, 
that other Kings had abſolute Power , as Des- 
mark and Portugal ; where as the. Crown became 
more free, fo are all the Subjects thereby the ra- 
ther made Slaves. 

This Speech was diſhked , as implying many 
occaſions of miſchief, but tongue preſent he was 
not anſwered further, than thM it ſeemed he did 
miſtake the meaning of the Houſe, and of the 
Gentleman that made the Motion ; who would 
it otherwiſe to be taken, nor otherwiſe for the 
Houſe to deal in the matter, than to ſhew their 


common griets in due and ſeemly ſort unto her 
Majelty. 


The Parliament was then by the conſent of 


the Houſe, for that it was Eaſter Eve, Adjourn- 
ed until Thirſday next; and it was agreed, that 
they ſhould from thenceforth come to the Houſe 
at ſeven of the Clock in the Morning ; during 
which ſaid time of Eaffer, M" Strickland fo often 
before-mentioned for the Exhibiting the Bill for 
Reformation of Ceremonies, and his Speech 


thereupon, was called before the Lords of the 
Privy-Council,, and required to attend upon 
them, and to make ſtay from coming to the 
Houſe in the mean ſeaſon. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal of the Houſe of Commons. The entrance 
into the next days Paſſages enſueth out of the 
Original Journal-Book it felt of the ſaid Houſe, 
ii manner and form following. 

On Thurſday the 19** day of April, to which 
day the Houſe of Commons had been on Saturday 
the 14*" day of this inſtant April foregoing, Ad- 
journed , The Bill for the reſtraining of Ker? 
i/þ and Sſſex Cloths to be fold at the Fairs at 
Maidſton, was read the firſt time. 

T he Bill for the validity of Burgefles not refi- 
ant, was read the ſecond time 3 upon which en- 
ſued divers Arguments, which being altogether 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons, are therefore ſupplied out 
of that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, 

The firſt man that ſpoke ctfeCtually to this Bill, 
was M* Warnecombe of Hereford 3 who ſtandin 
up, ſaid to this effe&t, That it behoveth all thof: 
which were Burgeſles, to ſee to that Bill ; for 
(quoth he) this may touch and over-reach their 
whole Liberties, as not having whereunto to 
ſtay; but that Lords Letters ſhall from hence- 
forth bear all the ſway : and to this effe& was all 
that he ſaid. 

M* Norton firſt made Explanation of the mean- 
ing of the Bill, to be (he ſaid) to ſhame the 
imperfe&tion of Choice, which is too often ſeen, 
by ſending of unfit men 3 and leſt happily any 
thing might be objected to the imperfeCtion of 
the Parliament, which may ſeem to be ſcant ſuf- 
ficient by reaſon of the choice made by Boroughs, 
for the moſt part of Strangers (whereas by the 
poſitive Law no man ought to be Choſen Bur- 
gels for any Borough, but only Reftants and [In- 
habitants) He ſaid further, that the choice 
ſhould be of ſuch as were able, and fit for fo 
great a place and imployment , without reſpect 
of priviledge of place or degree; for that, by 
reaſon of his being a Burgeſs, it might not be in- 
tended or thought he was any thing the wiſer; 
withal he argued, that the whole Body of the 
Realm, and the good Service of the ſame, was 
rather to be reſpected, than the private re- 
gard of Place, Priviledge, or Degree of any 
Perſon. 

Then M- Speaker moved the Opinion of the 
Houſe, whether they could like the Bill ſhould be 
ingroſlſed z and coming to the Queſtion, ſome ſaid 
No; but the greateſt number ſeemed to ay 
Yea. 

Whereupon one ſtanding up, whoſe name 1 
not expreſled in the ſaid Anonymous Journal, 
ſaid thus, I run wholly with the pretence of thc 
Bill, that Boroughs decayed may be eaſed or rc- 
lieved, knowing aſſuredly the ſame Honourablc 
for the Realm, and in many reſpects profitablc 
and commodious to thoſe who do inhabit” the 


Countries adjacent to ſuch decayed Towns3 
that 
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That it is ſo, I will not ſtand to perſwade. How 
far this Law may help them, I know not; if they 
be decayed, then it 1s molt fit for them, 
that of their own Company there may be ſome, 
who feeling the ſmart, can beſt make relation of 
their eſtatez and knowing the Country, may de- 
viſe and adviſe of ſuch helps, as without the 
hurts of other places may reſtore the old ruines. 
All things are in change, and nothing ſo ſuppreſ- 
ſed, but by God's Grace the ſame may in time by 
Policy be raiſed up. But to open my meaning 
ſhortly 3 the queſtion 1s, What ſort of men are 
to come to this Court, and publick Conſultation 
in Parliament 2 Whether from every Quarter, 
Country , and Town there ſhould come ( as I 
might ſay) home-dwellers , or otherwiſe men 
choſen by direftions, it forceth not whom ? I am 
ſurely of mind, that neither for the good ſervice 
of her Majeſty, ſafety of our Country, or ſtand- 
ing with the liberty, which of right we may chal- 
lenge (being born Subjetts within the Realm) 
this ſcope is to be given, or ſuch looſneſs in 
choice to be permitted. That the whole Land 
of this Realm, we know, is to be for three pur- 
poſes imployed , and thereby three ſorts of men 
are, as it were, created. The one part given in 
Frank Almoigne , or for Divine Service to be 
uſed, 'to the Glory of God and Miniſtry of his 
Word. | 

The ſecond: part to be holden for defence a- 
gainſt our Enemies by the Sword. 

The third for maintenance of our livelihood 
at home, and for neceſlary imployments here. 
Of theſe three. grounds, in the firlt diviſion there 
groweth to our knowledge three forts of men, 
the Miniſters and' Teachers of the Goſpel , of 
whom we muſt have care, and with whom in 
making of Laws we mult conferr, it we will be 
Chriſtians. The ſecond are the Nobility, Knights, 
and Souldiers, the Defenders and Fortrefiey a- 
gainſt our Enemies. The third fort be the Pro- 
viders, Deviſors. -and Execiitors of all things ne- 
ceflary, commodious or ſeemly for a (crled Eſtate 
(__ bath the happineſs to live there where is 

ax & Juſtitia) tor increaſe of our Wealths, 
ſuſtenance'of our Laws, the governing of bodies, 
or what elſe foever is neceſlary for us : ſuch are 
the Counſellors, ſuch are the Judges and Mini- 
ſters of. the Laws, ſuch be the Tillers of the 
Earth, ſuch be Merchants, ſuch be Vidctuallers, 
and in this degree be thoſe, who do uſe Manual 
and Mechanical Arts. Of all theſe, in like ſort, 
as of the others, regard, care, and reſpe& muſt 
be had 3 they throughly. conſulted with , the ge- 
neral. and particular States are by them to be 
known, 'if we mean to proceed for the Publick 
Weal, or endeavour in-the ſame a true perfei- 
on. Theſe laſt ſort making one kind are moſt 
ample, and thereto moſt. effe&ual to be dealt 
with, as yielding to the reſt ſupplementum, conſe- 
lium &*  auxilium. 

The ſecond. fort is likewiſe moſt neceſſary to 
be tho of. ' The firſt are beſt, and firſt to be 
. followed. but thoſe areall tobe in one knot con- 


\ 
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joyned , and as members of one body in one to 
be uſed. We may in regard of Religion lye in 
the Dike (as the Proverb 1s) long enough with- 
out our own aid, if we do nothing but pray for 
the help of Hercules. We may not truſt only to 
the Sword , leſt the common known Saying of 
Cicero ſhould turn to our ſhame : Parva ſunt f6- 
ris arma , niſi Conſilinn Domi. Neither our 
Preaching, nor our praying to God are only ſuf- 
ficient , but withal we muſt do our endeavours, 
and help each other ſince for the driving away 
of a Dog there is (as the Cuuntry-man ſaith) ſome 
virtue in a ſtone, if it be conjoyned with S* Fohz!'s 
Goſpel ; I mean, that every part of the body 
ſhould do his own part to the aid of the other 
the hand to help the hand, the foot to kelp the 
toot, &-c. This hath moved our Forefathers, and 
on this ground hath it grown, that in this Court 
where we are to conſider of all, and (as occaſion 
may ſerve) to alter , conſtitute , or reform all 
things, as cauſe ſhall be, that we do know all 
ſorts of men, ſo far as may be to helpall. How 
may her Majeſty , or how may this Court know 
the eſtate of her Frontiers, or who ſhall make 
Report of .the Ports, or how every Quarter, 
Shire, or Country is in ſtate? We who never 
have ſeen Berwick or S* Michael's Mount, can but 
blindly gueſs of them, albeit we look on the 
Maps, that came from thence , or ſee Letters of 
Inſtruction ſent; ſome one whom Obſervation, 
Experience , and due Conſideration of that 
Country hath taught , can more perfettly open 
what ſhall in queſtion thereof grow , and more 
cfteCtually reaſon thereupon, than the «kilfulleſt 
otherwiſe whatſoever. And that they ſhould be 
the very Inhabiters of the ſeveral Countries of 
this Kingdom , who ſhould be here in times cer- 
tain imployed, doubtleſs it was the true meanin 

of ancient Kings and our Forefathers, who frl 
began and eſtabliſhed this Court. But leaving 
what I cannot reach unto, the firſt conſtitution 
and freedom of this Court , the old Preſident of 
Parliament-Writs do teach us , that of every 
Country their own Burgeſles ſhould be Elected, 
the Writ to the Sheriff and Burrough is direQly 
ſoz and the Writs to the Cities being Counties, 
are, Pnuod ex wobis ipis eligatis duos Cives, Ec. 
which do prove it to be ſo; the Statute in the 
1 H.5. for the Confirmation of the old Laws 
was therefore made, and not to create a new un- 
known Law ; and that other in the----H. 6. was 
made to redreſs the miſchiet, which by breach of 
that old Law did grow. Theſe do conclude it 
without contradiction, that for that time it was 
thought fit to continue the ancient Ule, Liberty, 
We know that 
ſuch as have ſpent their whole time 1n Service, 
or have ſeen only the manner of Government 
of other Nations, and can tell you how the 
Crown of Fraxce is delivered out of Wardthip, 
or otherwiſe tell a Tale of the King of Caſtile 
and Portugal ; how they in making of Laws do 
uſe their own diſcretion , the King of Dom irk 
uſeth the advice of his Nobles only, and nothing 
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of his Commons 3 nor can paint you out the 
monſtrous Garments of the common People 10 
ſome parts of Germany, or the mangled Com- 
mon-Wealth of the Allies, or ſhadows of the 
great Cities, which now are to be ſeen in [taly 3 
ſurely all thoſe men, except they know alſo our 
own homes, are not to be truſted to conclude 
for our own Home-Afﬀairs. Doubtleſs the beſt 
learned for matters of Commodity to be raiſed, 
or to be wrought in his own Country, may hap- 
pily give place to his own Neighbours , even as 
wiſely and learnedly a Gentleman faid of late, 
In every Commitment, according to the matter, 
there muſt be a Declaration of men, as for Mer- 
chandize the Merchant and fo forth : Onicniqz in 
ſui arte perito credendum, we hold for a Maxime. 
And I mean this wholly to no other end,but fince 
we deal univerſally for all ſorts and all places,that 
there be here of all ſorts, and all Countries, and 
not (ſeeing you liſt ſo to term it) thus to eaſe 
them of Towns and Boroughs, that they ma 
chuſe at liberty whom they liſt 3 yet can I hard- 
ly call that a Liberty which is contrary to that 
which the King and the Queen commonly grant- 
eth as a free gift, and by theſe words, Et de ma- 
jori gratia mea,$c. dedimns poteſtatem,$c. quod de 
ſe ipſis eligant duos Burgenſes, or duos Civesz we 
take it more for a man to have of his own, than 
to have (by any mans diſcretion.) of another. . 

| It hath been of late oft and well fatd , that to 
nominate another to a Benefice is nothing worth 
in value, but if it be, that a man may take the 
benefit himſelf, that is both valuable and eſti- 
mable: that cannot hurt, that 1s ever good for 
me, if it be ever tied in neareſt fort unto me z 
and for this reaſon we ſay in Law, that the Eſtate 
Tail, which muſt continue in our own Blood, is 
better than the Eſtate in Fee ſimple, which may 
be got further from us, and is to be given to 
Strangers at pleaſure 3 miſchiefs and inconveni- 
ences there may grow by this Liberty 5 but a 
miſchief it may be to me, and inconvenient alſo 
to utter the ſame : I will not ſpeak thereof but 
dutifully, neither do fee any thing that is amils 
at this preſent 3 what was done a hundred years 
ſince, I may fafely tell, and thus it was. 

A Duke of this Realm wrote his Letters to a 
City, which I know, to this effect 3 whereby he 
did ſignify, that a Parhiament was to be Sum- 
moned in ſhort time, and that for great cauſes 
he was to crave aid of all his Friends, and reck- 
oning them amongſt the reſt, he wiſhed them of 
four under-nominated to chuſe two 3 the Letter 
under the Dukes Seal is ſtill preſerved, but hear 
you the Anſwer 3 he was written to with due 
humbleneſs, that they were prohibited by Law, 
they might chuſe none of them. I will venture a 
little nearer. | 

In Queen Marzes time a Council of this Realm 
(not the Queens Privy-Council) did write to a 
Town, to chuſe a Biſhops Brother, (and a great 
Biſhops Brother it was indeed) whom they afſu- 
red to be a good Catholick man 5 and willed 
them to chuſe to the like of. him ſome other fit 


man. The Council was Anſwered with Lay. 
And if all Towns in Ergland had done the like 
in their Choice, the Crown had not been fo 
wronged , and the Realm ſo robbed with ſuch 
eaſe at that Parliament , and truth baniſhed as 
It was 3 what hath been, may be, there.is no im- 
poſiibility. It will be ſaid, I miſtake, it is not 
meant , but that Towns ſhall be at liberty to 
chuſe whom they liſt. I fay, that Liberty is the 
loſs of Liberty 3 for when by Law they may do 
what they will, they may not well deny what 
ſhall be required. It is too truly ſaid, Rogando cogit 
qui rogat potentior. And I have known one that 
to avoid a great mans diſpleaſure that dwelt near 
him, that was defirous (as he knew) to buy his 
Land, did upon ſmall occaſion bind himſclt not 
to alienate his Land from his true Heirs: this be- 
ing known, I mean that he was bound as afore- 
ſaid 3 the great man was contented to let him 
keep his own quietly, which otherwiſe he would 
not have done. Surely Law 1s the only Fortreſs 
of the inferior ſort of People, and contrary to 
the Law, the greater ſort will not deſire or ex- 
pect any thing. Though now at this preſent (God 
be praiſed) we need not to fear the greatneſs of 
any man, Juſtice is ſo well adminiſtred : Yet 
hereafter, whatſoever hath been we may fear, 
either for maintenance of FaQion, or mainte- 
nance of Miſchief. Again, I ſay, it may be, 
what heretofore was poſtibly again may be. We 
ſtand and have ſtood of late upon the notorious 
manifeſtation of the Authority of Parliament : 
except withal you keep the ancient uſage of the 
ſame, and withal endeavour the freedom there- 
of, in effe&t you do nothing, if I gueſs aright. 

It is farther ſaid , that in ſome Towns there 
are not men of diſcretion fitzthey be not the wiſer 
({aid the Gentleman that ſpoke before,) for be- 
ing Burgeſſes. I can never be perlwaded , but 
that either the Lord, whoſe the Town is, be the 
Town never (o little; or the Steward, if it be the 
Queens,or ſome good Gentleman of the Country 
adjoinant , will either aſſign them who know 
the Town and can be content to be free among 
them, and to ſerve by. their appointment , for 
their Country, and for them ; or elſe for ſome 
reaſonable Fee, ſuch as be of theu Learned Coun- 
cel, and who know them, and the Country will 
deal forthem. I mean it not ſo ftriftly, that thoſe 
who ſhould be choſen, ſhould of neceſlity be 
dwellers in-the Town $ but to be either of the 
Town, or towards the Town ,.Borderers and 
near Neighbours at the leaſt : and-:to- this effect 
I would the Bill were framed; L ſtand too long 
hereon , and abundance of matter occaſioneth 
confuſion 3 this is all, : It was meant at the firlt, 
and firſt Conſtitution 'of Parhbament, that men 
of every quarter, and of all forts, ſhould come 
to this Court, that they ſhould be freely choſen. 
This in every Age hitherto hath ſeemed belt ; to 
alter without cauſe is not convenient.3' to give 
every Town liberty may offer in'time 'inconve- 
nience. None fo fit for every Country. as. thoſe 
who know the ſame. To chule of their own, it 
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is a Liberty to loſe their Liberty, I think it a 
bad Commodity, call it as you pleaſe z by ſuch 
kind of releaſe in caſing men of their Wealths, 
or of ſome good part of their Living, beſhrow 
our Charity. And in like fort, and m hke rea- 
ſon, it ſeems to me this Law 15 inferred out of 
the Preface of the ſame. For thus it is penned: 

Foraſmuch as ſome Towns are decayed, and 
have not of their own, therefore let every Fown 
do what they liſt. Of a particular Propoſition to 
make a general concluſion , it is againſt our 
Rules, and nothing (as ſaith the Philoſopher) 1s 
more abſurd than 07 cauſa pro cauſa. Some 
Towns cannot fend fit men, it ſtandeth very 
ſtrongly, if you ſeek to help, let the Plailter be 
fit for the ſore; let not the Salve be ſtretched too 
far, leſt the whole and found fleſh by the broad 
ſpreading of the Salve, do either ſmart, fret or 
feſter. The Medicine which healeth the fick man 
may be poyſon for the whole and found man. 
All Citizens and Burgeſſes ſhould not be thought 
alike, and yet all provided for, as there 1s due 
cauſe; let there be therefore convenient conf(1- 
deration, how to heal, how to hurt. And I could 
wiſh, according to the weight of the matter, it 
might be rather ſtaid on, than thus abruptly over- 
ruled 3 and while we fly Scy/a, we fall not into 
Charybdis ; while we ſay that Boroughs cannot 
ſend to this High Court ſo fit men as be conveni- 
ent , that by altering the ancient uſage, which 
is the only Warrant and fole ſtay of freedom in 
Parliament, it may happily be ſaid we have no 
Parliament now within this Realm, nor Liberty 
at all for aoy ſuch here to be holden. 

M- Bel/ in Anſwer of this, did collect the ſub- 
ſtance of whar had been-ſaid, and in a long Dil- 
courſe ſhewed, that it was neceſſary all places 


ſhould be provided for, and not Boroughs only, 


being but one of the Members of the Common- 
Wealth, and that ſome of them have neither 
Wealth to provide fit men-,; nor themlelves any 
in any (ort'convenient. .. He thought not amils, if 
in reſpect of thoſe manifeſt wants, convenient 
ſupply ſhould be ; but without the Warrant of 
Parliament,,-ſuch alteration might not be. He 
then thought-it not amils to be adviſed. And for 
the objefion of the danger which may enſue by 
reaſon of the Letters of Noblemen ; he could 
not (he ſaid) bur think it convenient to prevent 
the ſame; and:therefore wiſhed, that there might 
be the penalty of forty pound upon every Bo- 
rough that ſhould make ſuch EleCtion at the No- 
mination of any:Nobleman. 

M* Alford reaſoned to this effett, That above 
all things, neceffary care.ought to be for the chu- 
ling and having of fit men-.to ſupply the place, 
that there be not imperfeQion.: / And therefore 
noted one great diſorder, that many young men, 
not experienced, for Learning ſake , were often 
Choſen, through whoſe - default he knew not ; 
whether Letters of Noblemen, Love or Aﬀection 
in the Country, their own Ambition, of the 
careleſs accompt of the EleQors, or what elle 
Was the Cauſe, 'be knew not 3 but it was to be 
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ſeen : whereupon he would, none ſhould be of 
that Houſe , not of thirty years of Age at the 
leaſt. And for the Choice of Towneſmen (he 
ſaid) he was of this mind, that Moſes and Auroz 
(hould be conjoined together, and that there 
{hould be one of their own, or ſome Gentleman 
near them, who had knowledge of the State of 
the Country ; and the other a man Learned, and 
able to utter his mind and opinion, ſince that 
knowledge locked up in the breaſt , not being 
orderly opened, is to no purpoſe; and this part 
(he ſaid) was as requilite tor conſultation as the 
other. £o that he ſeemed to conclude the Law 
(hold be in force for the one Burgeſs, and at Li- 
berty for th'other. 

After which Speeches the aforeſaid Bill touch- 
ing the validity of Burgeſfles, ec. was Ordered 
to be committed, but the names of theCommntces 
being not found in the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal, are therefore tranſcribed out of the O- 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons 
it ſelf ; viz. Sir Thomas Hilton Knight, Mr Bel, 
Mr" Robert Bowes, M* Fleetwood, MW Warnecont;, 
Mr" Bedle, M" Atkins, M* Alford, and M" Gynes ; 
and appointed to meet 1n the Temple-C hurch upon 
Saturday next at two of the Clock in the Afﬀter- 
noon, 

It was Ordered that the Wardens of the Fleet 
ſhould bring M* Sacheveri! into this Houſe to 
Morrow 1n\the Morning, at nine of the Clock, 
touching M* Skeffington's Bill. Vide concerning 
this Bill on Saturday the 14 day of this inſtant 
April toregoing. | 

The Bill againſt Uſury was read the ſecond 
time, whereupon enſued divers Arguments and 
Speeches, which being omitted in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons , are 
therefore tranſcribed out of that often already 
cited Anonymous Journal of the ſame Houle, in 
manner and form following. 

Firſt one M* Clarke ſpoke to this effe&, That 
the referring of the puniſhment in the Bill men- 
tioned , being put to the Ecclctiaſtical Judges, 
tor ſo much was nothing 3 for that they are to 
puniſh by the Civil Law, by the Canon Law, 
or by the Temporal Law. The Civil Law would 
not avoid them, becauſe by that Law there is al- 
lowance of Ulury. The Canon Law is aboliſh- 
ed ; and in that reſpect the Temporal Law faith 
nothmg 3 ſo that the prerence may ſeem to be 
ſomewhat, but the efic& thereby wrought is no- 
thing ; yet that it was 1l], neither Chriſtian nor 
Pagan ever denied. Ariſtotle being asked what 
Utſury was ? he ſaid, it was preter Natyram, and 
therefore could not be defined. And P/zto being 
asked the ſame Queſtion, he ſaid it was idex ac 
hominem occidere. S* Anguſtine the ſamez And in 
the very words of the P/4/2:i57 an{wereth to the 
Queſtion, Domine quis habitabit in Tabernaculo 
tuo £ He ſaid, Qui curat proximo ſuo, non de: ipit 
eu, & qui pec uniam Juam ron Aabit ad uſnr ant, 

M* Moley firſt Learnedly and Artificially ma- 
king an Introduction tothe matter, ſhewed, what 
it might be thought on for any man to endea- 
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vour the defence of that which every Preacher 
at all times, following the Letter of the Book, 
did ſpeak againſt; yer faith he, it is convenient, 
and being in ſome ſort uſed, it 1s not repugnant 
to the word of God. Experience hath proved 
the great miſchief which doth grow by reaſon 
of exceſſive taking, to the deſtruftion of young 
Gentlemen, and otherwiſe infinitely 3 but the 
miſchief is of the excels not othurwife, Since to 
take reaſonably, or ſo that both parties might do 
good, was not hurtful 3 for to have any man 
lend his money without any Commodity, hardly 
ſhould you bring that to paſs. And ſince every 
man is not an Occupier who hath money , and 
ſome which have not money may yet have skill 
to uſe money, except. you ſhould take away or 
hinder good Trades, bargaining and contracting 
cannot be 3 God did not fo hate it, that he did 
utterly forbid it, but to the Jews amongſt them- 
ſelves only, for that he willed they ſhould lend 
as Brethren together 3 for unto all others they 
were at large 3 and therefore to this day they 
are the greateſt Uſurers in the World. But be 
it, as indeed it 1s, evil,. and that men are men, 
no Saints, to do all theſe things perfealy, up- 
rightly and Brotherly 3 yet ex duobns malis nmi- 
mus malum eligendum ; and better may it be 
born to permit a little , than utterly to take 
away and prohibit Traftick 3 which hardly may 
be maintained generally without this. 

But it may be ſaid, it is contrary to the direct 
word of God, and therefore an ill Law; if it 
were to appoint men. to take Uſury, it were to 
be diſliked 3 but the difference is great between 
that and permitting or allowing , or ſuffering a 
matter to be unpuniſhed. It may be ſaid, that 
Nudum patum non parit obligationem, but there 
muſt be ſomewhat given in conſideration. Let 
be that there is nothing given of the Lenders, 
yet there is ſomewhat ſoxrile, & ome bonum ex- 
emplum, &* onnis lex in ſe aliquid habet mali ; 
for that ſome body ſhall ſuffer thereby. We are 
not, quoth he, ſo ſtraitned to the word of God, 
that every tranſgreſſion ſhould be ſurely puniſh- 
ed here. Every vain word is here forbidden by 
God, yet the temporal Law doth not fo utterly 
condemn it. As for the words of the Scripture, 
he ſaith, the Hebrew ſoundeth thus in Anſwer 
of this Queſtion z ui non dat pecuniam ſuam ad 
zwrſum: 10 it is the biting and over-ſharp deal- 
ing which is diſliked and nothing elſe. And this, 
he ſaid, was the opinion and interpretation of 
the moſt Famous Learned Man Beza, and in 
theſe days, of Be/armine and diversothers 3 who 
fay, that the true interpretation of the Hebrew 
word is not Ofara, but Morſus. 


Do&or Wilſoz Maſter of the Requeſts, ſaid, 


that in a matter of ſo great weight he could not 
ſhortly ſpeak , . and Enowiais that he had 
throughly ſtudied the matter, deſired the pati- 
ence of the Houſe, And firſt he endeavoured 
to prove, that the common State may be with- 
out Ulury; then he ſhewed, how even men that 
have been ignorant of God or his Laws, finding 


the evils thereof by their. Laws, redreſſed itz and 
utterly prohibited the uſe thereof. As the Athe. 
nians cauſed all the Writings taken for intereſt 
money to be burnt; and the like did Lycargys 
by a Law which he made, and ſeeing the Fire, 
he ſaid , . he never ſaw ſo fair a Flame as thoſe 
Books yielded. He then made a definition of U- 
ſury, ſhewing it was taking of any reward, or 
price or ſum, over and above the due Debt. 
To make any thing of that which is not mine, it 
1s robbery. Forthwith upon the delivery of the 
Loan money, it is not mine. And the Law is, 
that Myutuum muſt ever be free. And here he 
ſhewed the difference between Location and 
Mutuum; the one implying a contra, the other 
none. He remembred out of Ezechie! and other 
the Prophets, ſundry places of Scripture, and 
vouched S* Auguſtines ſaying, that to take but a 
Cup of Wine, is Uſury and Damnable. This he 
ſeemed to ſay in Anſwer to that which had been 
before pronounced, that it was not Uſury except 
it were Morſus. 

He ſhewed, that loſs may grow by Ulſury ; 
Firſt, to the Queen,then to the Common-Wealth. 
To the Queen in this, that men not ufing their 
own money, but finding great gain in Uſury, do 
imploy the ſame that way 3 ſo that her Cuſtoms 
muſt decreaſe: To the Common-Wealth , for 
that, who ſo ſhall give hire for money, is to raiſe 
the ſame in the fe of his Commodity. All 
Trades ſhall be taken away, all occupations loſt ; 
for moſt men ſeeking moſt eaſe ,' and greateſt 
gain, without hazard or venture, will forthwith 
imploy their money to ſuch uſe. He ſhewed it 
to be ſo hateful in the Judgment of the Com- 
mon Law, that an Uſurer was not admitted to 
be a Witneſs, nor after his Death to the common 
Sepulchre of Chriſtians. And for that his Dil- 
courſe had been long, he inſerted (as he ſaid) 
this Tale for recreation of the Hearers. 

In 1taly, Quoth he, a great known Uſurer be- 
ing Dead, the Curate denied him the common 
place of Burial 3 his Friends made Suit, the Prieſt 
would not hear ; in fine, the Suitors bethought 
them of a Policy to bring it to paſs, that he 
might be Buried in the Church ; which was this. 
The Parſonof the Church did accuſtomably-uſc 
to carry his Books daily from his Houſe to the 
Church on his Aſs 3 and the Aſs by often going 
needed not to be driven, but knowing his . 
ney, as ſoon as he was laden, would of himſclt 
goto the Church Door; they defired the Parſon, 
his Aſs might carry the dead Body, and where it 
ſhould ſtay, the Body to be Buried. To ſo fond 
a _— the Prieſt a the: Body was laid 
on the Aſs, who feeling a greater burthen than 
he was uſed to bear, did run towards the Town, 
never ſtaying until he came to the common place 
of Execution. 

This Tale merrily 


told, he again entred to 
his matter, and proved the Condemnation of U- 
ſury and Uſurers, by the Authority of the Nicer: 
and divers other Councils : He ſhewed, that the 


| Divines do call Uſury.a Spider,a Canker,an Aſpls, 


a Ser- 
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a and a Devil 3 he ſhewed how in na- 
ture the offences of Homicide and Uſury are to 
be compared, and by Examples proved the ruins 
of divers Common-Wealths, when ſuch practices 
for gain are ſuffered as that of the Common- 
Wealth of Rome, &c. The manner of Exchange 
now uſed in London,and how much abuſehe ſhew- 
ed, a thing in old time not practiſed , but by 
the King, as in Ed. 3. time, when thereby the 
King obtained ſuch Treaſure, and ſuch exceſtive 
Wealth, that it was firſt wondred at, then gueſ- 
ſed that it grew by the Science of Alchymy. He 
here ſhewed the practice of the Low-Conntries, of 
Germany, and namely the doings of Fulchers to 
the very beggering of great and mighty Princes ; 
he vouched the authority of Sir Joh» Cheek in 
that place, concerning that matter z and the 
mind of the ancient Engliſh Law-Writers, who 
ſay that the offence of Uſury in Life the Biſhop 
is to puniſh ; but after his Death his Executors 
ſhall have his goods, but they appertain ad 
Fiſeumt. He concluded that the offence in his 
Conſcience ſhould be judged Felony. 

M* Be/ ſaid; This matter being ſo ample had 
occalioned much Speech , and was for cunning 
men a fit Theme to ſhew their Wits and skills up- 
on. Yet, faith he, -it ſtandeth doubtful what U- 
ſury is; we have no true definition of it. And 
in our Laws we have little written thereon but 
this, Uſura non currat ſuper Infantem. And not 
much more but to Anſwer the Obje&tions, where 
it is pretended, that the not puniſhing of it by 
the temporal Judge , may ſeem to be an appro- 
bation of it, or to leave it to the Church may 
ſeem as if we had no care concerning it 3 for that 
to put over an offence to another Judge , may 
not be ſo ſaid, if to the Church it may apper- 
tain, and they may well correct it. He further 
ſhewed, that the priviledge of the Church is by 
Statute upon this point to be expreſled, namely 
in the Statute de Articulis Cleri, He ſaid, we muſt 
not curiouſly ſearch Cicero's Paradoxes, and pro- 
nounce that Peccata ſunt equalia , hoc eſt, quod 
one peccatum et peccatum ; and no further : but 
be every man according to his tranſgreſſions, to 
make a reaſonable pain 3 though he who ſteal- 
eth two pence, doth as well ſteal as he who 
ſtealeth an hundred pounds; yet there are de- 
grees; we have Petit Larceny , and that which 
Is _ 3 both faults, both to be puniſhed,both 
to be hated 3 but difference there is in puniſh- 
ing, even according to the greatneſs and ſmall- 
nels of the offence ; for the one there is Death, 
for the other not ſo. 

In the Statute for puniſhing of Perjury 5* of 
this Queen, there are ſundry degrees of Perjury : 
not for that there is leſs Perjury in the one than 
in the other ; but that there is greater hurt oc- 
calioned in the one than in the other. In Anſwer 
of the Scripture, he ſaid, the Law of God is, If 
thou be ſtricken on the one Cheek, to turn the 
other; or if thy Cloak be taken away, to give 
alſo thy Gown. The literal ſence is not to be 
taken, and, as there is cauſe, a reaſonable con- 
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{ſtruction muſt be. So he concluded, that though 
it were a (in, yet it was to be puniſhed hereon 
Earth according to the good or bad, or rather 
according to the greater or leſſer hurt which 
groweth thereby. 

After which one (whoſe name is not expreſſed 
in the faid Anonymous Journal) endeavour'd the 
Anſwer of M* Wilſoz ,, but with a Proteſtation 
of his inſufficiency , and then he ſhewed, how 
the Divines have not agreed what is Uſury, but 
for his own part, he was to incline to the opinion 
of the Learned of theſe days, whoſe interpreta- 
tion of litteral ſence and $kill of the Tongues do 
appear 3 which took that for no Uſury which 1s 
without grievance. He made a difference of the 
Law of God concerning the Divine Majeſty 
contained in the firſt Table, and what 1s con- 
cerning man in the ſecond Table; ſaying, that 
nothing is to be ſaid in that degree fin in it ſelf, 
but by the circumſtances;3 for fo it is known 
whether it be good or bad. To kill is prohibi- 
ted, yet ſometimes not to kill is evil. Phineas 
killed, and was therefore commended. And . 
Thetts at times have been 1n Scriptures approved. 


| So likewiſe Uſury is allowed of in the Scriptures; 


but that it might be uſed to Strangers only : Al- 
beit the Choſen Children of God amongſt them- 
ſelves might not uſe it. But let be, whether it be 
utterly unlawful, or in ſome ſoxt to betolerated, 
It 1s a queſtion ; and until it be determined for 
the common Commodity and maintenance , let 
it be as hitherto it hath been uſed. And for the 
common ſort of Bargains of Corn for Cloth, Silk 
for Land, e*c. what they be, whether Ulſury or 
no, we know not. That all ſhould be well, it 
is to be wiſhed ; that all may bedone well among 
men, it is beyond hope, for we are no Saints, we 
are not of perfection to follow the Letter of the 
Goſpel, Who ſo {triketh the one Cheek, ec. and 
this Text date nihil inde ſperantes; Theſe are no 
expreſs Commandments. For the firſt, the Law 
of nature doth direct, and for the other allo the 
ſame Law in effe& maketh defence; ſurely there 
can be no fin where there can be no breach of 
Charity. To do that therefore to another which 
we would to our ſelves (the (tate, circumſtance 
and caſe to our ſelves conſidered) 1s commenda- 
ble, or not to be reproved ; if we our felves be 
to borrow, who is it that would not 1n extre- 
mity give a little to ſave much money ? It is ſaid, 
the Uſurer doth or may grow nch: Who hath 
diſliked in a Common-Wealth, that there ſhould 
be homines boni frugi? they may be conſidered, 
and may be good, more than for one purpole. 
He further ſtood on this, that God did not ab- 
ſolutely forbid Ulury, which ſurely it it had been 
utterly 11], he would have done. And he added, 
that the Common Laws were Cruel in their cen- 
ſures,and wiſhed that rap ſhould be no more re- 
membred than they are followed. 

Serjeant Lovelace argued to this effet , that 
Uſury was of money only , proteſting that he 
hated all kind of Uſury , but yet the greater 


| the ill was,the more and more greatly did he hw 
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the ſame. But to prohibit it with ſo ſharp and 
extream a Law as to loſe all, he thought it 
would be the ground of greater Covetouſnels ; 
withal he added, to prohibit the 1]] of Covetoul- 
neſs in generality, were raſh, void and frivolous ; 
fince that the Speech and the ACt it ſelf is indeft- 
nite, comprehending all our ations and doings 3 
and therefore, as utterly vain to prohibit it, in 
vain words of generality. To prohibit Drunken- 
neſs, Pride, Envy, Surteting, &c. were ſome- 
what in ſome particular ſort 5 to do it 1n genera- 
lity, albeic that we know that it 1s every way 
damnable by the dire and: written word of 
God, it were but folly, Of thele great Evils (to 
the which man of his nature is born and made 
prone, and too apt) when we may not reach to 
the beſt. furtheſt and uttermolt, we mult do, as 
we may ſay, by degrees. As to ſay there ſhall 
be no deceit, or (leight in making of this or that 
kind of Wares; that the Husband-man ſhall-till 
his Arable Land,and that he ſhall not keep above 
ſuch a number of Sheep 3 that there ſhall be no 
foreſtalling, regrating, &c. and this 1n particula- 
rity z whereas otherwiſe, generally amonglt ſinful 
men to prohibit this (in or that fin utterly on a 
pain, it may not be : but thus rather, he that 
{hall ſo fin ſhall ſuffer or loſe ſo much 3 where- 
upon he concluded, that there ſhould be degrees 
in puniſhing of Uſury 3 as he that ſhould take 
ſo much, to loſe, or be puniſhed thus 3 he that 
ſhall take more, more deeply. 

M- Fleetwood (hewed,that all theſe Arguments 
long fince, with great skill, and very often have 
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been opened in this place: He faid, it was Irge- 


nut JR fateri per quem profeceris., M* Check, 
he ſaid, argued, and fo far forth explained this 
matter, as the Learner was thereby ſufficiently 
informed , and the Learned fully ſatisfied. His 
Papers of his Speech (he ſaid) he had not loſt, 
and therefore could ſhew as much cunning as the 
cunningeſt, which had bent or endeavoured 
himſelf thereunto. He ſaid he had read the Ci- 
vil Law, and of the Common Law ſomewhat ; 
but how well he did underſtand it, he would not 
promiſe ought : What Uſury was, he ſaid, he 
was not to learn; call it if we liſt, Proxima ho- 
micidio, or how elſe by a deſcription, he forced 
not much; for if there were not Civil Law, it 
were not much to be accounted of for any cer- 
tainty 1N this Caſe thereby to be had ; and the 
moſt ancient Laws of this Realm have taught us 
thereof ſomewhat 3; as the Laws of ......... do 
make to us mention of Uſury, So do the Laws 
made in Lwcixs his time, and thoſe of Athelred ; 
whereby it was ordained, that Witches and Uſu- 
rers ſhould be baniſhed. King Edward the Saint 
referreth and appointeth the Offenders herein to 
ſuffer ordalinnz. Then was there a great kind of 
Ulſury known, which was called Torns , and a 
lefler known by the name of Glamvile, 
in the Book de legibus antiquis, maketh mention 
of an inquiry of Chriſtian Uſurers. In the Tower 
(he ſaid) he had ſeen a Commiſſion awarded to 
the Maſter of the Courts (he named not what 
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Courts) to enquire of Uſurers, and the puniſh- 
ment of them (he ſaid) was whipping 3 he ſaid 
further, by Scripture he knew it was damnable; 
and therefore, whether it was good or not good, 
it was no good Queltion. For the matter of 
Implication , whether by the pretence of the 
Law it might be intended that it was 1n any 
ſort allowed 3; he ſaid it might be conſtrued and 
compared there with the Statute of Tiths : where 
It is ſaid ; that till for ſeven years after Heath 
ground broken up, no Tith ſhall be paid; the 
Conſtruction hereupon is clear. He ſhewed alſo, 
that Uſury was malum in ſe, for that of ſome 0- 
ther tranſgreſſions, her Majeſty may diſpence a- 
fore with ; but for Uſury,or to grant that Uſury 
may be uſed, ſhe poſſibly cannot. He further 
ſaid, that the words of an Ac of Parliament are 
not ever to be followed; for that ſometimes the 
conſtruction is more contrary to what 1s written, 
as in the Statute of Magna Charta 3 nift prins ho- 
maginm fecerit. And ſome Statutes are wked at 
by non-obſervation or otherwiſe , ſo that they 
ſeem to be no Laws, even in thoſe things which 
we praGiſe moſt, as the Statute of (loc. for 
the Oath to be taken in Debt and Damages. 

M* Dalton endeavoured to prove, that M:* 
Fleetwood miſtook the Bill, but in fancy he mi- 
ſtook his Arguments. 

M* Norton ſhewed , that all Ufſury is biting; 
as in the word Steal is contained all kind of in- 
jurious taking away of a mans goods :"and as 
flanderizing is ſaid to be murthering or homi- 
cide ; ſo is Uſury juſtly ever to be ſaid biting, 
they being both ſo correlated or knit together, 
that the one may not be without the other. He 
concluded, that fince it is doubtful what's good, 
we ſhould be mindful of the old ſaying, ';9x04 
dubitas ne feceris, and for that 2uod non ex fide 
eſt peccatum eſt, therefore he wiſhed that no al- 
lowance ſhould be of it. 

After theſe Arguments (being tranſcribed out 
of the often before-cited Anonymous Journal) 
were ended, there is no other mention of any 
further proceeding in this Bill, but it doth plain- 
ly appear by the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons, that this Bill having had its 
ſecond reading as aforeſaid, was now at the laſt, 
after the preceeding Arguments were ended, 
Committed by M* Treaſurer and others, whoſe 
names are all omitted in the Origmal Journal- 
Book. 

On Friday the 20t day of April , the Bill for 
the Aſſizes to be kept at Worceſter, was read the 
firſt time. 

The Bill alſo for impannelling of Juries, was 
read the ſecond time, . and rejected upon the 
Queſtion. 

Theſe two Bills being thus tranſcribed out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, the greateſt part of the reſidue of this 
days paſlages, do here next follow, out of that 
often already cited Anonymous Journal,in which 
there is one Bill touching Caps, which is not at all 
mentioned in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf

aforeſfaid, ſet down in manner and form follow- 
ing, vis. 

A Bill for Caps was read the ſecond time, and 
ruled, that the ſame ſhould be ingroſled. 

This Bill (as is aforeſaid) is not at all found to 
be ſet down in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons 3 but that next enſuing 1s 
there mentioned, and the Arguments alſo touch- 
ing the Liberty of the Houle , are there gene- 
rally remembred\, which with the ſaid Bill do 
here at large follow, with ſome ſmall alteration 
only, out of the aforefaid Anonymous Journal, in 
manner and form following. 

The Bill for fach as be fled beyond the Seas 
without Licence , or ſhall not return within a 
certain number of Dayes, after their Licences ex- 
pired,to loſe their Lands and Goods,and to avoid 
Coyenous Gifts, was read the ſecond time, and not 
then effetually ſpoken unto by any man. 

M* Wentworth very orderly in many words re- 
membred the Speech of Sir Humphrey Gilbert, de- 
livered ſome days before : He proved his Speech 
(without naming him) to be an mjury to the 
Houſe, he noted his diſpoſition to flatter and 
fawn on the Prince, comparing him tothe Came- 
leon, which can change himſelf into all colours, 


ſaving white 3 even ſo (ſaid he) this rter 
on Ho himſelf to all faſhions but "> og 
he ſhewed further the great wrong done to one 
of the Houſe, by a miſreport made to the Queen 
(meaning Mr Be/3) he ſhewed hisSpeech to tend 
to no other end than to inculcate fear into thoſe 
which ſhould be free; he requeſted care for the 
credit of the Houſe, and for the maintenance of 
free Speech (the only means of ordinary pro- 
ceedings) and to preſerve the Liberties of the 
Houſe, to reprove Lyers, inveighing greatly out 
of the Scriptures and otherwiſe, againſt Li- 
ers. As this of David, Thou O Lord ſhalt deſtroy 
Lyers, &c. 

M- Treaſurer ſignified his deſire to have all 
things well ; ſaying, he could not enter into 
Judgment of any 3 but he ſaid, it was conveni- 
Ent 11] Speeches ſhould be avoided, and the good 
meaning of all men to be taken, without wrelt- 
ing or miſreporting z and the meaning of all men 
to be ſhewed in good fort without unſeemly 
words. 

MF Speaker endeavoured an Agreement and 
unity inthe Houſe, making ſignification that the 
Queens Majeſty had in plain words declared 
unto him, that ſhe had good Intelligence of the 
orderly proceeding among us3 whereof ſhe had 
as good liking as ever ſhe had of any Parliament 
lince ſhe came unto the Crown; and wiſhed we 
ſhould giye her no other cauſe than to continue 
the fame, and added further her Majeſtics plea- 
lure to be, to take Order for Licences ; wherein 
ws had been careful, and more careful would 


Mr 
derly. ſhew -of Obedience , made fignification 
how that a Member of the Houſe was detained 
from them (meaning M* Strickland) by whole 


— 
= — 


Commandment, or for what cauſe he knew rot, 
But for as much as he was not now a private 
man, but to ſupply the room, perſon and place 
of a multitude ſpecially choſen, and therefore 
ſent, he thought that neither in regard of the 
Country, which was not to be wronged, nor 
for the Liberty of the Houſe, which was not to 
be infringed, we ſhould permit him to be de- 
tained from us. But, whatſoever the intendment 
of this oftence might be, that he ſhould be ſent 
for to the Bar of that Houſe, there to be heard, 
and there to Anſwer. 

M-* Treaſurer in ſome caſe gave Advertiſement 
to be wary in our proceedings , and neither to 
venture further than our aſſured Warrant might 
{tretch, nor to hazard our good opinion with 
her Majeſty on any doubtful cauſe. Withal he 
wiſhed us not to think worſe than there was 
cauſe. For the man (quoth he) that is meant, 
1s neither detained nor miſuſed, but on confide- 
rations 1s required to expect the Queens plea- 
ſure, upon certain ſpecial points : wherem {he 
ſaid ) he durſt to affure that the man ſhould nei- 
ther have cauſe to diſlike or complain, ſince fo 
much favour was meant unto him as he reafon- 
ably could wiſh. He further ſaid, that he was 
in no ſort ſtayed for any word or ſpeech by him 
in that place offered ; but for the exhibiting of 
a Bill into the Houſe againſt the Prerogative of 
the Queen; which was not to be tolerated. Ne- 
vertheleſs the conſtruftion of him was rather to 
have erred in his zea} and Bill offered , than ma- 
lictouſly to have meant any thing contrary to the 
Dignity Royal. And laſtly, He concluded thar 
oft it had been ſeen , that Speeches have been 
examined and conſidered of. 

Sir Nicholas Arnold with ſome vehemency mo- 
ved, that care might be had for the liberty of 
the Houſe; he was inforced, he ſaid, rather to 
utter, and ſo to run into danger of offence of 
others, than to be offended with himſfelt. 

M- Comptroller replied to the effect M* Trea» 
ſurer had before ſpoken. 

M- Chere told , how the Prerogative 1s not 


Carleton with a very good Zeal , and or- 


diſputable, and that the ſafety of the Queen is 
the ſafety of the Subjes. He added, how that 
for matter of Divinity , every man was for his 
inſtruction to repair to his Ordinary, being a pri- 
vate man (where he utterly forgot the place he 
ſpake in, and the perſon who was meant; for 
that place required and permitted tree ſpeech 
with authority, and the perſon was not himſelt a 
private man but a publick z by whom even the 
Ordinary himſelf was to be direQted) He conclu- 
ded,that for as much as the cauſe was not known, 
he therefore would the Houſe ſhould ſtay. 

M- Telverton ſaid he was to be lent for, argu- 
ing in this ſort. Firſt, he ſaid, the Preſident was 
perillous, and though in this happy time of -le- 
nity, among ſo good and honourable Perlonages, 
under ſo gracious a Prince, nothing of extremity 
or injury was to be feared; yet the times might 
be altered, and what now is permitted, hereafter 


might be conſtrued as of Duty, and enforecd, 
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even on this ground of the preſent S 999 
He further ſaid, that all matters not Treaſon, or 


too much to the Derogation of the Imperial 
Crown, were tolerable there , where all things 
came to be conſidered of, and where there was 
ſuch fulneſs of Power , as even the right of the 
Crown was to be determined, and by Warrant 
whereof we had ſo reſolved. That to ſay the 
Parliament had no Power to determine of the 
Crown, was High-Treaſon. He remembred how 
that men are not there for themſelves, but for 
their Countries. He ſhewed, it was fit for Princes 
to have their Prerogatives 3 but yet the ſame to 
be ſ{r:irned within reaſonable limits. The Prince, 
he ſhewed, could not of her ſelf make Laws, 
neither might ſhe by the ſame reaſon break Laws. 
He further ſaid, that the Speech uttered in that 
place, and the offer made of the Bill, was not to 
be condemned as evil z for that if there were any 
thing in the Book of Common-Prayer , either 
Jewiſh, Turkiſh or Popiſh, the ſame was to be 
reformed. He alſo ſaid, that amongſt the Papiſts 
it was bruted ,- that by the Judgment of the 
Council, Strickland was taken for an Heretick ; 
it behoved therefore to think thereof. 

M- Fleetwood firſt ſhewed the order of Civil 
Arguments from the cauſe to this effe&t , that 
time muſt be known and place obſerved. He ſaid 
then, that of Experience he could report of a 
man that was called to account of his Speech in 
5** of this Queen 3 but he ſaid, he could not 
meddle with ſo late matters , but what he had 
learned in the Parliament Rolls, he thought con- 
venient ſhould be known and abies of.” In 
the time of H. 4. a Biſhop of the Parliament was 
Committed to Priſon by Commandment of the 
King; the Parliament reſolved to be Suitors for 
him. And in King H. 5. the Speaker himſelf was 
Committed, ec. with him another of the Houſe; 
the Houſe thereupon ſtayed , but remedy they 
had none, other than to be Suitors to the King 
for them; whereupon he reſolved, that the'only 
and whole help of the Houſe for eaſe of their 
grief in this caſe, was to be humble Suitors to 
her Majeſty, and neither ſend for him, nor de- 
mand him of right. 

During which Speech the Council whiſpered 
together, and thereupon the Speaker moved,that 
the Houſe ſhould make ſtay of any further Con- 
ſultation thereupon. 

Thus far of theſe Speeches out of the aforeſaid 
Anonymous Journal, unto which for the intire 
making up of this preſent days agitations, theſe 
paſlages following are tranſcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Book it ſelf of the Houſe of 
Commons, in manner and form following. 

M- Comptroller moved touching the Bill for 
Briſtol, that Licence might be granted to amend 
it 11 form, not changing the matter 3. which was 
aſlented unto. | 

The Bill concerning coming to Church, and 
receiving of the Communion , was read the ſc- 
cond time. 

A Proviſo to the Bill concerning coming to

The Bill for Shrewsbury was read the ſecond 
time, and ordered to be ingroſled. 

On Saturday the 21** day of April, an Addi- 
tion to the Bill for coming to Church, and re- 
ceiving of the Communion , was read the firſt 
time. 

A Proviſo to the Bill for coming to Church, 
and receiving of the Communion, was read the 
firſt time. 

The Bill for coming to Church, and receiving 
the Communion, with the Additions and Proyi- 
ſoes, were Committed unto M* Treaſurer, M- 
Chancellor of the Dutchy, Sir 1homas Smith, 
M* Moore, M* Henry K nolles Sen. M* Sampoole, 
M*- Mounſon, M* Bell, M* Telverton, M* Agmon- 
deron , M* Boyer, M* Thomas Snagg , and M* 
Strickland, who were appointed to meet in M- 
Treaſurers Chamber, at the Court, at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

. Thus far of this days Paſſages out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons. 
Now follows an Obſervation upon M* Strick- 
lands coming to the Houſe this day 3 being no- 
minated the laſt Committee in the Bill foregoing, 
out of that often before-cited Anonymous Jour- 
nal; becauſe it doth conduce very much to the 
Declaration and maintenance of the Liberties of 
the Houſe : for the ſaid M* Strick/and having on 
Saturday the 14* day of this inſtant April, preſ- 
ſed very earneſtly the reformation -of the Book 
of Common-Prayer, and ſome Ceremonies of the 
Church, was, after the Adjournment of the 
Houſe of Commons on that day , being Eaſter 
Even, called before her Majeſties Council, about 
the beginning of the Week following, and was 
commanded by them to forbear coming to the 
ſaid Houſe, in the mean ſeaſon, and to attend 
their further pleaſure z whereupon, on Frida 
immediately foregoing, being the 20** day of this 
ſaid inſtant April, divers Speeches and - Motions 
having paſled in the Houſe, touching the breach 
of the-Liberties thereof, by reſtraint of one of 
their Members from repairing thither Ty 
he were neither impriſoned nor confined) M' 
Speaker did at laſt deſire them to forbear further 
Conſultation in the ſaid matter. And the Houle 
having at his ſaid requeſt, paſſed over the reſidue 
of the ſaid day in the Morning, 1n-the agitation 
of other buſineſs, the above-mentioned MF Strick 
land did this Forenoon (upon an Advertiſement 
(as it ſhould ſeem) from her Majeſties Council) 
repair again to the ſaid Houſe, ſoon after it was 
ſet. And coming juſt upon the time, when the 
foregoing Bill for coming to Church, - and recer- 
ving the Communion ,' was in the referring to 
Committees; the ſaid Houſe did in witneſs of 
their joy for the reſtitution of -one of- their ſaid 
Members, awhile from them reſtrained, preſently 
nominate him one of the/ſaid Committees, as ap 
peareth plainly by their names immediately tore- 
going, being inſerted out of -the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the ſaid Houſe; out of which thek 
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next enſuing paſſages do follow , in manner and 
form following. 

The Bill for William Skeffington Eſqz, was read 
the ſecond time, and Henry Sacheverel being pre- 
ſent at the Bar, and in open Court contefling the 
fraud, offered by way of excuſe a Bill of cauſes 
moving him thereunto, which was read alſo, and 
ordered-to be ingroſled. 

The Proviſo to the Bill for coming to Church, 
and receiving of the Communion, was read the 
ſecond timez upon which, as it {hould ſeem, di- 
vers Arguments enſued, although no mention 
thereof be made in the aforeſaid Original Journal] 
Book it ſelf; and are therefore ſupplied out of 
that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, :n 
marmer and form following 3 27. 

M* Aelionby argued, that there ſhould be no 
human poſitive Law to inforce Conſcience, 
which is not diſcernable in this World. To come 
to the Church, for that it is publick, and tend-

and convenient; and not to come to Church may 


make. a man ſeem irreligious, and ſo no man; 
for that by Religion only a man 1s known and 
diſcerned from Brute Beaſts 3 and this 1s to be 
judged by the outward ſhow. But the Conſct- 
ence of man is Eternal, inviſible, and not in the 
power of the greateſt Monarchy in the World, 
1 any limits to be ſtrained, in any bounds to be 
contained, nor with any policy of man, 1f once 
decayed, to be again raiſed. He ſhewed, that 
neither Jew nor Turk, do require more than the 
ſubmiſhon. to the outward obſervance, and a 
convenient (ilence, as not to dillike what is pub- 
lickly profetled , but to inforce any to do the 
AQ, which may tend to the. diſcovery of his 
Conſcience, it is never found. He ſhewed the 
difference betwixt coming to Church, and recei- 
ving the Communion 3; the one he allowed to be 
incomprehenſible in Law, the other he could not 
allow. And in Anſwer of that which before had 
been ſaid, that the Conſcience was not ſtraitned, 
but a penalty of the loſs of their goods only ad-, 
judged 3 whereof no doubt the Law of God and 
the Law of Nations had given to the Prince an 
abſolute Power ; he ſaid to this out of Cicero de 
Legibus, that man out of his own nature is to 
care for the ſafety of man, as being reafonabte 
Creatures , and not the one to ſeek to bereave 
the other of his neceſſary. livelyhood , adding 
out of the ſame Book, this ſaying of Tilly, 9; 

enns non curet bunc Deus ipſe judicabit. He 
ſhewed out of S* Paul , that we muſt not do il1 
that good may grow thereby 3 we muſt not take 
from him that is his, to the end thereby to make 
him to do what is not in his power; to be fit for 


lo great a myſtery God above of his free gift may 
make a man. 


To comeunworthily the penalty is appointed, 


S' Pax hath pronounced it to be Death and Dam- 
nation,. as guilty of the Blood and Death of 


Chriſt. Not to come our Compulſory Law ſhall 


now condemn, ſo that this our favour herein to 
be extended, is either to beg, or be exiled from 


—— — 


our native Country, He ſaid, there was no Ex- 
ample in the Primitive Church to prove a Com- 
mandment for coming to the Communion, but 
an Exhortation; he ſaid, S* Ambroſe did Excom- 
municate 1 heodoſius, and forbid him to come to 
the Communion, becauſe he was an evil man. 
And for us to will and command men to come, 
becauſe they are wicked men, it is too ſtrange 
an inforcement, and without Prefident. 

M* Agmmndeſham without regard of any thing 
ſpoken before, made mention of a Decree in the 
Star-Chamber made by nine of the Privy-Coun- 
cil, ſigned with their hands, and the hands of 
the Chief Juſtices, concerning the receiving of 
the Communion by Gentlemen of the [cxple. 
This Decree made by fo grave and learned men, 
he thought for himſelf, and to his own Conſci- 
ence, was a ſtay whatto judge, and a direction 
or preſident what to follow : the tenor of which 
Decrce, for ſo much as it did concern the retor-

| ed might be inſerted into the Law. The motion 
; was well liked, and he required to bring the 


ſame the next day, which was done. 

M= Norton (hewed, that where many men be, 
there muſt De many miads, and in conſultations 
convenient it is, to have contrary opintens, con- 
trary reaſons and concradutionsz thereby the 
rather to wreſt out the beſt : but this by the rule 
of reaſoning, ard reaſon muſt be ſire jurgiis - 
he then faid, that not only the external and out- 
ward ſhow is to be ſought, but the very ſecrets 
of the heart in Gcds cauſe, who 1s /crutator Cor- 
dium, muſt come to a reckoning. And the good 
Seed fo fifted from the Cockle, that the one may 
be known from the other. A man Baptized is 
not to be permitted among, us for a Jew. And 
here ſomewhat (lipping from the matter Speech, 
he moved, that all ſuſpected for Papiſtry might 
make this Oath, That they did acknowledge the 
Queen to be Queen, for any thing the Pope in 
any reſpe& might do, noting fome imperfection 
in the ag Oath. To this end, quoth he, are 
the Bulls now ſeit to diſcharge men of their Al- 
legiance , and to give free pardon of fins; fo 
that he, who thus thould be pardoned, fhould 
from henceforth in no ſort Commumicate with 
the Profellors of the Goſpel 3 and now (quoth he) 
the very touchſtone of trial, who be thoſe Rebel- 
lious Calves, whom the Bull hath begotten, mult. 
be the receiving of the Communion 3 which who 
ſo ſhall refuſe, we may juſtly ſay, he ſavoureth, 
e&c. And men are not otherwiſe to be known 
but by the external (ſign. To Anſwer and fſatrsfy 
the Dilemma objected before tn the firſt day, 
made concerning the diſorders of certain Mini- 
ſters, un ſaying of the Service contrary to the 1n- 
ſtruction of the Book 3 he wiſhed, this Proviſo 
might be added, that miſtaking of Chapters, mil- 
reading, &c. ſhould be recovered as no offence, 
ſo that there be no Maſs-Song, or Popiſh Service 
uſed in Latin, ec. And thus the Bill reſted to

And 
therefore the chief ground I had to conclude 
that her Majeſty was this day perſonally in the 
Upper Houſe, was a Copy I had by me of the 
Lord Keepers Speech made there this day in the 
publick Aſſembly of both Houſes, in the end of 
which he gives direCtion to the Houſe of Com- 
mons to Ele& their Speaker 3 which ſhews alſo 
that the ſaid Speech in divers Copies thereof 1s 
falſly attributed to the eighteenth Year of her 
Majeſty , which was but the ſecond Seſſion of 
this Parliament, and no Speaker Elected in it ; 
and therefore this Error ſeemeth only to have 
grown a the fault of Tranſcribers and the 
12norance of ſuch as ſuffered ſo groundleſs an 
Error to ſtand. 

- The faid Speech therefore of the Lord Keeper, 
pronounced by her Majelties Commandment, was 
as foiloweth, viz. 


H E Queens Majeſty, our moſt Dread and 
Gracious Soveraign Lady, hath given me 
Commandment to declare unto you the Cauſes 
of the Summons of this Aſſembly for a. Parlia- 
ment to be holden here at this time 3 wherein 
albeit I mean to imploy my whole endeavour to 
the uttermoſt of my power and underſtanding, 
yet I muſt needs confeſs, that neither ſhall you 
have it done as the Majeſty of this preſence, nei- 
ther as the gravity of the Cauſe requireth it to be 
done. And yet the often Experience that I have 
divers and ſundry times had of the Queens Maje- 
ſties great benignity and gentleneſs in bearing 
with and well accepting the doings of thoſe that 
to her Service put their good wills and diligen- 
ces 3 And beſides all, the proof of your Patience 
in the like matter hath ſo much encouraged me, 
that (as I truſt) it ſhall be done although not 
cunningly nor eloquently, yet plainly and truly, 
ſo as it may be well underſtood and ealily born 
away, and therewith alſo as briefly as the great- 
neſs of ſuch a matter will ſuffer. True it 1s, the 
original and principal cauſe is, that things there 
propounded may be orderly and diligently deba- 
ted, deeply conſidered, and thereupon wiſely 
concluded. And to the end alſo that thoſe Con- 
cluſions ſo made, the rather for ſuch an univer- 
ſal Conſent as in Parliament 1s uſed, remain firm 
and (table. 

Now the matters that are 1n this Parliament to 
be proved , do conſiſt altogether in two parts. 
The former is in matters of Religion, for the bet- 
ter maintenance of Gods Honour and Glory. 
The ſecond in matters of Policy , for the more 
perfect upholding and eſtabliſhing of the Queens 
Majeſties Royal Eſtate , and the preſervation of 
the Common-Weal committed to her Charge. 
The Cauſes of Religion are again to be divided 
into two, that is into matters of DoCtrine and Di- 
ſcipline. The thing of Policy I mean alſo to part in- 
to other two, that is, into matter concerning the 
good Government of the SubjeQtsat home, and in- 
to cauſes of defence againſt the Enemy abroad. 


— 


And thus by this Proceſs you ſee you are, as 
indeed you ought, 

Firſt, To conſider in this your Aſſembly of 
Gods cauſe, which faithfully, fincerely and dili- 
gently,done, like as it cannot but bring ſucceſs to 
all the reſt, ſo likewiſe lukewarm, deceitful and 
double-dealing therein cannot but breed, nou- 
riſh and bring forth Factions, Diviſions, Seditions, 
&c. to the great peril and danger of all the reſt. 
And the greater that the perſonages be in Autho. 
rity and Dignity that thus deal , the greater of 
neceſſity muſt be the danger of the Common- 
Weal. And becauſe Gods Law and Doctrine be- 
ing the firſt Law and branch mult light upon our 
ſelves that ought to take the benefit of it, as firſt 
and chiefly upon Miniſters of this DoQrine, either 
for not preaching and teaching by word and exam- 
ple of life ſo purely and reverently as they might, 
or elſe not ſo diligently as they were bound, 

And ſecondly upon us for not hearing it ſo de- 
firoully, or elſe _—s it and forgetting it, or 
not following it ſo effeCtually as we ſhould. 

Thirdly, For that many of us of the Laity do 
not yield and give that eſtimation, countenance 
and credit to the Miniſters of his Do&rine which 
of right they. ought to have, and that many 
greatly hurt the ſetting forth of it : For this one 
thing may be holden firm by the Rules of good 
Government, that all Officers both Spiritual and 


Temporal that have Governance , during the 


time of their Offices , ought to be preſerved in 
Credit and Eſtimation. For how can any Rag 
be well ſet forth by them that want Credit : 
Marry for my part let the time of their Offices 
laſt as their doings do deſerve. | 

Fourthly, Becauſe the want of the number of 
Miniſters that ought to be and be not, and for 
the inſufficiency of thoſe that be for diverſe re- 
ſpe&s. But therein the Queens Highneſs doubt- 
eth nothing, but all that which the diffculty of 
time in ſo great a ſcarcity of men meet to be Mi- 
niſters will ſuffer to be done, ſhall by my Lords 
the Biſhops be done in this behalf, and that as 
ſpeedily, diligently and carefully as can be, And 
if any perſon admitted or to be admitted to this 
Miniſtry ſhall hereafter either of Arrogancy or 
Ignorance, ſhow any ſtrange DoCtrine contrary, 
or varying from that which by common conſent 
of the Realm is publiſhed, to the breach of U- 
nity, that he by thoſe to whom 1t appertaineth, 
ſharply and ſpeedily be reformed, all favour and 
fear ſet apart. * 

Thus much for Do&rine. You are moſt ear- 
neſtly alſo to think and conſider of the Diſcipline 
of the Church as one of the ſtrong Pillars of Re- 
ligion, which doubtleſs at this time hath two 
yy lacks. The firſt the imperfeftion of Laws 
or the countenance of it, which hath grown ei- 
ther by reaſon that ſundry of the Ordinances 
made for that purpoſe , be diſuſed or otherwiſe 
have not their force; or elſe for that moſt of 
the Laws that remain be ſuch as for their ſoftneſs 
few men make account of. 

The ſecond imperfeQion is the flothfulneſs,

The ſecond, That many of the laudable Rites 
and Ceremonies of the Church, or pertaining to 
the Miniſters of the ſame agreed upon by com- 
mon conſent, the very Ornaments of our Reli- 
gion are very ill kept , or at leaſt have loſt a 
great part of their Eſtimation. And here (through | 
the many faults for want of Diſcipline) to re-| 
member you of one particular matter of great | 
moment. How cometh it to paſs that the com- | 
mon people in the Country univerſally come o | 
ſeldom to Common-Prayer and Divine Service, | 
and when they do come, be many timcs ſo vainly 
occupied there, or at leaſt do not there as they 
ſhould do, but for want of this Diſcipline? | 

And yet to the help of this there was at the | 
laſt Parliament a Law made , but hitherto no. 
man, no, no man or very tew hath ſeen it Exe- 
cuted; as plainly to ſpeak, Laws for the fur- 
therance of this Diſcipline unexecuted be Rods 
for Corre&tion without Hands. It cannot be de- 
nied but as Superſtition 1s every way to be ab- 
horred for fear of Idolatry ; fo certainly the loſs 
of this Diſcipline is always to be avoided, leſt 
elſe contempt (that neceſlarily mult follow) may 
cauſe Irreligion to creep faſter in than a man 
would think. For of all other it is the moſt peſti- 


lent and pernicious thing, never ſuffered nor al- 


lowed in anyCommon-Weal,nay not amongſt the | 


Heathens that were moſt barbarous. Bur here it 
way be ſaid the miſchief appeareth, where is the 
remedy ? and that 1t were better not opened in 
ſuch a preſence, than opened without the reme- 
dy both deviſed and declared. 

In mine opinion the remedies may eaſily be 
deviſed : all the difficulty is in the well Executing 
of them. As firſt, it the chief Parſonages of this 
Realm, both in Town and Country, would give 
good Example, it cannot be but it would be 
much to the remedying of a great part of this 
miſchief: 

Secongly, The dividing every one of the Dio- 
ceſes according to their greatneſs into Deaneries, 
as I know commonly they be ; and the commit- 
ting of the Deaneries to men well choſen, as I 
think commonly they be not: and then the keep- 
ing of certain ordinary Courts at their preſcript 
times for the well Executing of thoſe Laws of 
Diſcipline, as they ought to be, with a ſure con- 
troulment of thoſe inferior Miniſters by the Bi- 

P or his Chancellor, not biennially or trienni- 
ally, but every year twice or thrice: which uſe 


Lords the Biſhops, both for their underſtanding 
and Eccleſtaſtical FunCtion, therefore the Queens 


Highneſs looketh that they being called together 
here 1n Parliament, ſhould take the chiefelt care 
to confer and conſult of theſe matters. And if in 
their Conference they found it bchooful to have 
any Temporal Acts made for the amending and 
reforming of any of theſe lacks, that then they 
will exhibit it here in Parliament to be conſider- 
ed upon, and ſo Gladius Gladimnmn, juvabit, as 
before time hath been uſed 3 foreſeeing always 
that all Laws and Ordinances for this matter of 
Doctrine and Diſcipline be uniform, and ſo one 
fort throughout the whole Realm. And thus 
much concerning Religion, being the firſt 
part. 


Now to the ſecond, that 1s, matters of Policy. 


| And herein firſt for the good Government of the 
| Subjects at home, the lacks and detaults whereof 


as in Diſcipline ſo in this ſtand altogether in the 
imperfection of Laws, or <{l{c the teartulnels, 
{lothfulneſs and corruption of Temporal Offi- 
cers, that ought to ſce the due Execution of 
them. For the help of the former, you are to 
Examine whether any Laws already made arc too 
ſharp or too ſore,and ſo over-burthenſom for the 
Subject, or whether any of them are too loole or 
too ſoft, and fo over-dangerous to the State 3 
for like as the former may put in danger many 
an Innocent particularly, ſo the ſecond may put 
in danger both the nocent and innocent. and the 
whole State univerſally. You are alſo further to 
Examine the want and ſupecrfluity of Laws, and 
whether crafty Covetouſneſs and Malice have de- 
viled any means to defraud Laws already made, 
or how to do any injuries for which there is no 
Law that hath his being to reform it : or whe- 
ther the Common-Weal and State of this Realm, 
by reaſon of any imperfeCtion or cauſe, is like to 
fall to any danger or peril ; for the greater the 
danger is, the greater would the care and con(1- 
deration be for the remedy of it. You are alfo 
to Examine whether there are too many Laws 
for any one thing , which breedeth ſo many 
doubts, that the Subject is ſometimes to ſcek how 
to obſerve them, and the Chancellor how to 
give advice concerning them. 

As to the ſecond 1mpertettion , which 1s the 
want of the due Execution of Laws; becaule I 
cannot perceive bur all thereft and all Laws made 
and to be made is but a vain matter, therefore l 


have thought oft with my (elf what might be 
the beſt remedy , it not to make all Laws per- 
fealy Executed (for that I can hardly hope of ) 
yet to make them in much better Caſe than now 
they be, And when I had conſidered all things, 


of neceſlity without very great difficulty may do 


much in very ſhort time to the reformation of 


I could find no help but this: The firſt by having 


great care in the choice of thoſe Officers that 
Cc have 
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have the Execution of Laws. The ſecond, to do ditions than elſe it is like her Highneſs would 


as much as may be for the baniſhing of ſloth, 
corruption and fears from them. A third way 
there is which I leave to your judgments, this it 
is: there ſhould be a triennial or. biennial Viſtta- 
tion in this nature, made of all the Temporal 
Officers and Miniſters that by virtue of their 
Office have in charge to ſee the Execution of 
Laws. By this I mcan that the Queens Majeſty 
ſhould make choice every ſecond or third year 
of certain expert and approved perſons, to whom 
Commiſſion ſhould be granted to try out and 
examine by all ways and means the offences of 
all ſach as have not ſcen to the due Execution of 
the Laws according to the offices and charges 
committed to them by the Prince. And the of- 
fences ſo found and certified to be ſharply pu- 
niſhed without remiſſion or redemption. Of et- 
fe& much like this, and to the like end was the 
Viſitation of the Church firſt deviſed 5 whereof, 
in the beginning of it, came great good doubt- 
leſs; and reaſon I fcc none but the like good 
ought to follow upon like Viſitation made a- 
mong(t Temporal Officers. And the old Commil- 
fion of Oyer tended ſomewhat to this end. [ 
doubt certainly if the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm ſhould not inditterently, uprightly and 
diligently be put in Execution (as my trulſt is 
they ſhall) ehecially in the great and open 
Courts of this Realm, then my burthen, I con- 
teſs, 1s equal with the greateſt, and yet for my 
part, I would gladly every year hear of, and 
yield to ſuch a Comptroller. 

Now to the laſt and greateſt, which is the de- 
fence againſt the Foreign Enemy abroad and his 
Confederates brought up and bred amongſt us 
our (elves, becauſe thele matters be by reaſon 
now chiefly in hand , and that the dealings of 
the outward Enemy be matters that go to the 
whole, and that this preſence you know repre-

have come to, to the end that theſe dangerons 
defaults might be in the time of Peace ſufficiently 
for the ſecurity of the Realm provided for. 
Whereupon indeed her Highneſs (Peace being 
concluded ) entred into the reforming and ſup. 
plying of moſt of all thoſe great lacks, and for 
the well-doing of them hath not forborn to 
take any care or pains, neither hath ſhe (ticke( 
for the compaſling of this both to ſpend her 
own Treaſure, to fell her own Lands, to prove 
her own Credit at home and abroad to the utter- 
moſt, and all this for our Sureties and quier, 
(Here want the Cauſes why the Queens Highneſs 
ſent her Forces to lie in fliſting the Admiral and 
others againſt the Guiſes , and a Declaration of 
the great charges that grew thereby.) 

Thus have you heard the ſum of thoſe Pro- 
ceedings 3 whereby it is plain and evident, that 
as our moſt Dear and Gracious Soveraign Lady, 
hath for the preſervation of common quiet, and 
for our own Surety againſt the common Enemy, 
forborn no care or travel in the deviling,no more 
hath ſhe charge or expence in the performing. | 
may fafely aftirm it, becauſe I am well able to 
prove it, that the Charges of the managing of 
theſe Aﬀairs, and that that hath been done (1nce 
the Queens Majeſty came to the Crown 1n ſup- 
plying the dangers aforementioned, amount to 
as much as two of the greateſt Subſidies that I 
can remember ; a matter not poſſibly to be boru 
for that which is paſt, nor to be continued for 
that which is to come by the ordinary Revenue

if any other way could have been deviſed (her 
Honour and Realms Surety ſaved) this had ne- 
ver been attempted : So loth ſhe is to any offen- 
five matter by burthen or charge, that if any 
other way could have been deviſed, this had not 
been: and fo from her own Mouth ſhe Comman- 
ded me to ſay unto you. 

Oh what a grief it is to a Prince (trow you) 
when he findeth ſuch want that he is not able ſo 
to conſider of the Service of his Servants and 
Subjects 3 this dangerous and neceſlary Service, 
as their deſerts do crave ! knowing that moſt 
commonly the very life and heart of the Ser- 
vant, and Souldier which ſo often offereth him- 
ſelf to the Cannon, the Pike, the Fire, is either 
over-thrown or ſet up as regard is had of his pe- 
ris. Except there be ſome odd men (as they 
call them.) of that 'perfeCtion , that virtue and 
well-doing is their mark , and not reward, who 
hold for Rm , that Re&i fadTi merces et feciſſe 
tantum, but Rara avis in terris, &c. Yea, thoſe 
are ſo rare as counſel cannot be given that Prin- 
cesService ſhould hang on the help of ſuch hope, 
and yet theſe be the perfecteſt and beſt, but the 
World is not Geved | by ſuch. To give good 
words is a good thing, but often uſed, albeit ne- 
ver fo cunningly, without Deeds or Service, is 
reputed but as Wind, and is indeed dare verba. 
Marry, power ſerving not , then it deſerveth 

reat Commendations ; for it is as much as can 

done : for ultra poſſe non eſt eſſe. But hereof 
thinketh little the greateſt number.

thing therein tothe contrary notwithſtanding, 

In the Original Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houſe is no entrance of any continuance of the 
Parliament which ſeemeth to have been omitted 
through the negligence of Anthony Maſon Elſqz 
at this time Clerk of the ſame Houſe; although 
it may very ealily be gathered that the Parlia- 
ment was continued unto ſome hour in the At- 
ternoon of this preſent day : and moſt probable 
it is, that it was continued by the Lord Keeper, 
becaule it appeareth without all queſtion that he 
was preſent in the Afrernoon.

In the Afternoon the Queens Majeſty, as may 
ealily be gathered , was preſent with the Lord 
Keeper and divers Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
but their names through the great negligence of 
the above-named Anthony Maſon Elqz are not at 
all noted with the mark of being preſent , nei- 
ther are any of the paſlages of this Afternoon 
there entred , ſaving only the Adjournment of 
the Parliament 3 although it be moſt certain, that 
her Majeſty being preſent this Afternoon did 
put an end to this Seſſion of Parliament, by gi- 
ving her Royal Afſent to thirteen publick Acts, 
and four private. But yet there paſſed no Bill of 
her Majeſties free and general pardon to the Sub-. 
je&, nor of any Subſidies from them to-her Ma- 
jeſtyz and the reaſon of it is plain, becauſe this 
Seſſion of Parliament {although ſome Statutes 
did of courſe paſs in it) was doubtleſs convoca- 
ted chiefly for that great buſineſs touching the 
Scottiſh Queen, of which there are divers paſla- 
Res in this proceeding Journal, which fee on 
Monday the 12" day, and on Wedneſday the 28th 
day of May, on Tueſday the 10" day, and on 
1hurſday the 26** day of this inſtant Jae fore- 
going. 

And therefore now laſtly, as touching the 
manner of her Majeſties giving her Royal Afſſent 
to ſuch Acts as pafled, in reſpect that it is matter 
of form and ſeldom differeth, it is therefore ſup- 

lied (omitting that only which concerns the 

ills of Subſidy and Pardon) out of a draught 
thereof ſet down in the end of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Upper Houſe in the Parliament 
de an. 39 Regin. Eliz. although it be omitted in 
that of this preſent Seſſion of Parliament.

Journal-Book of the ſame 3 ſo alſo by a like neg- 
ligence are all thoſe many and ſeveral Proroga- 
tions buried in Silence, by which this Parliament 
was continued without Diſſolution until the next 
meeting thereof on Wedneſday the 8* day of 
February in the eighteenth year of her Majeſtics 
Reign, which was the ſecond Seſſion of this pre- 
ſent Parliament, and held about four years after 
the determination of this firſt Seflion by Ad- 
journment as aforeſaid : ſo that it is very proba- 
ble, that there are not lefs than twenty ſeveral 
Prorogations. For between that foreſaid ſecond 
Seſſion in ar. 18 Regine Eliz. and the third Sel- 
fion of this preſent Parliament in a. 23 Regine 
ejuſdem, which contained not above one years 
{pace more than had intervened between the 
two former Seffions, there paſlcd at leaſt twenty 
five Prorogations, as doth plamly appear in the 
end of the Original Journal-Book of the Up- 
per Houſe in the ſaid Sefton of Parliament, 
de an.

H1S Journal of the Houſe of Com- 
mons containeth in it not only 
many good paſſages touching the 
ordinary reading, committing and 
expediting of Bills , but 1s plentt- 

fully ſtored alſo with the frequent agitatioi and 
diſcuſſion of that great bulineſs touching the 
Scottiſh Queen, whoſe practices not only with 
Thomas Howard Duke of Norfo/k, but alſo with 
the Foreign Engnies of her Majeſty for the de- 
ſtruction and Invaſion of the Realm are notably 
deſcribed 3 which alſo is much enlaiged out of 
a written Copy I had by me of ſuch reaſons as 
were conceived in the Houſe of Commons for 
her ſpeedy Execution, and of the Petition alſo 
preferred to her Majeſty to the ſame purpoſe : 
which ſaid Reaſons and Petition being not found 
in the Original. Journal-Book of the Houſe of 
Commons, I have therefore, to avoid contuſion, 
Congphed by an Annotation or Animadver- 
fion from that of the Journal it ſelf, where it 
hath in its due place been inſerted. There paſſed 
alſo in this ſaid Seſſion a Bill againſt the ſaid 
Queen of Scots , which i falfly referred in di-

Sir Jouve Crofts Knight, Comptroller of the ſame, 
Sir Ralph Sadler Knight, Chancellor of her Ma- 
jeſties Dutchy of Lancaſter, and Sir Walter Mz1d- 
may Knight, Chancellor of her Highneſs Court 
of Exchequer : And did then and there miniſter 
the Oath unto all the Knights, Citizens, Burgefles 
and Barons then and there Aſſembled 3 The faid 
Earl of Lizcoln Conſtituting and Authorizing the 
ſaid Sir Francis Knoles, Sir James Crofts, Sir 
Ralph Sadler and Sir Walter Mildmay to be his 
Deputies in and for the more ſpeedy miniſtrati- 
on of the ſaid Oath, according to the Statute 
in that behalf lately made and provided, unto 
all ſuch others of the ſaid Knights, Citizens, Bur- 
geſles and Barons as ſhould happen afterwards to 
appear upon any return during this preſent Par- 
liament.

ſion of Religion hath ſought the Life of the 
ſame our Gracious Soveraign. 

The Fourth Reaſon, It 1s dangerous for any 
Perſon being a Prince, both for his own State as 
alſo for that puniſhment which may come from 
God's hand, by ſlackneſs of Juſtice in great of- 
fences to give occaſion by hope of impunity of 
the increaſe of like wickedneſs. 

Joab being ſpared of David for Murthering 
Abner, killed Amaſa alſo. 

Becauſe Ammon was winked at by his Father 
for committing Rape and Inceſt with his own 
Siſter, Abſalom under hope of like Impunity was 
emboldened to murther. his Brother Amro. 

But look, I pray you, how grievouſly God 
puniſhed that (lack Juſtice of David coloured 
with a tender heart towards his Children. Did 
he not ſutfer, yea and by his juſt Judgment raiſe 
one of his own Sons towards whom he uſed 
that exceſſive tenderneſs and pity to rebel a- 
gainſt him and drive him out of his own King- 
dom ? 

The late Scottiſh Queen hath heaped up to- 
gether all the Sins of the Licentious Sons of Da- 
vid, Adulteries, Murders, Conſpiracies, Treaſons, 
and Blaſpemies againſt God alſo ; and if ſhe e- 
(cape with ſmall puniſhment, her Majeſty in Con- 
(cience ought, as alſo good and faithful Subjects 
to fear that God will reſerve heras an Inſtrument 
to put her from the Royal Seat of this Kingdom, 

4: to plague the unthankful and naughty Sub- 

Os. Puod omen ut Deus avertat precamur. Shall 
we think that God will not plague it? Surely 
Our hearts do fear he will do it grievoully. 


The fifth Reaſon. A Prince ought in Conſci- 
ence before God by all the means he can to ſee 
to the Quietnels, Safety and good Eſtate of that 
People over which God hath appointed him Go- 
VErnour. 

For in the Prophets oftentimes under the 
names of Paſtors and Watchmen he threatneth 
great puniſhment to Princes and Governours for 
the contrary; eſpecially in Ezechiel 33, and 34. 
And ſ1gnifieth, that it his People periſh either in 
Soul or Body, by (Jackneſfs in adminiſtring juſtice 
or by any other miſ-government , God will re- 
quire their Blood at the Princes hands 3 which 
places as they may be applied to Prophets and 
Teachers, ſo do they not exclude but principally 
comprehend Kings and Magiſtrates, as Hierony- 
mus noteth in Ezechiel 33. the words of the 
Prophet are thele, viz. 

IF the Watchmen ſee the Sword and blow not the 
Trumpet, ſo that the people is not warned ; If the 
Sword come then and take any man from among 
them, the ſame ſhall be taken away in his own (in 
from among them, but his Blood will I require at the 
Watchmans hand. Ezechiel 33. 

And again, Woe unto the Shepherds that deſtroy 
and ſcatter my Flock, ſaith the Lord,&c. Tou ſcatter 
and thruſt out of my Flock and do not look upon 
them:T herefore will I viſte the wickedneſs of your ima- 


y | ginations, &c. Jer. 23. By thele and ſuch other 


words 1n many places God f(ignifieth, if his Peo- 
ple periſh either in Soul or Body by the (lack or 
remiſs Government of them that are appointed 
Rulers over them, and as it were Shepherds and 
Herdſmen to keep them from danger , that he 
will require the Blood of his people at their 
hands. * 

But the late Scottiſh Queen with her Allies by 
the pretenſed Title, and other wicked, devihſh 
and Traiterous devices and workings, is like to 
bring confuſion to this Realm of Erg/and and the 
People thereof , as evidently appeareth ro all 
good and faithtul Subjefs. Therefore the Prince 
oftendeth grievoully before God, and is in dan- 
ger of the Blood of Gods People, it tor the ſatery 
of the fame ſhe doth not cut her off.

allo of all other Nations faithfully profetling 
Gods Religion and his true worlhip, as may well 
appear in the-Example of David. 

D.wid having this infirmity of too much Pity 
and Indnlgency towards Offendors, which 1s not 
of any Prince to be followed, did forbid that his 
Traiterous Son ALſolom ſhould be tlainz and when 
he was killed, effeminately he bewailed the ſame 
to the diſcouraging of his People : but he was 
(harply rebuked by Joab his Councellor ſaying, 
1 hau hajt Fs uned this da y the faces of thy Servants 
which have ſaved thy life and the life of thy Sons, 
&c. Thou loweſt thoſe that hate thee , and thou 
ſheweſt this day that thou paſſeſt not for thy Cap- 
tains and thy Servants; And now Þ perceive if Ab- 
{olom had lived and all we had been ſlain, it would 
b.ve pleaſed thee well. 

What inconvenience was hke to follow unto 
D:vid by this doing, and what other good di- 
recrion may be taken out of this Hiſtory well 
conlidered, for brevities ſake we leave to the 
Conlideration of wiſe Princes and GoveMmours. 

When David was ſo much moved with theſe 
words that. he was contented to take another 
courſe, which turned both to the Comfort of his 
Subjects and his own benefit , the application 
needeth not. 

If David were moved thus to do to the Com- 
fort of his own Subjects only and the abaſhing of 
his own private Rebels; how much more have 
we to defire God to move the Queens Majeſty, 
by the Execution of this Lady, to glad the hearts 
of all true Chriſtians in Ewrope, and to abaſh and 
damp the minds of all the Enemies of God, and 
Friends of Antichriſt ? 

Obj. It may be objected that thus to pro- 
ceed 1s not Honourable for the Queens Ma- 
jcity. 

Reſponſ. The ſhadow of Honour (as may evi- 
dently appear) deceived upon like occaſion both 
King Sar 1n ſparing, Agag King of Amaleck, and 
King Achab in receiving to his Mercy King Ber- 
badad, as it 1s 1n the Example inthe ſecond Rea- 
{on mentioned , who did pretend great honour 
mn faving a King, and thought diſhonour in the 
contrary, that one King ſhould kill another 3 but 
mans Judgment and Gods 1n ſuch caſes are far di- 
verſe: tor indeed Execution of. Juſtice upon any 
perlon whatſoever, 1s and ever hath been ac- 
counted honourable.

We find alſo in the Scriptures that in this Zeal 


| of Juſtice two wicked Queens, Feſabel and Atha- 


l;ah, both inferior in miſchief to thislate Queen, 
have been by Gods Magiſtrates Executed, and 
the fame Execution commended in Scri- 
pture. 

Obj. It may be further objeQted that the Queens 
Majeſty in ſo doing ſhould exceed the limits and 
bounds of Mercy and Clemency. 

Reſp. Indeed a Prince ſhould be merciful, but 
he ſhould be juſt alſo. It is faid M:ſericordia &5- 
veritas ceu5todiunt Regem ;, but in the next Chap- 
ter it followeth, ©ui ſequitur juſtitiam &+ miſeri- 
cordiam, inveniet vitam. Pro. 20. 

The Prince in Government muſt be like unto 
him who is not only amiable by Mercy, but ter- 
rible alſo by Juſtice z and therefore 15 called M;.- 
ſericors &* Juſtus Dominus. Mercy oftentimes 
ſheweth it ſelf in the Image of Juſtice 3 Yea and 
Juſtice in Scriptures is by God called Mercy, P/al. 
136. Who ſmote Egypt with their firſt-born, for 
his mercy endureth for ever. In that P/ſalze the 
{miting of Egypt with terrible Plagues, the de- 
ſtruction of Pharaoh, the killing of great and 
mighty Kings are called the merciful works of 
God, as indeed they were, but mercy towards 
the People of God, and not towards the Ene- 
mies of God and of his People. 


Therefore as the Queens Majeſty indeed is 
metciful, ſo we moſt humbly defire her that ſhe 
will open her Mercy towards Gods People and 
her good Subjects, mn diſpatching thoſe Enemies 
that ſeek the confuſion of Gods cauſe amongſt 
us, and of this noble Realm. 

It may alſo be ſaid that to ſpare one Perſon 
being an Enemy, a Stranger, a profelled Mem- 
ber of Antichriſt, and Convicted of ſo many 
hainous Crimes, with the evident peril of fo 
many thouſands of Bodies and Souls of good and 
faithful Subje&s, may juſtly be termed Crudelis 
miſericordia.

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Obje#. But happily it may be that ſome = 
diſcredit theſe reaſons by the perſons, when they 
cannot by the matter 3 and will put in her Ma- 
zeſties mind, that we in perſwading her, reſpe&t 
our own danger and fear of peril coming to us, 
and not right and true judgment : Yea, and that 
it may appear very unſeemly and worthy ſharp 
reproof in a Biſhop to excite a Prince to Cru- 
elty and Blood, contrary to her merciful incli- 
nation. 

Reſp. As touching the firſt branch, Surely we 
ſce not any great continuance of danger likely 
to come unto us, more than to all good Subjetts 
while this State ſtandeth 3 and the State cannot 
lightly alter without the certain peril both of 
our Prince and Country. Now if our danger 
be joined with the danger of our Gracious So- 
veraign and natural Country , we (ce not how 
we can be accompted godly Biſhops or faithful 
Subje&s, if in common peril we ſhould not cry 
and give warning : Or on the other fide how 
they can be thought to have true hearts towards 
God and towards their Prince and Country, that 
will miflike with us for ſo doing, and ſeek there- 
by to diſcredit us. 

As touching the ſecond branch , God forbid 
that we ſhould be inſtruments to incenſe a mer- 
ciful Prince to Cruelty and Bloodinefs; neither 
can we think well of them or judge that they 
have true meaning hearts, that in the Miniſter of 
God and Officer do term juſtice and right pu- 
niſhment by the name of Bloodineſs and Cruelty. 
God l truſt in time (hall open her Majeſties Eyes 
to ſee and eſpy their cruel purpoſes under the 
Cloak of extolling mercy. 

When the Prince or Magiſtrate is (Jack in pu- 
niſbing the ſinful and wicked , the Biſhop and 
Preacher is bound in Conſcience before God to 
exhort him to more diligent and ſevere dealing 
therein, leſt the Blood both of Prince and Peo- 
ple be required at his hands. 

3 Reg. 20. May the Prophet be accounted 
cruel to incite Achab to Bloodineſs, which fo 
ſharply rebuked him for his Clemency ſhewed 
towards Benhadad & May Samuel be juſtly na- 
med cruel, becauſe in like caſe he reproved Say! 
for ſparing the life of King Agag, and killed the 
ſaid Agag with his own hands in the fight of the 
Prince ? 

What ſhall we ſay of the Prophet Elias, ſhall 
we call him Cruel becauſe in the Zeal of Juſtice 
he killed all the falſe Prophets of Baa/? Did not 
God approve his fa& with the miraculous ſending 
of abundance of rain after. three years continual 
drought ? 'But to thoſe men I think God himſelf 
and his Angels will ſeem Cruel , and his Juſtice 
4 that they under the colour of mercy 


might be ſpared until time will ſerve to fatisfie 
their own cruel hearts.

| BAG Prince being the Miniſter of God and 
a publick Perſon ought by Gods word to 
have an eſpecial care of his own ſafety more than 
a private Perſonz and chiefly when the caſe (6 
{tandeth, that the ſafety of his Realmand Coun- 
trey, and the true worſhipping of God by Gods 
diſpoſition may ſeem to depend on him. 
But now ſo it is in the Queens Majeſty, there- 
fore in Conſcience ought ſhe to have a ſingular 
care of her ſafety, it not for her {lt ſake, yet 
at the leaſt for the furtherance of Go1s cauſe and 
{tay of her Country to the maintenance whereof 
{he is bound before God. 
Moſes wiſhed to be put out of the Book of 
Life for the ſafeguard of his People. Exod. 32. 
Paul wiſhed to be Arathema tor his Brethren. 
Rom. 10. 
Codrus and divers other Heathens gave away 
their Lives for the ſafety of their Countries. Con- 
trariwiſe we wiſh and are humble Suitors , tha: 
it may pleaſe her Majeſty to preſerve her own 
Life, and to cut away the dangers thereof, it 
not for her own cauſe which happily her noble 
Courage doth ſmally regard, yet at the leaſ{twiſe 
for Gods cauſe, and for her faithful and loving 
Subjeas, whole Life and good Eſtate dependeth 
on her. | 
Obj. It may be objeted , That her Mijelty 
repoſeth her truſt and confidence in the Provi- 
dence of God, and therefore makerh light ot atl 
—__ that her Enemies can work againlt 
er. 

Reſponſ. Surely it muſt needs be confelled, that 
the ſame proceedeth both of noble Courage and 
of a (trong Faith and truſt in God, and ought 
indeed to be the Bulwark of help and comtorc 
toall good and godly Princes; yet ſo far as they 
ſeem not withal to tempt God by leaving thar 
diligence and thoſe ordinary means whereby he 
uſeth to ſave and deliver. | 

David knew himſelf to be Anointed and ap- 
pointed Iſrae/ by God himſelf, yet he did not 
ralhly caſt himſelf into the hands of Saul his 
Enemy. 

Jehoſophat and Hezechias in their great diſtrel- 
ſes undoubtedly had their chief trult and conti- 
dence in the Providence of God, but they ceaſed 
not both to ſhun and cut off all thoſe things 
whereby danger might grow,and to uſe all means 
whereby their ſafety might be hotpen. 
| Itis alledged by Chriſt. Thow ſhalt not tempt 
thy Lord God 3 but ſurely it might have been as 
fafe for Chriſt without rempting God to have

le, as for the Queens Majeſty to ſuffer in her

There are divers Hiſtories yca and Examples 
of late time whereby it hath been declared, that 
the tempting confidence of Gods Providence not 
ſhunning evident occaſions of danger, hath fa]- 
len out to the extream hurt of the Parties, and 
on ſuch as have depended on them 53 which we 
think not mect to recite, leſt they might ſeem 1a 
this Caſe Omiroſa , as God for his great Mercies 
ſake forbid that they thould be. 

Vany Reaſons, Authorities and Examples 
more beſides this may be taken out of the Holy 
Scriptures for Confirmation of this purpolez but 
for tediouſnels we thought good to omit them, 
and to leave the reſidue to God, 

In the 20t'* Chapter of Levit. there 1s much 
like matter, and that in as earneſt manner ſet 
forth; neither can any in Conſcience think that 
this puniſhment was here by God appointed ſo 
grievous, only for thoſe that then ſeduced the 
people of God to Gentiliſh and heatheniſh Ido- 
Jairy 3 for Idolatry and falſe worſhip by whom- 
ſoever it be begun, though they bear the name 
of the Church or of the People of God never 
ſo much 3 Ir is a dire& offence againſt the firſt 
Table; and therefore in Gods Judgment worthy 
no leſs puniſhment. Yea their offence mult needs 
be more hainous in the (ſight of God, for that 
they have had greater opportunity to underſtand 
Gods true worthip. 

Shall any Chriſtian man think, that the wor- 
ſhip of God appointed in his Law being but the 
figure, was more acceptable and pleaſant to God 
than this his true worſhip in the Faith of Feſas, 
according to the Goſpel of our Redemption ? or 
that the violating of the ſame, or ſeducing of 
his people from it, is in his Judgment lels diſplea- 
ſant or not ſo grievoully to be puniſhed as was 
the breaking of his Law or the ſeducing from it ? 
Shall we think that the gathering of a few ſticks 
on the Sabbath Day is to be puniſhed by Death 
in a poor ſimple perſon, and the ſeeking to ſub- 
vert the Goſpel of Chriſt and to draw the peo- 
ple of God to that Idolatrous Doctrine that 
teacheth to impute the merit of Chriſts Blood 
and Paſhon to wicked mens devices, yea to 
Stocks, to Stones, to Sticks, to Water, to Bells, 
ec. ſhall not be worthy the puniſhment- of 
Death in a noble Perſon ?

And for further aſſurance of your Majeſties 
quietneſs your Highneſs doth not millike to have 
grievous pains of High Treaſop laid upon all ſuch 
as ſhall attempt and maintain her pretended Ti- 
tle by any manner of way. 

Thus as evil men ſhall be kept back from in- 
termedling in the maintenance of a Title, ſo may

Reaſons Anſwering the former Arguments. 


May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty, 
Hereas it is ſaid, that it ſtandeth to very 
good purpoſe to proceed only in diſa- 
bling the Scottiſh Queen for any Claim or Title 
to the Crown; we take it, by your Maſjeſties 
Favour, that ſuch and eſpecially dicbling of the 
Scottiſh Queen is in effect a ſpecial Confirmation 
of a Right that ſhe ſhould have had. @ia pri- 
vatio preſupponit habitum. And further we do 
take it for a known truth, that by the Laws and 
Statutes in this Land now in Force, ſhe is alread 
diſabled, and therefore it is to ſmall purpoſe, 
rem aFam agere. And for Anſwer unto the pre- 
miſſes we ſay further, that neither ſhall this weak- 
en others that are evil minded , but rather 
ſtrengthen them in their miſchief , and make 
them deſperate where there is no other remedy. 
And a Firebrand once kindled and finding apt 
matter to work-upon , will hardly be quenched 
without a great hazard. Touching the grievous 
pains Jaid upon thoſe that ſhall deal , thoſe will 
be little feared, by the wicked , whom hope of 
gain maketh more bold than fuch pains do ap- 
pall. Beſides, Nature given to this Nation and 
all others that are under the Moon, maketh men 
often-times ſtir without cauſe, and as Plato faith, 
Naturales ſunt converſiones rerum pub. Yet they 
that heretofore have born Armour as Traytors, 
not fearing the Law then in force, which did as 
much reſtrain them as this or anyLaw to be made 
can be able being deſperate will fear no Laws, 
eſpecially ſuch an inſtrument living by whom all 
attempts are to be wrought. Force overthrow- 
eth Juſtice, till the Cauſe of all miſchief, which 
1s the hoped help, be clean taken away. 

And where it is ſaid that the making of a Law 
for her diſabling emboldneth much your Sub- 
jects to deal againſt her: We Anſwer that no 
new Law needeth to encourage good and Loyal! 
Subjedts againſt ſuch a Perſon, who hath broken 
all the Laws of God and nature, and is worthy 
to be out of your Majeſties Proteftion, becauſe 
ſhe ſecketh ſtill the diſturbance of this noble 
State, and uſing often her own phraſe threatneth 
that ſhe will (tir Coals. 

Touching a new Law to be made againlt her, 
if ſhe ſhould attempt any evil hereafter; the 
experience of her former life is ſuch that no Law 
bath any force with her, that is fully minded to 
take her advantage upon any apt occaſion offer- 
ed. And to threaten her with Death if ſhe ſhould 
ſeem to make an eſcape hereafter. is ſuch advice 
that ſhe nothing feareth; for beſides that ſhe was 
told at Lough-Leaven , there was no way but 
Death with her if ſhe would not take her Impri- 
ſoninent quietly and live without ſeekingLiberty, 
ſhe notwithſtanding adventured her elf with a 
young Fellow very diſhonourably to get away 
1n a Boat. And now ſince her coming into _

land (he hath wrought divers wayes to make an 
Eſcape, and imployed the heads of the chiefeſt 
Eſtates of your own dilloyal Subjc&s for that pur- 
poſe. I herefore menacing and but threatning 
words of Law ſball not keep her back from her 
malicious intent to ſubvert your Majeſty, and to 
give a puſh for the Crown, come of her what 
will. And likely it is that ſhe may eſcape as well 
as be taken , for ſhe neither wanteth Wir nor 
Cunning to make her way. And we have learn- 
ed in matters of great hazard to be well adviſed 
and to take always that Order which may be the 
beſt. Now there will want no Traytors to be 
always ready to bring this her device about, and 
to do what they can tor her Liberty. And ſuch 
as will not deal in ſmall matters will adventure 
deep for a Kingdom, becaule the reward 1s great 
when the ſervice is done, 

But your Majeſty hath regard unto your Ho- 
nour as much as to your Safety 3 and thinketh 
that 1n taking this Courſe all Princes will ſpeak 
well of your Highnels. 

May 1t pleaſe your Majeſty, We your good 
Subjets do well like of (o honourable a mean- 
ings but we would be loth to ſee that when you 
have ſuch regard of Honour, you do thereby 
loſe your State, and ſo your Life, Honour and 
all. For if it ſhould fall out that the Scottiſh 
Queen eſcaped your hands (which Chrilt for his 
Mercies ſake forbid) all good Princes would 
think great want of Judgment and foreſight, 
Firſt in your Majeſty, next in your Councel, 
laſt of all in all the whole Nation 3 and (ſuch a 
grief it would be to your Majeſty and Subjects, 
and to all other good Chriſtian Princes through- 
out Emrope , as none could be greater. Again, 
ſuch a matter of Comfort and Triumph it would 
be to the Adverſaries, that they would account 
her eſcape a miraculous work of God , and that 
your Majelty had no power though will to keep 
her fate. And when that day ſhould come, Wo 
be to all true Chriſtians univerſally ; for upon her 


do depend the chiefelt Enemies of Religion, and 
to this Kingdom. 
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ven to you , next after the advancement of his 
Glory, to ſcek atluredly your own Safety z which 
your Majlty cannor tully do by this means that 
hath hitherto been raken, or hereafcer to be 
uled. 

Therefore it. would pleaſe your moſt Exccl- 
lent Majeſty to give car to the ſound Reaſons of 
your molt Faithful Subjefts, and rather deal cer- 
tainly than by Chance; and there is no doubt 
but your Majeſty ſhall avoid all apparent dai- 
gers, and hve 1n all Satety and Honour, to Gods 
Glory and tothe Comfort of all good Chriſtian 
Princes univertally. 

Thus much againſt the opinion of difablir 
the Scottiſh Queen 3 whereby it appearcth that 
it will be rather tor her benefit, than to her hurc, 
And molt certain 1t is, that it will be dangerous 
for the State divers ways; whereas dealing with 
her in the thirſt degree according to her deſerts, 
the ſame 1s lawtul, fate, neceflary and honour- 
able tor your Majelty and all Chriſtendome be- 
lides. 

And becauſe it may appear that this Sprech is 
grounded upon Law and Reaſon, there ſha!l be 
Arguments in Law alledged ſufficiently for this 
matter, as the ſhortneſs of time may ſerve.

Houſe have for great Caufes agreed in opinion 
with the Committees of this Houſe concerning 
the Deed.

The Bill Jaffly tor reliet of Sir William Harper

But what further paſſed this day in theHouſe of 
Commons doth not at all appear in the Original 
Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe 3 but is negli- 
gently omitted by Elk Onſlow Eſq; at this time 
Clerk thereof.

four private. And the reaſon why ſo few Sta- 
tutes received Lite , as alſo that neither the Bill 
for her Majeſties general Pardon, nor any Bill of 
Subſidy paſled the Houſes at this Seſſions, was in 
reſpect that it was chiefly called for Conſultation 
and deliberation touching the dangers of her 
Majeſty and the Realm by reaſon of the Scottiſh 
Queen, againſt whom the Houfe of Commons 
did proceed with great earneſtneſs 3 adviſing 
her Majeſty to proceed to her final Execution, 
although the ſaid advice took not effe&t, nor was

(although there were no Solem- 

nity at the beginning thereof as of

of Anthony Maſon Eſquire, at this time Clerk of 
the Upper Houſe , there appeareth little other 
matter to have been agitated therein than the 
reading, committing and expediting of Bills 
yet it 1s plain by the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, that there was ſome 
Entrance by both Houſes upon the reformation 
of divers Abuſes in the Ecclehialtical Govern- 
ment, and ſome difference between the ſaid Hou- 
ſes about the Bill for the Reſtitution in Blood of 
the Heirs of the Lord Stourton ſent down from 
the Lords to the Commons.

After which he proceeded humbly to Pe- 
tition her Majeſty to make the Kingdom further 
happy in her Marriage, that ſo they might hope 
for a continuing Succeſſion of thoſe benefits in 
her Poſterity. To which having added a com- 
pendious relation of ſuch As as had paſled the 
Houſe of Commons, he concluded with the Pre- 
ſentation of the Bill of Subſidy in their names 
unto her Majeſty. After which the Lord Keeper 
by her Majeſties Commandment Anſwered as 
followeth, viz. 


Mr Speaker, The Queens Majeſty our moſt 
Dread and Gracious Soveraign Lady, hath heard 
and doth very well underſtand your Oration, 
full of good will and matter. The ſum thereof 
may be reduced into five parts, whereof the firſt 
containeth a Diſcourſe of ſundry kinds of Go- 
vernment from the beginning until this time. 
The ſecond the Commendations of her Majelties 
Vertues, and of her great and gracious Govern- 
ment from the beginning with a remembrance of 
her Highneſs bountiful benefits. The third con- 
cerneth the humble and earneſt Petition moving 
her Majeſty to Marry. The fourth is a Declara- 

tion 


tion of Laws paſt in the Lower Houſe, with an 
humble Suit for her Highneſs Royal Afſent to be 
given unto the ſame. The fifth and laſt con- 
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cerning a Preſentation of a Subſidy granted in 
this Sefton. ; | 

As concerning the firſt, which containeth the 
Diſcourſe of ſundry kinds of Government, 1 ee , 
not that this time and place doth require any 
Anſwer to be given unto it other than this, that 
you, M* Speaker, are much to be Commended 
for your diligent Collecting, and allo for the apt 
comparing of the laſt part of the ſame. 

And as to the ſecond which concerneth the 
Commendations of her Majeſties great Vertue 
and good Government , with the remembrance 
of the manifold benefits that you have received 


at her Majeſties Hand , her Highneſs hath Com- 
manded me to ſay unto you, that {he wiſheth 
of God with all her Heart, that all thoſe Royal 
Vertues and principal parts, together with the 
great gifts of gracious Government that you 


make mention of, were fo perfettly planted in 
her as beſt might ſerve to the maintenance of 
Gods Glory, Now whom her Majeſty confeſleth 
all goodneſs to proceed , and beſt alſo might 
ſerve for the good Governance of you her good, 
loving and obedient Subjets 3 and withal pray- 
eth you with her and for her to give God hearty 
thanks for thoſe Vertues and Graces that it hath 


pleaſed him to bleſs her withal, and alſo to pray 
for the continuance of them with ſuch increaſe, 
as ſhall bcſt like his Divine Majeſty. And beſides 


this I may and dare certainly affirm unto you by 
her Maiclties own Mouth, that if the Vertues of 
all the Princes in Exrope were united within her 
Highneſs Breaſt, ſhe ſhould gladly imploy the 
ſame to the beſt of her Power about the good 
Governance of you, that be ſo good and loving 
unto her: ſo great is her Highneſs good will arid 


inward atteion toward you. Again true it is, 
that theſe your loving and reverend conceivings 
of the Vertuous and Gracious "Government of 
your Soveraign, 1s taking by her Majeſty in very 
thanktul part, as a ſpecial and peculiar property 
pertaining to faithful and loving Subjetts; neither 
will her Highneſs admit of any occaſion that 
may move you to conceive otherwiſe than you 


have : neither dol think that any man can deviſe 
any more ready or any more (ſtrong perſwaſion 
to move a Princely nature to be ſuch towards 
her Subjefts as they can wiſh, than by ſuch good, 
reverend and loving conception and conceiving 
remembred by you. To conclude, as touching 
this point, I am to affirm unto you from her Ma- 
glty, that ſhe taketh your Proceedings in the Par- 
liament both in the midſt and alſo in the ending 
lo graciouſly and in ſo thankful part , that if 

th parts and nature did concur in me abun- 
dantly to make me Eloquent (as neither of them 
do) yet I am ſure I were not able to ſet forth 
this point according to her Highneſs deſire, or 
to the worthineſs of it. And for the moremani- 
teſt Declaration of this and of the great good 
liking her Majeſty hath conceived of you that

be of this Parliament, her Highneſs meaneth not 
to determine the ſame, but to Prorogue it unt*l 
the next Winter. And as both Cognizance and 


| Recognizance of benefits her Majeſties Pleaſure 


1s, that I ſhould declare unto you, that there is 
none of theſe benefits received by you, but ſhe 
wiſheth them trebble in number, and quadruple 
in greatneſs and goodneſs. And further, her 
Highnels thinketh that the faithful recognizing 
of benefits received is one of the greateſt fatil- 
factions that a Subject can make to his Sovcraign 
for them. And as to the third, which concern- 
eth your humble earneſt Petition, it proceedeth 
from your inward affe&tions and benevolent 
minds founded and grounded upon the great 
good opinion that you have conceived of your 
Majeſties moſt gracious Government over you, 
according to the Declaration made by you, a 
matter greatly moving her Majeſty the rather to 
allow of your Petition. 

The ſecond note importeth yet more than 
this 3 for therein ſhe conceiveth that this great 
good opinion of this bletled Government is not 
conceived by you, as it appeareth by your own 
Declarations, upon any ſudden ground or cauſe, 
but hath grown upon the conſideration of her 
HighneſsGovernance during the Reign of ſeven- 
teen Years now paſt : whereby it is evident that 
this is a fetled and conſtant opinion of yours, 
and therefore much the more moving her Ma- 
jeſty to give a Gracious Ear unto this your Pe- 
tit10n. 

And yet the third note exceedeth the other 
two former; for in this note ſhe conceiveth the 
abundance of your inward atffe&ion grounded 
upon her good Governance of you to be ſo great, 
that it doth not only content you to have her 
Majeſty Reign and govern over you, but alſo 
you do deſire that ſome proceeding from her Ma- 
jelties Body might by a perpetual Succcfſion 
Reign over your Poſterity alſo : a matter greatly 
to move her Majeſty (ſhe faith) to incline to 
this your Suit. Beſides her Highnefs 1s riot un- 
mindful of all the benefits that will grow to the 
Realm by fuch Marriage 3 neither doth ſhe tor- 
get any perils that are hke to grow for want 
thereof, All which matters conlidered, her Ma- 
jeſty willed me to ſay , that albeit of her own 
natural diſpoſition ſhe 1s not ditpoſed or inclined 
to Marriage, neither could ſhe ever Marry were 
ſhe a private Perſon; yet for your fakes and the 
benefit of the Realm, ſhe 1s contented to diſpoſe 
and incline her ſelf to the ſatisfaction of your 
humble Petition, fo that all things convenient 
may concur that be meet for ſuch a Marriage 3 
whereof there be very many, ſome touching the 
ſtate of her moſt Royal Perſon , ſome touchin 
the Perſon of him whom God ſhall join, ſome 
rouching the {tate of the whole Realm: theſe 
things concurring and conlidered , her Majeſty 
hath Aflented ( as is before remembred.) And 
thus much touching this matter, 

As to the fourth part which concerneth a De- 
claration of the Laws pafled 1n the Seflion where-

unto you do pray that her Majeſty would give 
her Royal Atlent, her Majeſty hath Commended 
your travel and pains taken in deviſing of theſe 
Laws, your Conſiderations and Carctulneſs 1n 
debating and conſulting, and your Judgments 
and Determinations in concluding and palling 


of the ſame , and meaneth to give her Royal | 


Alſlznt ro ſo many of them -.as her Majeſty ſhall 
think meet and convenient to paſs at this time. 
But here I am to remember you, that this 1s not 
all that her Highneſs requireth 1n this point 3 for 
ſhe is deſirous that the great travels , pains and 
great charges imployed about the making of 
theſe Laws ſhould not be loſt, neither her Maje- 
ſtics Royal Aſlent granted in vain, which mult 
needs come to pals except you look better to the 
Execution of Laws than heretofore you have 
done ; for as I have before this time ſeen, Laws 
without Execution, be nothing elſe but Pen, Ink 
and Parchment, a Countenance of things, and 
nothing in Deed, a cauſe without an effect, and 
ſcrve as much to the good Governance of the 
Common-Weal, as the Rudder of a Ship doth 
ſerve to the good Governance of it without a 
Governour ; and ſo ſerve to as good purpole to 
dire& mens ations, as Torches do to direct mens 
goings in the dark, when their Lights be put out. 
Were it not great folly, trow ye, yea, and meer 
madneſs for a man to provide apt and handſome 
tools and inſtruments to reform and prune his 
Trees withal, and then to lay them up in fair 
Boxes and Bags without uſe of them? and is it 
not as ſtrange trow ye to make Laws to reform 
mens manners,and to prune away the 1ll branches 
and members of the Common-Weal, and then to 
lay up thoſe Laws in fair Books and Boxes with- 
out Execution of them? Surely there 1s a ſmall 
difterence betwixt theſe Cauſes 3 nay it were 
much better to have no new Laws made at all, 
than to have Laws not Executed : for the for- 
mer doth but leave us in the ſtate we were in 
before the making of the new Lawsz but not to 
execute them is to breed a contempt of Laws 
and Law-makers and of all Magiſtrates, which 1s 
the Mother and Nurſe of Dilobedience 3 and 
what ſhe breedeth and bringeth forth, I leave to 
y ou to judge. 

Now this offence of not executing of Laws 
growing ſo great, it reſteth to ſee in whoſe de- 
fault this is, and who ought to have the burthen 
of it. Firſt, certain it 1s, that her Majeſty lea 
veth nothing undone meet for her to do for the 
Execution of Laws; for firſt ſhe maketh choice 
of Perlons of moſt Credit and beſt underſtand- 
ing throughout the whole Realm, to whom for 
the great Truſt and Fidelity that ſhe repoſeth in 
them, ſhe giveth Authority by Commiſſion to 
execute a great part of thoſe Laws, who allo by 
Oath be bound to perform the ſame. Belides, the 
moſt ſpecial and needful Laws her Highneſs cau- 
ſeth to be Proclaimed and publiſhed unto her 
People; as over this alſo (leſt men ſhould be 
forgetful of their Duties) ſhe cauſeth a number 
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there to be exhorted and-admoniſhed in her Ma- 
jelties name to (ce the Execution of her Laws; 
and what can here be more deviſed for her Ma- 
jelty to do? Surely in my opinion nothing. 
Then falleth it out neceſſarily and conſequent- 
ly, that the burthen of all theſe Enormitics, Ab- 
ſurdities and miſchiets that do grow in the Com- 
mon-Wealth for not Executing of Laws , muſt 
light upon thoſe perſons that have Authority 
from her Majeſty to Execute them and do it not; 
which 1s a burthen over-heavy for any to bear, 
being jultly charged. For the avoiding of this 
therefore methinks men being thus remembred 
ought to ſeek with all diligence and endeavour 
to ſatisfie for their negligence, and uncarefulneſ 
paſt 3 which if they ſhall forget to do, her Ma- 
jelty ſhall be then driven, clean contrary to her 
moſt Gracious Nature and Inclination , to ap- 
point and aflign private men, for profit and gain 
lake, to ſee her penal Laws to be Executed, The 
courſe which hitherto her Majeſty hath taken 
hath been, to have her Laws Executed by men 
of Credit and Eſtimation for the love of Juſtice, 
uprightly and indifferently 3 but if they (hall re- 
fuſe ſo to do, forgetting their duty to God, So. 
veraign and Countrey, then of neceſſity rather 
than the Laws ſhould be unexecured, her Majeſty 
ſhall be driven I fay to commit the Execution of 
them to thoſe who in reſpe&t of profit and gain, 
will ſee them Executed with all extremity. And 
what a burthen that will bring to the Common- 
Weal I leave it to your conſideration. Burt it is 
to be hoped, that if the reſpetts before remem- 
bred will not move you to fee better to your 
Charge, yet the fear of this great inconveniency 
ſhould conſtrain men that be in Commiſſion to 
look to the better Execution of Laws. And thus 
much touching the fourth part. 

Now as to the fifth and laſt which concerneth 
the grant of a Subſidy, her Majeſty hath Com- 
manded me to ſay unto you, that that grant is a 
manifeſt Declaration by Deeds of that which be- 
fore was declared by words: for how could ſuch 
a Grant be made, and in ſuch manner granted, 
and by ſuch perſons, but that of neceſlity it muſt 
proceed from the benevolent minds and hearty 
affections of ſuch loving Subjeds as are before 
remembred 2 Trae it is, that her Majeſty in theſe 
your doings hath noted three things eſpecially 
and principally, every of them tending much to 
the ſetting forth of your benevolence. The firſt, 
who it is that granted; the ſecond, the manner 
of granting ; the third, what it was that 
granted. As to the firſt, her Majeſty cannot 
torget, how this Grant proceeded from the 
earneſt affe&ions and hearty good wills of her 
loving and obedient Subjects. Wherefore her 
Majeſty maketh greater account thereof than Ten 
Subſidies, and ſo ſhe Commanded me to ſay un- 
to you. Again, her Majeſty remembreth very 
well, that this Grant was made not by Subjects 
that never did the like before, but by Subjects 
that have been and continued to be ready from 


of her Juſtices to be called into publick place,and 


time to time to contribute towards the neceſlary 
charges 
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charges and defence of the Realm 53 which doth 
greatly commend and ſet forth ſhe ſaith this great 
benevolence of yours. And as to the ſecond, 
which is the manner of granting , her Highneſs 
noteth two things eſpecially z the one 1s univer- 
fality of conſent 3 and can there be a more uni- 
verſal conſent than when all agreeing and none 
denying as this was? Nay her Highneſs knoweth 
that before her time theſe manner of Grants paſ-

H I S preſent Journal of the Houſe 
of Commons, containeth in it, not 
only many good Paſſages touch- 
ing the ordinary uſages and privi- 
ledges of the Houſe, but is plen- 

tifully ſtored alſo with divers extraordinary and 
rare Occurrences touching the maintenance of 
the Liberties of the Houſe, not only from the 
indignity of private Perſons, but alſo againſt the 
preftures of the Lords of the Upper Houſe; in 
which alſo there wanted not the zealous endea- 
vour of the Houle for reformation of divers Ec- 
cleſiaſtical matters, and the remarkable Impriſon- 
ment of a Member of the ſame by themſclves : 
in which I have ſupplied many Paſlages and 
Speeches which were wanting in the Original 
Journal-Book it (clf, in the due places, out of 
ſeveral Copies of them | had by me. Yet to avoid 
confuſion, whatſoever is tranſcribed out of the 
ſaid Copies, is diſtinguiſhed by ſome Annotation 
or Animadverſion, both before and after it. And 
laſtly it may here fitly be obſerved, that this be- 
ing but the ſecond Seſſion of the fourth Parlia- 
ment of her Majeſties Reign, the Houſe of Com- 
mons, as did allo the Lords of the Upper Houſe, 
fell to their ordinary buſineſs upon their firſt 
—_— manner and form following, v:z. 

On Wedneſday the 8** day of February, the 
Bill that upon Actions upon the Caſe brought for 
{landerous words or writings, the Country may 
be traverſed, was read the firſt time. 

Peter Wentworth Eſquire, one of the Burgeſ- 


ſes for the Borough of Tregony in the County of 


Cornwall, was for unreverent and unduriful 
words uttered by him in this Houſe of our Sove- 
raign Lady the Queens Majeſty ſequeſtred, that 


the Houſe might proceed to Conference and con- 
fideration of his ſaid Speech. Which Speech I 
have tranſcribed out of a Copy I had by me, and 
added it to this Journal : viz. 


Mr Speaker, I find written in a little Volume 
theſe words in effe&: Sweet is the name of Li. 
berty, but the thing it ſelf a value beyond all in- 
eſtimable Treaſure. So much the more it beho- 
veth us to take care leſt we contenting our ſelves 
with the ſweetneſs of the name, loſe and forgo 
the thing, being of the greateſt value that can 
come unto this noble Realm. The ineſtimable 
Treaſure is the uſe of it in this Houſe. And there- 
fore I do think it needful to-put you in remem- 
brance, that this Honourable Aſſembly are Al- 
ſembled and come together here in this place for 
three ſpecial Cauſes of moſt weighty and great 
importance. 

The firſt and principal is to make and abrogate 
ſuch Laws as may be moſt for the preſervation of 
our noble Soveraign. 

The ſecond ...... 


The third is to make or abrogate ſuch Laws 
as may be to the chiefeſt ſurety, ſate-keeping, and 
enrichment of this noble Realm of Emgland. 50 
that I do think that the part of a faithful-hearted 
Subje&t is to do his endeavour to remove all 
Stumbling-Blocks out of the way that may im- 
pair or any manner of way hinder theſe good 
and Godly Cauſes of this our coming together. 
[ was never of Parliament but the laſt and the 
laſt Seſſion, at both which times I ſaw the Liberty 
of free Speech , the which is the only Salve to 
heal all the Sores of this Common-Wealth , 0 
muc 
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much and ſo many ways infringed, and ſo many 
abuſes offered to this Honourable Council, as 
hath much grieved me even of very Conſcience 
and love to my Prince and State. Wherefore 
to avoid the like I do think it expedient to open 
the Commodities that grow to the Prince and 
whole State by free Speech uſed in this place, at 
the leaſt ſo much as my ſimple Wit can gather of 
it, the which is very little in reſpect of that that 
wiſe Heads can ſay therein, and fo it is of the 
more force. 

Firſt, All matters that concern Gods Honour 
through free Speech , ſhall be propagated here 
and ſet forward, and all things that do hinder it 
removed, repulſed and taken away. 

Next, there is nothing commodious, profita- 
ble,or any way beneficial for the Prince or State, 
but faithful and loving Subjedts will offer it in 
this place. | 

Thirdly, All things diſcommodious, perillous 
or hurtful to the Prince or State ſhall be preven- 
ted, even ſo much as ſeemeth good to our mer- 
ciful God to put into our minds , the which no 
doubt ſhall be ſufficient if we do earneſtly call 
upon him and fear him, for Solomon ſaith, © The 
« fear of God is the beginning of Wiſdom, Wil- 
« dom, ſaith he, breatheth Life into her Children, 
< receiveth them that ſeek her,and will go belide 
«* them in the way of Righteouſneſs: ſo that our 
minds ſhall be direfed to all good, needtul and 
neceſlary things, if we call upon God with faith- 
ful hearts. 

Foutthly, If the Envious do offer any thing 
hurtful or perillous to the Prince or State 1n this 
lace, what incommodity doth grow thereby ? 
Verily I think none, nay will you have me to ſay 
my ſimple opinion thergin, much good cometh 
thereof; how forſvoth , for by the darkneſs of 
the Night the brightnels of theSun ſheweth more 
excellent and clear, and how can truth appear 
and conquer until falſchood and all ſubrilties 
that ſhould ſhadow and darken it be found 
out ? for it is offered in this place a piece of fine 
Needle-work unto them that are moſt skilful 
therein, for there cannot be a falſe ſtitch (God 
aiding us) but will be found our. 

Fifthly, This good cometh thereof, a wicked 
purpoſe may the eafier be prevented when it 1s 
known, 


Sixthly, An evil man can do the leſs harm 
when it is known. 

Seventhly, Sometime it happeneth that a good 
man will 1n this place (for Argument ſake) 'pre- 
fer an evil cauſe, both for that he would have a 
doubtful truth to be opened and manifeſted, and 
alſo the evil prevented ; ſo that to this point | 
conclude, that in this Houſe which is termed a 
place of free Speech , there is nothing ſo neceſ- 
lary for the preſervation of the Prince and State 
as free Speech, and without it is a ſcorn and 
mockery to call it a Parliament Houſe , for in 
truth it is none, but a very School of Flattery 
and Difſimulation , and ſo a fit place to ſerve 
the Devil and his Angelsin , and not to glorify 
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God and benefit the Common-Wealth, 

Now to the impediments thereof which b 
Gods Grace and my little Experience I will utter 
plainly and faithfully , I will uſe the words of 
Elcha, © Behold, Iam as the new Wine which 
* hath no vent and burſteth the new Vellels in 
* ſunder, therefore I will ſpeak that I may have a 
* vent, I will open my Lips and make Anſwer, I 
* will regard no manner of Perſon,no man will I 
* ſpare, tor if I ſhould go about to pleaſe men, I 
* know not how ſoon my Maker will take me a- 
way : my Texts vehement the which byGods ſuf 
terance I mean to obſerve, hoping therewith to 
ottend none; for that of very Juſtice none ought 
to be offended for ſeeking to do good and fay- 
ing of the truth, 

Amongſt other, M* Speaker, Two things do 
great hurt in this place, ofthe which I do mean to 
ſpeak: the one 1s a rumour which runneth about 
the Houſe and this it is, take heed what you do, 
the Queens Majeſty liketh not ſuch a matter, 
whoſoever preferethit, ſhe will be offended with 
him or the contrary, her Majeſty liketh of ſuch 
a matter, whoſoever ſpeaketh againſt ic ſhe will 
be much offended with him. 

The other: ſometimes a Meſlage is brought in- 
to the Houſe either of Commanding or Inhibit- 
ing, very injurious to the freedom of Speech 
and Conſultation, I would to God, M* Speaker, 
that theſe two were Buried in Hell, I mean ru- 
mours and Meſlages; for wicked undoubtedly 
they are, the reaſon is, the Devil- was the firſt 
Author of them, from whom proceedeth nothing 
but wickedneſs : now I will ſet down reaſons to 
prove them wicked. 

Firſt, If we be in hand with any thing for the 
advancement of Gods Glory, were it not wick- 
ed to ſay the Queen liketh not of it , or Com- 
manded that we ſhall not deal in it? greatly 
were theſe Speeches to her Majelties diſhonour, 
and an hard opinion were it , M* Speaker, that 
theſe things ſhould enter into her Majeſties 
thought ; much more wicked and unnatural were 
it that her Majeſty ſhould like or Command any 
thing againſt God, or hurtful to her ſ{clt and the 
State. The Lord grant this thing may be far 
from her Majeſties Heart. Here this may be ob- 
jected, that if the Queens Majeſty ſhould have 
intelligence of any thing perillous or beneficial 
to her Majeſties Perſon or the State, would you 
not have her Majelty give knowledge thercof in 
this Houſe, whereby her peril may be prevented, 
and her benefit provided for 2 God torbid, then 
were her Majelty in worſe caſe than any of her 
Subjects. And 1n the beginning: of our Speech I 
ſhewed it to be a ſpecial Cauſe of our Aſlcmbly, 
but my 1ntent 1s, that nothing ſhould be done to 
Gods diſhonour , to her Majeſtics peril , or the 
peril of the State. And theretore I will ſhew the 
inconveniences that grow of theſe two. 

Firſt, If we follow not the Princes mind, Solo- 
mon (aith, the Kings diſpleaſure is a Meſſenger of 
Death : This isa terrible thing to weak nature, 
tor who is able to abide the fierce Countenance 
of 
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of his Prince, but if we will diſcharge our Con- 
ſciences, and be true to God , and Prince and 
State, we muſt have due conſideration of the 
place and the occaſion of our coming together, 
and eſpecially have regard 'unto the matter 
whercin we both (hall ſerve God, and our Prince 
and State faithfully, and not diflembling as Eye 
Pleaſers, and fo juſtly avoid all difpleafures both 
to God and our Prince 3 for Solomon faith, ir 
the way of the righteous there is life , As for any 
other way it is the path to Death. So that to 
avoid Everlaſting Death and Condemnation with 
the High and Mighty God, we ought to proceed 
in every Cauſe according to the matter, and not 
according. to the Princes Mind 3 and now [ will 
ſhew you a reaſon to prove it perilous always to 
follow the Princes Mind. Many times it falleth 
out, that a Prince may favour a cauſe perilous 
to himſelf and the whole State z what are we 
then if we follow the Princes Mind, are we not 
unfaithful unto God, our Prince and State? Yes 
truly, we are Choſen of the whole Realm, of a 
ſpecial Truſt and Confidence by them repoſed in 
us, to foreſee all ſuch Inconveniences. Then I 
will ſet down my opinion herein, that 1s, he that 
diſſembleth to her Majelties peril, 1s to be coun- 
ted as an hateful Enemy : for that he giveth un- 
to her Majeſty a deteſtable Judas his Kils 3 and 
he that contraricth her mind to her Preſervation, 
yea though her Majeſty would be much offen- 
ded with him, is to be adjudged an approved 
Lover, for faithſul are the wounds of a Lower, 
ſaith Solomon, but the Kiſſes of an Enemy are de- 
ceitful: And it is better , ſaith Aztiſthenes, to 
fall among(t Ravens than amongſt Flatterers, for 
Ravens do but devour the dead Corps, but Flat- 
terers the Living. And itis both Traiterous and 
Helliſh through Flattery to ſeck to devour our 
natural Prince, and that do Flatterers; there- 
fore let them leave it with ſhame enough, 

Now to another great matter that riſeth of 
this grievous rumour, what is it forlooth ? what- 
ſocver thou art that pronounceſt it, thou doſt 
pronounce thy own diſcredit z why ſo? for that 
thou doſt what lyeth in thee to pronounce the 
Prince to be perjured , the which we neither 
may nor will believe, for we ought not without 
t00 too manifeſt proof to credit any diſhonour 
to our Anointed, no we ought not without it to 
think any Evil of her Majeſty, but rather to hold 
him a Lyar what credit ſoever he be of; for the 
Queens Majeſty is the Head of the Law , and 
muſt of neceſſity maintain the Law , for by the 
Law her Majeſty 1s made juſtly our Queen, and 
by it ſhe is moſt chiefly maintained : hereunto 

agreeth the moſt Excellent words 
- — of * Brafon, who ſaith, the King 
1b. he _ x. hath no Peer nor Equal in his King- 

dom; he hath no Equal, for other- 
wiſe he might loſe his Authority of Command- 
ing, ſithence that an Equal hath no Rule of Com- 
mandment over his Equal. The King ought not 
to be under man, but under God and under the 
Law, becauſe the Law maketh him a King : Let 
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the King therefore attribute that to the Lay, 
which the Law attributeth unto him, that is, Do- 
minion and Power 3 for he 1s not aKing in whom 
Will and not the Law doth rule, and therefore 
he ought to be under the Law. I pray you mark 
the Reaſon why my Authority faith, the King 
ought to be under the Law, for faith he, he is 
Gods Vicegerent here upon Earth , that is, his 
Lieutenant to execute and do his Will,the which 
is Law or Jultice, and thereunto was her Majeſty 
Sworn at her Coronation, as I have heard learned 
men in this place ſundry times afthrm 3 unto the 
which I doubt not but her Majeſty will for her 
Honour and Conſcience ſake have ſpecial regard; 
for free Speech and Conſcience in this place are 
granted by a ſpecial Law , as that without the 
which the Prince and State cannot be preſerved 
or maintained : So that I would wiſh every man 
that feareth God, regardeth the Princes Honour, 
or c{teemeth his own Credit, to fear at all times 
hereafter to pronounce any ſuch horribleSpeeches, 
{o much to the Princes Diſhonor; for in ſo do- 
ing he ſheweth himſelf an open Enemy to her 
Majeſty, and ſo worthy to be contemned of all 
faithful hearts. Yet there is another inconveni- 
ence that riſeth of this wicked rumour, the Ut- 
terers thereof ſeem to put into our Heads, that 
the Queens Maj.ſty hath conceived an evil opi- 
nion, diftdence and miſtruſt in us her faithful 
and loving Subjects; for if ſhe had not, her Ma- 
xlty would then wiſh thar all the things danger- 
ous to her (elf ſhould be laid open before us, af. 
ſuring her ſelf that loving Subjedts, as we are, 
would without Schooling and direCtion, with 
careful minds to'our Powers, prevent and with- 
ſtand all perils that might happen unto her Ma- 
jelty : and this opinion I doubt not bur her Ma- 
jelty hath conceived of us, for undoubted]! 

there was never Prince that had faithfuller hearts 
than her Majeſty hath here 3 and ſurely there 
were never Subjects had more cauſe heartily to 
love their Prince for her quiet Government than 
we have. So that he that raiſeth this rumour, 
ſtill encreaſeth but diſcredit in ſeeking to ſow 


Sedition as much as lyeth in him , between our 


| merciful Queen and us her molt loving and faith- 


ful Subjects, the which by Gods Grace ſhall ne- 
ver lie in his Power, let him ſpit out all his ve- 
[nome and there withal ſhew out his malicious 
' heart 3 yet [I have colle&ed ſundry reaſons to 


| prove this a hateful and a deteſtable rumour, and 


[the Utterer thereof to be a very Judas to our 
' Noble Queen, therefore let any hereafter take 
| heed how he publiſh it, for as a very J=das unto 
| her Majeſty,, and Enemy to the whole State, we 


ought to accept him. 

Now the other was a Meſlage M* Speaker 
brought the laſt Seſhons into the Houle, that we 
(hould not deal in any matters of Religion, but 
firſt to receive {rom the Biſhops : Surely this was 
a doleful Meſlage,for it was as much as to ſay, Sirs, 
ye ſhall not deal in Gods Cauſes, no, ye ſhall in 
no wile ſeek to advance his Glory 3 and in re- 


compence of your unkindneſs, God 1n his m_ 
wi 
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will look upon your doings, that the chief cauſe 
that ye were called together for , the which is 
the preſervation of their Prince , ſhall have no 
ood ſucceſs : If ſome one of this Houle had pre- 
Lacy made this interpretation of this ſaid Mel- 
fage, had he not ſeemed to have the Spirit of 
Prophecy ? Yet truly 1 aflure.you M* Speaker, 
there were divers of this Houſe that ſaid with 
grievous hearts, immediately upon the Mellage, 
that God of his Juſtice could not proſper the 
Seſſion 3 and let it be holden for a principle M* 
Speaker, that Counſel that cometh not together 
in Gods name, cannot proſper : for God ſaith, 
Where two or three are gathered together in his 
name there am I in the midſt among them : Well, 
God even the great and mighty God,whoſe name 
is the Lord of Hoſts, great in Councel, and infi- 
nite in thought, and who is the only good Dt 
regor of all hearts, was the laſt Seſſion ſhut out 
of Doors ; but what fell out of it forſooth ? his 
great indignation was therefore poured upon this 
Houſe, for he did put into the Queens Majeſties 
Heart to refuſe good and wholſome Laws tor her 
own Preſervation, the which cauſed many faith- 
ful hearts for grief to burſt out with forrowful 
tears, and moved all Papiſts Traytors to God and 
her Majeſty, who envy good Chriſtian Govern- 
ment, in their Sleeves to laugh all the whole Par- 
hament Houſe to ſcorn; and ſhall I paſs over this 
weighty matter ſo ſlightly > Nay, I will diſcharge 
my Conſcience and Duties to God , my Prince 
and Country, So certain it is M* Speaker that 
none is without fault, no not our Noble Queen, 
fith then her Majeſty hath committed great fault, 
yea dangerous faults to her ſelf. 

Love, even perfe& love void of Diſlimula- 
tion, will not ſuffer me to hide them , to her 
Majeſties peril, but to utter them to her Maje- 
ſties Safety : and theſe they are, it is a danger- 
ous thing in a Prince unkindly to abuſe his or 
her Nobility and People, and it is a dangerous 
thing in a Prince to oppoſe or bend her {elf a- 
gain(t her Nobility and People, yea againſt moſt 
loving and faithful Nobility and People. And 
how could any Prince more unkindly intreat, 
abuſe, oppoſe her (elf again(t her Nobility and 
People,than her Majeſty did the laſt Parliament ? 
did ſhe not call it of purpoſe to prevent Trai- 
terous perils to her Perſon, and for no other 
Cauſe? did not herMajeſty ſend unto us twoBills, 
willing us to make choice of that we liked beſt 
for her ſafety, and thereof to make a Law, pro- 
mifing her Majeſties Royal Conſent thereunto ? 
And did we not firſt chuſe the one, and her Ma- 
xlty refuſed it, yielding no reaſon, nay yielding 
great reaſons why ſhe ought to have yielded to 
It ? Yet did we nevertheleſs receive the other,and 
agreeing to make a Law thereof , did not her 
Majeſty in the end refuſe all our Travels? And 
did not we, her Majeſties faithful Nobility and 
Subjects, plainly and openly decypher our ſelves 
unto her Majefty and our hateful Enemies; and 
hath not her Majeſty left us all to the open re- 
venge ? Is this a juſt recompence in our Chriſtian 


Queen for our faithful dealings > The Heathen 
do requite good for good, then how much more 
is it to be expected in a Chriſtian Prince > And 
will not this her Majeſties handling think you, 
M* Speaker, make cold dealing in any of her 
Majelties Subjetts toward her again? I fear it 
will. And hath it not cauſed many already 
think you, M* Speaker, to ſeek a Salve for the 
Head that they have broken ? 1 fear it hath, and 
many more will do the like if it be not preven- 
ted in time. And hath it not marvellouſly rejoi- 
ced and encouraged the hollow hearts of her Ma- 
jeſties hateful Enemies and Traitcrous Subjedts ? 
no doubt but it hath : And I beſeech God that 
her Majeſty may do all things that may grieve 
the hearts of her Enemies, and may joy the 
hearts that unfcignedly love her Majeſty 3 And [ 
beſeech the ſame God to endue her Majeſty with 
his Wiſdom , whereby ſhe may diſcern faithful 
advice from traiterous ſugared Speeches, and to 
lend her Majeſty a melting yielding heart unto 
ſound Counſel , that Will may nor ſtand for a 
Reaſon : and then her Majeſty will ſtand when 
her Enemies are fallen , for no Eſtate can ſtand 
where the Prince will not be governed by ad- 
vice. And I doubt not but that ſome of her 
Majeſties Counſel have dealt plainly and faith- 
tully with her Majeſty herein 3 if any have, let 
it bea ſure token to her Majeſty to know them 
for approved Subje&s ; and whatſoever they be 
that did perſwade her Majeſty fo unkindly to in- 
treat, abuſe and to oppoſe her ſelf againſt her 
Nobility and People, or commend her Majeſty 
for ſo doing , let it be a ſure token to her Ma- 
jelty to know them for ſure Tray tors and Under- 
miners of her Majeſties Life , and remove them 
out of her Majeltics preſence and favour : for 
the more cunning they are, the more dangerous 
are they unto her Majeſty. But was this all ? 
No, tor God would not vouchſate that his Holy 
Spirit ſhould all that Sefton deſcend upon our 
Biſhops ; ſo that that Scſlion nothing was done 
to the advancement of his Glory. I have heard 
of old Parliament men, that the Baniſhment of 
the Pope and Popery, and the reſtoring of true 
Religion had their beginning from this Houſe, 
and not from the Biſhops 3 and I have heard that 
few Laws for Religion had their Foundation 
from them 5 and Ido ſurely think, before God I 
ſpeak it, that the Biſhops were the Cauſe of that 
doleful Meſlage, and 1 will ſhew you what mo- 
veth me ſo to think: I was amongſt others the 
laſt Parliament ſent unto the Biſhop of Canterbury 
for the Articles of Religion that then paſled this 
Houſe, he asked us why we did put out of the 
Book the Articles tor the Homihes, Conſecrating 
of Biſhops, and ſuch like > Surely, Sir, faid I, 
becauſe we were to occupied 1n other matters, 
that we had no time to examine them how they 
agreed with the word of God : what, faid he, 
ſurely you miſtook the matter, you will refer 
your ſelves wholly ro us therein? No, by the 
Faith I bear to God, faid I , we will paſs no- 
thing before we underſtand what it 153 for that 

were 
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were but to make you Popesz make you Popes 
who liſt, ſaid I, for we will make you none. 
And ſure, M* Speaker, the Speech ſeemed to me 
to be a Pope-likeSpeech,and I fear leſt our Biſhops 
do attribute this of the Popes Canons unto them- 
ſclves, Papa non poteſt errare; for ſurely if they 
did not, they would reform things amiſs , and 
not to ſpuin againſt Gods People for writing 
therein as they do; but I can tell them News, 
they do but kick againſt the prick, for undoubt- 
edly they both have, and do crr , and God will 
reveal his truth, maugre the hearts of them and 
all his Enemies, for great is the truth and it will 
prevail: and to ſay the truth, it 1s an Error to 
think that Gods Spirit is tied only to them 3 for 
the Heavenly Spirit ſaith, firſ# ſeck the Kingdom 
of God and the Righteouſneſs thereof, and all theſe 
things (meaning temporal) ſhall be given you : 
theſe words were not ſpoken to the Biſhops only, 
but to all ; and the Writ, M* Speaker, that we 
are called up by, is chiefly to deal in Gods Caule 
ſo that our Commiſſion both from God and our 
Prince is to deal in Gods Cauſes : therefore the 
accepting of ſuch Meſlages, and taking them in 
good part do highly oftend God, and is the ac- 
. ceptation of the breach of the Liberties of this 
Honourable Councel 3 for 1s it not all one thing 
to ſay, Sirs, you ſhall deal in ſuch matters only, 
as to ſay , you ſhall not deal in ſuch matters ? 
and ſo as good to have Fools and Flatterers in 
the Houſe, as men of Wiſdom, grave Judgment, 
faithful Hearts, and fincere Conſciences , for 
they being taught what they ſhall do can give 
their conſents as well as the others: Well, be that 
hath an Office, faith $* Paul, let him wait on his 
Office, or give diligent attendance upon his Of- 
fice. It is a great and ſpecial part of our duty 
and office, M* Speaker, to maintain the freedom 
of Conſultation and Speech, for by this, good 
Laws that do fet forth Gods Glory, and for the 
preſervation of the Prince and State are made, 
S' Panl in the ſame place faith, hate that which is 
evil, cleave unto that which is good : then with S' 
Paul, I do adviſe you all here preſent, yea and 
heartily and earneſtly deſire you from the bot- 
tom of your hearts to hate all Meſſengers, Tale- 
Carriers, or any other thing whatſoever it be 
that any manner of way infringes the Liberties 
of this Honourable Councel; yea hate 1t or them 
as venemous and poyſon unto our Common- 
Wealth, for they are venemous Bealts that do 
uſe itz therefore I ſay again and again, hate that 
which isevil and cleave unto that which is good; 
and this being loving and faithful hearted, 1 do 
wiſh to be RE 1n fear of God, and of love 
to our Prince and State; for we are incorporated 
into this place, to ſerve God and all England, 
and not to be Time-Servers, as Humour-teeders, 


as Cancers that would pierce the Bone,or as Flat- 


terers that would fain beguile all the World, and | Parliament committed by ſome of this Houſe al- 


ſo worthy to be Condemned both of God and 
Man; but let us ſhew our ſelves a People endu- 
ed with Faith, I mean with a lively Faith, that 
bringeth forth good Works, and not as Dead. 


And theſe good Works I wiſh to break forth in 
this ſort, not only in hating the Enemies before- 
ſpoken againſt, but alſo in open reproving them 
as Enemies to God, our Prince and State that do 
uſe them , for they are ſo. Therefore I would 
have none ſpared or forborn that ſhall from 
henceforth offend herein , of what calling (@- 
ever he be,for the higher place he hath the more 
harm he may do; therefore if he will not eſchew 
offences, the higher I wiſh him hanged. I ſpeak 
this in Charity, M" Speaker, for it 1s better that 
one ſhould be hanged, than that this Noble State 
({hould be ſubverted 3 well I pray God with all 
my heart to turn the hearts of; all the Enemies of 
our Prince and State, and to forgive them that 
wherein they have offended , yea and to give 
them grace to offend therein no more even ſo [' 
do heartily beſeech God to forgive us for hold- 
ng our peaces when we have i any injury 
ottered to this Honourable Councel ; tor ſurely 
it is no ſmall offence, M* Speaker, for we offend 
therein againſt God, our Prince and State, and 
abuſe the confidence by them repoſed in us. 
Wherefore God for his great mercies ſake, grant 
that we may from henceforth ſhew our ſelyes 
neither Baſtards nor Daſtards therein , but that 
as rightly begotten Children , we may ſharply 
and boldly reprove Gods Enemies , our Princes 
and State z and ſo ſhall every one of us diſcharge 
our Duties in this our High Office, wherein he 
hath placed us, and ſhew our ſelves haters of 
Evil, and Cleavers to that, that 1s good, to the 
ſetting forth of Gods Glory and Honour, and to 
the Preſervation of our Noble Queen and Com- 
mon-Wealth : for theſe are the marks that we 
ought only in this place to ſhoot at. I am thus 
earneſt I take God to witneſs , for Conſcience 
Sake, Love, Love unto my Prince and Common- 
Wealth, and for the advancement of Juſtice z 
for Juſtice faith an Antient Father, is the Prince 
of all Vertues, yea the ſafe and faithful Guard of 
mans Life, for by it Empires, Kingdoms, People 
and Cities be governed, the which if it be taken 
away, the Society of man cannot long endure. 
And a King, faith Solomon, that fitteth in the 


- Throne of Judgment and looketh well about 


him, chaſeth away all evil; in the which State 
and Throne , God for his great mercies ſake, 
grant that our Noble Queen may be heartily vi- 
gilant and watchful ; for ſurely there was a great 
fault committed both in the laſt Parliament ; and 
lince alſo that was, as faithful hearts as any were 
unto the Prince and State, received moſt diſplea- 
ſure, the which is but an hard point in Policy, 
to encourage the Enemy,to diſcourage the faith- 
tul-hearted who of fervent love cannot diſlem- 
ble, but follow the Rule of S* Pax, who faith, 
let love be without diſſunulation. 

Now to another great fault I found the laſt 


ſo, the which I would deſire of them all might 
be left 3 I have from right good men 1n other 
Cauſes, although I did diſlike them in that do- 
ing, fit in an evil matter againſt which they ing 
mo 
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earneſtly ſpoken : I muſed at it, and asked 
_ it pans Þ Fr I do think it a ſhameful thing 
to ſerve God, their Prince or Country, with the 
tongue only, and not with the Heart and Body. 
I was anſwered that it was a common Policy in 
this Houſe , to mark the beſt ſort of the ſame, 
and either to fit or ariſe with them ; that ſame 
common Policy I would gladly have bamſhed 
this Houſe, and have grafted in the ſtead there- 
of;cither to riſe or ſit as the matter giveth Caule: 
For the Eyes of the Lord behold all the Earth to 
ſtrengthen all the hearts of them that are whole with 
him. Theſe be Gods own words, mark them 
well, I heartily beſeech you all for God will 
not receive half part, he will have the whole. 
And again, he miſliketh thoſe two faced Gentle- 
men, and here be many Eyes that will to their 
great ſhame behold their double dealing that uſe 
it. Thus I have holden you long with my rude 
Speech, the wiiich ſince it tendeth wholly with 
pure Conſcience to ſeek the advancement ofGods 
Glory, our Honourable Soveraigns Safety, and to 
the ſure defence of this noble Iile of Emgland,and 
all by maintaining of the Liberties of this Ho- 


nourable Counce], the Fountain from whence all 
theſe do Spring 3 my humble and hearty Suic 
unto you all is, to accept my good will, and 
that this that I have here ſpoken out of Conlci- 
ence and great zeal unto my Prince and State, 
may not be buried in the Pit of Oblivion, and fo 
no good come thereof. 


Upon this Speech the Houſe out of a reve- 
rend regard of her Majeſty's Honour, ſtopped his 
further proceeding before he had fully finiſhed 
his Speech. The Meſſage he meant and inten- 
ded was that which was ſet by her Majeſty to the 
Houſe of Commons in the ſaid fourteenth year 
of her Reign upon Wedneſday the 28 day of 
May, by Sir Francis Knoles Knight , Treaſurer 
of her Majeſties Houſhold , inhibiting them for 
a certain time to treat or deal in the matter 
touching the Scottiſh Queen. Now follows the 
proceeding of the Houſe upon this Speech out 
of the Original Journal-Book it ſelf. 

M*- Wentworth being Sequeltred the Houle as 
aforeſaid for his ſaid Speech , it was agreed and 
Ordered by the Houſe upon the Queſtion (after 
ſundry Motions and Diſputations had therein) 
that he ſhould be preſently Committed to the 
Serjeants-Ward as Priſoner , and fo remaining 
ſhould be Examined upon his ſaid Speech for the 
extenuating of his fault therein, by all the Privy 
Council being of this Houſe, the Maſter of the 
Requeſts, the Captain of the Guard, WF Trea- 
ſurer of the Chamber, the Maſter of the Jewel- 
Houſe, the Maſter of the Wardrobe, M* Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower, Sir T homas Scott, Sir Row- 
land Hayward, M* Attorney of the Dutchy, Mr 

Henry Knolles the Elder, M* Sampoole, M* Ran- 
dall, M* Birched, M* Marſh, who were appoin- 
ted to. meet this Afternoon between two and 
three of the Clock at. the Star-Chamber, and to 
make report at this Houſe to Morrow next. And 


then the ſaid Peter Wentworth was brought to the 
Bar, and Committed thereupon to the ſaid Ser- 
jeants-Ward according to the ſaid Order.

Commit. We will deal with no more than you 
uttered in the Houlc. 

Went. Your Honours cannot refuſe to deliver 
it to her Majeſty, for I do ſend it to her Majeſty 
as my Heart and Mind, knowing it will do her 
Majeſty good, it will hurt no man but my 
(elf. 

Commit. Seeing your defire is to have us deli- 
ver it to her Maje(ty, we will dehver it, 

Went. F humbly require your Honours fo 
to do. | 

Commit. Then the Speech being read , they 
ſaid, Here you have uttered certain rumors of 
the Queens Majeſty, where and of whom heard 
you them ? | 

Went. If your Honours ask me as Councellors 
to her Majeſty , you ſhall pardon me; I will 
make you no Anſwer : I will do no ſuch injury 
to the place from whence I came 3 for I am now 
no private Perſon, I] am a publick, and a Coun- 
cellor to the whole State 1n that place where it is 
lawful for me to ſpeak my mind freely, and not 
for you as Councellors to call me to account for 
any thing that I do ſpeak in the Houſe 5 and 
therefore 1f you ask me 3s Councellors to her Ma- 
jeſty, you ſhall pardon me, I will make no An- 
{wer z but if you ask me as Commirtees from 


the Houſe, I will make you the belt Anſwer 
I can. 


I 1 Commit. 
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Commit. We ask you as Committees from the 
Houle. 

Wert. 1 will then Anſwer you, and the wil- 
linger for that mine Anſwer will be in ſome part 
ſo imperfe& as of neceſſity it muſt be. Your 
Queſtion conſiſteth of theſe two points , where 
and of whom [ heard theſe Rumors? The place 
where I heard them was the Parliament Houle; 
but of whom, I aflure you I cannot tell. 

Commit. This is no Anſwer to ſay you cannot 
tell of whom, neither will we take it for any. 

Went. Truly your Honours muſt needs take 
it for an Anſwer, when I can make you no 
better. 

Commit. Belike you have heard ſome Speeches 
in the Town of her Majeſties miſliking of Reli- 
gion and Succeſſion 3 you are loth to utter of 
whom, and did uſe Speeches thereupon. 

IWVert. T affure your Honours I can ſhew you 
that Speech at my own Houſe, written with my 
hand two or three years ago. So that you may 
thereby judge that I did not ſpeak it of any 
thing that I heard (ſince I came to Town. 

Commit. You have Anſwered that, but where 
heard you it then ? 

Went. If your Honours do think I ſpeak for 
excuſes ſake, let this ſatisfie you. I protelt be- 
fore the living God I cannot tell of whom I 
heard theſe Rumors : yet I do verily think that 
I heard them of a hundred or two in the 
Houle. 

Commit. Then of ſo many you can name 
ſome. 

Went. No ſurely, becauſe it was ſo general a 
Speech, I marked none 3 neither do men mark 
ſpeakers commonly when they be general : and 
I affure you if 1 could tell, I would not. For I 
will never utter any thing told me, to the hurt 
of any man, when I am not enforced thereunto, 
as in this Caſe I may chuſe. Yet I would deal 
plainly with you, tor I would tell your Honours 
ſo, and if your Honours do not Credit me, I will 
voluntarily take an Oath,if you offer me a Book, 
that TI cannot tell of whom I heard thoſe Ru- 
mors. But if you offer me an Oath of your Au- 
thorities, I will refuſe it , becauſe I will do no- 
thing to infringe the Liberties of the Houſe. But 
what need I to uſe theſe Speeches ? I will give 
you an inſtance whereupon I heard theſe Ru- 
mors to your ſatisfying , even ſuch a one, as if 
you will ſpeak the truth you ſhall confeſs that 
you heard the ſame as well as I. 

Commit. In (o doing we will be ſatisfied, what 
is that ? 

Went. The laſt Parliament (by which it may 
be conceived he meant and intended that Parlia- 
ment in a. 13 Regine Eliz.) he that is now 
Speaker (viz. Robert Bel/ Eſquire, who was alſo 
Speaker 1n the firſt Seſſion of this preſent Parlia- 
ment 1n ar. 14 Reging ejuſdem) uttered a very 
good Speech for the calling in of certain Licences 
granted to four Courtiers, to the utter undoing 
of f1x or eight thouſand of the Queens Mafeſties 
Subjects. This Speech was ſo diſliked of ſome of 


the Councel, that he was ſent for, and fo hardly 
dealt with , that he came into the Houſe with 
ſuch an amazed Countenance, that it daunted all 
the Houſe in ſuch ſort, that for ten, twelve, or 
ſixteen days, there was not one in the Houſe 
that durſt deal in any matter of importance. And 
m thoſe fimple matters that they dealt in, t 
ſpent more words and time in their preamble, 
requiring that they might not be alhcken, than 
they did in the matter they ſpake unto. This 
inconvenience w unto the Houſe by the 
Councellors hard handling of the ſaid good mem- 
ber, whereupon this rumor grew in the Houſe. 
Sirs, you may not ſpeak againſt Licences, the 
Queens Majeſty will be angry, the Councel will 
be too too angry, and this rumor I ſuppoſe there 
1s not one of you here but heard it as well as [, 
| beſeech your Honours diſcharge your Conſci- 
ences herein as T do. 

Commit, We heard it we confeſs, and you have 
ſatisfied us in this; but how fay you to the hard 


| interpretation you made of the Meſſage that was 


ſent 1nto the Houſe ? (The words were recited.) 
[ aſſure you 1 never heard an harder interpreta- 
tion of a Meſſage. 

Went. T beſeech your Honours, Firſt, was 
there not ſuch a Meſlage ſent unto the Houſe? 

Commit, We grant that there was. 

Went. Then 1 truſt you will bear me Record 
that I made it not 3 and I anſwer you that fo 
hard a Meſſage could not have too hard an in- 
terpretation made by the wiſelt man in England, 
For can there by any poflible means be ſent a 
harder Meſlage to a Councel gathered together 
to ſerve God, than to ſay, you ſhall not ſeek to 
advance the glory of God ? I am of this opinion 
that there cannot be a more wicked Meflage than 
It was. 


Commit. You may not ſpeak againſt Meſla- 
pes for none ſendeth them but the Queens Ma- 
jelty. 

Went. If the Meſſage be againſt the Glory of 
God , again(t the Princes Safety , or againſt the 
Liberty 'of this Parliament Houſe whereby the 
State 1s maintained, I neither may nor will hold 


my Peace. I cannot in fo doing diſcharge my 
Conſcience, whoſoever doth ſend it. And [ ſay, 
that I heartily repent me, for that [ have hither- 
to held my Peace 1n theſe Cauſes, and I do pro- 
miſe you all (if God forſake me not) that I will 
never during Life hold my Tongue, if any Mel- 
ſage is ſent , wherein God is diſhonoured, the 
Prince perilled, or the Liberties of* the Parlia- 
ment impeached 3 and every one of you here 
preſent ought to repent you of theſe faults and 
to amend them.

A Surely I marve what you mean by ask- 
ing this Queſtion. Have I not ſaid, fo hard a 
Meſſage could not have too hard an interpreta- 
tion 3 and have I not ſet down the reaſon that 
moved me in my Speech, that is to ſay, that for 
the receiving and accepting that Metlage, God

This Examination of M* Wentworth being thus 
tranſcribed out of that Copy I had of it, now 
follows the next days paſlages out of the Origt- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons 3 
and it is not here to be over-paſted, that the 
ſaid M* Wentworth was by the Queens ſpecial fa- 
vour reſtored again to his Liberty and place in 
the Houſe on Monday the 12** day of March 
enſuing. 

On Thurſday the g** day of February, 1t was 
Ordered by this Houſe upon a Motion _— 
Lord Ryſel, Son and Heir Apparent of the 
Right Honourable the Earl of Bedford, being a 
Burgeſs for the Borough of Birtport in the 
County of Dorſet, ſhall continue a Member of 
this Houſe according to the like former Preſident 
in the like Caſe had heretofore of the ſaid new 
Earl his Father. 

This day M* Treaſurer in the name of all the 
Committees yeſterday appointed for the Exami- 
nation of Peter Wentworth Burgeſs for Tregony, 
declared, that all the ſaid Committees did meet 
Yeſterday in the Afternoon in the Star-Chamber 
according to their Commillion , and there Exa- 
mining the ſaid Peter Wentworth touching the 
violent and wicked words Yeſterday pronoun- 
ced by him in this Houſe touching the Queens 
Majeſty, made a Collection of the ſame words ; 
which words ſo Colle&ed , the ſaid Peter Went- 
worth did acknowledge and contels.

fideration of him. And thereupon immediately 
the ſaid Peter Wentworth being brought to the 
Bar by the Sexjeant received his faid Judgment 
accordingly by the Mouth of M- Speaker in form 
above-recited: And ſo M* Lieutenant of theTower 
was preſently charged with the Cuſtody of the 
ſaid Peter Wentworth. But the ſaid Peter Went- 
worth was ſhortly by the Queens ſpecial Favour 
re{tored again to his Liberty and place in the 
Houſe, Ut vide on Monday the 12 day of March 
following.

M* Seckford Maſter of the Requeſts, Sir N;- 
cholas Arnold, M* Atkins and M* Marſh were ap- 
pointed to confer together touching the num- 
ber of Knights and Burgefles of the Parlia- 
ment. 

Three Bills laſtly of no great moment had 
each of them their firſt reading ; of which the 
laſt was the Bill for aflurances of Lands and Te- 
nements 1n antient Demeſn, and for preſervation 
of the Lords Seignories. 

On Friday the 10 day of February, upon a 
Motion made by M* Dalton mn the behalf of the 
Lord Ryſſe/,ſuppoſing he ſhould not be continued 
a Member of this Houſe.it is nevertheleſs generally 
reſolved by this Houſe that he may not be dif- 
charged of the ſame: upon preſent notice where- 
of given unto him by the Serjeant, the ſaid Lord 
Ruſſell came into this Houſe accordingly. 

Note, That this Lord R»fſel/ was Son and Heir 
Apparent of Francis the ſecond Earl of Bedford 
of this Sirname , who having no place in the 
Upper Houſe might very well be admitted a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons, and the Pre- 
cedents of this kind have been fo frequent in all 
the Parliaments of latter times fince Queen E/;- 
zabeths Death, as there ſhall need no vouching 
of them. And it lies alſo in the favour of the 
Prince to make ſuch Heirs Apparent of Earldoms 
Members of the Upper Houſe by Summoning 
them thither by Writ , but then they take not 
place there as the Sons of Earls , but according 
to the Antiquity of their Fathers Baronies. 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them their firſt reading 3 of which the fecond 
was the Bill touching Baſtardy. 

Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer declaring the 
great charges of the Queens Majeſty many and 
undry ways (ince her Entry to the Crown, as 
well in Foreign as Domeſtical occaſions, for the 
benefit and peaceable Government of the State 
and Common-Wealth , and the great and immi- 
nent neceſlity of preſent proviſion to behad and 
made for the continuance of the ſame, did after 
many great and weighty reaſons ſhewed, move 
for a Subſidy : which Speech 1n reſpett that 1t 15 
but thus abſtrattedly ſer down in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, and con- 
taineth in it matter of very good moment, [ have 
thought geod to ſupply it at large out of a Copy 
thereof I had by me being as followeth: 


That in the beginning of this our meeting ſuch 
matters as be of importance may be thought on 
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An. 18 Ree. Eliz. 


in time, I am bold with your favours to move 
you of one that in my opinion 1s both of mo- 
ment and of neceſſity. To the end it you likewiſe 
find the ſame to be ſo, you may commit it fur- 
ther to the conſideration of ſuch as you ſhall 
think convenient. 

And that you may the better judge of that 
which I ſhall propound, it 1s requiſite that I put 
you in remembrance, Firſt, how the Queen found 
the Realm, next how ſhe hath reſtored and con- 
ſerved it; and thirdly, how we ſtand now. 
Touching the firſt no man can be ignorant how 
that our moſt gracious Queen at her Entring 
found this noble Realm , by reaſon of the evil 
Government preceedingz miſerably over-whelm- 
ed with Popery,dangerouſly afflicted with War, 
andgrievoutly afflifted with Debts ; the burthen 
of which three cannot be remembred without 
grief, eſpecially if we call to mind how this 
Kingdom being utterly delivered from the Uſur. 
ped Tyranny of Rome, and that many years to- 
gether, was nevertheleſs by the iniquity of later 
time brought back again into the tormer Capti- 
vity, to the great thraldom both of Body and 
Soul of all the People of this Land. A wretched 
time, and wretched Miniſters to bring to pals ſo 
wretched and wicked an Act to ſtrengthen this 
Bondage of Rome. We ſaw how there was 
brought hither a ſtrong Nation to prels our 
Necks again into the Yoke; terrible this was to 
all the Inhabitants of this Land, and ſo would 
have proved, if their abode had been here fo 
long as was to be feared from them 3 and by 
their occafion came the War that we eatred in- 
to with France and Scotland, and not upon any 
Quarrel of our own ; but to help them forward 
to their great advantage and our great loſs and 
ſhame, by means whereof and of other diſor- 
ders the Realm grew into great Debt both at 
home and abroad, and ſo was left to the intol- 
lerable lofs and charge of her Majeſty and the 
State. The Realm being thus miſerably oppreſ- 
ſed with Popery, with War and with Debts, the 
Queen our molt Gracious Soveraign hath thus 
reſtored and conferved it, {he hath delivered us 
from the Tyrannous Yoke of Rome, and reſto- 
red again the moſt Holy Religion of the Goſpel, 
not flacking any time therein; but even at the 
firſt doing that which was for the Honour of 
God, to the unſpeakable joy of all good Sub- 
zects. 

But adventuring thereby the malice of the 
mighty Princes of the World , her Neighbours 
being Enemies of our.Religion ; whereby it did 
appear how much ſhe preferred the Glory of our 
God before her own Quietneſs: this done, ſhe 
made Peace with France and Scotland, the one a 
mighty Nation, the other though not fo Potent, 
yet mn regard of their nearnefs and of their Ha- 
bitation with. us upon our Continent more dan- 
gerous : which may eafily appear by confidera- 
tion of former times , wherein it hath been ſeen 
how dangerous Scottiſh Wars have proved to 
this Realm above thoſe of any other Nation. 
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ous Queen as the Peace with Scotland , which in 
times paſt was found very tickle, is now become 

| ſo firm as in no Age there hath been ſo long and 
ſo good Peace between them and us. 

And that is brought to paſs the rather for 
that her Majeſty by two notable Exploits with 
her Forces, the one to Lieth and another to 
Edenburgh-Caſtle, hath both quicted that Realm, 
and taken away all occaſions of Hoſtility that 
might ariſe againl(t this Country ; alſo by the firſt 
delivering Scotland from the Frezmch which had 
ſo great a footing there , as without aid from 
hence they muſt needs in ſhort time have Tyran- 
nized over that Country to their perpetual ſervi- 
rude, and to the peril alſo of this Country, be- 
ing ſo near them, and they fo 11] Neighbours to 
dwell by. And by the ſecond ending and put- 
ting out the fire of the Civil Wars amongſt them 
to the preſervation of their young King and the 
perpetual quietneſs of that Realm , both which 
as they have brought unto her Majeſty great and 
immortal Honor and Renown,and to this Coun- 
try and that, . Peace and Surety : So you cannot 
but think therewith upon the Charges which ne- 
ceſlarily follow ſuch two: Journeys furniſhed by 
Land and by 'Sea , as for the atchieving of fo 
great Enterprizes was requiſite, What her Ma- 
jeſty hath done, beſides for the ſuppreſling of a 
dangerous and unnatural Rebellion praftiſed by 
the Pope, the moſt principal and malicious Enc- 
my of this State, and put in ure by certain un- 
dutiful Subjects in the North parts of this Realm 
was ſeen fo late even in your view, as it needeth 
not to be remembred , neither the charge that 
belongeth to a matter of ſuch importance as did 
threaten the utter rumine to our mo!t Gracious 
Soveraign and to all the People of this Land, if 
God of his Mercy had not prevented it. 

Notwithſtanding all which coltly Journics 
both into Scotland and within the Realm, her Va- 
jelty hath moſt carctully and providently deli- 
vered this Kingdom from a great and weighty 
Debt, wherewith it hath been long burihioned, 
A Debt begun four ycars at the lealt before the 
Death of King Henry the Eighth, and not clear- 
ed until within theſe two years , and all that 
while running upon Intereſt, .a courle able to 
eat up not only private men and their Patrimo- 
nies, but alſo Princes, and their Eſtates ; b.:: 
ſuch hath been the care of this time as Rer Mu- 
jeſty and the State 1s clearly freed from that cat- 
ing corrolive, the truth whereot may be teſtified 
by the Citizens of Loxdon, whoſe Bonds under 
the Common Seal of the City of aſſurance ot pay- 
ment being uſually given and renewed, and which 
have hanged fo many 'years to their great dan- 
ger, and tothe peril of the whole traitck are now 
all diſcharged, cancelled, and delivered into the 
Chamber of London to their own hands. By 
means whereof the Realm is not only acquitted 
of this great burthen, and the Merchants tree, bur 
allo her Majeſties credit thereby both at home 


| and abroad greater than any other Prince tor 


money, 
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money, if ſhe have need, and fo in reaſon it 
ought to be, for that (he hath kept Promiſe to 
all men, wherein other Princes have often failed 
to the hindrance of many. Laſtly, for this 
point how the Juſtice of this Realm is preſerved 
and miniſtrec ro her People by her Majeſties po- 
Jitical and juſt Government is ſo well known to 
all men, as our Enemies are driven to confeſs, 
that Juſtice which is the Band of all Common- 
Wealths doth ſo tie and link together all degrees 
of Perſons within this Land, as there is ſuffered 
here no violence, no oppreſſion, no reſpect of 
perſons in Judgment 3 but Jus equabile uſed to 
all indifferently. All which godly, provident 
and wiſe aQts in Government, have brought forth 
theſe effets that we be in Peace, and all our 
Neighbours in War; that we be in quietneſs at 
home, and ſafe enough from troubles abroad ; 
that we live in Wealth and all Proſperity , and 
that which is the greateſt, we enjoy the freedom 
of our Conſciences delivered from the Bondage 
of Rome,wherewith we were fo lately oppreſſed: 
and thus we ſtand. 

But for all this as wiſe Mariners in calm wea- 
ther do moſt diligently prepare their tackles, and 
provide to withſtand attempts that may happen: 
even ſo in this our bleſſed time of Peace that we 
enjoy by the bleſſing of God through the Mini- 
{try of her Majeſty, we ought in time to make 
proviſion to prevent any ſtorm that may ariſe 
either here or abroad, and neither to be too care- 
leſs or negligent, but think that the tayl of theſe 
ſtorms, ' which are ſo bitter and ſo boiſterous in 
other Countries may reach us alſo before they 
be ended, eſpecially if we do not forget the ha- 
tred that is born us by the Adverſary of ourRe- 
ligion both for our profeſſion, and for that this 
Realm is alſo a merciful SahCtuary for ſuch poor 
Chriſtians as fly hither for ſuccour; ſo as now one 
of the moſt principal cares that we ought to care 
in this great Councel of the Realm 1s both to 
conſider aforehand the dangers that may come 
by the malice of Enemies, and to provide in time 
how to reſiſt them 53 and ſeeing that by thoſe 
great occalions which have remembred, you can 
eaſily underſtand how low her Majeſties Coffers 
are brought, it is our parts frankly and willing- 
ly to offer unto her Majeſty ſuch a Contribution 
as (hall be able to reſtore the ſame again in ſuch 
ſort as (he may be ſufficiently furniſhed of Trea- 
ſure to put in order and maintain her Forces by 
Land and by Sea to anſwer any thing that ſhall 


be attempted againſt her and us3 and unleſs it 


might ſeem ſtrange to ſome that her Majeſty 
ſhould want this, ſome conſidering that not long 
ſithence Aid was granted by the Realm. To 
that I Anſwer , That albeit her Majeſty 1s not to 
yield an account how ſhe ſpendeth her Treaſure, 
yet for your ſatisfattions I will let you under- 
ſtand ſuch things as are very true , and which I 
dare affirm,having more knowledge thereof than 
ſome other, in reſpett of the place I hold in her 
Majeſties Service. 
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dies be through the whole Realm cannot be un- 
known to any , whereby far leſs cometh to her 
Majeſties Coffers than by the Law is granted, a 
matter now drawn to be ſo uſual as it is hard to 
be reformed. Next the clearing of all Debts that 
run upon Intereſt to the inſupportable charge of 
the Realm. Thirdly, the charge in ſuppreſſing 
the Rebellion in the North. Fourthly, the free 
and honourable repayment of the laſt Loans, the 
like whereof was not ſeen before. Fifthly, the 
Journey to Ederburgh-Caſtle for the quieting of 
that Country and this. And laſtly , the great 
and continual Charges in Ireland by the evil diſ- 
poſition of the people there, all which could 
not have been performed by the laſt Aid, except 
it had pleaſed her Majeſty to ſpare out of her 
own Revenues great Sums of money for the ſap- 
plying of that which lacked , wherein ſhe more 
reſpected the Realm than her own particular 
Eſtate, living as you ſee in moſt temperate man- 
ner, without either Building or other ſuperflu- 
ous things of pleaſure z and like as theſe be cau- 
ſes ſafficient to move you to deviſe how theſe 
wants may be repaired, ſo you ought the rather 
todo it, for that her Majeſty lacketh and can- 
not have without great inconvenience, thoſe 
helps which in the times of her Father , her 
Brother and Siſter were uſed, as the abaſing of 
Coin, which brought infinite ſums to them, but 
wrought great damage to the Realm, which we 
yet feel, and ſhould do more, had not her Ma- 
jeſty to her perpetual Fame, reſtored the ſame 
again , ſo much as the time could ſuffer. The 
ſale of Lands whereof came allo very. great ſums 
of money, but that is not hereafter to be uſed, 
ſaving that by the ſame the Revenues of the 
Crown are greatly diminiſhed , which it cannot 
more bear, the borrowing of money upon Inter- 
eſt the burthen whereof the Realm hath felt ſo 
heavy as that is never more to be done, if by any 
means it may be avoided. And yet notwith- 
ſtanding all thoſe helps, it is apparent that Subſ- 
dies were continually granted 1n thoſe tirnes, it 
ſo then, much more now then, beſides War and 
other extraordinary Charges may happen, her 
Mafeſties very ordinary C which ſhe can- 
not but ſuſtain, are far greater by dearth of pri- 
ces and other occaſions, than in any other Prin- 
ces days, as you may ſee by the ordinary and an- 
nual Charges of the Houſhold , the Navy, the 
Ordnance, the Armory, the Garriſon of Berwick, 
the ſtanding Garriſon and Officers within the 
Realm of Ireland. And whether theſe are like 
to be more coſtly to her Majeſty than in former 
times im reſpect of the prices of all things, let 
every man judge by the experience he hath of 
his private expences. 

And ſo to draw to an end for avoiding of 
your trouble. TItruſt theſe few things may ſuthce 
to remember us how her Majeſty found the 
Realm, how ſhe hath reſtored and preſerved it, 
and how the preſent State 1s now, and therewith 
all may ſerve as reaſons ſufficient to perſwade us 
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Firſt how favourable the Taxations of Subſi-

farniſhed of that which will be ſufficient to 
maintain both her fclf and us againſt the private

alſo ſuch gratuity towards her as ſhe may per- 
form the courſe of her Government cm alacri- 
fate.

til by ſome Conference with their Lordſhips the 
Houſe in ſuch things as were objected, might be 
{atisficd. To that end he ſaid, the Houſe of Com- 
mons had ſent them to attend upon their Lord- 
ſhips, and ſo entring into the matter ſaid, That 
ot many things ſpoken to the hindrance of the 
Bill they would trouble their Lord(hips but with 
{ome few, ſuch as they had noted to have been 
of molt value 3 by which he ſaid their Lordſhips 
ſhould find that the Houſe of Commons did take 
the Bill to be unneceſſary chargeable, dangerous, 
obſcure. 

For the firſt, that whereas in the preamble of 
the Bill it was pretended that one principal cauſe 
of this A& was, that the Juſtices of the Foreſts 
having no Authority to fit but within the ſe- 
veral Foreſts, which to execute 1n their own per- 
ſons could not be done through the diſtances of 
the Countries , and through the great charges 
that would follow in expences, if men of their 
calling ſhould be driven to travel once every 
third year to keep their {ittings in ſo many ſeve- 
ral places, by means whereof the Juſtice Seats 
were greatly delayed, arid ſeldom holden, where- 
by the Offenders either by general Pardons come- 
ing between, or by the Death of the Parties did 
eſcape unpuniſhed : to that he ſaid all theſe de- 
tects were ſufficiently holpen by Laws, hereto- 
fore provided. In the time of King Henry the 
Eighth, it wasEnaCted, that both the Juſtices of 
the Foreſts on this (ide Trext, and the Juſtices of 
the Foreſts beyond Trent, might make 1n every 
Foreſt a Deputy, that ſhould have in all things 
like Authority to themſelves 3 and therefore ſee- 
ing they had, and uſually had made Deputies 
men of lefs degree than they are, and moſt com- 
monly inhabiting the Countries where theForeſts 
do lie, there was no neceſflity that the Juſtices in 
their own Perſons ſhould ride, but thoſe his Sub- 
ſtitutes might very well perform the ſervice with 
a ſma]l charge : and fo there appeared no cauſe 
for that reſpe& to make this Law, for it might 
be ſupplied otherwiſe ſufficiently. 

For the ſecond , he ſaid that whereas by this 
new Law, the Juſtice ſhould have power to open 
the Swainmote Books at his pleaſure, and to con- 
vent before him the Offenders at ſuch time and 
place as he thought good , the ſame muſt needs 
prove a very chargeable matter to the Subjects 3 
tor men being compellable only to appear and 
anſwer in the County where the Forelt lyeth, and 
where for the molt part they abide, and there to 
receive their Trial : if now they ſhall be driven 
to appear and anſwer in any place, and at any 
tine where and when the Juſtices ſhall appoint 
them,it may ealily be ſeen how far greater charge 
this will breed to the Subjk& both in travel, ex- 
pence, and loſs of time, than heretofore hath 
been uſed 3 chargeable beſides it would be to 
ſuch as ſhould happen to be impannelled uponJu- 


ries for trial of offences, if they ſhould be driven 


——— 


to come out of the Foreſts, to appear before the 
Juſtice in any place which he ſhall affign, con- 
trary to the antient Laws heretofore Ordained 
for ſuch cauſes. 

For the third, he ſaid that if the Juſtice ſend- 
ing for the Swainmote Books, and opening them 
ſhould proceed to the puniſhment of the Offen- 
ders according to ſuch Preſentments as he ſhould 
find there, that might prove very dangerous to 
the Subject, and eſpecially to ſuch as dwell with- 
in or near any Foreſts; for thoſe Preſentments 
being made by the Oath of the Keepers, do as 
often proceed upon ſuſpition and upon malice, as 
upon any good or ſufficient groundz and then 
if they be ſo peremptory to the Offenders, as 
ſome men think they are, or if the tryal be not 
very indifferent which taken out of the Country 
may be doubted , it is eafily ſeen how perilous 
that will be to the Subje&: for either the party 
ſhall be forced to ſubmit himſelf to the diſcretion 
of the Juſtice, or elſe abide ſuch Tryal as he ſhall 
not be able to endure. 

Beſides, whereas the Queen moſt graciouſly 
doth uſe to grant often-times general Pardons b 
At of Parliament, whereby the Subjeds of the 
Land are diſcharged of far greater offences than 
theſe ; ſuch as might happen to offend this way, 
or to be brought in Queſtion for the ſame,ſhould 
never be partakers of that grace, which all other 
Subjects do enjoy, but by yearly vexation be in 
danger of trouble and charge almoſt without 
hope to be releaſed, although the offences be 
(as often-times they are) very ſmall and ſlender- 
ly proved : whereas now the Juſtice cannot 
by the Law keep his Seat , but once in three. 
years; and if a Pardon come in the mean time 
all thoſe offences are diſcharged. 

Touching the laſt and fourth point, he ſaid in 
making of Laws, one principal and ſpecial care 
is to be taken, that nothing paſs in dark words, 
but that it may be clear and evidence to the un- 
derſtanding of the Makers, thereby to know to 
what they bind themſelves and their Poſterity ; 
the contrary whereof was to be doubted 1n this 
Bill as it was penned, wherein Authority ſhould 
be given to the Juſtices of the Foreſts to proceed 
in the Execution of puniſhment and other mat- 
ters, not only according to the Laws but allo ac- 
cording to the Cuſtoms, Uſages, and Ordinan- 
ces of the Foreſts; which latter words are very 
obſcure, and therefore dangerous to paſs in that 
form, for what the Laws of the Foreſts are, ſuch 
as be eſtabliſhed by Authority of Parliament, are 
evident and open to all men, and every Subject 


'is bound to take knowledge of them, but what 


the Cuſtoms, Uſages and Ordinances of the Fo- 
reſt be, and how far theſe words may extend 1s 
very doubtful and uncertain, the fame being 
only known to Officers and Miniſters of Foreſts, 
and are ſo far from the common knowledge of 
other men, as few or none that are Learned in 
the Laws of the Realm, have any underſtanding 
in them: ſo as if any Subjett of the Land ſhould 
be Impeached for an offence committed » - 

orelts, 
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Foreſts, he ſhall not be able to receive advice by 
Councel in the Law for his reaſonable defence 3 
and therefore under thoſe general words to bind 
the Subje& to thoſe things that neither they do 
nor may eaſily get knowledge of: The Houſe of 
Commons do think it a matter very inconvent- 
ent, and do alſo think that the Foreſt Laws al- 
ready eſtabliſhed by Parliament,are ſtrict enough, 
and being put in due Execution may ſuffice with- 
out any turther addition to increaſe the burthen 
of them. 

To theſe Objettions the Earl of Syzx a wile 
man of good underſtanding in Foreſt matters, 
being Jultice of the Foreſts on this ſide 1rert, ſaid 
for Anſwer in effet as followeth: 

To the firſt confefling that by Authority of 
Parliament the Juſtices of the Foreſts might ap- 
point their Deputies, ſaid, nevertheleſs that thoſe 


alſo could not hold thcir fittings without great 
charge, and their doings {hall not be fo obeyed, 
nor eſteemed as the Afts and Proceedings of the | 
Juſtices themſelves 3 and therefore thought this | 
Law nece{lary. 

To the ſecond, third and fourth, he ſaid that | 
there was no meaning by the Lords that paſt the | 
Bill to bring upon the Subje&ts any of thoſe 1n- | 
conveniences that were noted by the Houſe of 
Commons; howlſoever the Bill might be penned | 
contrary to their intentions, and yet he thought | 
that the words were miſconceived and drawn to 
a harder ſenſe than there was cauſe. Nevertheleſs 
he (aid the Lords could be well contented that 
the Houſe of Commons ſhould retorm ſuca things 
in the Bill, touching thoſe points, as they ſhould 
find convenient, ſo as the ſame were done with 
good conhideration, and upon ſufficient cauſe, 
whereof they doubted not. 


This being the ſubſtance of the Conference, it 

was the next day reported by one of the Com- 
mittees to the Houſe of Commons : Whereup- 
on the Speaker moved the faid Houle to appoint 
ſome to amend thoſe things which the Lords had 
yielded to have reformed, that fo the Bill might 
paſs : but the whole Houſe (a very few exccp- 
ted) ſaid they would hear no more of it, and 
ſo it ſtayed without any further proceeding, be- 
cauſe it appeared the Houſe of Commons did not 
think their Objections ſufficiently anſwered by 
the Lords. 
This foregoing proceeding of the two Houſes 
in the above-mentioned Bill, touching Authority 
to be given to the Juſtices of her Majeſties Fo- 
reſts, &c. being tranſcribed out of the Copy 
thereof I had by me 3 now follows the next days 
Paſſages out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons.

The Bill for Contirmation of the Subſidy of 
the Clergy was read the ſecond time 3 but no 
mention 1s made that it was either Ordered to be 
ingrotſed or referred to Committees, bccauſe it 
had been formerly ſent from the Lords. 

M* Chancellor of the Exchequer touching the 
Petition for reformation of Diſcipline in the 
Church , did bring word from the Lords that 
their Lord{bips having moved the Queens Ma- 
jeſty touching the ſaid Petition, her Highneſs 
anſwered their Lord\hips that her Majeſty before 
the Parliament had a care to provide in that 
calc of her own diſpoſition ; and at the begin- 
ning of this Scſiion her Highneſs had Coriterence 
therein with ſome of the Biſhops, and gave them 
in Charge to ſee due retormarion thereof, where- 
in as her Majeſty thinketh, they will have good 
conſideration according unto her pleaſure and 
expreſs Commandment in that behalt : So did 
her Highneſs moſt gracioufly and honourably dc- 
clare further, that if the ſaid Biſhops ſhould neg - 
lect or omit their Duties therein, then her M:- 
jeſty by her Supream Power and Authority over 
the Church of England, would: ſpeedily fee ſuch 
good redreſs therein as might ſatisfie the expeCta- 
tion of her loving Subjects to their good con- 
tentation, which Mellage and Report was moſt 
thankfully and joyfully received by the whole 
Houſe with one accord. And immediately there- 
upon John Crook Eſquire, one of the Knights for 
the County of Buckingham , took occaſion in 
moſt humble and dutiful wife to make a Motion 
unto the Houſe for another Petition to be mo- 
ved to the Lords for perſwading of her Majeſty 
for Marriage. Vide concerning Church-Diſcipline 
on Wedneſday the 29" day of Fevruary preceed- 
ing, and on Friday the ſecond day of this inſtant

Mr. Captain of the Guard did firlt ſhortly de- 


clare and make report unto the Houſe, that 
whereas a Member of the ſame had the firſt day 
of this Seſſion , which was the 8** day of Fe- 
bruary laſt paſt, uttered in a prepared Speech di- 
vers offenfive matters touching her Majeſty, and 
had for the ſame been ſent Priſoner to the Tower 
by the Houſe , yet that her Majeſty was now 
graciouſly pleaſed to remit her juſt occaſioned 
diſpleaſure for the ſaid offence, and to refer the 
enlargement of the party to the Houſe, which 
was moſt thankfully accepted by the ſame upon 
the ſaid report. | 

And thereupon Sir Walter Mildmay Knight, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer , ſpake as fol- 
loweth : 


That by this whole Action and by her Maje- 
ſties dealing in this cauſe we had juſt occaſion to 
conſider, 

Theſe three things. 

1. Her Majeſties good and clement nature. 

2, Her-reſpeCt to us. 

3. And our Duty towards her. 

Touching the firſt , that Soveraign Princes | 

laced by God , are to be honoured with all 
meth and dutiful reverence, both in word and 
deed, eſpecially if they be good and vertuous, 
ſuch as our molt gracious Soveraign is, a Princeſs 
that hath governed this Realm ſo many years, ſo 
quietly, ſo juſtly, and providently 3 which be- 
ing true, as no man can deny, then ſee how 
great an offence this wasto reprove ſo good and 
gracious a Queen ſo unjultly, and that to be done 
not by any common perſon abroad , but by a 
Member of this Houſe 3 and not in any private 
or ſecret place, but openly in this moſt honour- 
able Aſſembly of the Parliament , being the 
Higheſt Court and Councel of the Realm. And 
thereby ſee alſo her moſt gracious and good na- 
ture, that ſo mercifully and ſo eaſily can remit ſo 
great an offence, a thing rarely found in Princes 
of ſo great Eſtate, that uſe commonly to think 
themſelves touched in honour if they ſhould paſs 
over ſmaller injuries ſo lightly : the greater is her 
Majeſties Commendation and the more are we 
bound to thank God for her. 

Secondly, We may ſee what gracious reſpe& 
her Majeſty had to us, that notwithſtanding the 
juſt cauſe that was given her to puniſh ſeverely 
lo great an offence ; yet the favour that ſhe had 
conceived towards us , proceeding from the juſt 
tryal of our dutiful affections towards her , had 
ſo qualified her diſpleaſure as ſhe was contented 
for our ſakes to pardon the whole, and that ſo 
treely as ſhe would not at any time think of it 
again (for thoſe were her words) a marvellous 
grace towards us and never hereafter on our 


pore to be forgotten , the rather for that the 
me proceeded meerly from her ſelf, thereby pre- 
venting the Suit which we in all humblenef 
might have made unto her. 

Thirdly, that for ſo gracious a dealing it was 
our bounden Duties to yield unto her Majeſty 
our moſt humble and hearty thanks, and to be- 
ſeech Almighty God to enlarge her days as the 
only ſtay of our felicity z and not only ſo but 
to learn alſo by this Example how to behave our 
ſelves hereafter z and not under the pretence of 
liberty to forget our bounden duty to ſo graci- 
ous a Queen: true 1t is, that nothing can be well 
concluded in a Councel where there is not al- 
lowed in debating of Cauſes brought in delibera- 
tion, Liberty and Freedom of Speech; otherwiſe 
if in Conſultation men be either interrupted or 
terrified ſo as they cannot , nor dare not ſpeak 
their Opinions freely , like as that Councel can- 
not but be reputed for a ſervile Councel 3 even 
ſo all the Proceedings therein ſhall be rather to 
ſatisfie the wills of a few, than to determine that 
which ſhall be juſt and reaſonable. But herein 
we may not forget to put a difference between 
liberty of Speech, and licentious Speech ; for by 
the one men deliver their Opinions freely , and 
with this caution, that all be ſpoken pertinently, 
modeſtly, reverently and diſcreetly 3 the other 
contrariwiſe uttereth all impertinently , raſhly, 
arrogantly and irreverently, without reſpect of 
perſon, time, or place: and though freedom of 
Speech hath always bcen uſed in this great Coun- 
cel of Parliament, and is a thing moſt neceſſary 
to be preſerved amongſt us3 yet the ſame was 
never nor ought to be extended fo far, as though 
a man 1n this Houſe may ſpeak what and of 
whom he liſt. The contrary whereof both in 
our own days, and in the days of our Predecel- 
ſors, by the puniſhment of ſuch inconſiderate and 
diſorderly Speakers, hath appeared. And fo to 
return, Let this ſerve us for an Example to be- 
ware that we offend not in the like hereafter, 
leſt that in forgetting our duttes fo far we may 
give juſt cauſe to our graciousSoveraign to think 
that this her Clemency hath given occaſion of 
further boldneſs : and thereby ſo much grieve 
and provoke her, as contrary to her moſt gra- 
cious and mild con(ideration, the be conſtrained 
to change her natural Clemency into neceflary 
and juſt ſeverity z a thing that he truſted ſhould 
never happen among(t wiſe and dutiful men,ſuch 
as the Members of this Houſe are thought always 
to be. 


Between which Speech and the reſtoring of 
the ſaid M* Wertworth unto the Houſe (although 
it be not mentioned in the before-cited written 
Memorial of the faid Speech I had by me) as ap- 
peareth plainly by the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons , theſe enſuing Paſlages 
intervened in the ſaid Houſe as followeth, viz.

; M: Door Vanehan and M* Dottor Barkley 
did bring from the Lords the Bill for preſervati- 
on of Pheaſants and Partridges. 

All the Privy-Councel being of this Houle, the 
Lord Ruſel/, M* Captain of the Guard, the Ma- 
ſters of Requeſts, M* Treaſurer of the Chamber, 
the Maſter of the Wardrobe, the Maſter of the 
Tewel-Houſe, Sir Henry Knivert, SirT homas Scott, 
Sir John Thynne, Sir William Winter , M* Crooke, 
Mr Popham, M* Telverton, M* Norton, M* Sam- 
poole, M* Alford, and M* Skinner, were appoin- 
ted to meet this Afternoon at two of the Clock 
in the Exchequer Chamber, touching Conference 
for the manner of Petition to be made unto the 
Queens Majeſty touching Marriage. Vide on 
Friday the g** day of this inſtant March forego- 
ing, and on Wedneſday, March the 14" in the 
Afternoon enſuing. 

Theſe intervening Paſlages being thus tranſcri- 
bed out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons; now follows the manner of 
the reſtoring of the aforeſaid Peter Wentworth 
Eſquire, being partly tranſcribed out of the 
aboveſaid Original Journal-Book , and partly 
out of the before-mentioned written Memo- 
rial or Copy thereof in manner and form en- 
ſuing. 

M* Peter Wentworth was brought by the Ser- 
jeant at Arms that attended the Houſe , to the 
Bar within the ſame, and after ſome Declaration 
made unto him by M* Speaker in the name of the 
whole Houſe both of his own great fault and of- 
fence, and alſo of her Majeſties great and boun- 
tiful mercy ſhewed unto him, and after his hum- 
ble Submiſſion upon his Knees acknowledging 
his fault, and craving her Majeſties Pardon and 
Favour , he was received again into the Houſe, 
and reſtored to his place to the great content- 
ment of all that were preſent. 

This bufineſs of M* Wentworth being thus at 
large ſet down, now follows a great part of the 
refidue of this dayes Paſſages out of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons 
it {clf. 

The Bill for the Lord Stoyrtor was read the 
third time, in ſetting down of which Bill it ſeem- 
eth the time of the reading is erroneouſly entred; 
for this was doubtleſs the ſecond reading , and 
that the third as appeareth plainly by the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book it ſelf , was not until Tweſlay 
the 13" day of this inſtant March enſuing, when 
the Bill alſo paſſed, and it is the rather probable 
that this was but the ſecond reading as 1s allo ſet 
down in a written Memorial of this buſineſs I 


had by me, in reſpect that it was upon this read- 
ing ſpoken unto, and referred to Commuttees : 
bur as it ſhould ſeem before the ſaid Bill was agj- 
tated in the Houſe, or referred to Committees, 
this buſineſs intervened which is Entred in the 


Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com. 
mons in manner and form following. 

M* Doctor Lewes and M* DoGtor Tale did 
bring from the Lords the Bill touching takin 
away the benefit of the Clergy from Perſons 
Convict of Rape and Burglary to be amended 
in the former addition of amendment thereof by 
this Houſe 5 whereupon the ſame being preſently 
amended, was rogether with the Bill of Addition 
to the former Statutes for amending and repair.

and High-ways near unto the City of Oxford, the 
Bill for the Hoſpital of $* Croſs near Wincheſter 
and the Bill for the Lord Viſcount Howard of 
Bindon, ſent up to the Lords by M Secretary 
Smith and others, with the Bill alſo for mainte. 
nance of the Univerſities, and of the Colledges 
of Eaton and Wincheſter. to be reformed in the 
S_ of their Lordſhips in the ſame

Which buſineſs being over-paſled , as it is in- 
ſerted out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons, now follows the diſpute in 
the Houſe upon the foreſaid ſecond reading of 
the Lord Stourton's Bill, which is ſupplied out of 
a written Memorial or Copy of that buſineſs I 
had by me with very little alteration or ad- 
dition. 

It was firſt alledged in the Houſe of Commons 
againſt the further proceeding of the Bill for the 
reſtitution in Blood of the Lord Stowrton (whoſe 
Father was Attainted of Murther, and thereby 
his Blood corrupted, by ſome in the ſaid Houſe, 
that the ſaid party who now ſued to be reſtored 
in Blood, had before given cauſe for men to 
think that he would not hereafter be worthy of 
ſo much favour, and by ſome other, that there 
wanted in the Bill ſufficient proviſion for ſuch as 
had been Purchaſers from his Father, Grandfa- 
ther, and other his Anceſtors. 

To the firſt Obje&tion it was ſaid in the Houſe, 
That ſeeing her Majeſty had fo gracioufly yielded 
tohis Petition, there wasno doubt but ſhe was well 
latisfied in all ſuch things as might touch him,and 
therefore no cauſe that this Houſe ſhould millike 
her gracious Favours to be extended to any of 
her Subjects 1n ſuch Caſes 3 but rather to hope 
that he being a young Nobleman would prove 2 
good Servant to her Majeſty and the Realm, 2s 
divers of his Anceſtors had done. 

The ſecond Objefrion was thought worthy of 
conlideration, That if the ſaving, which was al- 
ready in the Bill, were not ſufficient, there might 
be other proviſion added. 

This diſpute concerning the foreſaid Bill being 
thus tranſcribed out of the foreſaid written Me- 
morial or Copy thereof I had by me , now fol- 
lows the Committees names who were appointed 
thereupon out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, being as followeth.

In the Afternoon fiveBills of no great moment 
had each of them one reading z of which the ſe- 
cond being the Bill touching Inquilitions and Of- 
fices to be taken within the Counties Pallatine, 
and the third being the Bill touching Wharts and 
Keyes, were each of them read the tecond time 5 
but no mention is made that they were either 
Ordered to be ingrofled or referred to Commut- 
tees, becauſe they had been formerly ſent from 
the Lords. | 

The former Committees for the B:1I of Appa- 
rel (who were appointed on Saturday the 10" 
day of this inſtant March foregoing) were ſent 
up to the Lords for Conference as well in that 
Bill, as in the Bill for prefervation of Pheaſants 
and Partridges. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons; that which follows 
touching the proceeding of the Committees in 
the Bill for reſtitution in Blood of the Heirs of 
the Lord Stoxrton is inſerted out of that Jarge 
Memorial or written Diſcourſe of the whole Car- 
riage of that buſineſs I had by me, being provt 
ſequitur. 

The Committees reading deliberately the Bill 
and the whole Contents thereof , partly upon 


cauſes alledged in the Houſe, and partly upon 
cauſes remembred among themſelves , took the 
faving m the Bill not to be ſufficient, but added 
a Proviſo unto it, the ſpecial point whereof was 


to bar the Lord Stoxrtor that he ſhould not take 
advantage of any error that might happen to be 
in any Fine, Recovery, or other Conveyance, 
paſſed by his Father or his Anceſtors , but he 
ſhould be in that reſpe& as though hisBlood were 
not reſtored ; in which State he can bring no 
Writ of Error. The occaſion of which Proviſo 
grew chiefly, for that the Lords had within few 
days before daſhed a Bill that paſſed in the Houſe 
of Commons for the helping of ſuch Errors 
whereupon they thought it dangerous to give 
that ſcope to any man that ſhould be reſtored in 
Blood: and therefore they added ſuch a Proviſo 
both to this Bill and to another Bill of the like 
tenor that did concern one Anthony Mayny of 
Kent Eſquire. 

During the time of this Conference of the 
Committees the Lord Stourton being informed 
how his Caſe was Ordered in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, came to the place where the Committees 
late, and deſired that himſelf and his Councel 
might be heard, which they allowed him of their 
own diſcretion without the privity of the Houſe: 
his Councel laboured to ſhew tothe Communtees, 
that the ſaving already in the Bill was ſufficient, 
{0 as they then needed no addition of any other 


Proviſo: but being anſwered to all that he aid 
he could not much reply , but ſeemed to be ſa- 
tisfied. 

After which the Committees having agreed 
upon a Proviſo repaired unto the Houſe and 
made a report thereof ; but the Lord Stourtor 
nothing contented therewithal, procured imme- 
diately a Meflage from the Lords to the Houſe 
of Commons in his favour 3 which Meſſage be- 
ing more fully ſet down in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons than in that 
written Memorial or Diſcourſe of this ſaid cauſe 
| had by me (out of which the foregoing pro- 
ceedings are tranſcribed) I have thought it bet- 
ter to {upply 1t out of the ſame in manner and 
form following, viz. 

M- Serjeant Barham and M* Dofor Vaughan 
did bring from the Lords four Bills, »z. for re- 
ſritution in Blood of Arthony Mayney Eſquire, 
the Bill for reformation of abuſes in Goldſmiths, 
the Bill to give Coſts and Charges to the Defen- 
dant that ſhall be wrongfully vexed by (lander- 
ous and untrue Suits, and the Bill for relief of 
Vicars, with a Mcflage alſo from their Lordſhi 
that the Committees of this Houſe appointed for 
Conference with their Lordſhips in the Bill of 
Apparel, may alſo have Commiſſion from this 
Houle to ſhew unto their Lordſhips the reaſons 
which did move this Houſe to deal fo hardly in 
the Bill, which being ſigned by her Majeſty paſ- 
ſed their Lordſhips tor the reſtitution in Blood 
of the Lord Stourtor being a Nobleman, and 
(eeking but the ſame courſe and form of reſtitu- 
tion which other Noblemen in like caſes have 
done, and had heretofore 3 which Meſſage being 
opened unto the Houſe was not well liked of, 
but thought perillous and prejudicial to the Li- 
berties of this Houſe: Whereupon it was reſol- 
ved by this Houſe that no ſuch reaſon ſhould be 
rendred, nor any of this Houſe to be appointed 
unto any ſuch Commiſtion. V7de pins concerning 
this buſineſs on Wedneſday the 14* day of this 
inſtant March enſuing. 

Two Bills laſtly had each of them their firſt 
reading 3 of which the firſt was the Bill for re- 
ſtitution in Blood of Anthony Mayney Eſq; 

On Tweſday the 13" day of March, the Bill 
for reſtitution in Blood of Anthony Mayney Eſq; 
was twice read, and a Proviſo to the ſame Bull 
was read three times. 

M- Sollicitor and M* Powle did bring from 
the Lords a Bill for the annexing of Gateſide to 
New-Caſtle, and withal a Meſlage from their 
Lordſhips to deſire Conference with ſuch of this 
Houſe, as this Hoyſe ſhall appoint touching Con- 
ference with their *Lordſhips tor the Bill of the 
Lord Stowrton, which their Lordfhips do hear 
hath had offers of Proviſoes or ſome other thin 
to the ſtay of the proceeding of the faid Bill :

Vide concerning this matter on Wed- 
eſd.y the 14" day of this inſtant March en- 
luing. | 

Two Bills of no great. moment had each of 
them one reading 3 of which the firſt being be- 
ing the Bill againſt the exceſs of Apparel, was 
read the ſecond time and Ordered to be 1n- 
grolled. 

M- Attorney General and M* Sollicitor did 
bring from the Lords the Bill of the Queens 
Majeſties moſt gracious general and free Par- 
GON, 

M- Treaſurer, Mr, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, Mr. Secretary Walſgham, Mr. Captain of 
the Guards, Sir Nicholas Arnold, Sir Henry Gate, 
Mr. Szagg, Mr. Grimſditch, and divers others 
were appointed to confer in the Bill touching 
Wharfs and Keyes in the Chequer-Chamber im- 
mediately after Dinner this preſent day. 

Mr. Serjeant Barham and Mr. Powle did bring 
word from the Lords, that their Lordſhips did 
deſire to have the former Committees 1n the Bill 
for Leather, to confer with their Lordſhips pre- 
ſently touching the ſame Bill, whereof they ſpe- 
cially pray that Mr. Marſh may be one: where- 
upon the ſaid Committees were ſent _—_ 
and the Bill of reſtitution in Blood of Azthony 
Mayney Eſquire, was ſent up to the Lords by Mr.

none might paſs otherwiſe. Moreover he faid 
that by the opinion of the Judges which were 
in the Upper Houſe, the faving already in the 
Bill was fo ſufficient that there needed not any 
addition of ſuch Proviſo as the Houſe of Com- 
mons had annexed 3 and therefore required to 
know what reaſons did lead them to proceed in 
this Order.

When this was reported to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, it moved them all greatly, and gave them 
occaſion of many Arguments and Speeches , all 
generally milliking this kind of dealing with 
them, thinking their Liberties much touched in 
three points : one, that they might 'not add or 
alter any Bill ſigned by theQueen; another that 
any Conference ſhould be looked for , the Bill 
remaining with them , except themſelves ſaw 
cauſe to require it 3 and the third to yield a rea- 
ſon why they paſſed the Bill in that fort. After 
all theſe things were ſufficiently debated, an An- 
[wer was agreed on to be returned to the Lords 
by the ſame Committees, and they gave their at-

leave to their Poſterities in the ſame freedom :i1ey 
have received them 3 and touching this particu- 
lar cafe the manner of their proceedings hath not 
been as they think, any ways undutitul or un- 
ſcemly, for the Bill being ſent from their Lord- 
ſhips to the Houſe of Commons received there 
within little ſpace two readings; and becauſe up- 
on the ſecond reading , fome ObjeCtions were 
made to lett the courſe of the Bill , the Houſe 
thought fit to commit it, which doth ſhew that 
they had no diſpoſition toover-throw the Bill, but 
to further it, both in reſpe& of her Majeſties Sig- 
natures, and that it came paſſed from their Lord- 
ſhips 3 and whether the Lord Stoxrton had cauſe 
orno to think himſelf favourably uſed in being 
heard of the Committees with his Learned Coun- 
cel, they referred to their Lordſhips Judgments.

for they take the order of the Parliament to be, 
that when a Bill is paſled in either Houſe, that 
Houſe wherein the Bill remaineth, may require 
Conference with the Houſe th paſſed the Bill, 
if they think good, but not otherwiſe. And ſo 
this Bill paſſing from the Lords to the Houſe of 
Commons, might if they had thought 1 conve- 
nient, have required a Conference, but not their 
Lordſhips of a Bill paſled from themſelves : and 
thus much for the manner of their Proceedings. 

Touching the matter wherein they have pro- 
ceeded, in that that they annexed a Proviſo to 
this Bill , the fame being her Signature, (igned 
with her Majeſties Hand , they thought they 
might lawfully do it without offence to her Ma- 
jelty, taking her Signature to be only a recom- 
mendation of the Cauſe to both the Houſes, 
wichout which they could not treat of any Bill 
of that nature 3 the Houſe not being thereby 
concluded, but that they might alter or add any 
thing that ſhould be thought meet either for her 
M-jcity or for her Subjef&s , which Proviſo they 
have added upon good deliberation, not haſtily 
or incon{iderately, but upon great and ſuthcient 
reaſons moving them, praying their Lordſhips fo 
to conceive it : Nevertherleſs to declare thoſe 
reaſons in particular to their Lordſhips as they re- 
quired in that part,the Houſe deſired their Lord- 
ſhips to bear with them, for that were to yield an 
account of their doings, and of things paſled 1n 
their Houſe , which they could not in any wiſe 
agree unto, being ſo prejudicial to their Li- 
erties. 

This Speech finiſhed the Committees were wil- 
led by the Lords to retire to the lower end of 
the Chamber z and after ſome pauſe and conſul- 
tation amongſt the Lords, they called again the 
Committees, and to them was ſaid by the Lord 
Treaſurer, that the Lords had conſidered the An- 
{wer that the Committees had brought them 
from the Houſe of Commons ; and touching the 
firſt part thereof he ſaid, that albeit through ſuch 
information as was given them, they might have 
cauſe to conceive amiſs of the Houſe 1n the man- 
ner of their Proceedings, yet becauſe themſelves 
were the trueſt Reporters of their own aCtions, 
and the beſt Interpreters of their own meanings, 
the. Lords did accept of their Anſwer, and reſted 
well ſatisfied with the ſame. 

But touching the other part he once again 
prefled the Committees to ſhew the reaſons that 
moved the Houſe to add that Proviſo, which the 
Lords took to be ſuperfluous, the Bill as he ſaid 
containing in it already a faving that was ſuffici- 
ent for all Cauſes that might happen. 

To that was ſaid by one of the Committees 
that they humbly thanked their Lordſhips that it 
pleaſed them fo well to accept of their Anſwer 
to the firſt part 3 but for the ſecond which con- 
cerned the matter it (elf, and the reaſons that 
moved the Houſe , he ſaid the Committees had 
- no further Authority to deal, in having on- 
ly Commiſtion to deliver to their Lordſhips 


the Anſwer which they received from this Houſe 

Whereupon the Aſſembly brake,and the Lords 
returning to the Upper Houſe; and the Commi. 
tees to the Houſe of « Commons , where at their 
coming, one of them reported their whole Pro. 
ceeding with the Lords, wherein the Houſe was 
much ſatisfied, ſeeing that fo great a ſtorm was 
fo well calmed, and the Liberties of the Houſe 
ſo well preſerved , which otherwiſe in time to 
come might have been prejudiced in thoſe three 
points before remembred , which are indeed if 
they be well conlidered, of great weight and im- 
portance. 

The Proceeding and Ifſue of this foreſaid great 
Committee of both Houſes, being thus tranſcri- 
bed out of that written Memorial thereof I had 
by me, now follows the laſt Paſlage in this buſi. 
neſs out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons ; by which it may be eaſily 
gathered, that the Committee of the Lords did 
not reſt ſatisfied with the former Conference, but 
ſent down yet another Meſſage to the Commons 
Houſe, although this Seftion of Parliament were 
now upon the Concluſion, to have had ſome fur- 
ther ſatisfaftion therein : which Meſlage is there 
Entred as followeth. 

Mr Sollicitor and M* DoGtor Barkley did come 
from the Lords to demand if there be any Bills 
ready to fend to their Lordſhips, for that now 
their leiſure well ſerveth them 3 and alſo they do 
deſire to know , whether this Houſe will make 
them a further Anſwer to the matter of the laſt 
Conference, or no. Whereupon after ſundry 
Motions and Arguments it was agreed, that the 
former Committees, with the reſidue afterwards 
added unto them, both yeſterday - and alſo this 
day, as alſo M* S* John now laſtly added, be 
ſent up to the Lords with Anſwer to be pro- 
nounced by M* Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
the name of the whole Houſe, that as touching 
the unkindneſs wherewith their Lordſhips do 
charge this Houſe , which this Houſe hath not 
done, doth not and will not give their Lordſhips 
any ſuch occaſion. 

Nota, That this is the laſt Paſſage in this fo 
long and controverted bufineſs berwixt the two 
Houſes, which this Morning had been throughly 
handled at a Committee of the ſaid Houſes: for 
the Upper Houſe having firſt paſſed this Bill, and 
ſent it down to the Houſe of Commons on Wed- 
neſday the 7** day of this inſtant March forego- 
ing, it had its ſeveral readings there on Saturday 
the 10'* day of the ſame Month in the After- 
noon, and on Monday the 12 day, and on Tueſ- 
day the 13 day of the ſame; heying alſo added

Then the Queen called the Lord Chancellor 
unto her, declaring her Opinion in that which 
he ſhould Anſwer to the ſaid Speaker or Prolo- 
cutorz who thereupon returning to his place, 
Anſwered the ſaid Speaker, that her Majeſty had 
fully heard, and did well allow of his modeſt 
and humble diſabling of himſelf , but yet being 
alſo acquainted with his faithfulneſs, care and 
many abilities,her Majeſty was reſolved he ſhould 
undertake this Charge , and therefore did both 
allow and approve of the ſaid Eleftion of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

Whereupon the ſaid Speaker rendring his moſt 
humble thanks to her Majeſty, and acknowledg- 
ing her gracious favour towards him , promiſed 
his moſt faithful and careful endeavour for the 
diſcharge of the ſaid place, after which he pro- 
ceeded to Petition her Majeſty, in the name of 
the Houſe of Commons, ( according to the uſual 
courle) for freedom of Speech , freedom of Ac- 
cels to. her Majeſty,and freedom from Arreſts and 
Suits for themſelves, and their neceſlary Atten- 

dants. And laſtly, that if in any thing he ſhould 
unwittingly miſtake , the blame might not lie 
upon the Houſe, but upon himſelt, and that 
her Majeſty would be pleaſed graciouſly to Par- 
don him, 


To which the Lord Chancellor by Command 


from her Majeſty, Anſwered, that ſhe did well

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accept of his humble thankfulneſs, and the pro- 
miſe of his beſt endeavour and diligence, and 
that for all his Petitions her Majeſty was well 
pleaſed that himſelf, and the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons, ſhould 
have and enjoy all ſuch freedomsand priviledges, 
as had been formerly in like Caſe enjoyed and 
uſed in the times of her Majeſties moſt Royal 
Progenitors. 

And then he concluded with a ſpecial Admo- 
nition, that the Houſe of Commons ſhould not 
deal or intermeddle with any matters touching 
her Majcſties Perſon, or Eſtate, or Church Go- 
vernment.

HIS Seffion in Arno 23 Regine 
Eliz. Anno Domini 1580. maketh 
but one and the ſame Parliament 
with that in Aro 14 Regine Eliz. 
Anno Domini 1572, which was the 

firſt Seſſion of it, and with that in Arno 18 Eliz. 

Raogine Anno Domini 1575. which was the mid- 

dle and ſecond Seffion of the ſame : ſo that this 

preſent Aſſembly of the Peers and Commons of 
the Realm in this their great Counce], was but 
the third and laft Seſſion of it, being one and 
the ſame Parliament as aforeſaid, continued (till, 
each after other, without any Diflolution, near 
upon the ſpace of twelve years by fourſcore ſeve- 
ral Prorogations, or thereabouts, viz. from Thurſ- 
day the 8* day of May in the fourteenth year of 
theQueen, on which ſaid Thurſday it firſt began, 
until the Diſſolution thereof on the 19" day of 

April, Anno 25 Reging Eliz. Anno Domini 1583. In 

this ſaid third and laſt Seſſion finally,beſides many 

good Paſſages touching the Orders and Priviledges 
of the Houſe, there fell out an unuſual diſpute 

in the fame concerning the appointment of a 

publick Faſt, which in the end occaſioned her 

Majeſties diſpleaſure and inhibition thereof. 

The Parliament began upon this preſent Mor- 
day the 16 day of this inſtant January,to which 
It had been laſt Prorogued; both the Lords and 
Lommons did cach of them Aſſemble and meet 
in their ſeveral Houſes, as at any other ordinary 
time without pomp or ſolemnity , this being as 


hath been obſerved, no new Parliament , but 
the laſt Seſhon of that Parliament which had 
been firlt begun on Thurſday the 8 day of May 
in Ar7zn0 14 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1572. and 
continued by many ſeveral Prorogations and Ad- 
journments unto this preſent Monday, at which 
day divers of the Knights of the Shires, Citizens 
of Cities, Burgeſles of Burroughs , and Barons 
of the Ports did appcar and fit down 1n theHouſe 
of Commons; but the number of them was not 


' great, partly by reaſon of ſundry former Proro- 


gations of the ſame Seſhon made ſo near unto 
the days thereof appointed 3 and partly alſo for 
that many of the Knights, Citizens, Burgeſles and 
Barons fince the Jaſt tormer Seſftions were chan- 
ged, ſome by Death, and ſome by other occaſi- 
ons, and new returned in fome of their places, 
and in ſome others none, which now could not 
fir in the Houle t1]]l they had firſt taken the Oath 
for acknowledging the Queens Highneſles Supre- 
macy over all Eſtates within her Majeſties Realms 
and Dominions; which as then was not done, ne1- 
ther coull then be done becauſe there was then 
no Lord Steward at all named or appeinted for 
that purpoſe, according to the form of the Sta- 
tute 1n that caſe made and provided. 

And being fo ſer, Sir Francis Knoles Knight

and other the Lords Spiritual and Temporal AC. 
ſembled in this our preſent Parliament in the 
Higher Houſe of our Parliament at Weſtminſter 
and there preſent, for us and in our Name © 
Will and Command the ſaid Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſles to refort to their accuſtomed 
place , and there. to Elect and Chuſe amongſt 
themſelves one ſuftcient and able Perſon to 
be their Speaker for the reſt of this preſent Par- 
lament yet to come 3 and after they have once 
made their Election, that then three or four of 
them for and in all their names ſhall fignifie the 
ſame unto us3 and thereupon we will further 
(ignifie our Pleaſure unto them what day and 
time they ſhall preſent the Perſon EleQed before 
us, as heretofore hath been in like Caſes accy- 
{tomed to be done. Wherefore our Will and 
Pleaſure is, that you do diligently attend about 
doing of the premiſes, and execute the ſame with 
effect. In Witneſs whereof we have cauſed theſe 
our Letters Patents to be Sealed with our Great 
Seal, Witneſs our Self at Weſtminſter the 16" 
day of Jannary in the twenty third Year of our 
Reign. 


Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houſe 3 now follows the continuance 
of this days Paſlages, as alſo of the reſidue of 
the matters handled in the Houle of Commons 
during this Seſſion of Parliament, out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe. 

At the return of ſuch Members of the Houkc 
of Commons into their own Houle as had been 
preſent in the Upper Houſe during the time the 
recited Commiſtion was in reading (for many of 
the Houſe of Commons conceiving that their 
ſending for to the Upper Houle atoreſaid, being 
only by their own Serjeant whom they had ſent 
up to the Lords to ſee if the Lord Chancellor 
and the reſt of their Lordſhips were come thither 
or no, was no orderly giving them notice ol 
their Lordſhips defires in that behalt according 
to former uſage, in reſpe& that the ſaid Com- 
mons are to be ſent for by amongſt 
the ſaid Members as aforeſaid, who had been ſo 
preſent in the ſaid Upper Houſe, Sir Francis 
K-nolles Knight Treaſurer of her Majeſtics Houlc- 
hold, did at bis return declare, that for Anſwer 
to the Suit her Majeſties Commiſſion was read to 
licenſe and Command the Commons to Chule a 
Speaker, and that four of this Houſe being of 


Ele&ion to her Majeſty, that her Highneſs might 
thereupon fignifie her further Pleaſure for ap- 
pointing the day for preſenting of him. 

M* Treaſurer further declared unto the Houl: 
before their proceeding ro Eleftion, that he ant 
others had juſt now ſeen in the Upper Houle one 
that is a Member of this Houſe, ro wit M* Jo” 
Popham, her Majeſties Sollicitor General, bciig 


one of the Citizens for Briſtol, and therefore 
made 
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made a Motion that ſome of this Houſe might be 
ſent to their Lordſhips with requeſt that the ſaid 
M* Popham being a Member of this Houſe might 
forthwith be remanded and reſtored to this Houſe 
ayain , which ſome thought not needful to be 
done before the Ele&ion, and others again deny- 
ing that he or any other could be Choſen Speaker 
except he were preſent himſelf. The Clerk was 
Commanded to read the ſaid Precedent again of 
chuſing M* O-//ow in the ſaid cighth year of her 
Majeſties Reign ( which ſaid Precedent ſee on 
Monday the 16" day of this inſtant foregoing) 
and thereupon that courſe being agreed upon to 
be followed , the ſaid M* Treaſurer and others 
were ſent up to the Lords to demand the reſtitu- 
tion of the ſaid M* Pophaxr, and brought Anſwer 
again that their Lordſhips had reſolved he ſhould 
be ſent down, the rather becauſe he was a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe, and this Houle poſleſſed of 
him before he was Sollicitor, or had any place of 
Attendance in the Upper Houſe, Upon relation 
whereof a Motion was preſently made , that it 
was not meet or convenient to chuſe a Speaker 
by perſons that were not of the Houſe , and 
withal it was thought of ſome that divers per- 
ſons being newly returned in the places of others 
yet living, were not, or ought not to be ac- 
counted Members of this Houſe. Whereupon 
to avoid length of Argument and the impedi- 
ment of the Ele&ion, the ſaid M* Treaſurer by 
the Aſſent of the Houſe pronounced an Admo- 
nition, that all ſuch as were newly returned in 
the places of others yet living ſhould torbear to 
repair to the Houſe till their caſe were further 
conlidered. Then immediately M* Arderſor the 
Queens Serjeant at Law, and Sir Gzlbert Gerard 
Knight her Highneſs Attorney General, brought 
from the Lords the ſaid M* Popham her Majelties 
Sollicitor General, one of the Citizens tor the 
City of Briſtol, and reſtored him to this Houſe 
as a Member of the ſame, and ſo departed. And 
then was a Motion made by M* Lewkenor for 
Prayer to be uſed before the Election, that it 
might pleaſe God both in that and in the reſidue 
of the Proceedings of this Houſe, to dire& them 
with his Holy Spirit 3 and a form of Prayer was 
then read to the Houſe by the Clerk. And then 
afterwards the Houſe procecding to the Election 
of a Speaker, the ſaid M* Trecafurer firſt ſpeak- 
ing did for his own part name and commend the 
laid M* Popham, alledging many good reaſons 
and cauſes moving him thereunto, but ſtill lea- 
ving nevertheleſs liberty without prejudice to 
the refidue of the Houle to name whom they 
would or thought good. And thereupon the 
whole Houſe with full conſent of Voices agreed 
upon the chuling of the ſaid M* Popham ; who 
ſtanding up and much diſabling himſelf in dutiful 
and reverend wiſe, and alledging for himſelf 
many reaſonable cauſes and excules , beſought 
them humbly to proceed to a new Eleftion, 
whereof the Houſe did not allow ; and fo then 
was he forthwith by the ſaid M* Treaſurer and 


M* Comptroller brought up and placed in. the | 


Chair,and order thereupon given that the Houſe 
ſhould the next day Aſſemble together, both to 
underſtand her Majeſties Pleaſure for preſenting 
of the Speaker, and alſo to determine of the 
cale of the ſaid perſons newly returned into this 
Houle 1n the places of others yet living. 


On Thurſday the 19% day of Jannary the * 


Houle again Afſembled, the Speaker Elctt ſitting 
in the Chair, 

The matter began to be debated touching the 
ſaid Burgeſſes, of whom queſtion was made the 
day beforez and the Caſe was opened by M* 
Norton a Citizen of London to the effect follow- 
INg, 27%, 

That there be Members of this Houſe abſent 
in her Majeſties Service, as in Embaſlage, or in 
her affairs in ſre/and, in whoſe place new be 
returned, 

Item, ſome perſons be fick of durable Di- 
leaſes, as Agues, &c. and new be returned in 
their places. 

Item, one M* Flywerden was the laſt Seſſion 
Burgeſs for Caſtle-Riſing in Norfolk, and in the 
Vacation was lick: Upon ſuggeſtion of which 
lickneſs a Writ went to chuſe a new. Where- 
upon Sir Willzam Drewry 1s Choſen and returned 
for Caſtle-Riſing , who now appeareth, and M* 
Flowerden alſo. In the fame Vacation one Bea- 
mond a Citizen for Norwich is ſick of the Gour, 
upon ſuggeſtion whereof a Writ went out to 
chuſe a new for Norwich 5 M*. Flowerden 1s cho- 
{en, returned and newly ſworn for Norwich. Vide 
March 18% Saturday poſtea. 

TheQueſtions are whether ſuch as be returned 
in places of perſons ſick, or of perſons abſent in 
the Queens Service, be Burgelles, and the old 
diſcharged. M- Norton thought the old Burgeſlcs 
remained, and that the ſaid cauſes of ſickneſs and 
lcrvice aregood excuſes for their abſence, but no 
cauſes to remove them and to chuſe new. And 
for this he alledged divers Precedents, as of Do- 
Gor Dale Embaſſador in France, and ot Sir 
Henry Sidney Deputy of Wales, who having been 
formerly both of them Members of the Houle of 
Commons , and abſent by reaſon of both their 
ſaid Imployments, yet when their caſe was once 
made known unto the Houſe and there queltion- 
ed, they were (till retained as Members of the 
ſaid Houſe, and no new choſen, or admitted, 
But however although ſuch abſent Members by 
reaſon of ſickneſs or Foreign Imployment might 
be removed, yet that ought not to be done up- 
on a ſuggeſtion in the Chancery , but by the 
Judgment of the Houſe of Commons upon 1n- 
formation thereof. 

Mr Serjeant Flowerden, M* Robert Snagg, M* 
Seintpoole , and MF Serjeant Fleetwood Comp- 
troller argued to the contrary, and faid, that 1n 
all theſe caſes new are to be choſen, and the old 
diſcharged. And that it needeth not to have dit- 
charge by the Judgment of the Houſe, but it 
ſafficeth to make ſuggeſtion in the Chancery, and 
to procure a Writ thereupon for a new Election. 
And to queſtion this was to diſcredit the Lord 
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Chancellor and to ſcandalize the Judicial Pro- 
ceedings of that Court. 

And it was further alledged, that not only in 
theſe before-recited Caſes, but alſo in all others 
where any new Elections are to be made, if the 
Lord Chancellor ſend out a Writ upon any ſug- 
geſtion to chuſe a new Burgels in the place of an 
old, whether the cauſe be ſufficient or non-ſuth- 
cient to remove the old, or whether the ſugge- 
{tion be true or falſe, yet if a new be returned 
the Houſe of Commons is to accept the Burgels 
and to allow the return, and the old Burgeſs re- 
maineth diſcharged until the matter be further 
cleared upon the Examination and Judgment of 
the ſaid Houſe. 

And according to theſe opinions the new Bur- 
geſles Elected and returned in places of men li- 
ving , were received and allowed 1n the {aid 
Houſez M- Flowerden keeping his place for Nor- 
wich, Sir William Drewry for Caſtle-Riſeing, M* 
Richard Herbert in place of M" Pugh for Mont- 
gomery, and ſo the hke of the reſt that were new 
Ele&ed. Vide the contrary reſolved March the 

18" poſtea. 

Nota, That all this was done after theEleCtion 
of John Popham Eſquire the Queens Sollicitor for 
Prolocutor or Speaker, but before his Preſenta- 
tion to the Queen, or her Majeltics allowance of 
him. The agitation of which queſtion was doubt- 
les either privately muttered 1n the Houſe, or if 
it were diſputed openly it was ſuddenly and un- 
warrantably done, in reſpect that the Houſe of 
Commons have no power to determine or re- 
ſolve of any thing after the Election of the 
Speaker, till he be preſented and allowed, as may 
calily be Colle&ed by all Precedents both of 
latter and former times. Neither did this opinion 
of the Houſe thus irregularly given take any great 
effe&t, becauſe the contrary was reſolved March 
18 poſtea. 

In the mean time of thoſe foregoing Argu- 
ments and Diſputations in the Houſe, it was 4 
mified unto the ſaid Houſe that her Majeſties Plea- 
ſure was, that the Speaker ſhould be preſented 
unto her Highneſs on the next day following at 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon in the Upper 
Houle. 

On Friday the 20t* day of January the Houſe 
Aſſembled together, and about two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon they had notice that the Queen 
with the Lords Spiritual and Temporal were all 
ſet in the Upper Houſe. Whereupon the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefles haſted thither with M- 
Popham their Speaker,and being let in as many as 
conveniently could,and the ſaid Speaker brought 
up to the Bar at the lower end of the ſaid Houle 
by two of the moſt eminent Perſonages of the 
Houſe of Commons, he there made his humble 
excuſe, and alledged his inſufficience for diſcharge 

of his place in ſuch manner and form as 1n like 
_ caſe is uſually accuſtomed. | 

But notwithſtanding his ſaid excuſe her Maje- 

ſty by the Lord Chancellor ſignified her Allow- 


—- 


his humble thanks, and Petitioning in the name 
of the Houſe of Commons for Liberty of Speech 
for free acceſs to her Majeſty, and for freedom 
from Arreſts, according to the uſual form, the 
Lord Chancellor by the Queens Commandment 
made him a gracious Anſwer 3 after which ended 
the Knights , Citizens and Burgeſles with their 
laid Speaker returned unto their own Houſe, 
And being come thither and the Speaker ſet in 
bis Chair, one Bill according to the uſual forn 
was read, which was for the aſſurance of Purcha. 
ſers againſt incumbrances. 

On Saturday the 21 day of FJannary the Li- 
tany being read by theClerk.,and the old Prayer 
that was uſed in former Seſſions, read alſo by the 
Speaker, M* Speaker made a ſhort Oration to the 
Houſe, partly touching himſelf and partly touch. 
ing them. For his own part acknowledging his 
infirmities and praying both their patience and 
alliſtance ; and for them he adviſed them to uſe 
reverent and diſcreet Speeches, to leave curioſity 
of form , and to ſpeak to the matter : and for 
that the Parliament was hkely to be very ſhort, 
willed them further to forbear ſpeaking to Bills 
at the firſt reading , and not to ſpend too much 
time 1n unneceflary Motions or ſuperfluous Ar- 
guments. And further defired them that they 
would ſee their Servants, Pages and Lackies at- 
tending on them kept in good order. 

Which ended, a Motion - was made that Mt 
Speaker and the reſidue of the Houle of the bet- 
ter ſort of Calling, would always at the riſing of 
the Houſe depart and come forth in comely and 
civil ſort, for the reverence of the Houle in 
turning about with a low Courtelie, like as they 
do make at their coming into the Houſe, and 
not ſo unſeemly and rudely to thruſt and throng 
out as of late time hath been diſorderly uſed ; 
which Motion made by Sir James Croft Knight 
Comptroller of her Majeſties Houſhold , wa 
very well liked of and allowed of all this 
Houſe, * 

The Bill for reformation of diſorders of the 
Clerk of the Market and his Deputies was read 
the firſt time. 

M* Paul Wentworth made a Motion for a pub- 
lick Faſt and daily Preaching ; the Faſt to be ap- 
pointed upon ſome one certain day , but the 
Preaching to be every Morning at ſeven of the 
Clock before the Houſe did fit 3 that ſo they be- 
ginning their proceeding with the Service and 
Worſhip of God, he might the better bleſs them 
in all their Conſulrations and Actions. 

Sir Francis Knoles Treaſurer of the Queens 
Houſhold ſpake againſt this Motion, M* Thomas 
Cromwell! ſpake for it , M* Alford againſt it, M* 
Cooke for it, M* Secretary Wilſon for it, M* Set- 
jeant Flowerden for itz and M* Norton ſhewed 
Precedents that there had been Faſts in London 
by Order only from the Council (by which it 
ſeemeth he intended to infer that a Parliament 
might much rather appoint 1t.) 

Hereupon the Houle being divided, and many 


ance of him, for which the ſaid Speaker rendred 


Arguments being ſpent pro &* cor, at length = 
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ſaid matter in queſtion was put to Voices, and 
the better ſide had the greater number; for there 
were a hundred and fifteen Voices for it, and 
but a hundred againſt it 3 and ſo it was Ordered, 
that as many of the Houſe of Commons as con- 
venient caggd, ſhould on the Sunday ſeven-night 
after, being the 29** day of this inſtant January, 
Aſſemble and meet together in the Temple 
Church there to hear Preaching and join in Pray- 
er together with Humiliation and Faſting for the 
aſſiſtance of GodsSpirit in all their Conſultations 
during this Parhament, and for the Preſervation 
of the Queens Majeſty and herRealms; and that 
the Preachers who ſhould perform the work and 
ſervice of that day, might be appointed by ſuch 
of her Majeſties Council as were of the Houſe, 
to the intent that they may be- diſcreet perſons 
and keep convenient proportion of time, with- 
out intermedling with matter of innovation or 
unquietneſs. 

This day alſo it was Ordered that the Houſe 
ſhould be called on Wedneſday next being the 
25 day of this inftant Jarrary in the Aﬀeer- 
noon, that ſo it might appear who did diligently 


intend the buſineſs of the Houſe, and who did | 


negligently abſent themſelves. 

M* Broughton alſo this Forenoon made a Mo- 
tion to know the mind of the Houſe touching 
his Companion or Fellow Burgeſs, who now 
ſtood indifted of Felony, whether he ought to 
remain of the Houſe or to forbear coming, or 
that a new one ſhould be Elected in his place. 
Whereupon after the matter had been a while 
agitated and diſputed of in the Houſe, it was 
adjudged, that he ought to remain of the Houſe 
till he were Convicted: for it may be any mans 
caſe who is guiltleſs to be accuſed, and thereup- 
on indicted of Felony or a like Crime. 


Chancellor willed him to fignifie unto the Houle 
that this matter had been moved to him , and 
that a new Writ had been deſired of hinrfor the 
Election of another in the place of the ſaid Bur- 
geſs; but that his Lordſhip had refuſed to yield 


thereunto , and had further alledged that he | 


ought firſt to be removed by the Judgment of 
the Houſe ; and that thereupon the Houle ſigni- 
tying ſo much to his Lordſhip, he would there- 
upon grant a new Writ for a ſecond Election to 
be made. 

The Judgment of the Lord Chancellor, who 
was both Learned in the Laws, and had been an 
antient Parliament man, was much commended 
by the Houſe, and the rather, becauſe it ſo op- 
portunely concurred at this time with the Judg- 
ment of the Houſe. Which reſolution ſeemeth 
crols to that former opinion before-given in the 
Houſe on Thurſday laſt paſt the 19 day of this 
inſtant Jazxary, viz. that new Burgeſles being 
returned in the place of others living were to 

allowed and received in the Houſe. 
But yet I. conceive that theſe two opinions 
may well ſtand together; for here the Lord 
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Chancellor was pleaſed not to grant a Writ for 
a new Election, but to [tay the Judgment of the 
Houſe, which was without al] queſtion the moſt 
juſt and ſafe way of Proceeding; whereas in 
thoſe other before-recited Cafes he had granted 
out Writs for new Elections upon meer ſugge- 
{tions 3 and then without all queſtion the Bur- 
gefſes returned upon thote Writs are to be recei- 
ved into the Houſe and muſt remain as Members 
thereof until they be again rejected by the Judg- 
ment of the Houſe. So alſo it is if a Sheritt ſhall 
return one for a Knight of a Shire who was un- 
duly or not at all Ele&ed, yet he that is fo re- 
turned remaineth a Member of the Houſe until 
his ſaid EleGtion be declared void by the Judg- 
ment of the Houſe. But why in the ſaid former 
Caſe one Elected in a place of a Burgeſs fick, 
( upon ſuggeſtion doubtleſs that he could not re- 
cover) ſhould be adjudged by the Houſe to be 
well Elected, and returned notwithſtanding that 
the former Burgeſs was preſcnt in the Parliament 
and had recovered his health, I cannot poſlibiy 
gueſs. Vide March 18 poſtea.

After which Judgment given by the Houſe, | 


M* Norton did further inform them,that the Lord | 


M- Speaker coming to the Houle after eleven 
of the Clock read the uſual Prayer , omitting 
the Litany for the ſhortneſs of time, and decla- 
red unto the Houſe that the time was then fo 
far ſpent as leiſure could not then well ferve 
them to proceed unto the reading ot any Bill, 
and therefore willed all the Houſe then preſent 
to meet there again on the Morrow at eight of 
the Clock in the Forenoon: And alſo that every 
one of the Houſe which were then preſent,ſhould 
give notice thereof unto all ſuch of the ref{1due 
of this Houſe then abſent as they could 1n the 
mean time happen to ſee or meet with, to the 
end that all they might likewiſe attend 1n this 
Houſe at the time aforeſaid accordingly. 

On Tueſday: the 24" day of January, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the Jaſt being the Bill that 
Actions upon the Caſe ſhall be brought in proper 
Counties was read the firſt time. 

Mr Speaker declared himſelf for his own part 
to be very ſorry for the errorthat happened here 
in this Houſe upon Saturday laſt in reſolving to 
have a publick Faſt, and ſheweth her Majelties

| therein, declaring it to fall out in ſuch ſort as he

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before did fear it would do; and adviſing the | 


Houſe to a Submiſſion in that behalf, further mo- 
ved them to beſtow their time and endeavour 
hereafter during this Seſfion in matters proper 
and pertinent for this Houſe to deal in, and to 
omit all ſuperfluous and unneceſſary Motions and 
Arguments,with all due =_—_— and conſideration 
to the Order of the Houſe. 

M* Vice-Chamberlain declaring a Meflage from 
her Majeſty to this whole Houſe, by her High- 
neſs Commandment ſhewed unto them her great 
admiration of the raſhneſs of this Houſe in com- 
mittingſuch an apparent contempt againſt herMa- 
jeſties expreſs Commandment very lately before 
delivered unto the whole Houſe by the Lord 
Chancellor in herHighneſs name; as to attempt and 
put in Execution ſuch an innovation as the ſame 
Faſt without her Majeſties Privity and Pleaſure 
firſt known ; blaming firſt the whole Houſe and 
then Mr Speaker , and declaring her Majeſties 
Proteſtation for the allowing of Faſting and 
Prayer, with the uſe and exerciſe thereof 1n her 
own Perſon 3 but reproving the undutiful pro- 
ceeding of this Houſe as againſt the duty of Sub- 
jects, Jid nevertheleſs very eloquently and am- 
ply ſet forth her Majeſties moſt honourable and 
good acceptation of the Zeal, Duty and Fidelity 
of this whole Houſe towards Religion, the Safety 
of her Highneſs Perſon , and the State of this 
Common-wealth (in reſpe& whereof her Majeſty 
hath ſo long continued this Parliament without 
Diflolution ) declared further to the great joy 
and comfort of this whole Houle, that her Ma- 
jelty nevertheleſs of her ineſtimable and Princely 
good Love and Diſpoſition, and of her Highneſs 
moſt gracious Clemency conſtrueth the ſaid of- 
fence and contempt to be raſh, unadviſed and an 


inconfiderate Error of this Houſe, proceeding of 


Zeal and not of the wiltul and malicious intent 
of this Houſe or of any Member of the ſame, im- 
puting the cauſe thereof partly to her own leni- 
ty towards a Brother of that man which now 
made this Motion (M* Wentworth) who 1n the 
laſt Seffion was by this Houſe for juſt caules re- 
prehended and committed , but by her Majeſty 
graciouſly pardoned and reſtored again. And 
after many excellent Diſcourſes and Dilatations 
of her Highneſs moſt honourable and loving 
care for the advancement of Religion, and the 
State wherein ſhe had before ſignified her Prohi- 
bition to this Houſe by the Lord Chancellor, 
ſhewed that her Highneſs hath already deepl 

conſulted upon thoſe matters in all due and ad. 
ful reſpe&ts, and prepared fit and apt courſes to 
digeſt them, meet and ready to be delivered un- 
to this Houſe from her Highnels by ſuch direction 
as her Majeſty thinketh moſt convenient. And 
ſo perſwading this Houſe to imploy the time 
about the neceſſary ſervice of the Queens Ma- 
jeſty and of the Common-wealth, with due and 
grave regard to the antient Orders of this Houſe, 
concludeth, that he thinketh it very meet that 
this whole Houſe or ſome one of this Houſe, by 


Warrant of the Houſe, in the name of the ſaid | 


Houſe, do make moſt humble ſubmiſſion unto 
her Majeſty, acknowledging the ſaid offence and 
contempt, and in moſt humble and dutiful wiſe 
to pray remiſſion of the ſame at her Highneſ; 
hands, with full purpoſe hereafter to forbear com. 
mitting of the like offence. 

M*- Comptroller followed him a ſpake to 
the ſame effect, but urged and enforced the faulr 
of the Houſe with much more violence. 

M* Nicholas S* Leger ſpake next , and with 
great deal of diſcretion and moderation exteny- 
ated the ſaid offence of the Houſe ; urging firſt 
their great affection to her Majeſty, the fincerity 
of their intention in that Motion of the Faſt ; 
Then the imperfeftions and fins to which not 
only private men but publick States are alſo ſub. 
ject, and therefore needed to be lupported by 
Prayer and Humiliation 3 And then he urged 
the great fault and remiſsneſs of the Biſhops who 
ſuffered that moſt neceſſary Duty of Faſting and 
Humiliation to grow even out of uſe in the 
Church ; And laſtly he concluded, that he tru- 
[ted that both her Majeſty and all her Subje&s 
would be ready to expreſs their true repentance 
» way in humbling themſelves in Sack-Cloth and 

ES. 

M* S* Poole followed M* S* Leger , but ſpake 
ſomewhat differing from him , a gravating the 
fault of the Houſe, and urging Submiflion, 

M- Chancellor of the Exchequer. ſpake next, 
and admoniſhed the Houſe of their duty which 
they did owe to ſo good and gracious a Prince as 
her Majeſty hath expreſied her ſelf to be in all 
this long time of her Government , and there. 
fore w_ the Houſe to Submiſhon. 

M* Sackford one of the Maſters of the Re- 
"_ urged the ſame Submiſſion, but withal he 
thought 1t very fitting and could wiſh it that M* 
Vice-Chamberlain who had brought the Meſlage 
from her Majeſty of her diſpleaſure, might allo 
carry the Houſes Submiſſion back again untoher 
Highneſs. 

M* Flowerden ſpake next and ſhewed the (in- 
cerity of his intention in ſpeaking for the Faſt, 
when it was firſt moved ; but now concluded, 
that it was moſt fitting for the Houſe to make 
their Submiſhon to her Majeſty. 

M* Carleton ſtood up and offered to have ſpo- 
ken, but was interrupted by M* Speaker and the 
Houle. 

Then Mr Speaker asked the Queſtion, whether 
Mr Vice-Chamberlain ſhould carry the Submiſſi- 
on of the Houſe to her Majeſty, and it was agreed 
by the conſent of the whole Houle. | 

Mr Carleton offered again to ſpeak,ſaymg with 
ſome repetition, that what he had to move was 
for the liberty. of the Houſe 3 but the Speaker 
notwithſtanding and the Houſe (out of a tender 
care as it ſeemeth to give no further diſtaſt to her 
Majeſty ) did ſtay' him. 

On Wedneſday the 25* day of January, the 
Bill for Children born in Ergland of Fathers that 
were Aliens, not to be accounted or reputed 3s 
Engliſh, was read the ſecond time. 
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Mr Cromwell now upon the ſecond reading as 
the Order is, ſpake againſt the Bill, M" Norton 
for it, with Motion alſo that Engliſhmen taking 
Oath to the Pope or Foreign Potentates beyond 
Sea, for Obedience in Exg/and , ſhall have no 
benefit as Engliſhmen. 

M* Broughton ſpake againſt the ſaid Bill, Sir 
Francis Knolles Treaſurer of her Majeſties 
Houſbold ſpake for it, and M* Da/ton ſpake 
againſt it. Whereupon the ſaid Bill was after 
the foreſaid ſecond reading ( according to the 
courſe and order in that caſe uſual and accuſtom- 
ed) committed to M* Treafurer aforeſaid, M* 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Dofor Dale one 
of the Maſters of Requefts, M* Nortoz, M* Al- 
drich , M* Alderſey , M* Dalton, MF Fleetwood 
Recorder of London , and M* Serjeant Fenner 3 
who were appointed to meet on Friday the 27*" 
day of Janxary now next following at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon 1n the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

M*- Vice-Chamberlain brought Anſwer from 
her Majeſty of her moſt gracious acceptation of 
the Submiſſion, and of her Majeſties Admonition 
and Confidence of their diſcreet proceeding 3 
with one ſpecial note, that they do not miſreport 
the cauſe of her miſliking , which was not, for 
that they deſired Faſting and Prayer , but for 
the manner in preſuming to indict a form of pub- 
lick Faſt without Order and without her Privity, 
which was to intrude upon her Authority Ec- 
cleſiaſtical. 

Sir Walter Mildmay ſpake next, and delivered 
2a moſt Honourable, Grave, Wiſe and Honeſt 
Speech 3 which being not found either in the firſt 
Original draught of the Journal of the Houſe of 
Commons taken by Fx14 Onſlow Eſq; Clerk of 
the ſame, nor otherwiſe ſet down 1n one other 
fair tranſcribed Copy of the ſaid Journal by the 
ſame M* O-ſflows direction then abſtractedly and 
ſummarily taken 3 I have therefore cauſed it to 
be tranſcribed at large out of a Copy of the ſaid 
Speech I had by me in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

The principal cauſe of our Aſſembly here be- 
ing to conſult of matters that do concern the 
Realm, I have thought good with your patience 
to remember you of ſuch things as for the weight 
and neceſlity of them I take to be worthy of 
your conſiderations. Wherein I megn to note 
unto you what I have conceived firſt of the pre- 
ſent ſtate we be in, next of the dangers we may 
Juſtly be in doubt of, and laſtly what proviſion 
ought to be made in time to prevent or refiſt 
them. Theſe ſhewed as briefly as the matters will 
luffer,l leave them to yourJudgments to proceed 
further as you ſhall find it expedient. 

That our moſt Gracious Queen did at her firſt 
Entry looſen us from the Yoke of Rome, and 
did reſtore unto this Realm the moſt pure and 
holy Religion of the Goſpel, which for a time 

was over-ſhadowed with Popery, is known of 
all the World, and felt of us to our ſingular 
But from hence as from the Root hath 
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ſprung that implacable malice of the Po and 
bis Confederates againſt her, whereby hey have 
and do ſeek not only to trouble, but if they 
could to bring the Realm again into a Thral- 
dom 3 the rather for that they hold this as a firm 
and ſetled Opinion, that Exglard is the only-ſet- 
led Monarchy that moſt doth maintain and coun- 
tenance Religion, being the Chief Sanfuary for 
the afflicted Members of the Church that fly thi- 
ther from the Tyranny of Roe, as men being 
in danger of Shipwrack do from a raging and 
tempeltuous Sea to a calm and quiet Haven. This 
being ſo, what hath not the Pope aſlaicd to an- 
noy the Queen and her State, thereby as he think- 
eth to remove this great obſtacle that ſtandeth 
between him and the over-flowing of the World 
again with Popery? For the proot whereof theſe 
may ſuffice, 

The Northern Rebellion (ſtirred up by the 
Pope, and the quarrel for Popery. 

The maintenance ſithence of thoſe Rebels and 
other Fugitives. 

The publiſhing of a moſt impudent, blaſphe- 
mous and malicious Bull againſt our moſt Right- 
ful Queen. 

The Invaſion into Irelazd by James Fitz 
Morrice , with the affiſtance of ſome Engliſh 
Rebels. 

The railing of a dangerous Rebellion in Jre- 
land by the Earl of Deſmond and others, intend- 
ing thereby to make a general Revolt of all the 
whole Realm. 

The late Invaſion of Strangers into Irclard, 
and their fortifying it. 

The Pope turned thus the venom of his Cur- 
ſes and the Pens of his malicious Paraſites into 
men of War and Weapons;to win that by Force, 
which otherwiſe he could not do. And though 
all theſe are ſaid to be done by the Pope, and 1n 
his name, yet who ſceth not that they be main- 
tained under-hand by ſome Princes his Confede- 
rates? And if any man be in doubt of that, let 
him but note from whence the laſt Invaſion into 
Ireland came, of what Country the Ships, and of 
what Nation the moſt part of the Souldiers were, 
and by direction of whole Miniſters they received 
their Victual and Furniture. 

For the Pope of himſelf at this preſent is far 
unable to make War upon any Prince of that 
Eſtate which her Majeſty is of, having loſt as 
you know many years by the Preaching of the 
Goſpel thoſe infinite Revenues which he was 
wont to have out of England, Scotland, Germany, 
Switzerland, Denmark and others, and now out 
of France and the Low Countries , fo as we are 
to think that his name only is uſed, and all or the 
moſt part of the charge born by others. 

The Queen nevertheleſs by the Almighty 
Power of God ſtandeth faſt , maugre the Pope 
and all his Friends ; having hitherto reliſted all 
attempts againſt her, to her great honor and 
their great ſhame. As 


The Rebellion in the North ſuppreſſed with- 
out effution of Blood, wherein her Majeſty oy 
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ſay as Ceſar did, veni, vidi, viciz ſo expedite and 
ſv honourable was the Victory that God did give 
her by the diligence and valour of thoſe noble 
men that had the conduCting thereof. 

The Enterprize of James Fitz Morrice detea- 
ted, and himſelf (lain. 

The Italians pulled out by the ears at Smir- 
wick, in Ircland, and cut in pieces by the notable 
Service of a noble Captain and Valiant Soul- 
diers. 

Neither theſe nor any other threatnings or 
fears of danger hath or doth make her to ſtagger 
or relent in the Cauſe of Religion , but like a 
conſtant Chriſtian Princeſs ſhe (till holdeth faſt 
the profeſiion of the Goſpel that hath ſo long up- 
holden her, and made us to live in Peace twenty 
two Years and more under her moſt Gracious 
Government, free from thoſe troubles that our 
Neighbours have felt ; ſo as this now ſeemeth to 
be our preſent State , a bleſſed, peaceable and 
happy time, for the which we are moſt bound to 
God and to pray unto him for the continuance 
thereof. 

But yet notwithſtanding, ſeeing our Enemies 
ſleep not, it behovyeth us not to be careleſs, as 
though all were paſt; but rather to think, that 
there 1s but a piece of the ſtorm over, and that 
the greater part of the Tempeſt remaineth be- 
hind, and is like to fall upon us by the malice of 
the Pope, the moſt Capital Enemy of the Queen 
and this State, the determinations of. the Coun- 
cil of Trent, and the Combination of the Pope 
with other Monarchies and Princes devoted un- 
to Roxxc, alluring our ſelves that if their Powers 
be anſwerable to their Wills, this Realm ſhall 
hnd at their hands all the Miſeries and Extremities 
that they can bring upon it. And though by the 
late good Succeſs which God hath given in Ire- 
lind, theſe lewd and malitious Enterprizes ſeem 
for a time to be as it were at a ſtand 3 yet let us 
be aſlured that neither their attempts upon Ire- 
land, neuther the miſchiefs intended againſt Eng- 
land will ceaſe thus; but if they find us negligent 
they will be ready with greater Forces than have 
been yet ſeen. The certain determination which 
the Pope and his Combined Friends have to root 
out the Religion of the Goſpel in all places, and 
to begin here as their greate(t impediment, is 
caule ſufficient to make us the more vigilant, and 
tO have a wary eye to their doings and proceed- 
ings, how ſmoothly ſoever they Geak or diſlem- 
ble theirFriendſhips for the time : for let us think 
ſurely, that they have joined hands together a- 
gainſt us, and if they can, they will procure the 
Sparks of the Flames thar ave been fo terrible 
11 other Countries, to fly over into Exgland, and 
to kindle as great a Fire here. And as the Pope 
by open Hofllity, as you ſee, hath ſhewed him- 
(elf againſt her Majeſty 3 ſo the better to Anſwer 
12 time the purpoſes that he hath ſet down in the 
mean ſeaſon till they may come to ripeneſs, he 
hath and doth by ſecret practices within this 
Realm leave nothing unproved , emboldenin 
many undutiful Subjects to ſtand faſt in their dil- 


obedience to her Majeſty and her Laws. For al- 
beit the pure Religion of the Goſpel hath had a 
free courſe, and hath been freely Preached now 
many years within this Realm by the ProteQtion 
of her Majeſties moſt Chriſtian Government ; 
yet ſuch have been the praCtices of the Pope and 
his ſecret Miniſters, as the obſtinate and if. 
necked Papiſt is ſo far from being reformed, as 
he hath gotten Stomach to go backward, and to 
{hew his diſobedience not only in arrogant words 
but alſo in contemptuous Deeds. 

To confirm them herein and to increale their 
number you ſee how the Pope hath and doth 
comfort their hollow hearts with Abſolutions, 
Diſpenſations , Reconciliations , and ſuch other 
things of Roxze. You ſee how lately he hath ſent 
hither a ſort of Hypocrites, naming themſelyes 
Jeſuits, a rabble of Vagrant Friers newly ſprung 
up and running through the World to trouble 
the Church of God, whoſe principal Errand is 
by creeping into the Houſes of men of behaviour 
and reputation, not only to corrupt the Realm 
' with falſe DoCtrine, but alſo under that pretence 
| to (tir up Sedition, to the peril of her Majeſty 
and her good Subjects. - 
| How theſe pradtices of the Pope have wrought 
 inthediſobedient Subjects of this Land is both eyi- 
dent and Jamentable to conſider.For ſuch imprel- 
fon hath the eſtimation of the Pope's Authority 
made in them, as not only thoſe which from the 
beginning have refuſed to obey, but many, yea 
very many of thoſe which divers years together 
did yield and conform themſelves in their open 

Actions, fithence the . Decrees of that unholy 
| Council of Trent , and (ithence the publiſhing 
| and denouncing of that blaſphemous Bull again(t 
her Majeſty, and ſithence thoſe ſecret Abſoluti- 
ons and Reconciliations, and the ſwarming hither 
of a number of Popiſh Prieſts and Monkiſh Je- 
ſuits, have and do utterly refuſe to be of our 
Church , or to reſort unto our Preaching and 
Prayers. The ſequel whereof muſt needs prove 
dangerous to the whole State of the Common- 
Wealth. 

By this you ſee what cauſe we have jultly to 
doubt great miſchief threatned to this Realm; 
and therewith you may ealily ſee alſo how for 
the preventing and withſtanding of the ſame it 
behoveth her Majeſty not only to provide 1n time 
ſufficient Laws for the continuing of this peace- 
able Government, bur alſo to be ready with For- 
ces tO repreſs all attempts that may be enterpri- 
zed either by Enemies abroad, or by evil Subjects 
at home. 

What difference there is between the Popes 
perſecuting Church and this mild Church oft the 
Goſpel, hath been ſeen in all Ages, and eſpect- 
ally in the late Government compared with the 
merciful time of her Majeſties Reign 3 the contt- 
nuance of which Clemeacy is alſo to be wiſhed 
ſo far as may ſtand with Gods Honour and the 
Safety of the Realm: but when by long proot 
we find that this favourable and gentle manner 


| of dealing with the Diſobeyers and Conemner 
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of Religion to win them by fair means if it were 
poflible, -hath done no good, but hath bred in 
them a more arrogant and contempruous Spirit, 
ſo as they have not only preſumed to diſobey the 
Laws and Orders of the Realm, but alſo to ac- 
cept from Rome lecret Abſolutions, Reconcilia- 
tions and ſuch like 3 and that by the hands of 
lewd Runnagates, Prieſts and Jeſuits, barbour- 
ing and entertaining them even in their Houſes, 
thereby ſhowing an Obedience to the Pope, by 
their diretion alſo nouriſhing and training up 


' their Children and Kinsfolks , not only at home 


but alfo abroad in the Seminaries of Popery 3 
now I fay it is time for us to look more nar- 
rowly and (triftly to them, leſt as they be cor- 
rupt, fo they prove dangerous Members to ma- 
ny born within the entrals of our Common- 
Wealth. 

And ſeeing that the Lenity of the time and 
the- mildne(s of the Laws heretofore made, are 
no ſmall cauſe of their arrogant diſobedience, 
it is neceſſary that we make a proviſion of Laws 
more {tri&t and more ſevere to conſtrain them to 
yield their open Obedience, at the leaſt, to her 
Majeſty in cauſes of Religion, and not to live as 
they htt to the perillous Example of others, and 
to the encouraging of their own evil affected 
minds : but it they will needs ſubmit themſelves 
to. the Benediftion of the Pope, they may feel 
how little his Curſes can hurt us, and how little 


'his Bleſſings can ſave them from that puniſhment 


which we are able to lay upon them 5 letting 
them allo find how dangerous it ſhall be for 
them to deal with the Pope or any thing of his, 
or with thoſe Romiſh Prieſts and Jeſuits, and 
therewith alſo how perillous it ſhall be for thoſe 
ſeditious Runnagates to enter into the Land, to 
draw away from her Majeſty that Obedience 
which by the Laws of God and Man are due 
unto her. 

This then is one of the Proviſions which we 
ought to take care of in this Council, whereby 
we may both enjoy ſtill that happy Peace we 
live in, and the Pope take the leſs boldneſs to 
trouble us by any favour he ſhall find here. 

The next is Proviſion of Forces ſufficient to 
Anſwer any violence that may be offered either 
here or abroad ; for the which you know it is 
requilite that her Majeſty do make Preparation 
both by Sea and by Land. 

God hath placed this Kingdom in an Iſland en- 
vironed with the Sea as with a natural and ſtrong 
Wall, whereby we are not ſubje& to thoſe ſud- 


den Invafions which other Frontier Countrics 


be. One of our greateſt defences ſtanding by 
Sea, the number of good Ships is of the moſt 
importance for us. What - the Queens Navy is, 
how many notable Ships, and how far behind 
the Navy of any other Prince, is known to all 
men, and therewith alſo it may be eaſily con- 
aorrod how great Charges be incident to the 
ame. 

Neceſſary alſo it is that her Majeſty have For- 
ces by Land ſufficient to chaſtiſe the Rebels in 
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Ireland, and to repreſs any Foreign attempts ci- 
ther there or here. For which Services cither 
by Land or by Sea her Majeſty needeth not, as 
other Princes are fain to do, to entertain necel(- 
lary Souldiers of Foreign Countries hardly got- 
ten, coltly and dangerouſly kept, and in the end 
little or no ſervice done them 5 but may bring 
ſufficient Forces of her own natural Subjets, 
ready and eaſy to be levied , that carry with 
them willing, valiant and faithful minds, ſuch as 
tew Nations may eaſily compare with. But theſe 
Forces with their Furniture and Munition, can 
neither be prepared nor maintained to have con- 
tinuance without proviſion of Treaſure ſufficient 
to bear the Charge, being as you know termed 
of old Nervns belli. 

This belongeth to us to conſiaer, and that in 
time there be not lack of the Sinews that muſt 
hold together the ſtrength of our Body. And 
becauſe through the malice of our Enemies her 
Majeſty is driven to keep great Forces in Ireland 
for the better ſuppreſling of that Rebellion to 
her exceeding Charge, and for that allo it is un- 
certain how ſudden and how great other at- 
tempts may be; thercfore in reaſon, our ſupply 
of that maintenance ought to be the more, eſpe- 
cially the Wars being at this day fo coſtly as 
every man in his private expence may caſily judg, 
But leſt that peradventure ſome may judge thar 
the Contribution granted by us now five Years 
palt both frankly and dutifully, might ſuffice for 
many years without any new; I dare aflure you 
for the acquaintance I have (though I be unwor- 
thy) with thoſe her Majeſties Afﬀeairs, that the 
lame hath not been ſufficient ro Anſwer the ex- 
traordinary Charges happened fince then , eſfpe- 
cially thoſe of Ireland, by the one halt ; but her 
Majeſty hath ſupplied the reſt out of her own 
Revenues, ſparing from her (clf to ſerve the ne- 
ceſlity of the Realm, and ſhunning thereby 
Loans upon intereſt as a moſt peltilent Cancer 
that is able to devour even the States of Princes. 
Which being fo, as it is molt true, we are not to 
think-upon the charge that is paſt, but the good 
we have received by it, being by that proviſion 
well and honourably detended againſt the malice 
of our Enemies. And therefore conſidering the 
great benefit we have received, by the Jaſt pay- 
ment being eafily taxed and ealily born, whereby 
we have kept all the reſt in Peace 5 let us as pro- 
vident Counccllors of this State prepare again in 
time that which may be able to withſtand the 
miſchicfs intended againſt us. To do this willingly 
and liberally, our*duty to our Queen and Coun- 
try, and our Safcties move us.. The Jove and 
duty that we owe to our molt Gracious Queen, 
by whoſe Miniſtry God hath done fo great things 


for us, even ſuch as be wonderful in the Eyes of 


the World, ought to make us more careful for 
her preſervation and ſecurity than tor our own. 
A Princeſs known by long experience to be a 
principal Patron of the Goſpel, vertuous, wilz, 
faithful, juſt, unſpotted in word and deed, mer- 
ciful, temperate, a maintainer of Peace gg? 
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The Fournal of the Houſe of Commons, 


ſtice among(t her People without reſpe& to Per- 


ſons 3 a Queen beſides of this noble Realm, our 
Native Country, renowned of the World,which 
our Enemies daily gape to over-run, if by force 
or (]cight they could do it 3 For ſuch a Queen 
and ſuch a Country, and for the defence of the 
Honour and Safety of them both, nothing ought 
to be dear unto us, that with moſt willing hearts 
we (ſhould not ſpend and adventure freely. 

The ſame love and duty that we owe to our 
Gracious Soveraign,and to this our Native Coun- 
try,ought to make us all tothink upon the Realm 
of Irelard as upon a principal Member of this 
Crown, having continued ſo this four hundred 
Years or more. To loſe that Land or any part 
thereof, which the Enemies ſeek , would not 
only bring with it diſhonour, but alſo prove a 
thing moſt dangerous to England conſidering the 
nearneſs of that Realm to this, and the goodnels 
of ſo many notable Havens as be there. Again 
to reform that Nation by planting there of Re- 
ligion and Juſtice, which the Enemies labour to 
interrupt, 1s moſt godly and neceſlary 3 the neg- 
letting whereof hath and will continue that Peo- 
ple in all Irreligion and Diſorder, to the great 
offence of God, and to the infinite Charge of this 
Realm. 

Finally let us be mindful alſo of our ſafety, 
thereby to avoid ſo great dangers, not ſeen afar 
off, but imminent over our heads. 

The quietneſs that we have by the Peaceable 
Government of her Majeſty, doth make us to 
enjoy all that is ours in more freedom than any 
Nation under the Sun at this day : but let not 
that breed in us a careleſs Security, as though 
this clear Sun-light could never be darkened ; 
but let us think certainly that the Pope and his 
Favourers do both envy our Felicity, and leave 
no pradice unſought to over-throw the ſame. 
And it any man be fo dull (as I truſt there be 
none here) that he cannot conceive the bleſſed- 
neſs of this our golden Peace, except he felt the 
lack of it; let him but caſt his Eyes over the 
Seas, into our Neighbours Countries, and there 
behold what trouble the Pope and his Miniſters 
have ſtirred againſt ſuch as profeſs the ſame Re- 
ligion of Jeſus Chriſt as we do: there he may 
tind Depopulations and Devaſtations of whole 
Provinces and Countries, over-throwing, ſpoil- 
ing and ſacking of Cities and Towns, Impriſon- 
ing, ranſoming and murthering of all kind of 
People 3 belides other infinite Calamities which 
the infolency of War doth uſually bring with it. 

From theſe God in his Mercy hath delivered 
us3 but this nevertheleſs is the State and conditi- 
on that our Enemies would fee us in, if by any 
device they could bring it to paſs; and to that 
end be then aſſured they will ſpare for no coſt, 
nor leave any means unaſlayed. 

Therefore to conclude, ſeeing the malice of 
the Pope and his Confederates are ſo notorious 
unto us, and ſeeing the dangers be ſo great, ſo 
cvident and ſo imminent, and ſeeing that Prepa- 
rations to withſtand them cannot be made with- 


out ſupport of the Realm 3 and ſeeing that our 
Duties to God, our Queen and Country, and 
the neceſlity that hangeth upon our own Safe. 
guards, be reaſons ſulfcient to perſwade us, let 
us think upon theſe matters as the weight of them 
deſerveth, and ſo provide in time both by Lays 
to reſtrain and corret the evil affected Subjects, 
and by proviſion of that which ſhall be requi- 
lite for the maintenance of Forces, as our Ene- 
mies finding our minds fo willing, and our hands 
ſo ready to keep in Order our Country, and to 
furniſh her Majeſty with all that ſhall be necefla. 
ry, may either be diſcouraged to attempt any 
thing againſt us, or if they do, they may find 
ſuch reſiſtance, as ſhall bring confuſion to them- 
ſelves, honour to our moſt Gracious Queen, and 
Safety to all of us. 

M* Nortoz purſued the ſame Admonition, and 
required the Houſe to proceed to a manner of 
executing it, which in his opinion was to ap- 
point all the Privy-Council of this Houle and cer- 
tain other fit Perſons to conſult of Bills conveni- 
ent to be framed according tothe ſaid Motion to 
be preſented to the Houſe 5 which Motion alſo 
was well allowed, and Committees appointed to 
meet in the Exchequer-Chamber that Afternoon 
at two of the Clock, viz. All the Privy-Council 
of this Houſe, Sir Thomas Heneage Treaſurer of

Where it was informed unto this Houſe upon 
Saturday being the fourth day of this preſent Fe- 
bruary, that Arthur Hall of Grantham in the 
County of Lincolz Eſq; had fithence the laſt Sef- 
fion of this Parliament made, ſer forth in Print, 
and publiſhed a Book Dedicated unto Sir Herr 
Kivett Knight a good Member of this Houſe, 
without his Privity, liking or allowance 1n part, 
tending greatly to the {Jander and reproach _ 

on 
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only of Sir Robert Bell Knight deceaſed, late 
Speaker of this Parliament, and of ſundry par- 
ticular Members of this Houſe, but alſo of the 
Proceedings of this Houſe in the ſame laſt Seſlion 
of Parliament in a Cauſe that concerned the ſaid 
Arthur Hall and one Smalley his Man. And that 
there was alſo contained a long Diſcourſe tend- 
ing to the diminiſhment of the ancient Authority 
of this Houſe. And that thereupon by Order of 
this Houſe the ſaid Arthur Hall was ſent for by 
the Serjeant of this Houſe to appear upon Mor- 
day following, which he did accordingly. Where- 
upon being called to the Bar and charged by the 
Speaker with the information given againſt him, 
he confeſſed the making and ſetting forth there- 
of. Whereupon the ſaid Arthur Bull being ſe- 
queſtred, the Houſe did preſently appoint di- 
vers Committees to take a more particular Exa- 
mination of the ſaid Cauſe , and of all ſuch as 
had been doers therein. Which Examination be- 
ing finiſhed bY the ſaid Committees, they infor- 
med this Houſe that they had charged the ſaid

Book z_ and that upon his Examination in this 
Houle he had denied the having of any more

Unto all which as the ſaid Arthur Hall could 
make no denial or ſufficient Anſwer, ſo the ſaid 
Committees ſetting forth the nature and quality 
of the ſaid offences in their ſeveral degrees, mo- 
ved in the end that the faid Arthwr Hall might 
be called into the Houſe to Anſwer unto thoſe 
points before the whole Houſe, and ſo thereup- 
on to proceed to ſome ſpeedy end , perſwading 
therewithal a due conſideration to be had of 
ſpending the time, as much as might be, in ſuch 


Arthur Hall with contempt againſt this Houſe 
the faid laſt Selon , In that being enjoined by | 
this Houſe to appear there at a time by this 
Houſe prefixed, he departed out of the Town 
in contempt of the Court, and afterwards teſti- 
fied and inforced the ſame his wilful contempt 
by an unſeemly Letter addrefſed by him to this 
Houſe, and charged him alſo with publiſhing the 
Conferences of this Houſe abroad out of the 
Houſe, and that alſo in Print in manner of a 
Libel, with a counterfeit name of the Author, 
and without any name of the Printer, in which 
Book or Libel was contained matter of reproach 
and infamy to ſundry good Members of this 
Houſe in particular , and of the whole State of 
the Houſe in genera], reproaching and imbaſling 
what 1n him lay , the Power and Authority of 
this Houſe, and untruly reporting the Orders of 
this Houſe , affirming amongſt other great te- 
proaches that he knew of his own knowledge 
that this Houſe had proceeded and judged un- 
truly. And further charged him that he had 
therein alſo injuriouſly impeached the memory 
of the late Speaker deceaſed , affirming that the 
Orders of this Houſe were not by him truly de- 
livered or ſet down, but altered and changed. 
And not herewith ſatisfied hath in ſome part 
thereof contained a falſe and (landerousDiſcourſe 
againſt the Antiquity and Authority of the Com- 
mons Houſe, or third Eſtate of the Parliament, 
wherein he hath falſly ſought as much as in him 
5 to 1umpugne, deface, blemiſh and diminiſh the 
Power, Antiquity and Authority of this Houle, 
and the intereſt that it hath always, and in all 
Ages had, to the great impeachment of the anci- 
ent Order and Government of this Realm, the 
Rights of this Houſe and the form of making 
Laws; And that ſince his being before the Lords 
of the Council for his ſaid offence , and after he 
d received rebuke of them for the ſame, and 
had offered ſome form of ſubmiſſion in that be-

both of the advancement of Gods Glory, her 
Majeſties Safery, and of her Subjects Proſperity, 
thedew of the word watering and bringing forth 
in all good Chriſtian Conſciences the true know- 
ledge and fear of God , faithful Love and due 
Obedience unto her Majeſty , and perfect unity 
in the general Society of this Common-Wealth. 
And the exerciſe of the Sword of Diſcipline to 
cut off, repreſs and correc all exceſles and errors 
tending to the impeachment of all good effects 
aforeſaid. Declaring further unto her Highneſs, 
that her Majeſties Nobles and Commons 1n this 
preſent Parliament Aſſembled, had very carefully 
gravely and dutifully travelled in this preſent 
Seflion to deviſe and ordain good and wholſome 
Laws for thoſe ends and purpoſes to be eſtabliſh- 
ed and allowed by her Highneſs ; and alſo ſome 
other good and necellary Laws , as well for the 
whole State of the Common-Wealth in general, 
as for the private benefit and neceſlary reliet of 
ſundry her Majeſties particular good Subjects: 
And ſo recommending all the fame unto her 
Highneſs, and eſpecially two of them, whereof 
one doth chiefly and principally tend to the bri- 
dling and reforming of her Majeſties diſobedient 
and obſtinate Subjects, the utter Adverſaries of 
true Religion, and the moſt pernicious and dan- 
gerous Enemies of her Highneſs molt Royal Per- 
ſon, State and Government 3 the ſecond for the 
due maintenance and preſervation of her Maje- 
{ties Honour, good Fame and Dignity 3 humbly 
beſought her Majeſty to give lite unto all the 
ſaid Laws by her Royal Aflent. And then yield- 
ing unto her Highneſs moſt humble thanks in the 
name of the whole Houſe for her Majelties mo(t 
Gracious good acceptation of their moſt humble 
Petition unto her Highneſs for reformation of 
{ome abuſes yet remaining in the Church, and 
molt humbly renewing the ſpeedy conſideration 
thereof unto her Majeſties good remembrance at 
her good will and pleaſure , did further moſt 
humbly beſeech her Highneſs in the name and be- 
half of the whole State of the Commons of her 
Realm, that her Majeſty would (at their moſt 
humble Suit the rather) have a vigilant and 
provident care of the fatety of her moſt Royal 
Perſon againſt the malicious attempts of ſome 
mighty Foreign Enemies abroad, and the Tray- 
terous practices of molt unnatural diſobedient 
Subjects both abroad and at home, envying the 
bleſled and moſt happy and quiet Government 
of this Realm under her Highneſs, upon the thread 
of whoſe Life only , next under God, depend- 
eth the Life and whole State and ſtay of every 
her good and duriful Subjects. 

And withal, that it might pleaſe her Highneſs 
to have ſuch good care and regard generally for 
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the maintenance of Mariners and of the Naviga- 
tion, the very (trength and Walls of her Maje- 
[ties Realms and Dominions, as may ſeem moſt 
convenient unto her Highneſs moſt godly wif. 
dom from time to time. And ſo declaring that 
her Majeſties Nobles and Commons having had 
conſideration of her Highneſs great Charges ma. 
ny ways for defence ot her Realms and People 
againſt Foreign Enemies , and other Rebellious 
Subjects , both already imployed and hereafter 
to be imployed, have granted unto her Highneſs 
one Sublidy and two Fifteenths and Tenths, 
which they belought her Highneſs to accept in 
good part according to their humble Dutics ; 
and gave her Majeſty moſt humble thanks for 
her Highneſs molt Gracious , general and free 
Pardon. 


Which done, the Lord Chancellor by her Ma- 
jelties Commandment , Anſwering very Excel- 
lently and briefly the parts of M* Speaker his 
Oration , did amongſt other things deliver her 
Majeſties moſt hearty thanks unto both Houſes 
for their great and good care forthe ſafety of her 
Highneſs Perſon, and allo of her Honour, good 
Fame and Dignity , not yet comprehending 
within thoſe general thanks ſuch Members of the 
Houle of Commons as have this Seffion dealt 
more raſhly in ſome things than was fit for them 
to do 3 and giving them withal like hearty 
thanks for the ſaid Contribution of a Subſidy 
and two Fifteenths and Tenths, in that it was 
granted as willingly and frankly , and alſo as 
largely and amply, and to be Anſwered as ſpee- 
dily, as any other like ever hath been ; taking 
the ſame in as good part as if it had been to her 
own private uſe ; where 1n very deed it is to be 
imployed to the general ſervice and benefit of 
the whole Realm. And (o giving her Royal Af 
ſent to thirty Acts (fifteen publick and fifteen 
private) the ſaid Lord Chancellor did by her 
Highneſs Commandment Prorogue this preſent 
Parliament until the 24 day of April next 
coming, 

Nota, That all this days Paſlages with the 
manner of the Concluſion of the Parliament are 
wholly tranſcribed out of the Original Journal 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, and in that re- 
ſpe are here more largely ſet down than in the 
Journal of the Upper Houſe 3 and the rather be- 
cauſe there is no Concluſion of any Parliament 
ſo exatly deſcribed in any other of the faid Ori- 
ginal Journal Books of the Houſe of Commons 
during the Queens Reign. 

The third and laſt Seſſion finally of this pre- 
ſent Parliament was upon the foreſaid 24** day 
of April Prorogued again unto the 29" day of 
May ; and was at laſt after ſeventeen other Pro- 
rogations Diflolved by vertue of her Majeltics 
Commiſſion under the Great Seal of England in 
that behalf dire&ted, upon the 19** day of Apri, 
in the twenty fifth year of her Majeſties Reign.

— berween which there intervened only 

one Adjournment of about forty days ſpace. 

There were no publick matters of any great con- 

ſequence debated in it, but many Excellent Paſ- 

ſages for the Power, Priviledge and Order of the 

Upper Houſe may be obſerved from it. At the 

firit Prorogation thereof on Monday the 29*t 

day of March in Anno 27 Regine Eliz. Anno Do- 

mini 1585, there paſſed near upon fifty ſeveral 

AQ or Statutes publick and private from 

which time it continued until the Diſfolution 

thereof as aboveſaid. 

The day before the Parliament began being 
Sunday, and the 22" day of November, the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book ſetteth down amongſt others 
two unuſual or extraordinary Proxies to have 
been introduted or returned thereon into the 
hands of the Clark of the Upper Houſe; for 
any Proxy if it be delivered into the hands of the 
laid Clark, whether it be before the Parliament 
Xg1n or after, is well returned : and it is moſt 
likely that theſe two with ſome other ordinary 
or uſual Proxies which are here omitted, were 
delivered as aforeſaid this Sunday towards the

or Bar at the lower end of the Upper Houle, Sir 
Thomas Bromley Knight Lord Chancellor , by 
the Queens Commandment declared unto them 
the Cauſes of the Aſſembling of this Parlia- 
ment. 

But what thoſe Cauſes were, neither the Or1- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe nor that 
of the Houſe of Commons do at all mention, in 
ſetting down the other daily Paſſages of this Par- 
fiament de Amo iſto 27 Reging Eliz.

Her Majeſty with the Lords being ſet, tac 
Knights, Citizens and Burgcilcs of the Houſe of 
Commons repaired to the Upper Houle with 
John Puckering Serjeant at Law their Speaker, 
and being as many as could conveniently ct in, 
the ſaid Speaker was led up between two of the 
molt eminent Perlonages of the Houſe ot Com- 
mons to the Rail or bar at the lower end of the 
Upper Houſe; and being there placed, atter 
humble reverence made, he declared , that the 
ſaid Houſe of Commons amongit many other 
more able Members of the ſaid Houſe had Ele- 
fed and Choſen him tor their Speaker, and that 
knowing his manifold weaknefles and mability 
to undergo fo great a Charge, he d1d there 1m- 
plore her Gracious Majclty to free him from the 
ſame, and to Command them to Elect and chuie 
among(t themſelves ſome other more Experien- 
ced and better fitted for that imployment, 

To which the Lord Chancellor having recc1- 
ved Inſtructions from her Viajeſty Aniwere, that 
the ſaid Speaker had ſhewed a great deal of hu- 
mility and modeſty in dilabling himſelt, but 
that her Highneſs weil knowing his great fufſict- 
ency, did very well allow and approve of the 
choice which the Knights, Citizens and Burgeiles 
of the ſaid Houſe of Commons had made of him 
to be their Speaker. 

Whereupon the faid Speaker after humble re- 
verence made and many exprethons of his great 
thanktulneſs to her Majeſty for her gracious Av- 
probation of him made certain Petitions ot 


Courſe im the name of the Houle of Commons, 
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viz, for freedom of ſpeech and freedom of acceſs 
to her Majeſty 3 and that themſelves and their 
neceſſary attendants might be exempted from 
Suits and Arreſts in ſuch manner and form as hath 
been accuſtomed 3 and laſtly , that if himſelf 
ſhould in any thing miſtake or miſreport the ſay- 
ings or doings of the ſaid Houſe it might be 1m- 
puted unto himſelf, and that her Majeſty would 
be graciouſly pleaſed to pardon it. 

To which Speech the Lord Chancellor having 
further inſtructions from her Majeſty replied, 
that all ſuch liberties and immunities as had been 
formerly enjoyed in the like caſe in the times of 
any of her Majeſties moſt Royal Progenitors, 
ſhould ſtill bz continued unto them. 

The Writ was returned this day whereby 
Henry Lord Wentworth was Summoned to the 


Parliament, who thereupon adiſſus fuit ad ſunn 


preheminentie in Parliamento ſedenai locum, ſaluo 
cuiquam jure ſuo. 

Then followed the continuance of the Parlia 
ment which is Entred in the Original Journal- 
Book de Arno iſto 27 Regine El:z, in thele words 
following, 

Dominus Cancellarins continuauit preſens Par- 
liamentum uſq;, in diem Sabbati prox. hord4 con- 
uetd. 

On Friday the 27*" day of November,although 
the Upper Houſe fate not (becauſe the Parha- 
ment had been continued yeſterday unto Satrr- 
day Morning at nine of the Clock) yer were di- 
vers Proxics returned or introducted , whereof 
the only unuſual or extraordinary one was this 
enſuing, viz. |

Nota, That whereas the Temporal Lords do 
very ſeldom conſtitute more than one Proctor, 
the Earl of Huntington here nominateth two, 
which appeared alſo, by the other Proxies retur- 
ned this Parliament, for of three other Earls and 
eleven Barons who were abſent this Parliament 
by her Majeſties Licence, not any of them conſti- 
tuted more than one Proctor apiece; whereas 
on the other ſide the ſpiritual Lords do for the 
moſt part nominate two ProCtors at the leaſt, for 
of nine Biſhops who were likewiſe abſent during 
this Parliament, two of them only nominated 
each his Proctor. Qt vide on Sunday the 22" 
day of this inſtant November foregoing , and 
the other ſeven made every of them two 
Prodtors, | 

Nota alſo, that Robert Dudley Earl of Leiceſter 
had this Parliament ten ſeveral Proxies ſent unto 
him, all Entred in the beginning of the Original 
Journal-Book in ſuch order as they now follow, 
viz. from Edward Lord Dudley, Henry Lord 
Scroop, Lodowick Lord Mordant , Edward Lord 
Stafford, Henry Lord of Abergavenny, Edward 
Earl of Lincoln, Ambroſe Earl of Warwick, Henry 
Earl of Huntington (who conſtituted Francis 
Earl of Bedford joint Profor with him) 
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Lord Andeley, and John Lord Lumley. By which 
and many other Precedents in all other Parlia- 
ments it plainly appeareth, that any Lord of the 
Upper Houſe was capable of as many Proxies as 
{ſhould be ſent unto him, until in Aro 249 Carol; 
Regis Anno Domini 1626, It was Ordered by 
the Lords then fitting in Parliament , that no 
Member of the ſaid Houſe ſhould be capable of 
above two Proxies at the molt. 

On Saturday the 28" day of November , to 
which day the Parliament had been laſt continu. 
ed, three Bills had each of them one reading ; of 
which the firſt being the Bill ro provide remedy 
againſt fraudulent Conveyances was read the firſt 
time. 

Hodie returnatum eſt breve quo Henricus Come; 
Suſſex preſenti huic Parliamento intereſſe ſummone- 
batur, qui ad ſuum preheminentie in Parliamento 
ſedendi locum admiſſus ſuit, ſalvo jure aliens. 

Nota, That the daily continuing of the Par- 
lament in theſe words, Dominus Cancellarius con- 
tinuavit preſens Parliamentum, &c. 1s hereafter 
omitted as matter of courſe, unleſs where ſome- 
what 1n it doth happen extraordinary or unuſual 
in reſpect of the time, place or manner. 

On Mozday the 3ot* day of November , to 
which day the Parliament had been laſt continu- 
ed, three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 3 of which the firſt was the 
Bill for appointing fit and convenient places for 
Landing and Shipping of Merchandize. 

On Treſday the firſt day of December, whereas 
James Diggs, one of the ordinary Gentlemen of 
my Lord's Grace of Canterbury, was committed 
to the Fleet upon a Reddit ſe in the Exchequer, 
fince the beginning of this preſent Parliament 3 
the Lords at the Motion of the Lord Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, claiming the ancient priviledge of 
this High Court , gave Commandment to the 
Gentleman Uſher , that the ſaid James ſhould be 
brought before them. 

And this day the ſaid Lords having openly 
heard both Sir Roger Aanwood then Lord Chict 
Baron of the Exchequer , and the ſame James 
Diggs; They Ordered that the faid Diggs by 
vertue of the priviledge of this Court, ſhould be 
enlarged and fer at liberty. 

And it was further Ordered, that the Warden 
of the Fleet ſhould be diſcharged of the Priſoner 
and of the Action that might be brought againſt 
him the ſaid Warden of the ſame. 

Laſtly, Touching the Lord Chief Baron, the 
ſaid Lords have reſolved for ſuch cauſes and rea 
ſons as they have heard, that the faid Lord Chiet 
Baron had not committed any contempt againſt 
this Right Honourable Court. 

And further Ordered 13* die Decembris, that 
the appearance of the ſame James Diggs, by ren- 
dring himſelf into the Exchequer , was and 
ſhould be a ſufficient diſcharge of his Sureties and 
their Bonds, and that the Bonds ſhall be rede- 
livered. 

Provided nevertheleſs, that for as much as the 


laid James Diggs was not Arreſted 1n Execution 
a 
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at the Suit of Richard Howe, but was committed 
after Judgment by the Barons of the Exchequer 
upon a Reddit ſe, for diſcharge of his Sureries. 
It is therefore further Ordered by the ſaid Lords, 
that touching the ſum of money recovered by 
the ſaid-Howe againſt the ſaid James Diggs, the 
ſaid Howe and Fames Diggs (hall ſtand to ſuch 
Order as the Lord Chief Baron and other of the 
Barons of the Exchequer thall ſect down for the 
ſame. Vide more afterwards concerning this mat- 
ter upon Monday the 14", and on Tweſday the 
15% day of this inſtant December following. 

On Thurſday the third day of December , to 
which day the Parliament had been on Treſday 
laſt continued , the Bill for fit and convenient 
places for landing and ſhipping of Merchandize 
was read ſecunda vice, and then committed to 
the Lord Treaſurer and others, and to the two 
Senior Barons of the Exchequer. 

Nota, That here two Judges who are but A(- 
ſiſtants unto the Upper Houſe, are made joint 
Committees with the Lords, 

On Friday the 4** day of December, Two Bills 
were ſent up to the Lords from the Houſe of 
Commonsz of which the firſt being an Act for 
the maintenance of Navigation was read prima 
vice, and the ſecond touching the Clothiers of 
Eſſex was read prima & ſecunda vice , and then 
committed. 

On Saturday the 5** day of December, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the ſecond being the Bill for 
the Inning of Erith and Plumſted Marſh, was 
read ſecunda vice, and committed unto three 
Earls, one Biſhop and five Barons : which Com- 
mittees did appoint to hear amongſt themſclves 
as well the Parties Owners, as Inners touching 
the ſame Bill. 

The Bill alſo concerning the Eſſex Clothiers 
which had been ſent up yeſterday to the Lords 
from the Houſe of Commons, was this day upon 
the third reading and concluſion thereof ſent 
back again thither. 

On Monday the 7** day of December, to which 
day the Parliament had been laſt continued, two 
Bills had each of them one reading ; the firſt for 
maintenance of Navigation, and the ſecond for 
increaſe of Mariners.

| Robert Finnies, alledging that he was his Ser- 


vant , the Lords gave Commandment to the 
Gentleman-Ulſher to go to the Counter in Iord- 
{treet, where the ſlaig Robert Finnies then lay 
upon an Execution, and to bring him and the 
Parties that Arreſted him before them, 

And this day the ſaid Lords after the hearing 
of the Cauſe thought it not convenient that the 
ſaid Robert Finmes ſhould enjoy the privil-dge 
of this Houſe, as well becauſe he claimed not 
the priviledge when he was firſt Arreſted, nor in 
the Counter when he was charged with the Ex- 
ecutionz as alſo for that he was not a menial 
Servant , nor yet ordinary Attendant upon the 
ſaid Viſcount. And further Ordered , that the 
Officers of the Sheriffs of Loxdor ſhould take 
again 1n Execution the faid Firmes and convey 
him to the place from whence he came, and thar 
the bringing of the ſaid Fines before the ſaid 
Lords at their- Commandment ſhould not be in 
any wiſe prejudicial to the Sheriffs or their 
Ofhcers.

This day James Diggs Gent. did according to 
their Lordſhips Order made yeſterday, humbly 
ſubmit himſelf in manner and form following, as 
it ſtands Entred upon Record in the Origizal 
Journal-Book of this Parliament. 

The humble Submiſhon of James Diggs unto 
the High Court of Parliament , as well for his 
contempt unto the ſaid Court, as unto Sir Roger 
Miunwood Lord Chief Baron, by his untrue and 
unadviſed Speeches in his Bill of complaint. 

Whereas I Fames Diggs did of late exhibite 
a Bill of complaint unto your honourable Lord- 
ſhips in this High Court of Parliament, againſt 
the ſaid Lord Chief Baron, wherein amongſt o- 
ther things is contained as followerh, that is to 
ſay, That the ſaid Lord Chief Baron doth till

don my contempt and offence committed to this 
moſt High Court in exhibiting unto your Lord- 
ſhips of the ſaid unadviſed and untrue com- 
plaint.

Nota, That by theſe Letters Patents the Par- 
liament was adjourned forty four days, viz.from 
Monday the 21" day of December unto Thwrſd.y 
the 4 day of February enſuing. From which, 
as allo from many other like Precedents, it ap- 
peareth, thar it is and always hath been the pow- 
er of the Prince not only to ſummon, ditlolve 
and prorogue, but alſo to adjourn his Parlia- 
ment at his pleaſure 3 yet this muſt be done ei- 
ther by himſclf in perſon or by matter of Re- 
cord : yet it is alſo in the power of either Houſe 
tp they ſhall thiok 1t expedient to adjourn it 
elf. 

The meeting of the two Houſes at the end of

nals at the beginning only of a new Parliament, 
or at leaſt of a new Sefton, yet it is1n one re- 
ſpe&t ſomewhat neceſlary at the beginning of 
this new meeting after the Adjournment , be- 
cauſe the preſence of the Lords on this ſaid en- 
ſuing Thurſday , though it appears not that any 
new Proxies were returned, (which is uſual at- 
ter a long Adjournment as well as after a Proro- 
gation) differeth much from that former number 
of the Lords noted to have been preſent on Tuef- 
day the 26*" day of Nevember foregoing, as may 
appear by this which followeth.

Nota, That this laſt Diſſolution of the afore- 
ſaid Parliament in Ano 28 Regine Eliz. Anno Do- 
mini 1586. was ſomewhat above one whole year 
and a half from and after the firſt Prorogation 
thereof, which was on Monday the 29 day of 
March (Anno 27 Regine ejuſdem Anno Domini 
1585.) by which it is probable that her Majeſty 
had intended at firſt to have made this and the 
Parliament that follows to have been but two 
Seſſions, and not two ſeveral Parliaments as after- 
wards it fell out, and as they now remain. And 
it is the more ſtrange that this reſolution was at 
all altered, becauſe the enſuing Parliament held 
in Ano 28, & 29 Regine Eliz.

HIS Enſuing Parliament 1s reple- 
niſhed with many Excellent Paſla- 
ges concerning the Orders, Privi- 
ledges and Ufages of the ſame, 
from which alſo divers good Pre- 

cedents may be gathered touching Elections and 

Joint-Conferences with the Lords of the Upper 

Houſe ; neither finally doth it want ſufficient 

matter of publick Agitations, the danger of the

provided 3 which done, the ſaid Lord Steward 
departed from the Houſe into the lower end of 
the Room called the White-Hal, or Court of Re- 
queſts, and then alſo did the right honourable 
Mr Secretary Walſingham , returned one of the 
Knights for the County of Szrrey, likewiſe take 
and pronounce the ſaid Oath before his Lord- 
ſhip. And then his Lordſhip cauſed as many of 
the ſaid Knights, Citizens, Burgeſles and Barons, 
as at that time were returned into the Crown- 
Office, to be called and returned, and the names

Lords not to want many of that number which 
was ſignified unto this Houſe from them; and 
withal that there were likewiſe almoſt as many of 
the Committees of this Houſe as were by this 
Houſe appointed for- that purpoſe.

And that none of the ſaid two Hou- 
ſes without the other can in any wiſe make Laws, 
And withal, that therefore of ancient Courteſie 
and Cuſtom, both the fame Houſes have uſed 
mutual Conference each with other in matters 
of doubt happening amongſt them from time to 
time in making and eſtabliſhing of Laws , and 
that yet notwithſtanding their Lordſhips have 
heard by Speeches abroad, not out of this Houſe 
(for they are not to take knowledge of any 
thing in this Houſe) that a Bill to provide re- 
medy againſt fraudulent Conveyances paſled 
with their Lordſhips, and lately ſent down from 
them to this Houſe, was upon a ſecond reading

Whereupon Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer 
affirming M* Treaſurer his former ſpeech touch-

bury The ſaid Lord Treaſurer declaring firſt 
unto them the anſwer of the Lords to the faid 
Petitions in general, and afterwards the ſaid Lord 
Archbiſhop ſhewing the ſame 1n particular ha- 
ving a certain note 1n his hand for his remem- 
brance, but uttering much more in his Speech 3 
which he ſaid was ſo long and conſiſted of fo 
many parts, as he thought for his own part he 
could not ſufficiently fignifie unto this Houle : 
And did therefore make a motion that thoſe of 
the Committees which were alſo then preſent 
thereat, might meet this Afternoon in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber, and helping each other's mc- 
mory ſet down the ſubſtance and effe& of the 
ſaid anſwer in all the parts thereof as near as 
they can 3 and fo then afterwards to ſignihe the 
ſame unto this Houſe to morrow. Which was 
thereupon ſo agreed and reſolved accordingly.

M* Fohn North Knight for Cambridge ſhire, was 
added to the former Committees for reviving of 
Statutes, and the ſame Bill with the three Provi- 
ſoes before read were again committed to the 
ſame Committees and to the ſame M* North, r9- 
gether with the Bill touching Cables, Halters and 
Ropes. 

Sir Edward Dymock being Sheriff of the Coun- 
ty of Lincolr, was Licenſed by this Houſe to de-

It ſhould ſeem (though it be not exprelly ſer 
down in the Original Journal-Book) that the 
Houſe did this day fall into conſultation and con- 
(1deration of all the dangers which were immi- 
nent over the Kingdom, of the mearis to prevent 
them , and of the great expences her Majeſty 
had been at in the defence of her Dominions 
and Allies fit to be ſupplied 3 which is ſet down 
at the end of this day in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

The open dangers threatned to this Kingdom 
are from Spain, the Pope and the holy League in 
France the ſecret from the Jeſuits, that ſecretly 
lurked here to ſtir up her Majeſties Subjects of 
the Roman Religion to all manner of Treaſon 
and Rebellion : Both which dangers though the 
time of them were a while intermitted in reſpe&t 
of the Execution, yet the purpoſe was not, 
which their late Confpiracies and attempts both 
here and in Jre/and did plainly ſhow.

That they had ſworn together mutual Secre. 
cy, with divers other matters partly agreed 
upon between the ſaid Nevill and Parry in their 
Confeſſions, and partly confeſled by either of 
them fingly and deemed by the other. 

To which purpoſe Sir Chriſtopher Hatton Vice. 
Chamberlain made a very cxa& and Elaborate 
Speech, of which there are only ſome ſhort heads 
or notes ſet down in the Original Journal-Book, 
much to the purpoſe following, vis.

l, Here by a Statute made the thirteenth 

of her Majeſties Reign it was EnaCt- 
ed, That none ſhould be made a Miniſter unleſs 
he be able to Anfwer and render to the Ordi- 
nary an account of his Faith in Latine, accord- 
Ing to certain Articles ſet forth in a Synod hold- 
en Arno 1562. and mentioned in the faid Sta- 
tute, or have ſpecial gift and ability to be a 
Preacher 3 It may pleaſe their honourable Lord- 


Miniſtry fince the making of this Statute, and 
be not qualified according to the true meaning 
and intent of the ſame, be within a competent 
time Suſpended from the Miniſtry and Execution 
of any Fun&tion thereto appertaining , unleſs 
they ſhall be found of that ability which the 
Statute requireth. 

2, That where in a Synod holden 1575. It 
was provided that unl:arned Miniſters hereto- 
fore made by any Biſhups ſkould not from thence- 
forth be admitted to any Cure or ſpecial Fun- 
Ction, it may alſo like their Lordſhips to adviſe 
whether ſo many as have been lince that time ad- 
mitted contrary to the form of that Article, ſhall 
be within a competent time removed; And that 
for better Explanation of that Article fuch be 
taken for unlearned, as be not qualified accord- 
ing to the Statute before-recited , and proviſion 
made for the due Execution of that Article ſo 
declared for ever hercafter. 

3. Where alſo in that great and weighty 
charge which in the Book containing the form of 
Ordering of Prieſts eſtabliſhed by the Statutes 
of this Realm , is preſcribed to be delivered to 
all ſuch as ſhall be received into the Miniltry, they 
are admoniſhed that they be the Meſlengers, the 
Watchmen , the Paſtors and Stewards of the 
Lord, to teach , to premoniſh, to feed and to 
provide for the Lords Family, to ſeek for Chriſts 
Sheep that be diſperſed abrozd, and for his Chil- 
dren which be in the mid{t of this naughty 
World, to be ſaved through Chriſt for ever, with 
other remembrances of other ſundry weighty 
parts of their Duties 3 It may like their Honours 
to conſider of ſome good Order to be given, that 
none hereafter be admitted to the Miniſtry but 
ſuch as ſhall be ſufficiently furniſhed with gifts to 
perform ſo high and ſo earneſt a Charge, and 
that none be ſuperficially allowed as perſons qua- 
lified according to the Statute of the thirteenth 
of her Majeſties Reign before recited, but with 
deliberate Examination of thetr knowledge and 
exetciſe in the Holy Scriptures anſwerable to the 
true meaning of that Statute. 

. Further, That for ſo much as it is preſcri- 
bed in the form of Ordering Miniſters, That the 
Biſhops with the Prieſts preſent ſhall Jay their 
hands ſeverally upon the head of every one that 
receiveth Order , without mention of any cer- 
tain number of Prieſts that ſhall be preſent ; and 
that in a Statute made 21" ot King H. the Eighth 
is affirmed, that a Biſhop muſt occupy fix Chap- 
lains It giving of Ordersz it may be conſidered 
whether it may be meet to provide that no Bt- 
ſhop ſhall Ordain any Miniſter of the word and 
Sacraments, but with the affiſtance of f1x other 
Miniſters at the leaſt, and thereto fuch only be 
choſen as be of good report for their Life. learn- 
ed, continually refiant upon their Benefices with 
Cure, and which do give teſtimony of their Cure 
for the Church of God , by their dil;gence in 
teaching and preaching in their Charge.

at the admiſſion of ſuch Miniſters by Subſcripti- 
on of their hands to ſome, At Importing the 
ſame. And further that this admiſtion be had 
and done publickly and not inany private Houſe 
or Chappel. 

5. And where admiſſion of unneceflary mul- 
titudes to the Miniſtry at one time hath been an 
occaſion that the Church at this day 1s burthen- 
ed with ſo great a number of unable Minilters, 
It may like their Lordſhips to adviſe, whether 
ſome proviſion might be made that none be ad- 
mitted to be a Miniſter of the Word and Sacra- 
ments but in a benefice having Cure of Souls then 
vacant in the Dioceſs of ſuch a Biſhop as 1s to 
admit him, or to ſome place certain where ſuch 
Miniſter to be made is offered to be entertained 
a preacher, or ſuch Graduate as ſhall be at the 
time of their admiſſion into the Miniſtry placed 


in ſomeFellowſhip or Scholarſhip within the Uni- . 


niverſities, or at the leaſt that trial be made of 
this Order for ſuch time as to their Honors wil- 
doms ſhall be thought convenient. 

6. That it be likewiſe conſidered whether for 
the better aſſurance that none creep into the 
. charge and Cures being men of corrupt lite or not 
known diligent, it might be provided that none 
be Inſtituted or by Collation preferred to any 
benefice with cure of Souls or received to be 
Curate in any Charge, without ſome competent 
notice before given to the Pariſhes where they 
take charge, and ſome reaſonable time allowed 
wherein 1t may be Jawful to ſuch as can di(- 
cover any defe& in converſation of life in the 
perſon who is to be ſo placed as is aforeſaid, to 
come and objett the ſame. 

7. That for the encouragement of many to 
enter into the Miniſtry which are kept back by 
ſome conditionsof Oathsand Subſcriptions where- 
of they make ſcruple, it may be conſidered whe- 
ther this favour may be ſhewed them, that here- 
after no Oath or ſubſcription be tendred to any 
thar is to enter into the Miniſtry or to any be- 
nefice with Cure or to any place of preaching, 
but ſuch only as be exprelly preſcribed by the 
Statutes of this Realm ; Saving that it ſhall be 
lawful for every Ordinary to try any Miniſters 
preſented to any Benefice within his Dioceſs by 
his Oath, whether he is to enter corruptly or 
incorruptly into the ſame. 

8. Whereas ſundry Miniſters of this Realm di- 
ligent in their calling and of godly converſation 
and- life, have of late years been grieved with 
Inditments in Temporal Courts and moleſted by 
ſome exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdictions for 0- 
mitting ſmall portions or ſome Ceremony prelſcrib- 
ed in the Book of Common-Prayer, tq the great 
diſgrace of their Miniſtry and imboldening of 
men either hardly affe&ed in religion or void of 
all Zeal to the ſame, which alſo hath miniſtred 
no ſmall occaſion of diſcouragement to the 
forwardne(s of ſuch as would otherwiſe enter 
into the Miniſtry, ſome good and charitable 
means may be by their honorable diſcretions 
deviſed, that ſuch Miniſters as in the publick 
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ſervice of the Chutch and in the adminiſtration 
of the Sacraments do uſe the Book of Common- 
Prayer allowed by the Statutes of this Realm and 
none other, be not from henceforth called in 
queſtion for omiſſion or change of ſome Portion 
or rite as 18 aforeſaid, ſo there doings therein be 
void of contempt. 

9. That for as much as it is no ſmall diſcoy. 
ragement to many that they ſee ſuch as be alrea- 
dy in the Miniſtry openly diſgraced by Officials 
and Commitſlaries, who daily call them to their 
Courts to anſwer complaints of their doQrin and 
life or breach of Orders preſcribed by the Eccle- 
fiaſtical Laws and Statutes of this Realm, It may 
pleaſe the reverend Fathers or Archbiſhops to 
take to their own hearings, with ſuch grave af- 
fiſtance as ſhail be thought meet, the cauſes of 
Complaint made againſt any known Preacher 
within their Dioceſs, and to proceed in the exa- 
mination and Order thereof with as little diſcre- 
dit to the Perſon ſo complained of, without 
great cauſe and in as charitable fort as may be, 
reſtraining their ſaid Officials and Commillaries 
to deal in any Sort in thoſe Cauſes. 

10. It may alſo pleaſe the reverend Fathers to 
extend their charitable favours to ſuch known 
godly and learned Preachers as have been Su- 
pended or deprived for no publick offence of 
lite, but only for refuſal to ſubſcribe toſuch Ar- 
ticles as lately have been tendred 1n divers parts 
of this Realm, or for ſuch like things, that they 
may be reſtored to their former Charges or pla- 
ces of Preaching, or at leaſt ſer at liberty to 
preach where they may be hereafter called. 

11. Further, That it may pleaſe the reverend 
Fathers aforeſaid to forbear their examinations 
ex officio mero of Godly and learned Preachers 
not detefted unto them of open Offence of life 
or for publick maintaining of apparent error 
in Dodrin, and only to deal with them for ſuch 
matters as ſhall be deteted in them. And that 
alſo her Majſties Commiſtoners for Cauſes Ec- 
cleſiaſtical be required, if it ſhall ſo ſeem good, 
to forbear the like proceedings againſt ſuch Prea- 
chers and not to call any of them. out of the 
Dioceſs where he dwelleth, except for ſome no- 
table offence, for Reformation whereof their aid 
ſhall be required by the Ordinary of the ſaid 
Preachers. 

12. ltem, For the better increaſe of knowledge 
of ſuch as ſhall be imployed in the Miniſtry, It 
may pleaſe their Lordſhips to adviſe, whether it 
may be permitted to the Miniſters of every 
Archdeaconry within every Diocels to have 
ſome common exerciſe or conference amongſt 
themſelves, to be limited and preſcribed by their 
Ordinary, both touching the moderation and al- 
ſo the time, places and manner of the ſame, ſo as 
the moderators of theſe exerciſes be Preachers 
reſiant upon their benefices having Cure of Souls, 
and known to bear good affettion to the fur- 
therance of ſuch profit as may grow by the lame 
Exerciſes. 

13. Where complaint is made of the abuſe of 

Excom- 
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Excommunication which 1s the higheſt cenſure 
that Chriſt hath left to his Church, and many 
are grieved as well in regard of the cauſes and 
matters wherein it is at this day uſed, as of the 
perſons which have the common execution there- 
of, and no redreſs can be had herein but by Act 
of Parliament,that ſome remedy may be thought 
of in that behalf before the end of this Sefhon, 
and for reformation to be had herein, it may 
pleaſe their Lordſhips to conſider whether ſome 
Bill might not be conveniently framed to this 
effe&, viz. That none having Eccleſiaſtical Juriſ- 
dition ſhall in any matter already moved or 
hereafter mentioned give or pronounce any Sen- 
tence of Excommunication, and that for the 
continuance of any Perſon 1n Cafes depending 
before them, it ſhall be lawful to pronounce him 
only contumax , and ſo to denounce him pub- 
lickly z And if upon ſuch Denunnation, as in 
Excommunications hath been uled, the Party 
ſhall not ſubmit himſelf nor ſtand to abide ſuch 
Order as is to him afligned withm forty days, 
then it ſhall be lawful to fignihe his contumacy 
in ſuch manner and ſort, and to ſuch Court as 
heretofore hath been uſed for perſons fo long 
ſtanding Excommunicate , and that upon ſuch 
Certificate a Writ de contumace capicndo ſhall be 
awarded of like force to all effe&s and purpoſes, 
and with like Execution as the Writ de excom- 
municato capiendo 18. 

14. Nevertheleſs for as much as it ſeemeth not 
meet that the Church ſhould be lefr without this 
cenſure of Excommunication , it may be provi- 
ded, that for enormous crimes, as Inceſt, Adul- 
tery and ſuch hike, the ſame be Executed by the 
Reverend Fathers the Biſhops themſelves, with 
the aſſiſtance of grave Perſons, or elſe by other 
perſons of Calling in the Church with like afh&- 
ance, and with ſuch other Conſiderations as up- 
on deliberation ſhall be herein adviſed of, and 
not by Chancellors, Commillaries or Officials as 
hath been uſed. 

I5. Where Licences of non-Reſidence are of- 
fenfive in the Church , and be occalion that a 
great number of this Realm do want inſtruction, 
and it ſeemeth that Caſes certain wherein the 
ſame may be allowed can hardly be deviſed, ſuch 
as ſhall be void of great inconvenience and dan- 
gerz It may therefore be conlidered by their 
Honourable Lordſhips , whether it were more 
convenient or neceflary that the uſe of them 
were utterly removed out of the Churchz and 
ſo likewiſe of Pluraliries. 

16. But howſoever it {hall be thought conve- 
nient to order theſe Faculties, yet for ſo much as 
beſides the known duty of a Miniſter preſcribed 
by the word of God, her Majeſties Injunftions 
do require in every Curate a further quality of 
learning than ability to read only, as may be ga- 
thered by the forty third Article, and by other 
Charges impoſed upon him to teach the Princi- 
ples of Religion as 1s ſet down in the forty fourth 
Article 3 and fith alſo that no faculty of plura- 
lity or non-refidence but with condition to ſee 


the Cure from which he is abſent ſufficiently ſer- 
ved 3 May it pleaſe their Lordſhips to conſider, 
whether it were expedient to provide, that none 
now having Licence of non-reſidence, either by 
Law or by Faculties, ſhall hereafter be permitted 
to enjoy the benefit of ſuch Licence, except he 
depute an able and ſufficient Preacher to ſerve 
the Cure, and that no Curate by him placed be 
ſuffered to continue in his ſervice of that Cure 
Except he be of ſufficient ability to Preach, and 
doth Weekly teach that Congregation, and per- 
form the other Duties of inſtructing the Youth 


in the Catechiſm preſcribed by her Majeſties In- 
junctions. 


Theſe Petitions being thus tranſcribed out of 
the before-mentioned Copy of them I had by 
me, now follow the Anſwers of the Lord Trea- 
ſurer and the Archbiſhop of Tork out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
as they were reported this inſtant Thurſday Febr. 
25. by Sir Francis Knolles Knight, Treaſurer of 
her Majeſties Houſhold to the ſaid Houſe; which 
being imperfect in themſelves I have cauſed to be 
a little altered and enlarged : whereby, as alſo 
by caſting an Eye back to the ſeveral Petitions 
according to the ſeveral numbers or figures by 
which they relate each to other, they may the 
more fully be underſtood. 

The Anſwer now which their Lordſhips had 
given unto the Committees of the Houle of Com- 
mons being delivered unto them by the Lord 
Treaſurer and the Archbiſhop of Tork , was re- 
lated unto the faid Houſe by M* Treaſurer one 
of the Committees , and 1s ſet down in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons in 
this (or rather a more imperfect) manner and 
form following. 

The Lord Treaſurer in general made Anſwer, 
Thar the Lords did conceive many of thoſe Ar- 
ticles which the Houſe of Commons had propoled 
unto them, to be unneceſlary , and that others 
of them were already provided for, and that 
the Uniformity of Common-Prayer had been 
eſtabliſhed by Parliament. 

The Archbiſhop of Tork madean Anſwer more 
at large to all thoſe ſeveral Articles which the 
Houſe of Commons had propoſed to their Lord- 
(hips. 

To the two firſt Articles he ſaid, He conceived 
them not fit to be allowed of, becauſe divers 
qualified perſons were diſpenſed withal by Law. 
Secondly, That it was againl(t the Rule of Cha- 
rity to ſuppoſe that thoſe who were non-relident 
had not ſome lawful avocation. Thirdly, That 
where Pariſhes had not ſufficient Preaching Mt- 
niſters, Divine Service and Godly Homilies were 
for the moſt part read z yet he promiled that con- 
cerning non-reſidency it ſhould be holpen and 
redreſled as ſoon as might be. 

The third Article he confeſled to be very ne- 
ceſlary. 

The fourth Article he utterly difallowed. 

The fifth Azticle tending to the avoiding of 
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Miniſterium vagum, he allowed 3 yet faid he it | 
was {ufficiently provided for already, ſaving he 
thought it might ſtretchtoo far,viz. to Deans,@c. 

The fixth Article he utterly diſallowed, which 
ſavoured of popularity and might raile many 
Controverſies and Diflenſions. 

The Seventh Article he utterly miſliked, al- 
ledging , that the Biſhops themſelves were not 
diſcharged from the taking of that Oath ; and 
for ſubſcription, he ſaid he doubted not but that 
it was lawful, and that it might prove the 
Cauſe of much order and quietneſs in the 
Church. 

The Eighth and Ninth Articles he utterly dil- 
allowed, as freeing them from Jurildiction Tem- 
poral, and from the Biſhops and all But 
what ſhould here follow is left imperfect through 
the great negligence of Fulk Onſlow Eſquire, at 
this time Clerk of the Houſe of Commons, 1n the 
Original Journal-Book of the ſame Houle 3 and 
yet 1t may ſeem that here ſhould thele words fol- 
low, viz. their Miniſters, after theſe words, 
viz. from the Biſhops and all And what 
theſe two Articles concerned, may ealily be ſeen 
by caſting an Eye back to the Petitions forego- 
ing, #. 8. & n. 9. 

The Tenth Article he ſaid he could not but 
diſlike, becauſe deprivation was often neceſſarily 
uſed in terrorem, and that the party ſo deprived 
might upon his Submiſſion (as in the Caſe of 
Excommunication) be received into favour, 

The Eleventh Article he miſliked. 

The Twelfth Article he ſaid that himſelf (in 
the name of their Lord{hips whom 1n all that he 
had before ſaid he had but perſonated) did think 
it neceſlary, and would take Order for ſuch Ex- 
reciſes as the... ...-- +++ ++.» But what ſhould 
here follow is moſt negligently omitted by the 
Clerk of the Houſe of Commons, yet it may be 
gathered by this Article 2: 12. foregoing, that it 
was required that the exerciſes of private Conte- 
mn and Faſting might be more frequently en- 
joyed. 

The Thirteenth and Fourteenth Articles he 
confeſſed to require no more than ſeemed rea- 
ſonable 3 yet being more narrowly ſearched in- 
to, would breed much inconvenience: for if Ex- 
communication ſhall not be allowed upon Con- 
tumacy and ſuch other Delinquencies , though 
ſmall in themſelves, then muſt there be ſome new 
cenſure brought into the Church, which would 
be the occaſion of much Innovation. To which 
alſo he added, that Excommunication 1n theſe 
Caſes was uſed to no other end than Outlawries 
and Attachments in the Courts of Law and Ju- 
ſtice, it being only to bring Parties to their law- 
ful Anſwers, who upon their appearance are 
abſolved of courſe : But yet promiled that him- 
ſelf and the reſt of the Biſhops would take pains 
therein themſelves z And that no Excommuni- 
cation ſhould hereafter be ſent out but for Adul- 
tery and ſome other weighty Cauſe, or for ſuch 


remedied. 


Contumacies as could not otherwiſe be poſſibly 


The Fifteenth and Sixteenth Articles he ac. 
knowledged to ſtand with good reaſon, and that 
for himſelf he never granted any diſpenſation 
perpetual, but to one man who was then Aged 
eighty Years. And for himſelf he profeſſed he 
would never again allow of any Pluralities for 
Lite. And that the Original Faculty thereof be. 
longed to her Majeſty. Further alledging, that 
himſelf (in the name of their Lordſhips) qiq 
very well allow of that Proviſo of theirs, That 
when any temporary Diſpenſations were gran- 
ted, proviſion ſhould be made of very able, 
godly and ſufficient Curates. 

And laſtly he added, that becauſe he feared 
ſome of the Houſe of Commons were too ready 
to think and ſpeak hardly of that Ancient and 
Godly Order of Biſhops, yet he deſired them 
that they would be pleaſed to think well of him- 
(elf and the reſt of his Brethren now living, if 
not in reſpe& of their places, yet for Charity 
ſake, and for that ſome of them were Preachers 
when many of the Houſe of Commons had been 
1n their Cradles. 

Upon this Relation made by M* Treaſurer 
unto the Houſe of Commons touching their Lord. 
ſhips Anſwer delivered by the Archbiſhop of 
Iork and the Lord Treaſurer to himſelf and the 
re{t of the Committees touching the foreſaid Pe. 
titions, divers Motions and ſundry long Speeches 
were made; in the concluſion whereof it was at 
laſt agreed, that firſt the former Committees cal- 
ling to them ſuch other grave Members of this 
Houſe, learned in Divinity and in the Common 
Laws of the Realm,. and alſo in Canon Law, as 
they ſhall think good, ſhall confer together in 
the Exchequer Chamber to Morrow in the At- 
ternoon, touching the Anſwer of the Lords un- 
to this Houſe concerning the Petitions of this 
Houſe exhibited unto their Lord(hips, and after 
ſuch Conference and confideration had of the 
ſame Anſwer, then to reſolye for further pro- 
ceeding therein as then ſhall be thought meeteſt 
by this Houſe. Vide concerning this buſineſs on 
Monday the 14** day, Wedneſday the 16" day, 
and on Monday the 21 day of December forego- 
ing : As alſo on Monday the 15" day, Tneſday 
the 16*", Thurſday the | eb , and on Monday the 
22 day of this inſtant February laſt pal. 

M*- Wharton one of the Committees 1n the 
Bills touching Curriers, Shoomakers, cc. brought 
in the old Bill and alſo a new. 

On Friday the 26** day of February, Four 
Bills of no great moment had each ot them one 
reading 3 of which the ſecond being a new Bill 
againſt Idleneſs and Incontinent Lite, and for the 
puniſhment of Rogues and Vagabonds, was up- 
on the ſecond reading committed to the former 
Committees,and M* Grafion,M' Doftor Fletcher, 
M- Alford and MF Lewkenor were added unto 
them, who were appointed to meet to Morrow 
in the Afternoon at two of the Clock in the 
Middle-Temple Hall.

The Bill for ſwearing of Biſhops and Arch- 
biſhops was read the ſecond time. 

Mr Vice-Chamberlain one of the Committees 
for framing of a Bill againſt fraudulent Convey- 
ances ſhewed, that the ſaid Committees had met 
and travelled therein and drawn a new Bill ac- 
cordingly 3 and thereupon delivered in the ſame 
Bill, together with the former old Bill which 
was ſent from the Lords. 

On Saturday the 27" day of February Four 
Bill of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laſt being a Bill for the 
maintenance of the Pier and Cobb of Lime-Re- 
gis was upon the ſecond reading thereof commit- 
ted unto M* Vice-Chamberlain, M* Fitz fames, 
M* Hammon, M* Haſſard and others, and the 
Bill was delivered to M*" Haſſard, who with the 
reſt was appointed to meet upon Treſday the fe- 
cond day of March following in the Atternoon 
in the open Court in the Exchequer. 

The Bill for bringing in of ſtaple Fiſh and 
Ling had its ſecond reading, 

A Proviſo to the Bill for Barwick upon Trent 
was twice read, and upon the Queſtion it was 
reſolved, that both the Bill and the Proviſo muſt 
not be committed but ingroſled. 

The Bill for Preſervation of P/y12outh-Haven 
paſſed upon the Queſtion after the third read- 
ing, and was preſcntly ſent up to the Lords by 
M- Treaſurer and others, with requeſt to their 
Lordſhips to know whether their Lordſhips have 
ſought out their Precedents touching the Bill for 
the Sabbath day, vide on Wedneſday the 17 day 
of March enſuing. | 

Three Bills alſo of no great moment had each 
of them one-reading ; oft which the laſt bein 
the Bill for the rclicf of the Hoſpital of Eaſt- 
bridge in Canterbury was read the third time, bur 
palled not the Houſe, becauſe M- Sollicitor was 
by them appointed to be added to the former 
Committees in the Bill, and all of them to con- 
ſider of the Queens Majeſties Intereſt to an An- 
nual Rent of Seven Pound Ten Shillings itlu- 
ing out of the pollefſions of the ſaid Hoſpital, 
that the Houſe being further advertiſed thereof 
the Bill may go to the queſtion.

M* Vice-Chamberlain moved, that the Com- 
mittees for the framing of the Þill for her Ma- 
jclties ſafety, and thoſe allo for the bill for con- 
tinuance of Statutes which M* Hazmon added 
unto them, may meet this Afternoon in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber, and thoſe alſo that are ap- 
pointed for Conference touching the anſwer to 
the Petitions. Vide concerning theſe Periti- 
ons on the day immediately toregoing, where 
further references are made to fuch orher days 
upon which they are handled. 

On Murday the firſt day of March the Houſe 
being ſet,though of no great number (M*Speakef 
being abſent)and the Letany and prayers fir(t ſaid 
by the Clerk-in the Houſe, the Clerk afterwards 
ſignified unto this Houſe from M* Speaker his 
preſent occaſion of abſence by reaſon of taking 
ſome Phyfick yeſterday , whereby he now at this 
inſtant kepeth his Bed, and ts not able without 
danger of greatcr peril of extremity to give his 
attendance 1n this Houſe at this time. And fur- 
ther, that he dcfireth this whole Houſe to bear 
with his ſaid necetlary occaſion of abſence for 
this preſent day, well hoping he {ball be the bet- 
ter able to do them ſervice the whole reſidue 
of this Seffion afterwards. All which done the 
Houle did then riſe, and every man departed a- 


g | way well ſatisfied accordingly, and were ſorry

The Bill for the maintenance of the Hoſpital of 
Eaſt-bridge in Canterbury was brought in again, 
with a Proviſo agreed upon,by M' Sollicitor and 
M* Recorder of London , which Proviſo was 
twice read and Ordered to be ingroſlcd. 

The Bill laſt read touching T&llors and Recet- 
vors was now committed unto M- Treaſurer, M* 
Chancellor of the Exchequer , M Sollicitor and 
others, and the Bill was delivered to the ſaid 
M- Treaſurer, who with the reſt was appoin- 
ted to meet in the Exchequer Chamber this At- 
ternoon. 

Nota, That the Bill touching Eaſtbridge had 
been before committed on Saturday the 20" day 
of this inſtant February to M* Recorder and o- 
thers, and by him afterwards brought into the 
Houle again on the Satrrday following being the 
27% day of the ſame Month , juſt 1n the ſame 
ſort as it had been committed unto them upon 
the foreſaid day after the ſecond reading. But 
the Houſe it ſeemeth deſiring that further confi- 
deration ſhould be had therein, the Committees 
deſired M* Sollicitor and M* Recorder to conſ1- 
der thereof accordingly, who thereupon this day 
brought it in again with a new Proviſo, which

ing committed to the former Committees , and

Mr, Serjeant Rodes and Mr. Attorney did bring 
from the Lords two Bills, viz. the one touchir 
Jeſuits, with ſome amendments and a Provify 
and the other touching certain aſſurances from 
the Biſhop of Wincheſter and the Dean and Chap. 
ter of the ſame; with requeſt alſo from their 
Lordſhips, that the Committees of this Houſe in 
the Bill for the better Government of the City 
of Weſtminſter may preſently be ſent to have Con- 
terence with their Lordſhips in the ſame Bill, and 
but ina ſmall thing concerning the ſame. 

The Bill for the repairing and maintenance of 
the Sea-Banks and Sea-Works on the Coaſts of 
Norf.; and the Bill for the aſſurance of certain 
Lands and Tenements to Jonas Scott, were ſent 
up to the Lords by Mr. Vice-Chamberlain and 
others, with requeſt of this Houſe allo, that their 
Lordſhips would have the Bill for the better ob- 
ſervation of the Sabbath day in' remembrance 
for the better expediting thereof. Vide de Bill 
Sabbathi, on Wedneſday the 17 day of this in- 
ſtant March following. 

The Bill for two Fifteenths and Tenths and 
one entire Subſidy was read the firſt time. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain and the reſidue return- 
ing from the Lords, he ſhewed the delivering of 
the Bills and Meſlage , and that their Lordibips 
would ſend an Ankves of the Meſſage as ſoon as 
they have confidered of the Precedents which 
their Clerk delivered unto them this day. 

Mr. Serjeant Gawdie and Mr. Serjeant Rodes 
did defire from their Lordſhips that this Houſe 
would appoint that fix of this Houſe and the 
Clerk may have Conference with their Lordſhips 
to Morrow in the Morning before the fitting of 
the Court, touching the Orders of amendments 
10 Bills in both Houſes. Whereupon were appoin- 
ted for that purpoſe Mr. Vice-Chamberlain, Mr, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Sollicitor, Mr.

the whole Tanners Bill, and praying this Houſe 
to be good to him and to forgive him his fault if, 
he ſaid, he had offended. He was then ſeque- 
ſtred the Houſe.

king the Oath of Supremacy. Which done, the 
ſaid Bland was brought in again to the Bar, who 
kneeling upon his knee and being fignihed by 
Mr. Speaker of the pitiful and favourable conh1- 
deration of this Houſe towards him, upon con 
dition of ſuch his ſubmiſſion (as aforeſaid) to 
be made, he then made th- ſame ſubmiſhon ac- 
cordingly, pronounced the ſaid Oath at the Ta- 
ble after the Clerk with his right hand upon the 
Bible, kiſſed the Book, and ſo then departed. 
Vide concerning this matter on Thurſday the 11 
day of this inſtant March foregoing.

Speaker (after 
the departure of the ſaid Mr. Serjeant Rodes and 
Mr. Doctor Bark/:z) the ſaid Motion frotn the 
Lords therein was a{ſented unto by this Houſe ac- 
cordingly, and liked well of, J7de concerning 
this matter on Thurſday the third day of Decerz- 
ber foregoing.

Mr. Treaſurer one of the Committees in the 
Bill for the better Execution of the Statute of the 
thirteenth of her Majeſty for reformation of diſ- 
orders of Miniſters of the Church , brought in 
the old Bill and alſo a new Bill, praying, that the 
ſaid new Bill may be read, which was thereupon 
twice read and Ordered upon the queſtion to 
be ingroſled. 

There were ſent up to the Lords from the 
Houſe of Commons nine Bills by Mr. Treaſurer 
and others, of which thelaſt was the Bill for Ch;- 
cheſter-Haven. 

The Amendments in the Bill for the Inning of 
Erith and Plumſtead-Marſh were thrice read and 
agreed upon by the Houſe to be paſled with the 
Bill, and Mr. Baptiſ# on the one part , with one 
Jacob Seal on the other part , were heard in the 
Houſe, and after their departure out again the 
Houſe did offer ſome Speeches and Motions in 
the matter, but did riſe without any reſolutions 
therein.

On Monday the 22" day of March, the Bill 
for the draining of Fens, Marſhes, &c. was upon 
the ſecond reading committed unto Mr, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer , Sir Richard Knightley, 
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Mr. John North and others, who were appoin- 
ted to meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the 
Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill againſt exceffive Fees and Taxations 
in Ecclcſtaſtical Courts, was upon the ſecond 
reading committed unto Mr. Beale , Mr. $trick- 
land, Mr. Thomſon, Sir William Herbert, Mr. Mor- 
ris and others, who were appointed to meet this 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill for perteCting of Aſſurances after ſun- 
dry Arguments was read the fourth time, and 
again after the ſame reading thereof the Bill was 
referred to the Conference of the former Com- 
mittees, as alſo of Mr. Owen, Mr. Shirl:y, Mr. 
Dalton and Mr. David Williams to meet thrs Af- 
ternoon 1n the Exchequer Chamber, to confer 
this Bill with that again(t Covenous and fraudu- 
lent Conveyances together , and aftewards fur- 
ther to inform this Houſe. 

Mr. Serjeant Rodes and Mr. Doftor Barkley did 
bring from the Lords three Bills , viz. The Bill 
with one only word amended touching Artificers 
uſing the Cutting of Leather, which before pal- 
ſed in this Houſe 3 the Bill with ſome Amend- 
ments and Additions for retormations of errors 
in Fines and Recoveries in the twelve Shircs of 
Wales and Counties Palatine 3 and a Bill to pro- 
vide remedy for her Majeſties Wardfſhips, Live- 
ries and primer ſeizins in certain Caſes. | | 

And they alſo ſhewed that their Lordſhips did 
deſire preſent Conference with halt a dozen of 
this Houle touching the good Government of the 
City of Weſiz2initer. Whereupon were prefently 
appointed Mr. Treaſurer, Mr. Robert Cecil, Mr. 
Recorder, Mr. Cromwell , Mr. Wroth, Mr. Omer 
and Mr. Morrice, who returning from their Lord- 
{hips ſhewed, that their Lordikips do not very 
well allow of the Addition of this Houſe in the 
ſaid Bill to reſtrain the Liberty and Juriſdiction 
of the Dean of Weſtminſter , as well in his own 
Liberty as in his Government of the Prebenda- 
ries and Miniſters of the Church there, and ſo 
he thinketh their Lordſhips will add ſomething 
to that purpoſe to the Additions of this Houſe. 

The ſecond Proviſo to the Bill for 1ncorpora- 
tion of the Hoſpital of Chriſt in the Town of 
Sherborn was twice read and Ordered to be in- 
groſled. 

The Bill for the Execution of the Statute of 
the thirteenth of the Queens Majeſty, for re- 
formation of certain diſorders in the Miniſters of 
the Church, was read the third time, and after 
many Arguments paſled upon the queſtion. 

On Tueſday the 23** day of March, Mr. At- 
torney of the Wards one of the Committees in 
the Bill to provide remedy againft fraudulent 
means uſed to defeat Wardſhips , Liverics and 
primer ſeilins, brought in the ſame Bill again, 
which had this day its firſt reading, 

Mr. Morrice one of the Committees m the Bill 
for perfe&ing of Aſſurances brought in the ſame3 
And alſo the Bill againſt Covenous and fraudu- 
lent Conveyances, and alſo a new Bill. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching the ta- 
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king of Apprentices were twice read, and Com- 
mitteed to the former Committees, and to Mr. 
Williams , Mr. Hare, Mr. Cromwell , Mr. Wroth , 
Mr. Cole and Mr. Prowze ; and the Bill was de- 
livered to Mr. Wroth, who with the reſt was ap- 
pointed to meet upon Thwrſday next in the Aﬀter- 
noon in the Middle-Texple Hall. 

M' Vice-Chamberlain one of the Co:nmittees 
in the Bill againſt defeating of Wardlhips, Lt- 
veries and primer Scilins, Shewed, that the 
Committees have travailed and for ſome things 
by them thought requiſite to be amended do 
think ( if this Houſe ſhall ſo like. ) That ſome of 
the ſame Committees may pray Conference with 
the -Lords therein. Whereupon it was agreed, 
that the ſaid former Committees, or ſome con- 
venient number of them may ſo do. And then 
Four Bills of no great Moment were ſent up to 
the Lords by M* Vice-Chamberlain and others 
of which the laſt was the Bill for the Paving of 
the Town of New-VWindſor in the County of 
Berks. 

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the firſt being the 
Bill for incorporation of the Hoſpital of Chriſt 
in the Town of Sherborn neer Durham was read 
the third time and paſled upon the Queſtion. 

The Amendments in the Bill for diſarming of 
* Recuſants were twice read, and the Bill Order- 
ed to be ingroſled. 

Upon further Arguments and Motions had 
touching the proceeding in the Bill for the Inn- 
ing of Erith and Plumſtead Marſh, it was agreed, 
that M*" Smith, M* Baptiſt, M* Toungue and Ro- 
ger James be warned by the Serjeant of this Houſe 
to be here to morrow Morning, that upon ſome

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 3 of which the firſt being the 
Bill for the true payment of Tythes was read 
the Third time, and after many long Argu- 
ments daſhed upon the Queſtion. 

Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer returning 
from the Lords: ſhewed, that this morning as he

Mr Treaſurer and the reſidue returning from 
the Lords, M* Treaſurer ſhewed, that the cauſc 
for which their Lordſhips deſired conference 
was, that in reſpe& of the great experienced be-

That the ſaid John Werral/ ſhould not have pri-

. The Letters Patents foregoing being read, the 
{aid three Lords Commiſſioners leaving their own 
places, - went to a Scat prepared for them on the 
right ſide of the Chair of State beneath the ſteps. 
Then the ſaid Lord Chancellor going br(t to the 
ſaid Lords , and conferring a while with them, 
went to his accuſtomed place, and there made in- 
timation of the Cauſe of this preſent Summons of 
Parliament; which, as he ſaid, were no uſual Cau- 
ſes, not for making of Laws, whercof her Majeſty 
thought there were more made than were duly 
executed , nor for Fifteenths and Subſidies, al- 
though there were ſome cauſe 3 yet'her Majeſty 
would not charge her loving Subjects ſo far at 
this time : But that the cauſe was rare and ex- 
traordinary , of great weight , great peril, and 
dangerous conſequence. Then he declared, what 
dangerous practices had been contrived of late, 
and how miraculouſly the Providence of God 
had by diſcovery thereof . beyond all humanc 
Policy, preſerved her Majeſty , the deſtruction 
of whoſe Sacred Perlon was molt traiterouſly 
compalled and imagined. Here he [hewed what 
miſery the loſs of ſo Noble a Queen would have 
brought to all Eſtates and ſaid, That although 
ſome of them had ſuffered according to their dcs 
merits, yet one remained that by due courle of 
Law had received her Sentence, which was the 
chief cauſe of this Aflembly , and wherein her 
Majeſty required their faithtul advice and there- 
fore, ſaid he, you may orderly proceed thercin, 
And you of the Houſe of Commons are to make 
preſent choice of ſome one amongſt you to be 
your Speaker, and to preſent him unto the Lords 
Licutenants as ſoon as conveniently you may.

ing in the very Parliament Chamber at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon 3 and after often 
meeting and long Conferences had, they agreed 
upon a form of Petition, which by both the 
Houſes ſhould be preſented unto her Majeſty, 
And that Choice ſhould be made of a certain 
number of either Houſe to prefer the ſame unto 
her Highneſs. Which being reported to this 
Houſe, the Lords liked very well thereof; And 
thereupon made Choice of divers Lords, whoſe 
names ſee at large on Thurſday the 10" day of 
this inſtant November foregoing. 

And they of the Houſe of Commons appoint- 
ed their Speaker and all the Privy-Council of 
that Houſe, and ſo many others as in all with 
the Privy-Council made up the Number of 42. 
Perſons, to join with the ſaid Lords. 

And they altogether underſtanding firſt her 
Majeſties pleaſure for the time of their repair to 
her Highneſs preſence, ( which was ſignified to 
be on Saturday the 12" day of November,) the 
Lord Chancellor in the name of the Lords, and 
the Speaker in the name of the Houſe of Com- 
mons declared unto her Majeſty, That both the 
Lords and Commons after often Conferences 
and long conſultation had, concluded to be hum- 
ble Suitors unto her Majeſty by way of Petiti- 
on; the effe& whereof was then at good length 
opened unto her Majeſty by the Lord Chancel- 
lor and Speaker, and the Petition thereupon de- 
livered unto her Majeſty in writing. And 
where it was before defired by them of the faid 
Houſe of Commons, that preſently upon the 
Agreement of the Form of the Petition it might 
be entered into the Rolls of the Parliament, 
the Lords thought it better to ſtay the enter- 
ance thereof until it were preſented unto her 
Highneſs ; which done, the Lords ordered that 
this Friday the 25% day of November the ſaid 
Petition ſhould be entered into the Parliament 
Roll in manner and form following, v7z. 

May it pleaſe your moſt Excelient Majeſty, 
Our muſt Gracious Soveraign. We your hum- 
ble, loving and faithful Subjets, the Lords and 
Commons in this preſent Parliament aflembled, 
having of long time to our intolerable grief 
ſeen by how manifold moſt dangerous and exe- 
crable praftices Mary the Daughter and Heir of 
James the Fifth late King of Scots Dowager of 
France and commonly called Queen of Scot-, 
hath compaſled the deftrudion of your Majelties 
ſacred and moſt Royal Perſon, in whoſe ſafety 
(next under God) our chief and only felicity 
doth conſiſt, and thereby not only to bereave 
us of the fincere and true Religion of Almighty 
God, bringing us and this Noble Crown back

1584. where 
the Adjournment was from the 27" day of De- 
cember unto the 4** day of February, which was 
near upon the ſame intervenient time or ſpace 
for which this preſent Parliament de Anno 28, 
29 Regin. Eliz. was now Adjourned. 

But the reaſon and caule is very plain why 
this Parliament was now Adjourned without any 
ſach Commiſſion from her Majeſty, although ſhe 
her ſelf was abſent, and this was only in reſpe& 
that her Highneſs Perſon was repreſcnted by 
Commiſſioners, to whom at firſt ſhe had by Com- 
miſſion under the Great Seal delegated full and 
abſolute power not only to begin but alſo to 
continue, Adjourn or Prorogue this inſtant Par- 
liament (#t vide on Saturday the 29 day of 
OdZober. foregoing) which ſaid Delegates or Lords 
Lieutenants did here being preſent Adjourn the 
ſame accordingly. 

Concerning which ſaid Adjournment and 
theſe two Meetings of one and the ſame Parlia- 
ment there hath been much miſtake and differ- 
ence both in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houſe, and in that alſo of the Houſe of 
Commons, in the very Rolls of the Statute of 
this Parliament tranſcribed by the Clerk of the 
Upper Houſe into the Chancery , and remaining 
in the Chappel of the Rolls, and laſtly in the 


very Printed Books of the Statutes thereof. 


| were preſent at this firſt meeting, being deſirous 


(as it ſhould ſeem) to hear that great bufineſ 
of the Scottiſh Queen debated and reſolved on, 
did after this Adjournment and their receſſes in- 
to their ſeveral Countries get Licence of her Ma- 
jelty ro be abſent from the ſecond meeting of 
this Parliament, which enſued on Wedneſday the 
I5"* day of February following in Arno 29 Regin, 
Eliz. and in which there were none but ordinary 
matters likely to be handled (Execution and Ju- 
ſtice being done upon the ScottiſþQueen the 86 
day of February immediately preceding the faid 
ſecond meeting) and did thereupon ſend their 
ſeveral Proxies of which fuch as were unuſual 
and extraordinary are (et down 1n the Journal 
enſuing according to the ſeveral days on which 
they were returned. 

In the ſecond place touching the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons theſe 


two meetings of one and the ſame Parliament are 


ſet down as two ſeveral Seſſions, the one by M: 
Fulk Onſlow at this time Clerk of the Houle of 
Commons, and the other hy M* William On/low 
his Kinſman, who being a Member of the Houſe 
was Licenced by it to ſupply the place of the ſaid 
M* Fulk Onſlow , who by reaſon of his ficknels 
was not able to attend , who enters this ſecond 
meeting of the Houſe of Commons upon Wed-

Whereas it had not been Prorogued but Ad- 
journed, and was no new Seſſion but meerly a 
new meeting.

Eliz. but mentioneth that Book 
of Statutes in this manner, Ano 29% Regin Eliz, 
at this preſent Seſſion of Parliament holden 
by Prorogation at Weſtminſter the 15% day 
of February in the 29" year of the Raign of 
our moſt gracious Soveraign Lady Elizabeth, &*c. 
Whereas if he had intituled it truly, it ſhould 
have been thus: At this prefent Parliament hol- 
den at Weſtminſter the 29* day of Oober in the 
28" and 29" years of the Raign of our moſt 
Gracious Soveraign Lady Elizabeth, ec, Mr 
Poulton alſo in his Abridgement of Statutes 
Printed by the Company of Stationers, Ano 
Dom. 1612. (etteth down a falſe Title before the 
Statutes of this Parliament, viz. Statutes made 
at the Seſſion of Parliament holden by Proroga- 
tion at Weſtminſter the 29*" diy of Ofober, Anno 
28 Eliz. and Anno Dom. 1587. Oc. 

In which ſaid Title there are theſe two noto- 

rious and groſs miſtakes ; The firſt in that he faith 
this Parliament was holden by Prorogation, 
» whereas the former Parliament, held in Arno 
27* Regin. Eliz, being dillolved upon the 14" 
day of September in p do 28 Regin. ejuſdem, this 
Parliament begun and held in the faid 28 and 
29* years of her Majeſty was newly Summoned, 
and not held by Prorogation. 

His ſecond miſtake 1s more grofs than this, in 
that he allots all theſe proceedings to the year 
of our Lord 1587. whereas both meetings did 
begin and end during the year 1586. reckoning 
the year to begin upon the 25" day of March, 
as in all the Journal-Books of Parliaments and 
the Printed Books of Statutes and all Records 
and private Inſtruments it is always obſerved. 
All which may ſhow how great inconvenience 
it may bring to take up things upon truſt from 
others without ſearching out the truth, ſeeing fo 
many men in that which they were beſt skilled 
in, and had doubtleſs ſo induſtriouſly travelled 
in, yet ſhould be ſo groſly miſtaken; for it is 
not worth the proof that this was an Adjourn- 
ment and not a Prorogation, ſeeing it is poſitive- 
ly entred in the Original Journal-Book of the 

Upper Houſe on Friday the ſecond day of De- 

cember foregoing. And likewiſe when the two 

did meet again on Wedzeſday the 15" 

day of Febrxary following, the forefaid Journal- 
Book beginneth thus :

To which alſo may laſtly be added, that no 
Bill paſſing the two Houſes in the firſt meeting 
of this Parliament, nay for ought that can be 
gathered out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houle, no one Bill having ſo much 
as any reading there, as hath been before obſer- 
ved,and fo no Royal Aſſent putting life into any 
one Law, it could not be a Seſlion but a meer 
meeting , which continued from Saturday the 
29" of October unto Friday the ſecond day of 
December in Annis 28, & 29. Regin Eliz. Anno 
Dom.'1586. 

This doubt being thus fully cleared and the 
miſtakings upon which it grew being likewiſe 
diſcovered, the reſidue of the Journal of this 
preſent Parliament upon the ſecond meeting of 
the two Houſes next enſucth. 

On Wedneſday the 15% day of February Anno 
29% Regin Eliz. Anno Dom. 1586. (to which 
day the Parliament had been on Friday the e- 
cond day of December foregoing laſt Adjour- 
ned) The two Houſes met in their ſeveral places 
without any preſence of the Queen orSolemnity 
amonglt the Lords by coming 1n their Robes or 
any other Pomp whatſoever, becauſe this wzs 
neither new Parliament nor new Sefton, but a 
meer new meeting of either Houſe upon an Ad- 
journment of the former meeting thereof, which 
began on the 29 day of OFober being Saturday 
in Anno 28 Regin. Eliz. as is aforeſaid. 

Memorandum that this day Sir Edmund Ander- 
Jon Knight Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common- 
Pleas ſhewed forth to be publickly read a Com- 
miſton dire&ed unto him from her Majeſty, in 
which appeared that the Lord Chancellor was fo 
vilited at this time with f{icknefs, that he was not 
able to travel to the Upper Houſe to ſupply his 
room and place there; her Majefty minding the 
ſaid room and place to be ſupplied in all things 
during the abſence of the ſaid Lord Chancellor, 
hath appointed and authorized the faid Sir E4- 
mund Anderſon during the ablence of the ſaid 
Lord Chancellor to ſupply his Room, as by the 
Tenour of the ſaid Commithon here enſuing 
more tully appearcth.

Nota, That though I do uſually obſerve in all 
theſe Journals never to have the preſence of the 
Lords tranſcribed but at the beginning only of

ter a long Adjournment, and partly becauſe ma- 
ny Lords did ſend new Proxies: So that the pre- 
ſence of the Lords before ſet down at the be- 
ginning of this Parliament on the 29" day of 
Odober being Saturday, could not ſerve to be any 
rule for the preſence of thoſe that attended at 
this new meeting.

It ſhould ſeem that the reading of theſe Com- 
miſſions and the Diſſolution of this Parliament 
were all of them finiſhed this Thurſday the 23* 
day of this inſtant March in the Forenoon, for 
elſe there mult have been ſome other continuance 
of it by the Lord Chiet Juſtice of the Common 
Pleas fupplying the place of the Lord Chancellor 
upon the riſing of the Lords to dinner unto ſome 
hour in the Afternoon : which may very well 
be, 1n reſpect that although the Queens Majeſty 
came uſually in Perſon to give her Royal Afent 
in the Afternoon, yet that being now performed 
after an unuſual and extraordinary manner by 
her Majeſties Letters Patents, or a Commiſſion 
under the Great Seal, the time was alſo altered : 
So that though this Parliament were not long in 
continuance (for both the meetings thereof pur 
together make but ten weeks at the moſt) yet it 
had many weighty matters debated in it, and 
this Journal of the Upper Houſe is richly ſtored 
with rarer Precedents than any other of all the 
Queens time. 


Finally, Her Majeſties yy Subjects conſt- 
dering the great Charges ſhe ſuſtained by the

HE Paſlages of this Journal of the 

Houſe of Commons are fully reple- 

niſhed with excellent and rare mat- 

ter bothin reſpeCt of the buſineſs of 

Queen of Scots handled in 

the firſt meeting, and of the publick dangers 

threatned againſt her Majeſties perſon and Realms 

diſcuſſed in the ſecond meeting of this Parlia- 

mentz in which alſo there wanted not the paſ- 

fing of divers good and wholeſome Laws, and 

the diſcuſſing of many emergent diſputes touch- 

ing the private affairs of the ſaid Houſe : all 

which are in themſelves very uſeful and worthy 
of obſervation. 

Although the Parliament had been ſummoned 
to have begun upon Saturday the 15 day of 
OFober in Arno 28 Regine Eliz. yet it held not, 
but was on the ſaid day further Prorogued unto 
Thurſday the 27* day of the ſame Month, upon 
which ſaid day it was laſtly Prorogued unto 
Saturday the 29* day of the ſame next enſu- 
in 

On which ſaid 29" day of OGober the Par- 
liament held accordingly , although her Ma- 
jeſty came not in perſon, but appointed by her 
Letters Patents under the Great Seal, the Arch- 
bilbop of Canterbury, the Lord Burleigh Lord 
Treaſurer, and the Earl of Darby Lord Steward, 
or any two of them, her Delegates or Commil- 
Hioners in her Majeſties name and ſtead to begin 


this ſaid Parliament, and the ſame further to | 


hold, continue, Adjourn or Prorogue as to them 
ſhould ſeem fitting and needful. 

The Lords therefore being ſet, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeſſes of the Houſe of Com- 
mons had notice thereof, and thereupon repair- 
ed unto the Upper Houſe, and as many as could 
conveniently being let 1n, Sir Thomas Bromley 
Knight Lord Chancellor ſhewed that the Queens 
Majeſty was with-held by ſome very great and 
important occaſions, ſo that ſhe could not be 
there perſonally preſent at this time, but yet had 
appointed ſome other Honourable perſonages 
there preſent to ſupply her place, and in her 
name to begin the ſaid Parliament. And then 
the ſame Letters Patents were read. After which 
the foreſaid three Commiſſioners leaving their 
places went to a Scat prepared for them on the 
right fide of the Chair of State, who being ſo 
placed the Lord Chancellor did Laftly declare, 
that the meer cauſe for which this Parliament 
had been ſo ſuddenly called at this time, was 
upon the diſcoveries of the late moſt great and 
horrible Treaſons plotted for the taking away of 
her Majelties Life, and the ſubverſion of trueRe- 
ligion, and that one great offender therein did 
yet remain, touching whoſe puniſhment her Ma- 
jeſty did crave their faithful advice z and there- 
fore wiſhed thoſe of the Houſe of Commons 
to make preſent choice of ſome one amongſt 
them to be their Speaker, and to preſent him 
uato the Lords Lieutenants or Lords Com- 
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miſſioners as ſoon as conveniently they might. | 

Whereupon the Knights, Citizens, Barons and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons repaining; 
to their ſaid Houſe did there cleft and chuſe Fohs 
Puckering Serfeant at Law their Prolocutor (who 
had bten Speaker alſo the laſt Parliament. )

this before ſet down in the Original Journal-

On Monday the 31** day of Ofober her Ma- 
jeſties Perſon was again repreſented by thoſe 
atorclaid three Lords Commiltoners conſtituted 
by her Majeſties Letters Patents on Satrrday the 
29% day of this inſtant OFober toregoing. 

Theſe being (et in the Upper Houſe with di- 
vers other Lords in their Parliamentary Robes, 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgelles of the Houſe 
of Commons had notice thereof and repaired 
thither with John Puckering Serjeant at Law their 
Speaker, who was according to the ufual courſe 
preſented unto the faid Lords Commilhoners, 
and by them admitted 5 who anſ{wered to theſe 
his three Petitions of courſe made in the name of 
the Houſe of Commons for liberty of Acceſs,

more ſtrange that it was never perfected, and

remained very imperfect and unuſeful. 


And yet at the end of the aforeſaid blank Page 
or bottom thereof, in which the Title of this 
preſent Monday the 31** day of OfFober is inſer- 
ted, there followeth the reading of one Bill, 
which is uſually done after the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons do re- 
turn from the Upper Houſe with their Speaker 
newly admitted upon their preſentment of him ; 
which ſaid Bill read at this time upon their return 
is entred 1n manner and form following, 0s. 

The Bill touching Inrollments the firſt read- 
ing. 
fer the reading of this Bill the Houſe did 
without all queſtion Adjourn it ſelf unto Thurſ- 
day the third day of November enſuing, although 
there be no mention thereof in this ſaid Journa]- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons,which muſt (asall 
other defe@s) be imputed to the former neglett. 
And yet this Adjournment may be collected, not 
only by a like Adjournment of the Lords unto 
Friday the 4** day of November aforeſaid, and 
by other Adjournments very frequent in the 
Houſe of Commons during this firſt meeting of 
the preſent Parliament; bur alſo out of the very, 
Entrance of the ſaid Thurſday following, which 
is on the very next Page after the Entrance of 
the before mentioned Bill, which is never uſed 
to be done if any other days paſſages ſhould have 
intervened between. And therefore it would 
not be amiſs now once for all to obſerve the 
cauſe and ground why the Houſe of Commons 
did ſo often at this firſt meeting of this Parlia- 
ment Adjourn it ſelf contrary to the uſual pra- 
Rice both of former and latter times, which was 
no other than the handling of that great and un- 
uſual buſineſs touching the Scotiſh Queen, and 
leaving or forbearing to treat of other ordinary 
matters uſual in the Houſe, 

For by this means it happened that the Ort- 
ginal Letters and other proofs produced againlt 
the ſaid Scotiſh Queen for the diſcovery of her 
being guilty of the Teaſon plot- 
ted by Balard, Babington and 
others, being all firſt laid open 
and urged before the Lords 1n 
the Upper Houſe, and not at 
large diſcuſſed in the Houſe of Commons till they 
had been derived unto them from the ſaid Upper 
Houſe by ſeveral Committees; It was the'only 
means and cauſe that the faid Houſe of Com- 
mons did for want of matter and imployment fo 
often Adjourn it ſelf : Whereas uſually at other 
times the paſſing of Bills with the matter of 
Subſidy and publick grievances being firſt deba- 
ted in the ſaid Houſ: and from them derived 
to the Lords, their Lordſhips are often neceſſ1- 
tated in the beginning, of each Parliament for 
want of like imployment to Adjourn them- 
ſelves.

"_ for the County of Norfolk - a thing in 
truth 1mpertinent for this Houſe to deal withal, 
and only belonging to the Charge and Office of 
the Lord Chancellor, from whence the Writs for 
the ſame EleQions iſſued out, and are thither re- 
turnable again. And alſo that her Majeſty had 
appointed the ſaid Lord Chancellor to confer 
therein with the Judges. And fo thereupon ex- 
amining the ſaid Returns, and the Sheriff, touch- 
ing the matter and circumſtances of his proceed- 
mgsin the ſaid EleCtions, to ſet down ſuch courſe 
for making the true Return as to Juſtice and 
Right ſhall therein appertain. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading ; of 
which the firſt being the Bill for Orford-Haver, 
had its firſt reading 3 and the ſecond being the 
Bill touching Inrollments, had its ſecond read- 


One of the Houſe offering to ſpeak to this Bill, 
M* Vice-Chamberlain ſtood up, and ſhewed un- 
to this Houſe, that having matter of moſt great 
importance to deliver unto this Houſe from her 

Majeſty, he was ſo bold with their good favours 
for this time to interrupt the Speech intended to 
the ſaid Bill by the Gentleman that offered to 
ſpeak to the ſaid Bill 5 and fo then ſhewed, that 
her Majeſty thinking that all thoſe of this Houſe

deliver unto this Houſe the ſummary cauſe of her 
Majeftics calling and aflembling of this great 
Council at this time, which was (he ſaid) not to 
make any more Laws as being many more alrea- 
dy than well executed, nor yet for any Subſidy, 
albeit, if need ſo required, the ſame were con- 
venient enough to-be done 3 but (faid he) to 
conſult for ſuch matters as the like were never 
erlt heard-of, nor any Parliament called for in 

r time that can be found or read of. And 
lo-very excellently, plainly and effectually made 
relation of the horrible and wicked praCtices and 
attempts cauſed and procured by the Queen of 

Scots fo called, meerly tending to the ruine and 
overthrow of the true and ſincere Religion eſta- 
bliſhed in this Realm , the Invaſion of Foreign 
Forces into this Realm , Rebellion and Civil 
Wars and diſſenfion within this Realm : yea and 
withal (which his heart quaked and trembled to 
Utter and'think on) the death and deſtruftion of 
the moſt Sacred Perſon of our moſt Gracious So- 
veraign Lady the Queens Majeſty , to the utter 

lation and conqueſt of thismoſt Noble Realm 
of Eyglard. And fo diſcourſing of the matter 


and great execrable Treacheries and Confpiracies 
of the ſaid Queen of Scots even from the firſt to 
the laſt in particularities very amply and effe- 
tually (ſuch of them at the leaſt as have been 
hitherto diſcovered) ſhewing alſo very manifeſt- 
ly and evidently the proofs and all other cir- 
cumſtances of the ſame Treachery and Conſpi- 
racies 3 and fo thinketh good for his part that 
ſpeedy Conſultation he had by this Houſe for the 
cutting of her oft by courſe of Juſtice , for that 
otherwiſe our ſaid Soveraign Lady the Queens 
Majeſties moſt Royal Perſon cannot be continued 
with ſafety, concludeth with this Sentence,

Which done, M* Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, M* Chancellor of the Dutchy , and Mr 
Secretary Woolley uling each of them ſeverally 
very cffeCtual Speeches at large touching the ſaid 
horrible Treaſons and Confpiracies cauſed and 
procured by the ſaid Queen of Scots, the Houſe 
did then riſe, the time being far ſpent, with re- 
(ervation nevertheleſs by M* Speaker remembred 
for further Speech therein to be had by others of 
this Houſe to morrow again, and a ſaving allo till 
ſome other more convenient time for ſuch of this 
Houſe as ſhall pleaſe to ſpeak to the ſaid Bil} of

On Friday the 4** day of November M* Re- 
corder of London having made Declaration un- 
to this Houſe, that divers of the Members of the

Upon the Motion of M* Speaker putting the 
Houſe in remembrance of continuing and fur- 
ther proſecuting of the great Cauſe they dealt 
in : yeſterday divers Speeches were made to that 
effect by Sir James ""_ Comptroller of her Ma- 
jeſties Houſhold. Sir Francis Knowles Treaſurer 
of the ſame, Sir William Herbert, Sir Thomas 
Scot , M* Francis Bacon , M* Alford , M* Throg- 
morton , M* Barker , M* Dalton, M* Baynbrigg, 
and M- Sollicitor 3 by all which it was conclu- 
ded, That conſidering the late horrible Treaſons 
and Praftices conſpired againſt the Life of the 
Queens Majeſty , and alſo for the procuring of 
Foreign Invaſion in reſpect of the Attempt 3 and 
allo Br endeavouring to raiſe Rebellion within 
the Realm for and by Mary late Queen of Scot-, 
therefore of neceſlity preſent remedy and pro- 


viſion muſt be had for preventing the like at-

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tempts and praftices hereafter, which could ne- | 
ver be, unleſs the ſaid Scottiſh Queen did pre- 
ſently ſuffer the due Execution of Juſtice accord- 
ing to her deſerts. | 
And then upon the further Motion of the ſaid 
Mr Sollicitor for a Committee of this Houſe to be 
had to confer of ſome convenient and fit courſe

uluing from the ſame root, and the moſt peril- 
Jous and full of poyſon of all the other bran- 
ches thereof, for that the Papiſts in very deed 
for the moſt part not knowing the Perſon of the 
ſaid Queen of Scots do wiſh the Eſtabliſhing of 
her in the Crown of this Realm rather in reſpe& 
of Popery which ſhe would ſet up, than for an 
affeQtion they bear to her Perſon, and ſo likewiſe 
for the moſt part all of them either wiſh or could 
ealily bear the death of our Soveraign Lady the 
Queens Majeſty, though perhaps they would 
not ſhew themſelves to be Actors or Dealers 
therein. He therefore moveth that it may be 
joyned in the Petition for the great Cauſe, that 
her Majeſty may be moved to retain no Servants 
about her Highneſles Perſon, but ſuch only as 
may be well known both to profeſs the true 
and fincere Religion, and alſo to be every way 
true and faithful Subjes. And further, that the 
Laws already in force againſt Papiſts may be put 
in due Execution. Which Speeches being ended 
M* Speaker ſhewed that the ſaid Motion or any 
other tending to the ſafety of her Majeſties Per- 
ſon may be very well delivered and remembred 
to the Committees in the great Cauſeby any mem- 
ber of the Houle. 


M* Dennis Hollis offereth a Bill to this Houſe 
in the behalf of the Curriers of Londor. Where. 
upon M* Speaker put the Houſe in remem. 
brance of her Majeſties pleaſure before ſignified 
unto this houſe 3 to forbear the making of new 
Laws and to ſpend the time in the great Caules 
for which this Parliament was ſpecially ſummon. 
ed; yet becauſe in the mean time of dealing 
in the ſaid great Cauſe in Committee or other- 
wiſe, there ſhould be nothing to occupy the 
Houſe withal, it is thought good at ſuch times 
to have ſome Bills read in the Houſe (reſerving 
always due regard and place to the ſaid great 
Cauſe. And thereupon the ſaid Bill was read 
accordingly. 

The Bill touching the Curriers was read the 
firſt time.

Clerk of the Crown and Under-Sheriff of Noy- 
folk touching the manner of executing of the ſame 
Writs and Returns, and hearing all ſuch parties 
grieved, with their learned Councel, as repaired 
then to them for that purpoſe; they do find, that 
the firſt Writ and Return both in manner and 
form was perfe&t , and alſo duly executed, and 
the ſecond Writ not ſo ; and that beſides it might 
alſo be a perillous Precedent for thetime to come 
to the Liberty and Priviledge of this Houſe, to 
admit or paſs over any ſuch Writ or Return in 
ſuch manner and courſe as the ſaid ſecond Writ 
carrieth. And further declared, That they under- 
ſtood by the ſaid Clerk of the Crown, that the 
Lord Chancellor had then lately commanded 
him to receive and accept the ſaid firſt Writ and 
Return, by the which Mr. Farmer and Mr. Gre- 
ſham were ele&ed and returned, as the Writ right- 
ly and duly executed, and did alſo underſtand 
by Mr. Recorder one of the ſaid Committees, 
That Sir Ed-mnd Anderſon Lord Chiet Juſtice of 
the Court of Common Pleas had alſo ſhewed him, 
that the ſaid Lord Chancellor and the Judges 
had reſolved , That the ſaid firſt Writ ſhould be 
returned as that which was 1n all parts duly and 
rightly executed, and not the ſecond. And ſhew- 
ed further , That one of the Committees aflent- 
iog with the reſidue in opinion of validity of 
the ſaid firſt Writ and Return, and of the inva- 
lidity of the ſaid ſecond, and alſo in reſolution 
that the explanation and ordering of the Caſe as 
it ſtandeth, appertaineth only to the Cenſure of 
this Houſe, moved notwithſtanding in the Com- 
mittee, That two of the Committees might be 
ſent to the ſaid Lord Chancellor to underſtand 
what his Lordſhip had done in the matter; 
which the reſidue thought not convenient , firlt, 
for that they were ſufficiently ſatisfied therein 
by divers of themſelves, but principally in re- 
ſpe& they thought it very prejudicial and 1nju- 
rious to the Priviledge and Liberties of this 
Houſe, to have the ſaid Cauſe decided or dealt 
in in any ſort by any others than only by ſuch as 
are Members of this Houſe : and that albeit they 
thought very reverently (as becometh them) ol 
the ſaid Lord Chancellor and Judges, and know 
them to be competent Judges in their places 3 
yet in this caſe they took them not for Judges 1N 


Parliament in this Houſe : and fo further mw 
red, 
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red, that (if it were ſo thought good) Mr. Far- 
wer and Mr. Greſham might take their Oaths, 
and be allowed of and received into this Houſe 
by force of the (aid firſt Writ; as ſo allowed and 
admitted only by the cenſure of this Houſe, and 
not as allowed of by the ſaid Lord Chancellor 
or Judges. Which was agreed unto accord- 
ingly by the whole Houſe, and ſo Ordered alſo 
to be fet down and Entred by the Clerk. 

Mr. Treaſurer one of the bid Committees in 
the ſaid Examination ſheweth for his part his pri- 
vity and aſſent unto the whole recited courſe of 
proceeding in the ſaid Committee as it hath been 
declared by Mr. Cromwel/; and that before him- 
ſelf, the faid Mr. Farmer hath already pronoun- 
ced and taken his Oath. Shewing further with- 
al that in the Committee he moved that ſome 
might be ſent to the Lord Chancellor to know 
what his Lordſhip had done in the matter, which 
he then thought, and yet (hill doth think neceſla- 
ry to have been done, as one of the circum- 
ſtances of the ſaid examinations, and not for 
want of any ſatisfaction otherwiſe, but only in 
reſpe&t of the orderly proceeding in the Com- 
miſſion unto them by this Houle, tending to 
circumſtances of the matter, of which he think- 
eth one to have been to ſend as aforeſaid unto 
the ſaid Lord Chancellor, though they were re- 
folved by themſelves amongſt themſelves be- 
fore. 

Mr. Recorder of Lo»don making a large and 
plentiful difcoirſe of rhe ancient priviledges and 
liberties of this Hof, furniſhed with recital of 
ſandry Precedents and examples, and laſtly com- 
ing down to the matter in hand, ſheweth, that 
Sir Edmwnd Anderſon Knight Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the Commons Pleas told him this morning, 
that the faid Lord Chancellor and the Judges 
had reſolved, that the ſaid firſt Writ ought to 
be returned, and had fo given order to the 
Sheriff and Clerk of the Crown; And that he 
thereupon anſwered the ſaid Sir Edmund An- 
derſon again, that the cenſure thereof belonged 
unto this Houſe and not unto them, and that he 
for his part would take no notice thereof at their 
hands of their ſo doing, but only by way of in- 
ſtraions and not otherwiſe. And ſo concluded 
with the allowance of the good courſe and or- 
der of this Houſe in ferting down and entring 
the ſaid Judgement accordingly as before. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed unto the Houſe, 
that according to their appointment he hath been 
an humble ſintor unto her Majeſty on the behalf 
of this Honſe for acceſs there to be had unto 
her Highneſs, to exhibit their Petition unto her 
Majeſty 3 And that her Majeſty thereupon hath 
very Graciouſly granted to hear them at the 
Court upon to morrow next between one and 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon : ſignifying 
alſo unto them further, that her Majeſty having 
heard that the Lords do appoint them twenty of 
themſelves of the Higher Houſe to attend her Ma- 
jelty alſo for the ſame purpoſe ; ſo her Highnels 
thinketh meet that forty of this Houſe were 
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confiderations. 


Which her Majeſties moſt Gracious Favour, 2g 
the whole Houſe did take it in moſt joyful and 
dutiful part; So did they then defire the faid 
Mr. Vice-Chamberlain , that he would in the 
name of this whole Houſe preſent unto her Ma- 
jelty their moſt humble and durtiful thanks for 
the ſame her Highneſles moſt gracious clemency 
and great loving kindneſs towards them. Which 
ſo to do, the ſaid Mr. Vice-Chamberlain told 
them he purpoſed ( God willing) in the Afﬀer- 
noon of this preſent day. 

And theſe were appointed by this Houſe to at- 
tend upon her Majeſty to morrow at the Court; 
as many of the former Committees as would 
( whoſe names fee at large on Friday the 4** 
day of this inſtant November foregoing) and al- 
ſo Sir Henry Barkeley, Sir William Moham, Sir 
Edward Dymocke, Sir Thomas Jones, Sir Henry 
Bagnell, Sir Andrew Newill, Sir Henry Knyvet, 
Mr. Farmer , Sir Edward Osborne , Mr. Henry 
Bromley, Mr. Ralph Horſey, Mr. James Croft, and 
Mr. Tasborough then added unto them; which 
done, upon a Motion, that for as much as the 
Knights for the County of Norfo/4, and the Bur- 
geſles for all the Boroughs within the fame 
County ( ſaving only the Citizens for the City 
of Norwich) were returned and certified into 
this Houſe this preſent day, and not before, the 
Petition might therefore be read again 1n this 
Houſe in the preſence of the ſame Knights and 
Burgeſles, to the intent that they being made 
privy thereof, might alſo yield their Aflents to 
the ſame Petition 3 whereby, the rather, the ſame 
being for a matter of ſo great moment, might 1n

Mr. Treaſurer ſhewed, that yeſterday he and 
others of the Committees in the great Cauſe pre- 
ſented unto the Lords in the Upper Houſe the 
Requeſt of this Houſe unto their Lordfhips to

1625. pag. 466, 467, & 468.) and elſewhere, it 
would be needleſs to inſert 1t here or any part 
thereof 3 and the rather , becauſe ſome heads 
thereof are ſhortly remembred on Monday next 
following. 

On Monday the 14% day of November Mr. 
Speaker made report to the Houſe of his Meſla 
done from this Houle to her Majeſty, (which ſee 
on Saturday laſt foregoing) and allo of her Ma- 
Fſties moſt grateful acceptation of the ſame, and 
of her Highneſſes Anſwer thereunto : but what 
her Majeſties ſaid Anſwer was, is wholly omit- 


ted 1n the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of 


Commons, although Mr. Fulk Oz/low , at this 
time Clerk thereof, had left the entire 187, leaf 


of the ſaid Journal, a blank for the entring or jn- 
ſerting of it. Yet it will not'be amiſs, although 
the ſaid Anſwer be extant in print, as is aboye. 
ſaid , briefly to touch the heads thereof. Which 
were, her Majeſties thankful acknowledgment for 
her many miraculous preſervations ; that ſhe was 
moſt grieved that ſo near a Kinſwoman as the 
Queen of Scots had conſpired to take away her 
life. That the Law lately made (which ſeemeth 
to have been that for the preſervation of her 
Majeſties perſon paſled the laſt Parliament) was 
not enacted to intrap the ſaid Queen ( as ſome 
had pretended) but only to deter her from ſuch 
wicked praQtices. That her Tryal had been juſ 
and honourable. And laſtly, that ſhe thanked 
them for their care of her ſafety, and deſired 
them a while to expe& her further and final 
Anſwer. | 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain affirming the Report of 
Mr, Speaker to be very true in all the parts of the 
lame, and well and faithfully delivered by him 
to this Houſe, and very much alſo commending 
his delivery of the Metlage of this Houſe to her 
Majeſty upon Satzrday laſt at the Court, in ſuch 
dutiful and due ſort as all this whole Houſe had 
( he ſaid) very good caule to yield him very 
hearty thanks for the ſame , and therefore requi- 
red them ſo to do 3 which they ſo then did in 
very loving and courteous fort. And he further 
ſhewed, That he had ſomething more to add to 
the ſaid Speech reported by Mr. Speaker, not of 
any thing delivered unto him upon Saturday by 
her Majeſty, but of ſomething then omitted and 
forgotten by her Majeſty , albeit both before 
purpoſed by her Highneſs, and then and yet ſtill 
Intended to be ſignified unto this Houſe, and 
which he himſelf that morning was commanded 
by her Majeſty to (ignifie unto them : which was, 
That her Highneſs, moved with ſome commile- 
ration towards the Scottiſh Queen in reſpet of 
her former Dignity and great Fortunes in her 
younger years, her nearneſs of Kindred to her 
Majeſty, and alſo of her Sex, could be pleaſed 
to forbear the taking of her Blood, it by any 
other means to be deviſed by her Highneſles 
great Council of this Realm, the ſafety of her 
Majeſties own Perſon and of the State might be 
preſerved and continued withont peril or danger 
of ruine and deſtruQtion , and elſe not : therein 
leaving them all nevertheleſs to their own free 
liberty and diſpoſitions of proceeding otherwiſe 
at their choices. For as her Majeſty would wil- 
lingly hearken to the device and reaſons of any 
particular Member of this Houſe 3 ſo Mr. Vice- 
Chamberlain ſhewed they may exhibit their con- 
ceits in that caſe either to any of the Privy 
Council , being of this Houſe, or elſe to Mr. 
Speaker, to be further ſignified over to her High- 
neſs accordingly. 

Nota, That Mr. Cambden bath delivered and 
ſet down in his Annals of Queen Elizabeth , pag. 
408. two miſtakes : The firſt , that this Mellage 
was ſent twelve days after the acceſs which the 
two Houſes had unto her Majeſty on Sutwrday 


forc- 


ſecond errour is, in reſpect that he ſaid that the 
faid Meſſage was delivered by Puckering the 
Speaker of the ſaid Houſe of Commons . where- 
as her Majeſty ſent it by Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 
her Vice-Chamberlain , and he accordingly did 
relate the ſame unto the Houſe, as appears in 
his Speech immediately foregoing. All which 1 
have the rather obſerved and ſet down thus at 
large, that ſo the excellent uſe of theſe Journals 
of Parliament may appear, not only in reſpect 
of the Orders and Priviledges of the ſaid Two 
Houſes, but alſo in reſpect of the true diſcovery 
of the very Hiſtory of this Realm. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain continuing his former 
Speech at this time, did further put the Houſe in 
remembrance, that as at the beginning of this 
preſent Parliament the Lord Chancellor (1gnified 
unto this Houſe by her Majeſties expreſs Com- 
mandment , that no Laws at all ſhould be made 
in this Parliament 3 ſo her Highneſs purpoſing 
not to be preſent to give her Royal Aflent to 
any Laws, this Houſe ſhould not need (he ſaid) 
to be troubled with going about to make or 
enact any Law now at all : and therefore wilh- 
eth that this Court may be adjourned till Friday 
next ; at which day (he ſaid) it may be this 
Houſe will hear her Majeſties further pleaſure 1n 
Anſwer to the ſaid Petition, for that her High- 
neſs had not as yet read or peruſed the ſame. And 
ſo thereupon this Court was then adjourned till 
Friday next accordingly. 

On Friday the 18* day of November after 
ſundry grave Speeches , ſound Arguments, and 
forcible Reaſons made by Sir Edward Dymock , 
Sir Thomas Scot , Mr. Woodward , Mr. Edward 
Sanders, Mr. Dalton , Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer , and Mr. Vice-Chamberlain concerning 
the Meſlage delivercd by the ſaid Mr. Vice-Cham- 
berlain upon Mozday laſt from her Majeſty , for 
Conſultation to be had for ſome other means of 
courſe, if it might be, for the eſtabliſhing and 
preſervation of the true Religion, of her Maje- 
{ties moſt Royal Perſon, and the good and peace- 
able eſtate of this Realm , than by the taking 
away of the Life of the Queen of Scots, And 
each of them reſolutely concluding, that no o6- 
ther device, way, or means whatſoever could or 
can pofiibly be found or imagined , that ſuch 
ſafety can in any wiſe at all be had ſo long as the 
ſaid Queen of S:ots doth or (hall live, they do 
withal very earneſtly move and perſwade the 
proſecution of the ſaid Petition lately delivered 
Jointly by the Lords and this Houſe to her Ma- 
Xlty for the neceſſity of the ſpeedy executing of 
the ſaid Queen of Scots , as the one and only 
mean ( as far as mans reaſon can reach ) to pro- 
vide for the ſafety of the continuance of true 
Religion, of her Majeſties moſt Royal Perſon, 
and of the peaceable eſtate of this Realm, from 


X And Mr. 
Vice-Chamberlain gathering partly by fome of 


the ſaid Speeches preceding , that ſome of this 
Houſe ſeemed to conceive of the ſaid Meſſage by 
him delivered to this Houſe from her Majeſty on 
Monday laſt touching the ſaid Conſultation to 
be had, asa peremprory Propoſition unto them 
to exclude them from all other courſes of pro- 
ceeding, ſhewed unto them again, as he di4 be- 
fore, that her Majeſty commanded that Meſlage 
to be propounded unto them for conſultation 
only, and not for direQion , leaving neverthe- 
leſs every Member of this Houſe to their own 
tree liberty and diſpoſitions of proceeding touch- 
ing the ſaid matter 3 and fo yielding his full 
opinion and ready conſent with the reſidue for 
the continuance of the proſecution of the ſaid 
Petition unto her Majeſty in moſt humble and 
dutiful fort, as the only neceflary reſolution of 
this whole Houſe to rely upon in that behalf. 

And ſhewing further, That upon Twe/day laſt 
the like Meſſage was done by her Majelties like 
Commandment to the Lords of the higher Houfe, 
moved, That as in all the former proceedings of 
this Houle 1n the great matter and buſineſs touch- 
ing the Scottiſh Queen , the ſaid Houſe had al- 
ways been Suitors unto their Lordſhips to join 
with them therein ; ſo now that the ſame mo- 
tion might be again made unto their Lordthips 
to join with them 1n this part alſo. And for 
that it 1s very meet and convenient, that Anſwer 
be made to her Majeſty of the ſaid Meſlage, this 
Houſe would, as in the beginning of the ſaid 
former proceedings, appoint a convenient Com- 
mittee of this Houſe to confer of the manner and 
{ubſtance of the ſaid Anſwer, and then after the 
report thereof made to this Houſe, to make ſuit 
unto the Lords for Conference with their Lord- 
(hips touching the reſolution of this Houſe. Which 
motion being well liked of by this Houſe, It was 
upon the Queſtion reſolved, That ſuch a Com- 
mittee ſhould be had accordingly. And further 
ordered, That all the former Committees in the 
ſaid great Cauſe, and alſo all thoſe others which 
had ſpqken this pretent day , to wit , Mr. Wood- 
ward and Vir. Edmmmnd Sanders, and allo Sir George 
Cary be likewiſe added unto them, and that they 
meet to morrow at nine of the Clock in the 
Forenoon in the Exchequer-Chamber , and as 
many elſe of this Houſe beſides as pleaſe to come 
thither to them, Which done, this Court was 
then adjourned till Mo»day next, for that the 
Lords did not (it this preſent day, and this Houſe 
then had nothing to deal with till the ſaid Com- 
mittees ſhall firſt have had Conference with their 
Lordſhips. 

Sir Joh: Higham one of the Committees m the 
Bill for Orford-Haven, doth at the riling of the 
Houſe make report of the travail of himſelf and 
the reſidue of the Committees therein, and ſo 
delivereth in both the old Bill and alſo a new 
Bill. 

On Monday the 21** day of November ( to

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which day the Parliament had been on Friday 
the 18 day of the ſaid Month foregoing lalt 
adjourned) M* Markham a Burgeſs for the Bo- 
rough of Grantham in the County of Lincoln, 
ſhewed on the behalf of the Inhabitants of the 
ſaid Borough, that M* Arthur Hall having been 
in ſome former Parliaments returned a Burgeſs 
for the ſaid Borough. and in ſome of the ſame 
Parliaments for certain cauſes the Houſe then 
moving. diſabled for ever afterwards to be any 
Member of this Houſe at all, hath of late brought 
a Writ againſt the Inhabitants of the ſaid Bo- 
rough for his wages (amongſt other times ) 
in attendance at the late Seſſion of Parliament 
holden at Weſtminſter 10 the 27% year of her 
Highneſlcs Raign 3 during which time, as allo a 
great part of ſome other of the ſaid tormer Par- 
laments he did not ſerve in the ſaid Houſe, but 
was for ſome cauſes as aforeſaid diſabled to be 
any Member of this Houſe, and was alſo then 
committed Priſoner to the Tower of London. 
And fo prayeth the advice and order of this 
Honourable Houſe therein, unto the cenſure and 
order whereof the ſaid Inhabitants do in moſt 
humble and dutiful wiſe ſubmit themſelves. And 
ſo ſbewed the ſaid Writ, which was then read by 
the Clerk. After the reading whereof, and ſome 
ſpeeches had touching the former proceedings in 
this Houſe againſt the ſaid M* Hal, as well in 
diſabling him to be any more a Member of this 
Houſe, as alſo touching his ſaid impriſonment, 
the matter was referred to further conſideration 
after ſearch of the Precedents and Entries of this 
Houſe heretofore had and made in the courſe of 
the ſaid cauſe. Vide diem Veneris 2%" diem 
Decembris, & diem Mercurii 22% diem Martin 
poſtea. 

M- Treaſurer ſhewed that the Committees in 
the Cauſe for Conference to be had touching the 
anſwer to be made by this Houſe to the Metlage 
lately delivered from her Majeſty, did meet ac- 
cording to the Commillion of this Houſe, and 
after long and much debating, and many great 
arguments, it appeared very evidently by m-ſt 
ſtrong reaſon, that no other way whatſoever 
can be taken for the ſafety and continuance of 
true Religion, of her Majcſtics moſt Royal Per- 
ſon, and of the peaceable Eſtate of this Realm, 
but only by Juſtice to be done upon the Queen 
of Scots according to her demerits. Which Ju- 
ſtice as her Majeſty ought of duty to caule to be 
done, ſo they reſolved utterly to infilt upon the 
proſecution of the former Petition unto her 
mh i as the one only way and none other 
to be performed in the ſaid Cauſe. And ſo left 
to ſome other of the ſaid Committees the more 
particular diſcourſes of their ſaid Conferences. 
Whereupon M* Vice-Chamberlain very cxcellent- 
ly, plainly and aptly ſhewed the manner ot their 
Treaty 1n the ſaid Conference, and of the Rea- 
fons therein both brought and confuted touch- 
ng any manner of poſhible or conjectural courſe 
of the ſaid ſafety other than only by 'the death 
of the ſaid Queen of Scots, as neither by likeli- 
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hood of reformation in her Perſon , hope of 
{trait guarding or keeping of her, or of any 
caution of hoſtages to be taken for her ; recitin 
and applying moſt apt and invincible reaſons in 
the ſeveral proofs thereof; and fo concludin 
his own- opinion alſo only to be ſuch and none 
other, wiſhed that if any member of the Houſe 
could conceive or ſhew any other courſe or de. 
vice tending to the purport of the ſaid Meſlage 
than hath been erſt now remembred or in the 
ſaid Committee offered, he would ſhew the fame, 
And if not, that then M” Speaker would moye 
the queſtion for the conſent of the whole Houſe 
to the continuance of proſecuting that ſaid Pe- 
tition together with the ſaid Committees. Where. 
upon after ſome little pauſe and none offering 
any ſpeech to other end, M* Speaker moving the 
queſtion to the Houſe, it was reſolved by the 
whole Houſe, to uſt only upon the faid Peti- 
tion accordingly. And alſo after ſundry other 
ſpeeches had tending all to the ſame reſolution, 
and ſome of them urging the remembrance, pur. 
poſe and preſent conſideration of the former AC- 
ſociation, it was ordered that to morrow when 
the Lords do fit in the Upper Houle the former 
Committees of this Houſe (M* Robert Cecil be. 
ing now added unto them) do repair unto their 
Lordſhips for Conference with their Lordſhips 
touching the ſaid reſolution of tHMis Houſe in an- 
{wer to her Majeſties ſaid Meſſage. And alſo with 
requeſt to their Lord(hips to give Licence unto 
this Houſe to join with their Lordſhips in the ſaid 
Anſwer to her Majeſty, it it ſo pleaſe them. 

M- Comptroller ſhewing his full aſſent and 
good liking of the ſaid concluſion touching the 
proſecution of the ſaid Petition only, and of 
none other courſe at all, as well in his former 
delivery thereof upon treaty of the ſaid cauſe, 
as now at this preſent, declared further, That he 
thinketh himſelf to have been in ſome of his late 
former ſpeeches in that matter miſtaken and miſ- 
conceived by ſome of this Houſe rather of ig- 
norance in them ( he thinketh ) than of any evil 
diſpoſition and purpoſe; and fo affirming earneſt 
and devout prayer to God to incline her Ma- 
jeſties heart to the Petition of this Houſe as a 
thing much importing, he moveth that ſome apt 
and ſpecial courſe of prayer to that end might 
be deviſed and ſet down by ſome of this Houſe, 
and be not only exerciſed here in thus Houſe 
every day, but alſo by all the members of this 
Houſe elſewhere abroad, and alſo privately in 
their Chambers and Lodgings. 

M- Treaſurer liking well the motion and good 
meaning of M- Comptroller touching Prayer to 
be exerciſed as before, ſhewed that fit Prayers 
for that purpoſe and extant in print are already 
uſed in this Houſe, and ſo may alſo beby the 
Members of the ſame privately by themlelves, 
and doth willingly wiſh the ſame might be 1o 
executed accordingly. 

Sir John Higham allenting very readily to the 
continuation of purſuing the ſaid Petition, ur- 


ged further very zealouſly and earneſtly the _ 
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then of the Oath of Aſſociation and fo there- 
by amongſt other things of great and neceſlary 
conſideration and importance, prayeth her Ma- 
jeſty may be ſolicited to the ſpeedy execution 
of Juſtice upon the perſon of the Queen of 
Scots. 

Mr. Recorder bending many Speeches , and 
reciting many Precedents of Petitions in former 
times granted by ſundry of her Majeſties moſt 
noble Progenitors Kings of Ezgl/and to the Sub- 
jets of this Realm at the humble Suits and Peti- 
tions of the Speaker and Commons of the Lower 
Houſe , which the Lords of the Upper Houſe in 
thoſe days could not obtain at their hands ; doth 
not only perſwade very earneſtly the ſaid infilt- 
3g of this Houſe upon the ſaid Petition , but 
alſoundoubted afſuredneſs of her Majeſties grant- 
ing and performing of the ſame, as a thing an- 
ſwerable both unto her Highneſs moſt merciful, 
Joving and tender care over her good Subjects, 
as alſo to the very neceſlity of the caſe. 

Mr. Cope moved , that Mr. Speaker might put 
it tothe Queſtion for the reſolution of this Houſe 
touching the proſecution of the ſaid Petition 
with all good and fit ſpeed. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer putting the 
Houſe in remembrance of their reſolution there- 
in given already even now at this very inſtant 
Court upon the Queſtion then propounded by 
Mr. Speaker , moved the going forward with 
the Committee for Conference, to the end that 
with better expedition upon report of the ſame 
Conference to be made to morrow to this Houle, 
and then the Reſolution thereupon to be ſ1gni- 
fied unto the Lords and their favours prayed for 
joining further with this Houſe, the Cauſe may 
receive ſuch ſpeedy good courſe of further pro- 
ceeding to end and execution as ſhall beſt ap- 
pertain. 

On Tweſday the 22% day of November Mr 
Treaſurer and ſundry others of the Committees 
returning from the Lords ſhew, they have had 
Conference with their Lordſhips , and that their 
Lordſhips wholly and only inſiſting upon the ſaid 
Petition, like as this Houſe alſo doth, do pur- 
poſe this Afternoon to ſend two Lords, to wit 
the Lord Admiral and: the Lord Cobham, to be 
Suiters for that Houſe for acceſs unto her Ma- 
klty for delivering their Lordſhips anſwer to 
the ſaid Meſſage 3 and ſo moved likewiſe, that 
Two of this Houſe of the Privy Council, or 
ſuch other as this Houſe ſhall appoint, may alſo 
on the behalf of this Houſe be Suiters unto her 
Majeſty for like acceſs in the ſame matter alſo. 
And thereupon were named for that purpole 
M* Vice-Chamberlain and M' Secretary Wolty. 
Mr Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed further, that 
the Lords did prepare againſt the time of their 
acceſs to be obtained of her Majeſty, to be fur- 
niſhed with ſufficient matter to anſwer unto any 
reaſons happily to be obje&ted unto them by her 
Highneſs at the time of their ſaid anſwer to be 
made to her Majeſty touching the ſaid Meſlage, 
and not to propound any ſuch at all but only 


by way of anſwer, if it fall out that it p!caſe 
her Highneſs fo to objc&. and elſe not. And fo 
moved the like care by conſideration to be alſo 
had by this Houſe, and the ſame reaſons to be 
ſuch alſo (as near as may be) as were not lately 
delivered unto her Majeſty by M* Speaker ; for 
the avoiding of which iterations on the one (ide, 
and readineſs of preparation to her Highneſs ob- 
jections (if any happen) on the other ſide, he 
thinketh good that a Committee of this Houſe 
were preſently named for that purpoſe, and that 
M- Speaker alſo be with them at their mect- 
ing 3 whereby he may advertiſe them (as occaſi- 
on ſhall ſerve ) of ſuch reaſons as he had before 
inferred to her Majeſty at the time of <xhibi- 
ting the ſaid Petition. Whereupon it was or- 
dered, that all the former Committees in the 
great Cauſe, with M* DoCtor Lewen now add 
unto them, do mctet at two of the Clock this 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber, and that 
Mr Speaker be then there allo. 

Mr Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed that he cannot 
be with them at the Committee, neither yet at 
this Houle before to Morrow at ten of the Clock 
at the ſooneſt, but of neceſlity muſt both attend 
her Majeſtics good pleaſure for anſwer, and alſo 
lodge at the Court all night. 

On Wedneſday the 239 day of November M* 
Speaker ſhewed the travail of the Committecs 
in their meeting yeſterday, and alſo their ap- 
pointment then of further meeting again this 
Forenoon, and of their conference at both times ; 
in which (he ſaid) were brought very many and 
ſound reaſons touching the matter in conſulta- 
tion to very great depth by ſundry there pre- 
ſent, delivered by ſome in ſpeech, and by ſome 
other in writingz which as they were very ma- 
ny and hard to be all cairicd in memory, and 
withal ſundry of the moſt principal and effe&ual 
of them uttered by M* Sollicitor ; ſo had he en- 
treated M* Sollicitor to take pains to abridge a 
ſummary note of the ſaid moſt principal reaſons: 
which having been done ſo by him and allo de- 
livered to M* Speaker, he offered the fame to 
the Houle to be read. 

Mr. Sollicitor taking the ſaid Note into his 
hand ſhewed, that his meaning was to make the 
ſaid Note only for a Memorial unto Mr. Speaker 
for himſelf, and not at all to be read to the 
Houſe. And becauſe the ſaid Note is not in 
any part ſo fully and plainly fet down, as by the 
reading thereof the Houſe might ſo well conceive 
the effes of the ſaid reaſons as were requilite, 
himſelf therefore would, if it pleaſed them, ſhew 
unto them the ſubſtance of the ſaid Note, as him- 
ſelf for his own opinion conceived of the ſaid 
reaſons. And ſo holding the faid Note in his 
hand , and diſcourſing the ſeveral particularities 
contained in the ſaid Note, proveth by invinct- 
ble reaſons, that neither by expeQation of re- 
formation in the diſpoſition of the Scottiſh Lady 
(if the Queens Majeſty ſhould ſpare her life) nor 
yet by ſafer or ſtronger guarding of her Perſon, 
nor by her promiſe upon word or Oath, nor by 
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the Hoſtages of other Princes her Allies, nor by | 


hcr Baniſhment , nor by the revocation of the 
Bull of Pope Pixs Quintus, nor yet by the bonds 
or word of a Prince, or of any or all the Prin- 
ces her Allies, nor by any other way or means 
whatſoever, other than only by the ſpeedy Exe- 
cution to death of the ſaid Scottiſh Queen , the 
ſakety or continuance of the true Religion, of the 
molt Royal Perſon of the Queens Majeſty, and of 
the peaceable ſtate of this Realm can in any wiſe 
be provided for and eſtabliſhed. And fo con- 
cluding, relied only upon the humble continua- 
tion of the Suit of this ſaid Houſe unto her Ma- 
jcſty in the ſaid Petition. 

Mr. Thomas Knyvet m_— that as Liberty 
was given to the Members of this Houſe to de- 
liver their conceits touching the matter preſently 
in Conſultation either in Speech or in Writing 
at their choices; ſo he for his part offered the 
ſame in writing , and prayeth the ſame may be 
read, 

. Mr. Vice-Chamberlain ſanh -he thinketh Mr. 
Knyvet did miſtake it, for that ſuch Notes1n wri- 
ting were appointed to have been offered in the 
Committee, not in the Houſe 3; and ſhewed fur- 
ther, That he and Mr.Secretary Wo/ey having ac- 
cording to the appointment of this Houle attend- 
el her Majeſties pleaſure for acceſs for anſwer ; 
and that her Highneſs is well pleaſed that for the 
time of their acceſs, the ſame be to morrow next 
being Thur/day , betwixt one and two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon at the Court, and for 
the number to be ſuch, and of ſuch perſons as 
this Houſe ſhall think good, the Speaker, if they 
will, and the Committees, yea and as many elſe 
of the Houſe alſo as pleaſe. And ſhewed further, 
That they thought good in duty to make her 
Majeſty acquainted with the great care and tra- 
vail of this Houſe in their diligent and dutiful 
proceeding to the ſatisfattion of her Majeſty in 
the matter of the Meſlage delivered unto them 
from her Highneſs, Which their exceeding great 
and eſpecial care therein as her Majeſty doth ve- 
ry well like of, and take and accept in moſt gra- 
cious and loving part 3 fo did her Highneſs com- 
mand him to fſignifie unto this whole Houſe her 
Majeſties moſt hearty thanks for the ſame , repo- 
ſing (next under God) her own ſafety to be 
ou in the dutiful love and obedience of fo 
faithful and loving SubjeRts (an ineſtimable bleſ- 
ſing of God unto her Majeſty ) than in their 
riches, abilities and forces 3 rehearſing this Sen- 
tence, fide quam ferro tutius regnant Keges. He 
alſo ſaid, that for matter of other affair not of 
this Houſe , he had cauſe even now very lately 
to be with the Lords, and perceived by ſome of 
them that the Lord Chancellor alſo to Morrow 
did repair to the Court with twenty others of 
the Lords at the leaſt; And therefore it were 
very neceſlary alſo that M* Speaker alſo did in 
like ſort go with theſe of this Houſe. And fur- 
ther moved, that M* Speaker might be furniſhed 
with ſufficient reaſons to be by himſelf propoun- 
ded unto her Majeſty in the name of this Houſe 


for her ſatisfaction in Anſwer to the ſaid Meſſage, 
and ſo not to expect reaſons to be objeted unto 
him by her Highneſsz for that (he ſaid) he knew 
very well her Majeſty looked for theſe reaſons 
of ſatisfaCtion at their hands, by way of pro- 
pounding and not only by way of Anſwering, 
Whereupon the Houſe did then riſe, and this 
Court was Adjourned till Friday next in the 
Forenoon. 

On Friday the 25" day of November M* Grice 
hearing it reported (as he ſhewed)) that the 
French Embaſladour latcly arrived, is appointed 
to have acceſs unto her Majeſty to Morrow at 
the Court, and fully perſwading himſelf for his 
part that the ſaid Embaſladour cometh not for 
any good either to her Majeſty or to the Realm; 
and knowing that their manner is in ſuch Caſes 
to be attended for the molt part with a Com- 
pany of Raſcals and baſleſt ſort of People of their 
Nation, and all the rabble of them accuſtomed 
to thruſt into the preſence of the Prince with 
their Maſter, moved, That for the better lafety 
of her Majeſties moſt Royal Perſon from peril 
of any deſperate attempt of apy of the ſaid 
French, it would pleaſe thoſe of this Houſe of 
her Highneſs Privy Council to procure that the 
ſaid Embaſſador might both be heard and alſo 
receive his anſwer at the hands of her Majeſtics 
Council, and in no wiſe to have acceſs unto her 
Highneſles Perſon. 

M*- Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed that at the laſt 
conference of the Committees of this Houſe 
with the Lords, this matter was remembred and 
conſidered of amongſt them 3 And that the Lord 
Chamberlain and others at the Court about her 
Majeſty were already appointed to take order for 
it accordingly. 

M* Serjeant Gawdie and M* Attorney Gene- 
ral do bring word from the Lords, That where 
their Lordſhips according to ſome former di- 
rection had purpoſed preſently to have (ent for 
this Houſe to have attended their Lordſhips tor 
Prorogation of this preſent Parliament , their 
Lordſhips being ſet, had fithence received Letters 
of her Majeſty, by which her Highneſs ſignified 
her pleaſure to have the fame Parhament yet 
continued two or three days longer for cer- 
tain weighty conſiderations moving her Majelty 
thereunto, whereof their Lordſhips command- 
ed them to advertiſe this Houſe ; and further to 
ſignifie unto this Houſe, that their Lordſhips had 
thereupon Adjourned the ſaid Parliament 1n 
their Houſe until Friday next : and fo then the 
ſaid M* Serjeant Gawdie and M* Attorney de- 
parted. Which Meflage being afterwards de- 
clared unto this Houſe by M* Speaker, this Court 
was alſo adjourned until Friday next in like 
manner. E 

On Friday the 24 day of December, upon a 
motion this day renewed on the behalf of the 
Inhabitants of the Borough of Grantharz in the 
County of Lincolne, touching a: Writ brought 
againſt them by Arthur Hall Eſquire, whereby 


he demandeth wages of the ſaid Inhabitants oy 
is 
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his ſervice done for them in attendance at fun- | 
dry Parliaments, being Elected and returned one 
of the Burgeſles of the ſaid Borough in the 
ſame Parliaments; for a# much as it 1s alledged 
that the ſaid Arthur Hal/ hath been heretofore 
dilabled by this Houſe to be at any time after- 
wards a Member of this Houſe; and alſo that 
in ſome Seſſions of the ſame Parliaments he hath 
neither been free of the Corporation of the ſaid 
Borough, and in ſome other alſo hath not gi- 
ven any attendance in Parliament at all ; It is 
ordered that the examination of the ſtate of the 
Cauſe be committed to the Right Honourable 
Sir Walter Mildmay Knight, one of her Majeſties 
moſt Honourable . Privy Council, Chancellor of 
her Highneſles Court of Exchequer, Sir Ralph Sad- 
ler Knight, one other of her Majeſties moſt Ho- 
nourable Privy Council and Chancellor of her 
Highneſles Dutchy of Lancaſter, Thomas Cromwel,, 
Robart Markham and Robert Wroth, Eſquires 3 to 
the end that after due examination thereof by | 
them had, if it ſhall ſoſeem good to them) they do 
thereupon move the Lord Chancellor on the be- 
halfof this Houſe, toſtay the granting out of any 
attachment or other Proceſs againſt the ſaid In- 
habitants for the ſaid Wages at the ſuit of the ſaid 
Arthur Hall; And the ſaid Committeesalfoto (1g- 
nify their proceedings therein to this Houſe at the 
next ſitting thereof accordingly. Vide Novem- 
ber 21. antea & Mar, 22. poſtea. 

M-* S:rieant Gawaie and MF Attorney Gene- 
ral do bring word from the Lords, that their 
Lordſhips do defire that M* Speaker and this 
whole Houſe do preſently repair unto their 
Lordſhips into the Higher Houſe. Which being 
then ſignified unto the Houſe by M* Speaker, all 
the Houſe thereupon repaired thither preſently 
accordingly. 

Prorogued to the 15% day of February. 

But this Parliament was not at this time Pro- 
rogued, but only adjourned by the Lords Com- 
miſlioners appointed upon Saturday the 29" 
day of OFober foregoing z and therefore M* Fulk 
Onflow at this time Clerk of the Houſe of Com- 
mons is exceedingly miſtaken in this place, and 
M* William Onſlow his Kinſman who ſupplied his 
place in the next meeting of this Parliament 
doth likewiſe erre in ſetting down the beginning 
' or commencement of the ſaid new meeting up- 
on the foreſaid 15 day of February being Wed- 
eſday, where he ſtileth it a Seſſion of Parlia- 
ment holden by Prorogation 3 whereas it was 
neither new Parliament nor new Seſſion, but 
a meer new meeting of one and the ſame Parlia- 
ment, 

And that theſe were two new mectings and 
not two Seſſions, it is molt plain by the very 
words touching the Adjournment thereof entred 
in the original Journal-Book of the Upper Houle 
in manner and form following, viz. 

On Friday the ſecond of December Commilſs- 
onarii Regine adjournavernnt preſens Parliamen- 
tum nſque in decinum quintuz: diem Februaril 
prox. 


OR 


Secondly, There was not any one AC that did 
pals at the end of this firſt meeting, which I con- 
celve 15 an inſeparable accident unto every Seflion 
ot Parliament. 

Thirdly and laſtly, Ir is very plain that this 
Adjournment was of the like nature and upon 
the like occaſion with that in the laſt Parliament 
in Anno 27. Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1584. 
viz, becauſe Chriſiz2/s drawing near, the Mem- 
bers of either Houſe might have liberty to re- 
cede into their ſeveral Countries for the better 
rejiet of the Poor and maintenance of Hoſpi- 
tality. 

And therefore whereas theſe two meetings 
are placed in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons very incongruouſly in two 
diſtinct and ſeveral Journals, as if they had been 
two diſtinct and ſeveral Setiions; they are here 
rightly placed together, and fo the paſlages ot 
the ſaid ſecond meeting do now follow in due 
courſe and order. 

On Wedneſday the 15% day of February, (to 
which day the Parliament had been Adjourned 
by the Lords Commiſſioners aforeſaid on Friday 
the 24 day of December foregoing)the two toules 
met 1 their ſeveral places without any pemp or 
Solemnity, this being (as hath been before ob- 
ſerved ) neither new Parliament nor new Seflion, 
but a mere new meeting of either Houſe upon 
the faid Adjournment of the former meeting 
thereof, which began on the 29 day of Oober 
being Saturday in Anno 28 Regine Eliz. as is 
aforeſaid. 

The Knights, Citjzens and Burgefles of the 
Houſe of Commons being fet, M- Serjeanrt 
Puckering then Speaker thereof, informed the 
Houſe that M* Fulk On/low Clerk of the Parlia- 
ment was ſo weakned by Sickneſs that he could 
not at this preſent excrcile his place 3 Therefore 
he had appointed M* VW:07z» On/iow his Kint: 
man a Member of this Houle here preſent to ſup- 
ply itz and therefore asked their allowance , 
which they very willingly granted. 

The ſame time \ Cromwel moved the Houle, 
for that at their Petition her Majeſty had done 
Juſtice upon the Scottiſh Queen to the greater 
Safeguard of her Majeſties Perſon and the whole 
Realm, he thought it fit that her Majeſty might 
receive from them their humble thanks; which 
motion was well liked, but at thts time it pro- 
ceeded no further, 

Two Bills had each of them one reading 3 
whereof the firſt was touching Fines and Reco- 
veries before the Juli:ccs of the Common Pleas ; 
and the ſecond for limitation of time touching 
Writs of Error growing by fraud. 

The ſame day M* Vice-Chamberlain , com. 
manded as (he ſaid) by her Majeſty, moved the 
Houſe, for that this Parliament was not expect- 
ed to hold at this time, many of the Nobility 
being Lieutenants in their Countries, and others 
-rincipal Members of this Houſe were abſent, 
by occaſion whereof thoſe great weighty caules 
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ſuch deep conſultation as is fit 3 Therefore he 
thought it convernent to have an Adjournment: 
and therefore to move the Lords of the Upper 
Houſe for the liking thereof. Which motion 
being well liked,M* Vice-Chamberlain and a con- 
venient number of the Houſe, ſo many as would 
without nomination, did attend him to the 
Lords; who upon his return from the Lords 
made report, that they having conſidered of the 
motion, found the ſame want, and therefore yield- 
ed to an Adjournment of the Parliament until 
IVedneſday next, being the 229 day of this in- 
ſtant Month of February, if this Houſe would 
condeſcend unto it. Unto which Adjournment 
this Houſe alſo yielded 3 which conſent M* Vice- 
Chamberlain did there preſently ſignifie to the 
Lords, and upon his return the Houſe brake 
up. 
On Wedneſday the 22" day of February (to 
which day the Parliament had been laſt adjourn- 
ed upon Wedneſday the 15 day of this inſtant 
February foregoing ) the Houſe again fitting, 
the Right Honourable Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 
Knight Vice-Chamberlain to her Majeſty and 
one of her Majeſties moſt Honourable Privy 
Council uſed this Speech in effe&t to the Houſe, 
viz, That it was her Majeſties pleaſure to have 
dangers diſcloſed, and to have the Houſe know, 
that ſhe thanked God for the goodneſs of the 
Houſe, that ſhe wiſhed the Sefſton (miſtaken for 
Meeting ) to be ſhort, that men of Government 
might go home for matter of Government, ho- 
ſpitality and defence, and to take another time 
tor making of Laws, ſavipg ſuch as be now of 
neceſlity. 

The dangers which her Majeſty meaneth, pro- 
ceed of ancient malice, and are to be prepared 
for, and God called upon for aid. 

The principal heads of the dangers : 

The Catholicks abroad, the Pope , the King 
of Spain, the Princes of the League, the Papiſts 
at home and their Miniſters. 

The principal root hereof : 

The Council of Trent which agreed to extirp 
Chriſtian Religion ( which they term Herefte) 
whereunto divers Princes aflented , and bound 
themſelves in ſolemn manner. 

Pope Pius 9uintus (ſent her Excommunication 
againſt her Majeſty, Dr. Mourton and Mendoza 
a Spaniſh Ambaſladour beſtirred them, a North- 
ern Rebellion was bred , the Pope and the ret 
praCtiſed for the Scottiſh-Queen, and ſhe being 
acquainted proceeds by her means. 

Pope Panl#s the Thirteenth proceeds and 
ſends Jeſuits and Seminaries to England and Ire- 
land, and they proceed to inveagle the Subjects, 
and diſlwade them from obedience, Visko be- 
ginneth a Rebellion in Ireland. Fames Fitz- 
Morris farthereth the Execution thereof; Do- 
tor Sanders and Deſmond ſtir new Rebellion 
there, and wrote into England, &c. Parry was 
moved to kill her Majeſty, and perſwaded it was 
meritorious. 


Pope S7xt5 the Fifth imitateth the other Popes, 


to execute their former devices, and writeth to 
the Cardinal of Lorain and Guiſe, that he will 
overthrow the Goſpel (which Mr. Vice-Cham. 
berlain honourably texmed the glorious Goſpel) 
and therefore moved them to join with the Prin- 
ces of the League, and to praftiſe to win the 
nay of Scots, and to ſet up the Scottiſh Queen 
in Ezgland, and made his reckoning of the Can- 
tons that be Popiſh, the Switzers, the Duke of 
$avoy, the Duke of Ferrara, King of Spain, and 
King of France, A chief Inſtrument to work 
this, was one Carew, called alſo Father Henry. 

He was ſent into Germany and over Italy and 
France , wrote to the Scottiſh Queen that the 
Powers will join to overthrow Emegland, and 
make known the effe&t of his labour to the 
Pope. Invaſion ſhould have been made into 
England and Irc/ad the laſt year, and not unlike 
to be attempted this year. 

The Pope excommunicateth the King of N;- 
var, The Pope accounteth not of Popiſh preach- 
ing and perſwaſions that way 3 but nevertheleſs 
moveth all-to uſe the word, and for mainte- 
nance thereof ſpareth his Treaſfure otherwiſe, 


| and withdraweth maintenance from Jeſuits, Se- 
| minaries : and divers others Letters were found 


with the Scottiſh Queen, which prove all theſe to 
be true. If we ſerve Almighty God in ſincerity 
of heart, we need not to fear. It is to be re- 
membred that the King of Spain ſought to re- 
cover ſome part of his Fathers credit by uſing 
our Treaſure and force to get S* 2wintines ; but 
he ſoon made his advantage of it, and regarded 
not our Territories in France, but ſuffered the 
loſs of Calice and all our Territories; and after 
the death of Queen Mary what he could. Her 
Majeſty ſought for his good will, ſending the 
Lord Mountagne, the Lord Cobham, Sir Thomas 
Chamberlain Knight, M* Maurn and others, and 
they were but hardly uſed, ſome of them were 
offered great indignity,and M* Mars Son forced 
by (ſtrength to do a kind of Penance. He com- 
forted the Queens Enemies, he giveth colour of 
Wars, he chargeth the Queen that her Subjects 
have aided his Rebels in the Low Conntries, 
with countenancing Monſieur with Money at 
Cambray, with ſending her Nobility with him in- 
to the Low Conntries, with the actions of Sir 
Francis Drake, with aſſiſtance of the Low Conn- 
tries. 

Of the purpoſe of the Combined Princes. 

Their ſhew is to deal with the King of Nz- 
vary to extirp him, but their drift is to ruinate 
Religion not only there, but to ſet upon and to 
work the ruine of it here alſo. Wherein the 
King of Spain and Griſe are now very bulie. 
Their malice is the more for executing the Scot- 
tiſh Queen, but their hope is the leſs. The King 
of Spain his deſignments are to invade England 
and Ireland.

fix hundred armed men, from the Duke of Flo- 
rence, Twelve thouſand men maintained by 1- 
taly and the Pope. Six thouſand by the Spaniſh 
Clergy. Twelve thouſand by his Nobility and 
Gentlemen of Spaiz, It is reported that ten 
thouſand of theſe be Horſemen, I think it not 
all true, but ſomething there is. 

We muſt look to the Papiſts at home and a- 
broad. It hath touched us in the blood of the 
Nobility and the blood of many Subjects. 

They practiſe to frame Subjects againſt all du- 
ty, and bring in Doctrine of lawtulneſs and 
merit to kill the Queen, and have ſent their In- 
{truments abroad to that purpole. 

Two manner of forces are to be handled. 
Aſſiſtance to the Low Countries , defence by 
force otherwiſe. That God may afliſt us in 
Juſtice , in Right, in Defence againſt thoſe 
Princes. 

The aſliſtance is acceptable that will be pro- 
fitable. Her Majeſty oweth relief there in Ho- 
nour, according to the Leagues, eſpecially be- 
tween us and the Houſe of Burgundy : which 
Leagues difier from Leagues growing between 
Prince and Prince, for they grew between the 
people and this State. We are bound to help 
them in Honour according to the Leagues. Ma- 
ny Marriages and many Secrecies have been long 
between us, and the relieving of the afflictions 
of that people may not be omitted, 

The bo of their miſeries are : The Spaniſh 
Inquiſition by Placard, uſing ſtrange tortures 
not to be ſuffered ; great impoſitions without 
and againſt Law, ſending ſome of their people 
into 9pair ang there tyrannized over; their 
Noblemen done away 3 taking their Towns 
and —_ over them to uſe them like 
Dogs. The purpoſe was to bring the Low 
Countries 1nto a Monarchal ſeat, and then ve 
nobis, The Queens dealing there 1s warranted 
by God 3 The Queen is occaſioned of neceſlity 
for ſafety of her Dominions and us, that that 
Country may be preſerved, that the Ergliſh 
Commodities may be vented there with readi- 
neſs, with ſafety and with profit ; the recovery 
thereof will be good for this Country and 
Crown; it may not be ſuffered that a Neigh- 
bour ſhould grow too ſtrong (he uttered that 
as though it were not meet another Prince 
ſhould have it 3 for examples whereof he com- 
mended the Princes of [taly and eſpecially the 
Duke of Florence for uſing that licy, Henry 
the 7* for aiding the Duke of aL. with 
eight thouſand men rather than the King of 
France, after he had found great friendſhip of 
them both, that the King of France might not 
grow too ſtrong.) 

The King of Spain (eeketh to be yet greater, 
for he hath already a Seat in Council amongſt the 
Princes of Germany by reaſon of Territories his 
Father got there ; And if he could, he would 
frame the Low Countries to his deſire. 

As to the pretence of Injuries before remem- 
bred: Asto the firſt going over, her Majeſty miſ- 
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liked it, and puniſhed ſome of the Captains (he 
named Sir Humfrey Gilbert for one.) Concerning 
Monkhieur, the firſt time her Majeſty drew him 
from proceeding for the Low Conntries ; The 
lecond time ſhe conſented that he ſhould only af- 
fiſt the Low Countries, which Monſieur after- 
wards abuſed contrary to her Majeſties meaning. 
Concerning M* Drakes firſt Voyage, her Ma- 
jeſty knew it not ; and when he came home, 
ſhe ſeized the whole Mals of Subſtance brought 
by him to ſatisfie the King of Spain (if cauſe fo 
required) and thereupon defired Certificate for 
Invaſion into Ireland. 

Concerning M* Drake's laſt Voyage it was to 
meet with the reſtraints and ſeifures in Spair, 
and their purpoſe of War was thereupon diſco- 
vered; for there was found by the Maſter of 
M* Bonds Ship who took the Corrigedore, and 
others, a Commiſſion from the King of Spair, 


whereby he termed us his Rebels, as he termed 
the Low Countries.

He then remembred another grievance not 
touched before, which was the entertain- 
ing of Don Anthony. 


Which he anſwered to be done in Honorable 
Courtelie, becauſe of his State, who was a King 
anointed and crowned,” though his ſeat was not 
long untroubled, and coming hither in honour- 
able and courteous manner, though ſomething 
weakned, required the entertainment he had. 

Then he iterated, that the great grict is Re- 
iigion, and faid that all godly ones are bound to 
defend it. He then ſaid, God endue us to tear 
him, and all things ſhall proſper. He ſaid her 
Majeſty proteſteth ſincere ſervice to God, and 
to leave the Crown in peace, &c. commend- 
ed her courage againlt their malice, eſteeming it 
not leſs than the ſtouteſt Kings in Europe. 

M*- Chancellor of the Exchequer after M* 
Vice-Chamberlain his ſpeeches eniled , remem- 
bred ſome of the former, and inferred, and fo" 
concluded that the great preparations of War 
which was fit ſpeedily to be thought of and 
provided, would grow chargeable; and there- 
tore thought it fit with expedition that the Houſe 
ſhould appoint a convenient number of the ſame 
to ſer down Articles for a Sublidy. 


Whereupon are appointed. Committees for 
concluding and drawing of Articles for the Sub- 
fidy and other great Cauſcs,all the Privy Council 
being of this Houſe, the firſt Knight for every 
Shire and others, who were appointed to tmeer 
in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon.

The ſame day M- Cope, firſt uſing ſome Speeches 
touching the neceſſity of a learned Miniſtry and 
the amendment of things amiſs in the Eccleſia- 
{tical Eſtate, offered to the Houſe a Bill, and a 
Book written, the Bill containing a Petition that 
It might be EnaGted, that all Laws now in force 


touching Eccleſiaſtical Government ſhould be 
void : And that it might be Enacted that that Book 
of Common Prayer now offered and none other 
might be received into the Church to be uſed. 
The Book contained the form of Prayer and 
Adminiſtration of Sacraments with divers Rites 
and Ceremonies to be uſed in the Church, and 
deſired that the Book might be read. Where. 
upon M* Speaker in effect uſed this Speech : For 
that her Majeſty before this time had command- 
ed the Houſe not to meddle with this matter, 
and that her Majeſty had promiſed to take or- 
der in thoſe Cauſes, he doubted not but to the 
good fatisfaftion of all her people; he defired 
that 1t would pleaſe them to ſpare the reading 
of it. Notwithſtanding the Houſe deſired the 
reading of it. Whereupon M* Speaker willed the 
Clerk to read it. And the Court being ready to 
read it,M* Dalton made a motion againit the read- 
ing of it, ſaying, that it wasnot meet to be read, 
and that it did appoint a new form of Admini- 
{tration of the Sacraments and Ceremonies of the 
Church, to the diſcredit of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and of the whole State, and thought 
that this dealing would bring her Majeſties in- 
dignation againſt the Houſe thus to enterprize 
the dealing with thoſe things which her Majeſty 
eſpecially had taken into her own charge and di- 
rection.

Vide 24 Mar and 
the 4** of Mar. 

On Tweſday the 28** day of February her Ma- 
jelty ſent for M* Speaker, by occaſion whereof 
the Houſe did not fit. 

On Wedneſday the firſt day of March M* 
Wentworth delivered unto M* Speaker certain 
Articles, which contained queſtions touching the 
Liberties of the Houſe, and to ſome of which 
he was'to anſwer, and defired they might be 
read. M" Speaker required him to ſpare his mo- 
tion until her Mafeſties pleaſure was further 
known touching the Petition and Book lately de- 
livered into the Houſe: but M* Weztworth would 
not be fo ſatisfied, but required his Articles 
might be read. Then Mr Speaker faid he would 
firſt peruſe them, and then do that were fit. 

This is all that is found in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons touching this 
matter, and therefore ig reſpe& of the weight 
of it, having as I conceive a very authentick 
and true Copy both of the Speech and Articles 
at 1arge, I thought good to have them fully 10- 
hs in manner and form following, vis.

do earneſtly delire by queſtion to be ſatisfied of a 
few queſtions to be moved by you M- Speaker, 
concerning the liberty of this Honourable Coun- 
cilz for I do aſſure you, I praiſe my God for it, 
that I do find 1n my ſelf a willing mind to de- 
liver unto this Honourable Aſſembly ſome little 
taſte and account of that ſimple Talent which it 
hath pleaſed God of his ſingular favour and 
goodneſs ' to beſtow upon me, to gain to his 
Highneſs honour and Glory, and to ſhew unto 
my noble Prince and Commonwealth true, faith- 
ful and dutiful ſervice 3 of the which mind I am 
ſure M* Speaker, here are many godly, faithful 
and true hearted Gentlemen in this Honorable 
Aflembly : howbeit the want of knowledge 
and experience of the liberties of this Honoura- 
ble Council doth hold and ſtay us back.

Wherefore I pray you 
M- Speaker, eftloons to move theſe few queſti- 
ons, by queſtion , whereby every one of this 
Houſe may know how far he may proceed in this 
Honourable Council in matters that concern the 
glory of God and our true and loyal ſervice toour 
Prince and State. For I am fully perſwaded, that 
God cannot be honoured,neither ourNoblePrince 
or Commonweal preſerved or maintained with- 
out free ſpeech and conſultation of this Honour- 
able Council, both which conſiſt upon the liber- 
ties of this Honourable Council, and the know- 
ledge of them alſo. So here are the queſtions, 
Mr Speaker ; I humbly and heartily beſeech you 
to give them reading, and God grant us true 
and faithful hearts in anſwering of them ; for 
the true, faithful and hearty ſerviceof our mer- 
ciful God, our lawful Prince and this whole and 
worthy Realm of Ezg/ard will much conſiſt here- 


after upon the anſwer unto theſe Queſtions. 


Wherefore it behoveth us to uſe wiſe, grave and 
godly conſiderations in anſwering of them. 

4 Therefore the Lord direct our vo that 
we may anſwer them even with his ſpirit, the 
ſpirit of wiſdom, without the which our wiſdom 
is nothing elſe but fooliſhneſs.

Whether there be any Council which can 
make, add to or diminiſh from the Laws of the 
Realm, but only this Council of Parliament. 

Whether it be not againſt the Orders of this 
Council to make any ſecret or matter of weight, 
which 1s here in hand, known to the Prince or 
any other, concerning the high ſervice of God, 
Prince or State, without the conſent of the 
Houſfe. 

Whether the Speaker or any other may inter- 
rupt any Member of this Council in his Speech 
uſed 1n this Houſe, tending to any of the fore- 
named high ſervices. 

Whether the Speaker may riſe when he will, 
any matter being propounded, without conſent 
of the Houſe or not. 

Whether the Speaker may over-rule the Houſe 
in any matter or cauſe there in queſtion ; or 
whether he is to be ruled or over-ruled in any 
matter or not. 

Whether the Prince and State can continue, 
ſtand and be maintained without this Council 
of Parliament, not altering the Government of 
the State. 

At the end laſtly, of the ſaid Speech and Que- 
{tions 1s ſet down this ſhort Note or Memorial 
enſuing. By which it may be perceived both 
what Serjeant Puckering the Speaker did with the 
ſaid queſtions after he had received them, and 
what became alſo of this buſineſs, vis.

On Tyeſday the 4** day of February in the 31. 
year of her Majeſties Reign, to which day the 
Parliament had been laſt Prorogued upon Tieſ- 
day the 12 day of November toregoing, and 
accordingly now held, The Queens Majeſty 
was perſonally preſent, accompanied by the Lord 
Chancellor and divers of the Lords both Spiri- 
tual and Temporal 3 but the Original Journal- 
Book of the Upper Houſe doth not at all men- 
tion the preſence of any Lords, which happened 
through the great negligence of M* Arthony 

at this time Clerk thereof, yet it may be 
colletted February 8. 

The Queen being ſet under her Cloth of 
State, and the Lords placed in their Parlia- 
mentary Robes according to their ſeveral ranks 
and orders, the Knights, Citizens, Barons and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons had notice 
thereof, and thereupon repaired to the ſaid Up- 
per Houſc, and as many of them as convenient- 
ly could being let jn, ſtood before the Rail or 
Bar at the nether end thereof. Then Sir Chri- 
Stoper Hatton Knight Lord Chancellor of Exg- 
land, in a Speech which he uſed, did at large de- 


clare the Queens gracious diſpoſition to peace, | 


and her great wiſdom in preſerving the ſame and 
ſingular government of the Realm. Next he 
ſhewed the great benefit which this Kingdom 
enjoyed by her government, and remembred 
her great Conquelt over the Spaziſh late won- 


derful Army or Fleet on the Seas, videlicet i; 
Anno 30 Regin. Eliz. Anno Domini 1588, He 
further declared how much the King of Spaiz 
remained bent againſt this Kingdom. And laſtly, 
ſhewed the Cauſe of calling this Parliament to 
be, that by the conſent of the moſt grave and 
wiſe Perſons now called together out of all parts 
of the Realm, preparation may as far forth by 
the Counſel of man as is poſſible, be made and 
my pers that Arms, Souldiersand Money may 

in readineſs 3 and an Army prepared and fur- 
niſhed againſt all Events. 

The Lord Chancellors Speech being ended, 
the Clerk of the Parliament read the names of 
the Receivors and Triors of Petitions in French, 
according to the uſual form, which were theſe.

ſaid Bar, and filence being made, did in a. mo- 
deſt and diſcreet Speech diſable himſelf by 
reaſon of his many imperfections, and humbly 
defired her Majeſty to diſcharge him of that great 
place, and to nominate ſome other more able 
and ſufficient Member of the ſaid Houſe. Where. 
upon the Lord Chancellor by commandment 
from the Queen did let him know, that her Ma- 
jelty did very well allow of his choice, and 
thereupon cncouraged him willingly and chear- 
fully ro undertake and execute that charge and 
place to which he had been by the free and una- 
nimous conſent of the Houſe of Commonsele@- 
ed and choſen. Upon which Speech of the Lord 
Chancellor the ſaid Speaker according to the u- 
ſual courſe and form rendring all humble thank- 
fulneſs to the Queens Majeſty for her undeſer- 
ved goodneſs towards him in conceiving him 
able and worthy for the execution of a'place of 
that great charge and truſt, and promiling his 
care and readineſs with all diligence to undergo 
the ſame, he did offer up unto her ſaid Majeſty 
divers petitions 1n the name and on the behalf of 
the ſaid Houſe of Commons ; firſt, That during 
the continuance of this Seſſion, themſelves and 
their neceflary attendants and ſervants might be 
freed from all ſuits and arreſts 3 ſecondly, That 
they might have free acceſs unto her Majeſty up- 
onall urgent and important occaſions; and third- 
ly, That they might have free liberty of ſpeech 
in the ſaid Houſe to debate and diſpute of ſuch 
matters and things as ſhall be there purpoſed : 
And laſtly, He petitioned her Majeſty in his own 
behalf, that if any thing ſhould be miſtaken or 
unwillingly omitted by himſelf, that ſhe would 
graciouſly pleaſed to paſs by and pardon 
the ſame. To which ſpeech the Lord Chancel- 
lor by commandment from the Queen ſhortly 
replied, That her Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed 
to grant all his ſaid Petitions, and that he the 
ſaid Speaker and the Houſe of Commons ſhould 
uſe and enjoy all ſuch liberties and priviledges 
as others before them had been accuſtomed to 
uſe and enjoy in the times of her Majeſties moſt 
noble Progenitors, and withal admoniſhing them 
not to extend the ſaid priviledges to any unreve- 
rent and misbecoming ſpeech, or unneceſlary 
acceſles to her Majeſty.

H1S Parliament was Summoned 
about three Months after Gods mi- 
raculous preſervation of Religion, 
the Realm and her Majeſties Per- 
ſan. from the ambitious and bloo- 

dy Conqueſt of the Spaniſh King : and there- 

fore the Houſe did not only regard their private 


buſineſs, as the paſſing of Bills, diſcuſſing Ele: : 


&tions, preſerving their Priviledges and the like, 


with which this Journal 1s abundantly ſtored ; 


but alſo the publick ſafety of her Majeſty and 
her Realms by aiding her Highneſs with the un- 
uſual and extraordinary gift of four Fifteenths 
and Tenths and two entire Subſidies, the Clergy 
alſo adding two Subſidies of their own, and by 
deſiring her alſo in the concluſion of this Parlia- 
ment to denounce open War againſt the King 
of Spain, who had ſo lately invaded her, whom 
they concluded to have been the Root and 
Fountain of all the Conſpiracies pradtiſed , and 
"_ the Rebellions raiſed againſt her Ma- 
jclty. 

Although this Parliament had been ſummoned 
to have begun and to have been holden on Ty- 
eſday the 12" day of November laſt paſt; yet it 
held not, but was upon the ſaid day 1n the thir- 
tieth year of her Majeſties Reign further Proro- 
gued by her Majeſties Writ unto Treſday the 
4" day of February in the thirty firſt year of 
the ſame. 


On which ſaid Treſday the 4'* day of February 


it held accordingly, and her Majeſty came in Per- 
ſon unto the Upper Houſe, where Sir Chriſtopher 
Hattoz , being now Lord Chancellor, in her 
Highneſs preſence declared unto the Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, and to the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons then 
and thereAflembled,how great happineſs they en- 
joyed under herMajeſties peaceful and viftorious 
Reign 3 and that though the Spaniſh late Won- 
derful Fleet had been lately defeated , yet there 
wanted not (till power and malice in him againſt 
this Nation and her Majeſty : and ſo much the 
more implacable it may be conjeQtured he now 
remains, becauſe of his late defeature and loſs 
before-mentioned. And therefore he ſhewed, 
that the cauſe of the calling of this Parliament 
was to provide by common Counſel againſt all 
his future attempts. And laſtly he gave notice to 
thoſe of the Houſe of Commons to make preſent 
choice of ſome one amongſt them to be their 
Speaker. Whereupon the Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſſes of the ſaid Houſe departing thither,did 
chuſe George Snagg Serjeant at Law for their ſaid 
Prolocutorz who having modeſtly diſabled him- 
ſelf, was notwithſtanding allowed by the Houle, 
and thereupon placed by two of the molt emt- 
nent Perſonages thereof in the Chair. | 
Concerning the former Prorogation or this

ſent Wedneſday, being the 5** day thereof ; and 
the rather , becauſe their Speaker was not yet 
preſented: which is gathered, as the Paſſages al- 
ſo of the two former days are tranſcribed, out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houle 3 


that ſo by that means this preſent Journal might 
remain perfect. 

On Thurſday the 6'* day of February the |

freedom of Accels, liberty of Speech, and free- 
dom from Arreſts and Suits and laſtly in his own 
name for Pardon for himſelf ; That the aid 
Houſe of Commons and himſelf ſhould enjoy 
and uſe all ſuch Priviledges and Freedoms as had 
in the like caſe been enjoyed by any others in 
the times of her Majcſties moſt Noble Progeni- 
tors. Whereupon the ſaid Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſles, with their Speaker, departed to their 
own Houſe, 

Nota, That there 1s no mention made of the 
manner of the Preſentment of the Speaker be- 
fore-mentioned in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, but only in the upper 
part of the ſecond leaf thereof is written in one 
line, MW Serjeant S»agg M* Speaker preſented,and 
immediately under it in another line do follow 
theſe words, viz.

K nivet, M* Cromwell, M* Richard Brown, 
M* Conisby, Sir Philip Butler and Mr. Outred were 
nominated and ſentupto the Higher Houle to at- 
tend the ſaid fourteen Committees of the Lords 
touching their imparting ufo this Houſe the ſaid 
Metlage delivered untothem from her Majelty,and 
the paper Bill touching Purveyors was deliver'd 
to Mr. Cromwell one of the (aid Committees, and 
the Note of the Committees names to Mr. Vice- 
Chamberlain. 

M- Recorder one of the Committees 1n the Bill 
for Reformation of diſorders of common Inns and 
other Victualling Houſes, ſhewed the meeting and 
travail of the Committees, and ſome Cauſes which 


moved them to deal only with that part thereof 


which concerneth Casks and the Gaging of Veſlels 
for Beer and Ale,and ſo offereth a new Bill for that 
purpoſe, with requeſt for good expediting thereof. 

Mr. Apſicy moved this Houſe touching the 
great inconveniences grown by the great num- 
ber of Pluralities and Non-Reſfidents, and offer- 
eth a Bill for Reformation thereof, praying the 
ſame might be preſently read, which was ſo done 
by the order of the Houſe accordingly. 

The Council and the Reſidue returned from 


the Lords, and Mr. Treaſurer reported that my 
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Lord Treaſurer ſhewed them, that the Meſſage 
from her Majeſty delivered this day unto the 
Lords of the Upper Houſe, was concerning two 
Bills lately paſled this Houſe and ſent to the Up- 
per Houſe, the one concerning Purveyors and 
the other touching Proceſs and Pleadings in the 
Court of Exchequer, a thing miſliked of her 
Majeſty in both thoſe Caſes, the one tending to 
the Officers and Miniſters of her own Houſehold, 
and the other to the Officers and Miniſters of 
her own Court of her own Revenues ; in both 
of which it any ſhould demean themſelves any 
way unlawfully or untruly, her Majeſty was of 
her ſelf ( he ſaid) both able and willing to (ee 
due Reformation, and ſo would do to publick 
example of others upon any of the ſaid Officers 
or Miniſters which at any time ſhould be found 
to offend in any particularity either in her ſaid 
Houſehold or in her ſaid Court. Whereupon 
after ſundry Motions, Speeches and advices what 
might beſt be done for ſatisfying her Majeſty of 
the doings of this Houſe concerning their deal- 
ings in both the ſaid Bills ether by way of ex- 
cuſe or confeſſion or otherwiſe howſoever ; It 
was in the end reſolved to make choice of ſome 
Committee of this Houſe both to conſider fur- 
ther of the courle, and alſo to ſearch ſuch Prece- 
dents as might beſt ſerve for that purpoſe ; And 
then were named the ſaid former Commmittees, 
and Mr. John Hare, Mr. Morrice, Mr. Clark, Mr. 
Liefield, Sir Francis Gudolphin and Mr. Augyer 
were added unto them, and appointed to meet 
to Morrow inthe Afternoon at two of the Clock 
in the Star-Chamber. Y/7de concerning this buſi- 
neſs on Monday the 17** day of this inſtant Fe- 
bruary foregoing, &* in principo hujus diei; and 
touching the other matter, being the Bill of 
Purveyors, ſee -upon Saturday the 15" day of 
this inſtant February laſt paſt, & de wtriſqz ma-

On Friday the 28 day of February, Four 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laſt being the Bill tor 
maintenance of the Pier of Hartilpoo! was upon 
the ſecond reading committed unto M* George 
Cary, M* Stubbs, M* Beale, the Burgeſles of New- 
caſtle, Lin and Tarmouth and others, who were 
appointed to meet to Morrow in the Afternoon 
in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the Clock ; 
and the Bill was delivered to Sir Edward Hobby 
one of the ſaid Committees. 

The Bill alſo touching Coſts to be recovered 
againſt common Informers had its firſt rcading, 
and upon a further Motion was read again for 
the ſecond reading, and upon the queſtion Or- 
dered to be Ingroiled. 

Upon ſome Motions had touching a Scruple 
conceived yeſterday by ſome few of this Houſe 
upon putting of the Bill of Subſidy to the que- 
ſtion of Ingroſling, it was by divers and ſundry 
Members of this Houſe at this time delivered 11 


their Speeches, that it was not any way my 
R WW 
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by any Membet of the Houſe to have the ſaid 
Bill then longer deferred from ingroſting upon 
that queſtion in any other reſpect than only to 
the end that ſome ſuch as then ſeemed to offer 
ſome Proviſoes or Speeches to the ſaid Bill, might 
firſt be further heard; and partly alſo that ſome

. Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for Ti»br:dge-School with Amend- 
ments was brought in by M" Cooke one of the | 
Committees, and the reaſons of the ſame Amend- 
ments were ſhewed by him. 

M* Dofttor Awberry and M* DoCtor Cary do 
bring from the Lords two Bills, viz. An Act to 
avoid Horſe-ſtealing, and an A& upon Writs of 
Proclamations and Exigents to be currant within 
the County Palatine of Durbam; with further 
ſignification from their Lordſhips, that if this 
Houſe have either Bills ready to ſend them, or 
Elle any Motions for Conference to be had with 
them, their Lordſhips are preſently at good lei- 
ſure for the ſame. 

The Bill concerning the Pier of Hartipool is 
deferred to be conſidered of by the Committees 
upon Morday next in the Afternoon, and Mr. 
Vice-Chamberlain and Sir = Parrot are added 
unto the former Committees, 

The ſitting of the Committee touching the Bill 
of Mortmain (appointed on Saturday the 22" 
day of this inſtant February foregoing) 1s like- 
wile deferred till the ſame time. 

* wp Luttwich Gentleman , one of the Bur- 
gefles for the Borough of Bridge-North in the 
County of Salop, Chriſtopher Wike Gent, one of 
the Burgeſles for the Borough of New Sarum in 
the County of Wilts, John Bennet Gentleman, 
one of the Burgeſles for the Borough of Weſtbury 
in the ſaid County of W:lts, and M* Fob Shir- 
ley, one of the Burgeſles for the Borough of 
Lewes in the County of Suſſex are all of them 
Licenſed about their neceſſary buſineſs and occa- 
ſions to depart.

On Saturday the 8** day of March Mr. Speaker 
ſhewed unto this Houſe, that he and thoſe o- 
thers of this Houſe who were appointed to at- 
tend upon her Majeſty had acceſs unto her High- 
neſs yeſterday in the Afternoon 3 And that they 
received from her Majeſty moſt comfortable and 
gracious Speeches in far better ſort and meaſure 
than he was any way able to repeat or open un- 
to them, of her Highneſs great and ineſtimable 
loving care towards her loving Subjects, yea 
more than of her own ſelf, or than any of them 
have of themſelves.

The Bill for the Lady Greſſam: was upon the 
ſecond reading committed unto Mr. Crozwel, 
Mr. __ Mr. Grimſtor, Mr. Recorder of Loy- 
don and others, who were appointed to meet in 
the Exchequer Chamber to Morrow in- the Af 
ternoon' at two of the Clock.

ſhortneſs of this Parliament likely to enſue, the 
ſaid Bill may be reſerved tobe further conſidered 
of in another Seſhion. 

Thomas Drurie Gent. being brought to the 
Bar was charged by M* Speaker in the name of 
this whole Houſe with great and deep offences 
committed by. him againſt the whole State of 
this Houſe in general, in having untruly repor- 
ted and given out both to ſome of the Lords in 
the Upper Houſe, and alſo to divers others Per- 
ſons elſewhere, that he could have no juſtice 1n

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have his Witnelles in his Cauſe heard, neither in 
the Houſe nor before the Committees, and allo 
againſt divers Members of this Houle in particu- 
lar, in offering unto ſome of them great threats, 
and to ſome others of them great ſums of Mo- 
ney to ſpeak in this Houſe for him and not a- 
gainſt him, and likewiſe in uſing of hard Speeches 
both to ſome of them and of ſome of them, to 
the great diſcredit, wrong and prejudice both 
of the whole State of this {aid Houle in general, 
and alſo of divers Members of the ſame 1n parti- 
cular 3 for that in very deed he had been heard at 
large both in this Houſe and alſo before the Com- 
mittees : and for that likewiſe ſundry of his mis- 
behaviours towards divers Members of this Houle 
were dire&ly proved 1n this Houſe againſt him, 
to the full ſatisfation of this Houle in the ſame.

ſeveral places, The Knights Citizens and Burgel- 
ſes of the Houſe of Commons had notice there- 
of and repaired to the Upper Houſe : Where 
contrary to the Ancient uſe and Cuſtome they 
found the door ſhut upon them 3 which hap- 
pened by reaſon that divers of the Houſe and 
others having gotten in privately before and fil- 
led up the place at the Bar or Rayl at the lower 
end of the ſaid Houſe, Sir Job» Puckering Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal by Commandment 
from her Majeſty had already made ſome en- 
terance into his Speech before the faid Knights 
Citizens and Burgefſes had any Notice of it, who 
fate in their own Houſe expecting to be called 
up to the ſaid Upper Houſe upon her Majeſties 
coming. But the door at length being opened by 
her Majeſties Commandment about two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, as many as conventent- 
ly could were let in: Where the Lord Keepers 
Speech was direQly in theſe words following, 
or not much differing from them. 


He ſhewed in the firſt place (as matter of 
Preface and Ornament not much material) ſome- 
what touching the Antiquity, Nature and uſe of 
Parliaments. Then he came to ſet forth as the 
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principal matter (which her Majeſty did defire to 
have made known and manife{t to all her loving 
Subjes, the great Malice of the King of Spaizs 
which he had towards this Realm. And that he 
ſhewed by ſundry inſtances as his laſt Invaſion 
intended, his Forces then addrefled out of the 
Low Countries for that purpoſe, to have been 
conducted by the Duke of Parma. And then 
he proceeded in the ret of his Oration verbatizr, 
or much, to the intent and purpoſe following. 

The high and mighty Ships that then he pre- 
pared and ſent for that purpoſe, becauſe he 
found them not fit for our Seas and ſuch a pur- 
poſe, he is building of Ships of a lefs Bulk after 
another Faſhion 3 ſome like French Ships, ſome 
like the Shipping of Erglazd; and many hath 
he gotten out of the Low Conntries, He itsnow, 
for the better invading of Ergland, planting 
him in Britazie, a Country of more facility to 
offend us than the Low Countries ; there he hath 
fortified himſelf in the moſt ſtrong Holds of that 
Country. 

In Scotland he hath of late wrought moſt of 
the Nobility to conſpire againſt their King, to 
give Landing to his Forces there, and to affiſt 
him in his Invaſion thither. A greater part of 
the Nobility in Scotland be combined in this 
Conſpiracy, and they have received great Sums 
of Money for their ſervice therein. And to 
aſſure the King of Spain of their afliſtance , 
they have Signed and ſent their promiſes ſealed 
to the King. 

This Conſpiracy the King of Scots was hardly 
brought to believe, but that her Majeſty adverti- 
ſed htm thereof, having entertained Intelligence 
thereof as ſhe hath of all things done, and in- 
tended in thoſe parts. And that the King might 
better adviſe thereupon, her Majeſty hath ſent 
one of her Noblemen now into Scotland, and 
the King hath aſſured her Majeſty with all his 
Ability and endeavour to prevent the Spaniard, 
whoſe purpoſe is on the North parts to aſſault us 
by Land,and onthe South fide to invade usby Sea, 
which is.the moſt dangerous practice that could 
be deviſed againſt us. And now the rage of this 
Enemy being ſuch, his Forces joyned with 
other Princes his Adherents, greater, the charge 
of her Majeſty for defence of her Realm both 
with Forces by Sea and Armies by Land hath 
been ſuch, as bath both ſpent the Contribution 
of her Subjects by Subſidies and what otherwiſe 
they have offered her, and alſo conſumed her 
Treaſure 3 yea cauſed her to (ell part of her 
Higkneſs's Crown. And it snotto be marvelled 
how all this is conſumed. but rather to be thought 
how her Majeſty could-be able to maintain and 
defend this her Realm againſt ſo many Realms 
conſpired againſt us. 

Wherefore we her Majeſties Subjects muſt with 
all dutiful conſideration think what is fit for us 
to do; and with all willingnels yield part of our 
own, for the defence of others and afliſtance of 
her Majeſty in ſuch an inſupportable Charge.

ther 2 But the Cauſe is now between our Sove- 
raign and our ſelves : ſeeing there is ſo much dit- 
ference in the Parties, how much more forward 
ought we to be? The Aid that formerly hath 
been granted unto her Majeſty in theſe like Ca- 
ſes, is with ſuch flackneſs performed, as that the 
third of that which hath been granted cometh 
not to her Majeſty. A great ſhew, a rich grant 
and a long ſumm ſeemeth to be made, bur it 1s 
hard to be gotten, and the ſumm not great 
which is paid. Her Majeſty thinketh this to be, 
for that the wealthier fort of men turn this 
charge upon the weaker , and upon thoſe of 
worlt ability, for that one diſchargeth himſelf, 
and the other is not able to ſatisfie what he is 
charged withal. 

Thefe things would be reformed by ſuch as 
are Commiſſioners in this preſent ſervice. 

Her Majeſty further hath willed me to (ignify 
unto you, that the calling of this Parhament now 
is not for the making of any more new Laws 
and Statutes, for there are already a ſufficient 
number both of Eccleſiaſtical and Temporal 
and ſo many there be , that rather than to bur- 
then the Subje& with more to their grievance, it 
were fitting an Abridgment were made of thoſe 
there are already. 

Wherefore it is her Majeſties Pleaſure, that the 
time be not ſpent therein : But the principal 
Cauſe of this Parliament is , that her Majeſty 
might conſult with her Subjects for the 'better 
withſtanding of thoſe intended Invaſions which 
are now greater than were ever heretofore heard 
of: And whereas heretofore it hath been uſed 
that many have delighted themſelves in long 
Orations, full of verboſity and of vain oftentati- 
ons, more than in ſpeaking things of ſubſtance ; 
The time that is precious would not be thus 
ſpent. The Seſſions cannot be long, by reafon 
the Spring time 'tis fit that Gentlemen ſhould re- 
pair to their Countries, the Juſtices of Afhze alſo 
to go their Circuits; So the hours ſhould 
not be loſt in idle Speeches, but the Intle rime 
we have ſhould be beſtowed wholly on ſach 
buſineſſes as are needful to be conſidered of. And 
ſo willed them to Ele a Speaker.

The Queen and the Lords being thus ſet, the 
Houſe of Commons had notice thereof, who im- 
mediately thereupon came up with Edward Cooke 
Eſquire the Queens Sollicitor , into the Upper 
Houſe, whom they had Choſen for their Speaker 
or Prolocutor. Which ſaid Speaker being led up 
to the Bar at the nether end of the ſaid Houſe, 
between two of the moſt Eminent Perſonages of 
the Houſe of Commons, who, as ſoon as filence 
was made , and the reſt of the ſaid Houſe, as 
many as could conveniently get in , had placed 
themſelves in the ſpace below the ſaid Bar, ſpake 
as followeth. 


Our Majeſties moſt loving Subjects, the 
Knights Citizens and Burgeſles of the 
Houſe of Commons have nominated me, your 
Graces poor Servant and Subje& , to be their 
Speaker. This their nomination hath hitherto 
proceeded, that they preſent me to ſpeak before 
your Majeſty 3 Yet this their nomination 1s only 
as yet a Nomination and no Election, until your 
Majeſty giveth Allowance and Approbartion. For 
as in the Heavens a Star 1s but opacum Corpus un- 
til it have received light from the Sun, fo ſtand 
I Corpus opacxm, a Mute Body,until your Highneſs 
bright ſhining Wiſdom hath looked upon me 
and allowed me. How great a Charge this is, to 
be the Mouth of ſuch a Body as your whole Com- 
mons repreſent, to utter what is ſpoken, Grandia 
Regni, My ſmall Experience, being a poor Pro- 
feſlor of the Law, can tell. But how unable I 
am to do this Office, my preſent Speech doth tell, 
that of a number in this Houſe I am molt unfit. 
For amongſt them are many grave , many lear- 
ned, many deep wiſe men , and thoſe of ripe 
Judgments : But I am untimely Fruit, not yet 
ripe, but a Bud, ſcarcely bloſſomed : So as 1 
fear me, your Majeſty will ſay, Negle@2 frugi cli- 
guntur folia: Amongſt ſo many fair Fruit ye 
have plucked a ſhaking Leaf. If I may be ſo bold 
as to remember a Speech (which I cannot for- 
get) uſed the laſt Parliament in your Majeſties 
own Mouth , Many come hither ad conſulendum 
ui neſcinnt quid ſit conſulendum, a alt reprehen- 
n to many as to my (elf alſo, an untimely 
Fruit, my years and judgment ill befitting the 
gravity of this place. But howſoever I know my 
elf the meaneſt, and inferiour unto all that ever 
were before me in this place, yet in faithfulneſs 
of ſervice and dutifulne(s of love, I think not 
my (elf inferiour to any that ever were before 
me. And amidſt my many imperfections, yet this 
is my comfort, I never knew any 1n this place, 
but if your Majeſty gave them favour; God 
who called them to the place , gave them allo 
the bleſſing to diſcharge it. 


The Lord Keeper having received InftruQi- 
ons from the Queen, Anſwered him, 


 M' Sollicitor, Her Graces moſt Excellent Na- 
jelty hath willed me to ſignify unto you , that 
ſhe hath ever well conceived of you fince ſhe 
firſt heard of you, which will appear, when het 
Highnels Ele&ted you from others to ferve her 
ſelf. But by this your modeſt, wiſe and well 
compoled Speech, you give her Majeſty further 
occalion to conceive of you , above that which 
ever ſhe thought was in you 3 by endeavouring 
to deject and abaſe your ſelf and your deſert, 
you have diſcovered and made known your wor- 
thineſs and ſufficiency to diſcharge the place you 
are called to. And whereas you account your 
(elf Corpus opacur, her Majeſty by the Influence 
of her Vertue and Wiſdom doth enlighten you, 
and not only alloweth and approveth you, bur 
much thanketh the Lower Houſe, and commend- 
eth their diſcretion in making ſo good a Choice, 
and EleCting fo fit a Man. Wherefore now Mr. 
Speaker proceed in your Office, and go forward 
to your Commendation as you have begun. 


The Lord Keepers Speech being ended , the 
Speaker began a new Speech. 


Gr the great and wonderful Bleſ- 
{ings, beſides the long Peace we have en- 
joyed under your Graces moſt Happy and Vi- 
Ctortous Reign, and remembring with what Wiſ- 
dom and Juſtice your Grace hath Reigned over 
us, we have Cauſe daily to praiſe God that ever 
you were given us; and the hazard that your 
Majeſty hath adventured , and the Charge that 
you have born for us and our fafety , ought to 
make us ready to lay down our ſelves and all our 
living at your Feet to do you ſervice, &*c. 


After this he related the great Attempts of her 
Majeſties Enemies againſt us, eſpecially the Pope, 
and the King of Spair who adhered unto him. 
How wonderfully we were delivered in Eighty 
eight,and what a favour God theremn maniteſted 
unto her Majeſty. 


His Speech after this tended wholly to ſhew 
out of the Hiſtory of England, and the old 
State , how the Kings of England ever ſince 
Henry the Thirds time have maintained them- 
ſelves to be Supreme Head over all Cauſes within 
their own Dominions. And then reciting the 
Laws that every one made in his time, for main- 
taining their own Supremacy , and excluding 
the Pope, he drew down this proof by a Statute 
of every King fince Henry the Third to Edward 
the Sixth. 

This ended, he came to fpeak of Laws, that 
were ſo great and ſo many already, that they 
were fit to be termed Elephantine Leges. There- 
fore to make more Laws it might ſcem ſupertJu- 
ous.

Liberty of Speech is granted you 3 but how far 
this is to be thought on, there be two things of 
moſt necellity, and thoſe two do moſt harm, 
which are Wit and Speech : The one exerciſed 
in Invention , and the other in uttering things 
invented. Priviledge of Speech is granted, but

you muſt know what priviledge you have , not 
to ſpeak every one what he liſteth, or wha: 
cometh in his brain to utter that 3 but your pri. 
viledge 1sI or No. Wherefore, M” Speaker, her 
Majeſlies Pleaſure is, that if you perceive any 
idle Heads which will not ſtick to hazard their 
own Eſtates, which will meddle with reforming 
the Church and transforming the Common- 
Wealth, and do exhibite any Bills to ſuch pur- 
poſe, that you receive them not, until they be 
viewed and conſidered by thoſe, who it is fitter 
ſhould conſider of ſuch things , and can better 
judge of them.

their Attendance at ſome times though very ſcl- 
dom, having been abſent for the more part, it 1s 
thought meet, that every ſuch Lord Spiritual and 
Temporal ſhall according to their Degrees pay a 
third part more than the Lords that have been 
conſtantly preſent. All which ſums of money 


they ſhall cauſe to be delivered to the hands of 


the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, to be after- 
wards by ſuch Spiritual Lords of Parltament as 
are choſen for that purpoſe 3 diſtributed to the 
maimed Souldiers as ſhall be found to have moſt 
need thereof, The like whereof the Commons 
Aſſembled in this Parliament have Ordered. For 
all the Members of that Houſe that are abſent 
and have not paid, are to contribute 1n double 
manner. Which Order is thought very juſt, con- 
fidering the Lords and others who have been 
abſent and have been at no charge to come up 
and pive their Attendance, may very reaſonably 
and with a great ſaving to their Charges contri- 
bute to this Order.

Eight Bills were ſent up to the Lords from the 
Houſe of Commons ; of which the laſt was the 
Bill to make void the Spiritual Livings of thoſe 
that have forſaken the Realm and do cleave to 
the Pope and his Religion. 
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On Saturday the 5** day of April, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ng ; of which the firſt being the Bill for rating 
of the Wages of Spinners and Weavers, and to 
reform the falſities of Regrators of Woollen 
Yarn, was read pris vice. 

On Morday the 9** day of April, to which day 
the Parliament had been Jaſt continued , three 
Bills were each of them read ſecund2 & terti} 
vice, and ſo expedited 3 of which the ſecond was 
the Bill for the bringing of freſh Water to the 
Town of Stonehouſe 1n the County of Dewor. 

Eight Bills alſo this Morning were ſent up to 
the Lords from the Houſe of Commons ; of 
which the firſt being the Bill for the Naturalizing 
of Juſtice, Dormer and George Sheppy being born 
beyond the Seas, of Engliſh Parents, and to put 
them in the nature of meer Engliſh, was read 
prima & ſecundl vice. 

But it doth not appear whether this Bill were 
committed or no, which did not only happen in 
this place by the negligence of M* Amthony Ma- 
ſon at this time Clerk of the Upper Houſe , but 
alſo through the whole Original Journal Book 
of the ſaid Houſe this Parliament 3 in all which 
although divers Bills are ſaid to be read the (e- 
cond time, yet it is not at all expreſled whether 
they were thereupon Ordered to be ingroſled, 
or further to be conſidered of by ſome ſele&t 
Committees of the Houle ; one of which of ne- 
cellity muſt be put in Execution upon the faid 
ſecond reading of a Bill, both in the Upper 
Houſe and that of the Houſe of Commons, un- 
leſs the Bill have its third reading alſo at the 
ſame time and paſs the Houſe, or elſe be daſht 
upon the queſtion, and ſo caſt out of it. 

This Morning finally, Whereas a Bull Intituled 
An At touching Power and Liberty to repeal 
certain uſes of a Deed Tripartite herein men- 
tioned of and in certain Lands, Mannors and 
Tenements of Anthony Cooke of Romford in the 
County of Eſex Eſquire , hath been heretofore 
three times read and afſented unto by the Lords, 
in the which Bill there is no Saving to the Queens 
Majeſty or any other perſon or perſons, of their 
lawful Eſtates or Titles z This day there was a 
Saving drawn for her Majeſty and all others, 
which was offered to this Houſez and ſome que- 
ſtion and ambiguity did grow, whether the Sa- 
ving ſhould be now added to the Bill. And in 
the end it was reſolved, that the Saving ſhould 
be added to the Bill ; for that it is uſual and re- 
quiſite to have ſome Saving in every Bill, and for 
that there was nothing in the Saving contrary to 
any matter in the Bill, and that her Majeſtic 
Right, and all other be ſaved thereby., Never- 
theleſs upon weighty conſiderations the Lords 
have Ordered , that this ſball not hereafter be 
drawn to make any, Precedent. 

On Tweſday the 10** day of April in the Morn- 
ing were two Bills read, of which the ſecond be- 
ing the Bill for the Queens moſt gracious and 
general free Pardon, was read priz vice, and ſo 


pailed upon the queltion. _— 
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Note, That the Bill or Att for the Queens ge- 
neral Pardon paſleth each Houſe upon the firſt 
reading 3 Whereas other Bills cannot be expedi- 
ted without being read three times both by the 
Lords and the Commons. 

The Queens Majeſty came not till the Aﬀer- 
noon, and therefore in this place through the 
negligence of the Clerk, the continuing of the 
Parliament until ſome hour in the Afternoon is 
omitted, which ſhould have been inferted in 
theſe words, viz. 

Dominus Cuſtos magni Sigilli continnavit pre- 
ſens Parliamentum uſque in horam, &c. 2 Me- 
ridie. 

Between five and (ix of the Clock in the Aﬀer- 
noon this preſent Treſday, being the tenth day 
of April, the Queens Majeſty, accompanied with 
her Officers and daily Attendants, came to the 
Upper Houſe, and as ſoon as her Majeſty with the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the reſt that 
have place there , were ſet, the Knights, Ci- 
tizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons 
having notice thereof came up with their Spea- 
ker, bringing with them the Bill of Subltdy. 
The ſaid Speaker being placed at the Bar at the 
lower end of the Upper Houſe, and as ma- 
ny of the Houſe of Commons as could conveni- 
ently being let in, after Humble Reverence done 
to her Majeſty ſpake as followeth : 


HE High Court of Parliament, moſt High 

and Mighty Prince, 1s the greateſtand moſt 

ancient Court within this your Realm. For be- 

fore the Conqueſt in the High places of the Weſt- 

Saxons, we read of a Parliament holden ; and 

fince the Conqueſt they have been holden by all 
your Noble Predeceſſors Kings of England. 

In the time of the Weſt-Saxons a Parliament 
was holden by the Noble King 1a, by theſe 
words : I 1a King of the Weſt-Saxons have cau- 
ſed all my Fatherhood, Aldermen and wileſt 
Commons, with the Godly men of my King- 
dom to conſult of weighty matters, &-c. Which 
words do plainly ſhew all the parts of this 
High Court ſtill obſerved to this day. For 
by King [n2 1s your Majeſties moſt Royal Per- 
ſon repreſented. The Fatherhood in Ancient 
time were theſe which we call Biſhops, and (till 
we call them Reverend Fathers, an Ancient and 
chief part of our State. 

By Aldermen were meant your Noblemen. For 
ſo honourable wasthe word Alderman in Ancient 
time, that the Nobility only were called Alder- 


men. 

By Wiſeſt Commons is meant and ſignified 
Knights and Burgefles, and fo is your Majelties 
Writ de diſcretioribus & magis ſufficientibus. 

By Godlie 


ſ# men is meant your Convocation- 
Houſe. It confiſteth of ſuch as are devoted to 
Religion. And as Godlieſt men do conſult of 
weighteſt matters, ſo is your Highneſs Writ at 
this day pro quibuſdam arduis & urgentibus nego- 
tiis nos, Statum &+ defenſionem Regni noſtri &- 
Eccleſie tangentibus. 


—— 
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Your Highneſs Wiſdom and exceeding Judg- 
ment withal careful Providence needed not your 
Councils : But yet ſo urgent Caulrs there were 
of this. Parliament, ſo important Conſiderations, 
as that we may fay (for that we cannot judge) 
never Parliament was ſo needful as now, nor 
any ſo Honourable as this. 

If I may be bold to ſay it, I muſt preſume to 
lay that which hath been often ſaid, (but what 
1s well ſaid cannot betoo often ſpoken) this ſweet 
Council of ours I would compare to that ſweet 
Commonwealth of the little Bees.

The little Bees have but one Governour 
whom they all ſerve, he is their King, quia /aterz 
habet latiora ; he is placed in the midlt of their 
habitations wt iz tutiſſama turri, They forrage a- 
broad, ſucking Honey from ever Flower to bring 
to their King. Jenarum fucos pecns 2 preſepibus ar- 
cent, The drones they drive away out of their 
Hives, 20 habentes aculeos. And who fo aſlails 
their King, in him immittunt aculecs, © tamen 
Rex ipſe eſt ſine Aculeo. 

Your Majeſty is that Princely Governour and 
Noble Queen, whom we all ſerve ; being pro- 
tected under the ſhadow of your Wings we live, 
and wiſh you may ever fit upon your Throne 
over us. And whoſoever ſhall not fay Amer, 
tor them we pray ut convert antur ne pereant , > ut 
confindantur ne noceant. Under your happy go- 
vernment we live upon Honey, we ſuck upon 
every {weet Flower : But where the Bee ſucketh 
Honey, there alſo the Spider draweth Poyſon. 
Some ſuch venoms there be. But ſuch Drones and 
Door Bees we will expel the Hive and ſerve your 
Majeſty, and withſtand any enemy that ſhall a(- 
ſault you. Our Lands, our Goods, our Lives 
are proſtrate at your feet to be commanded. Yea 
and (thanked be God, and Honour be to your 


Majeſty for it) ſuch is the power and force of 
your Subjects, that of their own ſtrength they 
are able to encounter your greateſt enemies, 
And though we be ſuch, yet have wea Prince 
that is ſie Aculeo, ſo full of that Clemency 1s 
your Majeſty. I fear I have been too long, and 
therefore to come now to your Laws. 

The Laws we have conferred upon this Sef- 
ſions of ſo Honourable a Parliament are of two 
natures; the one ſuch as have life but are ready 
to die, except your Majeſty breathe life into 
them again 3 the other are Laws that never had 
life, but being void of life do come to your Ma- 
jeſty to ſeek Lite. 

The firſt ſort are thoſe Laws that had continu- 
ances until this Parliament, and are now to re- 
ceive new Life or are to die for ever. The other 


that I term Capable of life are thoſe which are 
newly made, but have no eflence until your Ma- 
jeſty giveth them life. 

Two Laws there are, but I muſt give the Ho- 
nour where it is due 5 for they come from the 
Noble wiſe Lords of the Upper Houle 3 the 
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moſt Honourable and beneficial Laws that could 
be deſired : the one a confirmation of all Let- 
ters Patents from your Majeſties moſt Noble Fa- 
ther of all Ecclefiaſtical Livings, which that King 
of moſt renowned memory your Father took 
from thoſe Superſtitious Monaſteries and Priories, 
and tranſlated them to the ereCting and ſerting 
up of many Foundations of Cathedral Chur- 
ches and Colledges, greatly furthering the main- 
tenance of Learning and true Religion. 

The other Law to ſuppreſs the obſtinate Re- 
cuſant and the dangerous SeCtary , both very 
pernitious to your Government. _ 

Laſtly, Your loving and obedient Subjects 
the Commons of the Lower Houſe humbly and 
with all dutiful thanks ſtand bound unto your 
gracious goodneſs for your general and large 
Pardon granted unto them, wherein many great 
offences are pardoned. 

But it extendeth only to offences done before 
the Parliament. 

I have many ways ſince the beginning of this 
Parliament by ignorance and inſufficiency to per- 
form that which I ſhould have done, offended 
your Majeſty, I moſt humbly crave to be parta- 
ker of your Majeſties moſt gracious Pardon. 


The Lord Keeper received Inſtrudtions from 
the Queen, and afterwards replied unto the 
Speaker. 

The former part of thisSpeech was an Anſwer 
almoſt verbatim to the Speakers Oration, very 
excellently and exa&tly done : And thoſe things 
which follow are to-this or the hke purpoſe, vs. 
That her Majeſty did moſt graciouſly accept 
of theſe Services and Devotions of this Parlia- 
ment, commending them that they had imployed 
the time ſo well and ſpent it in ſoneceſlary affairs, 
fave only that in ſome things they had ſpent more 
time than needed. But ſhe perccived that ſome 
men did it more for their ſatisfaction than the 
neceſlity of the thing delerved. She miſliketh 
alſo that ſuch irreverence was ſhewed towards 
Privy Councellors, who were not to be accoun- 
ted as common Knights and Burgelles of the 
Houle, that are Councellors but during the Par- 
liament 3 whereas the other are (ſtanding Coun- 
cellors, and for their wiſdom and great ſervice 
are called to the Council of the State. 

That the Queens Majeſty had heard that ſome 
men in the Cauſe of great neceſiity and grant of 
Aid, had ſeemed to regard their Country, and 
made their neceſlity more than it was, forgetting 
the urgent neceſiity of the time and dangers 
that were now imminent. 

That her Majeſty would not have the people 
fearcd with a report of great dangers, but rather 
to be encouraged with boldneſs againſt the Ene- 
mies of the State. And that therefore ſhe ſtrait- 
ly charged and commanded that the Muſtered 
Companies in every Shire ſhould be ſupplied, if 
they were decayed : And that their Proviſions of 
Armor and Munition ſhould be better than here- 
tofore it hath been uſed, 


That for this offer of three Subſidies, her Ma- 
jeſty moſt graciouſly in all kindneſs thanketh her 
SubjeQs : But except it were freely and willingly 
given, ſhe did not accept of it ; for her Majeſty 
never accepteth any thing that is -not freely 
given, 

That if the Coffers of her Majeſties Treaſures 
were not empty, or it the Revenues of the 
Crown and other Princely Ornaments could 
ſuffice to ſupply her wants and the Charges of

The Lord Keeper's Speech being ended, after 
ſome time of Intermiſſion , the Queen being ſer 
in her Chair of State, uſed a Princely Speech un- 
to the Houſe 3 of which the greateſt part was to 
the effect and purpoſe following, viz. 


His Kingdom hath had many Wiſe, Noble 
and Victorious Princes, I will not compare 
with any of them in Wiſdom, Fortitude and 
other Vertues; but ſaving the Duty of a Child, 
that is not to compare with his Father, in Love, 
Care, Sincerity and Juſtice, I will compare with 
any Prince that ever you had, or ſhalb have. It 
may be thought ſimplicity in me , that all this 
time of my Reign I have not ſought to advance 
my Territories, and enlarge my mag gow"; for 
opportunity hath ſerved me to do it. Iacknow- 
ledge that my Womanhood and weakneſs in that 
reſpect. But it hath not been the hardneſs to ob- 
tain, or doubt how to keep the things fo obtain- 
ed, that only hath withheld me from theſe at- 
tempts: My Mind was never to Invade my 
Neighbours, or to Uſurp over any. I am con- 
tented to Reign over mine own, and to Rule as 
a Juſt Prince. Yet the King of Spain doth chal- 
lenge me to be the Quarreller, and the Beginner 
of all theſe Wars. He doth me the greateſt _ 
that can bez for my Conſcience doth not accuſe 
my thoughts, wherein I have done him the leaſt 
Injury 3 ſo that I am perſwaded in my Conſci- 
ence , if he knew what I know, he would be 
ſorry himſelf for the wrong he hath done me. 1 
fear not all his Threatnings, his great Preparati- 
ons and mighty Forces do not (tir me : For 
though he come againſt me with a greater Power 
than ever was his Invincible Navy , I doubt not 
but (God aſliſting me, upon whom I always 
truſt) I ſhall be able to defeat him and over- 
throw him. For my Cauſe is Juſt, I heard fay 
when he attempted his laſt Invaſion, ſome upon 
the Sea-Coaſts forſook their Towns and fled up 
higher into the Country, and left all naked and 
expoſed to his Entrance : But I ſwear unto you, 
By God, if I knew thoſe perſons, or may know 
of any that ſhall do ſo hereafter, I will make 
them know and feel what it is to be fo fearful 10 
ſo urgent a Caule. 


The Subſidy you give me I accept thankfully, 
but if 


if you give me your good wall with it 5 


the 
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the neceſlity of the time and your Preſcrvations 
did not require it, I would refuſe it. But let me 
tell you, the ſumm is not ſo much, but that it is 
needful for a Prince to have ſo much always ly- 
ing in her Coffers for your defence in time of 
need, and not be driven to get it when ſhe 
ſhould uſe it. 

You that are Lieutenants and Gentlemen of 
Command in your Countries, I require you to 
take care and ſpecial Order, that the people 
be well Armed and in readinels upon all occa- 
fions. 

You that be Judges and Juſtices of Peace, I 
Command and (traitly Charge you, that you ſee 
the Law to be duly executed, and that you make 
them Hyjng Laws when we have. put life into 
them,,..* 

Thus with molt gracious thanks to the Houſe 
her Princely Speech ended. 


Note, That the ſeveral Interlocutory Speeches: 
of theSpeaker and the Lord Keeper immediately 
foregoing, with the coming up of the ſaid Spea- 
ker and the reſt of the Houſe of Commons into 
the Upper Houle, are not found in the Original 
Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe , but are here 
inſerted partly out of the Original Journal-Book 
of the Houſe of Commons, and partly out of ano- 
ther very exact Journal of that Houſe which was 
in my Cuſtody , being very diligently obſerved 
and ſet down by ſome Anonymus, who was a 
Member of the ſaid Houſe during this Parlia- 
ment, out of which the ſaid Speeches were writ- 
ten almoſt verbatiy. And [I have always thought 
it moſt fitting in all thoſe ſeveral Journals, ever 
to refer ſuch hke Speeches and other Paſlages as 
are wholly handled and agitated in the ſaid Up- 
per Houſe, to be ſet down as largely as by any 
good Authority they may in the Journal of the | 
fame, to which they do molt truly and properly 
belong, and only for order ſake to give a ſhort 
touch or remembrance of them in the Journal 
of the Houſe of Commons. 

After the before-recited Speeches were ended 
as aforeſaid, then were the Titles of all the Ads 
read in their due order. Which manner of the 


Clerk of the Upper Houſe his reading , and of 
her Majeſties Anſwering to the ſaid Ads, is not 
thus exaQtly ſet down in the Original Journal of 
this Parliament, but is ſupplied out of another 
of the Queens time, and doth alike ſerve 1n all 
places, becauſe the ſame form is (till continued,

free gift , is other circumſtance required than 
that the thankful acceptance thereof to the Lords 
and Commons be likewiſe exprelled , it being 
but once read in either Houſe before it come thus 
(at laſt ) to be expedited.

o A Fournal of the daily Paſſages of the Houſe of Commons in the Par- 
liament holden at Weſtminſter, Anno 35 Reginz Elig. Anno Do- 
mini 1592. which began there on Monday the 19 Day of Febru- 
ary, and then and there continued until the Diſſolution thereof” on 
Tucſday the 10 Day of April, Anno Domini 1593. 


HIS Journal of theHouſe of Com: 
mons is fully 44 —nncavg' with ma- 
ny Excellent Paſlages; both touch- 
ing the publick State of theRealm, 
and alſo concerning Priviledges, 

Elections, Returns and ſuch like private Afﬀeairs 

of the Hcuſe it ſelf : So that not only the dan- 

gers of the Realm were diſcuſſed and the Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Government touched, but alſo conſulta- 
tion was had for a ſeaſonable and timely prepara- 
tion to be made againſt the ambitious and proud 
deſigns of the Spaniſh King. Neither 1s it un- 


worthy the Obſervation , that ſome unuſual di- 


ſtalt was occaſioned from her Majeſty towards 
ſome Members of the Houſe by reaſon of their 
intermedling with the Succeſſion of the Crown, 
which ſhe had expreſly forbidden. Which Pa- 
ſage, as alſo divers other particular Speeches, be- 
ing not found in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, are ſupplied out of ano- 
ther Journal of the ſame Houſe very exattly and 
elaborately taken by an Anonynrnus, being a Mem- 
ber of the ſame at this Parliament : but yet 
with this Caution, to avoid confuſion, that what- 
ſoever is inſerted out of the ſaidAnonymous Jour- 
nal hath a particular Animadverhon annexed un- 
to it for diſcovery thereof: 

The eighth Parliament of our Soveraign Lady 
Elizabeth by the Grace of God Queen of Ergland, 
France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, be- 
gun at Weſtminſter upon Monday being the 19" 


day of February in the thirty fifth year of her 
Majelties Reign. And thereupon many of the 
Knights, Citizens, Burgeſles and Barons returned 
into the ſame Parliament, then made their Ap- 
pearances at Weſtminiter before the Right Ho- 
nourable the Earl of Darby, Lord Steward of 
her Majeſties moſt Honourable Houſhold, and 
did take the Oath before the ſaid Lord Steward 
or his Deputies, according to the Statute in that 
behalf lately made and provided. 

The manner of the adminiſtring of the ſaid 
Oath to the ſaid Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles, 
was as followeth. The ſaid Lord Steward remo- 
ved into the Court of Requeſts, and having cal- 
led over the ſaid Knights and others that were 
returned by their names, M* Vice-Chamberlain 
and others of her Majeſties Privy-Council took 
the ſaid Oath before his Honour 3 and then ha- 
ving appointed them his Deputies to ſwear the 
reſidue of the Houſe of Commons who had then 
appeared according to their ſeveral returns, he 
departed. And thereupon his Lordſhips ſaid De- 
puties proceeded to the further adminiſtrating 
of the aforeſaid Oath to other Members of the 
ſaid Houſe 3 who after they had taken the ſame, 
entred into it and placed themſelves. The Fee 
for entring the name into the Serjeants Book, is 
two ſhillings. The reward to the Door-Keeper 
three ſhillings eight pence. The Fee for return- 
ing the Indenture two ſhillings. 


About two of the Clock in the Afternoon this 
preſent 


preſent Monday her Highneſs with divers of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and ſuch others 
as had place there , being let into the Upper 
Houſe, and the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles 
of the Houſe of Commons , as many as conve- 
niently could , being (at length) let in; The 
Right Honourable Sir Joh» Puckering Knight, 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal of England, de- 
clared the faid Parliament to be called by her 
Highneſs only for Conſultation and Preparation 
of Aid to be had and made againſt the mighty 
and great Forces of the King of Spaiz, bent and 
intended againſt this Realm, as well by ſome 
practices attempted by him in the Realm of 
France, and with ſome of the Nobility of Scot- 
land, as by many other ways and means to that 
end and purpoſe. And did in the end adviſe the 
ſaid Commons to employ the time of this preſent 
Seton of Parliament in the aforeſaid Conſulta- 
tion 5 and not to go about the making of any 
new Laws for the Common-Wealth at this time, 
as well for that there are very many good Laws 
already in force 3 more (he ſaid) than are well 
executed 3 as for that alſo ſuch new Laws: (if 
they be needful) may be treated of and dealt in 
at ſome other time hereafter. And fo willed 
them to repair to their accuſtomed place, and 
make Choice of their Speaker. Which done, 
the ſaid Parliament was Adjourned until Thur/- 
day next following, 

After which the ſaid Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
gelles of the Houſe of Commons being Aflembled 
1n the ſame Houſe , the Right Honourable Sir 
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Francis Knowles Knight , one of her Majeſties | 


moſt Honourable Privy-Council, and Treaſurer 
_ of her Highneſs molt Honourable Houlhold, 
ſtood up, and putting the Houſe in remembrance 
of the ſaid Charge of the faid Lord Keeper gi- 
ven unto them for chuling of their Speaker ; and 
very gravely and amply ſetting out ſundry the 

ood parts and commendable qualities and abi- 
fries of the Right Worſhiptul M* Edward Cooke 
Eſquire Lined in the Laws of this Realm, Sol- 
licitor General to her Majeſty, and being a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe returned into the ſame one of 
the Knights for the County of Norfolk doth in 
the end for his part and opinion nominate the 
ſaid M* Edward Cooke to be choſen for their 
Speaker in this preſent Parliament, if the reſidue 
of this Houſe ſhall ſo think good. Unto which 
Motion as many of the ſaid Houſe afſented with 
their Voices, ſo the ſaid M* Edward Cooke there- 
upon ſtood up, and very gravely and diſcreetly 
behaving himſelf as well in all due thankfulneſs 
unto this Houſe for their {aid good opinion con- 
ceived of him, as alſo in diſabling himſelf in di- 
vers reſpets for the diſcharge due and requiſite 
for that place, humbly prayeth them to proceed 
to a new Election. Which done, the Right Ho- 
nourable Sir Thomas Heneage Knight, Vice-Cham- 
berlain to her Majeſty, and one other of her 
Highneſs's moſt Honourable Privy-Council, ſtood 
up, and not only approving but alſo very much 
amplifying the ſaid former ſundry commendable 
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gifts and abilities of the ſaid M* Edward Cook: 
exceeding many others, and compargble in his 
opinion and judgment with any others for that 
place and charge, (gathering alſo the ſame partly 
from his own late former Specch of excuſes) doth 
in the end reſolutely deliver his opinion to make 
choice of the ſaid M* Cooke to be their Speaker. 
And alſo thereupon moving the queſtion to the 
Houſe, the ſaid M* Cooke was with one full con- 
ſent and voice of the whole Houſe, nominated 
and choſen to be their Speaker for this preſent 
Parliament. And ſo was thereupon. preſently 
brought by the ſaid M* Treafurer and M* Vice- 
Chamberlain, and fet in the Chair. And imme- 
diately after the Houſe did riſe and were appoin- 
ted to repair thither again upon Thrſday next 
tollowing. 

On Thurſday the 22" day of February, to 
which day the Parliament that begun on Mon- 
day foregoing, being the 19" day of the ſame 
Month, had been continued by Sir John Pucker- 
ing Knight Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, by 
her Majelties Commandment, the Queens Majeſty 
and divers of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
being ſet in the Upper Houſe, the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons had 
notice thereof, and thereupon they repaired thi- 
tner with Edward Cooke Eſquire , her Majeſties 
Sollicitor, their lately Elected Speaker 3 who be- 
ing led up to the Rail or Bar at the lower end 
of the ſaid Houſe by two of the molt eminent 
Perſonages of the aforeſaid Houſe of Commons, 
after humble reverence made, declared unto her 
Majeſty his Election to the ſaid place of Prolocu- 
tor; and then alledging (according to the uſual 
courſe) his own inſufficiency did defire her Ma- 
jelty to enable him to that Charge; and to con- 
ſider that howſoever he were the meaneſt that 
ever went before him in that place in reſpe& of 
Experience, yet in reſpeCt of his faithfulneſs he 
thought himſelf inferiour to none. 


After which Speech her Majeſty by the Mouth 
of the Lord Keeper, having allowed and appro- 
ved his EleQon, the faid Speaker having 1n a ſe- 
cond Speech ſhortly touched her Highneſs happy 
and vidorious Reign, and ſomewhat largely pro- 
ved the antientSupremacy of theKings of England 
in Eccleſiaſtical matters, did in the end of-his ſaid 
Speech make certain Petitions of courſe in the 
name of the Houſe of Commons; Firſt, For 1t- 
berty of Speech; Secondly, For freedom from Ar- 
reſts; And thirdly, For Acceſs unto her Majeſty. 
And laſtly , For Pardon for himſelf if he ſhould 
1n any thing unwittingly be miſtaken. 


To which Speech the Lord Keeper, having re- 
ceived new Inſtructions from her Majeſty, made 
a reply in particular to the ſeveral branches of the 
ſaid Speakers Speech. And to his three demands 
he Anſwered, that liberty of Speech was granted 
in reſpect of the I and No, but not that every 
one ſhould ſpeak what he liſted. And touching 


freedom from Arreſts, and Acceſs to her Marlys 
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he adviſed, that they might be cautiouſly made 


uſe of. 


Nota,That none of theſe Particulars touching 
the Preſentment of the Speaker, are ſet down in 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, but are abſtra&ed out of another Journal 
of the ſame Houſe taken by an Anonymous Mem- 
ber of the ſame during the Parliament, men- 
tioned at the beginning of this preſent Journal, 
yet it appeareth plainly by the very Original 
Journal-Book it ſelf, Fol. 262. /. that the Pro- 
Jocutor was this day preſented to her Majeſty, 
where the words are as followeth, viz. 


Jovis xxii%9 Febr. 92. 


This Day M* Speaker was preſented unto her 
Majeſty. 

Wiuch ſaid words ( being only here a little 
otherwiſe placed for Order ſake than there) have 
a large Blank left at the end of them of ſome- 
what above half a page, with intention no doubt 
at the firſt to have inſerted the whole manner 
of the proceeding both of this preſentment and 
admiſhon. 

After the Return alſo of the Speaker (now 
compleatly inveſted in that place) with the 
reſt of the Houſe of Commons, one Bill was read 
according to the uſual form in that Caſe accuſto- 
med, which is ſet down in the ſaid Journal-Book 
in theſe words following, 77z. 

The Bill, that a Bar at large may be pleaded 
in any AQtion of EjeJione firme was read the 
firſt time. 

M- Speaker immediately after the reading of this 
Bill, and his opening of the contents of the ſame 
to this Houſe, ſhewed unto them from her Ma- 
zeſty, that her Highneſs had Adjourned ( miſta- 
ken for continued) the Higher Houſe till Satur- 
day next; And alſo that her Majeſties pleafure 
likewiſe was, that this Houſe ſhonld therefore 
be Adjourned till the ſame time 3 which being fo 
done accordingly, this Houſe did then rife, and 
every man went away. 

On Satura.:y the 24" day of February the 
Houſe being ſet, and a great number of the 
Members of the ſame aflembled 3 M* Speaker 
not then as yet being come to the Houſe, ſome of 
the Houſe ſaid one to another, they heard he 
was ſick: And one affirmed it to be ſo indeed, 
ſhewing that he had been with him this Mor- 
ning himſelf; and left him ſick in his Bed, and his 
Phyſician and his Wife with him; and ſome 
others ſuppoſing that he would ſhortly ſignify 
unto this Houſe, the Cauſe of that his abſence, 
moved that the Clerk might in the mean time 
proceed to ſaying of the Litany and Prayers. 
Which being 6 done accordingly, the Serjeant 


of this Houſe preſently after the ſaid Prayers 
finiſhed, brought word from M* Speaker unto 
the Right Honourable Sir Jok» Woolley Knight 
one of her Majeſties moſt Honourable Privy 
Council, and a Member of this Houſe and then 
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which were of the Houſe, bur at this time few 


—— 


pr_ in the ſame Houſe, that he had been this 
aſt Night and alſo was this preſent Forenoon {6 
extreamly pained witha wind 1n his Stomachand 
Looſneſs of Body, that he could not as yet with. 
out his further great peril and danger adventure 
into the Air at this time, which otherwiſe moſt 
willingly he would have done. And willed that 
the Clerk of this Houſe might fignify unto the 
Houſe the ſaid eſtate of his Caſe, and in his name 
to defire their good favourable conſiderations of 
the ſame, not doubting their gentle and cour- 
teous acceptance of that his ſo reaſonable excuſe, 
as by this Houſe hath alſo been in former time uſed 
in like Caſe towards ſome other his Predeceſlors 
1n the place he now ſerveth 3 And to ſhew them, 
he truſteth in God he ſhall be able to attend 
them in this Houſe upon the next day of (itting, 
which will be Monday next. The Effe& of 
which Meſſage being then ſignified unto this 
Houſe by the ſaid Clerk of the Houſe, all the 
ſaid Members of this Houſe being very forry for 
M* Speaker his fickneſs, reſted well fatisfied. 
And fo the Houſe did riſe, and every man de- 
parted away, 


Nota, That this is all which is found in the O- 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons 
touching this days buſineſs, and therefore that 
which followeth is ſupplied out of that Anony- 
mous Journal mentioned at the beginning of this 
preſent * og , touching the reſidue of this 
days paſſages. 

This day M* Peter Wentworth and Sir Henry 
Bromley delivered, a Petition unto the Lord 
Keeper, therein deſiring the Lords of the Up- 
per Houſe tobe ſuppliants with them of the lower 
Houſe unto her Majeſty for Entailing the Suc- 
ceſſion of the Crown, whereof a Bill was readily 
drawn by them. 

Her Majeſty was highly diſpleaſed therewith 
after ſhe knew therof, as a matter contrary to her 
former ſtrait Commandment 3 and charged the 
Council to call the parties before them. Sir 7ho- 
mas Heneage preſently ſent for them, and after 
Speeches had with them, commanded them to 
forbear the Parliament, and not to go out from 
their ſeveral Lodgings. 

The day after being Sunday and the 25" of 
Febr. though the Houſe fate not, yet they were 
called before the Lord Treaſurer, the Lord 
Buckburſt and Sir Thomas Heneage. The Lords 
intreated them favourably and with good 
Speeches 3 But ſo highly was her Majeſty oftend- 
ed that they muſt needs commit them, and ſo they 
told them. Whereupon M* Peter Wentworth 
was ſent Priſoner unto the Tower ; Sir Herry 
Bromley and one M* Richard Stevens, to whom 
Sir Henry Bromley had imparted the matter, 
were ſent to the Fleet, as alſo M* Welch the 0- 
ther Knight for Worceſterſhire. Vide Mar. 10. 

About this matter in the beginning of the Par- 
liament was appointed a Committee to be had of 
many grave, wiſe and ancient Parliament men, 


met 


met at the place appointed, at leaſt not ſuch as | 
were expected. _ 

[t was appointed alſo at this time to M* Stewers 
to peruſe the penning of the Petition that ſhould 
have been delivered to that Houſe, and to have 
provided a Speech upon the delivery of it : But 
this Office by reaſon of other occaſions he could 
not attend. What other things were done or 
ſpoken im that Conference , were, as I heard, 
confeſſed to ſome of the Privy-Council by ſome 
of thoſe Parties that were preſent at that Confe- 
rence. All that were there, except thoſe before- 
named, went free and were never called in que- 
{tion that I heard of. And thus far it is inſerted 
out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal. 

On Monday the 26" day of February, the Bill 
for reducing diſloyal Subjedts to their dues Obe- 
dience, had its firſt reading. 

Upon a Motion made by M" George Moore 
touching ſome queſtions for the manner of Ele&ti- 
on of one Richard Hutton returned into this 
Houſe one of the Burgefles for the Borough of 
Southwark in the County of Surrey, and ſuppoſed 
to have been indirefly made ; and fo prayed to 
be further Examined by ſome Committee of this 
Houle , and then to be reported over to this 
Houſe for the further Order of this Houſe in the 
fame : And upon another Votion thereupon al- 
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ſo made by M" Wroth for a Committee for the 
Libertics and Priviledges of the Members of this 
Houſe and their Servants, it 1s upon the queſtion 
Ordered, that all the Members of this Houſe be- 
ing of her Majeſties Privy-Council, Sir William 
ore, MF Serjeant Jelverton, M* Robert Wroth, 
M* Recorder of London, M* Heyle, M' Contsby, 
M* Miles Sands, M* Attorney of the Wards, 
M* Artorney of the Dutchy , Mr William: How- 
ard, Sir Henry Cooke, Sir Francis Godolphin , Sir 
George Moore , Sir |Walter Raleigh , Sir Francis 
Drake , M* Tanfield , W Francis Bacon , M' 
Lewkenor, Sir John Harrington, M* Emerſam, Sir 
Edward Hobby, M* Lawrence Stourton, M* Beale, 
M* Do@or James, Sir Herry Dutor, M* DoGtor 
Ceſar, M* Tasborongh, Sir Moyle Finch, Sir Tho- 
mas Cecill and Sir Francis Haſtings ſhall, during 
all this preſent Scefhons of Parliament , examine 
and make report of all fach Caſes touching the 
Eleftions and Returns of any the Knights, Citi- 
zens, Burgeſles and Barons of this Houſe , and 
alſo all ſuch Caſes for priviledge as in any wife 
may occur or fall out during all the ſame Sefhons 
of Parliament 3 to the end this Houſe upon the 
Reports of the ſame Examinations may proceed 
to ſuch further courſe m every the ſame Caſes as 
to this Houſe ſhall* be thought meet. And it is 
further Ordered , that the ſaid Committees do 
meet upon Wedneſday next in the Exchequer 
Chamber at three of the Clock in the Afrernoon 
to examine the manner of the ſaid EleQion of the 
faid Richard Huttorr, and alſo any other caſe of 
EleRions, Returns or Priviledges whatſoever in 
queſtion , which ſhall be moved unto them by 
any Member of this Houſe at their Pleaſure. And 
notice was then alſo given in the Houſe to all the 
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Members of the fame, that in all theſe Caſes they 
might from time to time repair to the ſaid Com- 
mittees as occalion ſhall ſerve accordingly. 

The Bill touching ſalted Fiſh and ſalted, Her- 
rings had its firſt reading. 

Sir Robert Cecill, Sir John Wolley, Sir Tour For- 
teſcue, Sir Edward Stafford and M* Francis Ba- 
con, naving ſeverally delivered moſt manifeſt and 
apparent reaſons of the inevitable neceſlity both 
of preſent conſultation and alſo of. preſent Pro- 
viſion of Treaſure to prevent and withſtand the 
great imminent perils and dangers of this Realm, 
intended againſt the ſame by the King of Spaiz, 
the Pope and other Confederates of the Holy 
League; The ſaid Sir Robert Cecil, Sir John For- 
teſcue, Sir John Wolley, and MW Francis Bon, 
laying open the ſundry particular praCtices of the 
King of Spain againſt the State of this Realm 3 
attempted both 1n Ireland , the Low Conntries, 
France and Scotland, do each of them in the end 
conclude and move, That a grave Committee of 
this Houſe be preſently (clefted 19 have Confe- 
rence touching fom- tit courtc iO be taken for 
the faid conſultation and proviſion of Treaſure. 
And thereupon it was upon the Queſtion Order- 
ed and Aflentecd to by the whole Houſe. 

Nota, That this is all that is found inthe Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of theHouſe ofCommons touch- 
ing theſe Speeches; which becauſe they contain

Sir Ro- 
bert Cecill (pake fiſt and faid. 


As I remember , I have been of this Houſe 
theſe five Parhiaments , and I have not determi- 
ned to fay any thing in thefe Aſſemblies turther 
than my Cogitationsſhould concur with my Con- 
ſcience in ſaying bare I, or No. Give me leave, 
I pray you, to rehearſe an old faying , and it is 
in Latin, Nec te collaudes, nec te vituperes ipſe 
for me to do the one were exceeding arrogancy, 
and to do the other, I do confels, I hope, you 
will pardon me. 

The occaſion of this Parliament , as I take it 
by that which we received from the Honourable 
and Learned Speech of the Lord Keeper of and 
from her Majeſty to us in the Higher Houſe, 1s 
for the cauſe of Religion and maintenance there- 
of amongſt us, the preſervation of her Majelties 
moſt Royal Perſon, and the good of this Realm 
of our Country. All which becauſe they be 
things of moſt dear and greatelt price , and at 
this preſent in exceeding great and imminent 
danger, it is moſt behoofful to conſult of ſpeedy 
remedies, which ſhould proceed from the wilcit 
Heads. The Enemy to theſe is the King of Spar, 
whoſe malice and ambition 18 ſuch, as together 


with the Pope, that Antichriſt of Rome, ( for [ 


may , 


ar? 
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may well couple them together , the one being | 
always accompanied with envy at our Proſperity, 
the other with unſatiable defirc) makes them by 
all means to ſeek the Subverſion of the State. But 
concerning the firſt the cauſe of God and hisRe- 
ligion, which her Majeſty profeſſed before ſhe 
came to fit in this Royal Seat , which ſhe hath 
defended and maintained , and for which cauſe 
God hath fo bleſſed her Government fince her 
coming to the Crown: Yea while the Crown 
awas ſcarce warm on her Head, ſhe aboliſhed the 
Authority of Rome , and did ſet up Gods truth 
amongſt us; and to her great renown made this 
little Land to be a Sanctuary for all the perſecuted 
Saints of God : whereby the people perceived 
her Magnanimity, Zeal and Judgment 3 Magna- 
nimity in undertaking ſo great an Enterprize 3 
Zeal in profeſling the ſame not for the ſhew, but 
of (incerity 3 Judgment in defending it and pre- 
venting all his defigns. He ſent forth his Bulls 
and Viſtives againſt her Majeſty , thereby moſt 
unnaturally depriving her of her moſt natural 
right, the Duty and Loyalty which her Subjects 
ſhould owe unto her, ec. He touched the ma- 
ny dangers her Majeſty had been in, which as it 
cauſed him to fear to think, ſo did he tremble 
to ſpeak concerning the danger of her Country, 
and (o the loſs of our Lives, Liberties, Waves, 
Children, and all other Priviledges. Let me not 
trouble you with things paſt ſo long and perhaps 
beyond my reach, but with things paſt of late 
years and fince Eighty eight. When we were fo 
ſecure and never thought that the King of Spain 
would have ſet up his Reſt for England 3 Then 
ſent he his Navy termed [vincible, and was al- 
moſt upon the Banks of us before we were 
aware. Yea we were ſo (lack in proviſion, that 
it was too late to make reſiſtance, had not God 
preſerved us. His attempt againſt us by ſeekin 
to win the Low-Conntries and to obtain bois 
being but trifles and partly devices, which 1 
mean not to trouble 'you with 3; he hath now of 
late gone about to win France, wherein he hath 
greatly prevailed , as in Lorrain and 1n other 
parts, as you have heard , but ſpecially in Brz- 
tany, having moſt part of the Port Towns 1n his 
Poſleſſion, whither he (till ſendeth ſupply daily, 
and reinforces them every four or five Months, 
which part is always open and his men and for- 
ces never wanting. This Province he eſpecially 
delireth, for it lyeth moſt fitly to annoy us, whi- 
ther he may ſend forces continually, and there 
have his Navy 1n a readineſs ; the which he 
could not fo eafily, unleſs he had the wind in a 
bag. Befides having this Province, he might keep 
us from Traffick to Roche and Burdeaux, as he 
doth in the Straights from Tripoly and S* Fear de 
Luce: And ſo hinder us from carrying forth and 
bringing into this Land any Commodities from 
thoſe parts, whereby the Realm might be in- 
riched and her Majeſties Impolt ever eaſed, being 
one of the greateſt Revenues of her Crown. He 


hath alſo gone about with them of Stade and the | 
King of Poland, one of his own Fattion , and | 


who by reaſon he cannot do in that Kingdom 
what he liſteth , he may not ſo eafily command 
him to impeach, or hinder our Traftick in thoſe 
Eaſtern parts, which it he could bring to paſs, 
you ſee how hurtful it would - be to this 
Land. 

But to deſcend yet lower into theſe latter Ati. 
ons. He hath ſeen it is but a folly to make Wood- 
den Bridges to paſs into Ireland, therefore he 
bath found out a ſafer way and ſtronger paſſage 
into it by Land, and that by Scotland, which 
though it be not talked of on the Exchange, nor 
Preached at Paxl's Crols ; yet it is molt true, and 
in Scotland as common as the high-way , That 
he hath procured unto him many of the Nobi- 
lity. It may be he hath ſent thither no great Na- 
vy, and that her Majeſty would not ſuffer him 
to do 3 yet do what ſhe can, ſome one Paltry 
Fly-Boat may eſcape her Majeſties Ships, and car- 
ry gold enough in her to make them Traytors, 
and ſtir them to Sedition. Theſe things her Ma- 
jelty underſtood before, and Advertized the 
King thereof; which the effe& bath proved to 
be true. For unleſs I be deceived, the laſt Let- 
ter that came from thence might ſhew that the 
King is gone to make a Rode into the North, and 
to bring back the Lord Bothwell and the Lord 
Huntley, The King of Spain's malice thus daily 
increaſeth againſt us, and ſeeketh alſo tosſtir up 
Sedition amongſt us by his Inſtruments. The num- 
ber alſo of Papiſts daily increaſeth , or at leaſt 
wiſe becomes more manifeſt. My advice is, that 
you would conſult how to withſtand ſuch immi- 
nent dangers, which the greater they be, the 
ſooner they would be looked into and remem- 
bred. Wherefore I would defire M* Speaker 
that he would appoint ſome Committees of the 
ſufficienteſt and wiſeſt men in the Houſe to con- 
ſider thereon. 


Sir John Wolkey ſpake to the like Effe&, ſaying, 
that upon the Cauſe of the _ the Realm 
was now in, and of the remedy, his Speech 
ſhould conſiſt;which he likened to a naturalBody, 
in which the more danger the principal Member 
was in, the greater means there ſhould be uſed 
for the preſervation thereof. Ryan being made 
now Admiral of France by the League, ſhould 
ſay, that he was a poor Admiral now, but yet 
he doubted not 'but that ſhortly he ſhould be 
able to bring ſuch a Navy as ſhould terrify the 
Queen of Ereland, Alſo he ſhewed how the 
Princes of the Holy League had conſpired the 
overthrow of the Realm, the extirpation of 
Religion, and the confuſion of her Majeſty and 
her Loyal Subje&s. And exhorted the Houle, 
now becauſe the ſeaſon of the year groweth on, 
which calleth many of the Knights and Burgeſles 
to be in their Countries, beſides the Sickneſs be- 
ing in the Town, ſo that many of that Houſe he 
thought knew not whether they lodged in Houſes 
infetted or not, that they would ſeck - to di- 
ſpatch and end the Parliament fo ſoon as might 


be. He alſo ſhewed how the Dunkirkers roy. 


ble 
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led our Fiſhermen in ſmall Barks upon the Sea- | 


coalts. And fo that this matter might be Com- 
mitted to ſome of. the ſufficienteſt in the Houſe. 
He alſo exhorted the Houle to a ſpeedy agreeing 
of a Sublidy : which conlidering the dangers 
we were 1n, and that it was for our own good, 
as alſo for her Majeſty's, he hoped that no good 
Subject but would willingly agree to it. Alſo 
he ſhewed that the Wars with the King of 
Spain had coſt her Majeſty a Million of Money : 
but this he avouched, that where it coſt her Va- 
jelty one, it coſt the King of Spazr three, 


Then Sir John Forteſcne ſpake and ſaid : They 
that ſpake before me, ſpake ſufficiently of the 
Authors of our trouble, of the great danger 
which 1s now imminent, inſomuch that as it 1s 
come to that point now, Nor utram imperare, ſed 
atrium viverel will ſpeak of nothing but that which 
concerns my Calling. Her Majeſty not being 
only careful for the preſervation of Her own 
Realm, but of her Neighboursalſo ; ſhe hath not 
only defended her own Subjeds from being 1n- 
vaded, but alſo hath aided Strangers which wan- 
ted Money, with whom otherwiſe it would have 
gone ill by this time both with them and out- 
ſelves. Infomuch that the burthen of tour King- 
doms hath reſted upon her Majeſty, which ſhe 
hath maintained with her Purſe, England, France, 
Treland.and Scotland. For how could the French 
King at his firſt coming to the Crown have 
held out againſt thoſe Leaguers, had not her Ma- 
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means of Purveyors. Wherefore ſhe truſteth , 
that every good ſubjeCt will affiſt her Majeſty 
with his Purſe, ſeeing ir concerns his own good 
and the preſervation of his eſtate. For before 
that any of us would loſe the leaſt member of his 
body, we would beſtow a great deal, and ſtick 
for no Coſt nor Charges: How much more ought 
we 1n this political Body, whereof not only a 
member but the whole is in jeopardy, if we do 
not once haſt tothe preſervation thereof? And for 
theſe Subſidies which are granted now adays to 
her Majeſty, they are leſs by half than they were 
in King Henry the 8*"* time. Now although het 
Majeſty had borrowed ſome Money of her Sub- 
jeſts beſides her Subſidies, yet ſhe had truly re- 
paid and anſwered every one fully. He deſired 
the matter might be put to a Committee. 


Sir Edward Stafford ſpake next to the like ef- 
fe&t 3 but what his ſaid Speech was, is not at all 
ſet down in the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal 
mentioned more fully at the beginning of this 
Journal preſent. 

Mr Francis Bacon ſpake laſt, whoſe Speech was 
to the cffe&t following, viz. 


Mr Speaker, That which theſe Honourable Pet- 
a_ have ſpoken of their Experiences, May it 
pleaſe you to give me leave likewiſe to deliver of 
my common knowledge.

As for the Low Conn- 
tries, they have (tood her Majeſty in yearly, ſince 
ſhe undertook the defence of them, one hundred 
and fifty thouſand pound. All which her Ma- 
x(ty beſtowed for the good of the Realm, to 
free us from War at home. Beſides, when her 
Majeſty came to the Crown, ſhe found it four 
Millions indebted 3 her Navy when ſhe came to 
view it, {be found greatly decayed : Yet all this 
hath diſcharged, and (thanks be to God) 1s no- 
thing indebred 3 and now ſhe is able to match 
any Prince in Exrope, which the Spaniards found 
when they came to invade as. Yea ſhe hath 
with . her Ships compaſſed the whole world, 
whereby this Land is made famous through- 
out all places. She did find in her Navy all Iron 
Pieces, but ſhe hath furniſhed it with Artil- 
lery of Braſs, ſo that one of her Ships is not a 
Subjea's, but a petty King's wealth. As for her 
own private Expences, they have been little in 
building 3 ſhe hath conſumed little or nothing 
in her pleaſures. As for her Apparel, it is Royal 
| and. Princely, beſeeming her Calling, but not 
ſumptuous nor exceſſive. The Charges of her 
Houſe ſmall, yea never leſs in any Kings time. 
And ſhortly (by Godsgrace) ſhe will free her Sub- 
jets from that trouble which hath come by the

| | did take great 
contentment in her Majeſties Speeches the other 
day delivered by the Lord Keeper , how that it 
was a thing not to be done ſuddenly nor at one 
Parliament, nor ſcarce a whole year would ſut- 
fice to purge the Statute-Book and leflen the Vo- 
lume of Laws, being ſo many in number, that 
neither Common People can practiſe them, nor 
the Lawyer ſufficiently underſtand them: Than 
the which nothing ſhould tend more to the 
praiſe of her Majeſty. 

The Romans appointed ten men, who wete 
to correct and recal all former Laws, and to ſet 
forth'thoſe Twelve Tables ſo much of all men to 
be commended. The Athenians likewiſe appoin- 
ted fix for that purpoſe. And Lewes the 9® King 
of France did the like in reforming his Laws 
But what ſhould :here follow is 
wholly omitted in that Anonymous Journal men- 
tioned in the beginning of theſe Speeches, out 
of which they are all taken 3 yet it ſhould ſeem 
that the main.end and ſcope of the enſuing par- 
ticulars of this Speech, which are omitted, were 
for the appointing of a ſele&t and grave Commit- 
tee, both to conſider of the dangers of the 
Realm, and of ſpeedy ſupply and aid to be given 
to her Majeſty.- Peres 

And thereupon after the Concluſion of this 
Speech of M* Francis Bacor's, the Houſe did ac-

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might now to relieve her Majeſty with Subfidies, 
in reſpe&t of thoſe many and great Enemies 
againſt whoſe power and malice ſhe was to pro- 
vide and prepare for neceſſary defence and pre- 
ſervation of her Realms and Dominions. The

the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons (though omitted in that other before-men- 
tioned taken by the faid Anoymns ) 1n manner 
and form following, vis.

to be had therein by this Houſe for redreſs of the 
ſaid Enormitiesz and offereth unto M* Speaker 
two Bills, the one concerning the ſaid Inquiſiti- 
ons, ſubſcriptions and offering of Oaths, and the 
other concerning the Impriſonments upon their 
refuſal to the ſaid Oaths , praying that the ſaid 
latter Bill which concerneth the faid Impriſon- 
ments might be read, and the other to be offered 
to this Houſe at ſome other more convenient 
time. 

Nota, That there is no other Speech touching

Mr Dalton ſtood up and ſpake with much ear- 
neſtneſs againſt it, ſaying,lIt is hard upon a ſudden 
for me to Anſwer a long premeditated Speech, 
but as I am able I will ſay and ſhew what I think 
of the Bill Exhibited.

It is eaſy to make of a Mole- 
Hill a Mountain in words, ſo by a well compiled 
Speech to make a great and dangerous thing of 
nothing 3 nay a thing indeed needleſs; for that 
the State hath hitherto always ſtood upon this 
Government. And ſo ſhewed how Eccleſiaſtical 
Government was diſtin& from the Temporal. 
The Reaſons he gave were few or none; only his 
great diſlike was, that having received (trait 
Commandment from her Majeſty not to meddle 
with things concerning the Reformation of the 
Church and State of this Realm, therefore in his 
opinion the Bill ought to be ſuppreſled. 


Sir John Wooley ſpake alſo againſt the Bill diſ- 
allowing the matters in it : And taking it as to0 
buſy a medling in ſuch a thing ſo forbidden by 
= - aa he thought is nor fit that it ſhould 

read. 


Then ſpake Sir Francis Knowles, allowing the 
Bill, and Anſwered, That whereas it was CcOft- 
demned as ſeeking the overthrow of a Mem- 
ber of the State, and fo againſt the Law, 1t ten- 
ded in his opinion but to the reforming of abuſes 
and reſtraining of the Prelates : \ That if they 
meddle againſt the Laws, they ſhall incur a pre-

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\ Then ſpake Door Lewer, driving his Speech 
to a full Anſwer of M* Morris his Speech. And 
firſt he ſhewed, that as the natural Body was de- 


lighted in Change , fo was it alſo in the politick

ſion of Biſhops had long been ſought for 3 and in 
ſhooting at their Juriſdiction their aim was at 
their places ; as being no more able to ſtand the 
one without the other. than a Houſe without a 
Foundation. Then he entred into a Diſcourſe 
of Government, as Monarchies, Ariſtocracies and 
Democracies. He allowed the Monarchies ; and 
in the moſt famous Monarchies in the World 
ſhewed this Government now exerciſed by the 
Biſhops to have been uſed.

politick, as without them it could be no Body. 
And in comparing it with the ſtate of the Natural 
Body, he termed the Prince and the Counſellors 
of State to be as the Senſes, and as the Head ; 
The Biſhops and Miniſters as the Shoulders and 
Arms; the common people the Legs. Now ro 
take away the Shoulders trom the Body were as 
great a blemiſh and prejudice as to have the tr | 


gers tied unto the Shoulders. Then came he to

Then ſtood up Mr. Oliver S* John, as may be 
collected out of the aforeſaid Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, where he is 
ſaid to have ſpoken next after Mr. Henry Finch, 
although his Spcech be wholly omitted (as is his 
name 1n the faid Anonymous Journal , out of 
which the ſaid Speech and the reſt are inſerted) 
and ſpeaking for the Bill ſaid; it is and hath 
been the manner of this Houſe to allow a mixture 
in ſpeaking, and after the Grave, Honourable 
and Wiſeſt, then to hear the meaneſt alſo. For 
my felf, I am but young , yet will I ſhew unto 
you matter which is 014. In Anfwer to them that 
{pake laſt, the Ancient Charter of this Realm 
lays, Nullus I:ber homo, &c. which is flatly viola- 
ted by Biſhops Juriſdiction. You know what 


three parts of M* Morris his Speech, Inquiſition, | things Thomas B:cket frood upon againſt the 


Subſcription and binding abſolution. Inquiſition he | 
proved lawful; Firſt becauſe it had been ſo long 
uſed, and in the greateſt Monarchies allowed. 
For before Inquiſition came in, the manner of 
Tryal was by Accuſation , and then the party 
accuſing was to ſuffer the penalty that the Law 
inflicted upon the party accuſed, if he failed in 
his accuſation. Then it might be that the party 
accuſed, if the Accuſer failed in his accuſation, 
might ſollicite two Witneſſes to Anſwer for him, 
which was ſufficient to acquit him : So the guilty 
eſcaped and the guiltleſs accuſer was puniſhed, 
This ſeeming grievous, they changed their Try- 


als into Inquiſitions. And whoſoever reads De- 
moſthenes and Tully , (hall ſee how unwillingly 
they were hired to accuſe. And it we look into 
the Laws of this Realm, it 1s altogether by In- 
quiſitions in Courts Baron, Leets, and in the 
Kings Courts, and in the Star-Chamber. So that 
this courſe 1s as lawful in the Eccleſiaſtical as in 
the Temporal Law. Subſcription was a thing we 
were bound unto by Statute. The hke was uſed 
in our Churches as at Geneva, lo as allowable 
here. Abſolution, termed binding , 1s no other 
than in the Common Law; for in the Writ de 
Excommunicato capiendo , 'the party abſolved is 
to be (worn ad ſervandum jus , and his Oath to 
perform the Law in this abſolution 1s not grie- 
vous: Whereas otherwile the party acculed was 
to find pledges for the ſame. Nay it is a hiberty 
to him, when upon his Oath he may be freed. 
And ſo as to the Bill, he thought it htreft thar it 
ſhould be firſt conſidered of by the Biſhops and 
Judges of the Realm before it were read. 


Afﬀeer this Mr. Henry Finch (as may be conje- 
Qured out of the Original Journal-Book of the 


King, which things are now allo crept in. And 
for more full Anſwer of one that fpake before, 
his Antiquity and preſcription cannot be allowed 
in this Government for any reaſon ; for ſo were 
the Official preſtitute to take and exact Fees, be- 
cauſe time out of mind they had done fo; And 
ſet it down that it was Anſwered in the Parlia- 
ment Houſe, That Thieves may preſcribe to take 
Purſes on Shooters- Hz!l, becauſe time out of mind 
they had done fo. 

For that of Inquiſition, it ſeems to him (ſpect- 
ally) that ſpake laſt, to be allowed before that 
tryal by accuſation ; Firſt by reaſon of the An- 
tiquity of the tryal. But 1t cannot be proved fo 
ancient as the manner of tryals by accufations. 
For in Joh», the Adulterous Woman belig 
brought ro Chrilt, he a*ked who were her Accu- 
ſers? And for that manner of Acculation, ' the 
Lawyers themſelves ſpeak againit it ; for one 
ſaith of it, Ot libere futear quod fentian, nun- 
quam mih1 placebat. For Subſcription, the Statute 
alledged 1s meant but a Subſcription to certain Ar- 
ticles in Religion, and not a Subſcription 1m chis 
form. And becaule it is allowed in G-»er, 


ſo to allow it here, that 13 no reaſon. For in 
Geneva there be many things allowed, which the 
party ſpeaking would (I dare lav) be luth to 
have uſed here. As to Abſolution, there is n'1 fuch 
Oath to be required therein in'our Writ 4: Ec- 
communicato capiendo, as was ſaid. So think the 
Bill very worthy and fit to be reac. 


Then Sir Robert Cecill ſpake and ſaid : T am un- 
willing to ſpeak , yea I ſpeak againſt my Will ; 
and to anſwer Speeches well itudied and preme- 
ditated upon the ſudden, it is hard for me. What 
the Bill containeth, I am ignorant of 5 and whe- 


Houſe of Commons, where though his Speech be 
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ther to allow of it or not, 1 will ſuſpend my ©-i- 
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nion. To fay the truth, the man that offered it 
was learned and wiſe , and one whom I love; 
yet a Bill to be offered and inforced in this ſort, 
being of ſuch effe&, I know not how to allow 
of it. For her Majeſty had ſtraitly forbidden to 
"meddle in ſuch Caſesz yet not forgetting the 
Cauſe, ſhe had in her Excellent wiſdom cared 
and pretended that a redreſs ſhould be had of 
things that are amiſs. To which end her Majeſty 
before the Parliament ſummoned, had directed 
her Letters to the Archbiſhops to certifie her. 


| 


Now her Highneſs Care for our good ſhall be | 


prevented by our haſty ſpeaking of theſe things 
before our time. Sure it is not fit, and her Ma- 
jeſty cannot but be offended at it. For the Bill 
[ proteſt I know it not 3 but it ſeemed to contain 
things needful. Wherefore it were fitteſt it 
ſhould be commended to her Majeſty, and fo 
recommended unto us. And if I may do this 
Office and Service for the Houſe, I will in all 
dutiful Loves and Service do it. But if the other 
courſe be taken, I fear the things ſought will be 
denied for the violence uſed 1n it. 


Then M* Speaker faid , In favour and free 
love, above my merits or deſert, you have Ele- 
Red me, which ſhould bind me to do all my beſt 
Service, and to be faithful toward you. This 
Bill delivered me is long and containeth impor- 
tant matters of great weight, and ſuch matters as 
cannot be expreſſed in four words. It hath ma- 
ny parts, and if you put me preſently to open 
it, I cannot ſo readily underſtand it, and do it 
as I ſhould; For indeed it is a matter far above 
my ordinary practice : and to deliver a thing be- 
fore I conceive it, I could not. Wherefore if it 
would pleaſe you to give me leave to conſider 
of it, I proteſt I will be faithful and keep it with 
all Secrecy, 


Hereupon the Houſe was in queſtion, whether 
it ſhould be committed to the Speaker only, or 
to the Privy-Council and him : but it was hol- 
dento be againſt the Order of the Houſe thatany 
Bill ſhould be committed before it was read. 
Therefore upon a Motion made by M* Wreth, it 
was agreed, that M* Speaker ſhould have it. 

This Afternoon at two of the Clock M* Speaker 
was ſent for to the Court, where the Queen her 
ſelf gave him Commandment to deliver unto the 
Houſe and ſo the matter abruptly 
breaks off in the ſaid Anonymous Journal, men- 
tioned more particularly in the beginning of this 
preſent Journal, out of which all theſe aforeſaid 
Speeches are inſerted : But that which ſhould 
here follow can be no more but only, that her 
Mafſty did Command him to deliver a certain 
Metlage ro the Houſe the day following, which 
he did then perform accordinglys Ut wide poſtea 
in fine diet ſequentis. 

Finally, the laſt buſineſs of this Forenoon was 
the reading and committing of an ordinary Bill, 
which 1s inſerted out of the Original Journal- 


The Bill laſtly, that a Bar at large may be 
pleaded in an Eje@ione 7 pion was upon the ſe- 
cond reading committed unto M" Edgecombe, Sir 
Henry Knivet, and the Serjeants at Law that are 
Members of the Houſe, Mr. Attorney of the 
Wards and others, who were appointed to meet 
upon T hurſday next at two of the, Clock in the 
Afternoon at Serjeants-Inn in F _—_. 

On Wedneſday the 28" day © February, the 
Bill for reducing of diſloyal Subjects to their due 
Obedience, was read the ſecond time, 

Nota, That before this Bill was committed, 
divers ſpake unto it, which being omitted in the 
Original Journal-Book after the mentioning of 
the ſecond reading thereof, I thought good to 
ſupply the ſaid Speeches out of that Anonymous 
Journal ſo often before-mentiqned; and the ra- 
ther, becauſe this Bill being againſt Popiſh Recu- 
ſants, the ſaid Speeches do contain matter of 
much weight in them. 

Mr. Cradock (after the ſaid Bill againſt Re- 
cuſants had been opened by Mr. Speaker upon 
the ſecond reading thereof ) ſpake as fol- 
loweth. 


There is no man as [I think ſo irreligious to- 
wards God, ſo unloyal towards her Majeſty, fo 
careleſs of the common Statutes , but thinks the 
Bill to be good, and the Law very neceſſary be- 
fore jt be EnaQted : Yet it were fit every part of 
it were conſidered of and reformed. The thin 
to be reformed is this: The words of the A 
being Every perſon that ſhall receive a Recuſant, &c. 
And thus the Purvey being General , the good 
Subje&t may be grieved by this Law 3 and he 
that ſhall have but a Recuſant in his Cuſtody, 
ſhall be within the letter of the Law for recei- 
ving a Recuſant into his Houſe. Things to be 
conſidered are firſt, Whetherit be good to deprive 
them of all their goods, for ſo we ſhall leave 
them no means of living. Secondly, Whether 
the Parties that be now Recuſants being recon- 
ciled, if they fall into relapſe and afterwards be 
newly reconciled again, ſhall be enabled to take 
benefit of their Lands and goods: for 'tis hard, 
if after their repenting they be not reſtored. 


Then Mr. Philips Anſwering all Objections 
againſt the Bill, affirmed it ſufficient in all points, 
and that neither the ſence nor the letter could 
be prejudicial to the good Subject. Only he 
could have wiſht it were provided that the Re- 
cuſant ſhould not uſe this Law to his benefit, by 
procuring Commons to be their Friends, and take 
Leaſes of their own Lands anſwering the Queens 
Title. 


Mr. Finch made this Queſtion, Whether thoſe 
that came not to Church by reaſon of the miſlike 
they had of the Church Government, ſhall be 
in like Caſe as a Recuſant Papilt. 


Mr. Tichburz faid he could have provided that

| the Father (ſhould not diſigherit the Son, nor have 
power 
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-ower ſo to do for being made conformable by 
fi that ſhonld have the bringing of him up. 


Then Mr. Nathanael Bacon ſpake and ſaid, The 
Children might not be committed to the Biſho 
of the Dioceſs, becauſe their Chancellors are fo 
much afteGed to the Canon Law, that ſome 
are infetted with Popiſh Religion. Beſides, the 
office of Biſhops is to preach, and this duty in 
the one calling would not be hindred by other 
affairs committed to their care. Wherefore fitter 
it 1s, that the Juſtices of Aſſize ſhould have the 
appointment of them, 

Then ſaid Sir Edward Stafford, it may be the 
Party 1s, Enemy to him to whom the Child 
is committed , therefore the Commitment is to 
be by two or three. 


Then Mr. Wroth ſpake as followeth. The Law 
hath no Provilo for Leaſes, no remedy is appoin- 
ted, as by the diſtreſs or otherwiſe, how the 
Guardian is co come by the money appointed to 
him for the Cuſtody of the Child of a Recuſant. 
And it were fit to make a Proviſo that no Party 
being next Heir to the Child ſhould be his Guar- 
dian. And the Recuſant not to forfeit ten pound 
a Month for the keeping of his Witez otherwiſe 
for keeping of Scrvants Recuſants. 

After all thele Speeches they agreed to have 
the Bill committed. But the Committees names 
are all omitted in the faid Anonymous Journal, 
out of which theſe toreſaid Speeches are inſerted, 
and are therefore to be ſupplied out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
where they are ſet down in manner and form 
following, viz.

andiſh, and Sir Francis Drake. And the Bill was 

delivered to Mr. Serjeant Telvertor, who with the 
reſt was appointed to meet upon to Morrow next 
at two of the Clock inthe Afternoon at Serjearts- 
Ian in Fleet ſtreet. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, one of the 
Committees in the great Cauſe for Gonſultation 
and proviſion of Treaſure (appointed on Monday 
the 26") day of this inſtant Febrxary foregoing) 
ſhewed, that he and the refidue of the Com- 
mittees in that Caſe met yeſterday in the After- 


—  — _ 
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noon according to the Commiſſion of this Houſe, 
and upon Conference had amongſt them for 
fome convenient proportion of Treaſure to be 
provided, did in the end agree, that two in- 
tire Subſidies and four Fifteenths and Tenths 
ſhould be granted unto her Majeſty, if this pre- 
ſent Houſe ſhall ſo think good. Upon which 
Report by him made, it was upon the queſtion 
agreed unto by the whole Houſe, that the ſame 
two intire Sublidies and four Fifteenths and 
Tenths ſhould be granted unto her ſaid Highneſs 
accordingly. Which done Mr. Nathanael Bacon, 
one allo of the ſaid Committees, put the Houſe 
in remembrance, that at their ſaid Conference 
in the ſaid Committee it was moved by ſome of 
them, that the preſent neceſlity of the Cauſes 
now moving them to offer the ſaid double Sub- 
lidy and double Fifteenths and Tenths, ſhould 
be ſet down and inſerted in the Bill for the grant- 
ing thereof. 

After this Speech of Mr. Bacons there is no 
particular mention of any other Speech which 
was ſpoken at this time touching this buſineſs in 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and therefore theſe Speeches which follow 
are {upplyed out of another Anonymous Journal 
of the paſlages of this Parliament more particu- 
larly mentioned at the beginning of this preſent 
Journal. 


Sir Henry Knivett ſpake, allowing the Sub- 
ſidies, but withal deſired theſe things : Firſt, that 
It might be lawful for every Subject ro annoy 
the King of Spazz that would, that weak Forces 
might not be ſpent againſt him, but a Royal 
Army. That we ſhould not wraſtle with him 
on our own ground but abroad. Further, that 
all her Majeſtics debtors might be called in, and 
her Majeſty to have power to (ell all the Debtors 
Lands, of what State ſoever they were ſeized 
of, No Steward or Commiſſioner but to aniwer 
her Majeſty the Royal Fines and Sums they re- 
ceived. All her Woods to be viewed, and the 
great Timber to be for ſale, the Copy wood to 
be ſold to encreaſe the Revenues. Licences gran- 
ted to any to have benefit of penal Statutes. to 
be taken in 3 and the whole benehit of Inns and 
Alchouſes to come to the Queen. A great be- 
nefit to come to the Queen by this new Statute 
againſt Recuſants. Their Children to be com- 
mitted to perſons of ſound Religion. The whole 
benefit of their relief and living to come to the 
Queen, deduding only charges for Education of 
Children. 


Serjeant Harris agreed on the Subſidy becauſe 
Parliaments were ſeldom, whereas by the Statute 
of 4 Edw. 3. they may be called every year. 
The Subſidies to be granted to maintain Wars 3 
but whether it be War or no War , as yet we 


know not : And the things which we take from 
the Spaniard, is doubted by many not to be Jaw- 
ful prize. Therefore defires in the Sublidics to 


| have it ſet down, that thoſe Sublidics be to 
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maintain a War impulſive and defenſive againſt | 
the Spaniard. 


Sir Walter Raleigh ſeconded his Speech, agree- 
ing in all things with the Serjeant, and ſaid, he 
knew many that held it not lawful in Conſct- 
ence, as the time is, to take from the Spaniards : 
And he knew,that if it might be lawful and open 
War, there would be more voluntary hands to 
fight againſt the Spaniard, than the Queen ſhould 
ſtand in need of to ſend to Sea. 

Nota, That theſe aforeſaid Speeches are all that 
are found in the forementioned Anonymous Jour- 
nal, and therefore that which follows is made 
perfe& out of the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, 
in manner and form following, vs. 

After the former and other hike Speeches, in 
which alſo ſome had moved, that to make the 
Wars againſt the King of Spai- and his Subjects 
lawful and warrantable, it ſhould be inſerted in- 
to the preamble of the ſaid Bill [that fo grear 
and extraordinary ſupply was at this time given 
for the reſiſting of his power and preventing of 
his malice} it was Ordered by the Houſe upon 
the queſtion, thart all theSerjeants at Law which 
are Members of this Houſe, Vir. Heile, Mr. Phi- 
lips, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Francis Drake, Sir 
George Carey, Mr. Dottor Ceſar, Mr. Dottor Aw- 
berry, Mr. Francis Bacon, Sir Francis Gudolphin, 
Mr. John Hare, Sir Thomas Conisby, Mr. Attorney 
of the Wards, Mr. Attorney of the Dutchy, Mr. 
John Trevor, Mr. Sands, Mr. Dodor Lewer, Mr. 
Beale, Sir Henry Unton and Mr. Ridiſden ſhould 
meet upon Saturday next at two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon in the Exchequer 3 for drawing 
the Articles and Preamble of the faid Bill accord- 
ingly; to the end the ſame Articlesand Preamble 
being conſidered of afterwards by this Houſe, the 
ſame may be delivered by Mr. Speaker to her Ma- 
jeſties Learned Council for the framing and draw- 
ing of the ſaid Bill. 

Now in the next place there enſueth the Re- 
lation of her Majeſties ſending for the Speaker 
yeſterday , and of the Meſlage which ſhe gave 
him in Command to deliver to the Houſe ; all 
which he declared at large this day, as it 1s very 
elaborately and fully ſet down in the Anonymous 
Journal mentioned more particularly at the be- 
ginning of this preſent Journal, and therefore it 
1s wholly inſerted out of it 5 and the rather, be- 
cauſe it is almoſt wholly wanting in the Original 
Journal-Book it (elf, there being one whole blank 
Page and a good part of another Page left un- 
written, with intention doubtleſs at firſt to have 
inſerted it, although it was afterwards very neg- 
ligently omitted by Mr. F1k On/iow Clerk of the 
ſaid Houſe of Commons. It is therefore (as is 
aforeſaid) very fitly ſupplied out of the Ano- 
nymous Journal in manner and form follow- 
1Ng, v7%Z, 

After theſe Speeches (before ſet down) touch- 
ing the Subſidy, M* Speaker ſtood up and aid, 
That he had a Meſlage to deliver from her Majeſty 
to the ſaid Houſe. 


——-_u_ 
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Yeſterday a great number of this Houſe (after 
many Speeches uſed) delivered two Bills to me. 
Which Bills though not read, yet were diverſly 
ſpoken of. They being long, the matters grave 
and of great importance, and the day being al- 
moſt ſpent, I defired further time to conſider of 
the parts of the Bills. I humbly thank this Ho- 
nourable Houſe, time was freely granted me. Tt 
being almoſt twelve of the Clock, I had peruſed 
and read both the Bills ; 1 have them about me, 
and they have been continually with me ever 
fince they were delivered unto me. Never any 
mans eye more than my own ever ſaw one word 
of them. 

A little after I had peruſed the Bills, I was ſent 
for by a ſpecial Meſſenger from her Majeſty, 
Coming in her Royal preſence, I was commanded 
ro deliver theſe words from her molt Excellent 
Majeſty unto the Body of the Realm, for ſo ſhe 
termed this Houſe, The matter I have to ſpeak 
1s great, yea- it is the greateſt matter that ever [ 
had to deal in. Wherefore I pray God to dire& 
mentem &- linguam hanc. I mult be ſhort, for 
her Majeſties words were not many: And I may 
perhaps fail in the delivery of them. For though 
my Auditors be great, yet who is ſo impudent 
whom the preſence of fuch a Majeſty could not 
appal? And it did greatly fear me when I ſaw 
none of theſe honourable perſons in her. pre- 
ſence, who were preſent at the holding of the 
matter in this Houſe. Yet God in his Provi- 
dence had appointed it, That even in this while 
came in ſome of the perſons here preſent , who 
if I fail in delivering what is given me in Charge, 
can report it unto you. And Iam glad there are 
Witneſles with me in this Action, what was my 
faithful ſervice for this Houſe. 1 proteſt, a grea- 
ter comfort never befel me, than that this my in- 
tegrity and faithful promiſe to this Houle is not 
violated. For her Majeſty in her moſt gracious 
Wiſdom before my coming determined not to 
preſs me in this, neither indeed did ſhe require 
the Bill of me; for this only ſhe required of me, 
what were the things in the Bill ſpoken of by 
the Houſe 5 which points I only delivered , as 
they that heard me can tel]. 

The Meſlage delivered me from her Majeſty 
confiſteth in three things 3 Firſt, The end for 
which the Parliament was called 3 Secondly, The 
Speech which the Lord Keeper uſed from her 
Majeſty 3 Thirdly, What her Pleaſure and Com- 
mandment now is. For the firſt, it is in me and 
my Power (I ſpeak now in her Majeſtics Perſon) 
to call Parliaments, it is in my power to end and 
determine the ſame, it is in my power to allent 
or ditlent to any thing done in Parliaments. The 
calling of this Parliament was only, that the Ma- 
jeſty of God might be more religiouſly ſerved, 
and thoſe that negle& this ſervice might be com- 
pelled by ſome ſharp means to a more due Obe- 
dience, and more true ſervice of God, than there 
hath been hitherto uſed. And further, that the 
Safety of her Majeſties Perſon and of this Realm 


| might be by all means poſſible provided for, 


againſt 
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inlt our great Enemies the Pope and the King 
ft Spain. Her Majeſties Pleaſure being then de- 
livered unto us by the Lord Keeper, 1t was not 
meant we ſhould meddle with matters of State, 
or Cauſes Ecclefiaſtical ; for ſo her Majeſty term- 
ed them. She wondred, that any could be of fo 


high commandment to attempt (1 uſe her own 


words) a thing fo exprelly contrary to that 


which ſhe had forbidden. Wherefore with this ſhe 
was highly offended. And becauſe the words then 
{(poken by my Lord Keeper are not now perhaps 
well remembred, or ſome be now here that were 
not then preſent, her Majeſtics preſent charge 
and expreſs Commandment is that no Bill rouch- 
ing the (aid matters of State or reformation in 
Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical be exhibited. And upon my 
Allegeance I am Commanded, it any ſuch Bill be 
exhibited, not to read ir, e*c. 

Thus far out of the ſaid Anonymous Journal. 

On Thurſday the firſt day of March, Four Bills 

no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 3 of which the firſt being the Bill againſt 
Strangers born to {cll by way of retail Foreign 
Wares brought mto this Realm, was read the 
firſt time. 

Mr. Serjeant Tetvcrtor, one of the Committees 
for the examination of the Ele&tion and Return 
of the Members of this Houſe, and alſo of the 
Caſes for Priviledge, appointed on Moxzday the 
26 day of Febrnary laſt paſt, happening to fall 
out during this preſent Seſſions of Parliament 
ſhewed.,that he and the reſidue of the Committees 
for thoſe Cauſes did meet yeſterday in the Aﬀter- 
noon (according to the Commiſſion of this Houſe 
to them in that behalf) and that having then ſome 
Caſes brought unto them both touching Elefi- 
ons and Returns in ſundry ſorts,and alſo one Caſe 
of Priviledge touching one Mr. Fitzherbert, 
Elected a Mcmber into this Houſe, and alledged 
ro be Outlawed upon Judgment, ſhewed, that 
the greater number of the ſaid Committees ha- 
ving travelled in thele Caſes, did impoſe upon 
him the Charge of making the Report thereof 
unto this Houſe. Which becauſe he would 
gladly do in ſuch wiſe, as the more part of the 
ſaid Committees had aflented unto, he had ſet 
down the ſame (he ſaid) in a Note for his better 
remembrance in writing. And ſo particularly re- 
cited theState of the ſaidCaſes treated of amongſt 
the faid Committees, and to be fo reported 
over unto this Houſe for the further reſolution 
and order of this Houſe to be had in the ſame. 
After which words, although there follow ſome 
four lines more in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, (in which 1t is generally 
related, that the reſt of this Forenoon was ſpent 
in the agitation of this and ſuch like buſineſſes 3) 
yet becauſe neither any particular relation of the 
Speeches in this buſineſs of M" Fitzherbert, or of 
thoſe other aforeſaid Paſſages handled in the ſaid 
Committee touching EleGtions is there ſet down 
(although all the faid matter be of very great 
weight and conſequence) | have therefore ſup- 
plicd a great part of the ſame out of the afore- 
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ſaid Anonymous Journal, more particularly mcn= 
tioned at the beginning of this preſent Journal, 
Where although all that part of Mr. Serjeant 
Velvertons Speech touching Mr. Fitzherberts Ele- 
Ction be omitted .(and which is before very hap- 
pily ſupplied out of the Original Journal-Book 
it felt ) yet the reſt or at leaſt the greater part of 
his Relations before mentioned is ſet down, and 
is here inſerted out of the ſame, with divers other 
Speeches uſed and uttered chietly touching that 
Queſtion. All which, (ſome alterations only 
excepted for order and explanation fake) are 
herein inſerted out of the ſaid Anonymous Jour- 
nal in manner and form following, iz. 
Serjeant Telverton ſpake further alſo, (after he 
had finiſhed the Relation of the Committees pro- 
ceeding touching M* Fitzherberts Eletion) con- 
cerning the priviledges of the Houſe. In which 
he declared the Caſe of the Burgeſs of Miſcread 
in Corzwall, after whoſe Ele(tion the Town re- 
fuſed to deliver up their Indenture to the Sheriff: 
But the party Ele&ted made his Indenture and 
delivered it to the Clerk of the Crown, who 
filed it with the reſt of the Indentures returned 
by the 'Sheritts , the Sheriff having Indorſed it 
upon the Writ. But this Indenture was never 
exccuted by the Sheriff, and yet the Return was 


holden ( by the Committees as it ſhould ſeem) 
to be good.

Mr. Heile, who had been another alſo of the 
Committees ſpake next, and ſhewed the ſtate of 
this and ſome other queſtions handled in that 
ſaid Committee, which were as followeth, viz. 

John, ec. 1s returned in the Indenture by 
the name of Richard, and whether this may not 
be amended by the Houle. 

Mr. Andeley is returned Burgeſs for two 
Towns, he having elef&ed for which he will be, 
a New Writ is to be directed to the other Town

Two Burgeſfles are returned for one Town: 
One of the Burgeſles being miſtaken 1s prays 
to refign unto the other. Whether by the al- 
ſent of the Sheriff and party this is to be done.

Hutton Bailiff, if this be good. 

Thomas Fitzhrbert of Staf- 
fordſhire being Outlawed upon 
a Capias utlagatum after Judg- 
ment , is Ele&ed Burgeſs of 
this Parliament. Two hours 
after his Eleftion, before the 
Indenture returned , The She- 
riff arreſted him upon this Ca- 
pias utlagatum. The party is1n 
Execution. Now he ſendeth 
this Supplication to this Houſe 
to have a Writ from the ſame to

He argued thus. / That he was not EleCtable, 


becauſe 1n the calling, and in the eleCting of par- 

ties called, there muſt be choſen 
 Trarure de 23 H Vjrz idones *, But a man Outlaw- 
Cop.cemd .1 5 ed is not idonews, therefore not 

Eletable. Confidering this dil- 
ability holds in all other Cauſes of Law, there- 
fore in this that is the greateſt, He urged the 
Authority of 19 H. 7. four parties attainted 
moved to have their Attainders redreſſed before 
they can fit. There 'tis ſaid a man Outlawed for 
forging falſe Deeds is not eligible to be of the 
Paritament. 

Then Sir Edward Hobby ſpake as followeth. 
The party Outlawed is not out of his wits, there- 
fore capablez and then is a man able to be cho- 
ſen and idonens to be a Burgels. Only a ditter- 
rence may be made where the Outlawry 1s for 
a Cauſe Criminal and for a Caſe perſonal, as in 
this Cauſe. Is this diſability greater ? that a man 
Outlawed may not be a Burgeſs, as well as an 
Attorney to a man, or an Executor ? I think it 
will ſtand with the priviledge of this Houſe to 
deliver him, though he were Outlawed. 

Mr. Lewes ſaid, that a man Outlawed cannot 
bave priviledge, being an Execution upon a Ca- 
pias, nia fruſtra Legis auxilinm implorat, qui in 
Legem peccat. Cardinal Pool would not come 
into the Parhament Houſe, till the Attainder a- 
gainſt him was reverſed, 

Ienotus quidam. Multa ſunt que fieri non debent, 
que tamen faFa, tenentur bona. It had heen a 
good exception againſt his Election to fay he 
was OQutlawed, but 'tis no diſability to him be- 
ing Elected. 

Serjeant Yelverton ſaid, he could not have the 
priviledge being in Execution upon a Capias wt- 
lagatun after Judgment. The Book of 2 Edw. 
4- 8. cited to be expreſly fo. And that a Judge 
reported unto him,that in 34 Her.8. a Burgeſs be- 
ing arreſted and in Execution upon a Statute, 
could not have priviledge of the Houſe. 

Whereupon Mr. Fizch ſaid, he could not tell 
which to hold or which ſide to take. The Book 
of 20 Her. 7.doth prove that there were Elected 
ſuch as were Attainted, and that diſability was 
taken againſt them. The Writ to chuſe a Bur- 
gels 1s not Legaleye hominem , but Tdoneum: 
Therefore we ought not to be fo {trict as if he 
were to be challenged upon a Jury. 

At the Common Law, Outlawry was only for 
Cauſes Criminal, as for Treaſon or Felony z but 
this Outlawry in Perſonal Cauſes is only by the 

'Statute of 11 Hey. 4. which makes not fo great 
a diſability as that at the Common Law. 

On the other fide Otlagatns ne Villein cannot 
be a Champion, which is as a Judge to decide : 
then 2 fortiorz, he can be no Judge in this Houſe. 

Outlawry is as an Attainder, therefore the 
party ſo ſtained is no competent Judge. 

The great Charter is, all Tryals ought to be 

per legales homines & parium ſnorum. The Out- 


lawed man is not of the number of. Parium, fo 
not to be a Judge. Vide 8 Edw. 3. Utlagatus ne 
poiet eſtre. 

Mr. Broughton held, that a man Outlawed may 
be a Burgeſs. For inno cale is Outlawry diſabili- 
ty where a man is ex anter droit, as to be Execu- 
tor or Attorney, it 1s no Exception to the par-- 
ty. The Caſe in 38 Her. 8. Dyer. 62. was 
cited. 

Mr. Hal/'s man was delivered out of Executi- 
on the laſt Parliament by a Mzttimmus from the 
Houſe. 

And though the party be in Execution, if not 
at the Queens ſuit, he 1s to have the priviledge; 
and yet the party not to loſe his debt, nor the 
Sheriff to be charged. Vide poſtea April 5th 
Thurſday. | 

Nota, That theſe Speeches are all tranſcribed 
out of the ſaid Anonymous Journal, more par- 
ticularly mentioned at the beginning of this 
preſent Journal. After which, by occaſion of a 
Meſſage ſent down from the Lords, it ſhould 
ſeem this buſineſs brake off abruptly at this time, 
And therefore ſee more concerning it on Friday 
the 24 day, and on Saturday the 17" day of this 
Inſtant March enſuing; and on Monday the 19th 
day of the ſame. 

The faid Meſlage is ſet down very exactly as

Mr. Tanfcild ſpeaking next held, that a perſon 
Outlawed might be a Burgeſs of the Houle. 
Wherein he made a difference, where exception 
to the Burgels grew upon matter before the Ele- 
Aion, and where after. It the exception grew 
after, then a Burgeſs Elected mult not be one of 
the Houſe. If exception be taken to this Election, 


and this Outlawry alledged to diſable him, the 
Statute of 23 Hem. 6. cap. 15. will diſable moit

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ſes now, if this be not a good Eleftion. Thence 
it follows, that the party Elected is to have his 
priviledge. And though the Common Law doth 
diſable the party , yet the priviledge of the 
Houſe being urged , that prevaileth over the 
Law. 


Then ſaid Mr. Speaker, I deſire that I may be 
heard a word, not that I have any Voice or al- 
ſent to give, though I am of the Houſe , but be- 
cauſe I am a Servant to the Houſe , and have 
ſomewhat to ſpeak. It appertaineth to my duty 
and place, which I deſire to have leave to utter, 
for my Speech ſhall not tend to meddle to decide 
the Queltion, but only to inform the Houſe of 
my knowledge , and to do that duty which I 
think belongeth to my (elf. 

The Queſtions delivered by the Committees 
were thele two. Firſt, Whether Mr. F7tzher- 
bert were any Member of the Houſe 3 And, ſe- 
condly, If he were, whether to have the privi- 
ledge ? It hath been my manner ever ſince my 
firſt practice to obſerve ſtrange learning, -eſpect- 
ally ſuch as appertaineth to the Law, as 1n this of 
the priviledge of this Houle, therefore I will in- 
form what I have learned. Firſt this Writ of pri- 
viledge muſt go from the Body of this Houle, 
made by me, and I to ſend it into the Chancery, 
and the Lord Keeper is to direct it. Now before 
we make ſuch a Writ , let us know whether by 
Law we may make it , or whether it will be 
good tor the Cauſe or no. For my own part my 
hand ſhall not ſign it, unleſs my heart may aſſent 
unto it. And though we make ſuch a Writ, if 
it be not warrantable by Law and the proceeding 
of this Houſe, the Lord Keeper will and mult re- 
fuſe it. No man ſhall ſtand more for the privi- 
ledge of this Houſe than I will, and what 1s the 
priviledge of this Houſe is meet ſhould be obſcr- 
ved. To the matter, firſt there hath been inforc't 
her Majelties Commandment. I obey any Com- 
mandment of her Majeſties, knowing them to be 
Great and Reverend, as far as any body. But 1 
do not take 1t , that we have received any ſuch 
Commandment 3 for her Majeſties Command- 
ment by the Lord Steward was to every man 
that ſtood Outlawed. We have no ſuch Com 
mand. 

Now whether a Man Outlawed may be a Bur- 
geſs, I hold it no queſtion, but that a Man Out- 
lawed, Attainted or Excommunicated, or not 
lawfully Elected, if he be returned, out of all 
doubt is a lawful Burgeſs. 

This is proved by Book Authority , and ex- 
preſs Statutes, as that of 1x H. 4. Cap. 1. 4. a 
Knight untryed returned ſhall loſe his Wages, 
therefore allowed by the Statute to be a Knight, 
though untruly returned, and the penalty is only 
to loſe his Wages. Another Authority is in 8 
H. 8. Cap. 10. And if we go to examine perſons 
Elected to Parliament, we ſhall then ditfolve all 
Parliaments, and call in queſtion all former Laws 
made, by reaſon there were not lawful and able 
Law-Makers. If it appeareth once unto us by 


Record , that ſuch a Man is Burgeſs, we muſt 
believe the Record and make no queſtion of it. 
For if ſuch matters ſhall be examinable by ys 
then muſt we try it by witneſs from the place 
where the fact was, and ſo ſhall thoſe a great 
way hence be driven by witneſs to prove whe- 
ther we be lawful Burgeſles or no ; which will 
be very inconvenient. But matters of Record 
ſuch as appear unto us to be recorded, theſe are 
to be examined by us, for the Record is to be 
ſeen. So that for priviledge I would grant it, if 
it were ſedente Parliamento, &» enndo, redeund, 
or manendo, to every Member of this Houſe. But 
the Cauſe with Mr. Fitzherbert being, that afier 
his Election and before his Return he is Arreſted 
and in Execution by a Capias after Judgment, 
whether this Man be to be priviledged or no. | 
will but ſpeak what I think, and what I have 
learned, and I have good precedents for. In 
this Cauſe he is not to have priviledge. For the 
queſtion 1s, whether the Sheriff be to take no- 
tice of this Nomination, or not before he is re- 
turned unto him Elected : AndI think not, for 
It appeareth not unto the Sheriff before he is re- 
turned, whether he be Ele&ed or not. $0 this 
Nomination 1s not a thing whereof he is tyed to 
take notice, 

In Ferris and Tenures Caſe, in 38 H.8. fol. 60. 
You may ſee this Caſe. 1 horas Thorp 31 H.s. 
was choſen Speaker of the Parliament, and after 
his Election and betore the Parliament, upon a 
Suit betwixt the Duke of Tork and him, Thorp 
was takenin Arreſt and put in Execution. Here- 
upon he put up his Petition to the Houſe of Par- 
liament to have the priviledge. Upon the reſo- 
lution of both Houſes it was yielded he could 
not have the priviledge of the Houſe. 

This was alſo in H. 6. time, and in 2 Ed. 4. 


fol. 8. I think 3 the opinion there of Darby is re- 


ferred to this Cauſe. And becauſe Mr. Fitzher- 
bert ſtood Outlawed upon: Judgment, a matter 
that is recorded, it were meet the whole cauſe 
were brought before us, that we might the bet- 
ter judge upon it. And [I think this courſe belt 
ſtanding with the gravity of this Houſe, before 
that we made out any Writ, to grant a Habeas 
Corpus ca cauſa returnable in Chancery, and the 
Sheriff to appear, the whole matter being tranl- 
mitted out of the Chancery hither, we to judge 
upoiz ihe whole Record as it ſhall appear. And 
upor, this Writ grzni<d , the Sherift bringing up 
the partv, 1! {{;ail be no eſcape 1n the Sheriff, nor 
the party it;a!l tot loſe his Action of Debt though 
he be delivered. ; 
This Courſe was well liked and the Motion 
agreed unto by the greater part of the Houle. 
Vide Mar. 1. antea & Mar. 17. poſt, & Apr: 5: 
Thus far out of the before-mentioned Anony- 
mous Journal touching the aforeſaid Queltion, 
how. far an Outlawed Man might be a Member 
of .the Houſe. The which and the turther pro- 
ceeding therein being by the Speaker interpoling 
himſelf for this rime reconciled , and upon the 


matter agreed upon, there flowed the oyrancn

Sir Robert Cecill one of the Committees appoin- 
ted by this Houſe for Conference with the Com- 
mittccs of the Lords ſhewed, that he and the re- 
ftidue of the Committees of this Houſe did ye- 
ſterday in the Afternoon repair unto the ſaid 
Committees of the Lords at the place appointed, 
where the Lord Treaſurer of England in the 
name of the reſidue of the ſaid Committees of 
the Lords ſhewed unto the Committees of this 
Houle the great and preſent need of proviſion 
' of Treaſure to be imployed for the defence of 
the Realm againſt the Invaſion of the great and 
mighty Enemies unto this Realm and State z and 
{hcwing further , that the double Subſidy and 
Fifteenths and Tenths laſtly granted unto her 
Majeſty, amounting but unto two hundred and 
fouriſcore thouſand pounds, her Majelty hath ne- 
verthelcfs in theſe defenſive Wars expended of 
her own Treaſure alone tcn hundred and thirty 
thouſand pounds ſince the time of the granting 
of the ſaid double Subſidy and of the ſaid Fit- 
teenths and Tenths. And that therefore their 
Lordſhips weighing the great preſent neceſlity 
of greater and more ſpeedy tupply of Treaſure 
to be had than two intire Subſidies and four Fit- 
teenths, do negatively affirm , That their Lord- 
ſhips will not give in any wiſe their aflents to 
paſs any A in their Houle of lels than three in- 
tire Subſidies to be paid in the three next years 
at two payments in every of the ſame years, the 


firſt to begin ſoon after the next Eaſter , and the | 
ſecond ſoon after the next Michaelmas, and 10 | 
yearly after Eaſter and Michaclmas during the 


ſaid three years. And that to what proportion 
of benevolence or unto how much their Lord- 
ſhips would give their aflents in that behalf, they 
would not as then ſhew unto the ſaid Committees 
of this Houſe. Burt infilting for Conference again 
to be had he further urged , that this Houſe 


might be moved to yield a greater ſupply. To. 


which end he alledged, that the uſual late Subſ1- 
dies were very ([mgll, and were alfo impoſed for 
the moſt part upon the meaner ſort of her Maje- 
{ties Subjeds 3 | Ger that he knew one Shire 
of this Realm wherein there were many men of 
good living and countenance, but none of them 
in the ſaid laſt Subſidies aſſeſſed at above four- 
ſcore pound Lands per Armum. And that in the 
City of London alſo, where the greateſt part of 
the riches of the Realm are, there was no one 
aſſeſſed at: above two hundred pound goods a 
man, and that not yet paſt above four or five 


luch. Which Speech in effc& being ended, and 
in far better fort delivered than he had repot- 
ted it, he in Concluſion referred the further 
conſideration thereof to the gravity of the 
Houle. 

Nota, That that which follows touching the 
Concluſion of this Forenoons buſineſs, as alſo 
touching the agitation of the aforeſaid great 
matters, of the danger of the Realm, and of a 
proportionable ſupply to be given, which enſued 
in the Houſe at the Committee in the Afternoon, 
are either very imperfectly ſet down or wholly 
omitted in the Original Journal-Rook it (elf, and 
are therefore ſupplied out of the ſaid Anonymous 
Journal more particularly mentioned at the be- 
ginning of this preſent Journal, 


M* Francis Bacon as ſoon as Sir Robert Cecil 
had made an end of the former report of the 
bulineſs handled at the ſaid Committce, of which 
himſelf alſo had been one, ſpake next, and yield- 
ed to the Sublidy, but milliked that this Houſe 
ſhould join with the Upper Houſe in the grant- 
ing of it. For the Cuſtom and Priviledge of this 
Houſe hath always been, firſt to make offer of 
the Subſidies from hence, then to the Upper 
Houle, except it were that they preſent a Bill 
unto this Houſe, with deſire of our aſſent there- 
to, and then to ſend it up again. And reaſon it 
is, that we ſhould ſtand upon our priviledge, 
ſeeing the burthen reſteth upon us as the greateſt 
number; nor 1s it reaſon the thanks ſhould be 
theirs. And in joining with them in this Motian, 
we ſhall derogate from ours; for the thanks will 
be theirs and the blame ours, they being the firlt 
movers. 

Wherefore I wiſh that in this Aion we 
ſhould proceed, as heretofore we have done, 
apart by our ſelves, and not join with their 
Lordſhips. And to ſatisfie them who expect an 
Anſwer from us to Morrow , ſome Anſwer 
would be made in ſome obſequious and dutiful 
manner, 

And out of his Boſom he drew an Anſwer fra- 
med by himſelf to this effe& : That they had con- 
{1dered of their Lordſhips Motion, and thought 
upon it as was fit, and in all willingneſs would 
addreſs themſelves to do as ſo great a Cauſe de- 


| ſerved. To join with them he ſaid he could 
| not, but with prejudice to the priviledge of the 


ſaid Houſe. Wherefore he defired as they were 
wont, ſo that now they might proceed here- 
in by themſelves a part from their Lordſhips, and 
that they might do it without diſcontent. To 
this purpoſe he cited a precedent in H. 8. time, 
where four of the Lords came down into the 
Houſe of Commons , and informed them what 
neceſlity there was of a Subſidy : And that there- 
upon the Houſe took it to conſideration a part 
by themſelves, and at large granted it. By which 
it ſhould ſeem that he did infer , that the Lords 
might indeed give notice unto the ſaid Houſe of 
Commons, what need or danger there was, but 
ought not to preſcribe them what to give, as at 
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the meeting of the former Committee the Lord 
Treaſurer had done. 

Whereupon the Houſe well approving the ſaid 
Mr Bacon's Opinion , it was upon the Queſtion 
Ordered, That the former Committees of this 
Houſe in the ſame Cauſe (whoſe names ſee on 
Thurſday the firſt day of this inſtant March fore- 
going) ſhould meet here in this Houſe at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon of this preſent day, 
for framing of an Anſwer of this Houſe to be 
made unto the ſaid Motion of the ſaid Commuit- 
tees of the Lords, and to make Report to Mor- 
row in the Morning to this Houle of ſuch their 
Anſwer ſo to be framed ; to the end the ſame 
being agreed on and allowed by this whole 
Houſe, may preſently thereupon be ſignified un- 
to the ſaid Committee of the ſaid Lords accord- 
ingly: for that the ſaid Committees of this Houſe 
did yeſterday ſhew unto their Lordſhips, that 
their Lordſhips ſhould then receive an Anſwer of 
this Houſe unto their Lordſhips ſaid Motion. 


In the Afternoon of this preſent Friday afore- | 
| ſaid the Committees met in the Houſe according | 
as it had been Ordered in the Forenoon by the | 


{aid Houſe, and ſpent all the time in many

Diſcourſes and Diſputations for the Subſidy : But | 
a great part thereof was ſpent in arguing what | 
very like to ſpeed himſelf of ſhipping from 
the Houſe; whether a Sublidy ſhould be yielded | 


the matter was which was referred unto them by 


and that ſignified for an Anſwer from them to the 
Lords; Or whether the Committees were only 
to conſider of an Anſwer according to M* Ba- 
cons Motion , That this Houſe would alone by 
themſelves conſider of the Subſidy without 
Joining. 

Theſe following ſpake for the Subſidy, eſpeci- 
ally inforcing the neceſlity of it. 


Sir William Moore {hewed, firſt, That her Ma- 
jeſty had more Cauſe to have the Subſidy than 
had H. 8. E. 6. or Queen Mary; for H. 8. his 
Wars continued not, though they were violent 
for the time. His Wars were impulſive and not 
defenſive. He had the ſuppreflion of all the Ab- 
bies, a matter of great riches unto him. He had 
a Benevolence and then a Sublidy paid within 
three Months. Edw. 6. had Chantries and all 
the Church Plate for relief paid him. Queen 
Mary had a relief paid her, which ſhe never re- 
paid. -But her Majeſty that now is, hath been a 
continual defence of her own Realm and her 
Neighbours Kingdoms, Exgland, Ireland, France 
and the Low Countries ;, yet hath ſhe repaid the 
Loans, and had not ſuch helps. 


Sir George Carey ſaid, I ſpeak for the Subſidy, 
(firſt anſwering one that had ſaid , we muſt re- 
gard them and their Eſtates for whom we be 
here) ſaying, he regarded and came for them as 
was meet 3 and they will more thank us for ta- 
king ſomewhat from them, than if we ſhould 
abandon them and leave them and all that they 
have to the ſpoil of the Enemy ; which will be, 
if with Forces we provide not to withſtand them. 


— — 


For eminent dangers hang over our heads, and 
are intended to us this Summer. The Spaniard 
already hath ſent ſeven thouſand Piſtolets of Gold 
into Scotland to corrupt the Nobility, and to the 
King twenty thouſand Crowns now lately were 
diſpatched out of France into Scotland for the 
Levying of three thouſand, which the Scottiſh 
Lords have promiſed ; and the King of Spaiz 
will Levy thirty thouſand more, ns give them 
all Pay. Her Majeſty is determined to ſend Sir 
Francis Drake to Sea to encounter them with a 
great Navy. Wherefore this our danger is to 
be prevented, and thoſe her Majeſties infinite 
Charges by us to be ſupplied. 


Sir Walter Raleigh ſpake for the Subſidy, not 
only ( as he proteſted) to pleaſe the Queen, to 
whoin he was infinitely bound above his deſerts, 
but for the neceflity he both ſaw and kney, 
He very well diſcovered the great ſtrength of 
the King of Spair. And to ſhew his Mightinels, 
he told how he poſleficd all the World. As alſo 
that his malice and il] purpoſe was evident to 
this Realm, he ſhewed how on every fide he had 
beleaguered us. 

In Denmark the King being young he had 
corrupted the Council and Nobility ſo as he was 


thence. In the Marine Towns of the Low Coun- 
tries, and in Norway he laid in great ſtore of 
ſhipping. In France he had the Parliament 
Towns at his Command. In Brittany he had all 
the beſt Havens. And in Scotland he had fo 
corrupted the Nobility , that he had promiſed 
them Forces to re-eſtabliſh Papiſtry. That they 
were ready to joyn with any Foreign Forces that 
would make them (trong, to be by themſelves 
and to reſiſt others, For as he thought there 
were not fix Gentlemen of that Country of one 
Religion. In his own Country there 1s all pol- 
ſible repairing, and he is coming with fixty Gal- 
lies beſides other Shipping with purpoſe to an- 
noy us. We muſt then have no Ships ( if he 
invade us) riding at Anchor, all willbe little 
enough to withſtand him. At his coming he 
tully determineth to get Plymonth, or at leaſt to 
poſſeſs ſome of the Havens this Summer within 
our Land. And Plymouth is a place of molt 
danger, for no Ordnance can be carried thither 
to remove him, the paſlages will not give leave. 
Now the way to defeat him is this, to ſend a 
Royal Army to ſupplant him in Brittany, and to 
poſſeſs our ſelves there: And to ſend a ſtrong 
Navy to Sea, and to lye with it upon the Cape 
and ſuch places as his Ships bring his Riches to, 
that they may ſet upon all that come. This we 
are able to do, and undoubtedly with fortunate 
ſucceſs if we undertake 1t.

On Saturday the third day of March Sir Henry 
Knivett entred into a diſcourſe touching the

and accuſtomed , for the conveming of any 
perſon into this Court 3 thinking for his Opini- 
on, that M* Fitzherbert is rather to be called to 
appear in this Houſe by the Serjeants Mace of 
this Houſe, than by any Writ of the Chancery. 
And \o entring into a recital of George Ferrers 
his Caſe, was put in remembrance by M* Speaker, 
that the manner for the bringing 1n of the ſaid 
M* F7tzherbert had received the Order of this 
Houſe yeſterday, and was therefore now neither 
to be recalled nor further treated of by this 
Houſe, till the appearance of the ſaid M* F7tz- 
herbert be firſt here made in this Houſe accord- 
ing to the ſaid former Order for the ſame. 

Sir Robert Cecill, one of the Committees for 
the framing of an Anſwer of this Houſe to be 
made to the motion of the Lords concerning 
the Sublidy did meet yeſterday in the Afternoon, 
and having had much ſpeech and many Argu- 
ments, did not as then cohclude or reſolve of 
any form of Anſwer at all ; for that ſundry of 
the ſame Committees then ſeemed diverlly to 
conceive of the ſubſtance of the matter delive- 
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red to them in Charge by this Houſe, ſome con- 


ceiving it to tend only to the Conſideration of : 
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former uſual and ancient Liberties and Priviledges 
of this Houſe in treating of Subſidies, Contribu- 
tions and other like benevolences amongſt them- 
ſelves, without any Conference therein at all 
had or uſed with the Lords of the Higher Houſe, 
doth give an inſtance of a former precedent in 
the like Caſe ; and offered to ſhew forth the 
ſame precedent to this Houſe , which (being 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it felf, 1s 
here inſerted out of the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal more particularly mentioned at the be- 
ginning of this preſent Journal, and) was as fol- 
loweth. [» Anno nono H. 4. the two Houſes be- 
ing divided about the Subſidy , and the Higher 
Houſe deliring a greater Subſidy than was gran- 
ted by the Lower Houſe 5 hercupon twelve that 
were ſent as Committces to the Lords came 
down, and informed what was deſired by the 
Upper Houſe ; namely a greater Subſidy, and to 
that end Conference to be had with them of the 
Houſe of Commons. The Commons thought 
themſclves grieved therewith, and fo returned 
their Anſwer that they would conſider what was 
meet to be done in ſo general a matter, but 
thought the Conference a Derogation to the

and no further 3 and ſome again, that their 
Commiſſion was to treat generally of ſuch a 
form of Anſwer unto the ſaid Motion, as the 
more part of the ſame Committees ſhould think 
fitteſt, and the ſame afterwards to be reported 
to this Houſe, and referred further to the confi- 
deration of this Houſe, to be liked of or not 
liked of at their pleaſure. And ſhewed further, 
that he and the reſidue of the ſaid Committees, 
had mer together again this Morning, and that 
the moſt part of the faid Committees had for 
their parts yielded to grant Conference with the 
Lords, it this Houſe ſhould fo think good, and 
had appointed him to (ignify the ſame unto this 
Houſe in the name of the ſaid moſt part of the 
ſaid Committees, which he ſaid he had now 
done according to their charge which they had 
impoſed upon him. And fo referring his ſaid 
report to the cenſure of the reſidue of the 
more part of the ſaid Committees he ended his 
Speech. 
Mr Wroth one other of the ſaid Committees, 
not any way excepting to any part of the ſaid 
Report made by the ſaid Sir Robert Cecill fo as 
re reſolved by the more part of the ſaid 
Committees for yielding of Conference unto the 
Lords, ſhewed, that he for his own part being 
alſo one of the ſaid Committees, did not at that 
time give his afſent, neither yet now doth, that 
anvy Conference ſhould be had with the Lords 
in the ſaid Caſe, for that in his opinion the ſame 
would be much prejudicial to the Ancient Liber- 
ties and Priviledges of this Houſe, and to the 
Authority of the fame. 


M* Beale likewiſe ſhewing himſelf to be of 
the ſame mind with M* Wroth, and infifting up- 
on the preſervation and maintenance, of the 


Anſwered, that he could not, neither was it ft 
to violate the priviledge of his Commons, bur 
m all things thought 1t juſt to prefer them. 
Which ſaid precedent being thus inſerted out of 
the Anonymous Journal, the reſt that followeth 
1s continued out of the Original Journal-Book it 
ſelf taken in the Houſe and committed to wri- 
ting by M" Falk Onſiow at this time Clerk of 
the Houſe of Commons. For it ſhould ſeem, the 
Speaker and the greater part of the Houſe very 
well approving , and being fatished fully with 
the aforeſaid precedent cited by M* Beale, yet 
thoſe of her Majeſties Privy Council and the 
Courtiers alſo at this time of the Houſe were ſti] 
earneſt for admitting of a Conference with the 
Lords. And thereupon | 

Sir Robert Cecill ſpake again , and did put the 
Houſe in remembrance of the great and urgent 
neceſlity for the ſpeedy prevention and avoiding 
of the great and eminent perils and dangers of 
this Realm and State, to be effeCted both by 
Conſultation and alſo by proviſion of Treaſure 3 
and thinketh good that Conterence of this Houſe 
were had with the Lords as a matter very behoot- 
ful : Eſpecially for that their Lordſhips ſome of 
them being of her Majeſties Privy-Council do 
know both the purpoſes and ſtrength ot the Ene- 
mies on the one fide, and alfo her Majeſties pre- 
ſent ſtore of Treaſure more or leſs, on the other 
fide; much better than thoſe of this Houſe do. 
Reſolveth for his own Opinion ſtill to give his 
conſent that Conference be had therein with the 
Lords, by the Committees of this Houſe; ac- 
cording to their Lotdſhips ſaid former Motion 
and requeſt for the ſame: 


Sir William Brunker (ſtood up, and reciting the 
ſaid great preſent necellity of conſultation and 
provition, 
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proviſion, and that it cannot be otherwiſe, but 
that the proportion of convenient ſupply of Trea- 
ſure anſwerable to the greatneſs of the dangers 
which are imminent, muſt needs require a grea- 
ter Maſs of Treaſure to be had, than hath been 
as yet treated of in any reſolution by this Houſe. 
And then the Queſtion being urged and by the 
Order of the Houſe propounded, whether Con- 
ference ſhould be had with the Lords, upon the 
Motion of the Committees of the Lords to the 
Committees of this Houſe in this Caſe or no, it 
was upon the doubtfulneſs of the Voices, twice 
given upon the Queſtion thercot twice propoun- 
ded, reſolved upon the diviſion of the Houle 3 
That no ſuch Conference ſhould be had with the 
ſaid Committees of the Lords , by the ſaid Com 
mittees of this Houſe 3 for the number of them 
which were for the ſaid Conference, and ſaid I, 
went out of the ſaid Houle, and were found to 
be in number but a hundred twenty eight,where- 
as thoſe that were againſt the ſaid Conference 
and faid No, fate (till in the Houſe being in num- 
ber twb hundred and ſeventeen. 
matter was over-ruled by eighty nine Voices ; 
with which the Order and Judgment of the 
whole Houſe went thereupon accordingly. 

Mr Serjeant Fleetwood and M* Doctor Ford 
do bring from the Lords a Bill Intituled an Act for 
the better aſlurance and confirmation of the 
Jointure of the Lady Margaret Countels of Cum- 
berland. 

Afﬀer the delivery of this Bill thus ſcent from 
the Lords the Houſe proceeded in the further 
agitation of the foregoing great buſineſs which 
by the bringing down of the laſt mentioned Bill 
from their Lordſhips had been a while interrup- 
ted. For it having been already over-ruled by 
the Houſe, that there ſhould be no Conference 
admitted with the Lords touching the matter of 
the Subſidy , which their Lordſhips had deſired, 
it was therefore Ordered upon a Motion made in 
the Houſe, that ſome Anſwer might preſently be 
ſent from thence to their Lordſhips to fatisfic 
them touching their ſaid Motion for Conference 
for that in reſped the ſaid Conference had been 
already denied and had been voted to be preju- 
dicial to the Liberties of the Houle by the Judg- 
ment of the ſame , that a convenient number of 
this Houſe ſhould be appointed preſently in the 
name of this whole Houſe to give unto their 
Lord(hips moſt humble and dutiful thanks with 
all due reverence for their ſaid Lordſhips good, 
favourable and courteous offer of Conference 
with this Houſe 1n the ſaid Cauſe; and to fignify 
unto their Lordſhips , that this Houſe cannot in 
thoſe Caſes of Benevolence or Contribution join 
in Conference with their Lord(hips without pre- 
judice to the Liberties and Privikdges of this 
Houſe, and of the infringing of the ſame : and 
therefore do in moſt humble wiſe requeſt and de- 
fire their good Lordſhips to hold the Members 
of this Houſe excuſed in their not aflenting unto 
their Lordſhips ſaid Motion for Conference ; for 
that ſo to have aflented without a Bill, had been 


contrary to the Liberties and Priviledges of this 
Houſe, and contrary alſo to the former prece. 
dents of the fame Houſe in like Caſe had. Which 
done, all the former Committees of this Houſe 
were preſently appointed to declare the faid An. 
{wer of this Houſe unto their Lordſhips, and Mr 
Chancellor of the Exchequer appointed to de- 
clare the ſame. And for this purpoſe were no- 
minated and chofen 

All the Privy-Council now in this Houſe being 
four, Sir Hermry Unton, M* Wroth, Mr Beale, Sir 
W, illiam Brunker, Sr Walter Raleigh " Sir Charles 
Cavendiſh, Sir Edward Hobby , Sir Thomas Cecill 
Sir George Carey, Sir Robert Sidney, Sir Thoma: © 
Weſt, M* Anthony Cooke, M* Tasborough, Sir Wil. 
liam Moore, M* George Moore, M* Serjeant Tel- 
verton, Sir Francis Drake, Sir Francis Haſtings, 
Sir William Knowles, Sir Fulk Griffin , M* Wit. 
liam Haward , Sir Charles Blunt , Sir yo Har- 
rington, M* Herbert Maſter of Requeſts, M* A. 
thur George, Sir Thomas Conisby, M- Dyer , Mr

Sackvile, Sir Henry Poole , Sir Edward Stafford, 
| Sir Thomas Read, Sir Henry Cock, M* Lewkenor, 
| Sir John Points and Sir Edward Carey, who forth- 
| with went up to the Lords of the Upper Houſe 
| with the Mctſage of the ſaid Anſwer accordingly, 
And ſhortly after returning again from thence to 
this Houſe the ſaid M* Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer made report of their delivery of the faid 
Anſwer to the Lords; and ſhewed, that their 
Lordſhips well hoped to have had Conference 
with this Houſe, according to their former re- 


queſt. And ſo wiſhed this Houſe to have due 
care and great conſideration touching the ſpeedy 
proviſion of a convenient ſupply of Sa to 
be had according to the preſent great neceſſity 
of the ſaid Cauſe. And ſhewed, that their Lord- 
ſhips defired to ſee thoſe precedents of this 
Houſe, by which this Houſe ſeemeth to refuſe the 
ſaid Conference. And ſo gave end to his Speech 
for that time. 

One being no Member of this Houſe, and yet 
found to have fitten in this Houſe, during the 
greater patt of this Forenoon, was brought to 
the Bar , and being there examined by M* Spea- 
ker of his name and place of abode 3 anſwered 
his name to be John you , and that he was Ser- 
vant to the Earl of Northumberland ; and plead- 
ing {implicity and ignorance for his excuſe , and 
alledging that he had ſome buſineſs to do with 
M- Doctor Herbert Maſter of the Requeſts from 
the ſaid Earl his Maſter, and that therefore he 
entred into the ſaid Houſe , not thinking any 
harm nor knowing the danger thereof. And fo 
humbly praying pardon, was in the end commit- 
ted to the Cuſtody of the Serjeant of this Houſe, 
till this Houſe ſhall upon further Examination of 
the.matter take other Order. 

The Bill for Naturalizing of William Sidney 
and Peregrine Wingfield was twice read, and upon 
the Queſtion was Ordered to be ingrofſed. 

Four Bills alſo had each of them one reading 3 


of which the ſecond being the Bill touching

George Ogwell Equire had its firſt reading. The 


ſubſtance whereof 1s taken out of the aforeſaid 
Anonymous Journal ( more particularly menti- 
oned-at the beginning of -this preſent Journal ) 
in manner and form following, 27s. 

One Truſſell having fold the Mannor of Bi- 
fiey to Ognell for good conſideration, and after- 
wards of purpoſe to defeat this Purchaſe, cauſed 
himſelf to be Indifted of Felony done in Kert 
before the Seal to Ogzell, and was thereof At- 
tainted, and with relation of the Felony defea- 
ted Ogrells purchaſe ;3 It was Enacted, that this 
Attainder ſhould be void only as in reſpect 
of this Purchaſe, and to that end to be as if 
Truſſell had never been Attainted,nor no Lords to 
have any Eſcheats or other by reaſon of this At- 
tainder. Her Majelty underſtanding this, was 
pleaſed to remit her Intereſt. 

M* Speaker perceiving ſome men to whiſper 
together, ſaid, that it was not the manner of 
the Houſe, that any ſhould whiſper or talk ſe- 
cretly, for here only publick Speeches are to be 
uled. 

Nota, that theſe two particulars are only ſup- 
plied out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal, 
and that which followeth and alſo that which 
went before,is inſerted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book it ſclf, 

Sir Edward: Dymock moved, that a Commit- 
tee of this Houſe may be appointed for a ſpeedy 
Conference to be had touching the preſent ne- 
ceſlary proviſion and Supply of Treaſure to be 
had for the defence of this Realm, and State. 
And thereupon the former Committees for the 
Subſidy ( whoſe names ſee before on Mozday 
the 26 day of February laſt paſt ) were or- 
dered to meet upon Monday next at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon 1n this Houſe, to con- 
fer in this Caſe. 

On Monday the 5* day of March, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing; of which the ſecond being the Bill againſt 

_ the ſtealing of Oxen, Kine, Sheep and Lambs, 
was upon the ſecond reading committed unto 
M* Wroth , M* Sands, WF Recorder of London 
and others; and the Bill was delivered to M 
Wroth, who with the reſt was appointed to 
meet in this Houſe to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill concerning ſalted Fiſh and falted 
Herrings was read the ſecond time, and there- 
upon committed unto Sir Frarcis Drake, Sir

very ſhortly and imperfettly fet down in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houtc of Com- 
mons, or wholly omitted, and for which three 
intire pages and more are there left Blank to 
have inſerted them ( in which are ſet down the 
names only of ſome of thoſe that ſpake them ) 
therefore they are ſupplied out of the aforeſaid 
Anonymous Journal very elaborately taken by 
ſome Member of the faid Houſe during this 
Parliament, and do here next enſue in manner 
and form following. 

Mr. Beale defired to ſatisfy the Houſe, by rea- 
ſon it was conceived by the Lords the other 
day, that upon his Motion, and by his prece- 
dent ſhewed, the Houſe was led to deny a Con- 
terence with the Lords,he acknowledged he had 
miſtaken the queſtion propounded. For there 
being but a Conference defired by the Lords, 
and no confirming of any thing they had done, 
he thought we might, and it was fit we ſhould 
confer. And to this end only he ſhewed the 
Precedent, That in the 9g® year of H. 4. the 
Commons having granted a Sublidy, which the 
Lords thought too little, and they agreed to a 
greater and would have the Commons toconfirm 
that which they had done; this the Commons 
thought they could not do without prejudice to 
this Houſe. Wherctore he acknowledged himſelf 
miſtaken in the Queſtion, and defired it any 
were led by him, to be fatistyed, for that he 
would have been of another opinion if he had 
conceived the matter as it was meant, 

Sir Thomas Heneage propounded the Queſtion 
anew, and thought that with the priviledge of 
the Houſe, and by precedents to be ſhewed, 
there had been Conference with the Lords uſed 
upon the like Motion. 

Sir Foh»: Wolley thought that the former denyal 
grew upon miſtaking of the Queſiton, and upon 
better confideration would have the matter re- 
verſed, and now to aflent to that which was de- 
nyed before. 

Sir Henry Knivett moved, that for the free- 
dom of the Houſe it might be concluded amongſt 
them a matter anſwerable at the Bar, for any 
man to report any thing of any Speech ulcd, or 
matters done in this Houſe. 


Sir Henry Upton ſpake in defence of the for- 
mer proceedings of the Houſe, and ſhewed how 
it had proceeded ; firſt agreeing to a double Sub- 
fidy and four Fifteenths, this being offered, and 
the Lords thinking it ſeemed little, and conhide- 
ring the preſent neceſlity, the lack of payment of 
Subſidies, and the true rating of Subſidies, over 
that they were wont to be, they delired a 
Conference with the Lower Houle, giving rea- 
ſons of great Importance for a greater aid 3 and 
they gave us a taſte of what was needful, as three 
Subſidies at the leaſt z and upon thoſe great 
Cauſes deſired a Conference the next day. This 
being delivered unto the Houſe by one of the

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Conſideration thought it not to ſtand with their | 


Priviledge to confer with their Lordſhips in mat- 
ter of Subſidies, becauſe it was the liberty of 
the Houſe to make Offer themſelves to her Ma- 
zeſty. And in regard it ſtood not with the Pri- 
viledge of this Houſe to confer with the Loyds, 
hereupon they adviſe upon an Anſwer to be 
made unto the Lords, wherein they ſhould give 
them thanks that they had vouchſated to con- 
fer with them of this Houſe 3 but ſhewed, that 
with the Priviledge of the Houſe they could 
not have Conference with them in matter of 
Subſidy. -E 

Further he thought the Houſe much injured, 
that they ſhould be reported to be againſt the 
Subſidy 5 and the Parties injured who ſpeak- 
ing the laſt day againſt the Subſidy, their names 
were given up, and were noted for it to the 
Queen, ; 

And now my Motion is. that we muſt confer 
with the Lords upon the Sublidy, but not in any 
ſort to be conformed therein unto them. And 
for that occaſion paſt, he deſired that M* Speaker 
might be ſent and report the truth of the whole 
matter and manner of our proceedings. 


Sir Robert Cecill ſpake next and ſaid, I defire 
now I may be ſomewhat long, becauſe I muſt 1n- 
clude an Anſwer to three Speeches. Thoſe two 
Honourable Perſons that fit above, the one of 
them declared the true ſtate of the Queſtion, the 
other what was fit we ſhould do. But my Anfwer 
ſhall tend only to thoſe Tales that followed. The 
firſt was a kind of (atisfaction for a former miſta- 
king 3 but in the ſame ſatisfaction a new miſta- 
king was alfo; which was by way of information, 
caſting it into the Houſe, that the Queen ſhould 
ſeem to demand three Subſidies. Now the Queen 
never demanded three, nor one. So there 1s a 
new miſtaking added to the former fatisfa- 
Ction. | 

The ſecond Mans Motion thus far I allow, 
That the Counſel of this Houſe be ſecretly kept, 
and that nothing be reported in malam partem : 
But if his meaning be , that we may not im- 
part any thing that is done here unto the 
Queen, but that all things muſt be ſecret from 
her, I am altogether againſt it, This only I 
ſhould deſire, what ought to be obſerved, That 
nothing ought to be reported unto her i» ma- 
lame partem. 

The third Mans Motion conſiſted of three 
points. The firſt was News, the ſecond was Hi- 
ſtory, and the third and laſt a Motion. His 
News was, that Mens names were given up to 
the Queen. This was News. For I heard it not 
before. The Hiſtory was a large Report of the 
Progreſs of this matter. His Motion was, that 


we ſhould confer with the Lords about a Subfidy 

with them , but not conclude a Subſidy with 

them. His matter ſeems contrary to his meaning, 

or elſe is more than ever was meant ; for it was 

never deſired of us by the Lords, that we ſhould 
confer with them about a Subſidy. 


Sir Walter Raleigh (pake next and moved, that 
{ceing the diviſion of the Houle the laſt day grew 
as he conceived upon the miltaking of the que- 
ſtion, and that fince ſome had reported unto 
him , that had the queſtion been propounded 
whether they ſhould only yield to a Conference 


in general with the Lords, they would not have 


been againſt it 3 and therefore he deſired Mr 
Speaker to put it to the Queſtion, whether they 
(hould confer with the Lords generally or not, 
without naming a Subſidy. This Motion being 
well liked, Sir Walter Raleigh was deſired by the 
Houle to repeat it again , that ſo it might be the 
better heard of them all. And thereupon he 
ſaid, that touching the aforeſaid queſtion which 
had received a No upon Saturday Jaſt foregoing, 
he would not make it a Queſtion again, for by 
the Order of the Houſe he could not ; but pro- 
pounded this for a new Queſtion in theſe or the 
like words, Whether the Houſe would be pleaſed 
to have general Conference with the Lords 
touching the great imminent dangers of the 
Realm and State, and the preſent neceſſary ſup- 
ply of Treaſure to be provided ſpeedily for the 
lame according tothe proportion of the neceſſity, 
Which (aid Queſtion being propounded unto the 
Houſe, it was afſented unto accordingly by them 
all without any negative Voice. 

And thereupon the former Committees ap- 
pointed for Conference with their Lord(hips 
(whole names ſee before on Thurſday the firſt day 
of this Inſtant March) were preſently ſent up 
from this Houſe unto their Lord(hips to ſignify 
the reſolution of this Houſe in yielding to the 
laid general Conference with their Lordſhips ac- 
cording to their former defire.

So our Confe- 
rence muſt needs be of Subſidy, or rather Aid 3 
but to agree upon this with any relolution e1- 
ther in the matter or ſubſtance, it 1s not our 
meaning. 

Sir Robert Cecil anſwered M* S* John, that 
he miſtaking M* Vice-Chamberlain, did wrong 
Lim in ſaying he delivered the Meſlage inſufh- 
cicitly or untruly, and ſo would have the pri- 
viledz< of the Houſe ; and that it ſhould be de- 
livered by the Committees whether M* Vice- 
Chamberiain did report truly 3 and if truly, 
then M* S* Johz to anſwer 1t : and fo faid Sir 
John Woolley. 

The Houſe having cleared Sir Thomas Heneage 
Vice-Chamberlain, he ſaid he would have no 
other ſatisfaCtion than to be cleared by the Houſe.

M* Frowick Grevill ſaid : There are two ſcru- 
ples 1n the Houſe, which I would gladly ſatisfy ; 
the one the priviledge of the Houle, the other 
the poverty of the people. For Precedents they 
are but Examples of things paſt. Now every 
Example ought to be ſtronger than the thing we 
fear : for if the thing be otherwiſe and our ne- 
cellity greater, the tormer doings are no Rules 
tous. And ſo Precedents as they are not to be 
rexcted, ſo they ought not to be Eternal. For 
the poverty of our Country, we have no reafon 
to think it poor, our ſumptuouſels an Apparel, 
in Plate and in all things, argueth our riches. 
And our dearth of every thing amongſt us, ſhew- 
eth plentyof Money. But it is ſaid, our Countries 
are poor, and we muſt reſpe& them that ſent us 
hither. Why, ſo we muſt alſo remember who ſent 
for us hither. This Cauſe is hard ; for there is ne- 
ccllity againſt neceflity, danger againſt danger, 
and inward diſcontent againſt outward- Forces. 
T be poor are grieved by being overcharged; this 
muſt be helped by increaſing our oy 
for otherwiſe the weak feet will complain of too 
heavy a body ; that is to be feared. If the feet 
knew their ſtrength as we know their oppreſſion, 
they would not bear as they do. But to anſwer 
rhem, it ſufficeth that the time requireth it. And 
in a Prince power will command. To fatisfy 
them, they cannot: think we overcharge them,

when we charge our ſelves with them and above 
them: But if nothing will ſatisfy them, our do- 
ings are ſufficient to bind them. If the multi- 
tudes of Parliaments be remembred heretofore 
many Subſidies now in one Parliament cannot 
ſeem burthenſome. The more Laws we make 
the leſs liberty we have to our ſelves. And 
now one word for my ſelf, if my Speech hath 


offended, excuſe me, I will not often trouble you 
hereafter. 


M* Speaker ſaid, I do not defireto be thought 
arrogant, for the thing which I will ſpeak ſhall 
be out of duty belonging to my place. Becauſe 
I ſee many Speeches grow upon miſtaking, and 
one Speech miſtaken to cauſe another miſtaking, 
&+ ſec undam gignere undam, and fo a great deal of 
time Joſt in words; hereafter I will be bold, if 
any man miſtake in the point of a Bill, to tel! 
him of it before his Speech proceed ; for this 
Queſtion of conterring with the Lords has taken 
up ſo much time only by miſtaking ; for 'tis 
granted by the Houſe to have a General Con- 
terence. 

They that ſhould confer had need be autho- 
rized and inſtrufted what to confer upon ; for 
he that hath but delegatawz Poteſtatem , will 
think nothing Prozriſſam that is not Commiſſun ; 
and 'tis certain 207 tile eſt, ubi nulla eſt curatio 
mprbi. Therefore underſtand what is needful 
to confer upon. 

The queſtion upon the Return of the Bur- 
gels of Southwark and formending aReturn in an 
ladenture, were referred unto M* Speaker to in- 
form the Lord Keeper thereof. 

No Returncan be amended in this Houſe. For 
the Writ and Return are in Chancery and muſt 
be amended there. And in the Chancery thisis the 
Rule, if the Sirname or the proper name of a 
party be miſtakenin the Return,the Lord Keeper 
will not amend it; for ſuch tender conſideration 
is had of the free Election by the Corporations, 
as no Information ſhall be credited againſt the 
Return, but the Lord Keeper will firſt make out 
a Writ reciting the miſtaking in the former Re- 
turn, and then they by the ſame Writ ſhall have 
Authority to make a new Eleftion. Thus fat 
out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal.

this Parliament, which are there ſet down (with 


very little alteration added to them) in manner 
and form following. 


Sir Thomas Cecil ſpeaking next after Sit Tho- 
mas Heneage had ended his former Speech, ſaid, 
that three Subſidies might be ſet down to be paid 
in four years, and to be charged upon men of 


ten pound and upwards to ſpare them that were 
under, 


Sir Henry Knivet affirmed the poverty of our 
Country againſt the reaſons uſed. The principal 
reaſon of our poverty he ſaid was becauſe we 
brought in more Foreign Wares than we vented 
Commodities , and fo by this means our money 
was carried out of our Country. Alledging it 
to belike a Pond fed with a Spring, but having 
a breach through which more paſleth than com- 
eth in, ſo &*c. 

He made theſe two Motions; Firſt, that the 
Queen (ſhould be helped by a ſurvey taken of all 
mens Lands and Goods in Er»g/and, and ſo much

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid, The preparations of 
the Enemies Forces are both ready and great,and 
intus they conſpire 3 therefore a great Aid muſt 
be yielded : And1 could wiſh three Subſidies to 
belevyedin this matter 3 in the firſt of them thoſe 
to be charged of five pound Lands and five Mars 
Goods 3 in the ſecond thoſe of twelve pound 
Lands and eight pound Goods, and in the rhird 
all to be charged as theſe have been. | 
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Sir Walter Raleigh Anſwered them that ſpake 
of the Poverty of the Land, which they argued 
by the multitude of Beggars, he gave theſe rea- 
ſons: That the broken Companies in Normandy 
and the Low Countries who returned maimed hi- 
ther, never went back again to the Towns from 
whence they came. For a multitude of Clothiers 
take their Looms into their own hands, ſpinning 
their Wooll themſelves, and except we would 
work unto them better cheapthan they can make 
themſeclyes, they will ſet none on work. This 
groſling of ſo many Trades into their own hands, 
beggereth ſo many asuſually lived by the Trade. 
He thought it inconvenient to have ſo many 
mens livings ſurveyed: For many are now elteem- 
cd richer than they are, and if their Land and 
Wealth were ſurveyed , they would be found 
Beggars, and ſo their credit which 1s now their 
Wealth, would be found nothing worth. 

He reported of his own knowledge , that the 
Weſt Country fince the Parliament begun , had 
taken from them the worth of four hundred and 
forty thouſand pound. They of Newcaſtle lie ſtill

year by the Enemy, For the Enemy approach-

to be, our Trades will decay every day, and fo 
our poverty encreaſeth every day more and 
more. 


belides, no three pound men to be excuſed, for 
then every man will labour by his Friend to be 
ſet three pound. And that it was not needful to 
find men for the Field, For by the Tenures, of 
which there are three in Eg!2nd, this is provi- 
ded for. The firſt Chivalry, that is to do ſervice 
in the Field ; the ſecond Socage , that is to find 
us vidum & veſtitum by the Plough 3 the laſt 
Frankal moign, who are to pray for us to God. 
Now every one by whom fealty is to be done b 
his Tenure, he is to be forty dayes in the Field 
with his Lord. 

Sir Robert Cecill ſaid, IT am glad to ſee the wil- 
lingneſs of the Houſe and readineſs to yield Aid; 
and having a feeling of the neceſlity requiring 
it, my deſire is, that the Sentence which had had 
ſo many Parentheſes, might now be brought to 
a Period, and the Bears Whelp that hath fo ma- 
ny times been licked over , might now be made 
ſomewhat. For that is always the moſt Honour. 
able Concluſion , which having received many 
Contradictions, 1s in the end concluded. So he

Sir John Forteſcue thought it liberal to grant 
three Subſidies, but did a(lure of his proper

And in the end the greater Aid will be required 
of us. And ſo ſparing them now we ſhall charge 
them when they ſhall be leſs able to bear it. For 
this is moſt true, one hundred thouſand pound 
would have done the laſt year that which three 
will not now do; and three will do this year 
that which (ix will not do hereafter. So in con- 
cluſion he agreed to three Sublidiesz 1n them the 
three pound men to be ſpared, and the ſumm 
which came from them to be levied upon thoſe 
of ten pound and upwards, and the payment to 
be ſpeedy. 

Sir Henry Umpton agreed that there ſhould be 
three Subſidies granted, according to the old pay- 
ment 3 only that a care ſhould be had of aflefting 
It on them that were beſt able. And his conclu- 
ſion was, that it might be ſoon agreed upon, for 
ſo it would be more acceptable , becauſe Tarde 
velle nolle inſtar eſs. 

Sir Edward Stafford thought Subſidies were 
not ſo fit a remedy for the dangers we were in, 
but adviſed rather, there being ten thouſand Pa- 
riſhes in Ezglazd , that it ſhould be impoſed on 
every Pariſh to find ſo many men for the Wars ; 
and the richer Pariſhes to help the poorer. And 
the allowance for every man yearly to be twelve 
pound. After this he moved to have the Parlia- 
ment Prorogued. 

Sir Francis Drake deſcribed the King of Spaizs 
ſtrength and cruelty where he came, and wiſhed 
a frank Aid to be yielded to withſtand him z and 
he agreed to three Subſidies. 

Scrjeant Harris moved for three Subſidies, but 
the ancient cuſtom of payment to be retained 3 


| And motioned what ſhould be delivered by the 
| Houſe , and what ſhould be delivered to the 


Lords by the Committees. 

Sir Thomas Heneage her Majeſties Vice-Cham- 
berlain affirmed, he never ſaw the Houſe ſo wil- 
ling to yield to needful Aids. And that he was 
one who had now ſerved her Majeſty a long 
time, and knew ſomething her diſpoſition. Where- 
fore he adviſed that the wonted courſe ſhould 
be followed. For he heard her Majeſty ſpeak of 
it, that ſhe loved not ſuch fineneſs of device and 
novel inventions , but liked rather to have the 
antient uſages offered. It is beſt ſo to have it 
paid as it hath been heretofore. Only a greater 
diſcretion to be uſed in the charging of it. To 
charge the poor men more deeply he thought it 
not fit 3 yet they to be grateful to her Majeſty 
he thought it would be accepted. And that the 
beſt able men ſhould offer ſomewhat to her Ma- 
xſty of their ability. And for the Order of our 
Proceedings, he thought it fit that we firſt agree 
to three Subſidies, and fix Fifteenths : this to be 
conſidered upon by Committees this Afternoon, 
and to Morrow to be propounded to the Houſe. 
And then if it were allowed, we might at our 
going to the Lords tell them what we have 
agreed upon. 

Hereupon a murmur was in the Houſe whe- 
ther we ſhould have a Committee for three Sub- 


fidies, or a general Committee to confer of all 
matters of remedies. ; 

The queſtion being propounded it was An- 
ſwered , that it ſhould be by a general Com-

M* Francis Bacon aflented to three Subſidies, 
but not to the payments under fix years. And 
to this propounded three queſtions, which he 
deſired might be anſwered. The firſt, Izepoſſzbi- 
lity or difficulty 3 the ſecond Danger or diſcon- 
tentment 3 and thirdly, a-better manner of ſupply 
than Subſidy. 

For Impoſſibility; the poor mens Rent is ſuch, 
as they are not able to yield it, nor to pay (o 
much for the preſent. The Gentlemen muſt ſell 
their Plate, and Farmers their Braſs Pots, ere 
this will be paid. And for us we are here to 
ſearch the wounds of the Realm and not to skin 
them over; therefore not to perſwade our ſelves 
of their wealth more than it 1s. 

The dangers are theſe. We ſhall firſt breed 
diſcontentment in paying theſe Subſidies, and in 
the Cauſe endanger her Majeſty's ſafety, which 
muſt conſiſt more1n the love of the people than 1n 
their wealth; and therefore not to give them 
diſcontentment in paying theſe Subſidies: thus 
we run into a double peri]. In putting two pay- 
ments into one, we make a double Subfidy. For 
it maketh fonr ſbillings in the pound a double 
payment, The. ſecond is this, that this being

Sir Thomas Cecill moved allo, that the Cinque- 
Ports might be alſo brought into the Taxes of 
the Snbfidies at this time; for that it hath 
been the uſe of men having any Lands in the 
Cinque-Ports, to take ſanctuary there before 
the Sefſing of the Subſidy, by removing thems 
ſelves, and keeping their Houſes there. 


Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, I can fee noreaſon that 
the ſuſpicion of diſcontentment ſhould croſs the 
proviſion for the preſent danger. Thetime 1s now 
more dangerous than it was in Eighty eight; tor 
then the Spaniard which came from Spain was 
to paſs dangerous Seas, and had no place of re- 
treat or rehef if he failed : But now he hath 1n 
Brittany great ſtore of Shipping, a Landing place 
in Scotland, and Men and Horſes there as good 
as we have any. But for the difficulty in getting 
this Subſidy, I think it ſeems more difficult by 
ſpeaking than it would be in gathering. 

Now ſtood up two or three to have ſpoken,

After which ſome able Member of the Houle, 
whoſe name is not ſet down, ſpake next and ſaid, 
I could very well agree to the Subſidies, 1t they 
were not prejudicial to the Subje& in other ſer- 
vices. For Subſidies be in the valuation of every 
mans Lands and Goods by Records called the 
Queens Books, and according to mens valuation 
of Subſidies, are they at all other charges, as to 
the Wars and in time of Muſter with Horſe and 
Armour ; and this charge maketh men ſo unwil- 
ling to be raiſed in theSubſidy z but if theſe Sub- 
ſidies brought in no other charge with them,they 
would be yielded willingly. But the tail and ap- 
pendage of it being ſo great, and higher than 
the Subſidy it ſelf, 1s the reaſon that men are ſo 
unwilling to yield it. Wherefore ita greater 
Tax or Aſſe{lment than heretofore be defired , I 
would wiſh a Proviſo to be added in the Sta- 
tute, That by this Sublidy no man ſhould be 
raiſed as to the defray of other charges above 
the rate they were put to before. | 

Sir Francis Godolphin wiſhed the firſt payment

Mr Lewes agreed to the Subſidies, and delired 
that two things might be granted, whereby the 
Subje&t ſhould be inriched and the better ina- 
bled to pay the Sublidy : That 1s, that one 11- 
berty may be granted, which is tranſporting of 
Corn ; and the other is for ſomewhat to be re- 
ſtrained, viz. bringing in of Wines fo abundant- 
ly; for the vent of our Cloth amounteth not to 
the ſum of our Vintage, & frugem patrem-fami- 
lias vendacem non emacem eſt oportet. And thinks 
it good that the Statutes made heretofore againſt 
exceſs in Apparel might be put 1n Execution, 


M* George Moore ſaid, I am grieved to ſee it, 
and I ſpeak it with grief, how perilous our Eſtate 
is, and how dangerous a cauſe we be in. We 
are not ſick of one Diſeaſe but we labour with a 
plurality of Diſeaſes. To meet therefore with 
our threefold Diſeaſes we ought. like good Phy- 
ſicians to apply a threefold remedy, a treble 
Subſidy. And as the Phyſick 1s loſt which is not 
taken 1n time , ſo we mult ſeek to miniſter the 
Medicine in good time. And our Diſcaſe being a 
Pleurifie, it is fit we did ſo. For a skilful Phyfi- 
clan though he ſee in a Pleuriſie there 1s no re- 
medy without letting Blood , yet he will then 
chule the time of letting Blood, when the ſign is 
furtheſt from the heart. Let us let the people 
Blood, and (o prevent the danger. 


Mr- Heyle ſaid , If we take care for our Poſte- 
rity, We had belt to ſettle our Polterity, which 
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will not. be, except we prevent dangers now im- 
minent. For precedents of Subſidies they are not 
to be feared, becauſe before-time greater were 
required than ever ſince were granted, There. 
fore this is no Rule, that what we grant now will 
hereafter be requited..” . - coooooogcconcmewe gy ge ws, 

In the ſixth year of King John every 
one holding by a Knights Fee, was bound to find 
a Knight in the Wars. And for this preſent Law 
it may be Enacted , that this ſhall be no prece- 
dent for Subſidies hereafter, like as it was in the 
fourteenth of Edward the Third. 


Sir Robert Cecill aſſented to thoſe that had po. 
ken for the Subſidies, but to them that had ſpo- 
ken to the contrary he ſaid , they ſpeak out of 
timez And to ſpeak to the particular parts, as 
that our Poverty is not to be skinned over but 
throughly healed 3 that diſcontentment is to be 
feared; and laſtly, that precedents for hereafter 
would be avoided. For the firſt, if we be poor, 
yet at this time it is to be conſidered we are in 
great danger , and of two miſchiets we muſt 
chuſe the leſſer. And therefore I would have 
this queſtion after ſo much diſcuſling baniſhed 
the Houſe. 

For Precedents, they have never been perpe- 
tual, but begun and ended with the Caules; 
and as the Cauſes grew , fo grew the Precedent. 
In her Majeſties time it is not to be feared that 
this Precedent will ever do us harm, for her Ma- 
jelty will never accept any thing that is given her 
unwillingly of her Subjedts : Nay 1n the Parlia- 
ment the twenty ſeventh of her Reign ſhe refu- 
ſed a benevolence offered her, becauſe ſhe had 
no need of it, and would not charge her people. 
This being out of fear , we have no reaſon to 
give prejudice to the beſt Queen or King that 
ever came, for fear of a worſe King than ever 
was. After her Reign I never had ſo much as 
one Idea in my Head what would be our Eſtate 
then. 

Now to end the matter long debated, my de- 
fire is, that the queſtion might be made for three 
Subſidies payable in four years. 

This queſtion was made in the Houſe, and at 
the tirſt they gave an I.

returned to'the ſaid Sheriff by a falſe Return; And 
allo for hanging of the name of Job» Dudley Eſq) 
returacd a Burgeſs for the Borough of Newtown 
in the County of Southampton, into the Houſe by 
the name of 7homas Dudley Eſquire,alledged to be 
the ſame perſon in very deed that ſhould have 
been returned 3 and that his name was miſtaken, 
and none living known by that name of John 
D:dley. His Lordſhips Anſwer and Reſolution in 
the ſaid Caſes was, that the ſaid Returns of the 
ſaid Burgefles of Southwark and Camelford ſhould 
ſtand and continue according to the Returns of 
the ſame, without taking notice of any matter 
of fact therein, or 1n the Election at all. And 
that }iis Lord{hip would direct a Writ for chuſing 
of another Burgeſs for the ſaid Borough of New- 
town m the {tead of the ſaid John Dudley; And 
that his Lordſhip would in the ſaid Writ inſert 
the (aid Cauſe of misbehaviour ſo as before al- 
ledged. 

Four Bills of no great moment had cach of them 
one reading z of which the laſt being the Bill for 
Confirmation of the aſſurance unto certain Pur- 
chaſcrs of Lands ſold by Sir Richard Knightley 
Knight, M* Valentine Knightley, and M* Edward 
K nightley Eſquires , was upon the ſecond read- 
ing committed unto M* Serjeant Telvertor , Sir 
Henry Umpton , M* Cradock and others , who 
were appointed to meet to Morrow at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

The Bill to take away the benefit of Clergy 
in ſome Caſes was twice read, and committed un- 
to the former Committees in the laſt former Bill, 
and M" Richard Brown Gentleman was added 
unto them 3 who with the reſt was appointed to 
meet at the ſame time and place, as in the ſaid 
laſt former Bill, viz. to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon 1n the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Two other Bills alſo had each of them one 
reading; of which the ſecond being the Bill for 
confirmation of the fale of the Lands of Willian 
Raven Gentleman made unto Lifle Cave and o- 
thers, was twice read , and committed unto M- 
Heale, M* Serjeant Telverton, Sir Henry Knivet, 
M- Recorder of London and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon Satrrday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Middle-Tem- 
ple Hall. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed , that he and 
the rcfidue of the Committees of this Houſe for 
Conference with the Lords did meet together 
yeſterday in the Afternoon according to the ap- 
pointment of this Houſe , and that after many 
Speeches and Arguments gravely delivered by 
ſundry of the ſaid Committees, the greater part 
of them did aflent and agree unto the granting 
of a triple Subſidy and of fix Fifteenths and 
Tenths, to be yielded to her Majeſty towards the 
proviſion againſt the great and imminent perils 
and dangers of this Realm. The ſame triple 
Subſidy and fix Fifteenths and Tenths to be le- 
vyed and paid in four years in a certain form, 
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which they had ſet down in Articles, that is to 

ſay, one intire Subſidy and two Fifteenths and 

Tenths at one payment 1n the fir{t year, and one 

other intire Subſidy and two Fiftcenths and 

Tenths at one other payment in the ſecond year, 

and one intire Subſidy and two Fifteenths and 

Tenths at two payments in the third and fourth 

years. Which done, he moved further to know 
the reſolution of the Houſe, Whether it would 
pleaſe then to give liking to the ſaid travel of the 
laid Committees in the faid Cauſe; or that it 

might be their pleaſures to reſolve of any ſuch 
other courle therein, as they may have Warrant 
to impart unto the Lords'this Afternoon accord- 
ing to the promiſe of this Houſe to the Lords. 
Whereupon after many long and grave Speeches 
and Arguments by divers of the ſaid Members of 
this Houſe , it was agreed by them all without 
any contradittion , that the proportion ſhould 
be a treble Subſidy and fix Fifteenths and 
Tenths. And the ſaid Articles for the manner of 
payment being read by the Clerk of the Houle, 
ſeemed for the moſt part to be well liked of. 
Whereupon after ſome V.otions to the Queſtion, 
MF Speaker dividing it into twoſeveral parts, the 
one for the number of the ſaid three intire Subſi- 
dies and fx Fifteenths and Tenths, and the 
other for the manner and time of levying and 
payment of the ſame three intire Subſidies and fx 
Fifteenths and Tenths, it was upon the fame 
leyeral queſtions ſeverally reſolved by the whole 
Houſe, the proportion to be a treble Subſidy 
and fix Fiftecnths and Tenths, and the manner 
of paying and levying the ſame to be made in 
tour years according to the ſaid Articles thereof 
read, 

And then were the ſaid Committees appointed 
and authorized by this Houle to ſignify the ſaid 
reſolution of this Houſe unto their Lordſhips 1n 
the Afternoon of this preſent day accordingly, 
and to be reported unto their ſaid Lordſhips by 
Sir Robert Cecill, for that M* Vice-Chamberlain 
was then at that very inſtant very ſharply 
grieved and pained with his infirmity of the 
Gout. 

On Friday the 9" day of March the Bill con- 
cerning Woollen-Cloths called Veſſes, ec. was 
upon the ſecond reading committed unto Sir 
William Knolles, Sir Fobhn Hart, M* Recorder of 
London, M* Wroth and others, who were appoin- 
ted to meet upon Tueſday next at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Sir Fobr Harrington and Sir Thomas Wilkes are 
added to the former Committees in the Bill for 
Confirmation of Aſſurances unto certain Purcha- 
ſors of Lands ſold by Sir Richard Knightley K*, 
M* Valentine Knightley and M* Edward Knight- 
ley Eſquires, appointed yeſterday. 

The Committees in the Bill touching Recu- 
ſants nominated on Wedneſday the 28" day of 
February foregoing, are appointed to mect 1n 
this Houſe at two of the Clock this Afternoon. 

The Committees in the Bill alſo for Naturalt- 
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zing of Sanmel Saltingſtall and others nominated | 


on Monday the fixth day of this inſtant March 
foregoing, are appointed to meet to Morrow 
at two of the Clock in the Afternoon in the 
Middale-Temple Hall. The Bill concerning Spin- 
ners and Weavers was read the firlt time. 

The Bill for the Confirmation of the Joyn- 
ture of the Lady Margaret Counteſs of Camber- 
land is deferred till to Morrow, to be further 
dealt in. 

Sir Robert Cecill reporteth at large the Meſlage 
of this Houſe yeſterday by him and the reſidue 
of the Committees of this Houſe delivered unto 
their Lordſhips, and their Lordſhips good accep- 
tation of the ſame. Which done, afterſundry other 
ſpeeches of divers Members of this Houle, it was 
reſolved upon the Queſtion,that the former Com- 
mittees of this Houle for the Subſidy (their names 
being then read by theClerk of this Houle )lhould 
meet in this Houſe at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon of this preſent day,for the ſettingdown 
of Articles for the drawing of the Bill for the 
granting of the Subſidies and (1x Fifteenths and 
Tenths to be paid in four years according to the 
former reſolution of this Houſe therein. 

The Bill againſt ſpringing Uſes and Perpetu- 
ities was upon the ſecond reading committed un- 
to all the Privy Council being of this Houle, all 
the Knights of the Shires returned unto this 
Houſe, M* Cradock, and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet in this Houſe, upon 1zeſday, at 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

Richard Hutton Gentleman, one of the Bur- 


geties returned for the Borough of Southwark 


in the County of Surrey, is upon a Motion made 
by M* Recorder of London, and alſo after ſome 
Report made by M* Speaker of the opinion and 
pleaſure of the Lord Keeper 1n that Caſe, ad- 
judged upon the queſtion to be a Member of 
the Houſe; and thereupon the Oath being taken 
by him before M* Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the ſaid Richard Hutton came into this Houſe, 
and took his place in the ſame accordingly. 

Sir Joh: He, one of the Knights returned for 
the City of Londoz, putting the Houſe 1n remem- 
brance onceof a Report lately made by ſome of 
the Committees of this Houſe touching a Speech 
lately delivered by ſome of the Committees of 
the Lords touching the late Afſle{iment of the 
late double Subſidy (amongſt others) 1n the Ci- 
ty of London, alledging that in London there 
was none Afleſled at above two hundred pounds, 
and not paſt four ſuch, nor yer paſt eight at one 
hundred pounds, ſhewed, that the Honorable 
perſon that delivered the {aid Speech to the ſaid 
Committees of this Houſe had not been rightly 
informed in that matter. And ſhewed further, 
that in very deed at the laſt Afleliment of the 
Subſidy within the ſaid City of London there 
were two and thirty perſons taxed at two hun- 
dred pounds and upwards, whereof ſome at 
two hundred and twenty, and ſome at two hun- 
dred and fifty pounds. And one hundred forty 
and eight perſons at one hundred pounds and 
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upward, whereof ſome at one hundred and ten 

ſome at one hundred and twenty, ſomenat one 
hundred and forty, ſome at one hundred and 
fifry, ſome at one hundred and fixty, and ſome 
at one hundred and eighty pounds. And eizhty 
perſons at three hundred pounds, and fome xt 
three hundred and fifty pounds, and four per- 
ſons at four hundred pounds. Beſides five hun- 
dred forty and four perſons at fifty pounds and 
upwards, whereof ſome at fixty, ſome at ſeventy, 
ſome at eighty, and ſome at ninety pounds. 

The Bill concerning the lawful deprivation 
of Edward Bonner late Biſhop of London, was 
upon the ſecond reading committed unto Mr: 
Fubbert, M* Heale, Sir Henry Knivet, M* Wroth 
and others, who were appointed to mect in 
this Houſe upon Monday next at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

On Saturday the 10" day of March, M* Wroth 
one of the Committees in the Bill againſt the 
[tealing of Oxen, Sheep and Lambs, ſhewed, that 
he and the reſidue of the Committees in the ſame 
Bill have met together, and added ſome amend- 
ments to the ſame Bill; and offereth both the 
Bill and amendments to the Houſe. Which a- 
mendments being inſerted into the Bill by the 
Clerk of this Houſe, and the ſame amendments 
then alſo twice read, the Bill upon the queſtion 
was ordered to be Ingroſled. 

The Bill for relief of Jurors upon Tryals be- 
tween party and party was upon the ſecond 
reading committed unto M* Tasborough, MF Re- 
corder of London, M* Wroth and others, and 
the Bill was deliverd to M* 1Tasborough, who with 
the reſt was appointed to meet this day at two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon in the Middle- 
Temple Hall. 

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading z of which the laſt being the 
Bill for Confirmation of Letters Patents unto the 
Mayor, Sheriff, Citizens and Commonalty ot the 
City of Lincoln, was upon the ſecond reading 
committed unto Sir Francis Haſtings, M* Re- 
corder of London and others, who were appointed 
to meet upon Monday next at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon in the Exchequer-Chamber. 

Mr. Chancellour of the Exchequer reporteth 
the travel of himſelf and the reſidue of the 
Committees for ſetting down of Articles for 
the Subſidy, and ſhewed, that they have drawn 
the ſaid Articles, and offereth the ſame to the 
Houſe to be read. Which being then read by 
the Clerk of the Houſe, and in Bae part there- 
of reformed by the aſſent of the whole Houle, 
(to wit in that Article which concerned the pri- 
viledge of the Cinque-Ports, and that Article 
alſo which concerned ſuch perſons as in regard 
of having ſeveral habitations ſhould be Aſlcſſed 
in the ſaid Subſidies in ſeveral places) upon the 
doubtfulneſs of the voices to the queſtion twice 
propounded, Whether the ſtrangers reſident 1n 
the Cinque-Ports ſhall be charged with the pay- 
ment of the ſaid Subſidies or not, it was upon 


the diviſion of the Houſe adjudged, that of 
2a 
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ſhall not be charged with the faid payments, by 
the difference ot thirty perſons, viz. with the 
Yea a hundred and eighteen, and with the No a 
hundred forty eight, in all two hundred fixty fix. 

And afterwards it was Ordered , that the ſaid 
Articles ſhould be delivered to the former Com- 
mittees for the Preamble to prepare the ſame: 
And allo the ſaid Rates according to the ſaid Ar- 
ticles to be ſet down 1n the Bill. 

Nota, That after this buſineſs touching the 
Cinque-Ports there followeth a Motion made by 
M* Wroth touching ſome Members of the Houſe 
who had been Impriſoned in the beginning of 
this Parliament, of which ſee on Sunday the 25 
day of February foregoing, which remaineth 
very legible in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons, although it be croſſed out. 
The reaſon of which ſaid crofling out is very 
hard to conjecture, in regard that the ſaid Mo- 
tion was doubtleſs made this Morning , as doth 
plainly appear alſo by the often before-cited A- 
nonymous Journal more particularly mentioned 
at the beginning of this preſent Journal, out of 
which it is ſupplied in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

M* Wroth made a Motion, that in reſpect that 
ſome Countries might complain of the Tax of 
theſe many Subſidies, their Knights and Burgeſles 
never conſenting unto them nor being preſent at 
the grant : And becauſe an Inſtrument, taking 
away ſome of its ſtrings, cannot give its pleaſant 
ſound : Therefore deſired that we might be 
tumble and earneſt Suitors to her Majeſty, that 
{he would be pleaſed to ſet at liberty thoſe Mem- 
bers of the Houſe that were reſtrained. 

To this was Anſwered by all the Privy Coun- 
cellors , that her Majeſty hgd Committed them 
for Cauſcs beſt known to her ſelf, and for us to 
preſs her Majeſty with this Suit, we ſhould but 
hinder them whoſe good we ſeek. And it is not 
to be doubted but her Majeſty of her gracious 
diſpoſition will ſhortly of her ſelf yield to them 
that which we would ask for them, and it will 
like her better to have it left unto her ſelf than 
ſought by us.

the Upper Houſe of Parliament, if the Houſe 
ſhall ſo think good. Which being ſhewed to the 
Houſe by Mr. Speaker , it was Ordered by this 
Houſe, that the former Committees of this Houle, 
yeſterday ſelefed for that purpoſe, ſhould attend 
their Lordſhips to Morrow at the ſaid time and 
place. Which was afterwards ſo ſignified over 
by Mr. Speaker unto the (aid Mr. Attorney Ge-+ 
neral and Mr. Doftor Ford accordingly. 

The ſaid Preamble in the Bill of Subſidy being 
brought in again amended by the ſaid Commit- 
tees and read to the Houſe by the Clerk, was 
agreed on by the whole Houſe and appointed to 
be delivered to her Majeſties Learned Counce!, 
for the more ſpeedy drawing of the Bill. 

Nota, That this Bill touching the Subſidy after 
many days agitation did at length very diihicultly 
paſs the Houſe by reaſon of the greatneſs th-reot,

Nota, That the Bill againſt Recuſants, which 
had been newly brought in by the Committees 
on Monday the 12** day of this inſtant March 
immediately foregoing, and the old Bill rejected, 
and had in the beginning of this Forenoon been 
read the ſecond time, was now in the end of the 
ſame ſpoken unto by divers Members of the 
Houſe. Which ſpeeches containing in them 
matter of good conſequence are wholly omitted 
in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, and are 
therefore ſupplied out of the aforefaid Anony- 
' mous Journal more particularly mentioned1n the 
beginning of this preſent Journal, in manner and 
form following. 

M* Sands ſpake to the Bill for Recuſants, that 
it might be as it went firſt for Recuſants general- 
ly, andnot reſtrained to Popiſh Recuſants only : 
So that under this Bill there might be included 
Browniſts and Barrowiſts. 

M- Lewes ſhewed, that it was not fit that the 
= ſhould include any other than Popiſh Recu- 
ants. 

M- Speaker ſaid, that the Preamble of this 
Bill being conferred with the body of this Bill, 
other Recuſants than Popiſh Recuſants could not 
be comprized therein. For the Title of the Bill 
and the Preamble run only in this manner, A- 
gainſt ſuch as are enemies oppoſed to our State, 
and adherents to the Pope. So another Bill 
might be framed againſt thoſe perſons, but theſe 
cannot be comprized therein. 

M* Dalton would have Recuſants that be 
Browniſts comprized in the Bill as well as Popiſh 


Recuſants, and to that end would have the Pre. 
amble altered, and be to repreſs diſloyal Sub. 
jects and to impoſe upon them more due obe- 
dience; and fo to go diretly to the At, Be 
it Enacted, leaving out all the Preamble ; for 
he cited ſome Bills overthrown, as he ſaid, 
only by reaſon of ſuperfluous words in the Pre. 
amble. 

Doctor Lewin made a long Speech. His end 
was only to have the Browniſts and Barrowiſts 
as well provided againſt as Papiſts; but whe- 
ther 1n this Bill or in ſome other, he left that to 
the Wiſdom of the Houſe. © 

After which Speeches the ſaid Bill was com- 
mitted again to the former Committees which 
were appointed on Wedneſday the 28" day of 
Febr, laſt paſt.

Prejudi- 
cial to her Majeſty, for it makes a diminution of 
her Inheritance 3 Inconvenient, for the Clerks 
place hath always been in her Gift, and this 
Bill would carry it to the Lord Keeper, who ne- 
ver before had it. 

It is an Indignity offered unto the Court, for 
that, the Clerk muſt be Ordered. by an Ad of 
Parliament, as if their wiſdom and Care were not 
ſufficent to relieve any abuſes they ſhould find 
in their Officers to the grief of the Subject. 

Great Injury is offered to the parties interel- 
ſed ; for firſt, an Office which is incident unto 
the Clerk is given from him, he (hall not have 
the appointing of his own Examiner. And a- 
gain the Ancient Fee hath always been twelve 
pence the ſheet, and as much in other Courts 3 
therefore this is not tolerable. And conſidering 
the place of his Attendance, his place is in the 
higheſt Court, wherefore in reaſon his Fee 1s to 
have proportion with his Attendance. 

Now where relief and Eaſe were pretended to 
the Subjes, no ſuch thing will come by the Bill, 
but rathera greater Charge 3 for it givesa Fee for 
Judicial Ats,asfor making Reports, for which no 
luch Fee isdue.[t appoints that a Councellors hand 
muſt be to all Interrogatoriesz ſo their Clyents 
muſt pay a Fee more than uſually. Alſo whereas 


he uſed upon Commiſſion (the parties ulking 
wit 
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with their Deponents) to have Caule preſently 
to draw Interrogatories they thought not ...... 
before 3 now they cannot miniſter any ſuch In- 
terrogatories 3 nay to every Commitiion ſitting 
they muſt bring their Councel, which will be an 
exceeding great charge. 

Beſides, the Commiſſioners are bound under 
a pain not to accept Interrogatories that are not 
ſigned under a Councellors hand ; fo the Com- 
miſſioners muſt take norice at their peril who be 
Councellors admitted to the parties, who not. 
Theſe with many other reaſons. 

There was much diviſion thereupon Where- 
fore the Speaker propounded the queſtion, that 
as many as will not have the Bill rcjeed fay I, 
and the other to ſay No. The voice was lo 
indifferent that it could not be diſcerned which 
were greater.

| MF Francis Moore (of the Middle-Temple) be- 
Ing as it ſhould ſeem at the Bar, of Councel with

the inconveniences that grew to our Nation and 
Tradeſmen by ſuffering i radclmen to retail, 
Firſt becauſe that Strangers Warcs are better than 
ours, which cauſeth that our Retaylors have no 
ſale of their Wares. They {| cheaper, thougi 
their Wares be as good as ours. And this is by 
reaſon they have Factors beyond the Seas that are 
their Friends and Kinsfolks, and ſo they fave that 
Charge. A thing to be noted. And whercſoever 
they are, our own native Retay lors are Beggars. 
They receive Gentlemen and Yeomens Sons to be 
their Apprentices, themſelves being Retaylore, 
and this is no Trade afterwards for them to live 
on; So many Beggars be made conſuming their 
time under them. Their rctailing Beggering our 
Retaylors makes a diminution of the Queens Sub- 
[1dies. Their riches and multitude makes our 
Eſtate poorer and weaker, for they {tick upon 
our wealth, and carry it into Foreign Coun- 
tries, 

ln the Statute Richard 3. Cap. 9g. there appear- 
eth the like Complaint that now is, which being 
then made unto the King was then remedied, as 
appeareth by the Statute. And for the ObjeCti- 
ons made, Firſt that it were againlt Charity, that 
Strangers fleeing hither for Religion and rclict 
ſhould be reſtrained from the means of gettin;;

peareth , only the Statute of 14 H.8. exemp 
red it, 

M* Proud of Lincolns-Inn (being as it ſhould 
' ſeem at the Bar, of Councel with the Strangers, 
and in their behalf to ſpeak) made particular 
Anſwer toM* Moore tor Strangers in reſiſting his 
Anſwers to the five Objctions. T hen he ofter- 
ed, if the Liberties of the Natives born might 
be granted to Strangers, they would ſeek no 
more, for they deſired but to trade in all parts of 
the Realm, 

M- Hill of Lincolns-1nn (of Councel alſo with 
the Strangers, ſpake next and ſaid, Make it Law 
that they ſhall not retail , and the Merchants 
hereafter will require a Law that they may not 
uſe Merchandiſe ; and ſo the Shoo-maker, Tay- 
lor, and others, that they may not uſe their 
Trades, and in denying them one, you take 
away all. (Upon this inſtant M* Speaker deli- 
vered a Bill which deſired they might be barred 
of ſuch Trades as to be Shoo-makers and ſuch like. 
But this Bill was thought to be put in by the 
Strangers themſelves of Policy. This I thought.) 
And befides theſe Retaylors themſclves be not 
Aliens, but far Foreigners, ſuch as have forſaken 
their own Countries and Liberties to live here in 
ours, 2nd home they dare not reſort. | 

Further, of the things they retail we have no 
Company or Trade here in England, and there- 
fore it were unreaſonable to bar them of their 
{aid Retailing. 

It ſhould ſeem that theſe three laſt before-na- 
med were all of the Councel of either part that 
ſpoke at the Bar , and that the Speeches follow- 
ing were all of them uttered by ſeveral Mem- 
bers of the Houle. 

Sir John Wolley ſpake next , as it ſhould ſeem, 
after the Councel of either part had been heard 
at the Bar, and ſaid : This Bill ſhould be ill for 
London, for the Riches and Renown of the City 
cometh by entertaining of Strangers, and givin 
liberty unto them. Aztwerp and Venice ae, 
never have been fo rich and famous but by en- 
tertaining of Strangers, and by that means have 
gained all the intercourſe of the World. 

M* Fuller ſpake next againſt Alien Retaylors, 
and faid : The Exclamations of the City are ex- 
ceeding pitiful and great againſt theſe Strangers; 
nay had not theſe latter quiet times in their own 
Countries, and our troubles made many of them 
retire home, the Citizens would have been in 
uproar againſt them : The which if the Govern- 
ment of rhe City repreſs not, they will be apt 
enough to it, It is no Charity to have this pity 
on them to our own utter undoing 3 for of them 


ſhould firſt ſwear he is not worth five pound. 
This is to be noted in theſe Strangers, they will 
not converſe with us, they will not marry with us 
they willnot buy any thing of our Country-men. 
[heir retailing 1s the cauſe that all things be at 
that price with us. For they make Lawns, Velvets 
Raſhes, Taffataes, Linnen-Cloth, and all this they 
{ell tous alſo. Now whoſoever maketha thing and 
ſelleth a thing, raiſeth the price of it. The Retail- 
ing Stranger buyethnothing of our CountryCom- 
modities, but all he layeth out he buyeth from 
beyond the Seas. The Searchers have ſome. 
times taken ſeven thouſand pound of theirs at 
a time. 

Sir Edward Dymock ſpeaking for the Strangers, 
ſaid : The Beggery of our home Retaylors 
comes not by the Strangers Retailing, but by our 
home ingrollers 3 ſo that if our Retaylors might 
be at the firſt hand, they might ſell as good cheap 
as the Strangers. But this Bill is thruſt into the 
Houſe by our home Ingroſlers , of Policy, that 
their beggering of our Retaylors might be im- 
puted to the Strangers Retailing. The Strangers 
here purchaſe dear. And beyond the Seas it is 
lawful for the Strangers, in the places of the beſt 
Trafhck , to trade 1n any thing. In Venice any 
Stranger may buy, fell, or purchaſe Houle or 
Lands, and diſpoſe thereof by his Will, or other- 
wiſe at his pleaſure, as freely as any Citizen. And 
this may we do then in ſome ſort. The Strangers 
are not they that tranſport our Coin, but it is 
our Merchants. For it is to be ſeen in all the 
Low-Countries , where her Majeſty uttercth 
much Treaſure , there is not ſo much Engliſh 
Coin to be had, as in the ſame Towns where the 
Merchants trade, And of my own Experience 
I know a Town in the Low-Conntries, where a 
Contra& of twenty pound was made by an Eng- 
liſh Merchant, and he agreed to pay it all in Eng- 
liſh Angels. 

* M* Dalton againſt the Strangers ſaid, That in- 
rofling ought to be ſuffered amongſt Merchants, 
uſe otherwiſe the Commodities lying to be 
ſold in parcels, would be conſumed in Expences 
before the Ship were diſcharged. Therefore for 
Merchandiſe ſake this is to be ſuffered. He im- 
puted the Beggery of the City to Strangers, and 
ſaid, that in ſome one Pariſh there were a thou- 
ſand lived by Begging. 

M* Finch ſpake for the Strangers, and aid: 
We ought not to be uncharitable, but this mult 
be the Rule, None muſt fo relieve Strangers, as 
by it to begger themſelves. But for their riches, 
it groweth chiefly by Parſimony, and where they 
dwell I ſee not that the Nation is ſo much grieved 
at them as here in London, for they contribute 
to all Scots and Lots as we do. Though they be 
a Church by themſelves, their Example 1s profi- 
table amongſt us, for their Children are no ſooner 
able to go, but they are taught to ſerve God, 
and to flee idlenefs; for the leaſt of them earneth 
his meatby his labour. Our Nation is fure more 


| bleſſed for thei fakes. Wherefore - as the Scrip- 
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ture ſaith Let vs not grieve the Soul of the ſtran- 
er, 

If this Stranger be both a Merchant and a Re- 
taylor, there's a Law againſt him 15 Elz. c. 2. 
But as I am for the Strangers of the Church, fo 
not againſt any Law that ſhould be made againſt 
ſuch Strangers as be not of the Church, but here 
only for Merchandize 3 and thoſe who have for 
Conſcience ſake only, may again (the fire being 
quenched) fafely return into their own Coun- 
tries. In 6 R. 2, An Ad was made what Wares 
ſtrangers ſhould retayle and what not 5 but 
what is underſtood by this word retailing , or 
how far it is ſtretched, I know not. 1f Retayl- 
ing ſtretch to {cll that which they make here, 
as well as that which is brought from beyond 
Seas, this is too hard a Conſtruftion. In the 
days of Queen Mary, when our Cauſe was as 
theirs is now, thoſe Countries did allow us that 
liberty, which now we ſeek to deny them. They 
are (trangersnow, we may be {trangers hereafter. 
So let us do as we would be done unto. 

Serjeant Drew ſaid : There is no reaſon we 
ſhould be without reſpett to Strangers, yet our 
Charity muſt be done with a feeling of our 
Countrymens grief: And although I think it not 
fit, that the Law ſhould look back 3 to have 
old men, long inhabiting here, now to become 
Apprentices z yet that all things ſhould be ar li- 
berty to all ſtrangers, as it is, that were not 
convenient. Whereforel could wilh there might 
be a Law for thoſe that ſhould come hereatter 
only, and the ſtrangers that be now might be 
reſtrained to their Retayling of ſome Wares e- 
ſpecially. My Motion therefore 1s, That the 
Houſe would continue the Committee of the 
Bill until a turther day, that it may receive Mo- 
tion from their deliberation.

ference together,and that for ſundry reſpeQts then 
opened by him to the Houſe, they thought good 
to frame a new Bill: And ſo offered the ſame 
new Bill, praying it might be read. 

M* Tasborough, one of the Committees in the 
Bill for relief of Jurors appearing upon Tryals, 
bringeth in the. old Bill with ſome Amendments, 
and prayeth that the ſame Amendments may be 
allowed of by the Houſe ; hereupon they were 
twice read , and Ordered to be ingroſſed ; but 
the Bill remained without any further courſe or 
queſtion at that time. 

M* Serjeant Harris, one of the Committees in 
the Bill for M* Ogzal/ (which had been appoin- 
ted on Friday the 16* day of thisinſtant March 
foregoing) offereth a Report of the travel of 
ſome of the Committees; but it was upon a Coun- 
ter-Motion made by And ſo it leaves im- 
perfetly, but it ſhould ſeem upon the ſaid Coun- 
ter-Motion made by ſome other Member of the 
Houſe, the ſaid Report offered to be made by 
Serjeant Harris was for this time put by. 

The Bill for Explanation and Confirmation of 
her Majeſties Title ro the Lands late Sir Francis 
Erglejield's Knight , Attainted of High Treaſon, 
was upon the ſecond reading committed unto all 
the Privy-Council, M* Attorney of the Dutchy, 
M-* Nathanael Bacon and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet to Morrow at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

M- Finch, one of the Committees 1n the Bill 
for the Lord Burgavenny (which had been ap- 
pointed on Thurſday the 20® day of this inſtant 
March foregoing) ſhewed, that he and the re- 
fidue of the Committees have met and conſidered 
of the parts of the ſaid Bill , and find ſome de- 
fects in the ſame, chiefly in matter of form, and 
offered ſuch Amendments unto the Houſe as 
they thought fit zand prayed theſameto be read : 
which being read by the Clerk, it was Ordered 
by the Houſe that thoſe Amendnients ſhould be 
added to the faid Bill in a Schedule. 

After which Report made by M* Fizch, it 
{ſhould ſeem that there followed further diſpute 
this day touching that weighty buſineſs of Aliens 
retailing of Foreign Wares 3 which being wholly 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, 1s 
therefore inſerted out of the aforeſaid Anony- 
mous Journal , more particularly mentioned 1n 
the beginning of this preſent Journal, in manner 
and form following, viz. 

M* Palmer, Burgeſs for London, delivered the 
Bill for retailing, and fignfied, that the Commit- 
tees could not agree upon it 3 ſo defired that it 
would be conſidered by the Houſe what is fit in 
their opinions to be done. But the ſaid M* Pal 
mer was none of the ſaid Committees. 

The Speaker was thereupon ready to pur it 
unto the Queſtion , whether the Bill ſhould be 
ingroſled ; but the Houſe would not have it fo 
ſuddenly put to the Queſtion, M* Palmer pro- 
ceeded and faid, Thar the Strangers of late are 


grown to ſo great a number, that they beiog but | 


forty open Retaylors, have undone fince the laſt 
Parliament fixty at leaſt of our Engliſh Retay- 
lors, for ſo many are now Beggars that were 
forty pound Subſidy in the Queens Book. Their 
retailing hath inhanced the price of all Wares 
ſuch as they retail : for when they retailed nor. 
but our Engliſhuſed the ſale of fine Lawnes, Hol- 
lands and Cambricks, they were better cheap by 
fifteen pound in an hundred. 

The Retailors here are but FaQors to ſuch as 
are Merchants beyond the Seas, ſo they are both 
Merchants and FaQors ; a thing which if we 
ſhould uſe beyond the Seas, the Law would be 
fiery to us, or fire ſhould be our Law if we with- 
ſtood. And thoſe places where we trade with 
our Cloth , ſhould we retail it alſo , we ſhould 
ſo inhaunce the price , that they would not be 
yt glad of our Traftick. But this miſchief js 
ſuffered amongſt us by the Dutch. 

It is to be proved that there were twenty Re- 
taylors in London that paſled ten or twelve thou- 
ſand pound a piece in a year 3 and this twenty 
thouſand pound a year at the leaſt the Strangers 
carry out of the Realm, for of our Commodities 
they elteem nothing. 

Where it was ſaid the other day , our Mer- 
chants did carry our Coin out of the Realm, 
there 1s a reſtraint now that none ſhall do it. 
And it is to be ſhewed that the Merchants do 
Weckly bring in twelve or fifteen hundred 
pound, and ſometimes two thouſand weight of 
{trange Coin. 

Now whereas it is ſo much urged to be againſt 
that Charity which'is commended to us by Moſes 
towards the Stranger , let Moſes tell us who is 
that Stranger 3 even the Fatherleſs and Widoy, 
Wherefore from them we muſt not reap too 
clean , but caſt out ſome handfuls for them to 
gather up: when we gather our Vintage, or 
when we gather our Corn, we muſt not gather 
too clean. But ſhall we be put out to gleaning 
and give our Fields to them ? That were beyond 
Charity. Wherefore let Moſes be expounded by 
the ſame Spirit. The Apoſtle faith, That he that 
provideth not for his Family is worſe than an Infi- 
del. Let us then have an Eye to our Country and 
our poor Country-men. You be here as Patres 
Patrie, you be here as amongſt the Romans the 
Patres conſcripti : 1 beſeech you have reſpett un- 
to this City, upon whoſe flouriſhing Eſtate the 
whole Realm dependeth. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſpake next and faid : Where- 
as it is pretended, That for Strangers it is againlt 
Charity, againſt Honour, againſt profit to expel 
them 3 in my opinion it is no matter of Charity 
to relieve them. For firſt, ſuch as fly hither have 
forſaken their own King 3 and Religion 15 no 

retext for them, for we bave no Dutchmen here, 
'wtx ſuch as came from thoſe Princes where the 
Goſpel is Preached , and here they live _—_ 
our Church. For Horoxr, It is Honour to u 


e 
Strangers as we be uſed amongſt Strangers 3 And 
it isa lightneſs in a Common-Wealth, yea a baſe- 


neGin a Nation to give a liberty to another Na- 
| tion 


_— 
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which we cannot receive again. In Artwerp 
where our intercourſe was molt, we were never 
ſuffered to have a Taylor or a Shoemaker to 
dwell there. Nay at Aii/ain where there are 
three hundred pound Engliſh men, they cannot 
have ſo much as a Barber amongſt them. And 
for Profit, they are all of the Houle of Almwiene, 
who pay nothing , yet eat out our profits, and 
ſupplant our own Nation. Cuſtom indeed they 
pay, paying fifteen pence where we pay twelve 
pence, but they are diſcharged of Sublidies. The 
nature of the Dutchman is to fly to no man but 
for his profit, and they will obey -no man long, 
now under Spain , now under Mounfort , now 
under the Prince of Orange , but under no Go- 
vernour long. The Dutchman by his Policy hath 
gotten Trading with all the World into his 
hands, yea he. is now entring into the Trade of 
Scarborough Fiſhing, and the Fiſhing of the New- 
found-Lands, which is the (tay of the Weſt-Conn- 
tries. They are the people that maintain the 
King of Spair in his Greatneſs. Were it not for 
them, he were never able to make out ſuch Ar- 
mies and Navies by Sea; it colt her Majeſty ſix- 
teen thouſand pound a year the maintaining of 
theſe Countries, and yet for all this they Arm her 
Enemies againſt her. Therefore I ſee no reaſon 
that ſo much reſpe& ſhould be given unto them. 
And fo. to conclude, in the whole cauſe I ſee no 
matter of Honour , no matter of Charity , no 
Profit in relieving them. 

Sir Robert Cecil ſpake next and ſaid : When 1 
firſt heard this Bill read , I promiſed my elf (i 
lence for it ſpeaks of Trades , wherein i have 
no $kill : Bur upon fo great diſpute as it hath re- 
ceived on both (ides, and that very throughly 
and wiſely, my underltanding is cleared , and [ 
ſee that now which I ſaw not before. W hat the 
word Retailing meant, | under{tood not before, 
but now it is brought to a matter of Charity to 
relieve Strangers, and eſpecially ſuch as do not 
grieve our Eyes This hath brought great Ho- 
nour to our Kingdom, for it is accounted the 
refuge of diſtre{ied Nations, tor our Arms have 
been open unto them to calt themlclves into our 
Boſoms : But yet our Charity unto them muſt 
not hinder or injure our ſelves. Now as the Bill 
1s, it is not ſufficient for this purpoſe : And if it 
+ be put to a Queſtion, it mult either be daſhed or 
put to ingroſling. And for my own Conſcience, 


if the Queſtion be now made, I am not reſolved 


to give my Voice. It were not for the gravity 
of the Houſe nor the credit of the Committees to 
have it rejected upon the ſudden, and as it is now, 
+ It is not fit to paſs in my conoeit, I ſee the Citt- 
zens themſelves will be well aflenting unto the 
reforming of the ſzme 3 for M* Recorder yeſter- 
day ſpeaking with Zeal for the City, yet with 
good regard thought the Bill might receive great 
moderation. And thereupon the Houſe was well 
pleaſed to ſtay the Bill and commit it again to 
the former Committees , to whom were further 
added Sir Robert Cecill, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir 
Henry Knivet, M* Wroth and others, who were 
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appointed to meet with the former Committee: 
(who had been nominated on Tuweſd ity the 6" 
day of this inſtant March foregoing) this After- 
noon at two of the Clock in this Houſe. 

Now followeth the next days Paſlages and 
ſome others enſuing out of the Original Journal- 
Book. 

On Saturday the 24" day of March, the Bill 
touching Clapboards and Casks was twice read 
and committed unto the Committees that follow, 
viz, M*® Treaſurer, M* Wroth, M* Francis Ba- 
con, M* Finch and others, and the Bill was deli- 
vered to M* Treafurer , who with the reſt was 
appointed to meet at two of the Clock this After- 
noon 1n the Exchequer Chamber.

Sir William Brunker , one of the Committees 
in the Bill concerning Spinnersand Weavers (who 
had been appointed on Aonday the 26" day of 
March laſt paſt) ſhewed , that the Committees 
had met, and upon Conference amongſt them 
thought good to make a new Bill : And fo bring- 
ing in both the old Bill and the new, prayed the 
reading of the ſaid new Bill.

| ſee not how. we caft be of the Retury,

M* Brograve ſaid, As to the marter of privi- 
ledge, the Cauſe to me is very doubtful, becauſe 
priviledges in theſe Cauſes are very rate,and ſothe 
matter reſteth in doubt.This Court for its Digni- 
ty and highneſs hathpriviledge,as all other Courts 
haves And as it is above all other Courts, fo it 
hath priviledge above all other Courts ; and as it 
hath priviledge and Jariſdiftion roo, ſo hathit alſo 
Coercion and Compulſion 3 otherwiſe the Juriſ- 
dition is nothing in a Court, if it hath no Co- 
ercion. Therefore it ſeemeth unto me, that the 
Return of the Writ ought to have been return- 
ned into the Court of Parhament; but whe- 
ther the Return be to be made 1nto the Upper 
Houſe or Lower Houſe, I know not. 

For in many Caſes we havedividedJuriſdiftions, 
and the Upper Houſe hath Jurx{diction by it ſelf, 
therefore if a Nobleman hath a Servant that 
were arreſted, they might make their Writ of 
Priviſedge returnable before themſelves and give 
him Privitedge. And here in this Houſe, if one 
that is a Member of this Houſe and have fate 
here, be arreſted ſecleme Parliaments, we are to

Though any Court of Record hath this Juril- 
diction to make out Proceſles , yet this Court 
cannot. Why ? this may ſeem (trange, that every 
Court in Weſtzrinſter, every Court that hath 
Cauſes of Plea, every Lords Leet, and every 
Court Baron hath his power, that they may make 
out Procels ; yet this Court being the higheſt of 
all Courts cannot ; how can this be 2 The nature 
of this Houſe muſt be conſidered ; for this Court 
1s not a Court alone 3 and yet there are ſme 
things wherein this Court is a Court by it (elf, 
and other things wherein it is no Court of it 
{elt. 

To know then how we are cne Houſe, and 
how we can be divided Houſes, this would owe 
great light to the Queſtion.

Now where a Record is re- 
moved upon a Writ of Error given to another 
Court, the manner 1s,: that the chief of that 
Court bring the Writ in his hand to the Houſe : 
But humbly ſheweth unto the Houſe , that the 
Record being remitted out of the Court, no Ex+- 
ecution can go forth though the Judgment be 
atirmed, The Court of Parliament thereupon 
maketh Tranſcript of the whole Record, and re- 
turns the Record again to the Court 3 but if the 
Judgment be reverted , then the Record it felt 
is Cancelled and rafed. This I read in my Book. 

For in this Caſe, whatſoever a man tel!s me [ 


| believe it not unle(s I ſee it written, Noz lego on

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credo, in theſe Caſes. In the twenty third of the 
Qucen, I was of Councel with one in a Cauſe 
where we tryed all means to reverſe a Judgment, 
and brought a Writ of Error in the Parliament, 
and the Writ was iſſuing out of the Parliament, 
and upon the fieri facias was ſet Domina Regina, 
and it was-under the Great Seal of England, and 
the Writ was returned 1n Parliament. 

So this is plain the Writ is always returnable 
in Parliament ; but if in Parliament, then of the 
Upper Houſe, for of that Houſe we are but a 
Limb. This Writ I have ſeen then thus returned, 
bur never any man ſaw a Writ returnable 1n the 
Lower Houſe ; fo for this I hold the Writ cannot 
be returnable 11:0 this Houle. 

But now tor the Authority we have, for 
though this be true, I ſay, yet I ſpeak not to 
take any priviledge from this Houſe; for ſome 
things there are wherein we have Authority all 
of us. But this 1s certain whatſoever we do /e- 
dente Parliamento , vt 1s the AQ of the whole 
Court ; for the Lords without the Commons, and 
the Commons without the Lords, can do no- 
thing : Now then at the firſt before the diviſion 


of the Houſe , all Writs were returned proximo | 


Parliamento; bur fince the diviſion of the Houſe 
it hath been always uſed, and plainly 1t muſt be 
returned into Chancery. 

And to ſay we cannot have notice of it, nor 
cannot judge upon theRecord being in Chancery 
plainly, we may as well as we do upon the Re- 
turn of cvery barges which 1s made into the 
Chancery, and the Cauſe 1s all one. 

And the Chancery in making the Writ will 
not alter from that their Warrant made from 
this Houſe, which mult be according unto anci 
ent form : for waiting the other day upon my 
Lord Keeper by your Commandments for the 
making of this Writ, I deſired to have a recital 
added in theſe words, 2u0d can exiſtente Parlia- 
mento captus fuit, &c. with the recital of the 
Cauſe of priviledge. My Lord Keeper confer- 
ring with the Judges upon it, would not allow 
it, but thought better the uſual form of Habeas 
Corpus ſhould be kept without any ſuſpicion of 
priviledge, until there appeared a Cauſe of pri- 
viledge for the party. 

As for the Book of 38 H. 8. Trewinnards Caſe 
recited in my Lord Djers, I have heard great 
learned men fay , that that Cauſe 1s no good 
Law, and that the Houſe did more than was war- 
rantable. 

Now for the Motion of Conference with the 
Judges, the Caſe of Thorpe 31 H. 6. is not able 
for this point : I have the Record. Thorpe was 
Speaker 1n that Parliament, The Parliament be- 
ing Summoned to be in Juxe, it was Prorogued 
until Septexaber 3 in the mean time, Thorpe was 
taken in Execution by the Duke of Tork ; he 
notwithſtanding this thought to have had the 
priviledge of the Parliament. At the next Seffi- 
ons, the matter being greatly conſidered , whe- 
ther he could have a priviledge or no, a Confe- 
rence was had 1n the Cauſe with the Judges; the 


Judges being required in humble ſort refuſed, 
except it were fo that the Houſe did command 
them (for in the Houſe of Parliament the chief 
Judges and their Judgments are controutable þ 
theCourt) but if the Houſe did command them, 
they would be willing to inform them what in 
their opinions they knew and thought, 

This they did 1n the great Cauſe of Thorpe, and 
I think we ſhould do well in doing the like. 

Now another thing is to be conſidered, for 
Judicis Officium eſt ut res itatemperari, &c. The 
conſideration of Time muſt accompany a Judges 
Office, the Parliament draweth to an end, and 
this would be done with expedition ; fo the par- 
ty was appointed to have his Councel the next 
Morning in the Parliament, and they to be heard 
and have the advice of the Judges. Vide the Re- 
ſolution and Conclufion of this buſineſs upon 
py the 5* day of this inſtant April en- 
uing.

Four Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the firſt being the 
Bill for Naturalizing of Jaſtinz Dormer and George 
Sheppy born beyond the Seas, had its firſt reading. 

On Wedneſday the fourth day of April, M* 
Barker one of the Committees 1n the Bill con- 
cerning Spinners and Weavers ( who had been 
appointed on Monday the 26** day of March 
foregoing) ſhewed the meeting and travel of 
the Committees and their Amendments to the 
Bill, praying the reading of the ſame Amend- 
ments 3 which being read and ordered by the 
Houſe to be inſerted into the Bill, the ſame A- 
mendments were afterwards twice read, and the 
Bill was upon the Queſtion Ordered to be In- 
prolled. 

M* Wroth, one of the Committees in the Bill 
concerning Brewers, ſhewed the meeting and tra- 
vel of the Committees , and their Amendments 
to the ſaid Bill, and prayeth the reading of the 
ſame Amendments ; which being read, and Or- 
dered by the Houſe to be inſerted in the faid Bill, 
and alſo twice read afterwards , was upon the

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The Bill for Explanation of a Branch of a Sta- 
tute made in the twenty third year of her Ma- 
jeſties Reign, Intitled an A& to retain the 
Queens Majeſties SubjeRs in their due obedi- 
ence, with ſome Amendments to the ſame, was 
read the ſecond time. Upon which divers 
Speeches paſſed in the Houſe before the ſaid Bill 
was committed, fame of them being of very 
good moment. Which becauſe they are omitted 
in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, are there- 
fore ſupplied out of the often before recited A- 
nonymous Journal in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

Sir Thomas Cecill, Doftor Lewen, M* Sands, 
Sir Thomas Heneage, Sir Edward Dimock and 
ſome others ſpake diverſly to this Bill touching 
the Explanation of a Branch of the Statute made 
in A7no 23 Regin. Eliz, for reducing diſloyal 
_—_ to their due obedience, as is afore- 
aid. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, In my- conceit the 
Browniſts are worthy to be rooted out of a Com- 
monwealth : But what danger may grow to our 
ſelves if this Law paſs, it were fit to be conſi- 
dered. For it is to be feared, that men not guil- 
ty, will be included in it. And that Law is hard 
that taketh life and ſendeth into baniſhment, 
where mens intentions ſhall be judged by a Jury, 
and they ſhall be Judges what another means. 
But that Law that 1s againſt a Fact, is but juſt ; 
and puniſh the faCt as ſevereley as you will, 

If two or three thouſand Browniſts meet at 
the Sea, at whoſe charge ſhall they be tranſpor- 
ted, or whither will you ſend them? I am ſor- 
ry for it, 1 am afraid there is near twenty thou- 
fand of them in Exgland, and when they be 
gone, who ſhall maintain their Wives and Chil- 
dren. 

M* Finch ſaid, There be great faults in the 
Preamble and in the Body of this Bill, It pre- 
tendeth a puniſhment only to'the Browniſts and 
Sefaries, but throughout the whole Bill, not 
one thing that concerneth a Browniſtz and if 
we make a Law againſt Barrowiſts and Browniſts, 
let us ſet down a Note of them, who they are. 
But as the Bill is, not to come to Church, or 
to ſpeak againſt the government eſtabliſhed, this 
1s not the opinion of the Brownilts. 

The Law that 1s intituled An Explanation, is 
nothing elſe, ſave that it hath a name of it. For 
Laws Explanatory are no New Laws of them- 
ſelves, but part of the old ; for there ought to 
be nothing in the declaratory Law that was not 
in the former, as appeareth in the Cauſe of Syr- 
rand and Stowell, the Statute of 32 Her. 8. be- 
ing but an Explanation of 4. HF. 7. 

This Law being allowed to be an Explana- 
tion of 25. maketh all the offenders in that 
Statute to be Traytors. This Law excepts no 
Perſon; So all are in the former penalties of 
that Law : for 23 of Eliz. is only for ſuch as are 
of the Romiſh Religion 3 and now to make it 
include all the opinions, is to make additions to 
that but no Explanations.

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| The Clauſe of ſpeaking againſt the Law is ve- 


ry dangerous; For who can be ſafe from this ? 
Non Hojpes ab hoſpite tutus. For if a man ſpeak 
againſt Non-Reſidents, Excommunication as it is 
uſed, or any other abuſein the Church, he incurs 
the danger of the Law. 

The Clauſe againſt Conventicles is very dan- 
gerous. For the Conference of any Perſons to- 
gether being of any number, the Prayers of Hv- 
ly Exerciſe, being not allowable in any place by 
the Law, 1s an aſſembling againſt the Laws: for 
the words be very (trict, howſoever not contrary 
to the Law, the offence is all one. 

Now in the body of the Law the words FEccle- 
flaſtical are not ſuch as be meant i primo of the 
Queen, but ſuch as are intended in this Statute. 
And the annexing of the words, He »:uſt be an ob- 
ſtinate Recuſant, and alſo write and ſpeak, &c. This 
is very ſuſpicious, for Obſcuris vera is never good. 

Whoſoever repaireth not to his own Pariſh 
Church is a Recuſant within this Law. Vide Apr. 
6. die Veneris ſequent. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid Anonymous, 
Journal; the reſidue of this days paſlages and 
part of the next are tranſcribed out of the O- 
riginal Journal-Book it felt.

Mr. Serjeant Owen and Mr. Attorney General 
do bring word from the Lords, that their Lord- 
ſhips do pray Conference with ſome feleCted

Speeches and Arguments to a Bill which came 1n- 
to this Houſe from their Lordſhips) Which being 
ſo lignified to the ſaid MF Serjeant Owen and M* 
Attorney General accordingly , ſhortly after M* 
Door Carey and M* Powle brought word from 
the Lords, that their Lordſhips would be ready 
this Afternoon to confer with the Committees of 
this Houſe, in the Chamber next to the Upper 
Houſe. Which done, it was Ordered that the 
former Committees of this Houle, (who had been 
nominated on Monday the 28" day of March fore- 
going) be appointed to attend their Lordſhips 
at the faid time and place, and a note of the 
Committees names were delivered to M* Trea- 
ſurer.

others, and do pray from their Lord(hips the 
ſpeedy Execution of the ſame. 

Mr Vice-Chamberlain, one of the Committees 
with the Committees of the Lords 1n the Bill for 
reviving, continuing, explanation and perfecting 
of certain Statutes, ſheweth the meeting and 
Conference with the Committees of the Lords, 
and that their Lordſhips have wow good to 
add fome ſmall Amendments to the ſaid Bill; and 
a Proviſoalſo for her Majeſties Prerogative in the 
point of Tranſportation of Corn , as the like 
whereof was in the Statute of 13% of her Maje- 
ſties Reign. 

Nota, That the buſineſs ſo much before agita- 
ted touching M* Fitzherbert received this day 
the final reſolution of the Houſe, as is plainly ſet 
down in the often before-cited Anonymous Jour- 
nal, although it be wholly omitted in the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book it ſelf, which ſaid Caſe was 
ſingly this. Thomas Fitzherberts being elefted a

Honfe ; adviſeth, that a Conference be prayed 
with their Lordfhips for the better effefting of a 
convehirent Law to be provided fot meeting with 


the difordered Barrowiſts and Browniſts , with- 
out peril of intrapping oneſt and layal Sybjedt. 
Which in the end after ſundry Speeches both 
with the Motion atid againſt it, it was preſenty 
upon the Queſtion aſſented tinto, and Ordered, 
that M* Vice-Chamberlam , accotapanied with a 
convenient mimber of the Members of this Houſe, 
ſhould prefently repair to the Lords to move the 
faid Conference accordingly. Which ſo bei 
done, the faid M* Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed, 
that their Lordſbips ha4 willingly afſetited unto 
the ſaid Conference,and did appoint for that pur- 
poſe the rime to be at two of the Clock this Af- 
ternoon in the accuſtomed place.

Theſe Lords Spiritual and Temporal being fat 
and her Majeſty placed in her Chair of Eſtate, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of 
Commons upon notice thereof repaired thither; 
and being (as many as conveniently could) let 
in, Sir Tomas Egerton by her Majeſties Com- 
mandment ſpake as followeth, iz. 


HE Queens moſt Excellent Majeſty, my 
molt Gracious and Dread Soveraign, hath 
commanded me to declare unto you my Lords, 
and others here preſent , the Cauſes which have 
moved her Highneſs to ſummon this High Court 
of Parliament at this time. Whuch before I can 
expreſs, I muſt confeſs truly ,- That the Royal 
preſence of her Majeſty, the view of your Lord- 
ſhips and this honourable Aſſembly , together 
with the conſideration of the weightineſs of the 
ſervice and my own weakneſs, do much appal me, 
and cauſe me to fear. Wherefore if either 
through fear I forget, or through the many 
wants and imperfe&tions, which I have, I fail to 
perform that duty which is required, I do moſt 
humbly crave pardon of her Majeſty , and be- 
ſcech your Lordfhips to bear with me. 


The great and Princely Care which her High- 
neſs now hath , as heretofore ſhe hath ever had, 
to preſerve her Kingdoms in Peace and Safety 
from all Foreign Attempts , hath cauſed her at 
this preſent to aſſemble this honourable and great 
Council of her Realm, to adviſe of the beſt and 
moſt needful means whereby to continue this her 
peaceable happy Government, and to withſtand 
the malice of her weighty and implacable Enemies, 
which hitherto by the ſpace of many years, 
through her provident and Princely Wiſdom 
hath been performed, to the great and ineſti- 
mable benefit of her SubjeCts, as that the ſimpleſt 
amongſt them could not but fee, and the wiſeſt 
but admire their happineſs therein, the whole 
Realm enjoying Peace 1n all Security wherein our 
Neighbour Countries have been torn in pieces 
and tormented continually with cruel and bloo- 
dy Wars, This her Majeſty is pleaſed to aſcribe 
to the mighty Power and Infinite Mercy of the 
Almighty. And therefore-it ſhall well become us 
all of all ſorts moſt thankfully upon the Knees of 
our Hearts to acknowledge no leſs unto his holy 
name, who of his infinite goodneſs (till preſerves 
her Highneſs and ſend her muny years over us all 
in Happineſs to Reign. 4 

In this her bleſſed Government her Highneſs 
chief care and regard above all hath been of the 
Honour and Service of Almighty God, that true 
Religion might be planted and maintained in the 
hearts of her people through all the parts of her 
Realms; and as well in that behalf, as for the 
peace and benefits of her Subjefts ſhe hath from 
time to time eſtabliſhed many good Laws to 
meet with the diſorders and to puniſh the offen- 
ces of wicked and ungodly men, that continuing 
in their bad ways they mightnot be hardned and 
go forward in their wickedneſs. For, Mora ir: 
peccato dat incrementum ſceleri. 

And whereas the number of Laws already 
made is very great, ſome of them being obſolete 
and worn out of uſe , others idle and vain, ſer- 
ving to no purpoſe; ſome again over-heavy and 
too ſevere for the offence, others too looſe and 
ſlack for the faults they are to puniſh ; and-ma- 
ny ſo full of difficulty to be underſtood, that 
they cauſe many Controverſies and much trouble 
to ariſe amongſt the Subjects. You are to enter 
into a due conſideration of the Laws, and where 
you find ſuperfluity, to prune and cut off, where 
defect, to  exiyay and where ambiguity, to ex- 
plain, that they be not burthenſome but profit- 
able to the Common-Wealth. Which being a 
Service of 'importance and very needful to be 
required 3 yet as nothing is to be regarded if 
due mean be not had to withſtand the malice 
and the force of thoſe profeſſed Enemies which 
ſeek the deſtruction of the whole State, this be- 
fore and above all is to be thought of, and with 
moſt endeavour and care to be providedtfor. For 
in vain are Laws made, and to little purpoſe will 
they ſerve, be they never ſo good, if ſuch pre- 
vail as go about to make a Conqueſt of the bog:

dom. ars heretofore were wont to be - 
cither 
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either of Ambition to enlarge Dominions, or of 
revenge to quit injuries : But this againſt us 
15 not ſo; in this the Holy Religion of God is 
ſought to be rooted out, the whole Realm to be 
ſubdued, and the precious life of her Excellent 
Majeſty to be taken away. Which hitherto, by 
the powerful hand and great goodneſs of the 
Almighty, hath been preſerved , mauger the 
Devil, the Pope and the Spaniſh Tyrant, and 
all the miſchievous deſigns of all her Enemies. 
Wherefore it is high time that this be looked un- 
to, and that no way be left unſought, nor means 
unuſed, which may ferve for defence thereof. 
Her Majeſty hath not ſpared to disburſe a Maſs 
of Treaſure, and to ſe]l her Land for mainte- 
nance of her Armies by Sea and Land, whereby 
with ſuch ſmall helps as from her Subjes have 
been yielded, ſhe hath defended and kept ſafe 
her Dominions from all ſuch forcible attempts 
as have been made. Which being (till to be per- 
formed by infinite charge, her Majelty doth not- 
withſtanding hear of nothing more unwillingly 
than of Aids and Subſidies to be returned from 
her people, though what ſhe doth receive, ſhe 
doth carefully beſtow and infinitely more of her 
own. The Taxations at this day, howſoever they 
ſeem, are nothing ſo . great as heretofore in the 
Reign of former Kings they have been. In the 
time of Edward the third, the two next before 
him and thoſe three which ſucceded after him, the 
paymentsof the Commons did far exceed any that 
have been fince her Majeſtics Reign, which is of 
Record in Hiſtories to be {cen : but never cauſe 
ſo great to imploy great ſums of Money as now. 
Now therefore you are to confider how to pro- 
vide needful and convenient Aid in ſome mea- 
ſure to maintain and ſupport her Majeſties ex- 
ceeding charge,which at this preſent ſhe is at, and 
is to continue for the defence of the Realm. 
He cannot be well adviſed, who in this caſe 
will not be forward to contribute and beſtow 
whatſoever he hath. For if with the Common- 
wealth it go not. well, well it cannot be with 
any private or particular perſon, that being in 
danger. He that would ſeek to lay up Treaſure, 
and ſo inrich himſelf, ſhould be like to him that 
would buſy himſelf to beautify his Houſe when 
the City where he dwelleth, were on fire ; or 
to deck up his Cabbin when the Ship wherein 
he ſaileth, were ready to drown, fo as periſh he 
mult of neceſſity either with it or for it. To 
ſpare in that Caſe is to ſpare for thoſe which ſeek 
to devour all ; and to give, is to give to our 
ſelves, her Majeſties part only being caretully to 
beſtow what is delivered into her hands. Where- 
in men performing their Duties, there is no Cauſe 
at all to fear ; for this War 1s juſt, it is in de- 
fence of the Religion of God, of our moſt gra- 
cious Soveraign, and of our natural Country, of 
our Wives, our Children, our Liberties, Lands, 
Lives, and whatſoever we have. 

Wherefore not miſtruſting your forwardnelſs,

ſhortly ſay to your Lordſhipe, quod juſtum eſt, 
neceſſarium eſt 5 nothing can be more juſt than 
this War; nothing ought to ſeem more neceſlary 
than carefully to provide due maintenance for 
the ſame. 

And toyou of the Houſe of Commons, to the 
end you may orderly proceed and wiſely conſult 
of theſe weighty Cauſes delivered unto you, her 
Majeſties pleaſure is; you ſhould according to 
your accuſtomed manner, go down to the Lower 
Houſe, and there make choice of ſome grave, 
wiſe, and Learned man among you to be your 
Speaker, who ſhall be for an underſtanding fuffi- 
cient, and for diſcretion fit, as your Mouth to 
ſignify your minds, and to make your Pctitions 
known to her Highneſs, and him on Thurſda; 
next to preſent in this place. 

Nota, that this foregoing Speech of the Lord 
Keeper isnot found in the Original Journal-Book,

the ſaid ancient Priviledges which the Judges 
had of being conſtituted Joint-Committees with 
them, 1n reſpe& that they were no Members gf, 
but only Aſhſtants unto the ſaid Upper Houſe 3 
or elſe that Thomas Smith Eſquire now Clerk of, 
the ſaid Houſe was more careful and diligent in 
the diſtin and exa@ ſetting down , that the 
ſaid Judges were not nominated as Joint-Com- 
mittees, but only to attend ſuch Lords Commit- 
tees as were appointed by the ſaid Houſe, which 
Anthony Maſon Eſquire his Predeccſlor 1n the ſaid 
place had for the moſt part negleCted to diſtin- 
guiſh. And yet the ſaid M* Maſon may in ſome 
fort be juſtly excuſed of any univerſal or conti- 
nual careletineſs in this kind , in reſpe& that 
where the Lords Committecs were appointed ei- 
ther to treat with the Committees of the Houſe 
of Commons, or by themſclves about any matter 
of weight, there the Judges and her Majeſties 
Learned Councel are always ſet down as appoin-

But whatſoever the uſage hath been 
in former times, moſt certain it is, that not only 
in this preſent Parliament, but 1n all that have 
been fince unto this preſent year 1629. the ſaid 
Judges being Afliſtants unto, and the King's 
Learned Councel being Attendants upon the ſaid 
Upper Houſe , have never been nominated as 
Joint-Commutees with their LordWhips, but have

Whereas the Judges have liberty in the ſaid Up-

The Lord Treaſurer made Report to the 
Houſe what had been done by the Committees 
upon the Petition of the Lord La Ware, and 
how it was reſolved by them upon hearing and 
debating of the matter, with certain Learned 
__ in the Law brought before the Com- 
mfttees of the ſaid Lords, that the place which 
he claimed in the Order and Rank of the Ba- 
rons, was due unto him , viz. next after the 
Lord Willoughby of Eresby. Which Report be- 
ing made to the Houſe, and the voices of all the 
Lords being demanded, the opinion of the Com- 
mittees was allowed by the conſent of all (the 
Lord Windſor only excepted ) And the Lord 
Keeper was required to acquaint her Majeſty 
with the determination of the ſame Houſe, and 
to know her plealure concerning the ſame.

On this ſaid 14*" day of November 1597.upon 
the Petition of the ſaid Lord La Ware, exhibited 
unto her Majeſty concerning his place in the 
Order of the Barons of Parliament, and with 
her Majeſties commandment and direCtion pre- 
ſented unto the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
in this prefcnt Parliament the 5" day of this 
preſent Month of November, and referr'd the 
lame day (upon the reading ) unto the Commit- 
tees, as 1s before recorded 1n the Seffion of the 
ſame day ; the ſaid Committees having at the 
time and place appointed aſſembled themſelves, 
and adviſedly conlidered of the ſaid Petition and 
of all arguments that were brought and alledg- 
ed both for the Petition and againl(t it, did re- 
ſolve and determine that in their opinions the 
ſaid Petition of the Lord La Ware was juſt; and 
that the place which he ſought was due unto 
him, viz. to have his place betwixt the Lord 
Willoughby of Eresby and the Lord Berkeley, be- 
ing the ſame place which his great Grandfather 
held heretofore, as appeareth by Record. Of 
which reſolution and determination Report ha- 
ving been made by the Lord Burleigh Lord Trea- 
ſurer, the firſt of the Committees, the 10" day 
of this inſtant November foregoing in the Seſſion 
of the ſame day (as before is recorded) and the 
ſame being allowed and approved by the con- 
ſent of the Lords Temporal and Spiritual then 
preſent in the Houſe, it was thought meet and 
ordered that her Majeſty ſhould be made ac- 
quainted by the Lord Keeper with the opinion 
and reſolution of the Houſe. Which having 
been performed by his Lordſhip, and. her Ma-

Speaker, betwixt two great Wax-Candles on a 
plain Green Carpet) the which I hope and think 
was granted without a thought of No, ſure I am 
without the word of a No. 

The ſecond part ſhewed a Commandment im- 
poſed on him by the Houſe of Commons which 
was touching Monopolies or Patents of privi- 
ledge, the which was a ſet and penned Speech 
made at a Committee. The third ſhewed a thank- 
fulneſs of the Houſe of Commons for the Pardon.

UR Moſt Dread Soveraign her Excel- 

lent Majeſty hath given me in Charge to 
ſay unto vouand the relt of her Loving Subjects, 
that ſhe doth thankfully accept of their free gift 
of Subſidy granted by the Commons, which ſhe 
would not have required, had not the puiſlance 
of the Enemy conl(trained her thereunto. Se- 
condly touching the Monopolies , her Majeſty 
hoped that her dutiful and lovingSubjects would 
not take away her Prerogative , which is the 
chiefeſt Flower in her Garden , and the princi- 
pal and head Pearl in her Crown and Diadem ; 
but that they will rather leave that to her diſpo- 
fition. And as her Majeſty hath proceeded to 
tryal of them already , ſo ſhe promiſeth to con- 
tinue that they ſhall all be examined to abide 
the tryal and true Touchſtone of the Law.Third- 
ly, touching her Pardon, her Majeſties Pleaſure 
is that I ſhew unto you, that you do not fo wil- 
lingly accept it, as ſhe giveth it, e*c. 

Fourthly for your Pardon (M* Speaker) her 
Majeſty ſaith, that you have lo learnedly, and fo 
eloquently defended your felt now , and pain- 
fully behaved your ſelf heretofore , as that your 
labour deſerveth double her thanks: But in your 
Petition I muſt alſo join with you in beſeeching 
her moſt Excellent Majeſty , that if any thing 
through want of Experience, or through mine 
imperfections and ignorance have over-ſlipped 
me, it may be pardoned and remitted. And ſo 
the Lord Keeper ended his Speech. 

Nota, That the ſeveral and interlocutory 
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Speeches of the Speaker and of Sir Thomas Feer- 
ton Lord Keeper, ec. immediately foregoing, 
with the coming of the ſaid Speaker and the reſt 
of the Houſe of Commons into the Upper Houle, 
are not found in the Original Journal-Book of 
the ſame Houſe , but are here inſerted out of a 
certain fragmentary Journal of the Houle of 
Commons.

After the paſſing the Ads, followed the Diflo- 
lution of the Parliament in theſe words, 25x,

Nota, That although after theſe words ex 
mandato Domine ſometime the word preſerti:

ellewhere the ſaid word preſertis 1s divers times 
omitted, as well as in this place, as being in it 
ſelf ſuperfluous , in reſpe& that the aforeſaid 
words Ex mandato Domine Regine, ec. do ne- 
ceſlarily imply the Royal Preſence ; for other- 
wiſe in her abſence there could be no ſuch Diſſo. 
lution by her Highneſs Command only, without 
an expreſs Commilton or Letters Patents under 
the great Seal to that purpoſe : and howſoever 
the ſaid words be here omitted, yet it is moſt 
certain , that her Majeſty was both perſonally 
preſent at that time in the Upper Houle, and 
gave her Royal Aflent alſo to fuch Laws as paſ- 
led, as doth appear moſt plainly by that frag- 
mentary Journal of the Houle of Commons taken 
by a Member of the ſame at this Parliament, as 


is before more particularly mentioned ar the end 


of the Lord Keepers Speech delivered this very 
Afternoon in Anſwer to the Commons Speaker 
or Prolocutor. ; 
Nota alſo, that whereas in the laſt Parhamenit 
in an. 25 Regin. Eliz. Anno Domini 1592. the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houle of 
Commons had , not without long and great de- 
bate both with the Lords of rhe Upper Houle, 
and by themſelves, at length yielded unto the 
grant of three intire Sublidies and (1x Fifteenths 
and Tenths, and had then alſo given with that 
Caution, that it might nor hereafter be drawn 
into a Precedent for future times : yet now at 
this preſent Parliament de an. 39, & 40 Kegire. 
Eliz. A. D. 1597. the ſame proportion, and in 
the Parliament enſuing , which was held in a. 
43 Regin. ejuſdem Anno Dom. 16501. (wiiich was 
the laſt Parliament of her Majcſties Reign) a 
greater, viz. of four Subſidies and eight Fittcenths 
and Tenths was again yielded urfto : whence 1t

H1S preſent Journal of the Houſe 
of Commons 1s not only abundant- 
ly ſtored with many and ſundry 
Paſſages touching the Orders, Uſe 
and Priviledge of the Houſe it 

ſelf ; but containeth init excellent matter touch- 

ing the publick affairs of Church and State : in 
which alſo her Majeſty was moſt graciouſly plea- 
ſed to give the ſaid Houſe free Liberty to reform 
ſome abuſes- of the firſt, and to ſearch into the 
dangers of the latter. And that this faid Jour- 
nal might be the more exact and copious, in ſome 
few places the defefts thereof are ſupplied out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houle, 
and out of a certain imperfect and fragmentary 

Journal of the Houſe of Commons. 

The ninth Parliament of our Soveraign Lady 
Elizabeth , by the Grace of God of England, 
France and a Queen, ear an the Faith, 
©-c. begun at Weſtminſter upon Monday bei 
the Rye rv of Corky in x ac; Fun er be. 
of her Majeſties Reign. Upon which day many 
of the Knights of the Shires, Citizens of Cities, 
Burgeſs of Boroughs and Barons of Ports did 
make their appearance at Ie 


ſtminſter, being re- 


turned into the ſame Parliament for the ſame 
Shires, Cities, Boroughs and Ports, before the 
Right Honourable the Earl of Nottingham, Lord 
Steward of ber Majeſties moſt honourable Houſe- 
hold : And did then and there in the Room com- 
monly called the Court of Requeſts, take the 


Oath of Supremacy, ſeven or eight at a time (be- 
ing Enacted by and contained in the Statute de 
an. 1 Regine Eliz. Cap. 1.) before the ſaid Lord 
Steward, and before Sir Wilam Knolles Knight 
Comptroller of her Majeſties Houſhold, Sir Job: 
Forteſene Chancellor of the E uer, and Sir 
Robert Cecill Principal Secretary, his Lordſhips 
Deputies. And thereupon the faid Knights, Citi- 
zens, Burgeſles and Barons entring into their 
own Houſe, and expedting her Majeſties further 
Pleaſure, her Highneſs then being in her Royal 
Seat in the Higher Houſe of Parliament, the ſaid 
Commons were commanded to come before her 
Highneſs, and being there Aſſembled, the Right 
Honourable Sir Thomas Egerton Knight , Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of England, delivered 
unto the ſaid Commons the Cauſes of her Maje- 
{ties Calling of this Parliament 3 and fo in the 
end willed them to repair again into the ſaid 
Houſe of Commons, and there to make choice 
of their Speaker according to the former laudable 
uſage and cuſtom of the ſame Houſe in that Caſe 
accuſtomed 3; and willed them to preſent hum un- 
to her Majelty upon the Thurſday next following, 
Which done , the faid Commons preſently re- 
paired unto their own Houſe , and there being 
Aſſembled and fitting ſome ſpace of time very 
filent, at laſt the Right Honourable Sir {4 
K zolls one of herHighneſs moſt HonourabiePrivy 
Cauncil and Comptroller of her Majeſties Houlc- 
hold, ſtood up and ſpake to the effect following. 

| Neccility 
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Neceſlity conſtraineth me to break off this 
filence, and to give others cauſe for ſpeech. 
According to the uſual Cuſtom we are to chuſe 
our Speaker, and though 1 am leaſt able and 
therefore unfit to ſpeak in this place, yet bet- 
ter I deem it to diſcover my own ImperteCtions, 
than that her moſt ſacred Majeſties Command- 
ment to me delivered ſhould not be tulfilled, or 
your ExpeQation of this firſt days work by all 
our filences to be in any ſort fruſtrate. Firſt 
therefore [ think it very expedient to remember 
the Excellent and Learned Speech of thir good 
man my Lord Keeper, (at which all of us, or the 
moſt part of us at the leaſt, were preſcn: |) who 
very wiſely ſhewed the Cauſe of calling this 
Honourable Aſſembly, ſhewing unto us that it is 
partly for the reforming thoſe Laws which be a- 
mils, partly quite to repeal others, partly 10 aug- 
ment thoſe that be good, and partly to Enatt new 
Laws, both for the Honour and profit of her 
Majeſty and for the benefit of the Common- 
wealth. And in conclulion wiſhed us to cpart 
from whence we came and there to c\11i\© our 
Speaker, who ought to be the Mouth ot us all, 
and to whom we might commit ſuch weighty at- 
fairs as in this place ſhould be debated amongſt 
us. For unfit it is if we have occation to go 
unto the Sacred preſence of her Majeity, to go 
either confuſedly without order, or unorderly 
without Judgment. Now becauſe that know- 
ledge doth-reſt in certainty, 1 will with the more 
ſpeed ſet afoot this motion, deliver my opinion 
unto you, who is moſt fit for this place, being 
a member of this Houſe, and chole good abilities 
which I know to be in him ( here he made a lit- 
tle pauſe, and the Houſe hawked, and ſpat, and 
after ſilence made he proceeded ) unto this place 
of dignity and calling in my opinion (here he

off his Hat and after ſate bare-headed) tor I am aſ- 
ſured that he is yea, (and I dare avow it)l know 
him to be a man wiſe and learred, ſecret and 
circumſpe&t, Religious and faithful, no way dil- 
able but every way able to ſupply this place. 
Wherefore in my Judgment I deem him (though 
I will not ſay, beſt worthy amongſt us, yet) ſut- 
ficient enough to ſupply this place ; and here- 
in if any man think I err, I wiſh him to deliver 
his mind as freely as 1 have done; if not, that 
we all join together in giving general conſent 
and approbation to this motion. 

So that the whole Houſe cried I, I, I, let him 
be. And then Maſter Comptroller made a low 
reverence,and fat down 3 and after a little pauſe 
and filence, M* Serjeant Telverton roſe up, and 
after a very,humble reverence made ſpake in et- 
fed thus much. 


Hence your unexpetted choice of me to 
be your Mouth or Speaker ſhould pro- 
ceed, I am utterly ignorant. If from my me- 


rits, ſtrange it were that ſo few deſerts ſhould 
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purchaſe ſuddenly fo great an Honour. Nor 
from my ability doth this your choice procced ; 
for well known it is to a great number in this 
place now afſembled, that my Eſtate is nothing 
correſpondent for the maintenance of this dig- 
nity : For my Father dying left me a younger 
Brother, and nothing to me but my bare An- 
nuity. Then growing to mans eſtate and ſome 
ſmall practice of the Law, I took a Wife by 
whom [ have had many Children, the keeping 
of us all being a great impoveriſhing to my E- 
ſtate, and the daily living of us all nothing but 
my daily. Induſtry, Neither from my Perſon or 
Nature doth this choice ariſe 3 for he that ſ{up- 
plieth this place ought to be aman bigg and come- 
ly, ſtately and well ſpoken, his voice great, his 
carriage Majeſtical, his Nature haughty and his 
Purſe plentiful and heavy : but contrarily, the 
ſtature of my body is ſmall, my ſelf not fo well 
ſpoken, my voice low, my carriage Lawyer-like 
and of the common faſhion, my Nature ſoft 
and baſhful, my Purſe thin, light and never yet 
plentiful. Wherefore I now 1ce the only cauſe 
of this choice is a gracious and favourable cen- 
ſure of your good and undeſerved Opinions of 
me. ButI molt humbly beſcech you recal this 
your ſudden Eleftion 3 And therefore becauſe the 
more ſudden,the ſooner to be recalled. But if this 
cannot move your ſudden choice, yet let this 
one thing perſwade you, that my ſelf not being 
gracious in the Eye of her Majeſty, neither ever 
yet inaccount with any great Perſonages, ſhall de- 
ceive your expetation 1n thoſe weighty matters 
and great affairs which ſhould be committed un- 
to me, For if Demoſthenes being ſo learned 
and eloquent as he was. one whom none ſurpal- 
ſed, trembled to ſpeak before Phocion at Athens, 
how much more {hall I being unlearned and un- 
$killful, ſupply this place of dignity, charge and 
trouble to Goak before ſo many Phocions as here 
be 2 yea, which is the greateſt,before the unſpeak- 
able Majeſty and Sacred Perſonage of our dread 
and dear Soveraign 3 The terror of whoſe 
countenance will appall and abaſe even the ſtout- 
eſt heart; yea whole very name will pull down 
the greateſt courage. For how mightily doth 
the eſtate and'name of a Prince dejeCt the haugh- 
tieſt Stomach even of their greateſt Subjects 2 I 
beſeech you therefore again and again to proceed 
unto a new EleCtion, here being many better able, 
more {ufficient, and far more worthy than my 
ſelf, both for the Honour of this Aflembly and 
general good to the publick State.

do come into this Houſe before they have paid 
the Serjeants Fees of this Houſe due unto him ac- 
cording to the accuſtomed uſage of this Houſe in 
that caſe. 

M- Speaker with the greateſt number of the 
Members of this Houſe atter their abiding along 
time ſilent, and attending her Majeſties Pleaſure, 
from the Upper Houſe to be ſent for thither, did 
go out of this Houſe towards the ſaid Upper 
Houſe, there to be the more near and ready to 
come before her Highneſs in the ſaid Upper Houſe, 
at ſuch time as her Majeſty ſhould pleaſe to ſend 
for them. And afterwards being admitted, and 


the ſaid Speaker preſented and allowed by her 


Majeſty according to the uſual form in that caſe 
accuſtomed, and returning back again from the 
ſaid Upper Houſe , attended by the Serjeant of 
this Houſe, bearing the Mace before him, upon 
his aforeſaid allowance in the Upper Houſe in the 
ſaid place of Prolocutor he took his place in the 
Chair, and being there ſet ſignified unto the 
Houſe, that whereas in former times the Order 
was to have a Bill read before the Houſe did rife, 
the ſame could not be ſo done at this time, be- 
cauſe her Majeſty had in the Upper Houſe Ad- 
Journed this Parliament til] Saturday next come 
ſeven-night, being the 5" of November next com- 
ing, at eight of the Clock in the Forenoon of the 
ſame day, till which time he and all the Members 
of this Houſe might depart and take their eaſe. 
And o then every man went his way. 

Nota, That this was a miſtake of M* Serjeant 
Telverton now Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, 
for the Adjournment in the Upper Houſe did 
not nor could not hinder the reading of a Bill

in the Houſe of Commons, upon the allowance 
of their Speaker in the ſaid Upper Houſe, and 
their return from it, according to the antient uſe 
and cuſtom, although the Adjournment of the 
Parhament by her Majeſty being preſent in the 
ſaid Houſe is for the moſt part accounted an 
Adjournment of both the Houſes. To make 
which truth more clear, there ſhall need no other 
Precedent to be cited than that in the laſt Par- 
lament de An. 35 Regin. Eliz. where Edward 
Cooke Eſquire the Queens Sollicitor being choſen 
Speaker of the beforementioned Commons Houſe 
was preſented unto her Majeſty upon Thurſday the 
22" day of February, and the words there were, 
Donmtinus Cuſtos magni Sigilli ex mandato Doming 
Regine continuavit preſens Parliamentum, &c. to 
the next" Saturday following 3 (by which very 
words the Parliament was alſo continued at this 
time unto the Saturday (even-night after.) And 
then upon the return of the ſaid M* Cooke their 
Speaker to the Houſe of Commons in the ſaid 
thirty fifth year of her Majeſty, an ordinary Bill 
touching the pleading of a Bar at large in an 
EjeFione firme, had its firſt reading 3 although 
after the reading he there declared , that it was 
her Majeſties pleaſure that the ſaid Houſe ſhould 
be Adjourned and not meet again until the ſaid 
Saturday, on which the Upper Houſe met again 
allo. And therefore it is plain, that M* Serjeant 
Telverton did at this time not only commit a great 
error in omitting to read ſome one Bill or other 
according to the uſual Cuſtom, but was alſo 
much miſtaken in informing the Houle that it had 
been Adjourned and fo now ſtood Adjourned by 
thoſe words which the Lord Keeper had ſpoken 
in the Upper Houſe; for his Lord(hip at thistime, 
as appears plainly by the Original Journal-Book 
of that Houſe, did only continue the. Parliament 
and not Adjourn it 3 which words although ſpo- 
ken by the Queens Commandment being perſo- 
nally preſent, do only concern the ſaid Upper 
Houſe, and reach not at all unto the Houſe of 
Commons, as was dire&ly declared by the Lord 
Keeper himſelf in the next Parliament enſuing, in 
Arn. 43 Regin. Eliz. after that M* John Crooke, M- 
Recorder of Londor, their Speaker, upon his al- 
lowance in and return from the ſaid Upper 
Houſe, on Friday the 3o** day of Ofober in Ar. 
eodem, had by a like miſtake mifinformed the 
Houſe that it was Adjourned, and fo cauled it to 
riſe without the reading of any Bill. 

And therefore here once for all I have cauſed 
the true differences as I conceive in this kind to 
be here inſerted, viz. If the Lord Keeper by the 
Queens Commandment being perſonally preſent, 
had either prolonged or Adjourned the Parlia- 
ment, or that her Majeſty with her own Mouth 
had pronounced the ſaid words , or had cauſed 
the ſame to have been done by a Commiſſion 
under the Great Seal in her abſence; in all theſe 
Caſes it had reached alike both unto the Upper 
Houſe, and unto the Houſe of Commons. 

But if the Queens Majeſty had with her own 


Mouth continued the Parliament, as ſhe did here 
command 
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command the Lord Keeper to do it 3 yet this | Common-Wealth, O Lord, fo mite and conjoin 


had only concerned the Upper Houle , ſo that 
the Lordscould not have met again until the day 
to which the ſaid Parliament had been continu- 
ed; but the ſaid Houſe oft Commons, whom the 
ſaid continuance concerned not, might have met 
each day without intermiftion, and have agita- 
ted ſuch buſinefles, and have given reading to 
ſuch Bills, as offered themſelves. 

And laſtly, If the Lord Keeper or Lord Chan- 
cellor for the time being do at any time Adjourn 
or continue the Parliament to a further day, as 
of courſe he doth one of them for longer or 
ſhorter time, every diy the Upper Houte riſeth, 
and that he doth it not by Command or Com- 
miltton from the Soveraign for the time being, 
but do it of courſe as is aforcſaid, this concerns 
only the Upper Houſe, and the Houſe of Com- 
mons are neither bound to take norice of it nor 
to ſurceale any of their daily Proceedings up- 
on it. 

On Saturday the 5** day of November the Houſe 
met about eight of the Clock in the Morning, ha- 
ving through a meer miſtake and error of the 
Speaker and themſclves conceived their Houſe to 
have been Adjourned by the Lord Keeper, the 
firſt day of the Parliament, unto this preſent S2- 
turday, as is more Jargely declared 7 fine diei 
precedentis. 

Nota alſo, that ſome part of the Paſſages of 
this preſent Saturday following are tranſcribed 
out of the before-recited fragmentarſand imper- 
fe& Journal. | 

M* Speaker this Morning , according to the 
uſual courſe, brought in a Prayer to be uſed in 
the Houſe during this Parliament , which was as 
followeth.

M* Francis Bacon (pake firſt, after that one 
Bill mentioned in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons had been read the firſt 
time, viz. the Bill againſt Foreſtallers, Regrators 
and Ingroflers, and made a Wotion againſt In- 
cloſures and Depopulation of Townsand Houles 
of Hu:bandry and Tillage. And to this purpoſe 
he brought in, as he termed it, two Bills not 
drawn with a poliſhed pen , but with a poliſhed 
heart, free from affction and affeftation. And 
becauſe former Laws are Medicines of our under- 
ſtanding, he faid, that he had peruſed the Pre- 
ambles of former Statutes, and by them did ſee 
the inconveniencies of this matter, being then 
ſcarce out of the ſhell, to be now tull ripened. 
And he ſaid, that the over-tlowing of the people 
here, makes a ſhrinking and abate elſewhoic 
And that theſe two milchiets, though they be 
excecding great, yct they ſeem the lefs, becauſe 
Dui mala cum multis paticuur, leviora videntur. 
And though it may be thought 11! and very pre- 
judicial ro Lords that have incloted great 
grounds, and pulled down even whole Towns, 
and converted them to Sheep-Paſtures 3 yet con- 
(1dering the increaſe of people and the benefit of 
the Common- Wealth, I doubt not bur every man 
will deem the revival of former Moth -atcn 
Laws 1n this point a praife- worthy thing. For in 
matters of Policy ill is not to be thought 1!}, 
which bringeth forth good. For Incloture of 
grounds brings depopulation , which brin9s (irit 
Idlenefs, ſecondly decay of Tillage, thirdly fub- 
verſion of Houles, and decay of Charity, and 
charges to the Poor, fourthly impoveriſhing ec 
{tare of the Realm. A Law tor the taking away 
of ſuch inconvenicnces 1s not to be thought 11 
or hurtful unto the general State. And I would 
be ſorry to ſce within this Kingdom , that pivce 
of Ovids Verle prove true, jam ſeges nvi 1rojz 
fuit, loin England, inſtead of a whole Towi: full 
of people, nought but green Fields, but a Shep- 
herd and a Dog. The Eye of Experience 1: the 
ſure Eye, but the Eye of Wildom 1s-the quici- 
ſighted Eyez and by Experience we datly cc, 
Nemo putat illud videri turpe, q0d ſubi 1/14 
oſurr. And therefore there is almoſt no Cortrt- 
ence made in deſtroying the ſavour of i: !:l-, 


Prince , and a Chriſtian Love to our Conntry and 


Bread I mean, for Paris ſapor vite. Aud there» 
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fore a ſtrict and rigorous Law had need to be 
made againſt thoſe Viperous natures who fulfil 
the Proverb,S7 non poſſe quod vult velle tamen quod 
poteſt ; which if it be made by us, and life given 
unto it by Execution in our ſeveral Counties, 
no doubt but they will prove Laws tending to 
Gods Honour, the renown of her Majeſty, the 
fame of this Parliament,and the everlaſting good 
of this Kingdom. , And therefore I think them 
worthy to be read and received. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid fragmentary and 
imperfe& Journal : that which follows is out of 
the Original Journal-Book it felt.

{cem, the ſaid M* Bacon did move the Houſe 
that a Committce might be appointed to conſi- 
der of the ſaid matter touching Incloſures.

And further, as concerning Returns, that 

he and the refidue of the Committees had ſeen 

the Return of the Sheriff of the County of Dorſet 

for the eleQting into this Parliament the Burgel- 

ſes of the Borough of Weymonth and Melcomb 

Regis, heretofore two diſtin& Boroughs , but of 
late years united and incorporated into one by 

her Majeſties Letters Patents , with ability and 

priviledge nevertheleſs to elect four Burgefles 1n- 

to the Parliament as in former times they had uſed 

to do, when they were diſtin& Boroughs. And 

that the Mayor, Bayliffs, Commonalty and Bur- 

gelles of Weymouth and Melcomb Regis had upon 
the Sheriffs Precept directed unto them elected 

four Burgeſles, and returned them under the Seal 
of their Corporation, and that the Baylifis have 
clefted two others beſides, which four Burgeſſes 
are certified into this Houſe from the Clerk of the 
Crown, and are ſworn into the ſame Houſe ac- 
cordingly 3 but the ſaid other two Burgeſles are 
neither certified nor (worn into this Houſe, net- 
ther elected by Precept from the ſaid Sheriffs for 
any thing the ſaid Committees could perceive. 
And that therefore their Opinion was, that the 
ſaid four Burgeſles ſo as aforeſaid duly and or- 
derly ele&ed and returned, ſhould ſtil] continue 
Members of this Houſe, and not the other two 
ſo indire&ly returned, if it ſhall be fo thought 
good unto this Houſe 3 for that the ſaid two 
Burgefles, if they find themſelves aggrieved or 
injured in the ſaid EleCtion, may take their reme- 
dy againſt the Sheriffs.

ceeded in by reaſon-the day was far ſpent. Yrde 
concerning this buſineſs on Wedneſday the g** day, 
Thurſday the 10% day, and Wedneſday the 16" 
day of this inſtant November enſuing, as alſo on 
Wedneſday the 14" day of December following, 
where it was agitated by the Houſe, but nothing

tees, that they may be acquainted with the ſub.

without any indor{cment in the fame Paper at 
all. And one other Bill lately paſſed this Houſe 
for the Explanation of the Statute made 1n the 
5'b year of her Majeſties Reign concerning 
Labourers , which Bill being lately paſſed in 
this Houſe, and ſent up unto their Lordſhips, 
was afterwards paſſed by their Lordſhips with 
the Amendment of one only word, and fo ſent 
down unto this Houſe from their Lordſhips : 
which Amendment beirg affiled to the ſaid Bill 
and ingroſled in Parchment, and fo ingrofſed 
with Soit baille aux Communes, was ſent alſo to 
their Lordſhips, to pray that the faid Amend- 
ments may be returned unto this Houſe in Paper 
affiled to the ſaid Bill, without any indorſement 
in the ſaid Paper, according to the ancient form 
of Parliament in ſuch Caſe uſed, to the end this 
Houſe may thereupon proceed to the due and 
orderly perfeting of the ſame Amendments ac- 


— _ 
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Francis Haſtings and others: And the Bill was 
delivered to the ſaid Sir William Moore, who 
with the reſt was appointed to meet to Morrow 
in the Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

M* Szagg, one of the Committees in the Bill 
for Proviſion of a Preacher in the Tower of I o:- 
don ( who were appointed on Monday the 1 tt 
day of this inſtant November foregoing) ſhewed 
the meeting and travel of the ſaid Committees 
and by their appointment delivered in the Bill, 
as not fit to have any Courſe or paſling in this 
Houle. 

After many arguments in the Bill for increaſe 
of People for the ſervice and ſtrength of the 
Realm both with the Bill and alſo againſt it, a 
Motion was made, that a Proviſo ingroſfed in 
Parchmentmight be added to the ſame Bill, which 
was three times read; And the Bill and Pro- 
viſo being pur to the queſtion, the ſame did pats 
accordingly upon the queſtionz And it was then 
Ordered that the ſaid Provifo ſhould be inſerted 
and written inthe end of the ſaid Bill, as a parcel 


cordingly. Vide concerning this matter at large 
upon Thurſday the 20" day of this inſtant De- 
cember enſuing, where this matter is tully hand- 
led. 

The Bill for increaſe of people for the ſervice 
and ſtrength of the Realm, was read the third 
time, and after many Arguments and ſpeechesto 
the ſaid Bill for the paſling thereof, and ſundry 
contradiQory ſpeeches, but only to ſome parts or 
branches of the ſame Bill, till ſuch time as the day 
was farſpentfand the matter then in hand being of 
very great wight and moment,M* Speaker moved 
to know the pleaſure of the Houſe whether they 
would in that regard be pleaſed to defer the ſaid 
matter to be further argued till to Morrow. 
Whereof as many of the Members of this Houſe 
ſeemed to like well, ſo many others urging the 
contrary, it grew in the end to a queſtion, whether 
the ſaid matter ſhould be deferred for further Ar- 
gument till to Morrow, orellſe be preſently con- 
tinued 3 It was upon the doubttulneſs of the 
voices upon the putting of the queſtion, ordered 
by the diviſion of the Houſe, with the difference 
and advantage of nine Voices or Poles, (vz. 
with the Yea one hundred and eight, and with 
the No one hundred and ſeventeen ) that the 
ſaid Argument ſhould not be any longer con- 
tinued this day, and thereupon the Court did 
immediately riſe. 

On Friday the 16** day of December, Five 
Bills had each of them the third reading, and 
paſſed upon the queſtion; of which one was 
againſt the ſtretching and tentering of Northern 
Cloth, and another againſt the tranſporting of 
Sheep-Skins and Pelts 3 and a little after all the 
ſaid five Bills ſo paſſed in the Houſe were ſent 
upto the Lords by M* Comptroller and others. 

The Bill tor Confirmation of the Joynture of 
Chriſtian Lady Sands was upon the ſecond read- 
ing committed unto M* Comptroller, M* Se- 
cretary, M* Brograve, Attorney of the Dutchy, 
Sir William Moore, M* Edward Lewkenor, Sir 


| of the ſame. 

On Saturday the 17" day of December the 
| Bill for the relieving of Cloathiers concerning 
| the weight of ſhort broad coloured Cloths to be 
made within the Counties of Suffolk and Efex, 
was read the third time and paſſed upon the 
queſtion 3 and alſo upon the diviſion of the 
Houſe, with -the difference and advantage of 
twenty (ix Voices, ( viz. with the Yea one hun- 
dred and five, and with the No ſeventy nine) 
which being done and a Motion thereupon made 
by ſome, that thoſe which did fit againſt the 
Bill might riſe and go forth to fetch and bring in 
the Bill into this Houſe, accompanied with the 
reſidue of the Members of this Houſe according 
to the ancient orders of the Houſe mn ſuch Caſe 
uſed 3 Mr Speaker did thereupon move that in 
regard of the preciouſnels of this preſent time, 
the Parliament being ſo near an end, it might 
pleaſe this Houſe 1n yieldingand aflenting to the 
due allowance of the right of the ſaid Order in 
the ſaid Courſe thereof in the Ceremony of 
bringing in this Bill, the Execution of the ſame 
may for this time be omitted and forborn 1n re- 
gard of the ſhortneſs of the time, and wasthere- 
upon ſo afſented unto and Ordered accordingly 
upon the queſtion. 

Nota, That there is an excellent Precedent of 
the full performance of this Ceremony on 1 hur/- 
day the 15* day of this inſtant December fore- 
going (with which alſo agrees another like Pre- 
cedent which fell out in the Parliament 1n ar. 
31 Regin Eliz. upon Friday the 21. day of 
March) and yet this preſent paſlage is ſomewhat 
more rare than either of thoſe, 1n reſpect that 
the ſaid Ceremony contrary to the antient uſage 
of the Houſe of Commons was omitted upon 
the Motion of the Speaker, after it had been put 
to the queſtion, and overruled by the major 
part of voices. 

The Bill for Husbandry andTillage was read the 


third time and paſſed upon the queltion, and atter 
many 
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Secretary and others. 

The Council on both ſides in the Bill concern- 
ing the Poſleſtions of the Biſhop of Norwich were 
heard at the Barr, and the Bill after the Council 
lequeſtred was put to the queſtion, and ſo paſled 
accordingly, 

On Monday the 19'* day of December the 
Amendments 1n the Bill concerning the confirma- 
tion and eſtabliſhment of the Deprivation of di- 
vers Biſhops in the beginning of her Majeſtics 
Reign being thrice read, the Bill with the A- 
mendments paſſed upon the queſtion. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading 3 
of which the ſecond being the Bill againſt lewd 
and wandring perlons pretending themſelves to 
be Souldiers or Mariners, was read the third time 
and referred after ſundry ſpeeches unto Sir Ro- 
bert Wroth and others, to go up unto the Com- 
mittees Chamber of this Houſe and to amend 
ome parts of the ſaid Bill according to ſome of 
the {aid motions. 

MF Attorney General and M* DoQor Starhop 
do bring from the Lords a Bill paſſed with their 
Lordſhips intituled An A& for confirmation of 
the Sublidy granted by the Clergy; and do 
ſhew that their Lordſhips do recommend the 
ſame to this Houſe for the ſpeedy expedition of 
the ſame Bill in this Houle. 

The Bill for confirmation of the Subſidy grant- 
ed by the Clergy had its firſt reading, 

M* Attorney General and M* DoGtor Starhop 
do bring from the Lords a Bill lately paſſed from 
their Lord(hips by the good aſſent and agreement 
of the ſaid parties, Intituled An Ae of Parliament 
for Arthur Hatch her Majeſties Ward, for the in-

joying of the Rettory and Parſonage of South 


Molton in the County of Devor for certain years, 


reſerving the uſual Rent. 

The Amendments of the Committees of this 
Houſe,that Lefices may enjoy their Leaſes againſt 
Patentees in ſeveral Caſes , being twice read, 
and alſo one Proviſo for her Majeſty in the ſame 
Bill likewiſe twice read, were ordered to be 
zoyned and inſerted into the ſaid Ball; And one 
ſpecial Provilo alſo for M* Throgmorton being 
twice read, [It was Ordered after many Arguments 
upon the ſaid Bill and Jaſt Proviſo pro &- contra, 
That M* Throgmorton and M* Moyle Finch be- 
ing at the Door of this Houſe (ſhould be ſeve- 
rally called in and demanded by M* Speaker,whe- 
ther they would aflent to have the matter in con- 
troverſy between them referred to be ended by 
ſach Arbitrators as had been before nominated 
for that purpoſe unto them in the Committee, 
£#z. the Lord Keeper and the Lord Treaſurer, and 
the two Chief Juſtices, and in what ſum they 
would be bound each to other for their ſtanding 
to and performing of ſuch Award therein fo to be 
made : It was at laſt after ſundry ſuch demands 
made, reſolved by both their aflents at the Bar in 
this Houſe, that each of them ſhould enter into 
Bond unto the other in the ſum of five thouſand

many Arguments was ſent up to the Lords by M* 


the firlt ſitting of this Court which ſhall happen 
to be held next after the Feaſt of the Nativity of 
our Lord now next enſuing, and the Condition 
of the Bond to be drawn by the Learned Coun- 
cel of the Parties, and to be peruſed and conſi- 
dered of further by M* Speaker. 

On Tueſday the 20" day of December, the Bill 
for Confirmation of the Sublidy granted by the 
Clergy was read the ſecond time, and palled up- 
on the Queſtion. 

M*- Recorder of Loxdor, one of the Commit- 
tees in the Bill againſt lewd and wandring per- 
ſons pretending themſelves to be Souldiers or 
Mariners (who were appointed on Wedneſday 
the 7 day of this inſtant December foregoing) 
ſhewed, that they had amended the ſaid Bill in 
ſome parts z which Amendments being twice 
read to the Houſe, before any allowance for the 
third reading of them, ſeveral Members of this 
Houſe did argue to the parts of the faid Bill and 
Amendments, both with it and againſt it ; after 
which, Committees were appointed in the ſaid 
BiJl againſt wandring Souldiers and Mariners,and 
alſo in the Bill concerning Leflces and Patentees 
againlt the next fitting of this Court, and to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Mzd- 
ale-Temple Hall, who were as followeth, viz. M* 
Sallicitor, Sir Thomas Egerton, Sir Gilley Merich , 
M* Roſe, Mi* Recorder of London, M*® Brograve 
Attorney of the Dutchy , Sir George Carey, M* 
Crew, M* Jobn Hunt, M* Philips, M* Finch, M* 
Hext, M* Serjeants Harries , Heyle and Warber- 
to, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Oli- 
ver Lambert, M* Francis Moore , Sir Fenry Nor- 
ris, M* Bourchier, M* Mountague , M* George 
Crooke , together with all the Committees 1n all 
other Bills formerly committed by this Houle, 
and not as yet expedited , who are likewiſe to 
meet at the aforeſaid time and place concerning 
{uch Bills as are committed unto them. 

M* Attorney General and M* Doctor Starhop 
did bring three Bills from the Lords, which had 
paſſed before in this Houſe, and had been ſent up 
to their Lordſhips 3 whereof one was the Bill for 
erecting of Houles of Correction and pumihment 
of Rogues, Vagabonds and Sturdy Beggarsz 
which Bill their Lordſhips had pafled with tome 
Amendments and Additions. Another Bill was 
for relief of the Poor, which Bill their Lordſhips 
had in like manner paſſed with ſome Amend- 
ments and Additions. And the third was for Ex- 
planation of a Statute made in the firſt year of 
the Queens Majeſties Reign, concerning Labour- 
ers, which Bill their Lordſhips had alſo betore 
paſſed with ſome Amendments, and ſent it down 
into this Houſe , and had received the ſame a- 
gain afterwards; with Meſſage from this Houle, 
that this Houſe had no Warrant to take notice 


of that Amendment, becaule it was 10 Phu

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and not in Paper: And ſhewed, that their Lord- | Indorſement:yet nevertheleſs the ſaid Amendment 
ſhips did not expeCt any exception of ſuch Levity | in the (aidBill ſo returned as afore faid,was eftſoons 


from the Gravity of this Houſe; and the rather 
becauſe this Houſe had before in this preſent Sel- 
ſions of Parliament admitted of fuch like Amend- 
ments in Parchment from their Lordſhips in two 
other Bills, and not in Paper, without any ſuch 
exceptionz their Lordſhips taking it not to be 
much material whether ſuch Amendments be 
written in Parchment or in Paper, either white 
Paper, black Paper or brown Paper. Which Mel- 
ſage being ſo delivered, and the faid M* Attor- 
ney and M* Doctor Sta»hop departed , M* Spea- 
ker reported unto the Houſe the ſubſtance of the 
ſame Meſlage, putting them in remembrance, that 
the ſaid Amendment not only was not in Paper, 
but was alſo ſubſcribed or indorſed with S$03t bazlle 
aux Communes. And further ſhewed , that the 
Cauſe of the ſaid returning of the ſaid laſt reci- 
ted Bill unto ,their Lordſhips, to the end the 
ſaid Amendments thereof might be ſent down by 
their Lordſhips unto this Houſe in Paper, with- 


both ſent down in Parchment and alſo ſubſcribed 
or Indorſed with [ Soit baille aux Communes] con- 
trary to the ſaid advice and inſtruftion of the 
ſaid Clerk of this Houſe, fo as aforeſaid given to 
one of the Clerks of the ſaid Clerk of the Upper 
Houſe. And did further aver unto this Houſe, 
that the ſaid three Bills being paſſed in this 
Houſe Ingrofſed in Parchment, are the Bills of 
this Houſe and not the Bills of the Lords, though 
ſent up by this Houſe to their Lordſhips, and 
do till remain the Bills of this Houſe : And 
that if their Lordſhips would have any words 
of Amendment either taken out of the ſame 
Bill, or put into it, or elſe otherwiſe altered 
or changed in it, then muſt: ſuch words be ſet 
down in Paper by their Lordfhips and annexed 
to the Bill, ſhewing the line and place of the 
line jn the Bill where ſuch words ſhould be ei- 
ther taken out or put in,and then their Lordſhips 
to ſubſcribe or Indorſe under the ſuperſcription or 
Indorſement of this Houſe in the ſame Bill, A ceſte 


out any ſuch ſubſcription or indorſement , and 
not in Parchment, did procced upon the Adver- 
tiſement of the Clerk of this Houfe unto M 
Speaker, that the Ancient and uſual Order of 
the Parliament in both Houſes was and is, that A- 
mendments in Billsare to beſet down only in Pa- 
per and not in Parchment, and that alſo without 
any manner of Endorſement in the ſame Amend- 
ments at all, becauſe the Indorſement thereof is

nexe,les Seignenrs ſent aſſent#s. But if their Lord- 
ſhips do add any new matter orProviſo tothe ſaid 
Bill which was not before in the ſame Bill, then 
muſt all that be ingroſſed in Parchment and affiled 
to the ſaid Bill,and the ſaid Bill muſt be ſubſcribed 
or Indorſed under the ſubſcriptionor Indorſement 
of this Houſe in the ſame Bill, A ceſte Bille avecgz 
le ſchedule 2 meſme le Bille annexe,les Seigneurs ſont 


ſubſcribed in the Ingrofled Bill it felt under the 
Indorſement of this Houſe, in the ſame Bill. 
Whereupon ſome of the Members of this Houſe 
charging the ſaid Clerk, that by his default and 
Error this Houſe was charged by the Lords with 
the ſaid imputation of Levity, the faid Clerk 
then humbly prayed, that ſome of the Ancient 
Parliament men of this Houſe might have the 
Examination of the ſaid Cauſe, how it had been 
proceeded. in, and to report ſuch the default and 
errour of the Clerk, if any ſuch were.

courteous intention towards the ſaid Clerk of 
the ſaid Upper Houſe, ſeek to ſalve up thoſe 
miltakings for the time only in ſome part of them, 
but not in the whole, and fo to make the 
ſaid Clerk of the ſaid Upper Houſe afterwards 
acquainted with the due Order and Form of the 
Reformation therein againſt other times after- 
wards 1n like Caſes, and had ſo made one of the 
Clerks of the ſaid Clerk of the Upper Houſe 
privy of the right courſe and manner of the 
ſending down ſuch Amendments in Paper and 
.not in Parchment, and that alſo without any 


mendments in Paper 3 And the faid Schedule or 
Proviſo , being three times read and paſled in 
this Houſe upon the queſtion, the ſame Schedule 
or Proviſo mult be ſubſcribed and Indorſed by 
this Houſe under their Lordſhips ſaid Indorſe- 
ment thereof, A ceſte Schedule les Communes ſont 
aſſentws, if it be a Schedule; or, A ceſte proviſtort 
les Communes ſont aſſent#s, if it be a Provilo. 
Which Courſe being ſo then alſo approved by 
ſome of the Ancienteſt now Parliament Mem- 
bers of this Houſe, It was thought meet that all 
the Members of this Houſe being of her Ma- 
jeſties Privy Council , together which the beſt 
ſort of the reſt of the Members of this Houſe, 
accompanied with the Serjeants at Law which 
are of this Houſe, ſhould be preſently ſent to 
their Lordſhips from this Houſe, without car- 
rying up any Bill at all, and to (ignify unto their 
Lordſhips in the name of this whole Houſe, That 


as 
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as this Houſe had notin any manner of ſort erred 
in their ſaid returning unto their Lordſhips the 
ſaid Bill and Amendments in Parchment to have 
had the ſame done in Paper and without any Sub- 
{cription or Indorſement at all, to the end this 
Houſe might by Warrant thereof have inſerted 
the ſame Amendments into that their own ingroſ- 
{cd Bill according to the ancient Order of Parlia- 
ment in ſuch Cales formerly uſed by this Houſe : 
So this Houſe doth take it (elf to be very hardly 
dealt with, to be taxed by their Lordſhips with 
imputation of Levity, and reproached by other 
unuſual and unneceflary terms delivered unto 
them this day in the ſaid Meſlage from their 
Lordſhips. And then upon ſome further Motion 
it was reſolved, that MF Secretary, accompanied 
with M* Chancellor of the Exchequer and o- 
thers, ſhould be thereupon ſent to their ſaid 
Lordſhips preſently for that purpole. Which 
done, the fd M-* Secretary putting the Houſe 
in mind that the Lords had. ſent down to this 
Houſe three Bills, at their time of ſending down 
their ſaid Meſlage to this Houſe, Moved, that 
this Houſe would be pleaſed to accompany this 
their Meſlage unto their Lord(bips impoſed upon 
him, with the Bill which this day paſled in this 
Houſe, for Confirmation of the Subſidy of the 
Clergy. Which being yielded unto, the Amend- 
ments of the Lords in Paper annexed to the ſaid 
ingroſſed Bill of this Houle, Intituled An AQ for 
the Explanation of the Statute made in the firſt 
year of her Majeſties Reign concerning Labour- 
ers,were three times read by the Clerkand agreed 
upon the Queſtion, and. preſently inſerted into 
the ſaid ingrolled Bill accordingly 3 and both Bills 
were thereupon ſent up to their Lordſhips by the 
ſaid M* Secretary and others, together with the 
ſaid Meſſage of this Houle 3 and at their return- 
ing back again, the ſaid MF Secretary ſignified 
unto this Houſe that he had delivered their ſaid 
Meſſage unto the Lords according to their charge

ſhips Anſwer is moſt negligently and inconſide- 
rately omitted by Fulk On//ow Elqz Clerk of the 
Houſe of Commons 3 though it may be not im- 
probably gathered, that their Lord(hips did reſt 
very well ſ:tisfied with this Meſlage of the ſaid 
Houſe of Commons, and did impute the ſaid mi- 
ſtakes to be the inexperience of the ſaid Thomas 
Smith Eſquire their new Clerk; who had this 
Parliament ſucceeded unto Anthony Maſon Elqz, 
formerly Clerk of the Upper Houſe. * Which 
may the rather be conjeQured, becauſe there was 
another Precedent this very Parliament upon 
Thurſday the 24 day of November foregoing, in 
which the Lords upon a like miſtake of the ſaid 
Clerk did very honourably acknowledge the ſaid 
error and cauſed it to be amended. 

The next thing finally that enſueth upon rela- 
tion of the aforeſaid great buſineſs, is the Ad- 
journment of the Parliament, which is entred in 
theſe very words following. :

The Bill for Arthur Hatch her Majeſties Ward 
for the injoying of the ReQtory and Parſonape 
of South-Molto in the County of Devo: for cer- 
tain Years, reſcrving the uſual Rent, was read 
the firſt time. 

The Bill concerning the High-way Lands of 
Ailesbury in the County of Buckingham was upon 


the ſecond reading committed unto M* Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, M* Recorder of Londor, 
M* Lea, the Burgefles of Ajlesbxry, M* Boyer, 
and others; who wcre appointed to meet in the 
Inmer-Temple Hall at two of the Clock in the Af 
ternoon of this day. 

M- Hext, one of the Committees in the Bill 
againſt wandring Souldiers and Mariners, and in 
the Bill concerning Leflecs and Patentees, ſhewed 
that for lack of meeting of the Committees to 
| 4 convenient number they had done nothing in 
| thoſe Bills, and ſo prayed another time for their

cularly diſtinguiſhed from that which is taken 
out of the above-mentioned Original Journal- 

Book of the Upper Houſe, by ſome Animad- 

verſion or expreſſion thereof both before and af-

Original Journal-Book , now follow ſome other 
paſſages of this day with the ſumm of the Lord 
Keepers Speech out of a private Journal of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

The Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the 
Houſe of Commons having notice that her Ma- 
jeſty with divers Lords Spiritual and Tempora! 
and others were (et in the Upper Houle, haſted 
thither; but before they came, the door of the 
Houſe was ſhut, and notwithſtanding any means 
that was made by them, was ſtill kept ſhut unt1! 
the Lord Keeper had ended his Speech : the ſub- 
{tance or chief ſcope of which ſaid Speech was 
as followeth. 


He uſed perſwaſion of thankfulnefs, and of 
obedience, and alſo ſhewed her __— deſire 
of dillolution of this Parliament before Chr;/t- 
mas, He ſhewed unto us the neceflity we ſtand 
in, and the means to prevent it 3 the neceſlity, 
the Wars between Spain and England; the means, 
Treaſure, &c. His advice was, that Laws in 
force might be reviſed and explained, and no 
new Laws made, Our Encmics he ſaid were 
Enemies to God, the Queen and the peace of 
this Kingdom, conſpired to overthrow Religion, 
to reduce us to a Tyrannical ſervitude. Theſe 
Enemies he named to be the Biſhop of Ro: 
Our ſtate being thus, he 
ſummoned us to be provident, by reaſon we dea! 
with a provident Enemy 3 and confident, becauſe 
God hath ever, and I hope will ever, blefs the 
Queen with ſucceſsful fortune. He ſhewed how 
apparent his providence was by the means and 
courſe he taketh for our inſtruction; And le- 
condly the ſucceſs we had againl{t him by Gods 
ſtrong Arm of defence in Anno 1588, and divers 
other times ſince. You ſee to what efie&t the 
Queens ſupport of the French Kings Eſtate hath 
brought him ; even made him one of thegreateſt 
Princes in Errope 5 when her Majeſtics Forces 
there left him, how again he was fain to Ranſom 
a ſervile Peace at our enemies the Spaniards hands. 
with diſhonourable and fervile Conditions. For 
the Low-Conntrics, how by her aid, from a con- 
fuſed Government and State ſhe brought them 
to an Unity in Counſel, and defended them 
with ſuch ſucceſs in her Attempts againſt the 
greateſt power of the Spaniards Tyrannical de- 
ſigns, which have ſo much gauled him, that 
how many deſperate practices have been both de- 
viſed, conſented to and ſet on foot by command- 
ment of the late King his Father, I need not 
ſhew you, neither trouble you with Arguments 
for proof thereof, being contefled by them that 
ſhould have been Authors themſclves. But de z20r- 
tuis nil nit bonum, 1 would be loth to ſpeak of 
the dead, much more to {lander the dead. I 
have ſcen her Majeſty wear at her Girdle the price 
ot her blood ; 1 mean Jewels which have been 
grven to her Phyſicians tro have done that unto 
her, which I hope God will ever keep irom hers 
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for the price, which hath not been greatly va- | 
luable. 

Then he fell to perſwade us, becauſe new oc- 
calions were offered of conſultations, to be pro- 
vident in proviſion of means for our own de- 
fence and (afety, ſeeing the King of Spain means 
to make England miſerable by beginning with 
Ireland; neither doth he begin with the Re- 
bels, but even with the Territory of the Queen 
her ſelf. He ſhewed that Treaſure mult be our 
means, for Treaſure is the ſinews of War. 

Nota, That the ſubſtance of this Speech 1s on- 
ly here inſerted as it was afterwards repeated in 
the ſaid Houſe upon Tweſday the third day of 
November, which next enſued, by Sir Robert 
Cecill her Majeſties principal Secretary, who had 
done it to ſatisfy divers Members of the ſame, 
who —_— get into the Upper Houſe to hear 
it this firſt day of the Parliament as 1s afore- 
ſaid.

On Friday the 3ot'" day of OFober about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon, her Majeſty came 
by Water to the Parliament Chamber,commonly 
called the Upper Houſe, and being Apparelled 
in her Royal Robes and placed in her Chair of 
State,divers alſo of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral being preſent, the Knights , Citizens and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons, who had 
attended at the Door of the ſaid Houſe with

| ker Ele, the full ſpace of half an hour, were at 


laſt as many as conveniently conld let in, and 
the ſaid Speaker was led up to the Bar or Rayl 
at the lower end of the ſame Houſe, by the hands 
of Sir William Knolles Knight Comptroller of her 
Majeſties Houſhold, and Sir John F orteſcue Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer , and preſented to her 
Majeſty, to whom after he had made three low 
Reverences he ſpake in effect as followeth. 


OST Sacred and Mighty Sovereign, Up- 

on your Majeſties Commandment your 

moſt dutiful and loving Commons, the Knights, 
Citizensand Burgefles of the Lower Houſe have 
choſen me your Majeſties moſt humble Servant 
being a Member of the ſame Houle, to be their 
Speaker 3 but finding the weakneſs of my elf 
and my ability too weak to undergo ſo great a 
burthen, I do moſt humbly beſeech your Sacred 
Majeſty to continue your moſt gracious favour 
towards me, and not to lay this charge ſo un- 
ſupportable, upon my unworthy and unable Selt: 
And that it would pleaſe you toCommand your 
Commons to make a new EleQion of another 
more able and more ſufficient to diſcharge the 
great ſervice to be appointed by your Majeſty 
and your Subje&ts. And I beſeech your moſt ex- 


| cellent Majeſty not to interpret my denial herein 
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to proceed from any unwillingneſs to perform all 
devoted dutiful ſervice, but rather out of your 
Majeſties Clemency and Goodneſs to interpret 
the ſame to proceed from that inward fear and 
trembling which hath ever poſle{ſed me, when 
heretofore with moſt gracious Audience it hath 
pleaſed your Majeſty to Licence me to ſpeak be- 
fore you. For | know and muſt acknowledge 
that under God, even through your Majcſties 
great bounty and favour I am that Iam; And 
therefore none of your Majeſties moſt dutiful 
SubxQs more bound to be ready , and being 
ready, to perform even the leaſt of your Maje- 
ſties Commandments. I therefore do moſt hum- 
bly beſeech your Majeſty, that in regard the 
Service of (o great a Prince and flouriſhing King- 
dom may the better and more ſucceſsfully be et- 
feted, to Command your duritul and loving 
Commons , the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles 
of the Lower Houſe, to procced to a new E- 
leQion. 


Then after he had made three Reverences, the 
Queen called the Lord Keeper, to whom ſhe 
ſpake ſomething in ſecret 3 And after, the Lord 
Keeper ſpake in effect thus much. 


M- Speaker, Her Majeſty with gracious atten- 
tion having heard your wiſe and grave excuſe 
for your diſcharge, Commanded me to ſay unto 
you, that even your Eloquent Speech of defence 
for your ſelt is a great motive, and a reaſon very 
per{waſive both to ratifie and approve the choice 
of the loving Commons, the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſles, as alſo to commend their wiſe and 
diſcreet choice of your ſelf in her gracious cen- 
ſure, both for ſufficiency well able, and for your 
former Fidelity and Services well approved and 
accepted of : And therefore her Mafeſty taketh 
this Choice of you for bonum omen, a ſign of 
good and happy ſucceſs , when the beginning is 
taken in hand with ſo good Wiſdom and Diſ- 
cretion. 

Her Majeſty therefore Commanded me to ſay 
unto you, that ſhe well liketh of your Election, 
and therefore ſhe ratifieth it with her Royal 
Aſlent. 


Then M* Speaker making three low Reveren- 
ces Anſwered 1a this ſort. 


OST Sacred and moſt Puifſant Queen, 

ſceing it hath pleaſed you to Command 
my Service by Conſenting to the free Ele&ion 
of your dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeſles, of me to be their Speaker, 
I moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty to give me 
leave to ſhew unto you the dutiful thoughts and 
earneſt affe&tions of your loyal Subjects to <p 
your Majeſty all Services , and to defend your 
Royal and Sacred Perſon both with their Lives 
and Goods, againſt, &c. And ſo made a vehe- 
ment InveQtive againſt the Tyranny of the King 
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Ireland, which he faid were like a Snake cut iri 
pieces, which did crawl and creep to joiri them- 
ſelves together again. And laſtly, with Prayers 
to continue the proſperous Eſtate and Peace of 
this Kingdom, which hath been defended as he 
ſaid by the Mighty Arm of our Dread and Sa- 
cred Queen. To which ſhe Anſwered openly 
her felt, No, but by the mighty hand of God, M* 
Speaker. Then he proceeded to the laſt part, to 
beſeech her Majeſty for freedom of Speech to 
every particular Member of this Houſe and their 
Servants. And laſtly, if any miſtaking of any 
Meſlage delivered unto him from the Commons 
ſhould happen, that her Majeſty would attribute 
that to his weakneſs in delivery or underſtand- 
ing, and not to the Houle, as alſo any forgerful- 
neſs through want of Memory , or that things 
were not ſo judiciouſly handled or expreſſed by 
him as they were delivered by the Houle, 


To which after the Queen had ſpoken to the 
Lord Keeper as aforeſaid, (after three Reveren- 
ces by the Speaker) the Lord Keeper faid in cf- 
fect as followeth, 


M* Speaker , Her Majeſty doth greatly com- 
mend and like of your grave Speech, well divi- 
ded, well contrived ; the firſt proceeding from 
a ſound Invention, and the other from a ſetled 
Judgment and Experience. You have well, and 
well indeed weighed the Eſtate of this Kingdon, 
well oblewed the greatneſs of our Puilſant and 
Grand Encmy the King of Spain, the continual 
and exceſtive Charges of the Wars of Ireland, 
which it they be well weighed, do not only 
ſhew the Puiſlance of our Gracious Sovereign in 
defending us, bur alſo the greatneſs of the charge 
continually beſtowed by her Majelty even out 
of her own Revenues to protect us, and the ex- 
poling of her Majeſty to continual trouble and 
toilſome cares for the benefit and fafety of her 
Subjects. Wherefore M* Speaker, it behoveth us 
to think and ſay, as was well delivered by a 
grave Man lately in a Concio ad Clerum, Opus eſt 
ſubſidio me frat excidium. 

Touching your other requelts for freedom of 
Speech, her Majeſty willingly conſenteth there- 
to, with this Caution, that the time be not ſpent 
in idle and vain matter, painting the fame out 
with froth and volubility of words, whereby the 
Speakers may ſeem to gain ſome reputed credit 
by imboldening themſelves ro contradiction, and 
by troubling the Houſe of purpoſe with long and 
vain Orations to hinder the proceeding 1n mat- 
ters of greater and more weighty importance. 
Touching acceſs to her Perſon, ſhe moſt willingly 
granteth the ſame, deſiring ſhe may not be troub- 
led unleſs urgent matter and affairs of great con- 
ſequence compel you thereunto : for this hath 
been held for a wiſe Maxim , [z troubling great 
Eſtates, you muſt trouble ſeldom. 

For Liberties unto your ſelves and perſons, 
her Majeſty hath Commanded me to ſay unto 


of Spain , the Popes Ambition , the Rebels of 
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Liberties of the Houſe, and granteth freedom 
even unto the meaneſt Member of this Houſe: 
But her Majeſties Pleaſure is, you ſhould not 
maintain and keep with you notorious perſons 
cither for life or behaviour,and deſperate Debtors 
who never come abroad, fearing Laws , but 
at theſe times 3 Pertifoggers and Vipers of the 
Common- Wealth 3 Prolling and Common Solli- 
cirors, that ſet dilienuon between Man and Man; 
and men ot the hke condition to theſe : Thele 
ber Majeſty earneſtly wiſheth a Law may be 
made againſt z as alſo that no Member of this 
Parliament would entertain or bolſter up any 
man of the like humour or quality , on pain of 
her Highneks diſpleaſure. For your excuſe of the 
Houſe and of your ſelf, Her Majeſty Comman- 
ded me to ſay,that your fufficiency hath ſo often- 
times been approved before her, that ſhe doubt- 
cth not of your ſufficient diſcharge of the place 
you ſhall ſerve in. Wherein ſhe willeth you to 
have a ſpecial Eye and regard not to make new 
and idle Laws, and trouble the Houſe with 
them 3 but rather look to the abridging and re- 
pealing of divers obſolete and ſuperfluous Sta- 
tutes 3 
greateſt moment and conſequence. In doing 
thus, M* Speaker , you ſhall fulfill her Majeſties 
Commandment, do your Country good, and fa- 
tisfie her Highneſles expectation. Which being 
ſaid, the Speaker made three Reverences to the

On 1hurſday the 5**. day of November (to 
which day the Parliament had been laſt conti- 
nued on Friday the 30o*'* day of Ofober forego- 
ing) were two Bills read 3 of which the firſt be. 
ing for Aſſurance of Lands, and the ſecond for 
the reſtraint of the exceflive and ſuperfluous uſe 
of Coaches within the Realm of Exgland, were 
each of them read primd vice. 

On Saturday the 7** day of November, the 
Bill for Aſſurance of Lands was read ſecund# 
vice, and committed unto the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, the Lord Treaſurer, the Earl of 
Nottingham, the Earl of Worceſter, the Earl of 
Cumberland, the Earl of Lincoln, the Lord Biſhop 
of London, the Lord Biſhop of Durharr, the Lord 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, the Lord Zouch, the Lord 
Cobham, the Lord Grey, the Lord Rich, theLord 
Howard of Walden ; and the Lord Chief Juſtice 
of her Majeſties Bench, the Lord Chief Juſtice of 
the Common Pleas , the Lord Chief Baron and 
M* Attorney General were appointed to attend 
their Lordſhips. 

The Bill toreſtrain the exceſlive uſe of Coaches 
within this Realm of England was read ſecund} 
vice, and rejected. 

Hereupon Motion was made by the Lord 
Keeper, that foraſmuch as the ſaid Bill did in 
ſome ſort concern the maintenance of Horſes 
within this Realm , conſideration might be had 
of the Statutes heretofore made and Ordained 
touching the breed and maintenance of Horſes ; 
And that M* Attorney General ſhould peruſe and 
conſider of the ſaid Statutes, and of fome fit Bill 
to be drawn and prefer'd to the Houſe touchi 
the ſame, and concerning the uſe of Coaches ; 
And that he ſhould acquaint therewith the 
Committees appointed for the Bill before-men- 
tioned for Aſſurance of Lands. Which Motion 
was approved by the Houle. 

The Bill for the preſervation of Pheaſants and 
Partridges was read prima vice. 

On Tweſday the 10" day of November, Two 
Bills had each of them one reading ; of which 
the ſecond being the Bill- for preſervation of 
Pheaſants and Partridges, was read ſecund2 vice, 
and committed unto the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, the Lord Treaſurer, the Earl of Notting- 
ham, the Earl of Northumberland , the Earl of 
Derby, the Earl of Worceſter , the Earl of Cam- 
berland, the Earl of Pembrook and divers others 
to attend the Lords, (Vide concerning this atten- 
dance of the Judges upon the Lords Committees, 
on Thurſday the 3* day of this inſtant November 
foregoing) who were appointed to meet at the 
Little Chamber near the Parliament preſence; 
and the Bill was delivered to the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury. 
+4On Thurſday the 12% day of November (to 
which day the Parliament had been laft contt- 
nued on Tueſday foregoing) The Bill concerning 
Muſters, Souldiers and other things appertaining 
thereunto, was read- ſecurdd vice, and commit- 


ted unto the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord 
Treaſurer 
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Treaſurer and divers other Lords both Spiritual 
arid Temporal 3 And the Lord Chief Juſtice of 
Exgland, the Lord Chiet Juſtice of the Common 
Pleas, M* Juſtice Walmeſley, M" Juſtice Warber- 
ton, M* Serjeant Telverton and M* Attorney Ge- 
neral were appointcd to attend the Lords. 

Two Bills were brought up to the Lords from 
the Houſe of Commons by Sir William K zolles 
and M* Secretary Herbert ; of which the firſt 
being the Bill againſt fraudulent Adminiſtration 
of Inteſtates goods was read primi vice. 

The Bill for Aſſurance of Lands was this day 
returned to the Houſe with certain Amendments 
by the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the firſt 
of the Committees; which Amendments were 
preſently twice read, and thereupon'the Bill was 


appointed to be ingroſled. 

Memorandum, That upon the reading of the 
ſaid Amendments the Lord Biſhop of London, one 
of the Committees, did offer to ſpeak unto the 


Bill, or unto the ſaid Amendments, Whereupon | 
a doubt was moved by the Earl of Nottingham 
Lord Steward, whether it were agreeable to the ' 
good Order and Antient Cuſtom of the Houle, | 
that the ſaid Lord Biſhop being one of the Com- | 
mittees, and diſſenting from the reſt in ſome | 


matter either of the Bill or of the Amendments, 
might ſpeak thereunto upon the bringing in and 
preſenting of the Amendments, or no. Which 
doubt being upon this occaſion propounded in 
generality to the Houſe by the Lord Keeper and 
put to the queſtion, It was adjudged and reſo]- 
ved by the major part, That any Committee 
might ſpeak in hke caſe either to the body of the 
Bill or to the Amendments upon the bringing in 
of the ſame, before it be ingroſled. Upon which 
reſoJution Order was given to the Clerk of the 
Parliament, that a remembrance or obſervation 
thereof ſhould be Entred 1a the Journal-Book, 
for the reſolving and clearing of the like doubt 
if it ſhould happen hereafter. And thereupon 
after the reading of the Amendments the ſaid 
Lord Biſhop of London proceeded to his Speech, 
and the Bill was appointed to be ingrofſed as 
aforeſaid. Vide in the Parliament de ar. 39 Re- 
gin. Eliz, on Tueſday the 24" day of January. 
Memorandunt. Report was made unto the 
Houſe by the Lord Zouch of one William Hogan 
an Ordinary Servant of the Queens Majelty, Ar- 
reſted and Impriſoned upon an Execution by one 
John Tolkerne, fince the beginning of the Parlia- 
ment. And a Motion was likewiſe made by his 
Lordſhip to know the Judgment and reſolution 
of the Houſe in this point, whether any Ordinary 
Servant of her Majeſty (though he be none of 
the Parliament) be not priviledged and proteQt- 
ed from Arreſt during the time of the Parliament 
by vertue of his ſaid Service to her Majeſty, 1n 
like ſort as the Servants of the Lords of the Par- 
liament attending the ſaid Lords their Maſters are 
priviledged and freed for that time from any Ar- 
reſts of their Perſons : And withal, being Arreſt- 
ed upon Execution, whether in this Caſe he may 


by good Order of this Houſe be dilcharged. 


Which Motion and doubt the Lord Zonch pro- 
feſſed that he did the rather propound, becauſe 
(though there were divers Examples of former 
times touching the Servants of the Lords of the 
Parliament) the like to this concerning one of 
the Queens Servants had not been (fo far as was 
remembred) brought in queſtion heretofore. And 
therefore it pleaſed the Lords to take knowledge 
of this Motion, and to give Order that Tolkern 
ſhould be ſent for, at whoſe Suit the Arreſt was 
made; And withal, that ſuch Precedents as the 
Clerk of the Parliament could ſhew, ſhould be 
looked out and made known to the Houſe. Vide 
plus concerning this matter on Moxday the 23 
day of this inſtant Nove-vber following. : 

On Saturday the 14 day of Noveiaber, (to 
which day the Parliament had been laſt continu- 
ed on Thurſday foregoing, by occaſion of ſend- 


ing for the aforeſaid Tolkerne) requeſt was made 
by M* Conisbie Gentleman Uſher to the Houſe, 
and ſ1gnified by the Mouth of the Earl of Not- 
tingham Lord Steward , That for as much as the 
bringing of any perſon before the Lords (upon 
breach of the Priviledge of the Houſe) did ap- 
pertain (as the ſaid M* Conisbie ſuppoſed and al- 
ledged) to his place, though in the laſt Parlia- 
| ment (by ſome miſtaking as he thought) the Scr- 
| jeant. at Arms was imployed therein z That 
therefore their Lordſhips would be pleaſed to 
confirm and ſettle ſuch Order, as he might at 
this time and from henceforth have the Right of 
his place in that behalf. Whoſe requeſt being 
conſidered of by the Lords, it was thought meer, 
that the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord 
Treaſurer, the Earl of Nottiveham, the Earl of 
| Worceſter, the Lord Biſhop ot IVincheſter, the 
Lord Zonch and the Lord Cobham ſhould at their 
next meeting upon any other occaſion take no- 
tice of ſuch Precedents as could be produced 
therein, either for the Gentleman-Uther or for 
the Serjeant at Arms, and thereof to make Re- 
port to the Houſe, whereupon their Lordſhips 
would proceed to the deciding of the queſtion 
between them.

Gawdy, M* Baron Savile and M" Serjeant Telver- 
7102 were appointed to attend their Lord(lups. 

The third Bill alſo being for the avoiding of 
unneceſſary delayes of Executions upon Judg- 
ment in Debt was read ſecund2 vice, and com- 
mitted unto the Lord Treaſurer, the Earl of 
Worceitcr, the Earl of Pembrook, the Biſhop of 
RocheSer, the Biſhop of Worceſter, the Biſhop 
of S* Aſaph, the Lord Cobham, the Lord Chandois, 
the Lord St John of Bletfoe; and M* Juſtice 
Gawdy, M* Baron Savile and M* Serjeant Tel- 
verton were appointed to attend their Lord- 
{hips. 

The Lord Zouch renewed his former motion 
concerning the Arreſt of William Hogan her Ma- 
jelties Ordinary ſervant, at the ſuit of John Tol- 
kerne. Whereupon the Clerk of the Parliament 
was required to ſhew forth all ſuch Precedents 
as he had found touching the Arreſts of any Per- 
ſons priviledged by Parliament, having received 
directions from the Lords for that purpoſe as isbe- 
fore Recorded 3 of which ſort out of the Jour- 
nal-Book remaining in his cuſtody there were 
to be found only theſe four hereunder mentioned, 
and no more.

Which ſaid Precedents being accordingly

Many of the Lords affe&ting wellthe ſaid Bill, and 
wiſhing that any defe& therein might be rather 
reformed than by the queſtion to put it to the 
hazard of being rejeted.

So Religion is all in all, 
for Religion breeds Devotion, Devotion breeds 
Zeal and Piety to God, which breedeth Obe- 
dience and Duty to the Prince, and obedience 
of the Laws, which breedeth Faithfulneſs and 
Honeſty and Love, Three neceſſary and only 
things to be wiſhed and obſerved in a well Go- 
verned Common-Wealth. And that her Ma- 
jelty by planting true Religion had laid ſuch a 
Foundation upon which all thoſe Virtues were 
ſo planted and builded, that they could not eafi- 
ly be rooted up and extirpated. And therefore 
he did acknowledge, that we ought and do ac- 
knowledge that we will praiſe God and her 
Majeſty for it. And then he deſcended to 
ſpeak of Governments and Laws of Nations, 
among and above all which he principally pre- 
ferr'd the Laws of this Land, which he ſaid were 
ſo many and ſo wiſe, that there was almoſt no 
offence but was met with in a Law. Notwith- 
ſtanding her Majeſty beingdefirous for the good 
of her Land to call a Parliament for redreſs of 
ſome old Laws and making ſome new, her duti. 
ful and loving Subjefts having confidered of 
them, have made ſome new, and amended ſome 
| old, which they humbly defire may be made 
Laws by her moſt Royal Aflent which giveth 
life unto them. And fo after thanks given for 
the Pardon by which we dread your Juſtice and 
admire your mercy, and a prayer unto her 
Majeſty that ſhe would accept as the Teſtimonies 
of our Love and duty offered unto her, with 
a free Heart and willing Spirit, Four entire Sub- 
fidies and Eight Fifteenths and Tenths, to be 
collefted of our Lands and Livelihoods ; In 
ſpeaking whereof he miſtook and faid, Four 
entire Fifteenths and Eight Subſidies , but he 
was remembred by ſome of the Councel that 
ſtood near about him, and ſo ſpake right as a- 
foreſaid; and having craved pardon for his of- 
fence,if either he had forgotten himſelf in Word 
or Attion, he ended. 


The which the Lord Keeper Anſwered thus 
in effe&t. Firſt as touching her Majeſties pro- 
ceedings in the Laws for her Royal Aſlent, that 
ſhould be as God ſhould direct her Sacred Spirit. 
Secondly,For your preſentation of Four Subſidies 
and Eight Fifteenths and Tenths 3 Thirdly, your 
humble thankfulneſs for the Pardon, for them and 
yourſelf; I will deliver her Majeſties Command- 
ment with what brevity I may, that I benot tedi- 
ous to my moſt gracious Sovereign. Firſt ſhe ſaith, 
touching your proceeding in the matter of her 
Prerogative, that ſhe is perſwaded Subjects did 
never more dutifully ; And that ſhe underſtood 
you did but obiter rouch her Prerogative, and 
no otherwiſe but by humble Petitions And 
| therefore, that thanks that a Prince may agen

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her SubjeQs,ſhe willingly yieldeth : But ſhe now 
well perceiveth , that private reſpects are pri- 
vately maſqued under publick preſence. Second- 
ly, touching the preſentation of your Sublidy, 
ſhe ſpecially regardeth two things, both the per- 
ſons and the manner. For the firſt, he fell into 
Commendations of the Commonalty ; for the 
ſecond, the manner, which was ſpeedy, not by 
perſwaſion or perſwaſive inducements, but freely 
out of duty with great contentment, In the 
thing which ye have granted, her Majeſt 
greatly commendeth your confidence and Judg- 
ment 3 And though it be not proportionable to 
her occaſions, yet ſhe moſt thankfully recerveth 
the ſame as a loving-and thankful Princez And 
that no/Prince was ever more unwilling to exa&t 
or receive any thing from the Subject than ſhe 
our moſt gracious Sovereign; For we all know 
ſhe never was a greedy Graſper nor ſtrait-handed 
Keeper 3 And therefore ſhe commanded me to 
ſay, that you have done (and ſo ſhe taketh it) 
dutifully, plentifully and wen +742 4 

For your (elf, M* Speaker, her Majeſty com- 
manded me to fay , that you have proceeded 


with ſuch Wiſdom and Diſcretion , that it is 
much to your Commendations; and that none 
before you hath deſerved more. 

And fo he ended after an Admonition given 
to the Juſtices of the Peace, that they would not 
deſerve the Epithetes of prolling Juſtices, Juſti- 
ces of Quarrels, who counted Champetrie good 
Cheveſance, Sinning Juſtices who do ſuck and 
conſume the wealth and good of the Common- 
Wealth ; and alſo againſt thoſe who lie (if not 


y | all the Year, yet) at leaſt three quarters of the

After which all the ſaid Lord Steward's Depu- 
ties and ſome others of the Houſe of Commons 
having gotten into the Upper Houſe, and her 
Majeſty with divers of the Lords Spiritual and

bred in us an alterationin manners: And there- 
fore the Proverb muſt needs be fulfilled Morum 
mutatio mutationem legum requirit. Times are 
not as they have been, and therefore the neceſ- 
ſity of time makes a neceſlity of alteration of 
Laws, with many other circumſtances touching 
the ſhortneſs of Statutes, and commending the 
proceeding of former ages, he concluded with a 
deſire of a Committee, 

Which Speech was ſeconded by M* Serjeant 
Harris, who faid that in the 27" year of the 
Queen the like Motion had been made, and that 
then by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of the time and 
ſuddain ending of the Parliament, nothing was 
done therein: Notwithſtanding he ſaid, that now 
this motion being ſo happily made, and that 
then by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of the time no- 
thing was dong, he thought it fit for a Com- 
mittee, 

He was ſeconded again by M* Wiſeman of Lin- 
colns-[nn, who was of the ſame mind, and faid, 
That divers particular Laws of his knowledge 
were now both needleſs to be performed, as alſo 
dangerous to the Subjett by reaſon of the Penal- 
ties. Whereupon the Houſe agreed that the ſaid 
Bill ſhould be committed, and Committees were 
nominated (which are inferted out of the Ori- 
nal Journal-Book it ſelf) 27z.

The Bill to reform the Abuſes in Inns, Vicu- 
alling-Houſes, ec. was read the ſecond time, and 
being put to the queſtion for committing, was 
upon the queſtion refuſed to be committed. 

Upon a Motion made by Mr. Leife,that where- 
& many Members of this Houſe, which could not 
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come to the Upper Houſe upon the firſt day of 
this Parliament (the Door being kept ſhut) to 
hear her Majeſtics pleaſure ſignified by the Mouth 
of the Lord Keeper, of the Cauſes of her Ma- 
jelties calling of this Parliament, they might in 
ſome ſort be ſatisfied of the ſame, He putteth Mr. 
Comptroller in mind of his Honours promiſe to 
relate the ſame unto them. Who thereupon de- 
fired Mr. Secretary Cecil (becauſe he the ſaid Mr. 
Comptroller was not there himſclt) to make the 
ſame relation z which the ſaid Mr. Secretary do- 
ing at large, The chief intent and ſcope thereof 
appeared to ai at the ſetting forth of two things 
eſpecially, the Firſt the Danger the Kingdom 
{tood in, in reſpe& of the power and malice of 
the Spaniard: the Second that timely proviſion 
of Treaſure might be made for the prevention. 
Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book it 
ſelf. MF Secretary Cecil's Speech, which follow- 
eth, being ſpoken after that he had repeated the 
Lord Keepers Speech, is inſerted out of the be- 
toreceited private Journal of the Houſe,in manner 
and form following. 

For my own advice touching the particular 
Counſels of this Houſe, 1 wiſh that we would 
not trouble our ſelves with any tantaſtick ſpeeches 
of idle Bills, but rather ſuch as be for the general 
good, both light in conception,and facile 1n exe- 
cution. Now ſeeing it hath pleaſed you all hi- 
therto with patience to hear me, if with your 
favour I may particularize and ſhow the grounds 
of the former delivered Speech touching the 
State of Ireland, I ſhall be very glad both for my 
own diſcharge and for your ſatisfaction. The 
King of Spain having quit himſelf of France 
by a baſe and ſervile Peace, forgetteth not to fol- 
low the Objects of his Fathers Ambition, Emg- 
land and the Low-Conntries. He hath made O- 
vertures of Peace, which it they might both be 
honourable and for the publick good, I hold 
him neither a wiſe nor an honeſt man would 
impugn them. He hath. put an Army into Ire- 
land , the number Four thouſand Souldiers, 
under the condud of a valiant, expert and hardy 
Captain 3 who chooſeth rather than return into 
his own Country without any famous enterprize, 
to live and dy in this ſervice. Thele Four thou- 
ſand are three parts Natural Sparzard:s, and of his 
beſt expert Souldiers, except them of the Low- 
Countries : Thoſe he could not ſpare, becauſe of 
his enterprize of Oſtend. And how dangerous 
the loſs of that Town would be to this Land, I 
think there is no man of experience but can wit- 
neſs with me ; For he would eaſily be Maſter of 
all that Coaſt, ſo that the Trade betwen Ergland 
and the Low-Conntries would be quite dillolved 3 
Yea he would be ſo dangerous a Neighbour to 
us, that we which are now Tenants by diſcretion 
are likely ſhortly to be Tenants by the Courteſy. 
When he is our Neighbour of the Low-Conr- 
tries, what Neighbour hath Spaiz to whom he 
ſhall not be troubleſome. 

I will ſhew you further what beſides this he 
hath done, and how Eagle-eyed he is continually 

over 
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ſent Ten thouſand Men 3 To the Low-Conntries 
nine thouſand; In an Enterprize of his own 
againſt the Turk he hath ſent £4 26 Wn 
being diſpatched, thoſe Souldiers ſhall return a- 
gainſt the next Spring and ſecond theſe four thou- 
ſand men. Now in the Enterprize for [relard, to 
reſiſt thoſe attempts in being, and the enſuing 
Proviſions againſt us, let us conlider the cer- 
tainty of our Eſtate in Ireland 53 We have there 
an Army, and nothing but an Army, fed even 
out of Exgland , with what charge it brings to 
the Queen, what trouble to the Subject, what 
danger it is to them there left if the proviſion 
\hould fail , what hurt to the Common-Wealth 
by making things at a higher rate than otherwiſe 
they would be , I refer it to your Wiſdoms to 
imagine. Over this, I aſſure you, it 1s beyond 
all Precedent and conjecture , his preſence and 
cauſe of War there , 1s to defend the Catholick 
Cauſe, I mean, to tear her Majeſties Subjects 
from her ; for I may ſay ſhe hath no Catholick 
obedient Subje& there, becauſe ſhe ſtandeth Ex- 
communicate at this preſent by force of two Bulls 
of this Popes, by which the Subjects are abſolved 
of their obedience. That you do only remem- 
ber you do it pro aris & focisz Yea we do it for 
a Prince that deſireth not to draw any thing ex- 
traordinary out of the Coffers of her Subjects. 
She ({clleth her Land to defend us, ſhe ſupporteth 
all the Neighbouring Princes to gain their ami- 
tics and eſtabliſh our long Peace 3 Not theſe five, 
or ſeven, or ten years, but forty three Years for 
all our Proſperitics. I hope I ſhall not fee her 
Funeral upon which may be written , Hzc ſolum 
reitat vidrix Orientis. And I pray God I may 
not. What we freely give unto her, ſhe living 
beſtows it to our Good, and dying doubtleſs will 
leave it for our profit. Thus have I out of mine 
own genius for mine own part delivered unto 
you what I know. And touching that I have 
ſpoken in performing your Commandment, I 
will take no thanks from you for my pains, for 
no man cares with leſs attection to ſpeak in this 
Aſſembly, or defireth to gratifie any particular 
Member of this Houſe more than my ſelf. 

Mr. George Moore moved, that whereas the 
Lord Keepers Oration was, that the greateſt mat- 
ters ſhould be handled in the beginning of the 
Parliament, a Committee might be choſen to 
certihe the Houſe what thoſe matters were, that 
Order might be taken accordingly.

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, the reſt that follows 
touching the EleQion of Sir Azdrew Nowell to 
be one of the Knights for Rutlandſbire, being at 
the ſame time Sheriff of the ſaid County, bei 
but briefly and imperfeQtly ſet down, is therefore 
ſupplied out of the faid private Journal of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

Mr. Serjeant Harris moved the Houſe, that in 
reſpe&t great danger and inconvenience might 
grow by the want of any one particular Mem- 
ber of this Houſe , Therefore he thought good 
to certifie the want of a Knight for Rutlandſbire ; 
For he ſaid, that Sir Andrew Nowell being She- 
riff of the County had returned himſelf jointly 
with Sir John Harrington to be Knight , which 
he took in Law to be a void Return, becauſe it 
1s againſt the expreſs words of the Writ, which 
are, Ita quod negq; tu neq, aliquis alius Vicecomes 
alterins Crntass eligatur, &c. which he thought 
good to move the Houſe in referring it to their 
conſiderations z And prayeth that the Record 
may be ſent for from the Clerk of the Crown ; 
for ſaith he, we know in Law, that a man cannot 
make an Indenture to himſelf and the County, 
for there are required two perſons. 

To which Sir Edward Hobbie replied, that 
notwithſtanding this, the Houſe might well re- 
ceive him. And he vouched a Precedent in the 
31" of this Queen, when a Writ was directed 
to the Bayliffs of Southwark to return Burgelles, 
and they returned themſelves and were received. 
But if we do not receive him, another queſtion 
will grow , Whether a new Warrant muſt go 
from the Speaker to Ele a new Knight, or from 
the Clerk of the Crown, To which it was agreed 
per ones, that from the Speaker. 


Then Mr. Wiſemer of L incolns-lnn ſtood up

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and (hewed the neceility of having all our Mem-

preſence in their Countries fo requiſite, ſhould 
not be returned, Beſides, for that time they be 
the chick men of the Shire , Freeholders perad- 
yenture for favour ſake would rather chuſe him 
than men far more ſufficient for that place. 

Mr. Carey moved, whether if 1t were with his 
will, he ſhould be puniſhed by Fine or other- 
wile. 

Sir John Harrington (aid, of his own know- 
ledge he knew him to be very unwilling : But 
the Frecholders made Anſwer they would have 
none other. 

Mr. Speaker ſaid, it could not be intended 
again(t his will, for his hand is to the Indenture; 
but he moved whether it ſhould be intended 
that this Sir Anthony Nowel/ were una &* eadem 
perſona, or no 3 And though it were, yet whe- 
ther they could take notice thereof, not being 
certified out of the Chancery. To wich all the 
Houle ſaid, there was no other ot the name. 

Then Mr. Comptroller ſtood up and moved, 
that in reſpe&t the Return was jotat, and that 
they did diſallow Sir Anthony Nowell, he deſired 
to be refolved of the Learned Maſters of the 
Law in this Houſe, whether all the Return were

To the Succeflor it muſt needs be more hurt- 
ful; For when he firſt cometh in, he payeth 
Firſt-Fruits, and yet is not allowed to make his 
benefit by Fines, which all Biſhops Farmers are 
content to do , ſo that he is caſt one whole An- 
nual value behind hand , and perhaps hath no 
power neither to make Leaſes in twelve or {1x- 
teen Years. This, Mr. Speaker , will induce the

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whereby we may bring the Clergy both to Po- 
verty and Contempt , from which they have 
ever been carefully defended and provided for 

even by the moſt antient Statutes and Laws of 
this Land now extant. 

Hurtful it is to their Servants (for this may 
be every Mans Caſe) We know very many good 
Gentlemens Sons ſerve Biſhops, and how can 
they reward their long and fanthful Services, but 
oniy by means of granting over of theſe Fines or 
ſome other means out of their Spiritual Fun1- 
on ? But this A& is good for the Courtier 3 but 
I may ſpeak no more of that point. 

Laſtly, Mr. Speaker, my felt am Farmer to a 
Biſhop, and 1 ſpeak this as in my own Caſe (on 
my knowledge) to the Houſe, that it 1s ordinary 
upon every Grant after four or five years, ever 
to fine and take a new Leaſe, but I refer it to 
the canſideration of the Houſe to do their Plea- 
ſures therein : Only this I can certifie, That I 
have the Copy of the Bill the laſt Parliament ex- 
hibited to this purpoſe, which I having confer'd 
together with the preſent Bill, do hind them to 
be word for word all one. And the laſt was re- 
jected. Whereupon this was alſo (as 1s before- 
mentioned) rejected. 

Thus far out of the afore-mentioned private 
Journal, the reſidue of this days Paſſages that 
follows are tranſcribed out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houſe of Commons it (elf. 

The Bill that Plaintifts in Writs of Error ſhall 
give good Bayl, was read the ſecond time, and 
committed unto Mr. Carie, Mr. Tanfield and o- 
thers, who were appointed to meet upon Mox- 
day next in the Midale-Temple Hall at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill againſt fraudulent Adminiſtration of 
Intcſtates Goods was upon the ſecond reading 
committed unto the laſt former Committees in 
the Bill for Writs of Error, to meet at the ſame 
time and place. 

The Bill againſt exceſiive and common Drun- 
kennel(s was alſo read the ſecond time and com- 
mitted to the former Committees in the Bill for 
the Sabbath day, and to meet in the Temple-Hall 
this Afternoon. 

The Bill touching the ſowing of Hemp was 
read the ſecond time, and upon the queſtion for 
committing was upon the diviſion of the Houſe, 
with the advantage of fifty Voices Ordered to 
be committed, viz. with the Yea a hundred and 
three, and with the No a hundred forty two. 
And upon the queſtion for the ingrofling, was 
Ordered not to be ingroſled. 

The Committees names for the Bill of Subſidy, 
(whoſe names ſee on Monday the ſecond day of 
this inſtant November foregoing) as. alſo the 
Committees names for penal Laws, (who were 
appointed on Tweſday the third day of this ſame 
Month foregoing) were this day delivered to 
M*- Comptroller. 

The Bill touching the Sabbath , and the Bill 
againſt Drunkenneſs, were delivered to M* Ed- 
ward Monntague one of the Committees. 


On Thurſday the 5 day of November, Two 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading, of which the firſt concerning matters of 
Aſſurances uſed amongſt Merchants was read the 
firſt time. 

Sir Francis Haſtings, one of the Committees 
in the Bill for the better keeping of the Sabbath 
day (whoſe names ſee on Yeſterday immediately 
foregoing) ſhewed the travel of the Commit- 
tees, and brought in the Bill with ſome Amend- 
ments and a Proviſo, and prayed the reading 
thereof, the Bill ſtanding upon two parts, the 
latter part thereof not having been dealt in at 
all by the Committees. 

The Amendments and Proviſo in the Bill for 
the better keeping of the Sabbath day were 
twice read. And the Bill it ſelf being read for 
the ſecond reading was Ordered to be in- 
groſſed. 

Two Bills alſo had each of them one reading z 
of which the ſecond being the Bill for the ſup- 
preſling of deceits in Weights and Meaſures was 
read the firſt time. 

Upon a Motion made this day a Committee 
was appointed to conſider of the Statute for re- 
lief of the Poor, and for continuance and Expla- 
nation of Statutes, &*c. viz. Sir Robert Wroth, 
M- Philipps, Sir Edward Hobbie, Sir Francis Ha- 
ſtings, Sir George Moore and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon Thurſday next in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon. 

The Bill for Reformation of Abuſes in Ale- 
houſes and Tipling Houſes was read the ſecond 
time, and committed unto Sir Edward Stanhop, 
M* Wiſeman, M* Johnſon, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir 
Francis Darcy , M* Peake, M* Edward Philipps, 
the Burgeſles of Newcaſtle and others 3 and the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Robert Wroth, who with 
the reſt was appointed to meet upon Wedneſday 
next in the Excftequer Chamber at two pf the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading 3 of 
which the ſecond being the Bill againſt Blaſphe- 
mous Swearing was read the firſt time.

M* Eaconr ſtood up to prefer a new Bill and 
ſaid, M* Speaker, I am not of their mind that 
bring their Bills into this Houſe obſcurely, by de- 
livery only to your ſelf or to the Clerk, delight- 
ing to have the Bill to be izcerto authore, as 
though they were either aſhamed of their own 
work or afraid to father their own Children; But 
I, M* Speaker, have a Bill here, which I know 
I ſhall no ſooner be ready to offer, but you will 
be ready to receive and approve.

M* Speaker, is no Bill of State nor of Novelty, 
like a (tately Gallery for pleaſure, but neither to 
dine in nor {leep 1n 3 But this Bill is a Bill of 
repoſe, of quiet, of profit, of true and juſt 
dealings 3 The Title whereof is, An Act for the 
_ ſuppreſling of abuſes in Weights and Mea- 
ures. 

We have turned out divers Bills without diſ- 
putation : And for a Houſe of wiſdom and gravi- 
ty as this 1s, to bandy Bills like Balls, and to be 
filent as if no body were of Councel with the 
Common-wealth, is unfitting in my underſtand- 
ing for the State thereof. I'le tell you Mr Speaker, 
out of mine own Experience, that I have learn- 
ed and obſerved, having had Cauſes of this na- 
ture referred to my Report ; That this fault of 
uſing tall» Weights and Meaſures is grown fo in- 
tolerable and common, that if you would build 
Churches, you ſhall not need for Battlements and 
Bells, other than falſe Weights of Lead and Braſs, 
And becauſe I would obſerve the advice given 
1n the beginning of this Parliament that we ſhould 
make no new Laws; I have only made this Bill 
a confirmation of the Statute of the 11" of 


Her. the 7* with a few additions, to which I will | 


ſpcak at the paſſing of the Bill, and ſhew the 
reaſans of every particular Clauſe, the whole 
being a Revival of a former Statute : for I take 
it far better to ſcowre a Stream, than to turn a 
Stream.

Upon a Viotion made by Sir Edward Hobbie a 
Member of this Houſe , that where one .......

his aid Impriſonment , and delivered unto his 
faid Maſter, to bring him again upon Monday 
next unto this Houſe ; with further Order unto 


And there were added unto them |

to come into this Houſe upon Monday next to 
Anſwer the faid contempt, and to abide the fur- 
ther Order and refolution of this Houſe therein 
accordingly. 

Upon a Motion made by Sir Francis Hiſtine; 
a Member of this Houfe, complaining of ſome

In the Afternoon the ſame day at the Com-

Sir Walter Raleigh moved the Houſe to confi- 
der to what intent they came together, and now 
in their coming what was to be confidered, For 
the Subſidy and the manner and quality thereof 
[| will now only intimate thus much unto. you, 
That the Jaſt Parliament, only three Subſidies 
were granted, upon fear that the Sparzards were 
coming 3 but weſee now they are come,and have 
{ct foot even in the Queens Territorics already, 
and thereiore are the more of us to be reipefted 
and regarded. And ſeeing the ſale of her High- 
neſs's own Jewels, the great Loans the SubjeCts 
have lent her, yet unpaid, the continual felling 
of her Lands and decaying of her Revenues, 
the ſparing ever out of her own purſe and ap- 
parel for our fakes will not ſerve, but yet ſhe 
muſt be fain to call her Court of Parliament for 
our adviceand aid in this Caſe,I wiſh for my own 
part ( as a particular Member of this Common- 
Wealth) that we may not do leſs than we did 
before ; And that we alſo would bountitully 
according to our Eſtates, contribute to the ne- 
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ceſſity of her Majeſty , as now it ſtandeth. 

M* IWiſeman after a diſcreet and judicious 
Speech made touching Gods proteCting us for 
Religion ſake or peace and quietneſs, the ſafety 
of her Majeſties perſon, the great victories we 
have had, the greatneſs of Neighbouring Princes 
raiſed only by her Majeſty, ſothat ſhe hath ſpent, 
as it was fajd by Sir Walter Raleigh, ſo much, 
that now ſhe is fain to deſire the help of her 
ſubjects 3 Let us therefore draw to fome head 
and leave our Orations and Speeches fitter for 
a Parliament than for a Committee. We are to 
conſider only what is fit to be given; And as 
for my part as a poor Member and one of the 
meancſt in this Houſe, I will be bold to deliver 
mine opinion firſt, becauſe ſome inuſt break the 
Ice. Three pound Land and under to pay 
two ſhillings eight pence in the pound, and 
five pound goods and under to pay one fhil- 
ling eight pence in the pound, and double 
Tenths and Fifteenths afloon as may be. Al- 
though I may ſcem over bold, being but a Rural 
and Countryman, to ſpeak even out of my Ele- 
ment in this Caſe; Yet I do heartily crave par- 
don of all, befceching that.neither my unapt- 
neſs or diſorder of Speech, nor the unworthy- 
neſs of my Perſon may prejudice the Cauſe, 

Sir Robert Wroth, that four pound Land ful] 
Subſidy, and fix pound goods full Subſidy might 
be paid to her Majelty. 

Sir Francis Haſtings moved, that three pound 
men might be exempted, and all others above 
that rate to pay according to the rate to make 
upa full Subſidy. 

Mr Philipps moved, that the four pound men 
might be exempted, and four Sublidies received 
from the Rich, which ſhould be termed a Con- 
tribution, becauſe it might make no innovation. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, It all pay alike, none 
will be agreived 3 if any be exempted, doubt- 
leſs it will breed much grief, and the feeling will 
be great to thoſe three pound men that will 
feel any thing, but it will be nothing to them 
that know any thing. 

Sir Edward Hobbie (aid, We cannot hear you 
ſpeak out, you ſhould ſpeak ſtanding that fo the 
Houſe might the better hear you. So Sir Walter 
Raleigh aid that being a Committee, he might 
{peak either ſitting or ſtanding, and fo repea- 
ted over again the former Speech. 

M- Secretary Cecill ſaid, Becauſe it is an Argu- 
ment of more Reverence,l choſe to ſpeak ſtanding. 
As long as the Queen by the advice of her 
Council did find means to ſpare you, fo long ſhe 
ever deſired that her Subje&s might not be 
charged : But if her Majeſty afloon as the laſt 
Subſidy had been ſpent, ſhould have again re- 
ſorted unto you, I do aflure you this Parliament 
had been called in OZober laſt. Now if upon 
providence and foreſight, you did contribute 


unto her Majeſty ; much more ſhould we now 


do the ſame, ſeeing a reſolute Company of 
Souldiers have intrenched themſelves in her Ma- 


j:{ties Kingdom of Ireland, and more Supplies 
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thither are daily expected. It is time to open 
our Coffers, that we may obviate in the be- 
ginning theſe few Forces of the Spaniards, leſt 
growing to greater Forces we cannot expel them 
with leſs than five hundred thouſand pound, which 
we may now do with one hundred thouſand in 
preſent, If there be any that ſits next the Door 
that deſires to fit next the Chair to give his opini- 
on, I will not only give him my place, but thank 
him totake my charge. 

This was conceived to be Sir Edward Hobbie 
who coming to fit near the Chair and not giving 
him place, fate next the Door. 

We that fit here, for my part, take your fa- 
vours out of courteſy, not out of duty ; but to 
the purpoſe. The Queen hath occaſion to uſe, 
as divers in this Houſe do know, three hundred 
thouſand pound before Eaſter, how this ſhall be 
raiſed and gathered, that's the queſtion 3 for 
without this proportion of charge, neither the 
Spaniards in Ireland can be repell'd, and the 
Wars there maintained, neither her Majeſties 
other affairs be ſet on foot, neither proviſion 
ſufficient can beſet on foot or made from defence 
of Foreign [nvaſions. Admit with a leſs charge we 
ſhould now expel him, will any man be fo hr 
to think he will give over the enterpriſe being of 
ſo great conſequence, and grow deſperate? I 
ſhould think him but a man of ſhallow under- 
ſtanding and leſs policy. Surely if we had been 
of that mind when he had that great overthrow 
of his invincible Navy in eighty eight, we had 
been deſtinated to perdition. For how many 
changeable enterpriſes of puiſſant and great 
conſequence hath he fince made? The like, if 
his Forces in Ireland ſhould now fail, would he 
do again. And therefore that proviſion we now 
make, if he ſhould be expell'd with a leſs matter, 
would ſerve to make defence againſt his next 
Invaſion of that Kingdom, as alſo enrich her 
Majeſty to be ready to furniſh. her Navy and 
Forces the ſpeedier for her ſafety. Beſides, 
if he beſtow ſuch Maſles of Treaſure for the 
gaining of one poor Town, Oftend, what will 
he do to gain ſo ſtrong and famous a Kingdom as 
Ireland 2 I will by the leave of a worthy perſon 
who fits by me, and knows theſe things better 
than I do, yield a particular account unto you 
of the ſtate it (ſelf, Firſt, the laſt whole Sub- 
fidy after the rate of four pound Lands and eight 
groats Goods, came not to above fourſcore thou- 
ſand pounds 3 the Sublidy of the Clergy twenty 
thouſand pound,the double Fifteenths threeſcore 
thouſand pounds 3 All which 1s eightſcore thou- 
ſand pounds. Since my Lord of Efex's going 
into hreland, ſhe hath ſpent three hundred thou- 
ſand pound. So the Queen is behind one hun- 
dred and forty thouſand pound. Thus we refer 
the matter to your judicious conſideration: We 
only ſhew you the preſent ſtate of the Queen 
and her affairs, wiſhing no wan to look that we 
ſhould give advice what is tobe done, as though 
you your ſelves who are the wiſdom of the 


Land, could neither dire&t your ſelves, nor oye 
theſe

theſe reaſons alledged judge of the neceſlity of 
the State, 

M*- Comptroller, Sir Joh *Forteſcue and Secre- 
tary Herbert ſpake all to the like effe& ; only Sir 
Jobn Forteſcue added this, that what pleaſed the 
Houſe in the name of the Subſidy to beſtow the 
ſame, Her Majeſty did and would ever imploy 
to their uſes 3 ſo that dying, it might be written 
on her Tomb, 90d occupatus vixit, ſo that ſhe 
dying liveth (till imploying all to the ſafety of 
her Subjects. And I beſeech you remember, that 
the Great Turk when he Conquered Conſftantino- 
ple found therein three hundred Millions of Gold; 
If they, quoth he, had beſtowed three Millions 
in defence of their City, he could never have 
gotten it. From this Blindnels I pray God detend 
us, that we may not be backward to give four 
Subſidies to her Majeſty , for want whereof in 
time we may happen to loſe that which will 
not be recovered or defended with a hundred. 

So after a few other Conferences and Speeches 
pro & con , 1t was concluded, that the Houſe 
ſhould be certified of the proceeding on Monday, 
and by general conſent the three pound men to 
be included. And fo the Houſe about f1x of the 
Clock, it being dark Night, roſe confuſedly, and 
would fit no longer.

purpoſe. I have therefore M- Speaker, prelumed 
out of my young Experience, becauſe I know 
part of their abuſes, and with that ſmall Portion 
of Learning that I have, to draw a Bill, and 
The ritle 1s thus: An Act to repret; 
the multitude of Common Sollicitors. The body 
of the Act diſableth all perſons to follicit any 
Cauſe other than their own. There are excepted 
and fore-prized four ſeveral forts, Lawyers and 
Attornies in their own Courts 3 where they be 
ſworn Servants in Livery, and Kinſmen within 
the fourth degree of Conſanguinity. And no 
man within this Kingdom but may find a fitting 
and convenient Sollicitor within theſe four De- 
grees. And I humbly pray, it being ſo ſhort, 
that the Bill may be read and received, 


M* Secretary Ceczll ſpake touching the Sublidy 
as followeth, v3z. 


When it was the good pleaſure of this Houſe 


| to give Order to the Committees to conttder the 
common 
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common danger of the Realm, in which not only 


every Member of this Houſe but every man in the 
Kingdom is intereſted, it liked the Commuttees 
aſter their reſolution to chuſe one among all to 
give account of their amcaprang - , and that 1s 
my ſel, I do know it were the ſafeſt way for a 
mans memory to deliver the laſt reſolution with- 
out any precedent Argument 3 for rare 1s the 
Aſſembly in which there is flot ſome variety of 
opinions. I need not recite the form, the Com- 
mittee by reaſon of ſo good attendance being 
little inferiour to our Aſſembly at this preſent. 
Yet if it be true that forma doth dare Eſſentiam, 
it will be ſomewhat neceſlary for me to deliver 
the mariner of our proceedings and the circum- 
ſtances, rather than hazard the interpretation of 
{uch a reſolution. 

The day was Saturday laſt, the place this Houſe, 
the time about four hours 3 and I am of opinion, 
if we had all agreed upon the manner, as we did 
ſpeedily upon the matter, all had been diſpatcht 
in an hour. It ſeemed by the ready conſent of 
the Committees that they came not to look 
on one another, or hike Sheep one to accom- 
pany another; but the matter was well declared 
by ſome, and at length conſented unto by all. 
Our contention bred difference, and difference 
cauſe of Argument, both how'to eaſe the State, 
and make this Subſidy lels burthenſom which ſhall 
be received. Some were of opinion that the 
three pound men ſhould be ſpared, becauſe it was 
to be confidered they had but ſmall Portions, 
Others were of opinion that the four pound men 
ſhould give double, and the reſt upwards ſhould 
be higher Seſſed. Others were of other Opini- 
ons. Again it was moved, whether this Subſidy 
ſhould go in the name of a Benevolence or Con- 


tribution, or whether in the name of a fourth | 


Subſidy ; but at length moſt Voices reſolved it 


ſhould have the old name of a Subſidy, becauſe | 


Subſedium and Auxilium are all one. The moſt 
Voices concluded that there ſhould be no excep- 
tion of the three pound men, becauſe according 
to their rate ſome were Sefled under value ; be- 
ſides, ſ-paration might breed emulation, ſuſpition 
of partiality and confuſion. The time was reſol- 
ved upon. And in reſpect of expedition, to be 
by the firſt of February. And the whole Realm 
when each man comes into his Country will be 
better fatished when they ſhall know they have 
ſpared no man, nor made any disjunchon. It 
was ſaid by a Member of the Houſe, that he 
knew ſome poor people pawn'd their Pots and 
Pans to pay the Sublidy. It may be you dwell 
where you ſce and hear ; I dwell where I hear 
and believe. And this I know that neither Pot 
nor Pan, nor Diſh nor Spoon, ſhould be ſpared 
when danger is at our Elbows. But he that 
ipake this, in my Conſcience ſpake it not to hin- 
der theSublidy, or the greatneſs of the Gift, but 
to ſhew the Poverty of ſome Seſled , and by 
ſparing them to yield them relief. But by no 
means I would have the three pound men ex- 
empted , becauſe I do wiſh the King of Spair 
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might know how willing we are to ſell all in 
defence of Gods Religion, our Prince and 
Country. 

I have read when Hannibal reſolved to ſack 
Rome, he dwelt in the Cities adjoining, and ne- 
ver feared or doubted of his Enterprize , till 
word was brought him that the Maidens, Ladies 
and Women of Rome ſold their Ear-Rings, Jew- 
els and all their neceſſaries to maintain War a- 
gainſt him. I do take my ſelf in duty bound to 
acquaint this Houſe with the modeſty of the 
Committee at the Propoſition 3 that where firſt 
this Houſe never (tuck to commit it, they never 
ſtuck (underſtanding the reaſons) to grant it. 
| do perſwade my (clt, that the bonns genius of 
this Houſe did not wiſh a more reſolved unity, 
than we had unity in reſolution. And of this 
great Committee it may be faid, de majoribus 
Principes conſultant , de minoribus omnes. Thus 
by your Commandments have I undergone this 
Charge, and will be ready to do the like duty 
whenſoever you command me. 

Then after Conſultation had of the great oc- 
caſions, it was put to the Queſtion, whether the 
double Tenths and Fifteenths ſhould be paid by 
the firſt day of February, viz. for this fourth 
Subſidy before the third begin 3 and that the 
firſt payment of the firſt three Subſidies ſhould 
be brought in by the 10*" of Jure,viz. half a Sub- 
ſidy 3 And all faid Yea, and not one No. 

Then was a Motion made by Sir Robert Wroth, 
that this new Sublidy might be drawn in a Bill 
by it ſelf, to which ſhould be annext a Preamble 
of the great neceſſities, the willingneſs of the 
Subject, and that it might be no Precedent ; but 
that would not be yielded unto. 

Then Mr Speaker asked the Houſe if they 
would appoint Committees, ſo they appointed 
the Queens Councel and all the Serjeants of the 
Houſe and no more. 

M*- Francis Moore moved that, that which 
was done might be compleatly done, and the 
Subſidy gathered by Commiſſion and not by the 
old Roll; for peradventure ſome were dead,others 
fallen to Poverty, others Richer, and ſo deſerved 
to be inhanſed, ec. And withal he ſaid, that 
the granting of this Subſidy ſeemed to be the 
Alpha and Omega of this Parliament. 

M- Wingfield moved the Honourable of the 
Councel, Members of this Houſe , That ſeeing 
the Subſidy was granted, and they yet had done 
nothing, it would pleaſe her Majelty not to 
diſſolve the Parliament till ſome Ads were 
paſled.

Sir Edward Hobbie ſpake firſt and ſaid, that it 
was againſt the Order of the Houſe to admit the 
Knights and Citizens of Loxdon to be of theCom- 
mittee, becauſe they had given their Voice al- 
ready againſt the body of the Bill. 

Mr Secretary Cecil (aid, I am willing to ſpeak 
in two reſpedts ; the one touching the Bill it ſelf, 
the otheFtouching the Controverſie in the Houſe 
about the Commitment. Touching the Bill, 1 
dare not upon my own Judgment be ſo ventu- 
rous or bold to reje this Bill,unleſs firſt it might 
have a Commitment. For the wiſdom of that 
time when at was firſt inſtituted was fo apt to 
look into imperfeCtions, that doubtleſs if an in- 
convenience had been but eſpied, they would 
{treight have avoided it. Therefore in my opi- 
nion it 1s not fit for us to look into the Attions 
of former Ages, but upon mature and adviſed 
deliberation. I do therefore greatly commend 
the Wiſdom of this Houſe ir* Committing this 
Bill and others of the hke nature, before we re- 
ject them. For the other part, though it be a 
Rule in. the Houſe that thoſe againſt the Bill 
ſhould be no Committees , yet in a caſe of fo 
great conſequence and fo greatly touching the 
State of the City of London, there is no reaſon 
but that they may have their particular Voices 
as Committees as well as every Member of this 
Houſe ; neither have we reaſon to exclude them 


ſen for the moſt principal City of this Kingdom, 
which is the Chamber of her Majeſty, whom we 
ſhould the rather reſpe& for her Majeſties ſake, 
who doth and will remember their Loyalty and 
Faithfulneſs ſhewed unto her in the late danger- 
ous Action (viz. the Earl of Eſfex's riſing) for 
which: if ever Prince had Cauſe of thanktulneſs 
unto her Subjx&s, doubtleſs her Majeſty is to 
confeſs as much..

M- Wiſeman (aid, that by committing of a Bill 
the Houſe allowed of the body thereof though 
they diſallowed of ſome imperte&ions in the 
ſame, and therefore committed it to ſome choſen 
men of Truſt to reform or amend any thing 
therein which they found imperfcR. - And it is 
to be preſumed that he that will give his No to 
the Committing of a Bill, will be wholly againſt 
the Bill.

Mr anBerere ba ſaid, .he was of opinion, for 
the reaſon before alledged, that they ought to 
be Committees, but he moved another queſtion, 
Whether a Committee ſpeaking againſt the Bill 
at the Commitment, may alſo ſpeak at the in- 
groſſing thereof in the Houle, and have his free 
Voice.

It was well obſerved by an 
antient Member of this Houſe , that no Confe- 
rence with the Lords touching a Subſidy ſhould 
be had : Yet that Rule hath been altered in late 
Parliaments by reaſon of ſpecial Cauſes. .So do I 
think it would be more Honourable to this Houſe 
to direct our Warrant to the Lord Keeper, than 
to any inferiour Miniſter in the Chancery.

M*- Wiſeman ſaid, notwithſtanding the Alle- 
gations and excuſe of the Gentleman that fpake 
in favour of theSwbper ad teſtificandium,1 think 
it deſerveth no leſs favour than the other : For 
if the neceſſity of the Cauſe were ſuch that he 
muſt needs be ſerved and ſpared out of this 
Houſe, the party ought to ack leave of the 
Houſe, or at leaſt of the Speaker, or intreat him 
to relate the ſame to the Houle. 

Sir George Moore ſaid , I think as the Gentle- 
man that laſt ſpake , for the like Subpznz being 
brought the laſt Parliament,it grew to a queſtion, 
whether it were an impeachment to the Frivt- 
ledge of the Houſe ; And after ſome dilpute, an 
antient Member of this Houſe ſhewed divers Pie- 
cedents how that the minds ot the Members ot 
this Houſe ought to be freed as well as their bo- 
dies. Whereupon two Members were fent to re- 
quire the Lord Keeper to reverie that Subprer.;, 
&c. Realfo {pake ot a Dnu0VVarranto for the Lt- 
berties of the Black-Fryars withield, but to what 
purpoſe igz0r0. 

Then it grew to a queſtion, whether a Pit pet: 
of a Parliament may be ſerved with a $4pe-7 
ad teſtificandum ; And it was conciuded that 1s 
could not. 

So after this diſpute they agreee, that tooger» 
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jeant ſhould be ſent to Arreſt all thoſe to appear 
that had procured the Subpena's aforeſaid, to An- 
ſ\wer their contempts with all ſpeed. 

Sir Francis Haſtirgs ſtood up and made a re- 
lation of the proccedings which he with the other 
Committees had made according to the Com- 
mandment of the Houſe the day before. ' He ſaid, 
We called before us the Clerk of the Crown, the 
Clerk of the' petty Bag, and our Clerk of the 
Parliament. 

The Clerk of the Crown ſhewed us five War- 
rants and one Order, all one Courſe and one form, 
and all in the 27 Eliz. Three of the Warrants 
were directed to the Clerk of the Crown, two 
without diretion 3 and he ſhewed us Writs 
without Warrant. Then we called the Clerk 
of the petty Bag, who would ſhew us no War- 
rant but only a Record of Writ in his Roll of 
39 Eliz. only he ſaid ( but we heard him not ) 
that Warrants had been granted to the Clerk of 
the petty Bag. The Clerk of the Parliament 
ſhewed unto us two Precedents of 5 Eliz. and 
of 13 Eliz. every one without direCtion, but 
with theſe words or to the like efte& as I take it, 
[ It is required ſuch and ſuch a thing be done.” 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid , Becauſe the truth 
hereof may be made more plain,and that it pleal- 
ed youto command my unworthy {elf to attend 
Yeſterdays Service, I will under favour of the 
Gentleman that laſt ſpake, make a Repetition ab 
origine, a little longer than he did, for your fa- 
tisfactions of this Cauſe and our pains. It pleaf- 


ed youto depute fix to this ſervice, five attended. 
The Serjeant at Law (Serjeant Harris) of whoſe 
furtherance we beſt hoped, deceived both your 
and our cxpeftations. The Clerk of the petty 
Bag, the Clerk of the Crown and the Clerk of 


the Parliament attended us. The Clerk of the 
Parliament delivered unto us a fair Record con- 
taining a Writ ſent out ſedente Parliamento ( for 
ſo are the words) it was for the Knights of Tork- 
ſhire and Lancaſhire, and this was all he could 
(hew 3 only he ſaid, an old Officer would be 
ſworn, there were more, but loſt by Garth's de- 
ceaſe, The Clerk of - the Crown dealt with us 
two ways, The Firſt by way of experienced 
Officers, The Second by way of Precedent. For 
the Firſt, one Stephen Browa was brought forth 
before us who hath been an Officer in the Crown- 
Othce thele thirty ſix years: And being a:ked if he 
knew how Warrants were directed, he anſwered, 
that in the time of the Lord Keeper Bacon, he 
that was Speaker of this Houſe directed them 
to the Clerk of the Crown : Being further ask- 
ed, if they were impugned; he Anſwered, No. 
Being asked, where theſe Warrants were kept 
he ſa1d, on the Labels in the Houſe. The ſaid 
Clerk {hewed us five Precedents and one Order, 
the reſt were loſt by M* Watſon's death, as the 
other Precedents were by the death of Mr 
Garth, the Clerk of the Parliament of the 13" 
of Queen £lizabeth, when Sir Chriſtopher Wray 
was Speaker : As alſo One Order dated 18* of 
March 1520, die Sabbathj, that a Warrant ſhould 
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| be direted tothe Clerk of the Crownto chuſe a 


newBurgeſs for Norwichinſtead of oneBeamont,the 
words whereof were, lt is required of the Knights, 
Citizens, Burgeſſes and Barons, &*c. As alſo ano- 
ther Order dated die Sabbathi 18% Martii 1580, 
in theſe words, It is further agreed upon and 
reſolved by this Houſe, that during the time of 
ſitting of this Court, there do not at any time 
any Writ go out for the chuſing or returning 
of any Knight, Citizen, Burge(s or Baron, with- 
out the Warrant of this Houſe firſt directed for the 
ſame to the Clerk of the Crownaccording to the 
Ancient Juriſdiction and Authority of this Houſe 
in that behalf accuſtomed. And another Warrant 
ſubſcribed Henry Gates and Wl. Fleetwood who 
wereCommittees in examination of aCauſe touch- 
ing Henry Bermaker and Anthony Wilde,the effect 
whereof was, That foraſmuch as they were Ar- 
reſted into the Kings Bench, whereas we find 
them priviledged as Members of this Houſe, a 
Warrant was directed to the Clerk of the Crown 
for making Writs of Priviledge as aforelaid, 
Dated from Weſtminſter the ſixth day of Decem- 
ber. Therefore for mine own opinion and accord- 
ing to theſe Precedents, I think they ought to 
be direted to the Clerk of the Crown. 

Sir George Moore ſtood up and ſhewed a Pre- 
cedent dated on Friday the ſecond day of March 
35? Eliz, where a new Writ was to be Award- 
ed out. concerning M* Fitzherbert, and all Writs 
of priviledge to come from the Chancery 3 And 
the Speaker made a new Warrant to the Lord 
Keeper to make a new Writ. In the like caſe 
both touching Southwark and Melcombe Regis ; 
for I think the Warrant ought to be directed to 
the Lord Keeper. 

M* Pate of the Mizddle-Temple ſhewed that 
Ratio I egis was Anima Legis ; And he that pre- 
ſents a Precedent without a reaſon , preſents a 
body without a ſoul. There 1s a difference in 
Writs; there are Breviaex gratia ſpeciali and Bre- 
wvia curſoria ; And therefore when the Warrant 
hath gone from the Speaker to the Clerk, it hath 
cauſed the Wrus of courſe by the Lord Keeper. 

M- Secretary Herbert (ſhewed how that he with 
other three by their Commandments had been 
with the Lord Keeper whom he found molt Ho- 
nourably to entertain and receive both him and 
the reſt : And that his Lordſbip did greatly re- 
ſpeft both the majeſty and gravity of this Atſem- 
bly, and ſaid, that he woud beloth to derogate 
any thing from either : Notwithſtanding he ho- 
ped and prayed that if any further Precedents 
had improvidently gone from this Houfe, or 
contrary to the moſt antient uſage, that we 
would now ſettle our reſolution, and (tabliſh and 
decree that which might be a ſufficient Warrant 
unto him to put in Execution our Commands, 
and alſo increaſe the Majeſty and Honour of this 
Houſe, which he moſt heartily wiſhed might ever 

continue. And for my part, thus much I can 
aſlure you, that we cannot wiſh him to be more 
Honourable or more agreeable to this Houſe than 


we found him. 
Hewry 
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Henry Doyley of Lincolns-Inn ſaid, M* Speaker, 
I take it there is a Precedent this Parliament 
which will decide this Controverfie. For an Ho- 
nourable Perſon of this Houſe being choſen with 
my felt Burgeſs for Wallingford, and alſo Knight 
of a Shire, choſe to be aKnightz And a Warrant 
went from you M* Speaker, dire&ed tothe Clerk 
of the Crown for the Ele&ion of a new Burgeſs, 
who is fince Choſen and Sworn, and is now a 
Member of this Houſe , M* Thomas Forteſcne by 
name. 

M* Flemming (aid, The Clerk of the Crown 
1s our immediate Officer ; he is to be Attendant 
between the two Doors of the Upper Houſe and 
Lower Houſe, when any Warrant General is re- 
quired, he is to ſubſcribe it, to certifie it, &c. he 
1s to convey our minds and Meſſages to the Up. 
per Houſe, ec. Yea this Warrant 1s to be dire&- 
ed to him. 

Then all cryed to the queſtion. 

Then Mr Speaker ſtood up and ſaid, The Que- 
ſtion muſt ſtand on three parts, Firſt if the War- 


rant ſhall be directed to the Clerk of the Crown; 
Secondly to the Lord Keeper 3 Thirdly, if with- 
out any direCtion. - * 

The Houſe after this Speech was in great mur- 
mur and very loud; then ſtood up one and faid, 
M-* Speaker, Let the firſt Queſtion ſtand , and 
then all will be at an end. Then the Speaker ſaid, 
Shall the firſt queſtion ſtand 2 And all ſaid Yea. 

Then he ſaid, All thoſe that will have the War- | 
rant dire&ed to theClerk of the Crown cry Yea, 
and all thoſe that will not, cry No. And the Yeas 
got it a little. 

Then he asked if he would have this Order 
entred of Record, and all cryed Yea, Yea.

The Houſe wondred much at this Motion, and 
great murmuring there was 3 At laſt the Speaker | 
asked him where the Book was, and where he | 


law it. 
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He Anſwered, In the hands cf one Mr. Herry 
Davies his Clerk of Lincolns-1-n, but the Clerks 
name he knew not. The Serjcant upon Conſul- 
tation was fent for Mr. Davies and his Man into 
the Hall. After a while they came up, and no- 
tice being given thereof, the Man only was ſent 
for into the Houſe, who being a:ked what was 
bis name 3 he ſaid it was John Baker : bein 
asked of whom he had the aforeſaid Book 3 he 
ſaid of Jeremy Gonge of Clifford;-Inn : being ask- 
ed how long he had had it 3 he Anſwered three 
or four days: being asked if he knew it to be a 
Libellous and Seditious Book 3 he Anſwered that 
he never knew any ſuch matter in it : being a«k- 
ed where the Book was; he ſaid at his Malters 
Chamber. Then the Serjeant was commanded to 
take him forth, and to command one of his men 
to go with him to Lincolns-In to ferch the 
Book. 

Then the Speaker asked if they would have 
his Maſter in, but Mr. Doyley ſtood up and aid, 
Mr. Davies was a very honeſt Gentleman , and 
ſhewed him the Book firſt, and wiſhed him to 
complain unto this Houſe. He wiſhed Mr. Da- 
vies might be ſtayed till the Book were brought 3 
and if then it pleaſed them to ſend for him into 
the Houſe , they might, &c. So he was (tayed. 
In the mean time Mr. Davies his man went to 
the Chamber for the Book , which after it was 
brought'and well ſcann'd by the Privy-Council, 
it was found to be a meer Toy, and an old Book 
Intituled the Second Part of Fack of Dover, a 
thing both ſtale and Fooliſh; for which they 
ſaid Mr. Doyley was well laughed at, and thereby 
his credit much impeached in the Opinion of the 
Houſe. Whereupon Mr. Speaker asked, if they 
would have Mr. Davies and his Man brought 
into the Houſe; And all cryed No : Then if 
they ſhould be diſcharged, and all ſaid Yea, 
Yea, 

The Bill for redreſfing certain inconveniences 
in the Statute of 21 Her. 8. Cap. 13. Intituled 
An AQ againſt Pluralities of Benefices for taking 
of Farms by ſpiritual men and for Retidence, was 
read the ſecond time and diſputed, whether it 
ſhould be committed, im manner and form fol- 
lowing, v7z. 

Mr. Dun ſpake againſt this Bill and (aid, it 
was no reaſon that men of nnequal deſert {hould 
be equally Beneficed or equalized with the 
beſt. 

Do@or Crompton amongſt many other Speech- 
es wiſhed that Pluralities of Offices might be ta- 
ken from the Laity, and then Pluralitics of Bene- 
fices from the Spiritualty. Alfo in former Ages, 
he ſaid, Impropriations were given to the Spiri- 
tualty, and then no Pluralincs allowed 3 as allo 
Spiritual men bound by Ecclcftaſtical Canons ot 
their own from Marriage, ſo that they might live 
with far leſs charge than now they do : But ha- 
ving taken from them firſt the Impropriations 
they cannot keep that Roſpitality which 1s re- 
quired ; And nexr, Marriage bcirg tolerated a- 


| mong them, they living at great charge both of 
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{ufficeth not. | 

Sir George Moore ſaid, He thought the Bill 
moſt fit to be committed, it being in the general 
opinion a good Law, and tending to a good and 
a religious end 3 and ſuch is the iniquity of 
this Age, that for want of a good Law of this 
nature, many. Souls do not only languiſh but 

eriſh everlaſtingly for want of Spiritual Food, 

think therefore , that though there be ſome 
imperfeCtions in the Bill , yet the body and 
parts of it may be amended to every mans fatiſ- 
{action. 

Mr. Lock ſaid, Mr. Speaker, I think bare ſilence 
1s not an exoneration of a Mans Conſcience ; the 
ſimilitude of Offices and Bencfices made by the 
Door doth not hold, under favour 3 for Nox 
eſt incipiendum cum I aicis, (ed incipiendum a Do- 
mo Dei Therefore if they begin firſt, we ſhall 
follow in avoiding Pluralitics. 

Dodor James (aid, That it had been ſaid, That 
Pluralities were the cauſe of bringing corruption 
into the Church ; but for that , under favour, 
ſaid he, I think the contrary, becauſe corruption 
is commonly where Poverty is 3 but if compe- 
tent living be given to the Miniſter, I ſee no rea- 
ſon why juſt men ſhould judge there to be cor- 
ruption. Secondly, It was ſaid, that it would be 
a means of Preaching the Word 3 for that I An- 
ſwer, that if hope of competent hving be tak 
away, it will be a means to make the beſt Wits 
refuſe the ſtudy of Divinity. And therefore an 
Hiſtorian ſaith well , that Sublatis premiis corru- 
unt Artes. Conſider beſides, that in England 
there are above eight thouſand eight hundred 
and odd Pariſh Churches, fix hundred of which 
do but afford competent living for a Miniſter 
What then ſhall become of the multitude of otr 
Learned men? they have no other Preferments 
unleſs it be to get ſome Deanery, Prebendary or 
ſuch like, which is no eaſy matter to do, they 


being ſo few, eſpecially in this Catching Age. | 


To give the beſt Scholar but as great proportion 
as the meane(t Artiſan, or to give all alike, there 
15 no equality ; for inequalibus £qualia dare abſur- 
dum. And this will breed Poverty 1n the greateſt 
Learned, which is the Mother of Contempt, a 
thing both dangerous and odious unto Divinity 3 
This muſt needs enforce Preachers to preach pla- 
centia , which is a thing abhor'd even of God 
himſelf ' A Preacher who is no ordinary perſon, 
ought to have an extraordinary reward ; for 
the Canon ſaith he muſt be ad minimum Artinne 

Magiſter , aut publicus aut idoneus verbi Divini 
Concionator. 

Mr. David Waterhouſe ſaid, Mr. Speaker, Be- 
cauſe my ſelf am an Officer, I mean only to ſpeak 
of the Doors ſimilitude of Pluralities of Offices. 
By the Common Law, an Officer ſhall forfeit his 
Office for Non-Attendance 3 ſo for a Benefice the 
Incumbent ſhall alſo forfeit. But after, the Sta- 
tute came which made this toleration upon 
eighteen days ablence z ſo that now if we ſet 
this Statute at liberty again, this ſhall be no in- 
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Wife and Children, one Benefice of ſmall Cure | 
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novation in us, but a renovation of the Com- 

mon Law. And I will end only with this Cau- 

tion to the Houſe , that commonly the moſt Ig- 

ral uy Divines of this Land be double Bene- 
ced, 

Mr. Serjeant Harris ſaid, We ſeem to defend 
the Priviledges and Cuſtoms of the Houſe, bur - 
if we proceed to determine of this Bill, Mr. 
Speaker , we ſhall not only infringe a Cuſtom 
which we have ever obſerved, viz. to meddle 
with no matter that toucheth her Majeſties Pre- 
rogative 3 but alſo procure her great diſpleaſure. 
Admit we ſhould determine of this matter, yer 
her Majeſty may grant toleration with a Nox ob. 
ſtante. And, Mr . Speaker, the laſt Parliament 
may be a warning to us when the like Bill by us 
was prefer'd, and the ſame not only rejected, but 
alſo her Majeſty commanded the Lord Keeper to 
tell us, that ſhe hoped we would not hereafter 
meddle in Cafes of this nature fo nearly touch- 
ing her Prerogative Royal. 

Mr. Martin ſpake to this efte& : I agree with 
one that ſaid, Learning ſhould have her Re- 
ward ; but I ſay more, that- our Souls ſhould 


have their Spiritual Food ; + And I do wiſh, that 


Divines may have promotion not only with good 
convenience, but alſo with good abundance. 
Though I be Zealous, yet I hope to refrain and 
reſtrain my ſelf from that heat , which the heat 
of my Zeal and love of my Country drew me 
into very lately , for which I do not only ac- 
knowledge my (elf guilty in your Cenſures, but 
alſo crave Pardon of every particular Member 
of this Houſe, that heard me, but moſt eſpeci- 
ally of him I offended. But touching this Bill 
Mr. Speaker, and ſo he ſpake to theBill, ec. 

After this Speech an old DoGor of the Civil 
Law ſpakez but becauſe he was too long and 
ſpake too low , the Houfe hawk'd and ſpat and 
kept a great coil to make him make an end. 
Which Speech finiſhed, 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſtood up and ſaid , My 
Maſters, I utterly diſlike this ſtrange kind of 
courſe in the Houſe, it is the antient uſage that 
every man here ſhould ſpeak his Conſcience, and 
that both freely and with attention, yea though 
he ſpeak never ſo abſurdly. I beſeech you there- 
fore that this may be amended, and this trou- 
bling of any man in his Speech no more uſed. 
But to the matter, Mr. Speaker, I proteſt that 
which [ ſhall ſpeak I will utter to you all out of 
the Conſcience of a Chriſtian, Loyalty of a Sub- 
je&, and heart of an Engliſhman. I know that 
Diſtribatio Parochiarum eſt ex jure humano non 
Divino : But he that ſaid fo much, give me 
leave to tell him , that Diitributio verb+ Divint 
of ex jure Divino & humano. If then by the di- 

ributing and ſevering of Benefices to divers 
learned men, the Word may be the better diſtri- 
buted unto the people, and preached, as God be 
thanked, it hath been theſe forty three years un- 
der her Majeſties happy Government, (the point 
of whoſe dayes I beſeech the Almighty may be 
prolonged) [ ſee no reaſon , Mr. Speaker, why 
we 
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we ſhould doubt of the goodneſs of this Bill 
or make any queltion of the committing there- 
of, &*c. 

Mr. Roger Owen (after particular Anſwers to 
divers particular Objetions by Doftors) ſhewed 
that a Statute was but privatio COmmunits Jaris ; 
And this At will make no Innovation, becauſe 
it repeals only the Proviſo and not the Body. 
\V hereas 1t was ſaid by a Doctor, that Honos alit 
artes, and much more to that purpoſe; And if 
you take away the honour and reward, then 
you take away the Study it ſelf : For Anſwer 
thereunto, Mr. Speaker, I ſay under favour, that 
this Statute takes away no Benefices from the 
Clergy, but doth only better order the diltribu- 
tion of Benefices among the Clergy. For ano- 
ther Doctor that alledged a Canon confirmed 
under the Great Seal of Erglard, I fay, under 
favour, that they of the Clergy and not we of 
the Laity are bound thereby 3; tor they are as it 
were By-Laws to them, but not to us. 

Then the Speaker ſtood up and put it to the 
queſtion for the Commitment.

Mr Hide and Mr. Thomas Ceſar, who were ap- 
pointed to meet in the M:zdd/e-Temple Hall upon 
Monday next in the Afternoon at two of the 
Clock. 

Sir Francis Haſtings brought in the Bill againſt 
Swearing from the Committees (who were ap- 
pointed on Tweſday the 10'* day of November 
foregoing) and a new Bill drawn to the ſame 
purpoſe by the ſaid Committee.

Mr. Bacon one of the Committees 1n the Bill 
touching proceſs and pleadings 1n the Court of 
Exchequer, maketh Report of the travel and 
meeting of the Committees 3 and brought in a 
new Bill drawn to the ſame purpoſe; upon the 
referring whereof he ſpake as followeth, (out of 
the Private Journal.) 

Mr. Speaker, This Bill hath been deliberately 
and judiciouſly conſidered of by the Committees, 
before whom Mr. Osborr came, who 1 aſſure this 
Houſe, did fo diſcreetly demean himſelf and fo 
ſubmiſlively referr'd the State of this whole Office 
to the Committees, and ſo well anſwered in his 
own defence, that they would not ranſack the 
Heaps or ſound the bottom of former Offences, 
but only have taken away ſomething that was ſu- 
perfluous and needleſs to the Subject. Touching 
the Committees they have reformed part ; Yet 


they have not ſo nearly eyed every particular, as 
if they would pare to the quick an Office of her 
Majeſties gift and Patronage. This Bill is both 
publick and private 5 publick becauſe it is to do 


good unto the Subject ; and private, becauſe it 
doth no injuſtice to the particular Officer. The 
Committces herein have not taxed the Officer by 
way of imputation,but removed a task by way of 
Impoſition. I will not tell you what we have 
taken away either in quo titulo's or Exchequer 
language, but according to the Poet who faith, 
Mitte id quod ſcio, Dic quod rogo; 1 will omit 
that which you have known, and tell you that 
you know not and are to know, and that in 
familiar terms. And fo he told the ſubſtance of 
the Bill, We found that her Majeſty whoſe eyes 
are the Candles of our good days, had madehim 
an Officer by Patent 3 in which that he might 
have right, her Majeſties Learned Councel were 
there in Centinel to ſee that her Majeſtics right 
might not be ſuppreſſed. If my memory hath failed 
me in delivering of the truth of the proceedin 
and the Committees determination, I deſire thoſe 
that were preſent to help and affiſt me. Here is the 
Bill. So he called aloud to the Serjeant of the

M* Fettiplace, a Burgeſs for London, {pake to 
this Bill, and faid, it is to be thought that the 
Netherlands having ſo much uſe for money, is 
the Exporter thereof out of this Realm. The 
French King made it a Law that no man upon 
pain of Death ſhould export money thence. Ger- 
many holdeth the Standard, ſo doth France, fo 
do we ; but the Netherlander only doth not, and 
he only gaineth of all three. There be good Sta- 
tutes already made. to this purpoſe both in the 
time of King Rich, Il. Her. TIT. Her. IV. Hen. V. 
and Her. VI. that no Strangets ſhould bring Com- 
modities into this Land, but he ſhould bring fo 
much money. He made a very long Speech touch- 
ing the manner of Trade by Exchange in Mer- 
chants Language, &c. and concluded with de- 
fire of Commitment , and that the Merchants 
might be called. And thereupon it was commit- 
ted to divers of the Committees who were ap- 
pointed to meet this day Seven-night at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber.

The Speaker gave the Clerk a Bill to read, and

miſliking the reaſons of her Grants 3 but out of 
grief of heart, to ſee the Town wherein I ſerve 
peſter'd and continually vext by the Subſtitutes 
and Vicegerents of theſe Monopolitans, who -are 
ever il]-diſpoſed and affe&ed Menibers. I beſeech 
you give me leave to prove this unto you by 
this Argument. Whoſoever tranſgreſſeth the 
Royal Commiſion of her Majeſty being granted 
upon good and Warrantable Sugpeſtions., and. 
alſo abuſeth the Authority and Warrant of her 


— 


Majefttes Privy-Council being granted unto him 


for the more favourable Execution of hisPatent ; 


this man is an evil-diſpoſed and dangerous Sub- 
FC. But that this is true and hath been done by 
one Perſon, a Subſtitute of a Patentee, I will 
prove unto you, The Major needs not be pro- 
ved; the Minor I will thus prove. My felt am 
Oculatus teſtis of this Minor, Et talis teſtis plus 
valet e _—_ unus quan auriti decew. The Sub- 
ſtitutes for Aquavite and Vinegar came not long 
lince to the Town where I ſerve, and preſently 
ſtayed fale of both theſe Commodities ; unleſs 
the Sellers would compound with them, they 
muſt preſently to the Council-Table. My ſelf 
though ignorant, yet not ſo unskilful, by reaſon 
of my -profeſiion , but that 1 could judge whe- 
ther their proceedings were according to their 
Authority, viewed their Patent, and found they 
exceeded in three points : for where the Patent 
gives Months -iberty to the Subject thar 
hath any Aquavite to ſell the ſame, this Perſon 
comes down within two Months and takes Bond 
of them to his own uſe, where he ought to bring 
them before a Juſtice of Peace, and they there to 
be bound inRecognizance,andafterto be returned 
into the Exchequer ; and fo by Ulurpation re- 
taineth Power in his own hands to kill or ſave. 
Thus her Majeſties Commiſſion being tranſgreſ- 
fed, as a ſworn Servant to her Majeſty, I hold 
my felf bound to certifie the Houſe thereof ; and 
alſo that this Subſtitute ſtands Indicted as an ob- 
ſtinate Recuſant : Yea when her Majeſties name 
hath been ſpoken of and her ſelf prayed for, he 
bath refuſed to (tir Hat or Lip. My humble Mo- 
tion therefore is, that we might uſe ſome caution 
or circumſpective care to prevent this enſuing 
miſchief. 

M* Francis Bacon ſaid , the Gentleman that 
ſpake laſt coaſted fo for and againſt the Bill, that 
tor my own part not well hearing him, I did not 
perfectly underſtand him. I confeſs the Bill as it 
1s, is m few/words,, but yet ponderous and 
weighty. For the Prerogative Royal of the 
Prince, for my own part I ever allowed of it, 
and \t is ſuch as I hope ſhall never be diſcuſs'd. 
The Queen as ſhe is our Sovereign , hath both 
an enlarging and reſtraimng Power. For by her 
Prerogative ſhe may firſt ſet at hberty things re- 
ſtrained by Statute Law or otherwiſe; and (e- 
condly, by her Prerogative ſhe may reſtrain 
things which be at liberty. For the firſt, ſhe may 
grant 0# obſiante contrary to the penal Laws, 
which truly according to my own Conſcience 
and fo ſtruck himſelf on the Breaſt) are as hate- 
tal to the Subje& as Monopohies. For the ſecond, 
if any man out of his own Wit, induſtry or in- 
deavour finds 'out any thing beneficial for the 
Common-Wealth, or bring 1n any new Inventt- 
on, which-every Subject of this Kingdom may 
uſe ; yet in regard of his pains and travel therein, 
her Majeſty -perhaps/is/pleaſed to grant him a Pri- 
viledge to uſe the ſame only by himſelt or his 
Deputiesfor a certain time. This 1s one kind of 
Monopoly. -Somerimes there 1s a glut of _

when they be in exceflive quantity, as perhaps 
of. Corn, and her Majeſty gives Licence of tran(- 
portation to, one Man; this B another kind of 
Monopoly. Sometimes there is a fearcity or a 
{mall quantity, and the like is granted alſo. Theſe 
and divers of this nature have been in Tryal both 
at the Common-Pleas upon Actions of Freſpats, 
where if the Judges do find the Priviledge good, 
and beneficial to the Common-Wealth, they then 
will allow it ; otherwiſe difallow it : And alſo 
I know that her Majeſty her ſelf hath given Com- 
mandment to her Attorney General to bring di- 
vers of them ſince the Jaſt Parliament to Tryal in 
the Exchequer, fince which time at leaſt fifteen 
or ſixteen to my knowledge have been repealed, 
ſome by her Majcſties own expreſs Command- 
ment upon Complaint made unto her by Petition, 
and fome by 2x0 Warranto in the Exchequer. 
But M* Speaker, {aid he (pointing to the Bill) 
this 1s no Stranger 1n this place, but a Stranger 
in this Veſtment;z the uſe hath been ever to hum- 
ble our ſelves unto her Majeſty, and by Petition 
deſire to have our grievances remedied, efpeci- 
ally when the remedy toucheth her ſo nigh in 
point of Prerogative. | 
once, neither was it poſhible (ince the laſt Par- 
liament to repeal all. If her Majeſty make a Pa- 
tent (or (as we term it) a Monopoly) unto 
any of her Servants, that mult go, and we cry 
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out of it ; but if ſhe grant it to a number of Bur- !

forſooth is no Monopoly. 1 ſay and I fay again, 
that we ought not to deal, to judge or tneddle 
with her Majeſties Prerogative. I wiſh every 
man therefore to be careful in this buſineſs; And 
humbly pray this Houſe to teſtihe with me, 
that I have diſcharged my duty in reſpe& of my 
place in ſpeaking on her Majeſties behalfz And 
proteſt I have delivered my Conſcience in ſaying 
that which I have ſaid. 

D* Bennet ſaid, He that will go about to de- 
bate her Majeſties Prerogative Royal, had need 
walk warily. In reſpect of a grievance out of 
the City for which I come, I think my ſelf bound 
to ſpeak that now which I had not intended to 
ſpeak before; I mean a Monopoly of Salt. Ir 1s 
an old Proverb Sal ſapit omnia , Fire and Wa- 
ter are not more necefſary. But for other Mo- 
nopolies of Cards, (at which word Sir Walter 
Raleigh bluſht) Dice, Starch and the like, they 
are (becauſe Monopolies) I muſt contels very 
hurtful, though not all alike hurtful. I know 
there is a great difference in them 3 And I think 
if the abuſes in this Monopoly of Salt were parti- 
cularized , this would walk in the fore rank. 
Now ſeeing we are come to the means of redrels, 
let us ſee that it be ſo mannerly and handſomely 
handled, that after a Commitment it may have 
good pallage. 

M* Lawrence Hide, I confels, M* Speaker, that 
I owe duty to God, and Loyalty to my Prince. 
And for the Bill it (elf I made it, and I think I 
underſtand it 3 And far be it from this heart of 
mine to think, this tongue to ſpeak, or this hand 
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to write any thing, either in prejudice or dero- 
gation of her Majeſties Prerogative Royal and 
the State. But becauſe you ſhall know that this 


| courſe 1s no new Invention , but long ſince di- 


geſted in the Age of our Fore-fathers above three 
hundred Years ago, I will offer to your conſi- 
derations one Precedent 10 Ed. 3. At what time 
one John Peach was Arraigned at this Bar in Par- 
lament, for that he had obtained of the King a 
Monopoly for Sweet Wines. The Patent atter 
great advice and diſpute adjudged void, and 
before his face in open Parliament Cancelled, 
becauſe he had exaCted three ſhillings and four 
pence for every Tun of Wine; himſelf adjudged 
to Priſon until he had made reſtitution of all 
that ever he had recovered, and not to be d&i- 
vered till after a Fine of five hundred pounds 
paid to the King. This is a Precedent worthy of 
obſervation, bur I dare not preſume to ſay wor- 
thy the following. And M* Speaker, as I think 
it 15no derogation to the Omnipotence of God 
to ſay he can do all but evil 3 So 1 think it is no 
derogation to the Majeſty or Perſon of the 
Queen to ſay the like in ſome proportion. Yet 
M- Speaker, becauſe two Eyes may ſee more than 
one, I humbly pray that there might be a Com- 
mitment had of this Bill, leſt ſomething may be 
therein which may prove the bane and over- 
throw thereof at the time of the paſling. 

M- Speaker, quoth Serjeant Harris, for ought 
I fee, the Houſe moveth to have this Bill in the 
nature of a Petition 3 It muſt then begin with 
more humiliation : And truly Sir, the Bill is 
good of it felt, but the penning of it is ſomewhat 
out of courſe. 

M- Mourtague ſaid , The'matter is good and 
honeſt, and I like this manner of procceding by 
Bill well enough in this matter. The grievances 
are great, and I would note only unto you thus 
much , that the Jaſt Parliament we procceded 
by way of Petition which had no ſucceſsful 
effect. 

M* Francis Moore ſaid, M* Speaker, I know 
the Queens Prerogative is a thing curious to be 
dealt withal, yet all grievances are not compara- 
ble. I cannot utter with my tongue or conceive 
with my heart the great grievances that the Town 
and Country for which l ſerve, ſuffereth by ſome 
of thele Monopohies ; It bringeth the genera! pro- 
fit into a private hand, and the end of all is Beg- 
gery and Bondage to the Subjes. We have a 
Law tor the true and faithful currying of Lea- 
ther; There is a Patent ſets all at liberty, not- 
withſtanding that Statute. And to what purpoſe 
is it to do any thing by Act of Parliament, when 
the Queen will undo the ſame by her Preroga- 
tive? Out of the ſpirit of humiliation, M* Spea- 
ker, I do ſpeak it, there is no Act of hers thar 
hath been or is more derogatory to her own Ma- 
jelty, more odious to the Subject, more dan- 
gerous to the Common-Wealth than the grant- 
ig of thele Monopohes. | 

Mr Martiz (aid, I do Speak for a Town that 
gricyes and pines, lor a Countrey that groanett: 
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and languiſheth under the burthen of monſtrous | 
and unconſcionable Subſtitutes to the Monopo- 
litans of Starch, Tinn, Fiſh , Cloth , Oyl, Vi 
negar , Salt, and | know not what, nay what 
not ? The principalleſt commodities both of my 
Town and Country are ingroffed into the hand of 
thoſe blood-ſuckers of the Common-Wealth. 
If a body, M* Speaker, being let blood, be left 
ſtill languiſhing without any remedy, how can 
the good eſtate of that body long remain? Such 
is the State of my Town and Country, the Trat- 
fick is taken away, the inward and private 
Conimodities are taken away , and dare not be 
uſed without the Licence of theſe Monopolitans, 
If theſe blood-ſuckers be (till let alone to ſuck 
up the beſt and principalleſt commodities which 
the earth there hath given us, what ſhall become 
of us, from whom the fruits of our own Soll 
and the commodities of our own labour, which 
with the ſweat of our brows even up to the 
knees in Mire and Dirt, we have laboured for, 
{ball be taken by Warrant of Supream Autho- 
rity, which the poor Subjets dare not gainſay ? 
M:. George Moore ſaid, I make noqueſtion but 
that this bill offereth good matterz And I do 
wiſh that the matter may in ſome ſort be proſe- 
cuted, and the Bill rejected. Many grievances 
have been laid open touching the Monopolics of 
Salt ; but if we add thereunto peter, then we 
had hit the grief aright 3 with which my Coun- 
try is perplexed. There be three perſons her 
Majeſty, the Patentee and the Subject; her Ma- 
zeſty the head, the Patentee the hand, and the 
Subje& the ſoot. Now here's our Caſe, the head 
gives power to the hands, the hand opprefleth 
the foot, the foot riſeth againſt the head. We 
know the power of her Majeſty cafinot be re- 
ſtrained by any Aft, why therefore ſhould we 


thus talk? Admit we ſhould make this Statute 
with a Noz obſtante, yet the Queen may grant | 
a Patent with a No# obſtante, to.croſs this Nox 
obſtante. 1 think therfore it agreeth more with 
the gravity and wiſdom of this Houſe to proceed 
with all humbleneſs by Petition than Ball. 

VM Wirg field ſaid, I would but put the Houſe 
in mind of the proceeding we had in this matter | 
the laſt Parliament, in the end whereof our 
Speaker moved her Majeſty by way of Petition, 
that. the griefs touching theſe Monopolies might 
be reſpected, and the grievances coming of them 
might be redreſfſed. Her Majeſty anſwered by 
the Lord Keeper, that ſhe would take care of 
theſe Monopolies and our griefs ſhould be 
redreſled; if not, ſhe would give us free liber- 
ty to proceed in making a Law the next Parli- 
ament. The grief, M* Speaker, is (till bleeding, 
and we green under the ſore, and are ſtill with- 
out remedy, It was my hap the laſt Parlia- 
ment to encounter with the word Prerogative 3 
butasthen, ſo now I do it with all humility, and 
wiſh all happineſs both unto it and to her Ma- 

jeſty. Iam 1ndiflerent touching our proceed- 
ing either by Bill or Perition, ſo that therein 


our grievances may follow, whereby her Ma- |

jelty may ſpecially underſtand them. 

Sir Walter Raleigh (aid, I am urged to ſpeak 
in two reſpets ; the one becauſe I find my ſelf 
touched in particular z the other, in that I take 
ſome imputation of ſlander to be offered unto 
her Majeſty, I mean by the Gentleman that firſt 
mentioned Tinn (which was M* Martin ) for that 
being one of the principal commodities of this 
Kingdom, and being in Cornwall, it- hath ever, 
ſo long as there were any, belonged to the Dukes 
of Cornwall, and they had ſpecial Patents of Pri- 
viledge. It pleaſed her Majeſty freely to beſtow 
upon me that priviledge 3 And that Patent be- 
ing word for word, the very ſame the Duke's is, 
and becauſe by reaſon of mine Office of Lord 
Warden of the Stannary, I can ſufficiently inform 
this Houſe of the State thereof; I will make bold 
todeliver it unto you. When the Tinn is taken 
out of the Mine, and melted and refined, then 
1s every piece containing one hundred weight 
ſealed with the Duke's Seal. Now I will tell 
you, that before the granting of my Patent, 
whether Tinn were but of ; Franc {billings 
and ſo upward to fifty ſhillings a bundred, yet 
the Poor Workmen never had above two ſhil- 
lings the week, finding themſelves : But fince 
my Patent, whoſoever will work, may 3 and 
buy Tinn at what price :ſoever, they have four 
{billings a week truly paid, . -There is no Poor 
that 'will work there, bunt may, and have that 
wages. .. Notwithſtanding, if all others may be 
repealed, I will give my conſent as freely to the 
cancelling of this,as any Member of this Houſe. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid, It is a ſpecial honour 
to this Aſſembly to give freedom of ſpeech to 
all ; And howſoever ſome have been heretofore 
troubled, yet I joy to ſee ſo great reformation, 
that we may ſpeak quietly and be heard peace- 
ably. Every man hath not'like ſence or judg- 
ment, neither 1s every mans memory alike : I 
wiſh that if any Gentleman that ſpeaks of this 
or any other ſubje& as injurious, ſhall let fall any 
word amiſs or unpleaſing, that it may be actri- 
buted rather to haſtineſs than want of duty. 
This Speech proceeded in reſpe& of Sir Walter 
Raleighs Speech, as alſo of the great ſilence af- 
ter It. | 

M* Sigg wiſht a Committee. to deviſe a 
courſe. 

Sir Robert Wroth wiſht aCommittee, in which 
a courſe might be deviſed how herMajeſty might 
know our griets. 

M* Downland (aid , As I would be no lett or 
over vehement in any thing, ſo I am not ſottiſh 
or ſenſeleſs of the common grievance of the 
Common-Wealth. If we proceed by way of Pe- 
tition, we can have no more gracious Anſwer 
than'we had the laſt Parliament to our Petitions. 
But fince that Parliament we have no reforma- 
tion 3 And the reaſon why I think no reforma- 
tion hath been had, is, becauſe 1 never heard the 
cry againſt Monopolies greater and more vehe- 
ment.

to Sir Francis Haitings, who with the reſt was 
appointed to meet to Morrow in this Houſe at | 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon.

The Bill of Monopolies was read, to which M- 
Spicer (ſpake and ſaid, M* Speaker, I think it 
were good this Bill were committed ; I am no 
Apoſtate, but I ſtick to the former faith and opi- 
nion that I was of, that by way of Petition will 
be our ſafeſt courſe ; for it is to no purpole to 
offer to tie her hands by At of Parliament, when 
(he may looſen her ſclt at her pleafure. Lthink 
It were a Courle nec gratum, nec tutum. And 
therefore the belt way is to have a Committee 
to. conſider what courſe ſhall be proceeded in ; 
for I doubt not but we be all agreed of the re- 
formation, though not of the manner. 

M* Davies ſaid, God hath given that power 
to abſolute Princes which he attributeth to him- 
ſelf, Dixi quod Dii eſtis. And as Attributes un- 
to them he hath given Majeſty, Juſtice and Mer- 
cy 3 Majeſty, in reſpect of the Honour that the 
Subject ſheweth to his Prince 3 Juſtice, in reſpect 
he can do no wrong, therefore the Law is 1 Hez:. 
7. that the King cannot commit a diſleizin 3 Mer- 
cy, in reſpe& he giveth leave to Subjects to right 
themſelves by Law : And therefore in 43 Az. 
an Indiftment was brought againſt Bakers and 
Brewers, for that by colour of Licence they had 
broken the Aſſize 3 wherefore according to that 
Precedent I think it moſt fit to proceed by Bill 
not by Petition. 

M* Secretary Cecil! ſaid, If there had not been 
ſome miſtaking or ſome confulion in the Com- 
mittee, I would not now have ſpoken. The 

ueſtion was of the moſt convenient way to re- 
Gm theſe grievances of Monopoly : But af- 
ter diſputation, of the labour we have not re- 
ceived the expected fruit. If every man hal] 
take leave to ſpeak for the common Subject, I 
am afraid in theſe vaſt powers of our mind, we 
ſball diſpute the project and retormation quite 
out of doors. This diſpute draws two great 
things in queſtion 3 Firſt the Princes power 3 
Secondly the freedom of Engliſhmen. I am born 
an Engliſhman and am a Fellow-Member of this 
Houſe ; I would deſire to live no day, in which 
I ſhould detra&t from either. I am ſervant unto 
the Queen, and before I would ſpeak or give 
conſent to a Caſe that ſhould debaſe her Prero- 
gative or abridge it, I would wiſh my tongue cut 
out of my head. I am ſure there were Law-makers 
before there were Laws. One Gentleman went 
about to poſſeſs us, with the Execution of the 
Law in an Antient Record of 5* or 7* Edwardi 
3. Likely enough to be true in that time, when 
the King was afraid of the Subje&. Though this 
Precedent be a ſubſtance, yet it is not the whole 
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ſubſtance of the Parliament, For ir former tim«-. 
all ſate together as well King as Subjc&, and then 
It was no prejudice to his Prerogaiive to have 
ſuch a Monopoly examined. If you ſtand up- 
on Law and diipute of the Prerogative,  heark 
ye what Praion faith, Prerogativaus Noſtranz 
nemo audeat diſputare. And for my own part ! 
like not theſe courlgs ſhould be taken. And 
you M- Speaker, ſhould perform the charge her 
Majelty gave unto you in the beginning of this 
Parliament, not to receive Bills of this nature ; 
for her Majeſtics ears be open to all grievances, 
and her hand (tretcht out to every mans Petiti- 
ons. For the matter of accels I like it well, fo 
it be firſt moved and the way prepared. I had 
rather all the Patents were deſtroyed than her 
Majeſty ſhould loſe the hearts of ſo many Sub- 
jects as 1s pretended, I will tell you what I think 
of theſe Monopolies : I take them to be of three 
natures, ſome of a free nature and good, ſome 
void of themſelves, ſome both good and void. 
For the firſt, when the Prince diſpenſes with a 
penal Law that is left to the alteration of Sove= 
reignty , I think it powerful and irrevocable. 
For the ſecond, as to grant that which taketh 
from the Subject his Birthright,fuch men as deſire 
theſe kind of Patents, I account them miſdoers 
and wilful and wicked oftenders. Of the third 
ſort is the Licence for the matter of Cards, e*c. 
And therefore I think it were fit to have a new 
Commitment to conſider what her Majeſty may 
grant, what not 3 what courſe we fhall take, and 
upon what points. 

M*- Door Stanhop and D* Hoxe were ſent 
from the Lords with a Bill intituled, An A& for 
the Uniting of Eye and Daunſder to the Mannor 
of Sunninge, 

M*- Mountage ſaid, Iam loth to ſpeak what I 
know, leſt perhaps I ſhould diſpleaſe. The Pre- 
rogative Royal is that which 1s now in queſtion, 
and which theLawsof the Land haveever allowed 
and maintained. Then my motion (hall be but 
this, That we may be Suitors unto her Majeſty, 
that the Patentees ſhall have no other remedies 
than by the Laws of the Realm they may have, 
and that our AC& may be accordingly. 

M- Martiz ſaid,l think the Common grievance 
and the Queens Prerogative have inſpired this 
Gentleman that laſt ſpake (whom for reverence 
ſake I muſt needs name, M" Monntague) to make 
that motion which he hath done. And becauſe 
the Houſe ſeems greatly to applaud it, may 1t 
pleaſe you M* Speaker, to put it to the queltton, 
whether that ſhall be determined of at the Com- 
mittee. Now the Committees were, all the Privy 
Council being Members of this Houſe, and the 
Queens Learned Councel Memberslikewile of this 
Houſe, all the Knights of the Shires, Sir George 
Moore, M* D* Bennet, M* Hide, M* Winch, Sir 
Charles Cavendiſh,Sir Percival Hart, M* Thiny, Mr. 
Downhalt, Mr. Martin and divers others, toge- 
ther with the Knights and Citizens for Lo»4or, 
the Barons of the Ports, M* Lieutcnant of the 
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| Tower and M* Doctor Ceſar, who were appoin- 
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ted to meet this Afternoon in this Houſe at two 
of the Clock, to have Conference and to agree 

upon ſome courſe to be taken touching Patents 

of Priviledges, and to report unto this Houſe of 
their reſolutions therein accordingly.

all Forfeitures and abuſes committed by Tanners 
contrary to the Statute. And that the greateſt 
part of the before-mentioned Patents of Pnviledge 
or Monopolies had been granted fince. Where- 
upon after M* Davies had moved to have theſe 
Monopolies proceeded againſt by Bill, and Mr:

by Petition to her Majeſty , and that the Houſe 
had heard the particular relation of the ſaid Mo- 
nopolies, there was nothing done or concluded 
upon, but a meeting appointed on 1xeſday in the 
Afternoon.

Upon ſome loudConfulton in the Houle touch- 
ig ſome private murmur of Monopohes, 

Mr Secretary Cecil! ſaid, The Duty I owe and 
the Zeal to extinguiſh Monopolies makes me to 
ſpeak now , and to ſatisfy their Opinions that 
think there ſhall be no redreſs of theſe Monopo- 
hes. Order is attended with theſe two Hand- 
maids, Gravity and Zea); but Zeal with Diſcre- 
tion. I have been (though unworthy) a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe in fix or ſeven Parltaments, 
yer never did [ ſee the Houle 1n fo great Confu- 
fion. I believe there never was 10 any Parlia- 
ment a more tender point handled than the Lt- 
berty of the Subject, that when any 1s diſcutling 
this point, he ſhould be cried and cought down. 
This 1s more fit for a Grammar-School than a 
Court of Parliament. I have been a Counſel- 
lor of State this twelve years , yet did I never 
know it ſubje& to conſtruftion of levity and 
diſorder. Much more ought we to be regardful 
ſo great and grave an Alſembly. Why, we 
have had Speeches upon Speeches, without either 
Order or Diſcretion. One would have had us 
proceed by Bill, and ſee if the Queen would have 
denied it : Another, that the Patents ſhould be 
brought here before us and cancelled ; and this 
were bravely done. Others would have us to 
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proceed by way of Petition, which Courſe doubt- 
leſs is beſt 3 but for the firſt, and eſpecially for 
the ſecond, it is ſo ridiculous, that I think we 
ſhould have as bad ſuccels as the Devil himſelf 
would have wiſhed in ſo good a Cauſe. Why, if 
idle courſes had been followed, we ſhould have 
gone forſooth to the Queen with a Petition to 
have repealed a Patent of Monopoly of Tabaco 
Pipes (which M* Wirgficlds note had) and I 
know not how many conceits: but I wiſh every 
man to reſt fatished till the Committees have 
brought in their reſolutions according to your 
Commandments. 

On Wedneſday the 25" day of November,Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laſt being the Bill for the 
levying of Fines in the County and City of 
Cheſter was read the ſecond time, and committed 
unto all the Queens Learned Councel being of 
this Houſe , the Knights and Burgeſles for the 
County and City of Cheiter , Sir John Egerton 
and others, who were appointed to meet upon 
Friday next in the Inner-Temple Hall at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon.

The Bill to prevent double payment of Debt 
upon Shop-Books was read the ſecond time and 
committed unto Sir Walter Raleigh, Mr. Beeſton, 
Sir Francis Haſtings and others; and the Bill 
was delivered to Mr. Beeſtor, who with the reſt 
was appointed to meet in the [mner-Temple Hall 
at two of the Clock in the Afternoon upon Fr:i- 
day next. 

The Committees for the Exchequer Bill (who 
were appointed on Saturday the 21*" day of this 
inſtant November toregoing) brought in the Bill 
with ſome Amendments, and after ſome Speeches 
therein had, upon the queſtion reſolved, that it 
ſhould be preſently recommitted to be conſidered 
of in the Committee Chamber of this Houſe, and 
thereunto are 44 201g Mr. Mountague, Mr.

. Mr. Speaker (after a filence, and every man 
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marvelling why the Speaker ſtood up) ſpake to 
this effect. 

It pleaſed her Majeſty to command me to at- 
tend upon her Yeſterday in the Afternoon, from 
whom I am to deliver unto you all, her Majeſties 
moſt gracious Meſſage ſent by my unworthy Self. 
She yields you all®hearty thanks for your care 
and ſpecial regard of thoſe things that concern 
her State, Kingdom, and conſequently our Selves, 
whoſe good ſhe had always tendred as her ownz 
for our ſpeedy reſolution in making of ſo haſty 
and free a Subſidy, which commonly ſucceeded 
and never went before our Councels 3 and for 
our Loyalty : Ido aſſure you with ſuch and fo 
great Zeal and Afﬀection ſhe uttered and ſhewed 
the ſame, that to expreſs it, our tongues are not 
able, neither our hearts to conceive 1t, It plea- 
ſed her Majeſty to ſay unto me , that if ſhe had 
an hundred tongues ſhe could not expreſs our 
| earty good Wills. And further ſhe (aid, that as 
ſhe had ever held our good moſt dear, fo the 
laſt day of our (or her) Lite ſhould witneſs it 3 
And that the leaſt of her Subjects was not grie- 
ved, and ſhe not touched. She appealed to the 
Throne of Almighty God, how careful ſhe hath 
been and will be to defend her People from all 
Oppreflions, She ſaid, that partly by intimation 
of her Council, and partly by divers Petitions 
that have been delivered unto her both going to 
the Chapel and alſo to walk abroad, {be under- 
ſtood that divers Patents, which ſhe had gran- 
ted, were grievous to her Subjettsz and that 
the Subſtitutes of the Patentees had uſed great 
Oppreſſions. But ſhe ſaid, ſhe never afſented to 
grant any thing which was Malum in ſe. And 
if in the abuſe of her Grant there be any thing 
evil (which ſhe took knowledge there was) ſhe 
her ſelf would take preſent Order of reforma- 
tion. I cannot expreſs unto you the Apparent 
Indignation of her Majeſty towards theſe abuſes, 
She ſaid that her Kingly Prerogative (for ſo ſhe 
termed it) was tender 3 and therefore defireth 
us not to fear or doubt of her careful reforma- 
tion ; for ſhe ſaid, that her Commandment was 
given alittle before the late troubles (meaning 
the Earl of Eſex's matters) but had an unfortu- 
nate Event : but that in the middeſt of her moſt 
great and weighty occaſions, ſhe thought upon 
them. And that this ſhould not ſuffice, but that 
further Order ſhould be taken preſently and not 
in futuro (for that alſo was another word which 
I take it her Majeſty uſed) and that ſome ſhould 
be preſently repealed, ſome ſuſj and none 
put in Execution, but ſuch as ſhould firſt have a 
Tryal according to the Law for the good of the 
People. Againſt the abuſes her wrath was fo in- 
cenſed, that ſhe ſaid, that ſhe neither could nor 
would ſuffer ſuch to eſcape with impunity. So 
to my unſpeakable comfort ſhe hath made me 
the Meſlenger of this her gracious Thankfulneſs 
and Care. Now we fee that the Axe of her 
Princely Juſtice is laid to the Root of the Tree ; 
and fo we ſee her gracious goodneſs hath pre- 
vented our Counſels and Conſultations God 
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make us thankful, and ſend her long to Reign 
amongſt us. . If through weakneſs of memory, 
want of utterance or frailty of my Self, I have 
omitted any thing of her Majeſties Commands, 
| do moſt humbly crave Pardon for the ſame : 
And do beſeech the Honourable Perſons which 
afliſt this Chair and were preſent before her Ma- 
jeſty at the delivery hereof, to ſupply and help 
my imperfections 3 which joined with my fear 
have cauſed me {no doubt) to forget ſomething 
which I ſhould have delivered unto you. 

After a little pauſe and filent talking one with 
another, M* Secretary Cecil/ ſtood up and ſaid, 
There needs no ſupply of the Memory of the 
Speaker : But becauſe it pleaſed him to deſire 
ſome that be about him to aid his delivery, and 
becauſe the reſt of my Fellows be filent, I will 
take upon me to deliver ſome thing which I both 
then heard,and ſince know. I was preſent with the 
re{t of my Fellow Counſellors, and the Meſſage 
was the ſame that hath been told you and t 
cauſe hath not ſucceeded from any particular 
courſe thought upon, but from private Informa- 
tions of ſome particular perſons. I have been very 
lnquiſitive of them and of the Cauſe, why more 
importunity was now uſed than afore, which I 
am afraid comes by being acquainted with ſome 
courſe of proceeding in this Houſe. There are 
no Patents now of force , which ſhall not pre- 
ſently be revoked 3 for what Patent ſoever is 
granted, there ſhall be left to the overthrow of 
that Patent, a Liberty agreeable to the Law. 
There is no Patent if it be Mal in ſe, but the 
Queen was ill apprized in her Grant. But all to 
the generality be unacceptable. I take it, there 
is no Patent whereof the Execution hath not 
been injurious. Would that they had never been 
granted. I hope there ſhall never be more, (All 
the Houſe ſaid Amer.) In particular moſt of 
theſe Patents have been ſupported by Letters of 
Afliſtance from her Majeſties Privy Council; but 
whoſoever looks upon them ſhall find, that they 
carry no other ſtile, than with relation to the 
Patent. I dare afſure you that from henceforth 
there ſhall be no more granted. They ſhall all 
be revoked. But to whom do they repair with 
theſe Letters? to ſome out-houſe , to ſome de- 
ſolate Widow, to ſome ſimple Cottage, or poor 
ignorant People, who rather than they would 
be troubled and undo themſelves by coming up 
hither, will give any _ in for theſe 
Caterpillars ſatisfaftion. The notice of this is 
now publick, and you will perhaps judge this to 
be a Tale to ſerve the time. But I would have 
all men to know thus much, that it is no jeſting 
with a Court of Parliament, neither dares any 
man (for my own part I dare not) ſo mock and 
abuſe all the States of this Kingdom 1n a matter 
of this uence and importance. I ſay there- 
fore there ſhall be a Proclamation generalthrough- 
out the Realm to notify her Majeſties refolution 
in this behalf And becauſe you may eat your 
meat more ſavourly than you have done, every 


| man ſhall have Salt as good cheap as he can "A 
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ther buy it or make it, freely without danger of 
that Patent, which ſhall be preſently revoked. 
The ſame benefit ſhall they have which have cold 
Stomachs, both for Aquavite and Aqua compoſita 
and the like. And they that have weak Stomachs, 
for their ſatisfaCtion, ſhall have Vinegar and Ale- 
gar, and the like ſet at liberty. Train Oyl ſhall 
go the ſame way 3 Oy! of Blubber ſhall march 
in equal rank ; Bruſhes and Bottles endure the 
like Judgment. The Patent for Pouldavy, if it 
be not called in, it ſhall be Oade 3 which as I 
take it is not reſtrained either by Law or Statute, 
but only by Proclamation (1 mean from the for- 
mer Sowing) though for the ſaving thereof it 
might receive good diſputation, Yet for your ſa- 
tisfaQtion, the Queens Pleaſure 1s to revoke that 
Proclamation ; only ſhe prayeth thus much, that 
when ſhe cometh on Progrels to ſee you in your 
Countries; ſhe be not driven out of your Towns 
by ſuffering it to infe& the Air too near them. 
Thoſe that deſire to go ſprucely in their Rufis 
may at leſs charge than accuſtomed obtain their 
wilb ; for the Patent for Starch, which hath fo 
much been proſecuted, ſhall now be repealed ; 
There are other Patents which be conſiderable, 
as the Patent of New Drapery, which (hall be 
ſuſpended and left to the Law 3 Iriſh Yarn, a 
matter that I am forry there 1s no cauſe of Com- 
plaint 3 for the Salvagenels of the People and the 
War hath fruſtrated the hope of the Patentce, a 
Gentleman of good ſervice and delert, a good 
Subjet to her Majeſty, and a good Member of 
the Common-Wealth, M* Carmarthen, Notwith- 
ſtanding it (hall be ſuſpended and left to the 
Law. The Patent for Calf-Skins and Fells, which 
was made with a rclation, ſhall endure the cen- 
ſure of the Law. But I muſt tell you, there 1s 
no reaſon that all ſhould be revoked , for the 
Queen means not to be {wept out of her Prero- 
gative. I fay it ſball be ſuſpended, it the Law do 
not Warrant it. There is another Servant of her 
Majeſtics M* Onſlow, one of her Penltoners, an 
honeſt Gentleman and a faithful Servant, he hath 
the Patent for Steel, which one M* Beale once 
had 3 this too becauſe of Complaints ſhall be ſuſ- 
pended. There 1s another that hath the Patent 
for Leather, Sir Edward Dyer, a Gentleman of 
good deſert, honeſt, religious and wiſez this was 
granted unto him thirty years ago. It crept not 
in by the new miſgovernment of the time: Yer 
this (hall alſo be ſuſpended. The Patent for Cards 
ſhall be ſuſpended and tryable by the Common 
Law. The Patent for Glaſles, which though I do 
leaſt apprehend to be prejudicial to the publick 
good, yet it is left to the Law. There 1s ano- 
ther Patent for Saltpeter, that hath been both 
accuſed and ſlandered 3 It digs in every mans 
Houſe, it annoys the Inhabitant, and generally 
troubleth the Subje& : For this I beſeech you be 
contented. Yet I know I am to blame to deſire 
it, it being condemned by you ir foro Conſcien- 
tie 3 but 1 affure you it ſhall be fully ſifted and 
tryed in foro judicii. Her Majeſty means to take 
this Patent unto her Self, and adviſe with her 
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Council touching the ſame. For I muſt tell you 


the Kingdom is not fo well furniſhed with Pow- 
der now as it ſhould be. But if it be thought 
fit upon advice to be cancelled 5 her Maic{ty 
commanded me to tell you, that though ſhe be 
willing to help the graveGentleman that hath that 
Patent, yet out of that abundant deſire that ſhe 
hath to give you compleat ſatisfaRtion, it ſhall 
be repealed. This hath come to the Ear of the 
Queen, and I have bcen moſt earneſt to ſearch 
for the Inſtrument, and as a Countclor of State, 
have done my belt endeavour to filve the fore; 
But I fear we are not ſecret within our (elves. 
Then muſt I needs give you this for a future 
Caution, That whatſoever is ſubject to publick 
expectation cannot be good , while the Parlia- 
ment matters are ordinary talk in the Street, | 
have heard my felt, being in my Coach, theſe 
words ſpoken aloud, | God proſper thoſe that firr- 
ther the overthrow of theſe Monopolies, God ſend 
the Prerogative touch not our Liberty. I will not 
wrong any ſo much as to imagine he was of this 
Aſſembly 3 Yet let me give you this Note, That 
the time was never more apt to diſorder and 
make il] interpretation of good meaning; Ithink 
thoſe perſons would be glad that all Sovereignty 
were converted into Popularity ; We being here, 
are but the popular bauci, and our liberty, the 
liberty of the Subjet: And the World is apt 
to ſlander moſt eſpecially the Miniſters of Go- 
vernment. 

Thus much have I ſpoken to accompliſh my 
duty unto her Majeſty, but not to make any fur- 
ther performance of the well uttered and gravely 
and truly delivered Speech of the Speaker, But 
I muſt crave your tavours a little longer to make 
an Apology for my (cif. I have held the favour 
of this Houle as dear as my Lite, and I have been 
told that I deſerved to be taxed Yelterday of the 
Houſe. I proteſt my Zeal to have the bulineſs go 
forward 1n a right and hopeful courſe; and my 
fear to diſpleaſe her Majeſty by a harſh and ra 
proceeding made me fo much to lay alide my 
diſcretion, that I (ſaid it might rather be termed 
a School than a Council, or to that effect. Bur 
by this Speech if any think I called him School- 
Boy, he both wrongs me and miſtakes me. Shall 
[ tell you what Demoſthenes (aid to the Clamours 
which the Athenians made, that they were Puc- 
riles & dignos pueris. And yet that was to a po- 
pular State. And 1 wiſh that whatſoever is here 
ſpoken may be buried within theſe Walls. Let 
us take Example of the Jewiſh Synagogue, who 
would always Sepelire Senatum cam bonore, and 
not blaſt their own Follies and Impertections. If 
any man in this Houſe ſpeak wilely, we do him 
great wrong to interrupt him 3 it fooliſkly, ler 
us hear him out, we ſhall have the more cauſe to 
tax him. And I do heartily pray that no Mem- 
ber of this Houſe may plus verbis offendere qu 
"—_— juvare. 

r Francis Moore ſaid, I muſt confeſs Mr Spea- 
ker, I moved the Houſe both the laſt Parliament 
and this touching this point, but I never _— 
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(and I hope this Houle thinketh fo) to ſet limits 
and bounds to the Prerogative Royal. But now 
ſecing it hath pleaſed her Majeſty of herſelf, out 
of the abundance of her Princcly goodneſs, to 
ſet at liberty her Subjets from the thraldom of 
thoſe Monopolies, from which there was no 
Town, City or Country free ; I would be bold in 
one motion to offer two conſiderations to this 
Houſe 3 The firſt, that M* Speaker might go un- 
to her Majeſty to yield her moſt humble and 
hearty thanks and withal to ſhew the joy of her 
Subje&s for their delivery, and their thankful- 
ne unto her for the ſame ; The other, that 
where divers Specches have been made extrava- 
cantly in this Houſe, which doubtleſs have been 
told her Majeſty, and perhaps all 11] conceived 


not only ſhould ſatiety her Majeſty by way of 
Apology therein, but alſo humbly crave pardon | 
{or the ſame. | 

Vir. |izg field ſaid, My heart 1s not able to. 
conceive the joy which 1 feel, and I aſſure you | 
my Tongue cannot utter the ſame. It a ſentence | 
of Everlaſting happineſs had been pronounced | 
unto me, it could not have made me ſhew more ' 
outward joy than now I do, which I cannot re- | 
frain to exprels ( and here asI think he wept) | 
Therecould nothing have been more acceptable | 
to the Subjet than this Metlage. And I verily | 
think, if ever any of her Majeſties words be 
meritorious betore God, this 1s. I do agree with- 
all my heart in the firſt part of the Gentlemans 
motion that laſt ſpake 3; but do utterly miſlike 
the lattcr : For it is not to be intended, we 
ſhould have had ſo good and gratious a Meſlage, 
if the truth of ſome particular Speeches had been 
delivered unto her. And now for us to accuſe 
our {clves by exculing a fault with which we are 
not charged, were a thing in my opinion in- 
convenient, and unfitting the wiſdom of this 
Houle.

Sir Francis Bacon \(pake to the ſame eff alſo, 
and in the end concluded thus, Neſczo quid pec- 
cati portet hac purgatio. 

So it was put to the queſtion and concluded, 
That thanks ſhould be returned by the Speaker, 
and ſome twelve were named to go with him as a 
convenient number, and intreaty made to the 
Privy Council to obtain liberty to be admit- 
ted. 

On Thurſday the 26*" day of November the 
Bill for the Amendment of the Highway called 
Double ſole (rreen 1n the County of Middleſex Was 
read the firſt time.

day next in the Middle-Temple Hall at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading z of 
which the ſecond being the Bill for the better 
— of her Majeſties Navy Royal touch- 
ing Cordage, was upon the firſt reading re- 
jected. 

Mr. Dottor Parkins made Report of the meet- 
ing of the Committees in the Bill for the bene- 
fit of Merchants, and advancement of her Ma- 
jeſties Cuſtom 3- And that the Committees do 
think it a Bill in their opinions not to be any 
more dealt in by this Houſe for many reaſons by 
him delivered. 

The Bill for the grant of four entire Subſidies 
and eight Fifteenths and Tenths granted by the 
Temporalty was read the firſt time. (Vide con- 
cerning this Bill on Saturday the 5* day of De- 
cember next following.) 

Mr. Jones one of the Committees in the Bill 
for Landoveroure (who were appointed on Tueſ- 
day the 24*" of this inſtant November foregoing) 
certifieth in the Bill with ſome Amendments 
therein by the Committees. 

M'Secretary Ceci{{faid,[f I ſhould tell you other- 
wiſe than truth inmatter of ſo great conſequence,

very welcom. 

Mr. Barrington made Report of the Travel of 
the Committees in the Bill againſt Blaſphemous 
Swearing ( who were appointed on Tweſday the 
10 day of this inſtant November foregoing ) 
and brought in the Bill with ſome Amendments. 

The Bill for the grant of four entire Subſidies 
and eight Fifteenths and Tenths granted by the 
2 ralty was read the ſecond time and Or- 
dered to be ingroſſed. Vzdeconcerning this Bill on 
Saturday the 5*". day of December next following. 

The Bill to avoid trifling and frivolous Suits 
in Law was read the third time and paſſed upon 
the queſtion. 

The Bill touching Edward Newill of Birling in 
the County of Keyt, and Sir Hezry Nevill Knight 
his Son and Heir, was read the third time and 
paſſed upon the queſtion. 

The Proviſo added to Edward Newvill his Bill 
was thrice read, and likewiſe paſſed upon the 
queſtion. 

Francis Forteſcue Eſquire, returned one of the 
Knights for the County of Buckingham, is for 
his neceſſary affairs licenſed by Mr. Speaker to 
depart into his own Country. 

The greateſt part of this Forenoons Paſſage 
being thus tranſcribed out of the Original Book 
of the Houſe of Commons 5 now followsa que- 
{tion only moved by the Speaker upon the riting 
of this Houſe, as alſo his acceſs unto her Maj 
in the Afternoon with divers of the ſaid Houle 
at Whitehall, touching Monopolies or Patents of 
Priviledge, out of the ſaid private Journal. 

The Speaker asked the Houſe, What it was 
their pleaſures he ſhould deliver unto her Ma- 
jeſty ? and Sir Edward Hobbie ſtood up and ſaid, 
it was beſt he ſhould deviſe that himſelf,the whole 
Houſe would refer it to him, and all faid I, I, E. 

In the Afternoon about three of the Clock, 
ſome ſevenſcore of the Houſe met at the great 
Chamber before the CouncilChamber inWhitehall. 

At length the Queen came into the Council 
Chamber where fitting under the Cloth of State 
at the upper end, the Speaker with all the Com- 
pany came in, and after three low reverences 
made he ſpake to this effect.

R Speaker, We have heard your Decla- 

ration and perceive your care of our 
State,by falling into the conſideration of a grate- 
ful acknowledgm-vr of fuch benefits as you have 
received 3 And that your coming 1s to preſent 
thanks unto us, which I accept with no lels Joy 
than your Loves can have delire to offer ſuch a 
Preſent. I do aſſure you, that there 1s no Prince 
that loveth his Subjects better, or whole Love 
can countervail our Love 3 There is no Jewel, 
be it of never fo rich a prize, which I prefer be- 
fore this Jewel, I mean your Love; tor I do more 
eſteem it than any Treaſure or Riches: for that 
we know how to prize, but Love and Thanks I 
count inc{timable. And though God hath raifed 
me High, yet this I count the Glory of my 
Crown, that 1 have Reigned with your Loves. 
This makes me that I do not ſo much rejoice 
that God hath made me to be a Queen, as to be 
a Queen over fo thankful a People. Therefore 
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Neither do I dcfire to live longer dayes, than 
that I may fee your Proſperity , and that's my 
only defire. And as I am that Perſon that (till, 
yet under God, hath delivered you, fo I truſt, 
by the Almighty Power of God, that I (till ſhall 
be his Inſtrument to preſerve you from Envy, 
Peril, Diſhonour, Shame, Tyranny and Oppreſ- 
ſion, partly by means of your intended helps, 
which we take very acceptably, becauſe it mani- 
felteth the largeneſs of your Loves, and Loyal- 
ties unto your Sovereign. Of my ſelf I muſt fay 
this, I never was any greedy, ſcraping Graſper, 
nor a (trait faſt-holding Prince,nor yet a Waſter ; 
My heart was never ſet on Worldly Goods, but 
only for my Subjeas good. What you do be- 
[tow on me, I will not hoard it up, but receive 
it to beſtow on you again. Yea mine own pro- 
perties I count yours to be expended for your 
good. Therefore render unto them from me 1 
beleech you, M* Speaker, ſuch thanks as you ima- 


gine my Heart yicldeth, but my Tongue cannot 
expreſs. 


Note that all this while they kneeled. Where- 
upon her Majeſty ſaid, M* Speaker, I would wiſh 
you and thereſt to ſtand up, for I ſhall yet trou- 
ble you with longer Speecn, lo they all ſtood up 
and ſhe went on 1n her Speech, laying. 


Mr. Speaker, You give me thanks, but I doubt 
me, I have more cauſe to thank you all than 
you mez And I charge you to thank them of 
the Houſe of Commons from me: for had I not 
received a knowledge from you, I might have 
fallen into the Lap of an Error, only for lack of 
true Information. Since I was Queen, yer did [ 
never put my Pen to any Grant , but that upon 
pretext and ſemblance made unto me, that it 
was both good and beneficial to the Subjects in 


general, though a private profit to ſome of my 


antient Servants who had deferved well: But 
the contrary being found by Experience , I am 
exceeding beholding to ſuch. Subjects as would 
move the ſame at firlt. AndI am not ſo limple to 
ſuppoſe, but that there be ſome of the Lower 
Houſe whom theſe grievances never touched ; 
And for them I think they ſpeak out of Zeal to 
their Countries, and not out of Spleen or malc- 
volent AﬀeCtion, as being Parties grieved ; and 
[ take it exceeding grateful from them, becauſe 
it gives us to know that no reſpects or interelles 
had moved them, other than the. minds they 
bear to ſuffer no diminution of our Honour, and 
our Subjefts Love unto us. The Zeal of which At- 
teftion tending to eaſe my People and knit their 
Hearts unto me, I embrace with a Princely Care ; 
far above all Earthly Treaſure I eſteem my Peo- 
ples Love, more than which I defire not to me- 
rit. That my Grants ſhould be grievous to my 
People, and Oppreſſions to be Priviledged under 


colour of our Patents, our Kingly Dignity (hall 
not ſuffer it Yea, when I heard it 1 could 


I have cauſe to wiſh nothing more than to con- 
rent the Subje, and that is a duty which 1 owe, 


give no reſt to my thoughts until I had reformed 
it, Shall they think to eſcape unpuniſhed, that 
Pppp 2 have 
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have thus oppreſſed you, and have been reſpet- 
leſs of their duty, and regardleſs of our Honour ? 
No, M-" Speaker, I aſſure you, were it not more 
for Conſcience ſake, than for any glory or en- 
creaſe of Love, that I deſire theſe Errors, Trou- 
bles, Vexations and Oppreſſions done by thele 
Varlets and lewd Perſons, not worthy the name 
of Subjefts , ſhould not eſcape without condign 
puniſhment. But I perceive they dealt with me 
like Phyſicians , who miniſtring a Drug make it 
' more acceptable by giving it a good Aromarical 
Savour, or when they give Pills do gild them all 
over. I have ever uſed to ſet the lalt Judgment 
day before mine Eyes, and ſo to Rule as I ſhall 
be jadged to anſwer before a Higher Judge. To 
whoſe Judgment Seat I do Appeal , that never 
thought was cheriſhed in my Heart that tended 
not to my Peoples good. And now it my Kingly 
Bounty have been abuſed, and my Grants turned 
to the hurt of my People, contrary to my will 
and meaning 3 or if any in Authority under me, 
have neple&ed or perverted what I have com- 
mitt«d to them , I hope God will not lay their 
Culps and offences to my Charge z and though 
there were danger in repealing our Grants , yet 
what danger would not I rather incur for your 
good, than I would ſuffer them till ro contj- 
nue? I know the Title of a King 1s a Glorious 
Title; burtaſſure your ſelf, that the ſhining glory 
of Princely Authority hath not ſo dazled the 
Eycs of our underſtanding, but that we will 
know and remember , that we allo are to yield 
an Account of our Actions before the great 
Judge. To be a King and wear a Crown is more 
glorious to them that ſee it, than 1t 1s pleaſure to 
them that bear it. For my Self, I was never fo 
much enticed with the glorious name of a King, 
or Royal Authority of a Queen, as delighted 
that God hath made me this Inſtrument to main- 
tain his Truth and Glory , and to defend this 
Kingdom (as I faic) from Peril, Diſhonor, Ty- 
ranny and Oppreſſion. There will never Queen 
fit in my Seat with more Zeal to my Country, 
Care to my Subjects, and that will ſooner with 
willingneſs yield and venture her Life for your 
Good and Safety than my Self. And though you 
have had and may have many Princes more 
mighty and wiſe fitting in this Seat, yet you 
never had or ſhall have any that will be more 
Careful and Loving. Should 1 aſcribe any thing 
to my Self and my Sexly Weakneſs, I were not 
worthy to live then, and of all moſt unworthy 
of the mercies | have had from God, who hath 
ever yet given me a Heart which never yet feared 
Foreign or home Enemies. I ſpeak it to give 
God. the praiſe as a Teſtimony before you, and 
not to attribute any thing unto my ſelf; For I, 
O Lord, what am I, whom practices and perils 
paſt ſhould not fear! O what can I do (theſe 
ſhe ſpake with a great Emphaſis) that I ſhould 
ſpeak for any Glory ! God forbid. This M- 
Speaker I pray you deliver unto the Houſe, to 
whom heartily recommend me. And fo 1 com- 
mit you all to your beſt Fortunes, and further 


Councels. And I pray you Mr. Comptroller, 
Mr. Secretary, and you of my Council, that be- 
fore theſe Gentlemen depart into their Countries 
you bring them all to kiſs my Hand. s 


Thus far out of the aforeſaid Journal 3 Now 
follows part of the next dayes Paſſages out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houle of Com- 
mons, 

On Txeſaday the firſt day of December, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the laſt being the Bill for Inning of certain ſur- 
rounded Grounds in the County of Norfolk was 
read the ſecond time, and committed to the for- 
mer Committees for ſurrounded Grounds in the 
Counties of Cambridge and Huntington, and un- 
to Sir Mzchael Sands, Sir Moile Finch, M* Oliver 
Cromwell, M* Walter Cradock and others, and the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Robert Wroth one of the 
former Committees, who with the reſt was ap- 
pointed to meet this Afternoon at two of the 
Clock in the Court of Wards. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching imper- 
tections of a Statute made in the eighth year of 
her Majeſties Reign concerning the making of 
Hats were twice read, and with the Bill Ordered 
to be ingroſled, 

The Amendments in the Bill alſo againſt uſual 
and common ſwearing were twice read, and the 
Bill was Ordered to be ingroſled, 

Upon the reading of the Amendments divers 
ſpake unto the Bill, two of whoſe Speeches are 
here tranſcribed out of the private Journal,as alſo 
others relating to other matters. 

M* Gaſcock ſpake and ſaid, Man is made of 
two parts, a Soul and a Body 3 And there are 
two Governments, the one Imperial, the other 
Sacerdotal ; the firſt belonging to the Common- 
Wealth, the ſecond to the Church. Swearing is 
a thing moral and toucheth the Soul, and there- 
fore fitter to be ſpoken of in a Pulpit than in a 
Parliament. If the God of Abraham, the God of 
Iaac, and the God of Jacob hath ſworn , his 
Plague ſhall not depart trom the Houſe of the 
Swearers, why ſhould we not ſeek to repreſs this 
Vice, which brings a Plague, which breeds Mor- 
tality, that breeds Deſtruction, Deſolation, and 
the utter ruin of the Common-Wealth ? If he 
forbid us to Swear , and we fear not his Com- 
mandments, think you a pain of ten ſhillings as 
is here ſet down , will make us refrain this 1ni- 
quity ? I may ſpeak of this Bill as a Painter which 
made a moſt Artificial Table of the Waves of the 
Sea, and another Painter in the ſame Table 
Painted a Tree o lively as poſſible might be, 
growing as it were out of the Sea : There grew 
a queſtion which was the moſt curious Workman- 
ſhip ; and the deciding of the Controverſie was 
referr'd to a third skiltul Painter, who gavethis 
Judgment of the Tree, O walde bene, ſed non bic 
erat locus. So may Ifay of thisBill; It 1s as hard 
for this penalty to reſtrain this Sin ,: as for Reli- 
gion to ſpring out of the Common Law and to 
take effect. Ariſtotle faith, a Man may be Bonus 
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Civis, but not Bozns Vir And though I abhor 
the fin, yet I deny not but a Sinner may be a 
good Member. Moſes when he ſaw God, could 
but fee his back parts only , and no Man ever 
ſaw more. Why, theſe Swearers ſwear by all his 
Parts, fo perfe&tly, as though they had ſeen him 
all over. Philip King of France made a Law that 
the Swearer ſhould be drowned 3 Another Law 
was made that a certain ſum ſhould be preſently 
paid as ſoon as he had Sworn, or elſe the Swearer 
to loſe his Head. We uſe ſo much Levity in our 
Law, that we had as good make no Law, for we 
give a Penalty, and to be taken upon condition 
before a Juſtice of Peace; Here is wiſe (tuff, firſt 
mark what a Juſtice of Peace is, and we ſhall 
eafily find a Gap in our Law. A Juſtice of Peace 
1s a living Creature , yet for half a Dozen of 
Chickens, will diſpenſe with a whole dozen of 
penal Statutes. We ſearch and ingrols the retail. 
Theſe be the Basket Juſtices of whom the Tale 
may be ventfied of a Juſtice that I know,to whom 
one of his poor Neighbours coming, ſaid, Sir, I 
am very highly rated in the Subſidy Book, I be- 
ſeech you to help me. To whom he Anſwered, 
I know thee not. Not me Sir, quoth the Coun: 
try man? Why your Worſhip had my Teem 
and my Oxen ſuch a day, and I have ever been 
at your Worſhips Service; Have you fo Sir, 

uoth the Juſtice, I never remember'd I had any 
fach matter, no not a Sheeps-Tail. So unlels 
you offer Sacrifice to the Idol-Juſtices, of Sheep 
and Oxen, they know you not. It a Warrant 
come from the Lords of the Council to levy a 
hundred men, he will levy two hundred , and 
what with chopping in and chaſing out, he'll 
gain a hundred pounds by the Bargain. Nay if 
he be to ſend out a Warrant upon a mans requeſt 
to have any fetcht in upon ſuſpicion of Felony 
or the like ; he will write the Warrant himſelf, 
and you muſt put two ſhillings in his Pocket as 
his Clerks Fee, (when God knows he keeps but 
two or three Hindes) for his better maintenance. 
Why we have paſt here five Bills of Swearing, 
going to Church, good Ale, Drunkenneſs and 
x4 044 this is as good to them as if you had 
given them a Subſidy and two Fifteenths. Only 
in that point I miſlike the Bill, for the ret I 
could wiſh it good paflage. 

Sir Francis Haitings (aid ( amongſt other 
Speeches to this Bill ) That ſuch Juſtices were 
well worthy to be lockt up in an Ambery. But 
he wiſht that all might not be cenſured for one 
evil, who though he negle&ed both the care of 
Conſcience and Country which he ſhould love, 
yet doubtleſs many did not ſo, as being touched 
in Conſcience to remember that our long Peace 
ſhould make us careful to pleaſe Him in doing of 
Juſtice, that had preſerved us, and was the Au- 
thor of our Peace, God himſelf. And thereupon 
the ſaid Bill was ingrofſed as aforeſaid. 

Mr. Wiſeman moved the Houſe to remember 
two things; one that it had been an Antient 
Cuſtom 1n Parliament, ſometimes to call the 


Houſe, which as yet was not done 3 the other, | 


— — 


that whereas heretofore Collection had becn 
uſed for the Poor, thoſe which went out of 
Town, would ask leave of the Speaker and pay 
their money. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, The Gentleman that 


a little further. May it pleaſe you, It hath been 
a moſt Jaudable Cuſtom. that ſome contributi- 
on or Colleftion ſhould be made amongſt us 
in pios uſus; And I humbly pray we do not 
forget our Parliamental Charity. Every Knight 
paid ten ſhillings, every Burgeſs five ſhillings, part 
of the whole to the Miniſter, and part to your 
Servant here, and part to the Poor, the reſt at 
your diſpoſals. The laſt time our Charity ran- 
ſom'd a Priſoner, for the Father's good deſert. 
The laſt time Sir Robert IV/roth and Mr. Fett;- 
place were Colleftors. It reſts in you either to 
appoint them or chuſe others, 

Mr. Fettiplace ſaid, It is true, Mr. Speaker, 
I was Collettor the laſt year, there was paid out 
of the money colleted, to the Miniſter ten 
pound, to the Serjeant thirty pound, to Sir 
John Leveſon for the redemption of Mr. Fox his 
Son that made the Book of Martyrethirty pound : 
There was money given to Prins, that is the 
two Counters, Ludeate and Newgate in I 0::doy, 
in Southwark two, and weſtminſier one. How 
old the Cuſtom is I know not ; but how good 
tis | know. For my own particular , having 
once undergone that ſervice already, I humbly 
pray that it would pleaſe you to accept ano- 
ener, 

Mr. 1 ate ſaid, Charity proceedeth from Con- 
ſcience, it breeds obedience to God, it pleaſcrh 
God ; and fo went on and ſpake for a Town in 
his Country lately burnt, that it would pleate 
the Houle to contribute ſomething to the Poors 
Loſs. 

The Bill for the aflurance of the Joynture of 
Lucie Counteſs of Bedford was read the third 
time and patled upon the queſtion. 

The Bili-for Denization of certain perſons 
born beyond the Seas, as alſo the Bill for Confir- 
mation of the Grant of King Edward the Sixth 
to Sir Edward Seymonr Knight, had each of them 
one reading and patled upon the queſtion, and 
with three others were ſent up to the Lords by 


-M* Comptroller , Mr. Secretary Eerbert and 


others. 

Sir Walter Raleigh made Report of the Travel 
of the Committees 1n the Bill touching the pay- 
ment of Debts upon Shop-Books(who were ap- 
pointed on Wedneſday the 15 day of Noverz- 
ber foregoing) and brought in the Bill with 
ſome ſmall Amendments, and prayed the reading 
thereof. 

Mr. Tate likewiſe brought in the Bill from 
the Committees touching Sir Anthony Mayney 
Knight, with ſome Amendments and Alterati- 
ons by the ſame Committees (who were ap- 
pointed on Monday the 23" day of Noverrber 
foregoing. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Sir A4- 

thony 
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thony Mayney Knight, &c. were twice read and 
Ordered to be ingroſled. | 

M* Davies made Report of the meeting of the 
Committees in the Bill rouching Painters, and 
certificth the Bill with ſome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Shop- 
Books were twice read, and with the Bill upon 
the queſtion and diviſion of the Houſe Ordered 
to be ingroſſed, viz. with the Yea a hundred 
fifiy four, and with the No cighty eight. 

Theſe things being thus tranſcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houle of Com- 
mons, now follows a Meſlage delivered by the 
Speaker in her Majeſties name to the Houſe, out 
of the private Journal. 


M* Speaker ſaid, Firſt I am by her Majeſties 
Committion to make Report unto. you of that | 
notable and excellent Speech which her Majeſty 
c elivered. I ſhall deliver unto you but a ſhadow 
of that ſubſtancez but I greatly rejoice, that o | 
many were there preſent who are well able to 
ſupply to others the true Report of her Majeſties 
Speech. It pleaſed her Majeſty to ſhew in what 
gracious partſhe accepted our Loyalties. She ſaid | 
the rejoyced not ſo much to be a Queen, as to 
be a Queen over ſo thankful a People, and that 
God had made her a means to fave us from 
Shame, Tyranny and Oppreſſion. She did ac- 
cept of our intended Preſent, which ſhe faid ma- 
nitcſted our Love and Loyalty 3 moſt graciouſly 
affirming, that ſhe never was any greedy Griper 
or Faltholder, and what we did preſent , ſhe 
would not hoard it. For the thanks which were 
yielded for her great regard of us, ſhe willed me 
to return her thanks to you moſt gracioufly ; and 
to tell you, that her Heart never inclined to paſs 
any Grant but upon ſuggeſtion that it was for 
the good of the Subjeds: And now that the 
contrary hath appeared, ſhe took it graciouſly 
that the knowledge thereof came from her Sub- 
jects. She ever ſet the laſt Judgment before her 
Eyes, and never thought aroſe 1n her but for the 
good of her People. If her Grants were abuſed 
to their Hurt againſt her Will, ſhe hoped God 
would not lay their Culps and offences to her 
Charge, and the principal Members not touched ; 
And had it not been for theſe her good Subjects, 
ſhe had fallen from Lapſe into Error. Thoſe that” 
did ſpeak (he thought ſpake not out of ſpleen or 
diſpleaſure to the Grants, but to deliver the grief 
of their hearts, which above any Earthly Plea- 
ſure ſhe reſpefted. She ſaid ſhe was not allured 
with the Royal Authority of a King, neither did 
ſhe attribute any thing unto her ſelf, but all to 
the Glory of God. She ſaid, the Cares and Trou- 
ble of a Crown are known only to them that 
wear it ; and were it not more for Conſcience 
ſake than for any deſert or want of diſpoſition 
in her, theſe Patentees ſhould not eſcape without 
condign Puniſhment. She deſired not to Reign 
longer than that her Government and Reign 
ſhould be for our good. She ſaid, we well might 
have a Prince of more wiſdom and ſufficiency, 
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but of more Love and Aﬀection we ſhould never 
have. Her Majeſty delivered a Commandment 
to M* Comptroller and M* Secretary, that the 
Gentlemen of the Country ſhould be brought to 
kiſs her Hand before they departed. 

The reſidue of this dayes Paſſages do follow 
out of the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe 
of Commons it ſelf, as alſo part of the next, 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Shop- 
Books were twice read and Ordered to be in- 
grolled. 

The Bill to prevent Perjury and Subornation 
of Perjury was read the ſecond time, and com- 
mitted unto the Queens Learned Council being 
Members of this Houſe, M* Attorneys of the 
Dutchy and the Court of Wards , Sir Moyle 
Finch, Sir Anthony Cope, M* Townſend, M* Bacon 
and others; And the Bill was delivered to Mr 
Townſend, who with the reſt was appointed to 
meet upon 7 hurſday next at two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon in the Middle-Temple Hall. 

The Bill for charitable uſes was delivered to 
* Barington. | 

On Wedneſday the ſecond day of December, 
Four Bills of no rom moment had each of them 
one reading 3 of which the laſt being for the 
Aſſurance of the Parſonage and Vicaridge of 
Rotherſtone to Tho. Venables Eſq; was read the 
ſecond time , and committed unto the Knights 
and Burgeſles for Cheſter and Cheſhire, the Bur- 
geſles for Oxford, Sir Edward Hobbie and others, 
who were appointed to meet to Morrow in the 
Court of Wards, at two of the Clock in the Af- 
ternoon. 

M* Moore made Report of the meeting of the 
Committees in the Bill touching the Hoſpitals, 
and of ſome Amendments therein, 

The Amendments in the Bill for the three Hoſ- 
pitals were twice read, and with the Bill Ordered 
to be ingroſled. 

The Bill for the Amendments of Double Soal 
green was read the ſecond time, and committed 
unto M* Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Robert 
Wroth , Sir William Lane and others; and the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Robert Wroth, who with 
the reſt was appointed to meet upon Friday next 
in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon. 

The Bill to reform abuſes uſed by the Clerk 
of the Market was read the ſecond time, and 
thereupon M* Frechevile one of the Knights for 
Derbyſhire ſpake unto it. 

In that I ſpeak being leaſt worthy, I hope it 
will be deemed to proceed from affection , not 
preſumption Beſides, I have learnt it for a Rule 
in this Houſe, it 1s better to ventureCredit than 
Conſcience : There are three things to be conſ1- 
dered in this Bill; the inconveniency, the nece(- 
lity of the remedy, and the conveniency of the 
puniſhment. For the inconveniency , no man 
but knows it, who knows the State of his Coun- 
try. In mine there is nothing more generally 
complained of than the inequality of meaſures 3 
for the rich have two meaſures, with the one he 
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buyes, 
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buyes, and ingroſſeth Corn in the Country, that | 
1s the greater z with the other he retails it at 
home to his poor Neighbours, that's by the lef- 
ſer. This is to the great and juit complaint of 
all. So after many other matters moved upon 
Statutes, the Bill was committed to M* F rechvile, 
M* Wiſeman, M" Johnſon , Sir George Moore, Sir 
Robert Wroth, Sir John Egerton , the Burgelſles 
and Citizens of all Citics and Corporate Towns, 
the Knights for Norfolk, M* Francis Moore, M* 
Lachary Lock, M* Warcup, M* Sinmell, M* Doyle 
and M* Thomas Ceſar , who were appointed to 
meet upon Saturday next in this Houſe at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the more diligent refort to Church 
upon Sundays was read the ſecond time, unto 
which divers Speeches were had 1n the Houle. 

M* Roger Owen ſaid, that he miſliked the Bill 
for two reſpe&s; the one for the Penalty, the 
other in reſpett of the Party puniſhing , that 1s 
the Juſtice. For the firſt the Penalty 1s twelve 
pence. It is well known that the pooreſt Recu- 
ſant in England ought as well as the rich to pay 
his twenty pound, and for want of Lands and 
Goods his Body is lyable And therefore we 
{ball double puniſh him, which ts againſt Law. 
For the other, touching the Juſtice, I think it 
too great a trouble , and they are ever loaden 
with a number of penal Statutes, yea a whole 
Alphabet, as appears by Huey in the time of 
Henry the Seventh. And this is a matter ſo ob- 
vious, that a Juſtice of Peace his Houſe will be 
like a Quarter Sc{lions with the multitude of 
theſe Complaints. I think alſo it is an i:tringe- 
ment of Magna Charta, for that gives Tryal per 
pares, but this by two Witneſſes before a Juſtice 
of the Peace. And by this Statute 1t a Juſtice of 
Peace come into the Quarter Sc{ttons, and fay it 
is a good Oath, this is as good as an Indictment : 
Therefore for my part away with the Bill. 

Sir Francis Haſtings (aid , I never m my Life 
heard Juſtices of the Peace taxed before 1n this 
ſort : for ought I know, Jultices of Peace be 
men of Quality, Honeſty, Experience and Juſtice. 
I would ask the Gentleman -that laſt (pake, but 
two queſtions 3 the firſt, if he would have any 
Penalty at all inflicted 3 the ſecond, if in the 
firſt Statute or in this an calier way for the levy- 
ing of this twelve pence. If he deny the firſt, 
I know his ſcope; if the ſecond, no man but 
himſelf will deny it. And to ſpeak fo in both, 
is neither gravely, religiouſly nor rightly ſpoken. 
And therefore for God , the Queen, and our 
Countries ſake, I beſeech a Commitment. 

M* Carey Raleighſaid, The Sabbath is Ordained 
for four Cauſes; Firſt, To meditate on the Om- 
nipotency of God, Secondly, To Aflemble us 
together to give thanks, Thirdly, That we 

ight be- the better enabled to follow our own 
As, \Fourthly, That we might hallow that 
day and fanGtify the ſame. King James the Fourth 
in the Yeat 1512. and ng ames the Sixth in 
the Year 1579, or 1597. did erect and ratify a 


Law, that whoſoever kept citherFair or Market | 


upon the Sabbath, his moveables ſhould pre- 
ſently be given to the Poor. Men gathering of 
ſticks were ſtoned to Death , becaiite what was 
thought to be a kind of Prophanation of the Sab- 
bath. In France a Woman refuſing to ({anftity 
the Sabbath, Fire appeared in the Air 5 this mo- 
ved her not : it came the ſecond time, and de- 
voured all that ever ſhe had (only alittle Child 
in the Cradle excepted.) But to comenearer our 
ſclves, in the Year 1583. the Houſe of Pari: 
Garden by Gods juſt Judgment fell down as they 
were at the Bear-baiting the 23*" of Jaxnary on 
a 9nrday, and four hundred perſons ſorely cruſh- 
ed, yet by God's Mercy only eight lain out- 
right. I would be an humble Suitor to the Ho- 
nourable that fit about the Chair, that this bru- 
tiſh Exerciſe may be ufed on fome other <|:y and 
not upon the Sunday, which I with my heart 
do wiſh may be obſerved, and doubt not, but 
great reformation will come if this Bill paſs. To 
the better effeCting whereof, I humbly pray, that 
if there be imperteCtions in it, it may be com- 
mitted, 

Sir George Moore ſaid, I have read that the 
tongue of a man 1s ſo tyed 1n his mouth, that it 
will ſtir, and yet not fo tied that it will ſtir (till. 
[tis tied deep in the Stomach with certain ſtrings 
which reach to the heart ; to this end I ſay, that 
what the heart doth offer,the tongue may utter 3 
what the heart thinks the tongue may ſpeak. 
This I know to be true, becauſe I find it in the 
word of truth, Out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth ſpeaketh. For the Gentleman that laſt 
ſpake and fo much inveighed againſt Juſtices, it 
may be it proceeds out of the corruption of his 
heart; howſoever | mean not to ſearch it or 
anſwer him; only I turn him to Solomon and 
mean to anſwer him with ſilence. Without go- 
ing to Church, doing Chriſtian Duties, we can» 
not be Religious, and by Religion we learn both 
our Duty to God and to the Queen. In doing 
our Duty to God we ſhall be better enabled to 
do our Duty to our Prince. And the word 
bindeth us, that we ſhould give to God that 
which is due toGod, Et Czſar: que ſunt Ceſaris. 
Amongſt many Laws which we have, we have 
none tor con{traint of Gods Service. I ſay, None, 
though one were made 7» primo of this Queen, 
becauſe that Law is no Law which takes no torce, 
for Executio Legis, vita Legis, Then let us not 
give ſuch cauſe of Comfort to our Adverſaries, 
that having drawn a Bill in Queſtion for the ſer- 
vice of our God, we ſhould ſtand ſo much in 
| anos. the ſame. Once a Month coming to 

hurch excuſeth us from danger of the Law, but 
not from the Commandment of God, who faith, 
Thon ſhalt ſan#ifie the Sabbath day, that is, every 
Sabbath. This Bill ties the Subje&t to ſo much 
and no more, which being agreeable with the 
Law of God, and the Rule of Policy, I ſee no 


reaſon why we ſhould ſtand ſo ſtrictly in giving 

it a Commitment. 
Mr Boxd faid , I wiſh the Sabbath ſanQified 
according to the preciſe Rules of Gods Com- 
mandment, 
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mandment , but I wiſh that S* Auguſtin: Rule | 
may be obſerved in the manner, 20» jubendo, ſed 
docendo, magis monendo quam minando. | like 
not that power ſhould be given to the Juſtices of 
Peace 3 for who almoſt are not grieved at the 
luxuriant Authority of Juſtices of Peace ? By 
the Statute of 1 Edw. 3. they muſt be good men 
and lawful, no maintainers of evil, but moderate 
in Execution of Laws; for Magiltrates be men, 
and men have always attending on them two 
Miniſters Libido & Iracundia men of this na- 
ture do ſubjugate the free born Subxect. Clerks 
can do much, Children more, and Wives moſt. 
It is dangerous therefore to give Authority in fo 
dangerous a thing as this is, which I hold worth 
your ſecond thoughts, que ſolent eſſe prudentiores. 
Her Majeſty during all the time of her Reign 
hath been clement, gracious, meek and merciful, 
yea chuſing rather delinquere, I know not how to 
term it, in Lenity and not in Cruelty. But by 
this Statute there is a conſtraint to come to di- 
vine ſervice, and for negle& all muſt pay. Ple- 
Gentur Achivi, the poor Commonalty , whoſe 
ſtrength and quietnels is the ſtrength and quiet- 
neſs ofaus all, he only ſhall be puniſhed, he vexed, 
For will any think that a Juſtice of Peace will 
conteſt with as good a man as himſelf? No, this 
Age is too wiſe, I leave it to this Houſe, whe- 
ther it ſtand with Policy,when four Subſidies and 
eight Fifteenths be now granted, to bring the 
poorer fort into greater fear by theſe and ſuch 
like Laws, Malus cuſtos diuturnitatis metus. And 
in the gracious Speech which her Majeſty lately 
delivered unto us, ſhe uſed this, that ſhe deſired 
to be beloved of her Subjects. It was a wiſe 
Speech of a wiſe Prince, for an Hiſtorian faith, 
Timor excitat in vindiFan. Therefore M" Spea- 
ker, I miſſike the Bill in that point touching Ju- 
ſtices, and alſo touching taxation. I will only 
ſay thus much with Parntizs in the Nicene Coun- 
cil, Abſit quod tam grave jugum fratribus noſtris 
1p 0374H HHS, 

I am ſorry ſaid, M* Comptroller, after forty 
three years undeFher Majeſties happy govern- 
ment that we (hall now diſpute or commit a Bill 
of this nature. And I would that any voice 
durſt be ſo bold or deſperate as cry, Away with 
this Bill. The old Statute gives the penalty, this 
new only ſpeedier means to levy it. I much 
marvel that men will or dare accuſe Juſtices of 
Peace, Miniſters to her Majeſty without whom 
the Commonwealth cannot be, If this .bold- 
neſs go on, they will accuſe Judges, and laſtly 
theSeatof Juſtice it ſelf. That all Juſtices ſhould 
be thus generally accuſed, this is meer Barbariſm 
indeed. When her Majeſty ſhall have under- 
{tanding hereof, it will be no content unto her, 
and a ſcandal unto us all. 4 

M- Glaſcock ſaid, In that I am taxed to tax Ju- | 
ſtices of Peace, Tam to pray the Houſe to give | 
me leave to make an Apology for my; ſelf, M-. 
Speaker, I will not deny thar I ſpake, and pro- 
teſt it in my conſcience, I ſpake only of the in- 


feriour ſort of Juſtices, commonly called Basket | 


Juſtices 3 againſt theſe I will not ſpeak thatI ſpake 
laſt, but other matter in other Terms. They be 
like the wiſe men of Chaldee, that could never 
give judgment till they ſaw the Entrails of 
Beaſts. Our Statutes penal be like the Beaſt 
born in the Morning, at his full growth at noon, 
and dead at night : So theſe Statutes quick in 
Execution like a wonder for nine days; fo long 
after,they be at the height 3 but by theend of the 
year, they are carried dead in a Basket to the Ju- 
{tices Houſe. | 

Mr. Speaker ſaid , Mr. Glaſcock, you ſpeak 
from the matter and purpoſe, and this that you 
have ſpoken you muſt juſtify. 

Mr. Martin ſaid, I am rather willing to ſpeak, 
in that I would willingly have an end of this 
matter. I think we all agree upon the ſub- 
ſtance, that it is fit the Sabbath ſhould be ſanRi- 
fied. The other matter which is the impedi- 
ment, I know it is a grief, but I leave it as matter 
more fit to be decided at a Committee, than 
here. And therefore for the Honour of the 
Queen and of' her Government, I wiſh it may 
be committed without further Argument. 

- Sir Robert Wroth ſaid, I think the Office of 
Juſtice of Peace is too good acalling for him that 
exclaims againſt it, and I think he'll ne're have 
the honour to have it. It were good they were 
named, and that he told who they were : other- 
wiſe honeſt men will be loth to ſerve the Queen, 
when they. ſhall be {landered without proof. 
Therefore I would he might anſwer it at the 
Bar. And all ſaid, No, No. 

Mr. Johnſon ſaid, This Bill is an excellent 
good Bill; And I have obſerved in all the 
Speeches yet ſpoken have been interlarded with 
other matter. The Gentleman now proteſteth 
he ſpake of Basket Juſtices 3 I appeal tothe whole 
Houſe whether his definition were not general, 
viz, A Juſtice of Peace is a kind of living Cre- 
ature, that for half a Dozen of Chickens will 
diſpenſe with a dozen of penal Statutes. I 
think it is well known that the Honourable that 
fit about the Chair, and all the reſt of her Ma- 
jeſties Privy Council have and do hold the ſame 
place, and this toucheth them as much as, Infe- 
riour Juſtices. And therefore I humbly pray 
he may anſwer it-at the Bar, and that it may 
not be paſt over with ſilence. 

Mr Hide ſaid,Every man agreesthisBill hath good 
matter, and we all agree and conſent to the ſub- 
(tance,though diſſenttothe form; ſome have more 
wit, & ſome have more underſtanding than others, 
If they of meaner capacity and Judgment ſpake 
impertinently,let us not in a ſpleen ſtraight cry, A- 
way with theBill 3 but let us giveit the ſame favour 
we give toBillsof far inferiour nature,tharis aCom- 
mitment 3 ſo the Bill. was committed tothe for- 
mer Committees (who were a po on Wed. 
neſday the 18* day of November foregoing) and 
to all the Privy Council being of this Houle, Sir 
Robert Wroth, Sir Carew Reignolds, Sir Anthony 
Cope, Mr. Bond, Mr. Martin, Mr. Hide, Mr. Owen, 
Mr. Beeſtor and Mr. Wimarke, who were aPPoIn:

our Country, two very high points for me to 
handle, and require a more clcquent Diſcourſe 
than I am able to make. I will uſe no circum- 


| ſtance or with ſuperfluous matter abuſe the time 


which 1s very precious, but to the matter. I have 
been of the Parliament five or (ix times, and I 
have always obſerved by this Houſe (and I would 
willingly be refolved by the Honourable about 
the Chair) that all the Wars of her Majeſty are 
Wars offenſive, and I do not hear the contrary : 
How then windes it that ſuch a number of her 
Majeſties Subje&s be ſpoiled, robb'd, beaten, 
wounded, themſclves taken, uſcd with ſuch &x- 
tream torture, rack'd, carried away, impriſoned, 
ranſomed, fined, and ſome executed , and all 
this time no Wars ? But give me leave, for theſe 
ten Years, I am ſure the Subjects of this Land on 
the Sea-Coalt have undergone theſe Tyrannics, 
and by whom? cven by two baſe Towns 
Dunkirk and Newport. Duzkirk at firſt began 
with two Ships and are now encreaſed to almo(t 
twenty. They are at home at Supper, and the 
next day here with us. I muſt needs confeſs the 
great charge that I know the Lord Admiral is 
at continually by lying ready to take theſe Pi- 
rates. Send to take them, they ſtraight flie 
home : 1t our Ships return they are (treight here 
again. I dare boldly ſay it, they have done 
Ezgland more hurt ſince they began, than all 
France, either in the time of Hex. 8. Edw. 5, 
or Queen Mary. If it be ſo that theſe two bake 
Towns ſhall ſo confront the Power of this Land, 
I ſee no reaſon why they ſhould be ſuficred : 
for it isa great diſhonour both unto the Queen

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that the Navies are the Walls of the Kingdom 5 
but we ſuffer our Ships (till to be deſtroyed, fome 
to be burnt, and ſome to be ſunk. We may com- 
pare our Seamen to Sheep feeding upon a fair 
Mountain, in the midſt whereof ſtands a little 
Grove full of Wolves: Why M* Speaker we 
are ſo plagued with them, that they be ſo bold, 
as now and then to take our Harveſt-men tardy 
with Ambuſcadoes. I ſpeak with grief, and it 
was reported unto me by a Scottiſh-man , that 
Duke Albert and the I»fanta ſhould plainly pub- 
liſh, that they would pull down ſo many of the 
Walls of Eneland, that they would eafily make 
an Entry. And it had been better forSea-Coaſt men 
to have given the Queen an hundred Subſidies 
that they had been long ſince ſuppreſt. My hum- 
ble Motion is, that it would pleaſe the Houſe to 
enter into-conſideration of thele things, for the 
honour, good and ſafety both of the Queen and 
of the Kingdom. | 

M* Peake ſaid, I muſt needs ſhew unto this 
Houſe (upon ſo good an occaſion offered) how 
grievoully the Town of Sandwich (for which I 
terve) is vexed and almoſt undone, inſomuch 
as in that Town there is neither Owner, Maſter 
or Mariner that hath not felt it. Her Majeſty is 
continually at Charge, but what enſueth or com- 
eth of it, I never yet knew. If in the County 
of Kent at Shooters Hill, Gadd's Hill, Baram 
Down, &c. there ſhould many and ofter Robbe- 
ries be committed , and the Juſtices look not to 
it, this were but an ill part. Every day men 
come home, their Goods and all they have taken 
away, yea their very Appare] 3 and if the Ships 
might allo be carried away , they would do it.

M* Martin faid, I like not theſe extravagant 


Sneeches in the manner, though I miſlike them 
not in the matter. They are like to men whoſe 
Houſes being on Fire run out into the ſtreet like 
'Aadmen for getting themſclves of help. That 
that Cottage of Duxkirk, the flouriſhing Eſtate 
whereof 1s a diſhonour to our Nation, ſhould fo 
much offend us, when we never offer to ſuppreſs 
them ; it is no marvail. I think there is no man 
but underftands the grief : But I wiſh that thoſe 
who at firſt propounded to the Houſe this mat- 
ter, had alſo laid down ſome project , though 
never ſo ſmall, of remedy ; otherwiſe ſuch cur- 
ſory Motions as theſe be, cannot be but very 
diitaſtful to the Houle.

M* Secretary Cecil/ ſaid, My Speech ſhall only 
tend to advance the Motion of the Gentleman 
that ſpake firſt in this point. If we would have 
remedy, we are to conſider two things 3 Firſt, 
That it will be a matter of charge, and ſecondly, 
That there muſt be a diſtribution thereof. For 
the firſt, I leave it to you 3 for the ſecond, it is 


out of my Element, Withal I muſt excuſe them 
that have Authority to remedy this 5 For unleſ 
you would have a continual charge unto her 
Majeſty by having Ships lying betwixt us and 
Dunkirk, it is impoſſible but that at ſometimes 
theſe Robberies will be committed.

This 
Debt is a {leeping Debt, and will Jull Young 
Gentlemen into the Merchants Books with the 
golden Hooks of being truſted by the Merchant, 
and his ExpeQation after his Fathers Deceaſe : 
Theſe are matters dangerous, and may prove 
hurttul 3 wherefore [ think it a good Bill. 

M* John Harris {aid, Where it is ſaid there can | 
be no wager of Law againſt a Merchants Book | 
in London, it is true, but firſt the Merchant muſt | 
{wear the Debt. 

M* Thomag Jones (aid, It is my Chance now to | 
{peak ſomething, and that without Hemming or 
Hawing. I think this Law is a good Law. Streight | 
reckonings make long Friends. As far goes the | 
penny as the penny Maſter. Vigilantibus & non | 
dormientibus jura ſubveniunt. Pay the reckoning | 
over night and you ſhall not be troubled in the | 
Morning. If ready money be menſurae publica, | 
Ict every man cut his Coat according to his Cloth. 
When the old Suit is in the Wane, let him tarry 
till his money bring a new Suit in the increaſe. 
Therefore I think the Law to be good, and1 | 
wiſh a good pallage.

He ſhewed alſo the Bill for Fens in this Par- 
lament intituled An A& concerning the drain-

The Bill touching Charitable uſes, &c. was 
read the ſecond time, and committed to the for- 
mer Committees ( who were appointed on $4- 
turday the 28 day of November foregoing) and 
M* Serjeant Harries and others were added un- 
to them, who were appointed to meet this Aﬀers 
noon in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the 
Clock, 

M* Bacon faid, I am, Mr. Speaker, to tender 
untothis Houſe the fruit of the Committees La- 
bour which tends to the Comfort of the Realm, 
I mean the Merchant, which if it quail or fall 
into a Conſumption, the State cannot chooſe 
but ſhortly be fick of. that diſeaſe. It is in- 
clining already. A certainty of Gain is that 
which this Law provides for, and by policy of 
Aflurance the ſafety of Goods aſſured unto the 
Merchants. This is the Loadſtone that draws 


| him on to adventure, and to ſtretch even the ve- 


ry punctilio of his Credit. The Committees 
have drawn a new Bill far differing from the 
old; the firſt limited power to the Chancery, 
this to certain Commillioners by way of Oyer 
and Terminer ; The firſt that it ſhould only be 
there, this that only upon appeal from the Com- 
miſſioners it ſhould be there finally arbitrate. 
But leſt it may be thought for vexation, the Par- 


ty Appellant muſt lay it i» depoſtto, ec. and if 


tryed againſt him, to pay double Coſts and 
Damages. We thought. this courſe fitteſt for 
two reaſons; Firſt becauſe a Suit in Chancery is 
too Jong a courſe, and the Merchant cannot 
endure delays 3 Secondly, becauſe our Courts 
have not the knowledge of their Terms, neither 
can they tell what toſay upon their Cauſes which 
be ſecret in their Science, proceeding out of their 
experience. Ircfer the Bill both old and new to 
your conſiderations, wiſhing good ſucceſs there- 
in both for the comfort of the Merchants and 
performance of our duties The A& is In- 
tituled 

An AC touching Policies of Aſſurances uſed 
amongſt Merchants. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, It was the good plea- 
ſure of this Houſe to refer the conſideration of 
an [nformation exhibited againſt a Member of 
this Houſe one of the Burgelles for the Town of 
Leiceſter, viz, Mr. Belgrave, the ſcope and pur- 
poſe of which Information pretendeth an abuſe to 
be done to the High Court.

I am to inform the Houſe, that this Information 
was put in ſedente curi4, and therefore thought 
by the Committees to be ſome diſgrace to the 
ſame. And becauſe this Gentleman ſhould not 
take benefit of this Pardon, therefore the Infor- 
mation (as I ſaid) is now put 1n ſedente curid, 
which I wiſh the Houſe to note. And becauſe 
he ſhould be debar'd of remedy againſt the party, 
he hath therefore cauſed the ſame to be exhibi- 
ted in M' Attorney Generals name.

M* Francis Moore deſired it might be read, as 
alſo the Expoſition of the Juſtices upon the Sta- 
tute of 39 Fliz. of Rogues, which if it pleaſe 
the Houſe he thought fit to be annext to that 
Statute, 

Mr Bacon ſaid, There were never yet any more 
than two Articul;;, the one, Articult ſuper Char- 
tas, when the Sword ſtood in the Commons 
hands ; the other Articuli Cleri, when the Clergy 
of the Land bare ſway, and that done upon de- 
liberation and grave advice.

After ſundry Motions and Arguments made 
againſt An A& made 39 Regine Eliz. touching 
Lands given to charitable uſes, it was upon the 
queſtion Ordered , that the ſaid A& ſhould be 
repealed. And upon another queſtion (whether 
the ſaid A& ſhould be repealed in the particular 
new Bill exhibited this Seſſion of Parliament, or 
elſe in the general Bill touching repeal of Sta- 
tutes, it was agreed by the Houſe that it ſhould 
be repealed in the general Bill of Repeal of Sta- 
tutes. 

Upon a Motion made by M- Sollicitor for a 
Conference to be had with the Lords in the Bil] 
that paſſed with their Lord(hips and hath been 
twiceread in this Houſe, Intituled An ACt for the 
reuniting of Eze and Dunſder to the Mannor of 
Sunning ; It 1s appointed that M* Comptroller 
of the Exchequer , M- Sollicitor and others do 
meet to Morrow with the Lords at eight of the 
Clock in the Morning touching the Tae Con- 
ference. 


On Txeſday the 8** day of December the Bill 

touching Watermen on the River of Thazees was 
read the ſecond time and committed unto the 
Knights and Citizens for London, Sir George 
Moore , Sir John Lewſon and others, who were 
appointed to meet this Afternoon in the Exche- 
quer Court at two of the Clock. 
.. M* Moore, one of the Committees in the Bill 
touching S* Thomas's Hoſpital made Report of the 
travel of the ſame Committees, and certifieth in 
the Bill with ſome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching St Bar- 
tholomews Hoſpital was twice read, and with the 
Bill Ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Bill touching Glaſs-Houſes was read the 
firſt time and rejected upon the Queſtion. 

M* Winch one of the Committees in the Bill 
touching Theophilus Adams (who were appoin- 
ted on Satxrday the 5* day of this inſtant De- 
cember foregoing) brought in the Bill amended 
in ſome parts by the Committees. 

The Amendments in the Bill for Theophilus 
Adams were twice read, and the Bill Ordered to 
be ingroſled. 

M* John Harris made Report of the meeting 
of the Committees in the Bill touching abuſes in 
Sheriffs and other Officers in not executing Pro- 
clamations (who were appointed on Friday the 
4 day of this inſtant December foregoing) and 
delivered in the Bill not altered or amended in 
any point. 

The Bill touching abuſes in Sheriffs, ec. was 
Ordered to be ingroſſed. 

M- Si-mell moved this Houſe for ſome ſpeedy 
conſideration to be had to reſtrain the tranſpor- 
tation of Iron Ordnance. Whereupon the Bill In- 
tituled An A@ prohibiting tranſportation of Iron 
Ordnance beyond the Seas was read the ſecond 
timez but before it was committed, there paſſed 
many Speeches and Arguments touching it in the 
Houle, being of very great moment. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, I may reſemble this to 
a ſaying of a Gentleman who told a ſtory of a 
$kilful Painter that painted a Tree 1n the Sea ſo 
lively, &c. And the Judgment was, O walde 
bene, ſed hic non erat locus : Sol ſay, this Bill is 
an Excellent Bill, the matter foul, the requeſt 
and remedy good and honeſt, but this is not our 
mean of redreſs. Her Majeſty in the late Procla- 
mation took notice thereof, and no doubt ſhe 
will redreſs it, And for us now to enter again on 
bringing or allowing As againſt Monopolies, 
is to refuſe her Majeſties gracious favour, and 
cleave to our own affe&tions. I think therefore 
if we deal therein, Petition wall be our only 
courſe. This is a matter of Prerogative, and this 
1s no place. | 

M* Fettiplace ſaid , I know her Majeſty recet- 
veth Yearly by Cuſtom for the tranſportation of 
theſe Ordnance three thouſand pound. There 
be four kinds of theſe Ordnance now uſually 
tranſported 3 The firſt a Falcon of the leaſt 
weight and bore ; the ſecond a Minton, a little 
heavier and bigger; the third a Sacre, ſomewhat 

greater ; 
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greater ; the fourth a Demi-Culverin being the 
greateſt, Now M* Speaker, they which tranſ- 
port Ordnance do tranſport in this manner; If 
it be a Falkon , ſhe (hall have the weight of a 
Mimon, and fo if a Sacre the weight of a Demi- 
Culverin : the reaſon hereof 1s, becauſe when 
they are brought beyond the Seas they will new 
bore them to a greater f1ze, as the Sacre to the 
Demi-Culverin bore ; Beſides, M* Speaker, eight 
Fun of Iron Ordnance will make five Tun of 
good Iron, And it is now grown ſo common, 
that if you would ſend Merchandize beyond the 
. Seas 1n Strangers Bottoms, they will not carry 
It 3 unleſs you will ballaſt their Ships and load 
them with ſome Ordnance. The Ordnance be 
carried to Callais, Embden, Lnbeck, Rochell, Breſt, 
S* Fohn de Luce, and other places ,- and theſe be 
Confederates with Spaiz and Friends with Duz- 
kirk, 1o that in helping them we do not only 
belp our Friends, but ſuccour the Spariard:s their 
Friends and our Enemies. If the Queen would 
forbid the tranſportation of Ordnance but for 
ſeven Years, it would breed ſuch a ſcarcity to the 
9pariard, that we might have him even where 
we would : Some (to doubt) the Sea would 
devour, ſome would be taken, and the ſtore 
which he now hath, ſcattered, and thereby his 


Force weakened. They have ſo much Iron in 


Spain out of England, that they do ordinarily | 


ſell a hundred weight of Iron Ordnance for ſeven 
Duckets and a halt Spaniſh. And if the Spaniard 
do make it a Capital matter but to tranſport a 
Horſe or a Gennet, much more ought we to have 
a ſpecial care herein, when we ſhall Arm even 
our own Enemies againſt our ſelves. I think 
therefore to proceed by way of a Bill would fa- 
vour of curbing her Majeſties Prerogative. But 
to proceed by way of Petition, it is a ſafe courſe | 


we [ce themdaily inclining, I fay there is nothin: 
doth ſo much threaten the conqueſt of the Kin;- 
dom as the tranſportation of Ordnance. And 
therefore I think it a good and ſpeedy court 
to proceed by way of Petition , leſt we be cut 
oft from our deſires, cither by the Upper Houſe, 
or before by the ſhortneſs and ſudden ending 
the Parliament. :

may juſtly Adminiſter. M* Speaker, ©»; vail; 
plane, wadit ſane; Let us lay down our griefs in 
the Preamble of our Bill, and make it by way 
of Petition 3 And I doubt not but her Majeſty 
being truly informed of it, will give her Royal 
Allent. 

M-* Secretary Herbert ſaid, The making of A-- 
mamentaria 18 a Regality belonging only to the 
power of the King and the Crown of Er9l:nd, 
and therefore no man can either caſt or tranſport 
without Licence. It ſtood -perhars with the Poli- 
cy of former times to ſuffer tranſportation, but 
as the times alter, ſo doth the Government. And 
we doubt it is now very hurtful and prejudicial 
to the Statez and therefore I am of opmion, that 
It 1s very fit this tranſportation ſhould be ſtayed ; 
and [ concur only with them which would have 
it by way of Petition, and not by Bill.

Sir Francis Haitings ſaid , How ſwiftly and 
{weetly her Majeſty apprehends our late griets, 
I think there 15 no Subje& but knoweth. For us 
then to deal in a matter ſo highly touching her 
Prerogative , we ſhould give her Majeſty jult 
cauſe to deny our Proceedings by Bill. I think 

theretore 
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therefore by laying open our griefs in a Petition, 
it will move the heart of her Majeſty as much, 
being a Caſe of this conſequence , as our firſt 
Motion by M* Speaker hath done. And there- 
fore I am of Opinion there is no way but this 
way. 
Sir George Moore ſaid, It is in vain to diſpute 
of the matter when the manner 1s only 1a que- 
ſtionz and as vain to loſe the matter by over- 
Jong diſpute of the manner. The late experience 
of her Majeſties Love and Clemency towards 
us, and of her Care over us ſtriketh ſuch an aw- 
ful regard into my heart, that I wholly dilhke 
this proceeding by Bill, and only do approve 
our tormer Motion by way of Petition. 

M* Eyde ſaid, M* Speaker, It is doubted by 
ſome that this Bill will not paſs by reaſon of the 
ſudden ending of the Parliament 3 for that, I 
think if we give not too much top to private 
Bills, this Bill would quickly paſs. And 1 fee no 
reaſon but we may well proceed by Bill, and not 
touch her Majeſtics Prerogative; for her Majeſty 
is not more careful and watchful of her Prero- 
gative than the noble Princes of Famous Memory 
King Henry the Eighth her Father, and King Ed- 
ward the Sixth her Brother were.

M- Comptroller ſaid, I wiſh we ſhould deal 
in ſuch manner as we may have our defirez and 
that I think, we ſhall ſooner obtain in ſpeaking 
unto theQueen by way of Petition, than in pro- 
cceding by way of Bill and Conteltation, We 
muſt note that her Self and her Progemitors will 
not be forced: And I do not hold this cuurſe 
by way of Bill either to ſtand with reſpe& or 
duty. 

vo Swale of the Middle-1emple ſaid, I would 
but move thus much to the Houſe, if we let ſlip 
this Law, and proceed by way of Petition, then 
15 there no Law to prohibit, but the Law of 33 
Hen.

M* Belgrave ſaid, Mr. Speaker , Modeſty for- 
bids me to ſpeak in my own Caſe that fo nearly 
concerneth me, but neceſlity urgeth me to ap- 
peal to this High Court. True it is, there was 
an Information exhibited againſt me in the Star- 
Chamber by an Honourable Perſon of the Upper 
Houſe (the Earl of Huntington) in the name of 
Mr. Attorney General, for a Miſdemeanor com- 
mitted to this High Court 3 the ſubſtance of that 
Information I confeſs, yet I am to be an humble 
Suitor unto this Houſe, whether an Information 
is to be exhibited (this Houſe fitting) againſt 
any Member thereof. And for my own part I 
do ſubmit my ſelf to abide ſuch Cenſure as this 
Houſe ſhall in their Wiſdoms think conve- 
nient. 

Sir George Moore faid ;, viewing the Informa- 
tion, I find the words to be againſt the High 
Court of Parliament, which is as well the Upper 
Houſe as this Houſe 3 and therefore I wiſh there 
might be a Conference with the Lords herein. 
Now this Houſe is but part, and a Member of 
the Parliament, and therefore we ſolely cannot 
proceed. 

Mr. Serjeant Harris ſaid, In the 36** of Hey. 8. 
when Ferris Caſe was, who was a Member of 
this Houſe, did not we proceed without any 
Conference with the Lords? Here might be /:- 
bera ſuſfragia , and no man of this Houſe to be 
choſen by any Friends or Mediation of any great 
Man, neither ought we to be tyed by any Blue 
Coat in the World. But as our Perſons are Pri- 
viledged, fo ſhould our Speeches bez And there- 
fore I ſee no reaſon to confer with the Lords 
when we may proceed our ſelves. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, If the Caſe were but 
plain of it ſelf, I ſhould be of the Gentlemans 
mind that laſt ſpake : but I am given to under- 
ſtand, and alſo deſire ſo to inform the Houſe, 
that this Information was put into the Star- 
Chamber by ſome kind of Order from the Lords, 
and therefore very convenient a Conference 
ſhould be had. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid (who was Brother 
to the Earl of Huntington) To enter into conli- 
deration of this Cauſe by Report (and otherwiſe 
I cannot) I know no man but reſpecteth the Ho- 
nourable Perſon himſelf, and for this Gentleman 
(Mr. Belgrave) I ever took him, and fo do, to 
be a man of very good Carriage: To condemn 
him, I do not mean : but I humbly pray that a 
courſe for his Honour may be taken, and the 
matter ſo handled, that the Honour of the Per- 
ſon may be ſaved, the Gentleman freed from fur- 
ther offence, and this Cauſe ended with good 
Concluſion. And I proteſt I am not privy to the 
Proſecution. |

Our diſpute may ſeem 
to have this end, either to incur the dangers of 
our Priviledge by not regarding this Cauſe, or 
to pry too near 1nto her Majeſties Prerogative 
by examining Informations exhibited into the 
Star-Chamber, Wherefore I think we ought to 
be Petitioners, (Nota verbum Petitioners) or at 
leaſt to ſhew our griefs to the Lords 3 and if by 
any Order from them (as was alledged) this In- 
formation was put in, methinks in reaſon a Con- 
terence were good to examine the Cauſe, and 
inform this Houſe truly thereof. 

Mr. Skzpwith the Pentioner ſaid, If I knew or 
did think that any wrong were offered to the 
Earl of Huntington, I would rather be a Petitio- 
ner for this Gentleman to him, than I would be 
a Protector of him againſt him. I knew Mr. Bel- 
grave writ his Letter to my Lord, and that it 
pleaſed his Honour to Anſwer him 3 and that he 
oftered to follow his Honour in that ſort as is 
fitting for a Gentleman of his worth, and rather 
his Honour than any man in England. ThisI take 
it may fatisfie the Houſe for Anſwer to the firſt 
part of the Information , which containeth a 
diſhonour offered to the Earl. For the ſecond, 
which is deceiving of the Burgeſles, I do Anſwer 
this Houſe, They were both willing and worthy 
to be deceived. I know they had given their 
Voices, and defired M* Pelgrave to take it, For 
the wrong to thisCourt, I hope this Court hath 
wiſdom enough to right it ſelf without any courſe 
to be taken in the Star-Chamber : yet by your 
favour, I may ſay thus much, that if we ſhould 
puniſh him tor coming indiretly into this place, 
we ſhould puniſh three parts of this Houle ; for 
none ought to be choſen but thoſe that be reſi- 
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dent, and ſworn Burgeſfles of the Town. 

Sir Robert Wroth ſaid, This matter needs not 
ſo much diſpute. 'There is a Precedent in this 
Houſe to this point 3 in-the laſt Year of Queen 
Mary, between Pleddal! and Pleddall. It plea- 
ſed the Lords of the Star-Chamber, ſedente Par- 
liamento, to bind the one at the Suit of the o- 
ther to appear twelve dayes atter the Parliament 3 
and this adjudged to be an infringement of the 
Liberties. 

M* Davies ſaid, The Information ſavours more 
of wit than malice 3 And therefore I think, upon 
Conference with the Lords the matter may be 
brought to good end. I theretore humbly pray 
it may be put to the queſtion , and that the 
Bill may be ſent for out of the Star-Cham- 
ber. 

M* Carey ſaid, I take it, M" Speaker, the courſe 
hath been, that if the Houſe be defirous to ſee 
any Record, you (Mr. Speaker) ſhould ſend a 
Warrant tothe Lord Keeper to grant forth a Cer- 
tiorari to have the Record.

They dcfire that every Member of 
this Houſe would do the hke to their Servants, 
and ſo expreſly to charge and command them. 
And I would move you that you would be plea- 
ſed theSerjeant might go forth and ſignify ſomuch 
from you unto the Company withour, 

Mr. Wiſeman ſaid, The diſorder Mr. Speaker 
ſpeaks of, is now grown fo great, that a man 
dare not go down the Stairs without a Con- 
duQor. 

So the Serjeant went and delivered the Mel- 
ſage, and the abuſe was well reformed.

The Amendments in the Bill touching a Key 
or Harbour to be made on the North parts of the 
River of Severn were twice read, and with the 
Bill Ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Bill for maintenance of Shipsand encreaſe 
of Sea-faring men was read the ſecond time and 
committed unto the Queens Learned Councel be- 
ing of this Houſe, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Kobert 
I roth, the Knights and Citizens for London, 
the Burgeiles of all the Port Towns, Mr. Tre- 
vor and others, who were appointed to meet this 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber at two of 
the Clock; And the Bill and Committees names 
were delivered to Sir Walter Raleigh. 

Mr. Moore made Report of the meeting of 
the Committees in the Bill touching Cree Church, 
and brought in the Bill with ſome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Cree 
Church were twice read, and the Bill was Or- 
dered to be ingroſled. 

The Bill for the making and working of 
Woollen Cloths was read the ſecond time, and 
committed unto the former Committees for 
Woollen Cloths ( who were appointed to meet 
November 23. and on W, edneſday the 18" day of 
November foregoing ) and appointed now to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Exche- 
quer Chamber at two of the Clock. 

Another Bill alſo touching the Government 
of ſome Northern Counties was read the firſt 
time. 

The Points to be conſidered of in the conti- 
nuance of Statutes were read, and offered (till 
to dilgpte, whether the Statute of Tillage ſhould 
be continued. 

Mr Johzſon (aid, In the time of Dearth when 
we made this Statute, it was not conlidered 
that the hand of God was upon us; And now 
Corn 1s cheap ; if too cheap, the Huſbandman 
15 undone, whom we mult provide for, for he is 
the Staple man of the Kingdom. And fo after 
many Arguments he concluded the Statute to be 
repealed. 

Mr. Bacon ſaid, The old commendation of 1taly 
by the Poet was, Potens wiris atque ubere gleba ; 
and it ſtands not with the policy of the State, 
that the wealth of the Kingdom ſhould be ingroſ- 
ſed into a few Graziers hands. And if you will 
put in ſo many Proviſoes as be deſired, you will 
make it uſeleſs. The Huſbandman is a ſtrong 
and hardy man, the good footman, which is a 
chief obſervation of 'good Warriers, &c, So he 
concluded the Statute not to be repealed, 

Sir Walter Raleigh (aid, I think this Law fit to 
be repealed; for many poor men are not able | 
to find ſeed to ſow ſo much as they are bound to 
plough, which they muſt do, or incur the Pe- 
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with Corn. France offered the Queen to ſerve 
Ireland with Corn for ſixteen ſhillings a quarter, 
which is but two ſhillings the buſhel; if we 
ſhould fell it ſo here, the Ploughman would be 
bepggered. The Low-Conntry man and the Hol- 
lander, which never ſoweth Corn, bath by his 
induſtry ſuch plenty that they will ſerve other 
Nations. The Spaniard who often wanteth Corn, 
had we never ſo much plenty , will not be be- 
holding to the Engliſh man for it, neither to 
the Low-Conntry men, nor to Frence, but will 
fetch it even ns the very Barbarian. And there- 
fore [ think the beſt courſe is to ſet it at liberty, 
and leave every man free, which is the deſire 
of a true Exgliſh man. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil! (aid, I do not dwell in the 
Country, I am not acquainted with the Plough : 
But I think that whoſoever doth not maintain 
the Plough, deſtroys this Kingdom, There were 
the laſt Parliament great Arguments 1n thispoint; 
and after a deliberate diſputation, the paſlage of 
this Bill concluded. My Motion therefore ſhall 
be, that this Law may not be repealed , except 
former Laws may be in force and revived. Say 
that a Glut of Corn ſhould be, have we not ſufh- 
cient remedy by tranſportation, which is allow- 
able by the Policy of all Nations? I cannot be 
induced or gujded from this opinion upon Go- 
vernment of Some Statutes 3 1 am ſure when 
Warrants go from the Council for levying of 
men in the Countries, and the Certificates be re- 
turned unto us again, we find the greateſt part 
of them to be Ploughmen. And excepting Sir 
Thomas Moore's Utopia , or ſome ſuch feigned 
Common-Wealth, you ſhall never find but the 
Ploughman is chiefly provided for : The negle& 
whereof will not only bring a general but a par- 
ticular damage to every man. If in Edward the 
Firſt his time a Law was made for the mainte- 
nance of the Fry of Fiſh, and in Herry the Se- 
venths time for preſervation of the Eggs of Wild- 
Fowl ; ſhall we now throw away a Law of far 
more conſequence and import? If we debar Til- 
lage, we give ſcope to the Depopulator 3 And 
then if the poor being thruſt out of their Hou- 
ſes go to dwell with others,ſtraight we catch them 
with the Statute of Inmates 3 if they wander 
abroad, they are within the danger of the Sta- 
tute of the Poor to be whipt. So by this means 
undo this Statute, and you indanger many thou- 
ſands. Poſterior dies diſcipulus prioris. It former 
times have made us wiſe to make a Law, let 
theſe latter times warn us to preſerve ſo good a 
Law. 

Mr Serlbie deſired -that the County of Nor- 
thumberland might be exempted out of the Sta- 
tute, becauſe it was ſo nigh Scotland, and their 
Country was ſo infeted with the Plague, that 
not only whole Familics but even whole 447: 
have been ſwept away with that calamity, ©.

The Bill for continuance of Statutes commit- 
ted to all the Queens Learned Council being 
Members of this Houſe, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir 
Francis Haſtings, Sir Robert Wroth and others, 
who were appointed to meet in the Court of 
Wards at two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the relict of the Poor was read 
the ſecond time and committed unto M® Com- 
ptroller, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Francis Darcie, Nr. 
Francis Bacon, Mr. Lieutenant of the Tower 
and others, who were appointed to meer to Mor- 
row 1n the Afternoon at two of the Clock i 
the Court of Wards. | 

M* ITreby made Report of the meeting of the 
Commntees in the Bill for draining certain fur- 
rounded grounds in the County of Sffo/k, (who 
were appointed on Saturday the 28* day of 
November foregoing) and ſhewed that the Com- 
mittees have thought fit to draw a new Bill to 
that purpoſe, and ſo delivereth in the old and 
the new. 

Mr. Winch moved, that according to the reſo- 
lution of the Committee in the Bill againſt tranſ- 

portation of Iron Ordnance, the Houſe ſhould 
| proceed both by Bill and alſo by Petition unto

The New Bill againſt tranſportation of Gun: 
Metal, Ordnance and Iron Shot was read the 
ſ-cond time, and committed unto all the Privy 
Council Members of this Houſe, Sir Walter Ra- 
tieh, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Francis Darcie and 
others, who were appointed to meet upon Satyr- 
day next in the Afternoon at two of the Clock 
in the Court of Wards. 

Oliver Cromwell Eſquire returned this preſent 
Parliament Knight for the County of Huntington, 
is for hisneceſlary occaſions of bulineſs licenſed by 
Mr, Speaker to depart. 

On Friday the 11 day of December the 
Bill comprehending and containing the mainte- 
nance of good and profitable Arts and Trades 
for the Commonwealth was delivered by Mr. 
Johnſon, (who was deſired to put the ſame intothe 
Houſe by Mr. George Brook Brother to the Lord 
Cobham) the effe& of it was, that every man 
which had or could invent any Art or Trade, 
ſhould for his life monopolize the ſame to his 
own uſe, or he that could add to or refine the 
ſame ſhould do the like. 

Mr. Fettiplare ſhewed, That the Bill was un- 


profitable and not good for divers reaſons, Firſt 


it was too genera), becauſe it ſpeaketh as well 
of Arts invented, as to be invented. Secondly, 
the Bill (heweth not that they will be profitable 
for the Commonwealth ; whatſoever they be, 
this Bill alloweth. For divers Arts have been de- 
viſed in Londor, that that ſhall be wrought with 
one man, which would not heretofore be done 
with forty : This is unprofitable, becauſe it ſet- 


teth not the poor and many hands on work, 


Thirdly, it will breed confuſion 3 becauſe if but 
a little addition be made by another, a new Li- 
cence is granted to this manz And now if to 
that addition another ſhall add, that will be 7» 
infinitum, and ſo confuſion. Whereupon he 
concluded, that he for his part thought fit the 
Bill ſhould be quaſh'd, and divers cried, Away 
with it. 

Another ſaid, I wiſh that the Bill-might be 
read again and conſidered becauſe we allowed 
of theſe kind of Patents once this Parliament, 
namely in the Licence for making Tinn by Mills 
out of the Old Rubbiſh in Cor-wall, upon the 
motion of Sir Walter Raleigh; And this Bill de- 
fireth no more in effe&t. Next for the incertain- 
ty, upon the conſideration of the Bill by ſome 
tew Committees the ſame might be amended, 
Beſides, he that hath invented any Art or Trade, 
It 15 reaſon he ſhould have ſome priviledge, be- 
cauſe it would be an incouragement to others, 
and Nemo naſcitur Artifex. No man would come 
to that perfeQion upon the firſt knowledge of it, 
as being taught by the firſt Inventor for a ſeaſon. 
Alſo the propoſition of the Gentleman that laſt 
ſpake, did not hold in all Arts, that it is unpro- 


fitable that the work of many ſhould be done 
by one 3 for it is profitable for the Common- 
wealth, if Water may be brought to ever mans 
Houſe for ten ſhillings value , where it would 
not be done with ten pound coſt, as by the 
Water-work device in London. So of Iron 
Mills the Low-Comnntries, and of the Corn Mills 
upon the Thames. So of ſhooting and charging 
of Ordnance and Fire-works and the like. And 
generally of all Arts, Trades and Sciences which 
cannot be done by Poor but by Perſons judici- 
ous and of Skill, and thoſe that have a more na- 
tural inclination to come to perfection in theſe 
things than every baſe Beggar. For his laſt. pro- 
poſition, I ſay that Nor: eſt confuſto in certa ſci- 
entia, Ec. 

M* Szigg ſaid, The Author of the Bill per- 
haps was a Sugarman, for he hath the word Re- 
finers of Arts, &c. 

So it was put to the queſtion for to be read 
the ſecond time; And all faid No. But when 
the Speaker ſaid, all thoſe that will have the Bill 
read the ſecond time ſay I, Sir Richard K nightly 
ſaid No aloud ; at whch the Houſe laughed, and 
not one ſaid I, I. 

Three Bills had each of them one reading 3 
of which the laſt being the Bill touching the re- 
covering of certain ſurrounded grounds in the 
County of Norfolk was read the third time, and 
paſſed upon the queſtion. 

Mr Serjeant Harries a Committee in the Bill 
touching Silk-Weavers, brought in the Bill with 
ſome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Silk- 
Weavers being twice read, the Bill was Ordered 
to be ingroſled. 

The Bill that the Land of Edward Lncas Gen- 
tleman ſhall be lyable to the pay ment of certain

Attorney of the Wards and. others, who were 
appointed to meet to Morrow in the Afternoon 
in the Court of Wards at two of the Clock.

Mr Serjeant Telverton and M*' D* Swale com- 
ing from their Lordſhips, declared that their

Vide concerning this bu- | 
lincts of M" Belgrave on Thurſday the third day, 
Aonday the 7" day, Treſdry the 8% day and 
on 1hirſday the 10 day of this inſtant Decem- 
ber toregoing, as allo on December the 16" Ned- 
neſday enfuing. 

Four Bills were ſent up to the Lords'by M- 
Secretary Cecill and others 3 of which one was 
the Bill for recovering of certain ſurrounded 
Grounds 1n the County of Norfolk, e*c. 

M* Browne a Committee in the Bill touchin 
repairing of the Bridges near Car/z/{c, brought in 
the Bill with fome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching the re- 
pairing of the Bridges near Carliſle were twice 
read, and the Bill was Ordered to be ingrolicd, 

The Additions in the Bill touching the Aflize 
of Fuel were twice read, and with the Bill Or- 
dered to beingrofled, 

Two Bills alſo had each of thent one reading ; 
of which the ſecond being the Bill for relief of 
Souldiers and Mariners was read the ſecond time, 
and committed unto M* Secretary: Cecil, Sir 
Frans Haſtings and others, who were appoin- 
ted to meet at the time and place before appoin- 
ted for relief of the poor.

The Lords Committees (who were appornted 
to have Conference with the Committees of 
the Houſe of Commons in the Bill touching Let- 
ters Patents, @«c. ) being ſet in the Fainted | 
Chamber , Mr. Secretary Cecil with the rci- | 
due of the Committees of the ſaid Houſe re- 
paired unto them, where M* Secretary going to 
the Upper end of the Table ſpake to this effect. 
That if their Lordſhips had already concluded 
what to do in the Bill for Patents, then they | 
had no Commilſion to proceed ; and if they had 
altered the Bill in any Point with Amendments, 
they alſo had no Commiſizon : But it their Lord- 
ſhips had done neither, but only were deſirous | 
to be reſolved of any doubt which they 1n their 
wildoms conceived, and would willingly there- 
about confer with them, they would moſt wil- 
lingly accompliſh their Lordſhips defire, tor they 
bad ſufficient warrant trom the Houſe. 

The Lord Backburſs Lord Treaſurer after a 
little whiſpering with the Lords together, an- 
ſwered, That he would not have us preoccupate 
their judgments with a Speech both ſtrange, im- 
proper and prepoſterous, with other words, &c. 

M* Secretary ſaid, He could not anſwer his 
Lordſhip nor the reſt without Order from the 
other Committees ; And therefore prayed they 
might confer together: which was granted. So 
they went forth into an outward room and there 
conferred what Speech or Anſwer to make 3 and 
ſo after they returned again, and Mr. Secretary 
ſaid, My Lords, Weof the Lower Houle are very 
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lorry your Lordſhips ſhould any way conceive 0- 
therwiſe than well of our Speech and good intent. 
Your Lord(hips termed our Specch (for fo I may 
ſay,becauſe I ſpake in the name and beha!f of the 
Committees ) ſtrange, improper ai:d prepoſte- 
rous. My Lords, I think it not ſtrange, for it is 
not unknown of your Lordſhips that we be al! 
Members of one Body, and as we cannot be 
without your Lordſhips, ſo your Lordſhips 
cannot be without us; And when we are de- 
firous, it pleaſeth your Lordſhips out of your 
favour to vouchſafe us a Conference ; ſo when 
you be willing, it pleaſeth us out of the defire 
we have to be obſervant, to yield thereunto : 
Neither have your Lordſhips bcen more forward 
to gratify us with your favours, than we of the 
Lower Houſe have been willing to further your 
Honours deſires with our beſt furtherance. And 
therefore my Lords, it is no (trange thing to 
nave a Conference, neither our Speech (ſtrange 
becauſe it tended to draw us to ſome particular 
point of Conference. For the Epithet improper, 
[ am to tell your Lordſhips , that I delivered no 
more than | was commanded, nor no leſs than 1 
was required. And therefore by your Lordſhips 
favour, no Cauſe it ſhould deſerve the title of 
impropricty. And I take it, by your Lordſhips 
favour, it was not prepoiferous - for my Lords, 
the firſt matter we took ſhould be handled, was 
the doubts which we imagined your Lord(hips 
had conceived of the Bill; and if your Lord- 
ſhips had ought elſe conceived, I thought fit to 
thew your Lordſhips that we then came without 
Commiſton. So my Lords, I hope I have made 
it appear, that the Speech was neither ſzrage, 
improper nor prepoiterons, But we of the Lower 
Houle who be here Committees, do befeech your 
Lordſhips that you would not conceive @ther- 
wile of us than we deſervez And your Lord- 
ſhips ſhall find us ever ready in all dutiful Service 
as coadjuting Members of one United Body the 
Houſe of Parliament. So after withdrawing of 
themſelves a little trom the Table, the Lords hum- 
med and whiſpered, and at length calling us, 

The Lord Treaſurer ſaid, T he Lords were (a- 
tified with our Anſwer , and very glad they 
found us fo conformablez by which they doubted 
nor but we {ſhould well agree for the Conference, 
whereby the Bill might have the better paſlage. 

M- Secretary Anſwered, That he was very 
glad their Lordſhips did conceive aright of them 3 
And that the Committees , becauſe they were 
many and would not be troubleſome with mul- 
tiplicity of Speech, had choſen for their Speakers 
to (atisfhie their Honours, M* Bucon, MF Serjeant 
Harris, M* Francis Moore, M* Henry Monuntagne, 
M*- Phzlipps and M* Boice. So the Lords called 
M* Attorney Genez2l for them, who having {po- 
ken a while on the one (ide, and been Anfwered 
by Serjeant Harris on the other fide, the Conte- 

rence or meeting of the ſaid Committees brake 
up umperfettly, and was further deterr'd till the 
next Morning.

An AQ for redreſs of certain abuſes uſed in 
Painting was read the third time. 

It was moved by Sir George Moore and ſome 
others, that the Bill might be let ſlip, and the 
Cauſe refer'd to the Lord Mayor of London, be- |

cauſe it-concerned a Controverſie between the 
Painters and Plaiſterers of London. 

To which M* Davies Anſwered, That the laſt 
Parliament this Bill ſhould have paſt this Houſe, 
but it was refer'd as is now deſired , and Bonds 
made by the Plaiſterers for performance of the 
Orders to be ſet down by the Lord Mayor ; yet 
all will do no good : Wherefore, M- Speaker, 
[ think it good to be put to the queſtion. 

Sir Steples Soame deſired that my Lord Mayor 
might not be troubled with them, ec. but that 
it might be put to the queſtion, and it ſeemed 
likely to go againſt the Painters. But M* Heyward 
Townſend as it was putting to the queſtion ſtood 
up, and ſhewed, that in the Statute of 25 E. 3, 
Cap. 3. Plaiſterers were not then ſo called but 
Dawbers and Mudwall-Makers, who had for 
their Wages by the day three pence, and their 
K nave three half pence (for ſo was his Labourer 
called) they ſe continued till King Herry the Se- 
venths time, who brought into England with 
him out of France certain men that uſed Plaiſter 
of Paris about the Kings Sieling and Walls, whoſe 
Statute Labourers theſe Dawbers were. Theſe 
Statute Labourers learned in ſhort time the uſe 
of Plaiſter of Paris , and did it for the King, 
who increaſed to be many : then ſuing to the 
King for his Favour to Incorporate them, he did 
fulfil their deſire, Incorporating them by the 
name of Gipſariunm, which was for Clay and 
Mud, alias Morter-Makers, Az. 16 Hen. 7. being 
no Freemen for all their Corporation , they ob- 
tained the Kings Letters in their favour to Sir 
William Remmington the Lord Mayor of Londor 
and the Aldermen, to allow them Freemen,which 
was granted; at what time came in four of them 
paying ten ſhillings a piece for their Freedoms : 
And in three years after that manner came in to 
the number of twenty,but they paid four pound a 
piece for theirFreedom. They renewed theirPatent 
in King Herry the Eighths time, and called them- 
ſelvesPlaiſterers alias Morter-Makers,for the uſe of 
Loam and Lyme. They made an humble Peti- 
tion and Supplication after this to Sir Joh Myn- 
day then Lord Mayor and to the Aldermen, to 
grant them Ordinances for the better Rule and 
Government of their Company, 1n theſe words, 
viz, We the good Folks of Plaiſterers in Londor 
of Plaiſter and Loam of the ſaid City, for redreſs - 
of certain abuſes of Lath-Plaiſter and Loam 
wrought in the ſaid Craft, &c. and had allowed 
unto them ſearch for their Company for the uſe 
of Lath, Loam and Lyme. In all their Corpo- 
rations at no time had they the word Colors, 
neither yet in their Ordinances. For all they 
were incorporated by the name of Plaiſterers, 
yet in all King Herry the Eighths time they were 
called Dawbers, as appears 1n the Accompts of 
the Chamber of London, paid to ſuch and ſuch 
Dawbers for ſo many days,ſo much, and to their 
Labourers ſo much. The Plaiſterers never laid 
any Colour upon any of che Kings Houſes, nor 
in the Sheriffs of London, but this Year. They . 
wore no Livery or Cloathing in the ——_ 

O 


of King Henry the Eighth. They have been ſuf- 
fered to lay Alehouſe Colours as red Lead and 
Oaker with ſuch like, and now intrude them- 
ſelves to all Colours; Thus they take not only 
their own work but Painting alſo, and leave no- 
thing to do for the Painter. Painters and Stain- 
ers were two ſeveral Companies in King Edward 
the Thirds time; one for Painting of Pots and 
all Timber-Work, and the other for Staining and 
Painting of Cloth of great continuance. The 
two (everal Companies were joined both into 
one by their own conſents, and by the conſents 
of the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen of 
the City the nineteenth year of King Edward the 
Fourth, The Painters had Orders allowed them 
for the uſe of Oyl and Colours, eſpecially named 
in King Herry the Fourths time, from the Lord 
Mayor and City. Painters cannot work without 
Colours, their only mixture being Oyl and Size, 
which the Plaiſterers do now uſurp and intrude 
into. Painters have her Majcſties Letters Patents 
dated the twenty fourth year of Elizabeth, for- 
bidding any Artificer the uſe of Colours ,and 


Oyl or Size, after the manner of Painting, but | 
only ſuch as have been or ſhall be Apprentice, | 
namely with a Painter , ſeven years at the leaſt. | 


And where the Plailterers obje&, that the Pain- 
ters do abridge other Companies of their Co- 
lours, that is moſt apparently untrue z for Gold- 
ſmiths do uſe Colours, but not after the manner 
of Painting, and work without Oyl or fize. 
Book: Binders uſe Colours, but neither with Oyl 
or Size. So Cutlers uſe Varniſhing and Gilding; 
So Glaziers uſe Colours with nealing in the Oven; 
Bricklayers uſe Colours, but neither with Oyl or 
Size 3 And Joiners do uſe Varniſh. Workman- 
ſhip and Skill is the gift of God, and not one in 
ten proveth a Workman 3 yet it is requiſite, that 
all ſuch as have been brought up all the dayes of 
their Life in a Trade, and cannot attain to the 
Excellency of Skill that is required, ſhould live 
by the baſer part of their Sctence , when they 
cannot attain the better, which 1s in working 1n 
Oyl and Size thoſe Flats, Polts and Windows, 
&c. If Plaiſterers may be ſuffercd to Paint, Work- 
manſhip in Painting will decay ; for no Work- 
man will- keep an Apprentice four or five years 
to praftiſe and not able to get one penny, unleſs 
he might now get ſomething towards his Meat 
and Drink in laying of Oyl Colours, as on Poſts. 
And experience teacheth us now, that among 
the number of three hundred there are not 
twelve ſufficient Workmen to be found in Lox- 
don. Yet one of theſe (ſuch was his Poverty) 
was fain for his relief to Wife and Children to 
wear upon the Lord Mayors Day a Blue Gown 
and red Cap, and to carry a Torch (he being 
fifty years old.) One man will lay and paint 
more Colours in a day than ten men can grind, 
which grinding of Colours ſhall be the relief of 
two or three hundred poor men, that cannot 
attain Workmanſhip, and that is raken away by 
Plaiſterers, and the poor men both Painters, their 


Wives and Children go a begging for want of | 
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mace 119 a Year here by reafon of ſo much Pain- 
ted Flanders picces brought from thence ; ſo as 
the Painters have nothing to live on,but laying of 
Oy] Colours on Poſts, Windows, ©. Ir 1s a cu- 
rious Art and requireth a good Fye, and a ſted- 
{alt Hand, which the infirmity of Age decayeth 
quickly, and then Painters beg. Plaiſterers take 
money trom the Higheſt Perſonages to the meart- 
eſt Cottagers, whoſe Walls muſt needs be made : 
Painters take money but of a few for their de- 
light. Painters give to the Plaiſterers ſix kind of 
Colours commonly ufed (as the Bill importeth) 
to be laid with Size and not with Oyl; and for 
every twenty ſhillings earned with Oyl Colours, 
there 1s teri pound carned with Size Colours, be- 
ing every mans money, Theſe Walls thus curi- 
outly painted in former Ages, the Arms ſo Arti- 
ficially drawn, the ſmagry ſo perfe&tly done, do 
witnels our Forefathers care in cheriſhing this Art 
of Painiing, &c. $01 think the Bill very reaſon- 
able and fic to paſs; And thereupon the Bill paſ- 
ſed upon the queſtion. 

The reſidue of this Forenoons Paſſages do 
hereafter follow out of theOriginal Journal-Book 
of the Houſe of Commons. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading; of 
which the firſt touching garbling of Spices was 
read the third time, and paſſed upon the queſti- 
on and diviſion o: the Houſe, with the difference 
of fifty four Voices, viz. with the Yea ninety five, 
with the No forty one. 

M- Attorney General and M* Doctor Carew 
coming from the Lords unto this Houſe do fig- 
nifie, that their Lordihips are ready for Conte- 
rence with the Committees of this Houſe appoin- 
ted to have Conference with their ſaid Lordſhips 
in the Bill touching Confirmation of Grants and 
Letters Patents, e*c. 

The four Bills Jaſt paſt were ſent up to the 
Lords by M- Secretary Ceci/ an{l others. 

The Bill touching the Priſoners in Ludgate was 
read the ſecond time, and commuted unto all 
the Queens Learned Councel being of this Houſe, 
the Maſter of Requeſts, Sir Stepher Soare, Mr 
Philips and others, who were appointed ro mect 
this Afternoon at the Committee Chamber ot 
this Houſe at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon. 

The Bill to redreſs mifimployment of Lands, 
Goods and Stocks of money heretofore given to 
certain charitable uſes, was upon the ſecond read- 
ing committed to the former Committees (who 
were appointed on Saturday the 28" day of No- 
vember foregoing) andunto Sir Edward Starhop, 
Mr Maynard, M" Harris and others, who were 
appointed to meet in the Committee Chamber 
of this Houſe at two of the Clock this Afﬀtet- 
NOON. 

M* Brown a Committee in the Bill againſt 
tranſportation of Iron Ordnance declared the 
travel of the Committees, and delivered in the 
Bill with ſome Amendments. 

SiC The 
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The Amendments in the Bill againſt tranſpor- 
tation of Ordnance, e&c. was twice read, and the 
Bill was Ordered to be ingroſled. 

Sir Francis Darcie a Committee in the Bill 
touching relief" of Maimed Souldiers and Mariners, 
declared the Addition of ſome few words unto 
the ſame by the Committees, viz. | do not ex- 
ceed or be under] and in another place theſe 
words, 2iz. [and be under] which being twice 
read the Bill was Ordered to be ingrofled. 


Poſt Meridiem. 


The Bill touching the eſtabliſhing of the re- 
mainder of certain Lands unto Kettlebie 
was read the ſecond time and committed unto 
M* Comptroller, M* Secretary Cecil/ and others, 
who were appointed to meet in the Court of 
Wards upon Monday next in the Morning at 
eight of the Clock. 

The Bill for the more diligent coming to 
Church on the Sunday, was read the third 
time, 

To which ſeveral Speeches were made as fol- 


loweth. 

M* Bond ſaid, This Bill as it is now ingroſled, 
much difftereth from the firſt which was here 
preſented, which I the better like of. Notwith- 
ſtanding, in my opinion, the Bill is altogether 
needleſs, and divers reaſons move me to think it 
both inconvenient and unneceſlary. ' Every evil 
in a State is not to be met with in a Law 3 and 
as it is in natural, ſo it is in politick Bodies, that 
ſometimes the remedy is worſe than the diſeaſe. 
And therefore particular Laws againſt particular 
offences induce novelty , and in novelty con- 
tempt. Hippodamus Mileſius oftered to reward 
any man bountifully which could invent a good 
and new Law : But Ariſtotle condemneth that 
Policy , and the beſt Orator Demoſthenes con- 
demneth that State which will admit of any 
Innovation , although it be good in it ſelf. If 
this Bill paſſeth, there will be two imputations 
ms, to to the State, which Wiſdom wills us both 
to foreſee and ſhun : The firſt an Infamy to our 
Miniſters, that our Adverſaries may ſay , this is 
the fruit of your labour to have Preached away 
your Audience out of the Church; The ſecond 
no leſs but rather a greater imputation upon our 
Archbiſhops and other Eccleſiaſtical Governours, 
that they be either remiſs in their Authority, or 
elſe that their Prerogative hath not ſo much 
power as a twelve peny Fine. And doubtleſs 
theſe imputations cannot be avoided, if we give 
the Jeſuits ſuch head, ſcope and comfort as they 
in their Writings do greedily apprehend. I do, 
M* Speaker , conceive great diibrence betwixt 
primo Eliz. when time was, and this Law of 44 
Eliz. as now it is. Then the People were newly 
taken from Mafling and Superſtition; Now they 
are planted in truth, and rooted in Religion. The 
light did then ſcarce appear unto them, which 
now ſhineth with glorious Beams upon our 


malice of the Adverſary was only againſt them 
in the beginning , fo is it ſtretcht forth to put 
down, and flameth like a conſuming Fire to de. 
vour our Doctrine. Thele reaſons aforeſaid were 
the Ground-work of Oſorius Foundation in his 
Epiſtle unto her Majeſty, to give advantage to 
ſpeak evil. I will give but a reafon or two more 
and fo an end. Suppole that a neglefor of 
Church-Service comes to the Seffions there to be 
Examined, alledging an excuſe 3 many bufineſles 


'| ſo concern the doer not to be known, that to 


ſpeak truth would be his undoing, and to ſpeak 
untruth would be a wound unto his Conſcience; 
And to ſay his buſineſs, were a meer mockery ; 
and to ſay an untruth, an apparent danger. If 
this Law may ſtand for a Law, methinks I fore- 
ſce what breach of Charity will happen. Say 
there be forty in a Town abſent, the Church- 
Warden preſents ſome and not others : It will 
be objeted unto him, wherefore ſhould I be pre- 
ſented and not he? why my Wife, my Son, my 
Servant, my Friend, not his, &c. Will not this 
be a great breach to Unity and Peace? Juſt pro- 
ſecution will be infinitely cumberſome, and par- 
tial connivance ſubje& to quarrel, Notwith- 
ſtanding this Statute we leave power to the Ec- 
clefiaſtical Judge whoſe courſe is to proceed to 
Excommunication, and ſo an Excommunicato ca- 
piendo muſt be had. This is as great a charge as 
the Indictment in the Statute of primo. In this 
Statute a Witneſs or two mult be brought to the 
Seſſions, he muſt be preſented to the Grand Jury 
and fo Indited 3 This will coſt five ſhillings, a 
noble or ten ſhillings , which 1s as much as the 
charge in the firſt Statute. So becauſe this Bill is 
ſlanderous to the Clergy, {landerous to the State, 
repugnant to Charity and Crambe recoFa, I hum- 
bly pray it may receive the like entertainment 
the former Bill had, #z. to be rejected. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid, I ſhall ſpeak upon 
great diſadvantage 3 I perceive this Member of 
our Houſe hath taken ſtudied pains to diſturb 
the paſſage of this Bill. To which I ſhall not ſo 
well anſwer, becauſe I ſhall not ſo well carry a- 
way the particulars of this politick, but not Re- 
ligious diſcourſe. If it be Religion to be obedi- 
ent at pleaſure, if I could be Zealous to day, and 
cold to Morrow, I could ſubſcribe to all that he 
hath ſaid. We connot do amore acceptable thing 
to God or a more dutiful ſervice to the State, 
than bring men to fear God. Religion and Po- 
licy may well ſtand together : But as that policy 
is moſt deteltable which hath not Religion to 
warrant it, ſo is that Religion moſt happy which 
hath policy to back and maintain it. I know 
the Jeſuits and Prieſts be out of ſquare, and be 
at a Jarr amongſt themſelves: I pray God it be 
not to make a breach among us, who be yet in 
Unity. Wit well applyed is a profitable thing 3 
butill applied, dangerous, in whomſoever doth 
abuſe it. There is no man of ſenſe and Religion, 


but thinketh that be is far from Religion (point- 
ing at M* Bond.) that made the Speech. Furſt, he 


Teachers and Eccleſtaſtical Judges. And as the 


ſaid it would be an imputation to our Miniſters, 
That 


That Speech was both abſurd in Judgment and 
ſlanderous in uttering 3 as though by the Mini- 
{ters of the word we were loth to hear of our 
Sins or reconcile our ſelves to God. The ſecond, 
That 1t was an imputation on Archbiſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, &c. I am fo far from blaming their Go- 
vernment, that I renounce that Poſition. I am 
very ſorry, that the ſtrength. of their Authority 
{tretcheth not ſo far as I could wiſh it in this 
point. But methinks this Law ſhould rather be 
a credit to the Miniſtry , that now we having 
gone to Church theſe forty three Years our ſelves; 
are ſo fervent in Religion , that we deſire alſo 
that others may do the like. I beſeech you give 
me leave to wipe away a grievance , which it 
ſeems the Gentleman that laſt ſpake imputeth un- 
to me. He hath made a Proteſtation, that he is 


no Papiſt : I appeal toyou all if I ſaid he was. 
And I fay he is no Puritan it he benot a Papiſt; 
for if there be ever a Puritan in England, it is a 
Papiſt. I learned of D* Humfrey who was ſome- 
times my Tutor, a diviſion of four forts of Pu- 
ritans 3 Firſt, The Catholick which holds that a 
man cannot fin after Baptiſm 5 Secondly, The 
Papiſt, which is ſuch a Merit-monger , that he 
would not only ſave himſelf by his own Merits, 
but by the Merits of others alſo ; A third fort 
are the Browniſts or Family of Love, a Sect too 
well known in Ezgland, 1 would they had never 
ſo been 3 The fourth and laſt fort are your E- 
vangelical Puritans, which inſiſt wholly upon 
Scriptures as upon a ſure ground 3 And of theſe 
I would we had many more than we now 
have. 

It was ſhewed by D* Beret upon occaſion 
of Speech of the multitude of Recuſants, that 
there were thirteen hundred, nay fifteen hundred 
Recuſants in Torkshire , which he vouched upon 
his Credit were preſented both in the Ecclefiaſti- 
cal Court and before the Council at lark. 

So after divers Speeches and Arguments it was 
put to the queſtion, whether the Bill ſhould be 
ingroſſed, and the greater number could not be 
diſcerned. Whereupon Sir Robert Wroth ſhewed, 
that he had a Proviſo ready ingrofſed, the ſub- 
ſtance whereof was, That if any man came "_ 
times a Year to the Church, and ſaid the uſual 
Divine-Service twice every S#zday and Holyday 
in his Houſe, with his whole Family, that ſhould 
be a ſufficient diſpenſation. This was utterly 
miſliked : yet divers which were deſirous to 
overthrow the Bill went forth with the Proviſo, 
becauſe they would have it joined with the Bill 
to overthrow it. Whereupon the Houſe was di- 
vided, and upon diviſion it appeared thus, The 
I, 1,1 were a hundred twenty fix, the No were 
eighty five. So the Provifo paſt. Then it was 
put to the Queltion for the Bill, but then divers 
reaſons were ſhewed, M* Bozds two reaſons of 
prejudice to Miniſters and the Clergy , and the 
danger by breach of Charity z Thatthe Informa- 
tion was a thing contrary. to Magna Charta, 
That there might be a Conviction without en- 


quiry.' 
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Sir Walter Raleigh ſhewed, that all the Church- 
Wardens of every Shire muſt come to the Afſizes 
to give Information to the Grand Jury ; ſay then 
there be a hundred and twenty Pariſhes in a 
Shire, there muſt now come extraordinary two 
hundred and forty Church-Wardens: And ſay 
that but two in a Pariſh offend in a quarter of a 
Year, that makes four hundred and cighty per- 
ſons with the Offenders to appcar 5 what great 
multitudes this will bring together, what quarrel- 
ling and danger may happen, belides giving Au- 
thority to a mean Church-Warden , how preju- 
dicial this may be, &c. with divers other reaſons 
againſt it. As alſo ſome Ambiguitics and Equivo- 
cations thereinz The Provifo newly added being 
a plain Toleration from coming toChurch ; and 
that the Parſon could not preſent or conſtrain 
any if they ſaid Service at home. So it was put 
to the queſtion thrice together, and becauſe the 
truth could not be difcerned , the Houſe was 
again divided, and the I, I, I went forth and 
were a hundred and five, and the Noes within 
a hundred and fix. So they got it by one Voice, 
and the I, I,I loſt; but then the 1, I, I faid they 
had M* Speakers, which would make it even. 
And then it grew to a queſtion, whether he had 
a Voice. Sir Edward 'Hobbie who was of the 
I,L, I fide, faid, that when her Majeſty had gi- 
ven us leave to chuſe our Speaker, ſhe gave us 


| leave to chuſle one out of our own number and 


not a Stranger, a Citizen of Lo»dor and a Mem- 
ber 3 and therefore he hath a Voice. To which 
It was anſwered by Sir Walter Raleigh, and con- 
firmed by the Speaker himſelf, that he was fore- 
cloſed of his Voice by taking that place , which 
it had pleaſed thenr to impole upon him 3 and 
that he was to be indiflerent for both Parties : 
And withal ſhewed , that by the Order of the 
Houſe the Bill was loſt. 

M* Bowyer, Secretary to the old Lord Trea- 
ſurer Buckburſt, ſaid, . M* Speaker, I think it not 
lolt, for there hath been foul and great abufe of- 
fered 1n this matter. A Gentleman that would 
willingly go forth according to his Conſcience, 
was pulled back : Though I much reverence my 
Maſters of the Temple, and am bound to ove 
Benchers of the Mzddle-[emple, yet if it will 
pleaſe the Houſe and you M*” Speaker to com- 
mand me to name him, I will. The grearcſt 
Voice ſaid no, yet M* Secretary Cecill willed him 
to name him, and he faid, it was M* Dale of the 
Midale-Temple. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, why if it pleaſe you, 
it is a ſmall matter to pull one by the Sleeve, tor 
ſo have I done my {elf oftentimes. (And great 
loud Speech, and (tir there was in the Houſe.) 

M* Comptroller (after ſilence) faid, We have 
been often troubled by a Phyſician (meaning 
M* Bord) and he hath been ſpoken againſt. He 


he. had ſtayed there, it had been well : but 1 
think we had need of Phyſictans to ſtay our 
Heads and cool our heats and humours, not fit-

troubled us with Ari5Fotle and other Books ; it 
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tolerable diſorder. 1 think the offence is a hai- 
nous offence, both againſt God, and this Afſem- 
bly. For the firſt, in that every man 1s to go ac- 
cording to his Conſcience and not by compulſi- 
on; And for the other Gentleman Sir Walter Ka- 
leigh, that ſaid he had often done the like , I 
think he may be aſhamed of it 3 for large 1s his 
Conſcience, if in a matter of ſo great conſe- 
quence he will be drawn either forwards or back- 
wards by the Sleeve 3 And I think it ſo hainous, 
that he deſerves to Anſwer it at the Bar (mean- 
ing M* Dale, but becauſe Sir Walter Raleigh 
was laſt named, it was taken to be meant of 
him. 

y; Secretary Cecill (aid , I am ſorry to ſee this 
Diſorder, and little do you know how for dil- 
order the Parliament is taxed , I am ſorry I can- 
not ſay {landered. I had hoped as this Parlia- 
ment began gravely and with Judgment, ſo we 
ſhould have ended modeſtly , and at leaſt with 
diſcretion. I proteſt I have a Libel in my Pocket 
againſt the Proceedings of this Parliament. The 
offence which the Gentleman that laſt ſpake, 
ſpoke of, I confeſs is great and puniſhable; And 
this I wiſh may be inflicted on him, that he 
whoſe Voice may be drawn either, forwards or 
backwards by the Sleeve, like a Dog in a [tring, 
may be no more of this Houſe 3 And I with tor 
his Credits ſake he would not. But that it ſhould

M- Davies moved the Houſe and ſhewed, that 
a Servant of Mr. Huddleſton (Knight for Cum- 
berland ) being ſome twelve Months ſince hurt 
in the Hand, went unto one Matthews a Chi- 
rurgion by Fleet-Bridge, who for ten pounds 
undertook the Cure; the man gave him a Bill 
of ten pound for the ſaid Cure, which he the 
ſaid Matthews could not perform without lea- 
ving a great ſcar, and withal a little lameneſs in 
his hand: notwithſtanding he paid the Chirurgion 
eight pound. But upon what ſuggeſtion I know 
not, Matthews hath ſued Mr. Huddleſtor's man 
for the whole ten pound. and Arreſted him upon 
an Execution into the Counter. The man told 
him he was Mr. Huddl:ftons Servant, and that 
his Maſter was a Member of this Houſe and a 
Knight of a Shire, and that he was thereby pri- 
viledged from Arreſts, and wiſht to be diſcharg- 
ed : but Matthews and the Serjeant anſwered him, 
they cared not for his Maſter nor for the privi- 
ledge, and ſaid that he was not priviledged from 
an Execution.
